SAYS X RAYS ARE NOT NEW 
Views of Dinshah Pestanji Ghadiali, the Indian Scientist 


PRINCIPLE AN OLD ONE, HE DECLARES 


The “Parsee Edison” Says Many Discoveries Are Made in His 
Country—His Plans Here. 


Dinshah Pestanji Ghadiali, known in India as the “Parsee Edison,” 
late electrician to his Highness Maharaj Rana Sahib of Dholpur, Central 
India and also late Telephone Superintendent of Dholpur State, is in this 
city on a tour of the world. 


It was Dinshah who electrified the members of the Aldine Club Mon- 
day night, on the occasion of their jubilee reception, by impromptu re- 
marks, in the course of which he said the principle of the Roentgen X-rays 
was not new in the East. 


Dinshah yesterday explained to a reporter for THE NEW YORK 
TIMES his name and the Parsee system of nomenclature. ‘Dinshah’’ is 
his own name. It means “Emperor of Religion.” ‘“Pestanji’ is his 
father’s name. It means “One with the Holy Body.” ‘“Ghadiali’ explains 
the occupation. It means watchmaker. 


“A Parsee reading my visiting card,’ he explained, ‘would know all 
about me. He would read ‘Dinshah, the son of Pestanji, the watchmaker.’ ”’ 


The Parsee is of slight build, and below the average height. He wears 
a small black mustache, and his coal-black hair and eyebrows and dark 
Indian skin are relieved by the large, soft, glowing black eyes common to 
the East. He talks excellent English, fluent and grammatical. Although 
not yet twenty-three years old, he has been a lecturer six years on a 
variety of deep subjects connected with electricity, magnetism, odic force, 
heat, light, and various phases of the vital forces. 


His father, a leading repairer of chronometers in Bombay, being of 
orthodox views, was opposed to his son’s enthusiastic study of electricity 
and kindred subjects. 


. “My father went to bed at 10 o’clock,” he said. ‘I used then to creep 
into the room and begin my studies. I worked all night, and when my 
father rose at 5 o’clock in the morning, I retired to sleep for three hours.” 


Dinshah’s ardor was unquenchable. During the lonely hours of the 
night he worked away at the manuscript of a book which was to be the 
first fruits of his studies. His father knew nothing of it. At length it was 
finished—thirty-two hundred pages in thirty-one chapters, the work of 
six years and the result of untiring effort. But it shared a fate similar to 
that which overtook the second volume of Carlyle’s ‘French Revolution.” 
The index was already in the hands of the publishers when the body of the 
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work was stolen with Dinshah’s valise at the station of Hyderabad, and 
nothing has been heard of it since. 


Dinshah is not only a Parsee. He is a Zoroastrian. He wears a grand 
medal of the Independent Order of Good Templars, and is a member of 
those numerous societies of India and the East which believe that there 
are Jatent in man forces of a kind that can raise him to the condition and 
power of a god, if properly cultivated and developed. 


He never Jeaves his head uncovered, wearing a Parsee turban by day, 
and a tight-fitting skull cap at night. The magnetic extremities of the body 
he believes should always be covered, so as to prevent the Joss of vital 
magnetism, which is otherwise always passing out of the body and being 
wasted. 


“From time immemorial,” he said, sitting on the edge of his bed in 
his ascetic quarters, “India has been the home of spiritual culture and 
spiritual discovery. Most of the discoveries, so called, of modern science, 
were known in the East ages before. They were laughed at and ridiculed 
by the scientists of the West, until, forced finally to take note of them, 
they changed their names and paraded them as their own discoveries. 
Mesmerism and hypnotism, known for several thousand years in India, 
offer an eloquent example of this. 


“The X-rays; yes! They are wonderful, indeed, and I am probably 
the first Parsee to hear of them, for when I Ieft India two months ago, 
there was no knowledge abroad of the discovery. 


“The X-ray is a Jower manifestation of the astral light on the physical 
plane, and as such has Jong been known to Eastern occultists. 


“The fourth dimension of matter, or the ultra-gaseous state, or the ra- 
diant medium, exists everywhere. In the East we have always believed in 
it. It even exists in the pores of matter and is capable of permeating the 
most solid body, so called. Were this medium not existent, what is co- 
hesion or repulsion? What is gravity? For, without the combining energy 
of the ultra-gaseous particles, and without their correlative affinity, the 
whole mass of the world would disintegrate and fall to pieces. 


“Tt has been known all along that light is capable of traveling without 
air, for the atmosphere extends only some 200 miles above the earth. But 
light cannot travel without vibrations and the astral Jight is the vibrations 
of that ethereal medium which brings the light to our atmosphere. 


Some persons ask, “Why can’t we see that vibration? Why is it that 
the Eastern adepts cannot show to us that light as ordinary light, &c? 
I ask, Has any Western scientist ever seen electricity moving? I might as 
well say, Let them show it to me or I will not believe in electricity. ‘Ah! 
but it appeals to other senses,’ you say. ‘We see the effects of electricity 
even if we do not see it moving. Remember, then, electricity is a physical 
agent. The astral light is an ethereal agent. Physical forces can be rec- 
ognized by physical means; astral, or ethereal forces can only be recognized 
by the ethereal eye, which is only to be developed after passing a certain 
stage of vigorous mental culture. 


“The East has never known in its physical bearing the Rontgen X-ray, 
but has known the very principle that guides it. The Eastern masters of 
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the occult knew the fundamental, hidden, occult principle of the rays. 
Nobody has ever seen these rays, and they are physical. How can you, 
then, expect to see the rays which are far more ethereal? It is quite im- 
possible. If you wish to see such things as the students of Eastern yoga 
see, there is only one thing you can do. That is to develop the latent 
powers in your own self. 


“It seems to me that those who study electricity and magnetism can- 
not but be convinced that even some physical effects of electricity remain 
up to this time unexplained. The time will perhaps come when these un- 
known things will be recognized and acknowledged as working forces; 
when the Western scientists will lay aside some of their prejudices and, 
with an unbiased mind, study the religious and spiritual side of the East, 
which has ever been and ever will remain the land of mystery.” 


Dinshah’s eyes gleam and flash when he talks, and his face illumines 
with the ardor of unquenchable enthusiasm. 


Before going to San Francisco, on his way back to India, he will deliver 
lectures in this city. In India, his lectures have included such subjects as 
“Hxpenditure of Vital Energy, or, a Comparison Between the East and the 
West;” “Influence of the Solar System on Man,” “Sound, an Ethereal 
Force,” “Odic Force, or Ultra-Magnetism, and the Doctrines of Zoroaster ;” 
“Man as Master of Electricity,” “Suicide, a Vice of the Present Day;” “The 
Magic Power of Words and Incantations,”’ and “Thought is Energy and 
Will is Power.” 


“I have come here,” he said, “to learn physical powers and to show 
to the people the existence of spiritual powers.” 


Dinshah is an ardent admirer of Tesla, with whom he has a slight 
acquaintance, and of Edison. “Only I pity them,” he said, laughing, “‘be- 
cause they don’t get time even to eat or to enjoy the luxuries of life.” 


Dinshah was the first lecturer on electric light in India. He says if 
Tesla were to go there the people would make a hero of him.

CHAPTER 1 


SPECTRO-CHROME AUTOMOBILE IN FIRST GEAR 


My Science of Spectro-Chrome Metry had its first presentation to the 
World, on Monday, April 26, 1920, in the metropolis of New York, New 
York, United States of America. There must have been some link of 
Karma in the greatest Country and the greatest City of the World having 
played the part of the nursery of my original Healing Science of Automatic 
Precision. Whatever may be behind the scenes of Cosmogenesis, Anthro- 
pogenesis and Kinetogenesis, certainly from the day I presented that work 
to the World, untold privations, miseries and inconceivably illogical, heart- 
breaking opposition followed me at every step. 

I knew no precedent to follow. Of course, having been Vice-President 
of the Allied Medical Associations of America and Vice-President of the 
National Association of Drugless Practitioners and having well known 
of the terrible political lobby maintained in Washington, District of Colum- 
bia, by the Medical Octopus headed by the American Medical Association, 
I did not plunge into the cauldron of fire clothed in asbestos ignorance. 
In my medical practice of many years had I experienced the shortcomings 
of the Healing Art and had full well recognized its decadence from a pro- 
fession of the highest sanctity into a commercialized, autocratic, ignoble 
monopoly. 

The fate of the Osteopaths, Chiropractors and other Drugless Healers 
was before me. They were mistreated, manhandled and gored by the 
merciless Medical Trust, until they succeeded in getting their own legis- 
lative recognition by fair means or otherwise; yet, with all their endeavors 
they HAD to bow to the suzerainty and overlordship of the Medical Doc- 
tors. Even the Christian Scientists had to go a long way to be left un- 
disturbed—I had either to let my baby Spectro-Chrome die a premature 
death by financral starvation and legal asphyxiation or be prepared to 
bear any and every suffering to place it on a pedestal from which no 
earthly, selfish power can dislodge it. 

I began by delivering lectures on my Science and in a few months 
had the satisfaction of selling a few Equipments to liberal-minded Phy- 
sicians and Surgeons as well as interested laypersons. My office was in 
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the World Building, whence I moved to 43 West 42nd Street and later to 24 
East 42nd Street, fifth floor, where i paid $5,000.00 a year rent. 

The results produced in many cases, were so far beyond the expecta- 
tions of the users, that a demand arose for a special Class to teach a num- 
ber of persons a complete Course on what was then called Spectro-Chrome 
Therapy. After due consideration, I too believed the time ripe for some 
such move and on December 7, 1920, opened the First Class in my Science, 
with an initial enrollment of 27 Students. Among them were 2 Medical 
Doctors, 6 Chiropractors, 2 Dental Surgeons, 1 Osteopath, 16 Laypersons. 
Before the close of the Class on March 15, 1921, several more Physicians 
joined and the total rose to 35. Each paid $100.00 for the Course; it began 
to pay my expenses. 

By this time, I had already gathered a large following of nearly 2,000 
persons interested in the “Higher Life’ and had a Dinshah Occult Center 
functioning. A zealous student Mae L. Barker approached me for a few 
lectures in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania and I spoke under the sponsorship 
of the Ethical Society there. That was my first sight of the Quaker City 
from land—a prior visit having been by air in 1919, when I flew to it the 
first New York Police Mail. That audience joined unanimously in asking 
for an elaborate series of lectures and I engaged a hall for the purpose, in 
the Woman’s Benefit Building. 

The series began; the hall was crowded to capacity with intelligent 
Truthseekers every night and I commuted to and fro 200 miles daily. The 
final discourse was on Spectro-Chrome Therapy and at its close I was sur- 
rounded by many people, from that audience. 

A bearded gentleman asked me why I did not make a Class for teach- 
ing the Science. I said I did make one in New York, New York and should 
be happy to make a second one in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, if I could 
be sure of at least 6 Students, paying One Hundred Dollars each. He 
gave his nameas Dr. Arthur C. Heinze and enrolled for the Class. A quiet 
woman came up and said she wanted to join. She gave her name as Dr. 
Kate W. Baldwin; little did I think then that the unassuming woman was 
the famous Senior Surgeon of the Woman’s Hospital in that Quaker City— 
a noble woman who was destined to perform a prominent part in my life, 
as apioneer in the Science of Spectro-Chrome. That woman—that 
liberal Medical Doctor, Fellow American College of Surgeons, Fellow 
American Academy of Ophthalmology And Oto-Laryngology, Fellow 
American Medical Association, Member American Academy Of Political 
And Social Science and the like, was to be the first recognized Surgeon 
who bore the brunt of the attacks of the Medical Octopus, but stood by my 
side to the end as my Champion Standard Bearer in the Service Of Suffer- 
ing Mankind. She did not then realize the reaction of her first step in 
Spectro-Chrome. 


CHAPTER 2 
SPECTRO-CHROME AUTOMOBILE IN SECOND GEAR 


Thus, some half a dozen persons promised to join, if I made a Class 
in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. However, I could not see how I could trans- 
fer my valuable scientific apparati for experimental demonstration to a 
strange hall in a strange city and travel 200 miles daily from my Central 
Office to train new Students. After consideration, | hired a building in 
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1602 Summer Street at $3,000.00 a year rent and moved my residence 
there. It was a sensible move. The notices being issued, the Second 
Class went far beyond my expectations. On the first night, Tuesday, 
April 12, 1921, 61 Students enrolled and continued till the enrollment had 
reached 76 by the conclusion of the Course on Thursday, June 30, 1921. 
The Class was conducted only twice a week and 24 Instructions completed 
the Course. The enrollment had numerous Physicians and Surgeons, 
Chiropractors, Osteopaths, Naturopaths, Dentists and other intelligent 
people interested in the Healing Art. As with the First Class, this Second 
Class also presented to the Originator, a Testimonial showing appreciation 
of his Science and its teachings. The Graduation Session was held on 
Tuesday, July 12, 1921 and 64 Students received their Diplomas as Spectro- 
Chrome Therapists. Several Testimonials are printed at the end. 

Before this time, Summer being in full swing, I was asked to take the 
work to Atlantic City, New Jersey and respecting the suggestion, I hired 
for $900.00 a vacant store in 2521 Boardwalk. The customary free public 
lectures drew the attention of the visitors of the resort and on the opening 
night of Wednesday, July 13, 1921, 40 Students enrolled, later increasing 
to 69. This Class was instructed at the rate of three sessions a week and 
my labors may be surmised from the way I had to travel. Each Class Night, 
IT had to go 60 miles each way; next morning and night travel to New 
York Office and back 100 miles each way, but, there was the satisfaction of 
seeing my brain child steadily growing. It was in this Class that I had 
the extreme pleasure of meeting my present wife Irene Grace, who came 
as a visitor. She was then 17 and showed her liking for Spectro-Chrome, 
later joining the Fifth Class and graduating. 

The value of the new Science was slowly being appreciated. Numerous 
people used me as a Psychological Consultant, paying me $1.00 per minute 
for it. A man took me to Baltimore, Maryland and paid me $600.00 for a 
ten hour trip! His mother-in-law had Cancer and her condition was such 
that the Surgeons declined even to operate. After my visit, that bed- 
ridden woman came in 2 weeks on the Boardwalk and several invitations 
were extended to take Spectro-Chrome to Baltimore, Maryland, which I 
did. There, Dr. Arthur B. Bibbins, President of the Maryland Academy 
of Sciences heard my public lectures and requested me to speak to the 
Academy Members. In appreciation of the courtesy, I presented to the 
Academy 12 Free Scholarships and they sent competent Members to in- 
vestigate my Science. They joined the Fourth Class there on Wednesday, 
October 5, 1921 among 35 Students. That Course finished on Monday, 
November 28, 1921, my birthday. Meanwhile, the Academy had invited me 
to Corporate Membership with the rank of Academician and the Certifi- 
cate as Life Member was granted to me on Tuesday, October 11, 1921; the 
rank of Academician for Life followed on Monday, May 1, 1922. 

While that Fourth Class was progressing, I was teaching simultan- 
eously the Fifth Class in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. It commenced with 
$2 Students, on Tuesday, October 11, 1921, Irene Grace acting therein as 
Class Secretary, with my daughter Kashmira. That Class graduated on 
Thursday, January 19, 1922. Meanwhile, I had begun public lectures in 
Washington, D. C.. at 817 14th Street, N. W., in the Pope Building, from 
which the Sixth Class formed on Wednesday, January 4, 1922, with 20 
Students. It ended on Monday, February 27, 1922. 

Around this time, great changes were occurring. I was paying 
$3,000.00 a year rent in 1602 Summer Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania 
and $5,000.00 a year in 24 East 42nd Street in New York, New York. I 
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therefore decided to move out of the $5,000.00 a year expense and main- 
taining the $3,000.00 a year premises as my Residence and Business Office, 
shifted to a less expensive one in 171 Madison Avenue, New York, New 
York, converting it into a Branch Office, in charge of my Secretary Cyril 
M. Munson and an Assistant Anna Tilley. It was here that the Seventh 
Class commenced on Tuesday, February 7, 1922, with an initial enrollment 
of 44 Students, graduating on Thursday, May 11, 1922. 

The idea of spending $3,000.00 a year and having no equity to show for 
it, did not appeal to my daughter Kashmira, as well as her inseparable 
companion Irene Grace, who already had joined the ranks of Spectro- 
Chrome enthusiasts. Pressure of work and the need of space for expan- 
sion began to grow so fast, that we were soon compelled to leave 1602 
Summer Street. We moved into 2401 North Broad Street, which I pur- 
chased for $30,000.00. The ground floor of the premises was converted 
into a Lecture Room and Secretarial Office, the second floor had my Office 
in the front and Research Laboratory in the rear, the third floor comprised 
the Living Quarters, the top floor had the Laundry and a spacious Balcony. 
We occupied that building on Thursday, February 9, 1922. 

A unanimous demand had arisen from the Graduates and Students, 
for an Official Organ—a monthly devoted to Spectro-Chrome Therapy. 
To fulfill this righteous requirement, I called a printer, who, the moment 
he saw me and was told what I wanted, shouted to my astonishment and 
indignation, “I ain’t going to print anything for no Jew like you!” I told 
him I was not a Jew and if I were, I should be in good company, because the 
Benign Lord Jesus was the greatest Jew born! 

I felt disgusted at the narrow mind of that man and promptly re- 
solved to install my own Printing Plant in the Basement. The first issue 
of Spectro-Chrome magazine was published on Friday, June 380, 1922, 
from an outside printery, but from the second issue, I began to print and 
cublish from our own Printing Plant. Then on, Spectro-Chrome Therapy 
took a rapidly increasing pace and marched slowly but steadily to rec- 
ognition among the thinking and progressive public. 


CHAPTER 3 
SPECTRO-CHROME AUTOMOBILE IN HIGH GEAR 


Starting to print own literature and periodical in own Printing Plant 
was a proper move in the right direction, but what laid the first spark to 
the medical fuse was another subject. In my New York Office, a propo- 
sition was brought to me by a syndicate, to buy my Spectro-Chrome Sys- 
tem over for the Spectro-Chrome Corporation, but, I saw through the 
scheme and rejected it. However, when I started in Philadelphia on a 
larger scale, a threatening Notice came from the Board of Medical Educa- 
tion And Licensure asking me how I dared to teach “‘Helio Therapy” in the 
State of Pennsylvania, without a ‘““Teacher’s License.” I told the (Mahog- 
any) Board that ‘Helio Therapy” was treatment by the Sun, but, the Sun 
had not signed any contract with me and was not yet my partner; further, 
that I had a right to teach anybody my original Science anywhere and that 
they had better mind their own medical business, which was not a part of 
my System. That threat of the Board made me realize the danger of con- 
tinuing as a proprietary Spectro-Chrome Institute, so on Thursday, Jan- 
uary 19, 1922, I drafted the Charter of Spectro-Chrome Institute, crossed 
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the river Delaware and incorporated it under the Laws of the State of 
New Jersey, with an Authorized Capital of $125,000.00. The week fol- 
lowing, I filed the Certificate as a Foreign Corporation in Pennsylvania 
and sidetracked the Board. I heard nothing from the Tin Can Squeaker 
since then. 

Noting the inconvenience and impracticability of conducting my 
Classes in different cities and different States by railroad travel, having 
a vast quantity of experimental apparati and paraphernalia to transport 
for demonstration and exemplification of the various phases of my Science, 
I purchased during my Baltimore, Maryland visit a suitable automobile. It 
proved a big help in the work and relieved me of much drudgery. 

The first issue of Spectro-Chrome, June, 1922, had among other inter- 
esting items “No Proof Of Anything But Results,” from the pen of Kate 
W. Baldwin, M. D., F. A. C.'S., et cetera, Senior Surgeon of the Woman’s 
Hospital, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, with pictures of the “Burnt Girl” 
Grace Shirlow. That report must have set the Medical Doctors and Sur- 
geons thinking, but no immediate percussions resulted. 

Around this time, the official staff had another Assistant in Fanny 
Bolhack. irene Grace had already been trained to act as Secretary to the 
President, but, when the time approached for my departure to conduct 
the Chicago, Illinois Class, she made a novel proposal that endeared her 
further to me. She had shown herself as a plucky girl and said she, 
“Colonel Dinshah, you need and the Institute should have a Secretary, to 
replace Cyril M. Munson who resigned. Whil: you will be away for many 
weeks, why not let me take a Course in Stenography and be a full-fledged 
shorthand typist?” The idea appealed to me. I drove down for the 8th 
Class with Kashmira and when I returned after 2 months absence, I had 
a Graduate Stenographer ready for business! No wonder I fell in love 
with her and as I had received the final Divorce Decree from my first wife 
Manek, on Wednesday, March 14, 1923 I proposed to Irene at noon, 
promptly got the consent of her grandmother and her guardian aunt 
Pauline (one of my Graduates), received permission from the Orphan’s 
Court, secured the License and before 3 P. M. was married to Irene by 
Magistrate Dennis Fitzgerald, by a Civil Ceremony, Later, she embraced 
the religion of the Lord Zarathustra (Zoroaster) the Blessed Prophet of 
Ancient Persia (Iran), being inducted therein by me at her own request, 
with appropriate ceremony. 

The Classes were being formed one after another and a large number 
of reputable, licensed Physicians and Surgeons, Osteopaths and Dentists 
studied therein and testified to the value and merits of my Science, As 
they studied my Science, Medical and other Practitioners of the Healing 
Art, voluntarily presented the Testimonial at the conclusion of each 
Class. Some names printed herein will stand as an wunimpeach- 
able proof of the genuineness of my teachings. In the New York Class 
Dr, L, Grant Baldwin, a Charter Member of the American College Of 
Surgeons (Mayo Clinics), Dr, Farel Jouard, Professor of Chemistry in 
Columbia University, Lieutenant Colonel Willard Doolittle and Captain 
James Dunseith; in the Chicago Class, Dr. Henry Lindlahr and his son 
Dr. Victor Lindlahr, both Dietitians and scores of others honored me with 
their attendance. From Chicago, Illinois, the ninth Class formed in Brad- 
ford, Pennsylvania, where at the College of Electronic Medicine conducted 
by Dr. John Wesley King, I was invited to give a Special Course of an in- 
tensive character in Spectro-Chrome Therapy, to 14 Medical Doctors, 2 
Osteopaths, 1 Dental Surgeon and 3 Physicians’ Assistants. They paid

of Healing. Spectro-Chrome staggered the imagination of the profession- 
als, many of whom came to laugh, but stayed to love—they entered the 
door of the Class room with heads up, they departed with heads bowed 
in reverence and humility to the mysterious workings of the Grand Archi- 
tect of The Universe, Whose Effulgent Powers sent to the World Spectro- 
Chrome to heal the sick and the suffering.

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The 15th Class in Detroit, Michigan threatened to become trouble- 
some, because of interference from the Wayne County Medical Society 
and the Board of Health, but, I resisted and steam-rollered their move. 
Everywhere I went, I took the precaution to be provided ahead with a Cer- 
tificate of Incorporation from the State Secretary, as a Foreign Corpora- 
tion. The Medical Doctors had a scheme to stop me, but failed. (Refer 
to Railroading A Citizen). In the 17th Class, the (then powerful, now 
disbanded) Ku Klux Klan nosed in, but, even with 2 enrollments and an 
expense of $2,000.00, I went through with my program. Then, came the 
Portland, Oregon Trial and unjust incarceration in the Atlanta Peniten- 
tiary, (Refer to Railroading A Citizen) on Wednesday, September 14, 1927, 
whence I was ordered released by the Honorable President Calvin Coolidge, 
returning home on Saturday, March 2, 1929. I had occupied the 2401 
North Broad Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania building til! Thursday, 
July 10, 1924. Months prior, I found the accommodation too smal! for my 
fast increasing scientific activities. I therefore arranged to sell off the 
premises to the former owner at the same price and for $19,500.00 pur- 
chased an estate with 23.23 acres of land in Malaga, New Jersey. It is 
that which became the Principal Office of Spectro-Chrome Institute and it 
is from there that the later enormous worries of my scientific career com- 
menced. The nefarious Medical Trust openly or underhandedly played its 
part on each occasion. 

With this preamble, I shall take you now to the Buffalo, New York 
“Voleanic Eruption.” 


CHAPTER 5 
RUMBLINGS IN BUFFALO 


Friday, March 7, 1980, I arrived in Buffalo, New York, with a carload 
of experimental apparati, to demonstrate the value of my Science and hold 
a Class there. I had arranged for my stay at the Hotel Lafayette, which 
received me with great courtesy and the management extended to me all 
the facilities for my comphcated work. A circular advertising the three free 
public lectures was distributed and advertisements were sent to the Buffalo 
Courier-Express and the Buffalo Times. The former newspaper printed 
my advertisement in its issue of Monday, March 10, 1980, but, to my in- 
tense surprise, G. B. Parker, the Editor-in-Chief of the latter refused to 
print it. I made an appointment and took to his office numerous apparati 
to prove the genuineness of my Science, but, he did not change his mind. 
It was evident some underhanded work was in progress to prevent me 
from gathering an audience. He positively rebuffed me. 

The public series began. Nothing unusual happened, except that a 
nian, who I learned afterwards was Housman Hughes, was in that audi- 
ence. For some reason, he was attracted to the work and having heard 
me speak about Editor-in-Chief G. B. Parker, wrote to me a letter enclosing 
a dollar bill, which I promptly returned. (Refer to Part 2, Page 28.) 

Monday, March 17, 1980, my 55th Class commenced with an enroll- 
ment of 14 new Students and 3 repeaters. Welcome A. Hanor, M. D., one 
of my Graduates repeated the Course. An Optometrist of Kenmore, New 
York, by name Oscar C. Keener and his wife Isabelle joined as new Stu- 
dents. Housman Hughes enrolled in this Class and attended all the 
sessions, two each night. Generally, starting at 7 P. M., the two Discourses 
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ended at 11 P. M.—supposedly, but, the interest held many in the Class 
Room sometimes till midnight. A nurse, Bertha McNamara also was in 
the Class and a Student Lou-Ella Morton was designated as Class Secretary 
to attend to the registration and care of the scientific paraphernalia. An 
Assistant Secretary, Elsie Valerie Hutter came from Cleveland, Ohio to 
take care of the records. The last—80th Discourse finished on Monday, 
March 31, 1930. Meanwhile, more interest being aroused among certain 
persons, they asked me to open another Class, which I agreed to do. I 
returned to Malaga, New Jersey and after directing my work there went 
back to Buffalo, New York. Instead of going after the American language 
newspapers, I inserted advertisements in the Polish Dziennik Dla 
Wszystkich, the German Taglicher Buffalo Volksfreund and distributed 
handbills. Victor Jacobsen, Advertisement Representative of the German 
newspaper was so keenly interested in the Science of Spectro-Chrome, that 
he accepted the invitation as an Investigator and joined that Class free 
in such capacity. Bertha McNamara pleaded for repetition of the Course 
to become more familiar with the new Science and was granted that cour- 
tesy WITHOUT CHARGE. The 56th Class began on Monday, April 28, 
1930 and was scheduled to finish on Monday, May 12, 1980. Bertha Mc- 
Namara attended a few sessions only. Several other repeaters attended 
casually when certain subjects were to be expounded. Courtesy was 
granted to all such without further payment. Many who wanted to study, 
but did not have the money to pay the fee, paid down a small amount like 
36.00 and Note for the balanca of $144.00. To this day, most of such Notes 
are unpaid. I learned a bitter lesson, that what does not come out of the 
pocket does not touch the heart. 


CHAPTER 6 
INVITATION FROM POLICE COMMISSIONER 


Two Students who were in this 56th Class, Joseph Schmid, Jr., aged 
55, an Optometrist of 481 Auburn Avenue and Elizabeth Wade Paxton, 
aged 60, of 916 Delaware Avenue, both of Buffalo, New York, for their 
Health, wanted to go to the Resident Quarters of Spectro-Chrome 
Institute; I extended to both the courtesy of going with me to Malaga, 
New Jersey in my automobile, which was an Oakland Sedan. They at- 
tended all the sessions except the final, because they were to join me in 
the early morning and needed rest. The last Lecture was on the Rational 
Food Of Man. Each night there were 2 sessions of 2 hours each, beginning 
at 7 P. M. 

On that final day, Monday, May 12, 1930, as I was approaching the 
middle of the closing session, the door of my Lecture Room, Suite 106, 
opened and in came two Police Officers in plain clothes, followed by Hous- 
man Hughes, a Student of the prior Class. They announced themselves 
and on questioning stated that Housman Hughes was to the Police Depart- 
ment and complained that I had mulcted him of Two Hundred Dollars and 
that the Police Commissioner wanted to see me. I tried to explain, but, 
they told me they could do nothing and that I must go. Knowing the 
Police Regulations, having been in the First World War attached to the 
New York Police Headquarters, I requested them not to touch my person 
and that “I shall go voluntarily.” 

The entire Class followed us, including William S. Harrison, a Realtor 
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of influence and high reputation. At the Police Headquarters, the Com- 
missioner Austin J. Roche personally conducted the inquiry, which at that 
late hour appeared unusual. William Harrison had spoken to him already. 
He asked numerous pertinent questions to which Housman Hughes en- 
deavored to give evasive replies. Finally, when asked how it was that he 
signed and swore before a Notary Public a Contract For Hire of a Graduate 
Model Spectro-Chrome Equipment, with a refundable deposit of $200.00, 
Housman blurted that I had “Hypnotized” him, that I was a great Hypno- 
tist and so on. Hearing this, the Commissioner left the Office and called 
me into another chamber. He there asked me for my identification and 
credentials, whereat I handed him a number of them and recited the true 
story of the Contract. He asked me about Colonel William Donovan, the 
Assistant Attorney General of the United States. That brought from me 
the story of my unjust imprisonment in the Atlanta, Georgia Penitentiary 
and how through the kind investigation of the Department of Justice J 
received Executive Clemency from the Honorable President Calvin Cool- 
idge. 

The frankly told story impressed the Police Commissioner, but, he 
said, “I like to release you, but, as you were arrested you will have to stav 
the night in custody.” Promptly I informed him that I was NOT unde 
arrest and that I had come voluntarily, at which he called a stenographer, 
made me sign and affirm an Affidavit to that effect, which I did adding that 
I was given very courteous treatment by the Police Officers. The notariza- 
tion being completed, he let me depart at the same time ordering Housman 
Hughes to be sent out. 

Without any delay, the Students returned to the Lafayette Hotel and 
I finished my duty, dismissing the Class at past 1 A. M. Joseph Schmid 
and Elizabeth Paxton joined at that time. I realized the character of the 
storm impending on my head. As quickly as I could, I packed my valuable 
scientific apparati into the Oakland, paid the hotel bill and before the 
city would awake from its slumber, started with the two guests for the 
homeward journey. My plan was to leave the New York State Line before 
Housman Hughes can make his next move. It was quite evident some 
Forces of Evil had set him to it—they were using the thoughtless man 
for their ulterior motives. Subsequent events proved my surmise to be 
correct. 


CHAPTER 7 
LIFE SAVED BY PROVIDENCE 


The faithful Oakland purred along at a 30 miles per hour speed and 
it Avon we took Route 15 to Wayland, New York. The road was dry and 
the weather clear, the traffic very little. Joseph Schmid sat on my right, 
Elizabeth Paxton was comfortably tucked on the rear seat. 

Around 2 P. M., we approached to within 3 miles of Cohocton, when I 
saw in the rear vision mirror a car coming in the same direction as ours. 
I was driving on the extreme right on'a high embankment, whence I could 
move to the right no further. It was evident the driver at the rear wanted 
to pass and his pace was beyond the legal speed. Barely had he arrived 
close to me to pass, when a road roller came in sight, directly in front of 
his line of travel. The situation was horrific. The rear driver cut in be- 
tween the road roller and my car, but, because of the narrowness and his

lack of judgment, collided with a terrible impact with the front of the 
Oakland. The result was disastrous. The Oakland practically flew over 
and down the embankment over a ditch onto a field and would have turned 
over, but for a sudden, frantic turn I gave to the Steering Wheel. She 
came to the ground on all four wheels, with the left front door wrenched 
open and I found myself standing on the field, a few feet away from the 
car absolutely untouched! Joseph Schmid also escaped injury, but the 
woman passenger was frightfully hurt. Her skull was injured in many 
places, the right eye had cuts and she complained of pains inside. 

The driver of the colliding 1929 Graham-Paige Sedan was a real sight. 
Hiis face was cut severely in numerous places by the windshield splintered 
glass and he looked like a dazed animal. I went over to him and asked 
for his Operators License; he had none in his possession, so I took the 
Kegistration Number which was New York 333536, which on later inquiry 
from Charles A. Harnett, Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, proved to be 
that of Charles P. Schwingel, of Cold Spring Farms, Wayland, New York. 

] was certainly in a predicament. My Oakland was a sad-looking af- 
fair. Its windshield, front axle, steering mechanism, fenders, left front 
door, front wheel brakes, running board, front d’sc wheels and the like 
were out of alignment, out of action or damaged. There was no help near- 
by. Then, I had Elizabeth on my hands to care. I straightened the ma- 
chine as best I could and drove at a slow pace to the Hospital in Bath, New 
York, where I left her in charge of Surgeon Henry J. Wynkoop. I promised 
to pay all bills. I took the car to Conine and Cooper, had temporary repairs 
made and reported the accident to the State Commissioner of Motor Ve- 
hicles. (Later, I recovered damages to the amount of $97.45 from Charles 
P. Schwingel after some correspondence with his attorney. A Hearing 
also was held, but no blame was attached to me.) 

The next day, I arrived at Spectro-Chrome Institute in Malaga, New 
Jersey and to my surprise, three days later, contrary to my instructions, 
Elizabeth Paxton came there. Because of her injured condition, needing 
Medical Certificate, I declined to receive her in the Resident Quarters and 
told her to file a claim against the man who collided. She just casually 
asked for the name of my Insurance Company, which I frankly told her 
was the Travelers Indemnity Company of Hartford, Connecticut. She 
went away satisfied, but, soon the Truth burst on my ears. She filed 
secretly a claim with my Insurance Company, which, unknown to me, paid 
her $500.00 as quit claim and notified me that they cancelled my insurance. 
A fine act of gratitude this was from Elizabeth Paxton, for giving free 
transportation. I learnt from that incident another lesson in American 
life—I never permit any person not in the employ of my Corporation, to 
travel in its automobile, without signing a Warrant Of Indemnity And 
Quit Claim. 


CHAPTER 8 
FREE GUEST IN BLUE ROOM 


I paid $33.00 for the Bath Hospital Bills, for Elizabeth Paxton. Time 
passed on and my next Class, the 57th was to open in the Hotel Powers, 
Suite 120-122, on Monday, June 9, 1980. There were to be the usual public 
Lectures a week ahead to introduce the Science, to gather Students. I 
left Malaga, New Jersey in my Oakland again, with Dr. Joseph Schmid, on 
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Friday morning, May 30, 1930. I took the straight route via New Castle, 
Delaware. At around 9.30 A. M., as I was going over the hills toward Lan- 
caster, Pennsylvania, my passenger suddenly remembered that it was 
Memorial Day (Decoration Day) and being a devout Roman Catholic, he 
must attend the Mass. I tried to reason with him that it was out of ques- 
tion for me to change my prearranged schedule, but, he retorted, “You who 
teach Religion, ought to respect the feelings of others.” Certainly, but 
where was I to find a Roman Catholic Church in those hills? He was so 
obdurate that he threatened to leave the car right there with his suitcase, 
but, I did not like such a move. I promised to “take care of his principles, 
which really I honored as a Theosophist and kept watching. 


Thus, we arrived at 11 A. M. in Lancaster, Pennsylvania, where I 
noticed a Roman Catholic Church and stopped. He was so rejoiced—he 
needed the services to soothe his conscience. He promised to return in 
about 15 minutes. 


The 15 minutes passed; 30, 45, one hour and I was becoming truly im- 
patient, because a truckload of valuable apparati had gone ahead and I had 
to be at the Hotel Powers to receive it that day in time. I had a total of 
330 miles to go and here the Mass was making a mess of my time schedule. 
It made a serious dent in my travel, as I never violate any State Speed 
Laws. Finally, he emerged after 1:30 P. M. with an apology which I had 
to accept. Silence has its value. 


We arrived late at night at Rochester, New York and I wished him a 
safe journey to Buffalo, having completed my “contract.” I learnt another 
lesson in life—before offering transportation to a friend, be sure of his re- 
ligious principles as applied to worldly life. 


I was greeted at the Hotel Powers by the Resident Manager Joseph 
A. Smith and after noting the reservations, retired to my Suite 120-122. 
I deserved a good night’s rest, but, there is no such happiness in America 
for the Originator of Spectro-Chrome Metry. 


Barely had I commenced to undress, when a long distance telephone call 
rang from Buffalo. Memorial Day was destined to become a memory for 
me. I recognized the voice of Dr. Oscar C. Keener, President of the Buff- 
alo Optometric Society: ‘Colonel Dinshah, there is a Warrant out for your 
arrest.” JI asked, “From whom and for what?’ He _ said, “Housman 
Hughes had it issued and the City Detectives will soon be there.” I told 
him I was not going to abscond; the Detectives would find me just where I 
was. 

Close to midnight, the Room Clerk telephoned: “T’'wo gentlemen are 
here to see you; shall I send them up?” I answered, “Surely, let them 
have a good look at me!” A minute later, the “two gentlemen” came and 
I received them with courtesy. They served on me a Warrant for Grand 
Larceny and I immediately surrendered. I had already dressed, which 
somewhat surprised the City Detectives. I left my goods in care of the 
Hotel Manager and departed with the “two gentlemen.” They took me 
to the Police Headquarters and locked me for the night in a cell, whence 
another man had just left. The odor of Frontelim was very noticeable. 
Having learnt who I was they made a good jest of it. In pushing me down- 
stairs, one Officer shouted, “‘Put him in the Blue Room and take good care 
of him till the Buffalo man comes.” That “room” certainly was untidy 
enough to make one “Blue.” I paced the floor waiting for the morning

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CHAPTER 9 
BRANDED AS A THIEF 


I refused to eat the offered breakfast. Early, they took me upstairs, 
fingerprinted and photographed me and I gave a copy of my biographical 
sketch. That stopped the jesting and fun-making. All time I was there, 
I was not molested in any manner. They called me “Ghandhi” and asked 
numerous questions about India. At 3 P. M., Detective Joseph V. Fitz- 
gerald of Buffalo Police Department arrived and I was taken to the Buffalo 
Police Headquarters, a distance of nearly 70 miles. He was a good Officer 
and treated me kindly. He felt interest in my Science and later I sent 
him some literature to his home at 27 Daypark. Detective George W. Pat- 
terson had accompanied him. 

Meanwhile, through Dr. Oscar C. Keener my numerous Students had 
learnt that I was in the City Jail. Dr. Welcome A. Hanor, William S. Har- 
rison and others were endeavoring to have bail arranged to release me, but, 
the Memorial Day holiday coming on Friday, had most of the lawyers out 
of town and none available to arrange the details. Slowly the true story 
began to leak. 

The morning after the dismissal of the complaint by the Police Com- 
missioner, Housman Hughes had made another attempt for my arrest, but, 
when he went to the Hotel Lafayette, the Room Clerk informed him that 
I checked out hours ago. He then went to the District Attorney Guy B. 
Moore’s office. Without any investigation, tie case was taken to the 
Grand Jury and an Indictment was rendered, simply on the testimony of 
Housman Hughes.

into their net in Rochester, New York myself, they found an easy prey. 
That Indictment was the craziest legal document I ever read. The “Lines 
and Scripts” in the Glass was a pack of humor indeed. Whom was I to 
pity? The People of the State of New York, the Grand Jury, the District 
Attorney Guy B. Moore or the boob Complainant Housman Hugh2zs? Each 
surpassed the other in intelligence in indicting me with such unilateral, 
silly testimony. 

After some conference, my Students succeeded in contacting by long 
distance telephone, a lawyer who was a nephew of the Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Thomas H. Noonan.

I must be finger-printed and photo- 
graphed, but, because of Sunday, that man was not available. Again, 
search began. They brought in a Federal Photographer and Finger Print 
Expert and after the usual formalities, the Warden interviewed me around 
2 P.M. He became interested in my Attuned Color Waves and at 3 P. M. 
I was ordered released. Dr. Oscar C. Keener drove me to Rochester, New 
York, in his automobile and as I entered the lobby of the Hotel Powers, 
gems of left-handed compliments glared at me through the pages of the 
Sunday newspapers.

LEAVES MACHINE HERE 


Behind him here he left a machine, 
instruments and literature in a room at 
a downtown hotel, where he had installed 
himself only Friday, pveparatory to a 
series of lectures and demonstrations of 
his healing art “without medicine or 
surgery,” to begin next Wednesday. 

Hughes, who took a course during 
Dinshah’s Buffalo stay, claims the Col- 
onel defrauded him of $200, by signing 
a contract for hire of a Spectro-Chrome 
Metre wave machine which failed to 
work. 

But the Colonel, who in 1919 as com- 
mander of the New York Police Air Re- 
serve Force, by appointment of the late 
Rodman Wanamaker, paraded at its 
head Memorial Day of that year, does 
not understand the charge at all. 


CLAIMS PERSECUTION 
From a cell in police headquarters, 
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where he was placed early yesterday, 
after being rudely awakened by Detec- 
tive Sergeant Edward Collins and De- 
tectives Norman and Claesgens, the Col- 
onel declared the charge was a frame- 
up. 
Between the American Medical Asso- 
ciation and the Ku Klux Klan, his life 
is now just one series of harassing ad- 
ventures, he bitterly asserted. He said: 

“They indict me, and I can not under- 
stand it. This contract Housman had is 
with the corporation and not with me. 
| did not sell the machine to him, simply 
hired it to him. There is no larceny in 
that, is there?” 

Back in 1925, the Colonel, who speaks 
perfect English and glibly, was convicted 
of violating the Mann Act, sentenced to 
five years in federal prison, and serving 
part of the time at the penitentiary at 
McNeil Island, Washington, was trans- 
ferred to Atlanta. He was given a full 
pardon in February, 1929, by President 
Coolidge. 


HE’S INVENTOR, TOO 


Besides being a metaphysician and 
psychologist, he claims to be the in- 
ventor of a flickerless, shutterless, con- 
tinuous talking motion picture machine, 
on which he has a patent. But, regret- 
fully he admitted he never realized any 
cash on the invention. 

He is the author of a volume entitled 
“Riding a Citizen” in which he tells the 
alleged falsity of the Mann Act charge, 
and details of his work as a drugless 
healer. He has his own printing shop 
at Malaga, N. J. he said. 


Buffalo Courier-Express, of Buf- 
falo, New York, on Sunday, June 1,

Col. Ghadiali was arrested in Roches- 
ter, where he was scheduled to give a 
series of lectures on his invention this 
week. He was brought back here by 
Detective Sergeants Joseph V. Fitzger- 
ald and George W. Patterson to face the 
grand larceny charge preferred by Hous- 
man Hughes, 294 Parkdale avenue, who 


alleges he was swindled of approximately 
$400. 


Window Glass, Hughes Charges 


According to Mr. Hughes, the colonel 
gave a series of lectures here several 
weeks ago, in which he described the 
alleged marvelous properties of his in- 
vention, a lantern equipped with colored 
slides which when focused on the patient, 
would cure his specific disease. 


Mr. Hughes said the colonel would 
start out by charging $150 for his course. 
While the course was in progress there 
would be other charges, for instance, for 
cards which showed just what light 
should be applied to the patient to “’to- 
nate” him. 


It is Mr. Hughes’ contention that the 
glass is nothing more than ordinary win- 
dow glass. The colonel, according to the 
complainant, told his classes that the 
glass contains invisible lines in which 
lie the marvelous healing properties of 
the invention. 


”’Charge as much as you can get.” 


“Tt am an exponent of the laws of the 
Medes and Persians.” 


“Barnum was right. It is easy to bunk 
the American people.” 


“TI can teach anyone to transport his 
astral body.” 


“In ten years there will be no doc- 
tors.”’ 


These, said Mr. Hughes, are a few of 
the trenchant phrases with which the 
colonel spiced his lectures. 


At the close of the lecture, according 
{9 Mr. Hughes, the colonel would throw 
un the screen a picture of the national 
emblem, followed by a picture of Christ 
healing the sick, to the enthusiastic ap- 
plause of his classes. 


Hypnotized, He Says 


“It is hard for persons hearing these 
things to realize how persons of intelli- 
gence could fall for this bunk,” said Mr. 
Hughes. “But he certainly had us hyp- 
notized. In fact, he contended that he 
had the power of hypnotizing persons.” 


Among other things, the colonel also 
told Mr. Hughes, the latter says, that 
he has a broadcasting station at his in- 
stitute in Malaga which is powerful 
enough to span the globe with its waves. 


Col. Ghadiali says he was born in 
Bombay in 1873, came here in 1896 and 
was naturalized in 1917. He says that in 
1919 he was appointed governor of the 
New York police air school and claims 
to have carried the first police air mail 
from New York to Philadelphia.

Hughes paid $175, but was not given his 
diploma, he claims. 

At noon today the healer had not 
raised bail.

Dinshah P. Ghadiali, who describes 
himself as a Zoroastrian Persian, and 
who comes from Bombay, India, pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of first degree 
grand larceny when arraigned Monday 
before Justice Thomas H. Noonan of 
Supreme court, after he had been secret- 
ly indicted and arrested Saturday in Ro- 
chester. 

He was held under bail of $1500, his 
temporary bail of that amount having 
been voided when he was arraigned. The 
temporary bond was signed by Oscar C. 
Keener, Kenmore, an optometrist, and 
Dr. Welcome A. Hanor, 1285 East Jeffer- 
son avenue. 

At edition time he had not obtained 
new bail. 

Mr. Ghadiali is known to his friends 
as “Colonel,” and he claims he is entitled 
to be known as an M.D., M.E., D.C., 
Ph.D., and LL.D. He is president of the 
Spectrochrome institute of Malaga, N. J., 
and inventor of a mechanism known as 
the spectrochrome. 

Housman Hughes, 53, 294 Parkdale 
avenue, an expert mechanic, charges in 
the information on which the indictment 
was returned that some weeks ago, after 
listening to a lecture by Ghadiali, he took 
a course of lessons concerning a spectro- 
chrome normalator. 


This course, he charges, was described 
as being “automatic precision measure- 
ment and restoration of human radio- 
activity and radio-emanative equilib- 
rium, or tonation of imbalance by at- 
tuned color waves, without the use of 
diagnosis, drugs, manipulation or sur- 
gery.” 

As a result of his studies under Gha- 
diali, Hughes claims he deposited $200 
of which he alleges $175 was obtained 
by fraud, for a spectrochrome machine 
invented by the defendant. The machine 
consisted, he said, of a lantern with two 
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discs in variegated colors, which by 
twisting would produce different shades 
or rays designed by the inventor to cure 
various diseases or ailments, 

Unfortunately the plaintiff contends 
the machine didn’t perform as directed. 
Hughes told the colonel the discs were 
filled with flaws; the inventor held them 
to be flawless—and added that evidently 
Hughes had not paid sufficient attention 
to his course of study to get good results 
from the mechanism.

Originator of “Spectro-Chrome Metry”

Col. Dinshah P. Ghadiali of Malaga, 
N. J., “Originator of Spectro-Chrome 
Metry,’’ who was arraigned and pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of first degree 
grand larceny, was released from tech- 
nical custody Monday afternoon when he 
posted a $1500 American Surety com- 
pany bond. 

He left the county hall, predicting that 
if the case goes to trial he will give a 
scientific demonstration in the court 
room and be acquitted. 

He is the inventor of a device called 


the “Spectro-Chrome” which is a lantern 
equipped with two variegated glass disks, 
producing rays of various colors and 
tones, designed, in his own words, to 
produce “normalation of imbalance by 
attuned color waves.” 

His indictment was brought about by 
Houseman Hughes, 53, 294 Parkdale 
avenue, a mechanic, who says he en- 
rolled under Col. Ghadiali with the in- 
tention of becoming a ‘‘spectro-chrome 
normalator,” and who was dissatisfied 
with the lantern, for which he said he 
deposited $200 several weeks ago. He 
alleges he was defrauded of $175. 

Ghadiali says he is former commander 
of the New York police reserve air ser- 
vice and holds the degrees of M.D., M.E., 
D.C., Ph.D., LL.D., and others. 

He displayed his letters patent for the 
lantern and said it is built on scientific 
principles. 

He was arrested in Rochester on a 
local bench warrant, based on the Buf- 
falo indictment.

CHAPTER 11 
OVERCROWDED AUDIENCE OF SIX 


I had engaged the Club Room of Hotel Powers for four public Lectures 
on Spectro-Chrome Metry, beginning Wednesday, June 4, 1930, at 8 P. M. 
I did not expect a large gathering, because of the disgrace piled on me by 
the arrest and the adverse, one-sided publicity attached to that incident. 


One more occurrence fortified that view. I had written prior to 
George Eastman and the Eastman Kodak Company for interview in regard 
to the marketing of my Shutterless, Flickerless, Electric Talking Motion 
Picture Machine and had expressed to them one of my working models for 
examination. Tuesday, June 3, 1930 was the day fixed for the interview, 
but, the front page photograms published in the various newspapers caused 
them to give me a cold brush-off and the interview with C. W. Cook, of their 
Production Department resulted in a flop. I can well comprehend their 
unexpressed feelings. To be styled a “Thief” is not conducive to increase 
of credit in any person’s estimation. 


On the day the public Lectures were to be delivered, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Fred S. Holbrook of Monroe County, visited me. He asked 
me all kinds of questions to which I candidly answered. There was no 
doubt about my opponents having influenced the move, to stop me from 
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conducting my Class. He did not say much and uttered no opinion, leaving 
me in the dark; his attitude was unprejudicial. 

The opening night of the public Lectures arived. By 8 P. M., the Club 
Room was filled by 4 people and as by 8:30 P. M. not more than 6 over- 
flowed, I spoke as usual, notwithstanding the obvious snub. The disap- 
pointment and disgrace to me who generally gathered large audiences, 
was very keen, yet, nothing of that was shown on the surface; on the 
contrary, I made some pertinent remarks about my opponents and tried 


to clear the situation somewhat.

No Prosecution of Ghadiali 
To Be Made, Says Holbrook

Fred S. Holbrook, assistant district 
attorney, has written a letter to Col. 
Dinshah P. Ghadiali, Indian mystic, who 
was taken into custody by Rochester de- 
tectives before he opened a series of lec- 
tures on such baffling subjects as 
“spectro-chrome metry,” "‘attuned color 
waves” and “normalation of imbalance,” 
stating, in effect, that his office had no 
charge to bring against the lecturer. 

“So far as we are concerned, Colonel 
Ghadiali is charged with nothing and we 
are making no attempt to prosecute 
him,” said Mr. Holbrook yesterday. 

Ghadiali, police were informed, is 
under indictment for grand larceny in 
Buffalo as the result of the reputed fail- 
ure of a machine invented and rented by 
him to work.

Ghadiali declared, in a letter to Mr. 
Holbrook, that he was being persecuted 
by his Buffalo accuser, whom he accused 
of renting one of his machines for an 
ulterior motive. In his letter to 
the assistant district-attorney, Ghadiali 
wrote: 

“IT am willing to any and all tests of 
the system you may in your discretion 
impose, provided they be done in a 
spirit of fair play and equal rights and 
justice to both sides. When after being 
bonded I return here to lecture before 
the public, as any citizen has a right to 
do, all kinds of adverse publicity is 
thrust upon me, which ruined my repu- 
tation and business. 

“You appealed to me as a man of 
fairness, justice and consideration. I 
appeal to you to appoint a committee of 
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seven persons of your choice to take my willing to give the entire course to any 
complete course and report to you their person who volunteers to investigate 
findings without condition or obligation. without charge. Why not give me an 
Please do not deny me this. If not, I am opportunity to prove the truth?” 


To straighten matters, I interviewed Richard P. Curtiss, the City 
Editor of the Democrat and Chronicle, showed him my credentials and 
talked to him for a few minutes on the merits of Spectro-Chrome Metry. 
He promised me fair play.

On Monday, June 9, 1930, the 57th Class formed—with an enrollment 
of 3 Students. It was as expected. I conducted that Class as if nothing 
unusual had happened. To keep track of events in Buffalo, through the 
kind introduction of William S. Harrison, I contacted a firm of Lawyers, 
Harrington & Davidson, asking them questions about my next move to 
produce a favorable conclusion. Henry B. Harrington suggested one of 
three courses. Wrote he: “1. You can do nothing, in which case I doubt 
very much if the indictment will go to trial for a long time to come, if ever. 

‘2. Move for an inspection of the grand jury minutes and for quashing 
the indictment on the ground that there was insufficient evidence to sup- 
port it. This procedure might be successful, but I am very doubtful that 
the indictment could be quashed because your evidence while almost con- 
clusive was probably not before the jury at all and our motion would have 
to be made on the jury’s minutes. 

“3, You can bring action in Federal Court for an injunction protecting 
your business and patent. This action would have to be brought in your 
name and also in the name of your two corporations as your interests are 
interlocked. There are some difficulties in bringing such an action to a 
successful conclusion but such an action, if contested, and won by you 
would amount to an adjudication vindicating your system of healing and 
establishing it before the public as nothing else would probably do.” 

After considering the Three Ways from all possible angles, I wrote 
back after thanking him. “I do not see my way clear to entering the U.S. 
District Court for injunction, as my experience of the American Courts 
makes me feel that the $500.00 expense estimated may not perhaps end 
at that sum; I can not afford at this critical time when I am slowly trying 
to retrace my losses, to pledge my Institute to that much expense and as 
for publicity, I shall get that should my case go on trial, which is doubtful 
also; I know well the tactics of the Medical Octopus; they always indict 
and disgrace a person and forget to try the case; I had many such exper- 
iences in former years about others similarly harassed. The inspection of 
the Grand Jury Minutes will lead me nowhere; my fight is on the science 
where perjury can not avail; it is waste of time and money, because, if 
the District Attorney wants to try the case, he will find the loopholes. 
Thus, cordially appreciating your efforts, 1 am constrained to say that I 
deem it unwise to do anything except let the matter go on trial, then 
appear MYSELF WITHOUT LAWYER and tear the gang of framers 
to pieces on the merits of the machine and the system; none can do that 
better than I can; I wrote to Guy B. Moore to quash the Indictment ; if he 
does not, my course is open; I shall motion the Court at the proper time 
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to hasten the trial and precipitate the issues; there is no law to fight; it is 
facts and let them face me on them.” 


CHAPTER 13 
UNUSUAL STEP FOR FAIR PLAY 


The letter I wrote to the District Attorney Guy B. Moore, from Hotel 
Powers, on Friday, June 18, 1930, had some unusual features. My career 
is all full of unusualities, as I am in unusual circumstances, among unusual 
surroundings, with which I never could merge or consolidate. It is in such 
phases of Life that an Occultist meets with differentialities which the av- 
erage man cannot fathom. I wrote: 


‘“Esteemed and Learned Sir: 
RE: INDICTMENT No. 13189 


1. It is not usual for an Accused to communicate with his Prosecutor, 
but, believing mine an unusual case and also believing in fair play and 
justice, I place my cards in the open so you may understand the correct 
situation and avoid errors. 

2. Through a man Housman Hughes, one of my Graduates, you had 
me indicted for Grand Larceny; I have reason to believe that the man did 
not give you the exact details or true facts; he hired the Equipment under 
a Contract For Hire, with the paid amount REFUNDABLE, on return of 
the Equipment. He had the Equipment less than 12 days, never tried it 
on anyone and went to the Honorable Police Commissioner, Austin Roche 
to have me arrested, but, that Officer of the Law, was told by Housman 
Hughes that I had made him sign that Contract by Hypnotism, so he 
thought it fit in his judgment not to detain or molest me, which was really 
sensible and wise. 

3. It appears then he approached you for Indictment and Warrant; 
I do not understand what motive he had for such procedure, in face of the 
fact that he never complained to me or my Institute or demand refund; but, 
you being given wrong or insufficient data to work upon, acted on the rep- 
resentations before you and precipitated the tragedy against me by indict- 
ing and arresting me and bringing about my disgrace and ruin. 

4.This Equipment is a Patent apparatus, under United States Letters 
Patent No. 1544973; it has been in use most successfully, by some of the 
prominent Physicians, Surgeons, Dentists, Osteopaths and others for the 
past eight years and my system Spectro-Chrome Metry has been across 
this continent many times, nearly 2,800 Equipments in use giving grati- 
fying results. Should this case be tried, my Graduates, Medical Doctors 
and others are ready to come to the Court to testify to the wonderful ef- 
ficacy and genuineness of the system. 


5. I respectfully state that Spectro-Chrome is not a machine only, but, 
a system of healing entirely original and most accurate and precise in its 
results; it has nothing in common with any other system and has been 
taught and in use all over the United States ten years; this is the first time 
any challenge was openly given to it by charging me (the inventor and 
originator) with Fraud and Grand Larceny, when the Government of the 
United States thought it fit and worthy of a patent; I hired it to Housman 
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Hughes under the usual Contract, for whatever it was worth and he 
knows about it because he studied under me and graduated. 

6. In regard to the use of the system for the Tonation of Human Dis- 
orders, I may state that you will find on investigation, that every and all 
claims of the system and the instrument are perfectly justified. 

7. The “Certain Lines and Scripts” alleged in the Indictment ARE 
THERE, if you know what apparatus to use to detect them! Esteemed 
sir, 1f you had but asked me to show them to you, I should have gladly 
demonstrated the entire matter and I have not the slightest doubt that 
you would never have taken the steps you took. 

8. | must protect my Patents and my business as well as my reputa- 
tion. J request that you investigate how and why that man Housman 
Hughes used your office to ruin me and my work and being satisfied, have 
the Indictment dismissed without trial; this I request in the name of fair 
play and justice, as the County you represent will not be thankful for use- 
less expenditure of time, money and energy, should this case go to trial 
and be dismissed. 

9. You certainly must have acted under the best of motives, but, I 
say that you have been imposed upon by Housman flughes; he hid the facts 
and possibly perjured; please investigate and save me needless expense 
and dishonor, from which however, | most positively shall come out vic- 
torious. 

10. Expressing my best regards and asking again for fair play and 
justice, I have the honor to remain

Accused in the case.” 


No reply came to this plea. None was expected by me, because, Dis- 
trict Attorneys do not worry about spending the money of the taxpayers 
or fair play and justice. All their aim is to get CONVICTIONS by fair 
means or otherwise. A copy of this letter, I dispatched to City Editor 
Richard P. Curtiss, of the Democrat and Chronicle, requesting him to pub- 
lish whatever he saw fit, to save my name in that locality. Rochester, 
New York will long be remembered by me. :

The reply sent by Dr. Kate W. Baldwin to that Erie Secretary Dr. 
Louise W. Beamis, must have proved a veritable eye-opener :— 


Dear Doctor:— 


Your letter of June 9th is just received. The statement printed in 
the Journal of the American Medical Association of January 26th, 1924, 
is practically as written by me for the Spectro-Chrome magazine. Susie’s 
was an emergency operation at nine o’clock at night. There was nothing 
left of the Appendix to remove. There were quantities of pus. The 
wound could not be closed, free drainage was provided and the child put 
to bed with little hope that she would live until morning.

HANGING IN THE AIR 


Having nothing to do about the Grand Larceny case until the date 
may be set for Trial, I continued Classes in Detroit, Michigan and else- 
where, so as to be quickly available when called. Several times, I drove 
from Detroit, Michigan via Canada to Buffalo, New York, once even per- 
sonally interviewing Assistant District Attorney Leo J. Hagerty, who was 
entrusted with the conduct of this case. I told him my Witnesses were 
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to come from New York New York, Philadelphia Pennsylvania, Detroit 
Michigan, Dunkirk New York, Wellsville New York and the like and as in 
December, 1930, I expected the birth of another son and should have to 
attend to my wife Irene’s comfort, I pleaded with him not to set the Trial 
at that time. He kindly agreed. Son Sarosh was born on December 26, 
1930 and I wrote a long letter to the Assistant District Attorney :—

Esteemed and Learned Sir: 


1. Please accept my best thanks for the courtesy in continuing the 
case; the family addition for which I requested it, is now here and on the 
20th of this month I shall be again in Detroit, Michigan, for my lectures. 


2. I can appear for trial on Tuesday the Third of February, 1931. 


3. Meanwhile, I am taking an unusual course to show to you the 
merits or otherwise of this case, because, I firmly believe that the Indict- 
ment was gotten by the Plaintiff giving you insufficient information. 


4. The Plaintiff Housman Hughes took the full Course on the Science 
of Spectro-Chrome Metry and graduated after examination, receiving our 
customary Diploma; Spectro-Chrome Institute is a chartered Corporation 
under the Laws of New Jersey and was registered in New York State as a 
Foreign Corporation, on May 8, 1922; our business has been in existence 
over ten years and none dared impeach our integrity during that period. 


5. It is a matter of common knowledge that light of various colors

7. A glance at the figures illustrated in the Patent will show that 
the machine hired to Housman Hughes is an exact duplicate of the orig- 
inal; the Slide Carrier that has the Slides can be examined by any one 
knowing Spectroscopy and will show that certain colors and certain com- 
binations block off (or absorb) certain parts of the White Light Spectrum;

14. I shall leave Malaga, N. J. on Sunday, the 18th current and shall 
be in Detroit two days later; I shall have with me the various apparati 
for demonstration of the system and if you will grant me a few minutes 
on the 19th, Monday, at any time convenient to you, I shall be glad to 
demonstrate to you what I stated above. 


15. I shall pass through Buffialo, N. Y., on the way, if you wish to see 
me; otherwise I shall go straight to the Hotel Tuller, Detroit, Michigan and 
be there on the 20th current.

As the names were being called, 
my quicksighted Secretary, Mar- 
guerita W. Simon, had scanned the 
accupation of each and drawn my 
attention to several names in a 
whisper.

When I 
ask a witness ‘Why does a brown 
cow eat green grass and give white 
milk, which when churned, makes 
yellow butter, ne will be the proper 
man to think of it.’ “How about 
this baker man?” “Te will under- 
stand what I talk about denatured 
white flour and whole wheat.” “And 
that farmer? What § scientific 
knowledge will he have?” ‘He will 
know about sowing the seed in the 
ground and food coming out of it. 
When I ask a witness why a banana 
is green and matures into yellow, 
but never blue and why a tomato is 
red and a cucumber is green, that is 
the man who will be a good judge 
of the depth of my Science.” “But 
what use are those salesmen?” “OQ, 
plenty! That man Housman Hughes 
claims that I made him sign the 
Contract for Hire without his 
knowledge; he told the Police Com- 
missioner I hypnotized him into 
signing it! When those salesmen 
will hear that from ‘this mouth you 
will see some fun. Lady, do not 
worry, though I am obliged for 
your suggestions. He will want to 
prove I sold him a cat in a bag; I 
feel this entire jury is just what 


I should have. Watch my moves.” 
She noticed that further argu- 


ment would be of no service and 
began writing her stenographic 
notes. Meanwhile, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Leo J. Hagerty al- 
ready had examined the jurors for 


the People and had opened by say- 
ing in substance: “Housman 
Hughes took the course on Spectro- 
Chrome for $150.00. What was his 
object in paying it? He was told 
Spectro-Chrome cured all diseases 
—that Defendant Dinshah P. Gha- 
diali, with numerous titles, told him 
it was foolish to go for operations.

As the Prosecutor finished his 
preliminary, the Justice turned to- 
ward the Defendant, who rose and 
commenced with a profound bow: 

DINSHAH—May it please Your 
Honor, Honorable Prosecutor and 
members of the Honorable Jury: 
The Honorable Prosecuting Attor- 
ney placed before you certain mat- 
ters which the believes are the facts 
in the case. I'am the person accused 
of having robbed or stolen, as the 
People of the State of New York 
say, a certain amount of money, by 
what is alleged to be false represen- 
tations and fraud. I am here to 
defend myself, inasmuch as this 
case is of a scientific nature, involv- 
ing certain delicate and technical, 
scientific theories, which I evolved 
in India, England and America, 
after years and years of labor, ap- 
proximating about 30 years.

out to ‘him for a certain few cents a 
day, for a certain purpose which 
will appear as the case progresses 
before your honorable selves and 
that I took that money with the in- 
tention of taking it and putting it to 
my use, which means Grand Lar- 
ceny. That is, I took the money 
away from him, with the intention 
of putting it to my use and natur- 
ally, depriving him, therefore, of 
the use of that amount. As the case 
progresses, you will find —— 

JUSTICE—Do not sum up now, 
My. Ghadiali. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor; 
we shall cut that matter out. 

JUSTICE—You have told them 
your theory of the case. Now find 
out if they have got any prejudice. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor, I 
shall follow that instruction. Now, 
as I do not happen to know the 
names of these gentlemen, I shall 
ask Juror Number 1 to tell me his 
name, so Imay ask Juror Number 1 
a few questions, to save your Honor 
the waste of time. 

JUSTICE—AI] right, go ahead. 

DINSHAH—Juror Number 1, 
your name, please? 

JUROR NUMBER 1—John Lud- 


wig. 

DINSHAH—Are you a Medical 
Doctor? 

JUROR NUMBER 1—No. 

DINSHAH—Are you in any way 
prejudiced against those who do not 
believe in Medicine and believe in 
other Systems of Healing? 

JUROR NUMBER 1—No. 

DINSHAH—Have you any prej- 
udice against foreign-born, but 
loyal and devoted Naturalized 
American Citizens ? 

JUROR NUMBER 1—No. 

DINSHAH—Do you belong to 
the Ku Klux Klan or any similar 


organization which hates foreign- 
born Naturalized American Citi- 
zens? 
JUROR NUMBER 1—No. 
DINSHAH—Will you give your 
honest decision in accord solely 
with the weight of evidence before 


you? 
JUROR NUMBER 1—Yes. 


Similar questions having been 
asked and similarly answered by 
the other jurors, the Defendant 
turned to the Court and said: “Your 
Honor, I accept the jury as it is, 
without any challenge, because I'am 
sure that these 12 honest American 
Citizens are to my mind just as 
good as any other.” 

Ordinarily, in cases involving 
serious Felony, sometimes days of 
heckling and bitter wrangling be- 
tween the Counsels test the temper 
of a patient Court and Juror after 
Juror is sent out of the box for one 
reason or another, flimsy or other- 
wise. Similar tactics were expected 
in this case also, because of the 
gravity of the accusation and the 
stakes involved. My good Secretary 
was struck with unfeigned surprise 
at my move and even the Prosecu- 
tor and Justice appeared astonished 
at such unusual attitude on the part 
of a self-defending Defendant. The 
Jurors, too, must have felt pleased 
and as I afterwards learnt, the 
people who thronged the Courtroom 
were highly impressed.

DINSHAH—Your Honor, learned 
sir, honorable gentlemen, you heard 
a very learned talk just now from 
the Prosecuting Attorney and I 
must admit that the learned gentle- 
man endeavored to place before you 
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from his own standpoint what he 
believes to be facts; but, in the de- 
fense and when the Prosecuting 
Witness goes on the stand, you will 
learn facts to be entirely different 
in their color from what is repre- 
sented. This machine is a patented 
machine that will be shown to you. 
This Equipment has been used, it 
will be shown to you, over 11 years 
all through the United States from 
Coast to Coast. That the same ma- 
chine has been in use by the thou- 
sands all through the Country and 
has been recognized as a system of 
treating Disorders, by the most 
learned Physicians and Surgeons, 
even Senior Surgeons of Hospitals, 
in this Country. It will be shown 
to you that I graduated not only 
gentlemen like the Complaining 
Witness who will tell his own story, 
but that I had among my Gradu- 
ates right in the same Class, people 
who have been using the same 
Equipment and getting wonderful 
results. You will also find Eividence, 
produced absolutely and undoubt- 
edly, which will convince you that 
every claim that is made of the 
benefits of this machine, has been 
borne out by years and years of 
actual practice upon human beings. 
It will be shown to you that the 
Prosecuting Witness, who will be 
produced here and who complains 
that I robbed him of his money, did 
not pay for his Course $150.00 or 
so whatever he alleged. It will also 


be shown to your satisfaction, 
learned gentlemen, that the Equip- 
ment that was given actually cost 
the Company over $200.00 to build, 
so the Company did not profit by 
giving him the Equipment on hire.

CHAPTER 2 
WINDMILL STARTS 


The Complainant in the case, the 
first Witness for the People of the 
State of New York, was now called 
to the stand and sworn to tell the 
Truth, nothing but the Truth and 
the whole Truth, before God AI- 
mighty, by putting his hand on the 
Holy Bible.

tion began: 

HAGERTY—wWhere do you live, 
Mr. Hughes? 

HUGHES—294 Parkdale avenue. 

HAGERTY—wWhat is your busi- 
ness or what was your business at 
the time that this happened in 
March, 1930? 
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HUGHES—wWell, repairing wash- 
ing machines. 

HAGERTY—And lawn mowers, 
sweepers? 

HUGHES—Well, I had taken a 
job at the time this happened, prac- 
tically the first part and later on | 
had taken a job. 


HAGERTY—I mean, that was 
what you were doing? 

HUGHES—That is it, at that 
time, yes. 

HAGERTY—Washing machine 
repairer ? 

HUGHES—Lawn mowers, wash- 
ing machine repairing. There 
wasn’t any money in it, so I took 
a job out at East Buffalo. 

HAGERTY—When did you first 
become acquainted with this De- 
fendant Ghadiali? 


HUGHES—About March 12th. 

HAGERTY—1930? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—How did you hap- 
pen to become acquainted with 
him? 

HUGHES—I found a dodger in 
the mailbox. 

HAGERTY—tThat is a circular of 
some kind? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Did you read that 
circular ? 

HUGHES—I did; several times. 

HAGERTY—What was it about? 

HUGHES—Curing of all Dis- 
eases without the Surgeon’s knife, 
no Medicines. 

HAGERTY—Did it have any di- 
rections on it as to where you were 
supposed to find that out? 

HUGHES—It did, the Lafayette 
Hotel. 

HAGERTY—After you got that 
dodger and read it over, what did 
you do? 

HUGHES—I attended all the 
Free Lectures, including the last 
one on Sunday. 

HAGERTY—In other words, 
there was a preliminary Course of 


Free Lectures, is that it? 
HUGHES—Yes, sir. 
HAGERTY—How many  Lec- 

tures were there? 
HUGHES—Four or five. 
HAGERTY—Who was the Lec- 

turer ? 


HUGHES—tThe Colonel here. 

HAGERTY—What were the Lec- 
tures about, generally? I mean, 
just general composition, what 
were they about? 

HUGHES—wWhy, the general in- 
ability of the medical profession to 
cure people in many cases, the fact 
that where the little Pill—how does 
the little Pill know where to go, 
compared to Dinshah’s Spectro- 
Chrome Metry machine—and he 
spoke about the Glasses. 

HAGERTY—Wihat kind of 
Glasses? 

HUGHES—wWell, he said that it 
had been claimed that these Glasses 
—of course, I didn’t know what he 
was talking about when he was 
talking about Glasses; I had never 
seen them—all his Spectro-Chrome 
machine was nothing but common 
Kresge glass, purchased at Kresge’s 
and it was true, he said, that you

Lectures, but, Monday evening or 
Monday afternoon, I—well, I don’t 
mean that I didn’t have a—we had 
conversations back and forth ask- 
ing questions, but, during the after- 
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noon I called him up and he made 
an appointment Monday evening to 
see me, because, I told him I needed 
something to do to earn money. 

HAGERTY-—Did you keep that 
appointment with him? 

HUGHES—I did. 

HAGERTY—Where did you see 
the Defendant? 

HUGHES—Lafayette Hotel, in 
his rooms, 

HAGERTY—He had a suite of 
rooms up there, did he? 

HUGHES—He did, yes. 

HAGERTY—Gave these Lec- 
tures in a suite of rooms up there? 

iUGHES—Yes, sir, 

HAGERTY—When these Lec- 
tures were going on, was there 
some Equipment and other things 
on display ‘there? 

HUGHES—Various, many. Hun- 
dreds of different articles, for the 
purpose of 

JUSTICHK—Do you know what 
date this was—this Monday? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

JUSTICH—What date? 

HUGHES (After referring to 
some papers)—-March 17th—now 
wait a minute. I may be wrong 
there. It may be March 16th. It 
was on a Monday anyway. 

JUSTICE—Monday is the 17th, 
last year. 

HUGHES—Is it? Well, that is 
it. 

HAGERTY—You had the talk 
with the Colonel there, did you, at 
that time? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir, 

HAGERTY—Just tell us what 
you can remember about that con- 
versation. 

HUGHES—I told him I was very 
much interested in ‘his machine, 
that I knew people of the neighbor- 
hood, who had been for a long time 
trying to get cured by the Doctors 
in the neighborhood and that I 
thought it was a wonderful thing 
if it would do as he said it would 


and he told me I could rest assured 
that it was O. K. in every way. 
Those were not the exact words, 
but, he said “rest assured,” and I 
told him that business was terrible 
and since the Better Business 
Bureau had persecuted me and 
driven me out, practically, that I 
necded some other branch of busi- 
ness and I was a natural-born Doc- 
tor anyway. I told him I had studied 
a year at it, Gray’s Anatomy and 
very much interested in the scien- 
tific point with machinery. Of 
course, I am a tool and instrument 
maker and electrician. 
HAGERTY—wWhat did he say? 


HUGHES—Well, he said that I 
would not make any mistake in 
coming in with us and he did not 
offer to show me the machine. In 
fact, he did not seem to want any- 
body to see the machine. I will 
have to digress a little bit now. At 
the Free Lectures, I stepped up to 
examine it and a Mrs. Morton who 
was In charge, put there by the 
Colonel, stepped up and cautioned 
me not to touch it, that it was very 
dangerous, for it contained 10,000 
Volts and it would kill me instantly!

HAGERTY—Did he tell you! 
when it began? i

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HUGHES—Yes, that it began 
that evening, I believe. 

HAGERTY—How long was_ it 
continued? That is, over what pe- 
riod of time? 

HUGHES—Well, I could not ex- 
actly tell. You see I had just taken 
a job and got up at 5 o'clock in the 
morning and did not get home until 
1 or ‘half past 1 every night, being 
over at the Course and I was a little 
confused about exactly what was 
said at that time, but I do remem- 
ber other things. 

HAGERTY—Did you then pro- 
ceed to take this Course of Lec- 
tures? 

HUGHES—I did, on the payment 
of $25.00 down, I believe. 

HAGERTY—Did you pay the 
$25.00 down? 

HUGHES—I think I gave him a 
eheck. Yes, I did give him a check. 
March 17th, I gave him a check for 
325.00; March 19th, I gave him a 
check for $25.00 and March 

HAGERTY—tThose checks or 


Notes? 

HUGHES—Checks. And March 
29th, F gave ‘him a check for 
$175.0 


HAGERTY —The Course of Lec- 
tures was supposed to be how 
much ? 

UGHES—$150. 00 for 60 hours’ 


HAGERTY —Then you actually 
paid in, according to your claim, 
$50.00 on the Course of Lectures? 

HUGHES—No. This money was 
for the purpose of paying down for 
the machine. 

HAGERTY—I know, but you 
said you gave him a $25.00 check 
on March 17th and $25.00, another 
$25.00 check on March 19th? 

HUGHES—tThe $200.00 was for 
the payment of the machine—the 
deposit on the machine. 

HAGERTY—Did you _ discuss 
that at that conference Monday 
night? 


HUGHES—Absolutely; yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—What was _ said 
about that? 

HUGHES—About what? 

HAGERTY—About the machine 
and the deposits and how you were 
to pay for it and so forth? 

HUGHES—Well, he said I did 
not have to pay the—he could take 
my Notes for the Course, but I 
would have to pay the money for 
the machine absolutely and he 
never took a Note 

JUSTICE—You paid $25.00 on 
March 17th, then $25.00 on March 
19th? When was the next one? 

HUGHES—March 29th, Your 
Honor, 

JUSTICE—That is $175.00? 

HUGHES— Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—That payment that 
you made on March 29th, $175.00, 
was that a check? 

HUGHES—Yes, canceled. 

HAGERTY—And you got that 
check back canceled, did you? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir, 

HAGERTY—Who did you make 
that check out to? 

HUGHES —Dinshah P. Ghadiali 
or else the Institute. 

HAGERTY—Have you the 
check? 

HUGHES—Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute. 

HAGERTY—This 
made by whom? 

HUGHES—Signed by Mrs. P. 
Hughes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is your wife? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Who did you give 
this check to? 

HUGHES—tThe Colonel there. 

HAIGERTY—aAnd later it was re- 
turned to you canceled ? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir, as well as 
the others. 

HAGERTY—You also have here 
two checks, one dated March 17, 
1980, made out to the Spectro- 
Chrome Institute for $25.00 and to 


check was 
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whom did you give that check? 

HUGHES—tThe same gentleman. 

HAGERTY—tThe Defendant ? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—And another check 
here, March 19, 1930, made out to 
the Spectro-Chrome Institute for 
$25.00 and who did you give that 
to! 

HUGHES—The same man. 

HAGERTY—tThis check marked 
or dated March 19th has a notation 
on the bottom of it: “Security De- 
posit.” ‘1.’ —— What? 

HUGHES—‘1 Equipment some- 
thing—jar—cross Equipment.” I 
don’t know what it means. You will 
have to ask him. 

HAGERTY—Then on the one 
you gave on March 29th, a notation 
on it: “The balance of Deposit on 
rented machine’? 

HUGHES—tThat is correct. That 
is my handwriting; the other isn’t. 

HAGERTY—I will offer this in 
Evidence, if the Court please. 

(The 3 CHECKS to which refer- 
ence was made, were then received 
in Evidence and marked People’s 
Exhibits 1, 2, 3.) 

HAGERTY—tThen you say you 
started the Course of Lectures that 
night. That was March 17th? 

HUGHES—I believe so; yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—wWhat was there? A 
Class ? 

HUGHES—It was a Class of 
probably 15 people; 12 or 15 people. 
HAGERTY—Men and women? 

HUGHES—Men, women and 
children. 

HAGERTY — You say “chil- 
dren”; what do you mean? Were 
there some children around there, 
too? 

HUGHES—A girl of about 18 or 
14 years of age. 

HAGERTY—Was the Defendant 
the Lecturer of all those Classes? 

HUGHES—AIl. 

HAGERTY—About how long did 
he lecture in the course of an eve- 
ning? 


HUGHES—From 7 o’clock until 
12—12:30; then I left. The rest 
of them stayed. 

HAGERTY—You mean he con- 
tinuously talked from 7 o’clock un- 
til 12 or 12:30? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. He said he 
could talk all night, but I couldn’t 
stay. I had a job. 

HAGERTY—In the course of his 
Lectures, did he have Equipment 
and Charts and so forth? 

HUGHES — He had various 
Charts and a Projecting Machine 
and the apparatus for exhibiting 
the phosphorescence and colors of 
inanimate objects, such as stone. 
If I explain, he throws a light on 
the stone and, of course, the stone, 


as near as I can figure it out, ab- 


sorbs the Light and in the dark 
shows up again. I am not enough 
versed in that Class to —— 

HAGERTY—In other’ words, 
when he talked to you about that, 
you did not know what he was talk- 
ing about? 

HUGHES—I did. Oh, yes! That 
is old stuff tome. I read that whet 
I was 12 years of age. as 

HAGERTY—You did know it? — 

HUGHES—Yes, but I can not ex 
plain it in exactly the words he did. 

HAGERTY—tThat is what you 
mean ? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Well, how long did 
this Course of Lectures extend 
over? 


HUGHES—Well, night after 
night, I really lost track, there was 
so many. 


HAGERTY—How many did you 
attend ? How many nights, do you 
know? 

HUGHES—AII of them, with the 
exception of one night, I believe. 4 
think I was to all of the Lectures, 
but, he had an extra Lecture lat 
on whereby he was to present ua 
with our Diplomas. Well, I missed 
that Lecture that night. ” 

HAGERTY—Well, you started 
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March 17th. When was the last 
Lecture as far as the date is con- 
cerned, that you attended? 

HUGHES—wWell, I imagine it 
was about 10 days. 

HAGERTY—About 10 days? 

HUGHES—I imagine so. 

HAGERTY—What was the De- 
fendant saying at those Lectures? 
What did he talk about? 

HUGHES—wWell, 98 per cent of 
it was on the wonders of the Spec- 
tra—of the phosphorescence of 
Spectrum Lines. 

HAGERTY—Did he tell you 
about what the Spectrum Lines 
were? 

HUGHES—Yes, I knew what the 
Spectrum Lines were, but I did not 
know that they could be put on 
glass. 

HAGERTY—What do you know 
about Spectrum Lines and what did 
he say about it? 

HUGHES—Well, what I knew 
about Spectrum Lines was that I 
had read in the “Science of Things 
Familiar,” by Brewer, many, many 
years ago, that the Spectral Lines 
were Lines of Colored Lights of the 
Sun. For instance, the Sun shines 
certain Colors and Lines we know 
and can not be seen with the naked 
eye, unless they are shown up with 
a machine, you understand. 

HAGERTY—tThat is what you 
had read about it? 

HUGHES—yYes, and all these 
Colors had Lines on them, but I did 
not know that one Line was narrow 
and the other thick and the differ- 
ent spacings in between. For in- 
stance, Orange, we will say, would 
represent Copper, a metal and it 
would also represent 

HAGERTY—wWhat did the Col- 
onel say about them? 

HUGHES—Well, he was trying 
to tell us about that. 

HAGERTY—Well, you say he 
was trying to tell you about that. 
That does not mean anything. What 


did he say? 

HUGHES—I don’t think yet that 
many of them understands it. 

HAGERTY—wWell, that is not for 
you to say. 

JUSTICE—Just tell what he did 
say; what language he used. 

HAGERTY—What did he say? 

HUGHES—I can not give you the 
words. 

HAGERTY—wWell, in substance 
then. 

HUGHES—I will tell you all 
about the Glass, if you want to. 

HAGERTY—wWell, what did he 
Say. 

HUGHES—You see, there was so 
much, if you understand, that there 
was worlds of words. 

HAGERTY—Well, I know. That 
is all right. We understand that. 
As I understand it, he talked from 
7 o'clock at night until 12 o’clock 
every night, when you had to leave 
to get some ‘sleep? 

HUGHES—He would throw on 
the screen these images and objects 
and show how they looked through 
the Projecting Machine. 

HAGERTY—I suppose by 12 
o'clock, you didn’t know whether 
he was talking or not; did you? 

HUGHES—Well, it was very con- 
fusing to me. 

HAGERTY—Well, now get to 
the point. Tell us what he said 
about Spectrum Lines, what you 
can remember. We do not expect 
that you can remember all of it, 
but in substance what did he say? 
What can you remember of what 
he said? 

HUGHES—He said that his spe- 
cially—that his Glasses were espe- 
cially made, that they were made 
in Germany and that out of eight 
or ten—that they had to be par- 
ticularly selected, on account of 
flaws or imperfections. He said 
that these Glasses are attuned pre- 
cisely and accurately. That there 
were Lines scribed on the back of 
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the Glass, not mentioning the Spec- 
trum Lines in the Free Class, but 
later on in the Classes he said the 
Spectrum Lines were seribed accu- 
rately and precisely on the back of 
these Glasses and if they were not 
he said, they would be valueless for 
healing people or tonating the sick. 

HAGERTY—In other words, he 
said himself that if there were no 
Spectrum Lines on this Glass 

HUGHES—If they were not ac- 
curately even, attuned. 

HAGERTY—If there were no 
Lines or if the Lines were not accu- 
rate, the Glasses would be valueless 
for healing’? 

HUGHIES—They would be value- 
less for healing. 

HAGERTY—tThat they were es- 
pecially prepared Glasses made in 
Germany ? 

HUGHES—tThat they were espe- 
cially prepared Glasses made in 
Germany. 

HAGERTY—Carefully selected 
and ‘so forth? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Did he say any- 
thing further about the Glasses? 

HUGHES—Yes. He said—up to 
this point and these were the last 
one night or two in the Class, as 
near as I can remember he had not 
mentioned the Slide Carrier. 

HAGERTY—tThe which ? 

HUGHES—tThe Slide-Carrier. 

HAGERTY—What is that? 

HUGHES—wWell, I didn’t know 
at that time. It is a part of the 
machine, which he does not deliver 
when he sends the machine and he 
talked about the Slide-Carrier and, 
of course, I was not allowed to look 
at the machine. I didn’t know what 
it was and finally, he went on like 
this: “The Slide-Carrier of the 
machine has content from patented 
Glasses.” 

HAGERTY—These were his 
words? 

IMUGHES—Oh, yes, yes. 

HAGERTY—Go ahead. 


HUGHES—“Content from pat- 
ented Glasses.” He says, “It is 
made like this to prevent tampering 
with. You will find the Seal under- 
neath the Carrier. The Seal is not 
to be broken. That if you do break 
it, it will fly to pieces and you will 
not be able to put it together again; 
it will have to be sent to the fac- 
tory.” He said, “The Glasses, the 
Colored Glasses in this Carrier, 
have the Spectrum Lines scribed on 
the back, but you can not see them 
from the front.” 

HAGERTY—And if you did open 
them, open this Carrier, apparently 
to find out where the Lines were— 

HUGHES—It would fly to pieces, 
because there is a spring in there. 
It is made that way, purpose to pre- 
vent tampering with. 

HAGERTY—wWell, is there any- 
thing else about the Lines? 

HUGHES—Yes. He said that 
when the starts to attune these 
Glasses, that he shuts himself up 
into a room for six weeks at a time. 
That not even his wife is allowed to 


see him; it is so very precise and 


particular work, that I can assure 
you—Oh, he says, “I am the only 
one that knows how to scribe these 
Glasses.” And with that, Keener, 
the Optometrist at Kenmore, got up 
—or didn’t get up; he said, ‘‘Col- 
onel, if you are the only one that 
knows how to make these Glasses, 
what is going to happen to us if 
you should be killed?” And he 
said, “Mr. Keener,” he says, ‘if I 
and my wife were killed outright,” 
he says, “my daughter is still in a 
position to carry on the work. ‘“Be- 
sides,” he says, ‘the Patents are 
kept in the vault.” He says, “TI can 
assure you,” he says, ‘“‘that it is no 
cinch counting Lines.” He says, 
“It is ‘a wonder that I have any eyes 
left.”’ With that he asked Keener to 
come up and examine his eyes and 
Keener peered into his eyes and 
said, “Well, they look all right to 
me. I would say they were O. K. 
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But,” ‘the said—he noticed his 
glasses, one glass was damaged or 
scratched or something and he off- 
ered to give him a pair of glasses 
free, being an Oculist and then 
some of the men suggested, “No, 
that would not do; that we will all 
chip in for a set.” ‘‘No,” he says, 
“T never accept presents from any- 
one,” he says, “and if you write in 
to the Institute with complimentary 
letters or post cards, I never an- 
swer them, because ——” 

DINSHAH—I object, Your Hon- 
or. The Witness is digressing from 
the issues. This will lead us into 
various irrelevant points and waste 
the Court’s time. 

HAGERTY—It is all part of the 
transaction. 


JUSTICE—I think, Mr. Ghadiali, 
that anything that transpired at 
these Lectures, anything that you 
said, I will have to let in Evidence 
as part of the whole transaction. 

DINSHAH—I only wanted to 
save the Court’s time. That was 
my motive, Your Honor. 

J USTICE—AIl right. Exception 
to the Defendant. 

HUGHES — (Continuing) He 
said his life was devoted to the 
healing of the multitudes. 

HAGERTY—lIs there anything 
else that was said during the course 
of the Lectures about these so- 
called Spectrum Lines or Scribes on 
the Colored Glasses? 

HUGHES—Well, I said to him 
just before he asked Keener to look 
at his eyes, “How do you scribe 
these Lines, Colonel, with a ma- 
chine?” He said, “Yes, with a ma- 
chine.” He said, ‘There is as many 
as up to 1,500 Lines to the running 
inch and they can not be perceived 
with the naked eye from the out- 
side.” 

HAGERTY—yYou mean that he 
said that he inscribed these Lines 
himself on these various Glasses, 
with the machine? 


HUGHES—Yes, in the room. 

HAGERTY—In a room which he 
described he had to keep himself 
for six weeks? 

HUGHES—Six weeks at a time. 

HAGERTY—During the course 
of those Lectures, did he say what 
the Colored Glasses would do with 
regard to healing and curing? 

HUGHES—Oh, my, that was all 
through the Lecture; it was the 
only cure. 

HAGERTY—Well, tell us what 
he said, as much as you can re- 
member anyway. 

HUGHES—Well, he said these 
Colored Glasses of his were differ- 
ent than any other Colored Glasses. 
As I repeat, he said, you could get 
Glasses at Kresge’s, but they would 
not do the work, that those Colored 
Glasses were accurate, precise, in- 
variable, never failed to cure. 

WAGERTY—What did he say 
they would cure? 

HUGHES—tThat they would cure 
Diabetes, Diabetes, as he pronounc- 
ed it and oh! So many various dis- 
eases. 

HAGERTY—tTell us. 

HUGHES—FParticularly Gonor- 
rhoea, Syphilis in the last stages. 
He said there was a man—he gave 
an example—a man went all over 
the Country to get relief from the 
last stages of Syphilis and he could 
not get any relief from the Medical 
Doctors and he traveled to South 
America where there was a great 
Specialist there and he came back 
just as bad or worse than he was, 
until he found Spectro-Chrome, 
which immediately stopped the in- 
roads of the disease. He said no 
matter how far the disease has pro- 
gressed, Spectro-Chrome will im- 
mediately stop the inroads—he may 
not have said “‘instantly,”’ but, well, 
in a short time stop the inroads and 
he said the Eardrums can be punc- 
tured, the Palate eaten out, the Car- 
tilages in the Nose eaten, but, he 
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says, of course, the Spectro-Chrome 
won’t put on that Cartilage that has 
been eaten away, but, it will stop 
the inroads of it, because, in every 
case it never fails, invariable. 

HAGERTY—Did he say any- 
thing about this Spectro-Chrome or 
these Colored Glasses being able to 
cure any and all diseases and ail- 
ment? 

HUGHES—HEverything but bro- 
ken Bone. 

HAGERTY—Did he say those 
words? 

HUGHES—Yes, absolutely. 

HAGERTY — That Spectro- 
Chrome or these Colored Glasses 
would cure any and all diseases and 
ailments? 

HUGHES—yYes, any disease. 
Even if you had trouble with your 
wife, it would cure that. Well, he 
explained it. He said the Colors— 
it sounded reasonable. 

HAGERTY—tTell us about it. 

HUGHES—He said certain colors 
made a person feel bad or now, if it 
is a dull day, it is black, I suppose 
you feel depressed and if a nice, 
bright Sun comes out, shows Or- 
ange or Red, why you perk right 
up and take Magenta—is fine for 


old people. 
HAGERTY—Magenta’? 
HUGHES—Yes. 


HAGERTY—Is that a color? 

HUGHES—That is a combina- 
tion of colors. 

HAGERTY—wWhat did he say 
about broken Bones, after? 

HUGHES—wWell, he said that is 
the only time you should call in the 
Physician, when the Bone is broke, 
to set the Bone. He said, “Spectro- 
Chrome will not set a Bone, but,” 
he said, “just have the Surgeon set 
the Bone and then dismiss him.” 

HAGERTY—Did he say any- 
thing about Surgeons and Opera- 
tions? 

HUGHES—Oh, it is all foolish- 
ness to remove Appendices. 


HAGERTY—tTell us what he 
said. 

HUGHES—He said, “With the 
Spectro-Chrome,’” he said, “the 
Surgeons cut them out. I know. 
If your Appendix is bothering you, 
you should not remove it; it is 
something else causing it’”—and as 
near as I can get it, “every disease 
comes through a Thyroid Gland!” 
What that is, I don’t know. It is 
in the Neck some place and so 

HAGERTY—AIl right. What 
did he say about Operations and 
so forth? 

HUGHES—He said with the 
Spectro-Chrome you can keep your 
Appendix. He says, “If you had 
trouble with your car, you don’t 
take and throw the old spark plugs 
away.” Ido, but some of them do 
not. “They clean the plugs and put 
them back in and just as the way 
with the Human Body, that if you 
are tonated, front and rear, with 
these Colored Lights—and be 
sure,” he says, “to use the right 
Colors, of course.” Before we knew 
anything about Spectro-Chrome, 
that is, towards the last of the 
Classes, he propounded questions to 
some of us—to all of us, too, what 
we thought that Light ought to 
heal or what Light we would use 
for a certain disease, for instance, 
Diabetes or Gonorrhoea or Syphilis 
or something like that and some by 
accident, one by accident, happened 
to guess the right Color—and it 
might not have been by accident, 
but it looked like that to me —— 

HAGERTY—Never mind. That 
is immaterial. 

HUGHES—He said, “I don’t 
have to teach you anything. You 
know it now.” 

HAGERTY—How many differ- 
ent Colored Lights were there? 

HUGHES —You mean his Glass- 
es? 

HAGERTY—Yes, his Glasses. 

HUGHES—tThere was the Green, 
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the Lemon, the Yellow, the Orange 
—well, now, in his Glasses, that is 
different. You have asked me, “in 
his Glasses?” Oh,Isee. I am giv- 
ing you the Colors that his Glasses 
could give. Is that all right? 

HAGERTY—lI want the Color of 
his Glasses that he was talking 
about. 

HUGHES—You could very eas- 
ily ascertain that by looking at the 
Slide-Carrier. It is in the case there 
(indicating). Well, I am sorry I 
ean not give you the Color of the 
Glasses without looking at the 
Slide-Carriers ‘here; by using com- 
bination of Yellow and Blue will 
make Green and Red and Violet will 
make Purple; that is, the Color 
Combination of the other Glasses 
are natural colors. 

JUSTICE—That is, he gives all 
colors of the Sun, Violet, Indigo, 
Blue, Pink —— 

HUGHES—If he wants to make 
the Color Scarlet, Your Honor, yes, 
Red, Blue, Yellow and Purple and 
so forth. 

JUSTICH—There are 7 colors of 
the Spectrum of the Sun—Violet, 
Indigo, Blue, Green, Yellow, Red 
and —— 

HUGHES—Yes. He claims he 
discovered the 7 colors that are the 
seven colors and everybody else is 
wrong. 

JUSTICE—He improved on that 
Spectrum ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Did he tell you 
what you were supposed to be? 

HUGHES—Spectro-Chrome Nor- 
malators and you should have it, 
have your cards printed at his 
place and so everything will be sim- 
ilar; you could not put on what you 
wanted; every card should be the 
same, because you all belonged to 
the Institute. 

HAGERTY—After you went 
through this Course of Lectures, 
you became a member of the Spec- 


tro-Chrome Institute? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir, whether you 
knew it or not. 

HAGERTY—Then you had cards 
printed which you were to give out 
to the public, I suppose? 

HUGHES—Absolutely, for busi- 


ness. 
HAGERTY—And then you were 
supposed to be a Spectro-Chrome 
Normalator ? 
HUGHES—Normalator, yes, sir. 
JUSTICE—What is the last 
word ? 
HUGHES—Normalator. He told 
us that. 
HAGERTY—What was a Nor- 
malator, did he say? 
HUGHES—Well, it was to avoid 
the Law. 
HAGERTY—Did he say this? 
HUGHES—He did not use the 
words “avoid the Law.” 
HAGERTY—wWell, then, do not 
tell us anything except his words 
or in substance what he said. 
HUGHES—Well, the substance 
is this, that he said, “If you put 
something on there that is not this, 
you will be arrested.” 
HAGERTY—That is, your rea- 
son for putting “Normalator” on 
was to 
HUGHES—Avoid the Law. 
HAGERTY—So that you would 
not get mixed up in the Law? 
HUGHES—In the Law. 
HAGERTY—By misrepresenting 
yourself as a Doctor or something 
like that, is that what he said? 
HUGHES—wWell, it was not mis- 
representing; it was simply to put 
a word on there that they could not 
catch you on. 
HAGERTY—That is what he 
said ? 
HUGHES—Yes, sir. 
HAGERTY—Did he have any 
other name for the Graduates of 
the Course? 
HUGHES—wWell, I have, but I 
don’t know whether he had or not. 
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HAGERTY—No, I mean, what 
was it about, talking about tonat- 
ing? Did he call you “Tonators’ ? 

HUGHES—Oh, he said, ‘Do not 
say ‘cure’ say ‘tonate’.” He says, 
“Don’t say anything about disease 
and don’t guarantee to cure any- 
thing.” He says, “If you get a 
‘Contagious Disease’ use Spectro- 
Chrome and it will disappear, but 
do not tell anybody that it is a ‘Con- 
tagious Disease’ or they will put 
you in jail.” He says, “If you get 
into trouble,” ‘he says, “don’t write 
into the Institute or I won’t help 
you,” he says, “If you say ‘cure’ 
they will certainly send you to jail.” 
He says, “Don’t let your wife say 
‘ease’ or ‘patient,’ if they do—if you 
do,” he says, “they will send you to 
jail.” 

HAGERTY—What happened af- 
ter you took this Course of Lec- 
tures ? 

HUGHES—Why, I ‘had given 
him the money for the machine and 
he said it would be there in about 
10 days. I waited about 30 days, 
somewheres around there, got des- 
perately anxious, fixed up the room, 
got my cards printed 

HAGERTY—tIn other words, you 
were getting yourself established 


to 

HUGHES—Established. 

HAGERTY—To tonate people? 

HUGHES—Even got my sign 
out. 

HAGERTY—Had a sign printed 
and put out in front of your house? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—What did you put 
on the sign? 

HUGHES — Housman Hughes, 
Spectro-Chrome Normalator. 

HAGERTY—You got your office 
established ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And you waited for 
the machine? 

HUGHES—I waited for the ma- 
chine. ° 


HAGERTY—When this Defend- 
ant made these representations to 
you, about this Colored Glass cur- 
ing any and all diseases and ail- 
ments, did you at that time believe 
him ? 

HUGHES—Why, certainly. I 
paid him the money. 

J USTICE—Did you get it at the 
end of 30 days or didn’t you get it 
at all—the machine? 

HUGHES—I never got the ma- 
chine until I went down and paid 
him an additional $12.00. 

HAGERTY—Well, you believed 
him at that time? 

HUGHES—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—tThese representa- 
tions that he made about these 
Spectrum Lines? 

HUGHES—Absolutely. I had 
people waiting to be tonated. 

HAGERTY—In other words, you 
were working up your practice be- 
fore you got the machine? 

HUGHES—tThe people put their 
trust in me to see that it was all 
right before I got their money. 

J USTICE—When did you get the 
machine? 

HUGHES—On April 24, 1980, 
Your Honor. 

HAGERTY—lIs that why you 
parted with or that you paid this 
Defendant that $175.00, because 
you believed in his representations 
as to these Colored Glasses and as 
to what it would do? 

HUGHES—Why, I paid ‘him the 
$25.00 before that for that Course. 

HAGERTY—But I say, in addi- 
tion to that? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Would you have 
paid him that $175.00 or any other 
sums that you paid him, if you had 
not believed what he said about 
this? 

HUGHES—If he had not told me 
that the Spectrum Lines or Lines 
scribed on this Glass, I should never 
have paid him anything. 
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HAGERTY—wWould it have been 
the same with reference to his 
claim, that it would cure any and 
all diseases ? 

HUGHES—I would not have be- 
lieved it. 

HAGERTY—And you would not 
have paid him the money? 

HUGHES—Npo, sir. 

HAGERTY—At any time during 
the Course of the Lectures did he 
demonstrate the machine, as to its 
operation and so forth? 

HUGHES—No, sir. 

HAGERTY—What, if anything, 
during the Course of Lectures did 
he do or say to enlighten you and 
the other members of the Class, as 
to how the machine should be oper- 
ated? 

HUGHES—He never told us. 

HAGERTY—He didn’t say any- 
thing about that? 

HUGHES—No, sir. I received 
the machine with no instructions. 
It was full of sand and took me all 
one morning to get it so that I could 
set it up without scratching. No 
more than I could get the machine 
set up, then I would pull it apart 
and take it out and clean it out 
again. 

HAGERTY—On April 24th you 
got the machine? 

HUGHES—On April 24th or 
25th; the receipt is the 24th, 
stamped. 

HAGERTY—Did you get what 
they call the Carrier or Disk with 
the Colored Lights in it? 

HUGHES—Never got it. Sup- 
posed that would come with the ma- 
chine. That is the machine anyway 
and it is really the whole machine. 

HAGERTY—But you did not get 
the Disk at the time you got the 
machine? 

HUGHES—Never got it. No, sir. 

HAGERTY—Did you get the 
Colored Glasses? 

HUGHES—Yes, I found out that 
Ihad to go down there and pay him 


$12.00 for his Diploma, which he 
says was given without any charge. 

HAGERTY—tThat is at the be- 
ginning of the Course he told you 
you would be given a Diploma with- 
out extra charge? 

HUGHES—He told the Class, not 
one of the members, we talked 
there, asked him if he charged for 
the Diploma. We found out that 
he charged $3.00; at the first T-ona- 
tion for $3.00, you send him $2.00 
and then you would ‘have to buy a 
set of playing cards, to find out how 
to tonate them, that he got up in 
Atlanta, as'‘he says. There were so 
many charges—then you would pay 
him 50 Cents for rental for the ma- 
chine. 

HAGERTY—We will get to that. 
How long after you got the outside 
part of the machine was it that 

HUGHES—I got the Slide? 

HAGERTY—tThe Slide with the 
Colored Glasses? 

HUGHES—I think in a day or 
two. 

HAGERTY—After that ? 

HUGHES—I went down to the 
Lafayette Hotel. 

HAGERTY—Did you meet him 
there at that time? 

HUGHES—TI did. 

HAGERTY—Did you have some 
conversation with him at that 
time? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—What conversation 
did you have with him at that 
time? 

HUGHES—Why, he seemed to 


HAGERTY—Don’t tell us what 
he seemed to be. Tell us what the 
conversation was. What you said 
and what he said. 

HUGHES—Why, I said, “Col- 
onel”’—he was upset. I said, “Col- 
onel,” he said he didn’t know why 
so many of them did not come and 
get the Diploma, he says, ‘“They are 
entitled to it.” I said, “Colonel,” I 


be 
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said, “I don’t know how to tonate 
people. I don’t know the first thing 
about it.” I said, “You talked so 
fast and you didn’t allow us to take 
notes.” 

HAGERTY—Did he forbid you 
to take notes at lectures? 

HUGHES—Why, we didn’t dare 
to have a pencil showing. 

HAGERTY—I mean, did he 

HUGHES—Yes, he did. Hesaid, 
“You would be expelled immediate- 
ly and your money confiscated, 
would not be returned.” I said, 
“You didn’t allow us to take notes 
and I am sure that the women in 
the Class did not understand about 
it and,” I said, “certainly I do not.” 

HAGERTY—How to tonate peo- 
ple? 

HUGHES—wWhy, yes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is what you 
were telling him? 

HUGHES—Yes. What Colors to 
use for different diseases. 

HAGERTY—What did he say 
about that? 

HUGHES—He said, ‘Hughes, 
there’s nothing to it,” he says, “use 
your Systemic of Green to Lemon 
and the Yellow and then use your 
Magenta.” 

HAGERTY—For what? 

HUGHES—Why, I said, ‘“Col- 
onel, for all diseases?” He said, 
“Hughes, there is nothing to it.” 
And I believed ‘him. 

HAGERTY—tThen you began to 
believe him, did you? 

HUGHES— Yes. 

HAGERTY—wWhat other conver- 
sations did you have with him at 
that time? 

HUGHES—Well, I said, ‘Well, 
I hope it works,” and I said, “if I 
find anything crooked about this, I 
am going to drop it as quick as your 
hat.” 

HAGERTY—Did you talk to him 
about the Diploma? 

HUGHES—wWhy, I didn’t say 
anything about the Diploma. He 


said he had it there all ready for 
me the last week, but I didn’t show 
up and I told him the reason I 
didn’t show up was because I mis- 
understood the date. 

HAGERTY—Did you pay him 
$12.00? 

HUGHES—tTwelve Dollars for 
the Diploma and the Slide-Carrier. 

HAGERTY—Did you get the Di- 
ploma? 

HUGHES—I did. 

HAGERTY—Have you got it? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Where is it? 

Hughes produced the Diploma 
and the Prosecutor said, “‘I will off- 
er this in Evidence, if the Court 
please.” 

(The DIPLOMA was received in 
Evidence and marked People’s Ex- 
hibit 4.) 

HAGERTY—tThen you got your 
Slide-Carrier ? 

HUGHES—I took the Slide-Car- 
rier home and I was careful not to 
break it and I said to him, “That 
heat, the tremendous heat of that 
1,000 Watt lamp, that is not going 
to break this Glass? ‘Oh, no,” he 
said, “you can see they are very 
loose.’ 

HAGERTY—Have you got that 
machine now? 

HUGHES—I have. 

HAGERTY—Where is it? 

HUGHES—In my car down on 
the terrace. 

HAGERTY—I suggest, at this 
time we take a recess to allow him 
to bring that machine in and Slide- 
Carrier and so forth. 

JUSTICE—AIl right. Recess. 

Recess of a few minutes came. I 
turned around and saw standing 
behind me Police Commissioner Au- 
stin Roche. I was certainly sur- 
prised and bowing, said, ‘““Commis- 
sioner, are you also coming as a 
witness in this case?’ He smil- 
ingly said, “No, Iam not. You go 
right ahead.” His voice encouraged 
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me and I relaxed. The tension at 
the opening of the case had already 
begun to lessen in me and I felt I 
was perfectly able to tackle the 


Complaining Witness. His evasive, 
untruthful and topsy-turvy Testi- 
mony, was slowly but steadily dig- 
ging a pit under his feet. 


CHAPTER 3 
INDIA RUBBER MEMORY 


Housman Hughes went out and 
brought the Graduate Spectro- 
Chrome Equipment into the Court 
Room. Again the Windmill started. 

HAGERTY—wWas this the Ma- 
chine that you secured at that 
time? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—I will offer the Ma- 
chine in Evidence. 

(The MACHINE was received in 
Evidence and marked the People’s 
Exhibit 5.) 

HAGERTY—tThe Slide, have you 
got that? 

HUGHES—I have not. 

HAGERTY—yYou turned that 
over to whom? 

HUGHES—tThe Physicist at the 
Gratwick Laboratory, Mr. Rein- 


hart. 

HAGERTY—Did the Defendant 
at any time demonstrate the use of 
that Machine to you? 

HUGHES—Well, he demonstrat- 
ed it, but he did not demonstrate 
the use. 

HAGERTY—wWell, tell us what 
he did tell you about it and what 
should be done with it and so forth. 

HUGHES—He says, “This is the 
Machine”—towards the last night 
of the Class; of course, he had this 
hooked up and he turned on the 
switch and heard the Motor run- 
ning. Then, he pulled the Slide- 
Carrier over to one of these stops 
and threw a Blue Light on the 
Sereen. 

HAGERTY—tThrew a Blue Light 
on the Screen ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—wWhat else did he 


say about it? 

HUGHES—He said there was a 
1,000 Watt Lamp in this Machine 
and that you could not buy these 
Lamps only through him and I 
think he said they cost $3.00. 

HAGERTY—I am showing you 
something here. Do you recognize 
that? 

HUGHES—Well, it looks like the 
one. 

HAGERTY —wWhat is it? 

HUGHES—That is what the Col- 
onel calls a Slide-Carrier. 


HAGERTY—Is that a part of 
this Machine, People’s Exhibit 5? 

HUGHES—It is a part of it, but 
it was not delivered to me until I 
paid extra for it. 


HAGERTY—But it was deliver- 
ed to you? 

HUGHES—Eventually. 

HAGERTY —Is this one that you 
got in your hand, the one that was 
delivered to you by the Colonel? 

HUGHES—It looks very much— 
it has been marked by the Physi- 
cist; I don’t know where he marked 
it. 

HAGERTY—Just to connect it 
up, the one that you got from the 
Colonel you had in your possession, 
until some time that you turned it 
over to Mr. Reinhart? 

HUGHES—Absolutely, yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—At the Gratwick 
Laboratory ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

J USTICE—Where do you attach 
that to the Machine ? 

HUGHES—Slides right in here, 
Your Honor (indicates). 

JUSTICE—That is where you 
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get your different Colored Lenses? 

HUGHES — Different Colored 
Glasses. The Lenses are all the 
same color; the Lenses are in back 
here (indicates). 


HAGERTY—Just put it in and 
show us. 

HUGHES (Turning to Defend- 
ant)—Does the Disk go back or 
front? 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, am I 
supposed to answer? 

J USTICE—Not unless you want 
to 


DINSHAH—No, sir. Let him do 
what he pleases, first. 


HUGHES—It does not make a 
particle of difference anyway. It 
must go the way I got it because 
there is the Name Plate on the out- 
side. 

HAGIERTY—And then after 
they had this Slide-Carrier in there 
with these various Lights, you are 
supposed to turn the power on, is 
that it? 

HUGHES—Yes. That—is this 
the place to tell about the Machine? 

HAGERTY—Yes, as much as 
you know about it. 

HUGHES—In the first place, 
there is a 1,000 Watt Lamp in that 
socket. It is a special socket. You 
get these Lamps at the General 
Electric Company—the same thing 
and this gadget here (indicating), 
it works back and forth, simply 
pulls this Reflector baek and forth, 
to get difference between the size 
of the Lamp here—the Lights, dif- 
ference in the size of the Lights. 
That is stuck on here after the 
Lamp is put in. You see that there 
is no Lenses in that Machine now. 
The Lenses have been removed, the 
same as you would remove the 
Lens of a Magic Lantern or an old 
time Buerger’s Lantern Bull’s Eye 
and the reflection of this Lamp here 
against this Reflector throws the 
Light forward through the Lenses. 
There are several Lenses in there. 


Shows—the Lens are in the pos- 
session of the Physicist. 

HAGERTY—wWhat do you mean 
by Lenses? 

HUGHES—Round Glass. 

HAGERTY—Are those what you 
mean (showing Lenses to the Wit- 
ness) ? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—You have now in 
your hands what you call the Lens- 
es ? 

HUGHES—yYes, these are the 
Lenses. 


HAGERTY — Where are the 
Lenses supposed to be? 
HUGHES—I will have to think 
awhile. It is a year since I put it 
in and out. I think I will have to 
take the Slide-Carrier right out. 
You see, nothing was explained to 
me. I had to find this out myself. 
HAGERTY—I was going to ask 
you that before you go on. Was 
this explained to you by the De- 
fendant or what you are telling us, 
what you found out yourself? 
HUGHES—I found this all out 
myself, | 
HAGERTY—How? 
HUGHES—By taking it apart. 
I did not know how to set the Ma- 
chine up. I laid it out in the shop 
floor and figured on how it should 
go and the Lenses are in, gentle- 
men. You see, the Lens on that 
side and the Lens on that side of 
the Slide-Carrier (indicating). Now, 
there is some other Lenses. 
HAGERTY — These 
Lenses to Witness) ? 
HUGHES—Yes, sir. 
HAGERTY—I will offer those 
Lenses as part of People’s Ex- 
hibit 5. 
JUSTICE—AIl right. You say 
you have got one of those circulars? 
HUGHES—Yes. 
HAGERTY—Did Your Honor 
mean the original circular that he 
saw? 
J USTICE—Yes, 


(handing 
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HUGHES—Oh, I haven’t that, 
although there was plenty of them 
around. Oh, yes, I have, too. It is 
in the possession of the Police— 
had his identification on it, had his 
picture on. 

DINSHAH—I object to anything 
being spoken of here, unless it is 
produced in Court here, Your 
Honor. 

JUSTICH-—Yes. Get it in Court. 

HAGERTY—As I understand it, 
Mr. Hughes, this Machine was leas- 
ed to you? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And the $200.00 


was —— 

HUGHES—Deposit only. 

HAGERTY — What = arrange- 
ments was there made about the 
use of the Machine? 

HUGHES—Fifty Cents a day 
rental. 

HAGERTY—Besides the $200? 

HUGHES—Besides the $200.00 
and we were to pay him $2.00 out 
of every $3.00 we got a Tonation, 
the first ones, the first Tonation. 

HAGERTY —In other words, 
each Tonation you were supposed 
to charge $3.00 for? 

HUGHES—tThree Dollars and 
send him two; that is for protec- 
tion. 

HAGERTY—And keep one for 
yourself ? 

HUGHES—One for yourself. 

HAGERTY—wWas there a time 
that you signed some kind of a Con- 
tract? 

HUGHES—Yes, there was. 

HAGERTY—I show you this pa- 
per here and ask you if that is it? 

HUGHES—I don’t know wheth- 
er it is the paper or not, but that 
is my Signature. I never read it 
over. 

HAGERTY — You mean you 


signed a Contract that you did not : 


read over? 
HUGHES—I did not read over, 
no. 


HAGERTY—And this is your 
sionature (indicating) ? 

HUGHES—That is my signa- 
ture. 

HAGERTY—I will offer it in 
Evidence, if the Court please. 

(The CONTRACT stated was re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked Peo- 
ple’s Exhibit 6.) 

HAGERTY—tThis Contract I 
will read to you, gentlemen (starts 
reading Exhibit 6.) 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, there 
is some error. This is not a Con- 
tract. He is reading the Applica- 
tion for Enrollment in the Class. 
There is some confusion, Your 
Honor, in the Exhibits. They are 
mixed, with due deference. 

JUSTICE—We will take it, if it 
is an Application, if it had anything 
to do with it, it is pertinent. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, pardon 
me for the interruption. Mr. 
Hughes identified that as Contract 
for Hire of the Equipment. It is 
an Enrollment for entering the 
Class. 

JUSTICE—We will let it in for 
whatever it is. 

HAGERTY—For whatever it is. 
I do not care what it is. 

JUSTICE—If it is an Application 
for entering the Class, it is a repre- 
sentation on your part and it is 
competent in Evidence. 

DINSHAH—May I have the situ- 
ation clarified in the Record then, 
please? 

JUSTICE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—That this is an Ap- 
plication for Enrollment 

JUSTICE—In the Class. 

DINSHAH—In the Class, Your 
Honor. 

JUSTICE—AII right. 

HAGERTY—That is what it 
says at the top: “Application for 
Enrollment” in the Class (contin- 
ues reading Exhibit 6, until he 
came to Article O—That I shall 
not gamble or play for cards ——” 
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DINSHAH—Pardon me; it is not 
“ecards.” It is “stakes,” please. 

HAGERTY — “or play for 
“stakes.” That is it. (Continues 
reading until he came to “Affilia- 
tions with fraternal organizations 
-—FREEMASON.’’) 

HUGHES—Does that say lama 
Free Mason, Mr. Hagerty? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

HUGHES—It is not so. 

HAGERTY—That does not make 
any difference. Now, in your con- 
versations with the Defendant and 
during the Course of Lectures did 
the Defendant tell you who he was 
or who he was supposed to be? 


HUGHES—Yes. He says, “I am 
a Zoroastrian. My word is as true 
and as inflexible as the Laws of the 
Medes and the Persians, of whom I 
am a descendant.”’ 

HAGERTY—Did he tell you 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, are 
these subjects relevant to the Cause 
also, about my Religion? 

JUSTICE—Yes, any representa- 
tions you made, Colonel, I] think 
will have to be let in. 


DINSHAH—TI thank you. 

HAGERTY—What I meant to 
get at more was his connection or 
what position he held in this so- 
called Institute on Spectro-Chrome 
Metry. 

HUGHES—He said he was the 
President, although there was a 
Board of Supervisors or some such 
word; that his word would have 
great weight upon any momentous 
proposition or anything would be 
submitted to the Board for their 
approval. 

HAGERTY—And did he or did 
he not represent to you how he was 
qualified, that is, from a profession- 
al standpoint ? 

HUGHES—Oh, yes, he said he 
gave—I can not get those words— 
a Course of Lectures for $100.00 
each or $200.00 each, I can’t re- 
member, to 25 Physicians in the 


city of Philadelphia, for his Higher 
Medical Course, that is, on Spectro- 
Chrome and he said most of them 
towards the last night of the Class, 
they fell asleep. He said, “No won- 
der. J kept them there until 4 
o’clock in the morning.” 

HAGERTY—Did you say that 
he said he was the President of the 
Spectro-Chrome Institute? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Did he state where 
that Institute was located ? 


HUGHES—Malaga, New Jersey. 

HAGERTY—Did he say any- 
thing about his being an M.D.? 

HUGHES—Yes, he said he was 
a Doctor, Surgeon, but I can not 
say that I heard him say that he 
could not practise in the United 
States. 

HAGERTY—Did the say any- 
thing about his being an M.E.? Do 
you know what that is, what is he 
supposed to be? 

HUGHES—tThat is Methodist 
Episcopal, I think! No, I don’t 
think 

JUSTICE—It might be Mechan- 
ical Engineer, too. 

HUGHES—yYes, that is right, 
Mechanical Engineer. Yes, he said 
he was a Mechanical Engineer. 

HAGERTY—Did the say any- 
thing about his being a D.C., or do 
you know what that is? 

HUGHES—Well, whatever he 
did say, is in his book here, if you 
want to read the preface. 
pe nceRTY — After you got 
this —— 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I wish 
that that paragraph be stricken out 
about the book. It is not in Ex- 
hibit, Your Honor. 

J USTICE—No, it is not in yet. 

DINSHAH—yYour Honor will 
please strike it out? 

J USTICE—Strike it out. 

HAGERTY—Did you come in 
possession of one of the Colonel’s 
books ? 
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HUGHES—I did—#$3.00. 

HAGERTY —For how much? 

HUGHES—I bought it for $3.00. 

HAGERTY—From whom? 

HUGHES—From the Colonel. 

HAGERTY—Was that during 
the Course of Lectures? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—lIs that book here 
on the floor? 

HUGHES—This is the book (pro- 
ducing it). 

HAGERTY—I will offer it in 
Evidence now, if the Court please. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I did 
not see the book, please. 

JUSTICE—Just let him look at 
it, to see if that is the one. 

HAGERTY—Surely. 

DINSHAH—This book is marked 
«American Sex Problems.” 

JUSTICE—Is that the one you 
sold him? 

DINSHAH—It was sold in the 
Class, sir. 

JUSTICE—AIl right. 

(The stated BOOK was received 
in Evidence and marked People’s 
Exhibit 7.) 

HAGERTY—These Classes that 
you attended at which the Colonel 
talked, how were they made up? 
That is, as to membership, men and 
women, proportion? 

HUGHES—Proportion about, I 
should say, one-third men and two- 
thirds women. 

HAGERTY—<After you got this 
Machine and Slide and so forth, 
what did you do with it? 

HUGHES—wWell, I had misgiv- 


ing’s. 

AGERTY —Never mind that. 

HUGHES—I went home and I 
didn’t put it in the Machine, but I 
sat in my Tonating Room and held 
it up to the Light. 

HAGERTY—Held what up to 
the Light? 

HUGHES—He said you could not 
see the Spectrum Lines from the 
outside. 


HAGERTY—wWho said that? 

HUGHES—tThe Colonel. 

HAGERTY—Just pardon my in- 
terruption, but I want just to make 
it clear for the Record. Is this 
Slide that you have there, when 
you turned it over to Mr. Reinhart 
at the Gratwick Laboratory, was it 
then in all respects in the same con- 
dition as you received it from the 
Colonel? 


HUGHES—Absolutely, with the 
exception of a little dust on it. 
HAGERTY—wWell, I mean but 
you had made no changes? 
HUGHES—Oh, no. 
HAGERTY—lIn the Glass or—— 
HUGHES—I could not without it 
flying to pieces, according to his 
own statements. 
HAGERTY—Before you turned 
it over to Mr. Reinhart, in the Grat- 
wick Laboratory, had you taken it 
apart yourself? 
HUGHES—wWhy, there is the 
Seal, all intact (indicating). 
HAGERTY—wWhen you got it, it 
was sealed ? 
: PUGHES—There is the Seal, in- 
act. 
HAGERTY—And the Seal is still 
there? 
HUGHES—Still there. 
HAGERTY—That was where 
the Defendant said that if you took 
that Seal off and took it apart —— 
HUGHES—Said there was a 
spring in there, it would fly to 
pieces and you could not get it to- 
gether, only at the factory. 
HAGERTY—And the so-called 
Spectrum Lines then were supposed 
to be on the inside, were they not? 
HUGHES—tThe inside, but you 
could not see them from the back; 
from these apertures here, it is the 
simplest thing in the World, to 
show anyone through the back. 
There is one (indicating). I can 
see flaws on it with my naked eyes 


now. 
HAGERTY—Were those two 
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openings there, apertures? 

HUGHES—Not when I got it! 

HAGERTY — Was there any 
Glass in it? 

HUGHES—No! That is because 
—bhbecause 

HAGERTY—Then you say when 
you got that home, you were going 
to start telling us something about 
it? 

HUGHES—Well, they looked to 
me like common glass. 


HAGERTY—What did you do 
to examine it? 

HUGHES—I held it up to the af- 
ternoon Sun and I saw some dust 
and I took, rubbed that all off. By 
Gosh! I ecouldn’t get the dust off. 
I found out it wasn’t dust at all; it 
was in the Glass, imperfections; 
there is hundreds of them in it and 
then I saw flaws in it, not only im- 
perfections, but flaws. 

HAGERTY — What kind of 


aws? 

HUGHES—Well, they call them 
Beads and some Glass Blisters and 
they call them—well, I just can’t 
recall that name now—Blow 
Bubbles, Blow Holes; whichever 
place you go they get a different 
name for them. 

HAGERTY—What did you do 
after that? After your examina- 
tion? 

HUGHES—I don’t know. I was 
kind of stunned. 

HAGERTY—Did you see the 
Colonel after that? 


HUGHES—Only when he was ar- 
rested. 

HAGERTY—Some time later on. 
Did you get Charts and so forth 
from the Colonel? 

HUGHES—Yes. Those (indicat- 
ing) are a few of them. There are 
some more here. 

HAGERTY—I show you these 
two Charts here. You say there 
are other Charts that you ‘have? 

HUGHES—Yes, there is one; 
there is two (producing Charts). 


fl 


HAGERTY—I will offer these in 
Evidence (showing Charts to the 
Defendant). 

DINSHAH—Thank you. Ac- 
cepted. 

(The four CHARTS stated were 
received in Evidence and marked 
People’s Exhibits 8, 9, 10, 11.) 

HAGERTY—I just happened to 
think about something I forgot to 
ask you in connection with this 
Contract. Do you know Ellsie Va- 
lerie? 

HUGHES—Only on the paper. 
Someone wrote me once, I think, 
signed their name “tilsie Valerie.” 
I am not certain. 

HAGERTY—Did you meet hirn? 

HUGHES—TI never seen anyone, 
with the exception of the Colonel 
or his family or his institution. 

HAGERTY—When you signed 
this here, who was present? Was 
the Colonel present? 

HUGHES—tThe Colonel alone. 

HAGERTY—That its People’s 
Exhibit 6 Iam talking about. These 
Charts were given to you at various 
times during the progress of the 
Lectures? 

HUGHES—Towards the last end 
of the Course, the last few nights. 

HAGERTY—-Take People’s Ex- 
hibit 11; some kind of a Chart 
marked “Occult Operation of the 
Great Sympathetic Nervous Sys- 
tem.” 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—What do you know 
about that? 

HUGHES—Nothing. 

HAGERTY—What was told to 
you about it? 


HUGHES—-Well, if I was to be 
hanged at this minute, I couldn’t 
tell you what it was. 

HAGERTY—Do these two or 
three lines mean something? 

HUGHES—It don’t mean any- 
thing as far as I can figure out. 

HAGERTY—Do you know what 
the “Nadi” and the “Ida”? means? 
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HUGHES—No, sir, never been 
taught in them; no, sir. 

HAGERTY—The “Sushumna’? 

HUGHES—No, sir. 

HAGERTY—And the “Pingla” ? 

HUGHES—No. 

HAGERTY—‘Shiva” is Light? 

HUGHES—Shiva means God, I 
suppose. 

HAGERTY—‘‘Nadi,” ‘Column,” 
“Influence,” “Ruler,” do you know 
what that is? 

HUGHES—No, sir. 

HAGERTY—Do you know what 
the “Puraka’ is? 

HUGHES—No, sir. 

HAGERTY — Or the “Kum- 
bhaka” or the “Rechaka’? 

HUGHES—No, sir. 

HAGERTY — This ‘“Spectro- 
Chrome Therapeutic System, At- 
tributes of Attuned Color Waves,” 
do you know about that? 

HUGHES—AIl that I know about 
it is what I can look into these cop- 
ies from his Playing Cards, that 
was given to me by another Spec- 
tro-Chrome Normalator to help me. 


DINSHAH—Something given by 
somebody to him, I think is not rele- 
vant to his speech. 

JUSTICE—No; only stuff that 
comes from you, Colonel. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor, 
but there is no Evidence these 
Cards came from me, to go before 
the Honorable Court. The Cards 
themselves are not in Evidence. 


JUSTICE—They can put them in 
if they have got them. 
DINSHAH—If they have, but 
they have not alluded to anything 
that is in Exhibit, Your Honor. 
JUSTICE—Of course, you have 
got to put them in one at a time, I 
know, put them in subject to being 
connected up; that is all. 
DINSHAH—That is perfectly 
true, Your Honor, but he has not 
yet submitted the Cards. 
JUSTICE—No, that is right. 
They have not yet been identified. 


If he does not, the Jury will be in- 
structed to disregard it. 

DINSHAH—I thank you. 

HAGERTY—On People’s Exhibit 
10, there is a Chart here. What is 
this here (indicating), do you 
know? 

HUGHES—wWell, this top one 
pointing to the Sun or the North 
Pole (indicating), is Green. That 
supposed—and the Light from that 
—I don’t know how long to put it 
on or how they are supposed to cure 
all these Troubles. That is, these 
are not—I mistook my words— 
these are not Troubles—these are 
conditions. 

HAGERTY—tThese (indicating) 
are supposed to be what the Light 
does, if it is put on, the Green 
Light ? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—The Green Light, 
for instance, is a Pituitary Stimu- 
lant, Disinfectant ? 

HUGHES—tThat is it. 

HAGERTY—And a Purificatory 
and Antiseptic? 

HUGHES—-Yes. 

HAGERTY—Germicide? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—A Muscle and Tis- 
sue Builder? 

HUGHES—Yeg, sir. 

HAGERTY—In other words, if 
you put this Green Light on a per- 
son, it could 

DINSHAH—I object to the Coun- 
sellor putting the words in the 
mouth of the Witness. He ought 
to be asked the question what it 
does. 

JUSTICE—Yes, get to it. 

HAGERTY—AIl right. Were you 
told by the Colonel or in the course 
of the Lectures, if you put the 
Green Light on, did he tell you 
about what it accomplished? 

HUGHES—wWell, do you mean 
what diseases to put the Green 
Light on with? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 
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HUGHES—Yes, he did. 

HAGERTY—wWhat did he state 
about the Green Light? 

HUGHES—How can I remem- 
ber? I didn’t take any notes. 

HAGERTY—He did say some- 
thing about it? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—But you were hand- 
ed this other People’s Exhibit, were 
you not? 

HUGHES—Yes, on the other 
side, I believe. Well, as you saw 
there, that is all I know about Spec- 
tro-Chrome. 


DINSHAH—tThat is Exhibit 10, 
Your Honor. That is Exhibit 10, 
sir. 

HAGERTY—tThat is correct, Ex- 
hibit 10. 


HUGHES—When I got these 
Charts home, I didn’t know any 
more about it than I did before. 

HAGERTY—Well, these Charts, 


they were supposed to guide you, is 
that it? 


HUGHES—Why, not guide us, 
but to prove to us what was right. 
HAGERTY—People’s Exhibit 9, 
‘“Spectro-Chrome Acoustic Thera- 
peutic System, Attuned By Colonel 
Dinshah P. Ghadiali.” Is that one 
of the Charts given to you there 
during the course of Lectures? 
HUGHES—Yes. 
HAGERTY—wWas there any ex- 
planation given to you of that? 
HUGHES—wWell, the only expla- 
nation that I can remember was 
that the different Wave Lengths of 


these different Colors—for  in- 
stance, Green had a Wave Length 
of 5,500 A. U. I have even forgot- 
ten what “A. U.” is—something 
and Lemon has so many and Yellow 
has 6,000 Wave Lengths. They did 
not say that cured anything. 


HAGERTY—Did he explain to 


you about it? 

HUGHES—The Wave Lengths? 

HAGERTY—No. For instance, 
the top here it says over Green, 
“Nitrogen—Vibration Per Second 
682”? 

HUGHES—Y es. 


HAGERTY—Subdominant — 32 
—Perfect Fourth—FA=F=MA? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY — “Humility” — is 
that a disease, did he say? 

HUGHES—No, I don’t think that 
is a disease. I think that is a 

HAGERTY—Virtue? 

JUSTICE—tThere are not many 
people afflicted with it. (Smiles in 
audience.) 

HAGERTY—No. People’s Ex- 
hibit 8. This is what they call ap- 
paren tly—how do you pronounce 
that ? 


HUGHES — Itisometer Chart. 
That is the Machine that tells 
everything. 

HAGERTY—What does. that 
tell? Did the Colonel say? 


JIUGHES—Tells you whether 
you are sick or well, whether you 
are in love, whether you hate, 
whether your wife is going to leave 
you or not. 


HAGERTY—Do you know any- 
thing about the “Asana”? Do you 
know what that is supposed to be? 

HUGHES—I think it is pro- 
nounced “‘Ah-sana.” I don’t know. 
I knew at the time for a few min- 
utes, but I couldn’t remember it. 
That is one Chart that I was al- 
lowed to put something on in the 
Class. You see it right there. 

HAGERTY (Turning to the De- 
fendant)—You may ask. 

(As the Defendant stood to begin 
the Cross Examination, the Court 


was declared to be in recess until 
2 P.M.) 
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CHAPTER 4 
HASH REHASHED 


During the recess, I was ap- 
proached by many people, my 
Graduates, outsiders, newspaper 
reporters, and others. Each ex- 
pressed his views about the open- 
ing, but my Graduates were furious 
at the gutta percha Testimony of 
the Complaining Witness. They did 
not view the matter as I did—from 
a different angle of vision. At 2 
P. M. the Honorable Justice

HAGERTY—wWell, did he have 
an Organ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And did he play the 
Organ? 

HUGHES—He did, a great deal 
of the time. 

HAGERTY—A great deal of the 
time? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Was there any- 
thing that went along with the Or- 

an? 

HUGHES— Yes, high pitched na- 
sal voice in a foreign language. 

HAGERTY—tThat is, he sang? 

HUGHES—Well, it was some 
kind of ——— 

HAGERTY—Sound? 

HUGHES—Music; may be it was 
Music; I don’t know. 

HAGHIRTY—Some kind of for- 


elen tongue? 
HUGHES—Foreign tongue. 
HAGERTY—How much of the 
time did he spend at the Organ? 


HUGHES—Well, a lot of the 
time that could be used in teaching 
us to be Normalators, I thought. 


HAGERTY—tThat is, there was 
considerable time that these Lec- 
tures 


HUGHES—Yes, sir. He told us 
at the time, that before he brought 
the Organ, what a wonderful player 
he was and what beautiful Music it 
was when he sang and played the 
Organ. So we were all anxious to 
hear it, as part of the entertain- 
ment and one of these gentlemen in 
the Class, was so overcome with 
Convulsions, that I felt ashamed of 
myself, feeling that way. 

HAGERTY—wWell, he played the 
Organ and sang, you mean? 

HUGHES— Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—At each one of 
these Lectures? 

HUGHES—Well, after he got the 
Organ, yes. 

HAGERTY—Well, do you re- 
member any of the diseases, that 
he especially stated that these 
Lights could cure? 

HUGHES — Diabetes, Syphilis, 
Gonorrhoea, Diseases of the Brain, 
Disease of the Genital Organs, par- 
ticularly the Thymus Gland and I 
don’t just recall what it was that 
he told us was a Specific for some 
kind of disease, outside of his Spec- 
tro-Chrome Machine. It was a Bil- 
hard Ball, you had it under your 
arm; I have forgotten the name of 
the Gland and held it there—sup- 
posed to do something. 

HAGERTY—Did he say any- 
thing about it was restoring any- 
thing? 

HUGHES—Restoring ? 
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HAGERTY—Yes. 

HUGHES—Oh, yes, Energy that 
had been sapped by the sands of 
Life was immediately restored or 
practically right away. 

HAGERTY—Do you know what 
was meant by that or did he ex- 
plain it any further? 

HUGHES—Well, yes, there was 
a great many elderly gentlemen in 
the Class and elderly women and I 
considered some of them were men- 
tally diseased. 

HAGERTY—tThat any Energies 
that had been sapped by the sands 
of time? 

HUGHES—Absolute restoration 
of the Human Reproductive Organs 
—well, just as he expressed it, well, 
there is a woman here 


HAGERTY — How about the 
Light that was supposed to go into 
the Machine? What kind of a 
Light was that supposed to be, did 
he say? 

HUGHES—An Emanative Ray 
—Well, I don’t know. 

HAGERTY—wWas it any kind of 
a torch or a torch Light or was it a 
Bulb? 

HUGHES—An Bulb, 
1,000 Watt. 

HAGERTY—How were you to 
get those? 

HUGHES—By sending to the 
Factory, paying your money in ad- 
vance. He sent nothing C.O.D. 

HAGERTY—How much then? 

HUGHES—$3.00. 

HAGERTY —$3.00 for a Bulb? 

HUGHES—$3.00 for a Bulb. 

HAGERTY—Are you correct in 
your recollection about Three Dol- 
lars? 

HUGHES—tThree Dollars, the 
best of my recollection. 

HAGERTY—Can you buy them 
any place else? 

HUGHES—Yes, you could buy 
them in the General Electric Com- 


pany. .- 
HAGERTY—I mean, from what 


Electric 


the Colonel said, could you buy it 
any place else? 

HUGHES—Yes, the General El- 
ectric Company offers to sell me 
all I want. 


HAGERTY—I mean from what 
the Defendant said himself? 

JUSTICE—Did he claim you 
could not get them any place else? 

HUGHES—Yes, he did, to the 
best of my recollections, he said 
they were especially made for him 
and you will have to send to the 
Factory if you break one. The life 
of it was so many hours, I think he 
said 80 hours or 20 hours. 

HAGERTY—Did you get such a 
Bulb? 

HUGHES—I have. 

HAGERTY—Have you got it 
with you? 

HUGHES—Ht is in the Physi- 
cist’s possession. 

JUSTICE—What could you get 
those same Bulbs for from the Gen- 
eral Electric Company? 

HUGHES—To the best of my 
recollections, Your Honor, $2.25. 
They were not sure about the price, 
as they had none in their possession 
at that time, but they could give 
me a Bulb that was practically the 
same thing, although it was not 
what they would call what this 
Bulb was or you will see that on the 
carton whatever it was. 

HAGERTY—The reason I asked 
you about whether your recollec- 
tion was correct to the price of the 
Bulb; to refresh your recollection 
do you recall whether the price that 
he asked for them was $8.00 a 
Bulb? 

DINSHAH—I object to that 
question. 

HUGHES—1I won’t say; I would- 
n’t say. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, he said 
three times, $3.00. 

HUGHES—So I am mistaken. 
That is right, it was $7.00, but, I 
can get them at the General Elec- 
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tric Company for $2.25 or $2.35. 
That is right. That is a year ago 
since I have seen that (indicating). 
That looks like the Bulb. 

HAGERTY—You just saw the 
Bulb? 

HUGHES—It looks very much 
like it. 

HAGERTY—Did you turn the 
Bulb that you got with your Ma- 
chine, over to Mr. Reinhart, the 
Physicist ? 

WUGHES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—At the Gratwick 
Laboratory ? 

HUGHES— Yes. 

HAGERTY—I will offer it in 
Evidence. I will offer it as part of 


the People’s Exhibit 5. 

J USTICE—Received. 

(The BULB stated was received 
in Evidence as part of People’s Ex- 
hibit 5.) 

HAGERTY (Turning to Defend- 
ant)— You may ask. 

JUSTICE—About the same kind 
for what? 

HUGHES—$2.35, to the best of 
my recollection. 

Thus ended the Direct Examina- 
tion of Housman Hughes, my Grad- 
uate and I rose to conduct his Cross 
Examination. I noticed some of 
my Graduates shuffling anxiously 
in ‘their seats. 


CHAPTER 5 
COMPLAINANT IN REVERSE GEAR 


By this time, I fully comprehend- 
ed what was in the mind of the 
Prosecution. There, I was facing 
an Indictment for Grand Larceny, 
but, ‘many irrelevant points too 
were being woven into the web.

There is a 
dodger here in the Court Room in 
the possession of another party, 
that we will show you later on, I 
think is the same one. 

DINSHAH — Very well. You 
stated in your Direct Examination, 
that you came in touch with me 
through this dodger? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you write to me 
a letter requesting a personal in- 
terview, admiring my qualities and 
manhood and so on? 

HUGHES—Not at that time. 

DINSHAH—Novw, I offer this in 
Iixhibit. 

J USTICE—Well, you had better 
have him identify it and say if it is 
his writing. 

DINSHAH (showing)—Is this 
your Signature and Writing? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I offer this in Ex- 
hibit Number 1. 
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(The LETTER stated was re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked De- 
fendant’s Exhibit 1.) 


DINSHAH—Now, I take the lib- 
erty of reading how you came in 
touch with me. 


HAGERTY—wWhat date, if you 
don’t mind? 

DINSHAH—tThere is no date on 
this, but it was during my public 
Lectures; right one day after my 
public Lectures. (Reads the said 
letter, Defendant’s Exhibit 1.): 


Dear Professor Ghadiali:— 


Your talk (discourse) Thursday Eve. 
was most impressive, instructive and en- 
lightening and brings to mind this little 
poem:

DINSHAH—You remember it? 

HUGHES—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, it seems, Mr. 
Hughes, you were so_ highly 
impressed with my “manhood and 
open talk,” that you wrote some- 
thing to “Jimmie Parker,” as you 
tell there? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Who is Jimmie Par- 
ker? 

HUGHES—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—You don’t know? 
You never heard me speak about 
this gentleman ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Who was he? 

HUGHES—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—What did I tell you 
that he was? 


HUGHES—You told me _ had 
charge of the advertising, as near 
as | can remember, of the Times. 

DINSHAH—wWas it Mr. G. B. 
Parker, the Editor-in-Chief, of the 
Buffalo Times, whom I had inter- 
viewed and of whom I spoke there 
in the Class Room, in the public 
meeting and you wrote a very 
strong letter which I returned to 
you? 

HUGHES—Certainly. 

DINSHAH—You did? 

HUGHES—Yes.

DINSHAH — Please, please, 
please! I did not reflect upon your 
sincerity. Now, I have an exact 
signed Duplicate of that original 
which you do not produce. See if 
that is the letter that you received? 

HUGHES—Do you want me to 
read it? 

DINSHAH—No, no. You see if 
you received that letter at any time. 

HUGHES—Oh, from you? 

DINSHAH—From me. 

HUGHES—My dear man, I did 
not read that. 

DINSHAH—Did you get that 
Dollar? 

HUGHES—Oh, I got the Dollar; 
I say you returned it. I did not 
ask why. I never even read the 
letter. 

DINSHAH—You got the Dollar? 

HUGHES —Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that is 
the letter with the Dollar? 

HUGHES—Yes, someone said — 

DINSHAH—Pardon me; was 
this One Dollar with this letter? 

HUGHES—I couldn’t say. 

DINSHAH—Yes or no; was it? 

HUGHES—I didn’t read it. How 
can I say that? 

DINSHAH—Y0u got the Dollar? 

HUGHES—TI got the Dollar. 

DINSHAH—And you did not get 
the letter? 

HUGHES—I did not read it. 

DINSHAH—yYou did not read 
the letter? 

HUGHES—I certainly did not. 

DINSHAH—Did you throw my 
letter in the waste paper basket? 
Look at it. 

HUGHES—I don’t know what 
became of it. That is a year ago, 
Colonel. 

DINSHAH—Pardon me; you 
have a keen —— 

HUGHES—May be I did. 

JUSTICE—Let us not take up 
any more time with that. He says 
he did not read it. 

DINSHAH—He did not read it. 
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JUSTICE—This is not the orig- 
inal? 

DINSHAH—It is not a Copy, 
Your Honor; it is a Duplicate of the 
Original, signed. 

JUSTICE—A Duplicate of the 
Original. 

DINSHAH — Please; Exhibit 
Number 2 of the Defendant. 

JUSTICE—That is marked for 
Identification only. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—You can offer that, 
how. 

(The Duplicate of the Original 
Letter was received in Evidence as 
Exhibit 2 of Defendant for Identi- 
fication.) 

DINSHAH—When I say that I 
sent this letter and he got that 

J USTICE—Well, under the Rules 
you can not read it. 

DINSHAH—Very well, Your 
Honor. I abide by your kind de- 
cision. 

The unread Letter, Exhibit 2 of 
Defendant was as follows :— 

Friday, March 14, 1930

DINSHAH—You said that you 
came in that public Lecture and you 


wanted to see the Machine and 
somebody was watching there and 
you wanted to see it—the 10,000 
Volt Machine; was that? 


HUGHES—Not that Machine, 


no. 

DINSHAH—What was the 10,- 
000 Volt Machine in the public Lec- 
ture? 

HUGHES—tThe one that was on 
the floor at that time. 

DINSHAH—In the public Lec- 
ture? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What was it doing 
there? 

HUGHES—lIt was not doing any- 
thing. 

DINSHAH—Just placed there? 
Was it demonstrated ? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—Just placed there? 

HUGHES—Just placed there. 

DINSHAH—Doing nothing? 

HUGHES—It was not even hook- 


ed up! 

DINSHAH—tThen, -you say you 
put your tongue to the 10,000 Volt 
Machine. Supposing that Machine 
had been working, what would have 
happened ? 

HUGHES—Nothing! 

DINSHAH—Nothing would have 
happened to you with 10,000 Volts ? 

HUGHES—No! 

DINSHAH—You know that El- 
ectrocution takes place at 1,800 
Volts? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You do? 

HUGHES—Yes. 


DINSHAH—And 10,000 will not 
shock you? 

HUGHES—I have taken 3,000! 

DINSHAH—Pardon me; ‘on your 
tongue? You touched it with the 
tongue? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Would any sane or 
sensible man, in your estimation, 
have done that? 

HAGERTY —I object to that, if 
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the Court please. 

JUSTICE—Yes. Sustained. 

DINSHAH—You talked about 
repairing Washing Machines, you 
said. Did you patent any? 

HUGHES—Patent any? 

DINSHAH—Yes. 

HUGHES—Never patented any- 
thing but one thing. 

DINSHAH—What was the Pat- 
ent that you had? 

HUGHES—A Billing Machine. 

DINSHAH—Patented by the 
United States Government? 

HUGHES—I did not get the Pat- 
ent. 

DINSHAH—Well, then, it was 
not a Patent? 

HUGHES—I tried to get the Pat- 


ent. 

DINSHAH—Yet on your letter- 
heads you put “Patented Washing 
Machines’ ? 

HUGHES—‘“Patent Applied for,” 
isn’t it? 

DINSHAH—We shall see. 

HUGHES—I don’t think it is 
even that. 

DINSHAH—We shall bring up 
that subject a little later, Mr. 
Hughes. You were told that this 
Equipment that you found on the 
floor was a patented Machine for a 
certain purpose? 

HUGHES—Yes, you said it was 
patented. 

DINSHAH—And I told you that 
it was a Patent of the United States 
Government? 

HUGHES—You said so. 

DINSHAH—I offer the Patent 
for Judicial Notice, please. 

JUSTICE—AII right. Hadn’t you 
better wait, Colonel? The policy is 
to wait until your Defense. You 
can have it marked for Identifica- 
tion, if you want to, but, usually 
you put in the things that are re- 
lated to you on your own side of the 


case. 
DINSHAH—tThis is related en- 
tirely to what this gentleman said, 


Your Honor. I want him to iden- 
tify that this Machine is built every 
inch, according to every paragraph 
in the Specifications presented to 
the Patent Office. 

HUGHES—It is not. 

DINSHAH—Well, that is now to 
be proved through his mouth, Your 
Honor. 

JUSTICE—AII right. 

DINSHAH—I present it for Ju- 
dicial Notice; Exhibit Number 

J USTICE—Mark it for Identifi- 
cation. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. I 
shall have him identify the parts, 
from the Specifications to the Gov- 
ernment. 

JUSTICE—Go ahead. 

(The stated Patent was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 3 for Identifi- 
cation.) 

DINSHAH—Mr. Hughes, here is 
a Government Patent showing the 
appearance of this Equipment. Will 
you please see if it is exact? 

HUGHES—I never heard you say 
that you had a Patent on that. 

DINSHAH—You just now ad- 
mitted that I told you. 

HUGHES—You said the Ma- 
chine, didn’t you? 

DINSHAH—Yes, that is the Ma- 
chine. 

HUGHES—How about the Slide- 
Carrier ? 

DINSHAH—Just a 
Your Honor —— 

JUSTICE—About the Machine. 

DINSHAH—Here is the Patent 
on the Color Wave Projection Ap- 
paratus that is there. 

HUGHES—You never told us 
you had a Patent on the Machine. 
You told us, you had a Patent on 
your Slide-Carrier, the Glasses, just 
about the patented Glasses, specifi- 
cally. 

DINSHAH-—Y our Honor, will the 
Court Stenographer please read 
about that—what he said? 

JUSTICE—Well, ‘he has straight- 


moment. 
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ened it out. He makes a different 
statement now. 

DINSHAH—He makes a differ- 
ent statement, that only the Slide- 
Carrier was patented. That is right. 


HUGHES—Not even the Car- 
rier; you said your Glasses. 

DINSHAH—Were patented ? 

HUGHES—That is what you 
said; that is aside from patented 
Glasses. 

DINSHAH—Please stick to the 
question. I am asking you a ques- 
tion. Did you hear me state that 
this was a patented Machine? 

HUGHES—tThat is a technical 
thing, because you see, a Machine— 

DINSH AH—Please, listen to my 
question. 

JUSTICE—Wait until he finishes 
the question, then answer Yes or 


0. 

DINSHAH—Nobody is rushing 
you. Take your time to think. Let 
me finish the question, then reflect 
upon it and please answer. Did 
you hear me say that it is a pat- 
ented Machine? 

HUGHES—No, never, not until 
the last night of the Class or the 
last few nights. 

DINSHAH—Now, kindly see if 
it is patented by the United States 
Government. 

HUGHES—I see it. You sent it 
to me. 

DINSHAH—Just a minute; not 
this. I sent you a copy of it. Will 
you please read what the date is of 
the grant of the Patent? 


HUGHES—Sure. Application fil- 
ed September 10, 1923. Serial Num- 
ber 661,894. 


DINSHAH — The Patent was 
sealed on what date? Patent grant- 
ed by United States Government 
Patent Office on what day? 

HUGHES—July 7, 1925. 

DINSHAH—July 7, 1925. So, 
therefore, in offering this Equip- 
ment to you, I was giving you a 
Machine, on which the august Gov- 


ernment of the United States grant- 
ed me a Patent? 

HUGHES—On a part of the Ma- 
chine, yes. 

JUSTICE—What is the date of 
that Patent, July what? 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, July 
7, 1925, it was sealed and issued to 
me. Thatis6yearsago. (Turning 
to Hughes.) Now, I submit to you 
this Diagram and before I submit 
it, I want you to look at your own 
Application. You say you are an 
Expert Mechanic. Are you an Ex- 
pert Mechanic? 

HUGHES—May be. 

DINSHAH—You stated that in 
your Application blank to the Insti- 
tute, that you are an Expert Me- 
chanic, your occupation, that is on 
the Exhibit there. 

HUGHES—I don’t think you can 
refute it. 

DINSHAH—I am not here to ar- 
gue with you, sir. I never inter- 
fered in your Direct Examination 
and it is my privilege 

JUSTICE—Go ahead. 
the questions. 

DINSHAH—Now, please answer 
the questions. 

HUGHES—I suppose I am. 

DINSHAH—No, do not suppose 
anything. Are you or are you not? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Yes, you are an Ex- 
pert Mechanic. Now, I submit to 
you as an Expert Mechanic to look 
at this Diagram. Here is the Hood. 
Do you see a Hood like that here 
(indicating Machine) ? 

HUGHES—Sure. 

DINSHAH—You see a Suspend- 
ing Rod, do you? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH-Y ou see this Bolt ? 

HUGH ES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You see this Slide- 
Carrier in there? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You see the inside 
two Condensers ? 


Answer 
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HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Y ou see this train of 
pivoted Lenses? 

HUGHES—Sure; have you got a 
Patent on the Bolt? 

DINSHAH — Just a minute, 
please. What 1 have is there. It 
is in Evidence. Do not discuss and 
argue. 

JUSTICE—Those are fair ques- 
tions. 

DINSHAH—tThere is a Motor 
there? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And a Fan attached 
to it? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThat finishes this 
Diagram. What is it marked on 
the Patent? Diagram number 
what? 

HUGHES—Two Sheets — One 
Sheet. 

DINSHAH—This Sheet Number 
1, see, Sheet Number 1 is exactly 
what is patented, as you see in that 
Machine standing on the floor? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Very well. Now, let 
us look at this Sheet Number 2. 
Here is a Flap (indicating) ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—These two Flaps 
that you see there, they are speci- 
fied directly in that picture, are 
they not? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThese 2 Bolts hold- 
ing the Slide-Carrier, are according 
to Patent Specifications? 

HUGHES—Absolutely. I admit 
all that. 

DINSHAH—Just a minute, just 
a minute. Thank you. Here is 
your Slide-Carrier. I want the 
Slide-Carrier, please, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—AIl right. Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—How many positions 
has this Slide-Carrier in this Equip- 
ment, as you See it there? 

HUGHES—Eight. 

DINSHAH—In the front here? 


HUGHES—Four on each side. 

DINSHAH—Four on the Front 
and how many in the Back? 

HUGHES—Four. 

DINSHAH—How many have the 
Slides in them? : 

HUGHES—Six. 

DINSHAH—Six Slides. Will you 
kindly look at the Diagram, see if 
that Diagram is the exact Specifi- 
cation of the Patent in suit? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—wWill you put your 
finger there? Do you see it? 

HUGHES—Y es, I see it. 

DINSHAH—Now, Your Honor, 
that has been put in as an Exhibit. 

GERTY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—May I have the priv- 
ilege of testing it, whether the 
Slides are the same that I supplied 
him, by looking at it toward the 
Light? Will you give me the op- 
portunity ? 

JUSTICE—Yes. I think you had 
better put that in as a Defense, 
when you come to the end of the 
case. 

DINSHAH—Yes, but he put this 
in Exhibit; I have to find whether 
it is the same Glass, because, it will 
go in against me in Testimony, if 
it is not. 

JUSTICE—You can find out 
whether, so far as he knows, this is 
the same Glass, if he turned over 
the same Glass to the man who ex- 
amined it. 

HAGERTY—He testified to that 
this morning. 

DINSHAH—He testified to that 
effect. 

HAGERTY—wWith the Seal in- 
t 


act. 

JUSTICE—Now, then, after the 
other man testifies as to whether 
this Glass came back, as he exam- 
ined, the same Glasses turned over 
to ‘him, then may be you are in posi- 
tion to go into it. 

DINSHAH—Very well, your 
Honor. I shall submit it that way. 
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(Turning to Hughes.) This is the 
Slide-Carrier then, according to 
that Patent, that 1 gave to you as 
a part of the Equipment, with this 
Cylinder (indicating) ? 

HUGHES—Possibly. 

DINSHAH—No, no, not “pos- 
sibly.” I gave you this thing? 

HUGHES—Yes, you gave me 
that. 

DINSHAH—That is right. Kind- 
ly put it there (indicating). You 
claim that I told you that those 
Slides had behind them some Lines, 
which you do not find now there. Is 
that what I taught you in the Class, 
that the Lines are on these Glasses? 


HUGHES—Yes. 
DINSHAH—When did you study 
Spectroscopy ? 


HUGHES—Never studied it. 

DINSHAH—You said you stud- 
ied all these things from the age 
of 12? 

HUGHES—I beg your pardon. I 
said I read this book on “The Sci- 
ence of Things Familiar,” by Brew- 
er, when I was the age of 12. 

DINSHAH—Then you under- 
stood Spectro-Chrome Metry ? 

HUGHES—wWhy, lots of it. 

DINSHAH—How much ? 

HUGHES—Oh, very little com- 
pared to you, Colonel. 

DINSHAH—Lots of it? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did I teach you 
Spectro-Chrome Metry in the Class 
or not? 

HUGHES—Yes, you did. 

DINSHAH—After these teach- 
ings were finished, were you given 
an Examination Paper to write, af- 
ter consulting the Charts to the 
text that was given to you? 

HUGHES— Yes. 

DINSHAH—Is this the Exami- 
nation Paper that was given to you 
with these Questions? Please iden- 
tify (showing paper). 

HUGHES—Looks very much like 
the same one. 


J USTICK—Is there not anything 
on it, your handwriting, by which 
you can identify it? 

HUGHES—Nothing. 

DINSHAH—But, are these the 
Questions that you were asked to 
answer? 

HUGHES—I don’t know. I would 
have to read the Question and then 
look at the Answer that I put down. 

DINSHAH—yYou shave the An- 
swers, do you? 

HUGHES—You have the An- 
swers. 

DINSHAH—Will you please pro- 
duce the Answers with the Ques- 
tions? 

HUGHES —I could not copy that, 
so [ —— 

DINSHAH—Now, kindly com- 
pare your Question Sheet with this 
printed sheet and identify it or 
show where the discrepancies are, 
if that ‘be the case? 

HUGHES—I will have to read it 
all over. 

DINSHAH—yYou read it, com- 
pare it yourself. The Honorable 
Court will permit you to do that. 
See if that Examination Sheet tall- 
les with what you have. 

HUGHES—I don’t know a thing 
about this. This is a year ago. I 
would have to sit down and study 
it for hours, to be able to tell 
whether this is my Question or your 
—my Answer or your Questions. 

DINSHAH—The Answers I have 
here in your handwriting? 

HUGHES—tThat is all right. 

DINSHAH—Identify the An- 
swers please, first. Is this signed 
by you on both Sheets? Is this 
your Signature? Examine the 
handwriting. 

HUGHES—tThat is my handwrit- 


ng. 
DINSHAH—Is that your Signa- 
ture (indicating) ? 
HUGHES—I admit that; yes, but 
I can not identify it. 
DINSHAH—Please, is this Paper 


i 
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written by you with your Signa- 
ture? 

HUGHES—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH—Both of them? 

HUGHES—Both of them. 

DINSHAH—I offer the Answer 
in Exhibit. 

JUSTICE—AIl right. Mark them. 

(The EXAMINATION PAPER 
of Hughes was received in Evidence 
and marked Defendant’s Exhibit 
4.) 


DINSHAH—I shall read to you 
your Answers, now, which you will 
see will tally with your Question 
Sheet as it goes along. The Ques- 
tion says: ‘‘(a) What do you un- 
derstand as ‘Normalation of Imbal- 
ance’ by Attuned Color Waves?” 
Your Answer: “Bringing to Zero 
or normalcy by applying correctly 
attuned color light waves.” ‘“(b) 
How do Attuned Colors differ from 
ordinary colors?” Your Answer is: 
“Snecifically attuned to act upon 
the Aura emenations from the seat 
of the umbalance.” Question Num- 
ber 2: “How many such waves are 
there in Spectro-Chrome Metry?” 
Your Answer is: “12.” Question 
Number 3: “What are the proper- 
ties of Red, Yellow and Blue Waves 
in Attuned System?” Your An- 
sweris: ‘Red gives sensory stimu- 
lation, energizes, yellow, motor 
stimulant, costive stimulant, Blue 
soothes, builds up vitality.””

HUGHES—I couldn’t say, be- 
cause those are not letters; those 


are figures. 

DINSHAH—Did you write those 
figures? 

HUGHES—I think I did. 


DINSHAH—You only think? 

HUGHES—I can not identify fig- 
ures, my dear Colonel. 

DINSHAH—Y ou can not? 

HUGHES—No, I can not. 

DINSHAH—Am I privileged to 
offer him a pencil right now, to see 
if they are his figures, resembling 
his? 

JUSTICE—I think he says he 
thinks they are, but he won’t be 
positive. 

DINSHAH—You think it is, 


then? 
HUGHES—I think so. 
DINSHAH—Then this is the 
Question Paper 
JUSTICE—I think that is as far 
as he is justified in going. 
DINSHAH—Now, we shall see 
what you say here: ‘Describe the 
Attuned Color Waves having the 
following attributes: “Vomiting,” 
you say “Orange”; “Acute Altera- 
tive,” “Turquoise” ; “Chronic Alter- 
ative,’ “Lemon”; “Cardiac Depres- 
sant,” “Violet”;  ‘“Purificant,”’ 
“Green”; “Hypnotic,” ‘Purple’; 
“Rubefacient,” ‘Red’ ; “Blood Pres- 
sure Diminutive,” “Violet” ; “Blood 
Pressure Augmentative,” “Yellow” ; 
“Sedative,” “Indigo”; “Tonic,” 
“Turquoise”; “Cathartic,” ‘“Yel- 
low.” Question Number 7: “How 
much other light should you keep 
in the tonation chamber when ad- 
ministering the Attuned Colors?”

Your An- 
swer: “To the relief of all suffer- 
ers who come to me, to the combat- 
ting of all dishonest medical prac- 
titioners, and to the confusion of 
the A. M. A.” “Will you start to 
practise it?” “Yes.” “When?” 
“Now.” “How?” Answer: “With 
knowledge gained and the invalu-

“Where?” Answer: “Pleasant

HUGHES—Yes, 
“Lemon.” 

JUSTICE—That would be an ap- 
propriate name for it, I guess! 
(Smiles among spectators.) 

DINSHAH—Yes, sir, call it the 
Lemon Room. Question Number 
18: “Will you agree to help your 
fellow Spectro-Chrome Normalat- 
ors?” Answer: “Surely.” Ques- 
tion Number 19: “How much 
Whiskey, Tobacco and Beef is ne- 
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cessary to remedy Blindness, Lame- 
ness and Nervousness?” Answer: 
“The world’s supply would not suf- 
fice.’ Question Number 20: “Will 
you join the Scientific Order of 
Spectro-Chrome Metrists?” An- 
swer: “Maybe.” Question Num- 
ber 21: “Would you like the Spec- 
tro-Chrome Institute to refer suf- 
ferers to you, and if so, will you 
tonate exclusively with Spectro- 
Chrome Metry, if specially so rec- 
ommended?” To this last Ques- 
tion, your Answer is: “Yes. I 
should give them Service.” Those 
were your views at the time you 
wrote this Paper? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Are they changed 
now? 

HUGHES—Very decidedly. 

DINSHAH—Kindly explain to 
the Honorable Jury, in what direc- 
tion you changed your views. 

HUGHES—wWell, in the first 
place, I could not give them ser- 
vice, because—rather, after I got 
thinking over it, Colonel, you re- 
member you told us to charge what 
we could get to give them service. 

DINSHAH—Just a moment; you 
are digressing, sir. 

HAGERTY—I object to that, if 
the Court please. 

JUSTICE—Go ahead. (Objec- 
tion overruled.) 

DINSHAH—Your Honor —— 

JUSTICE— (Speaking to the Wit- 
ness) Go ahead and explain. An- 
swer the Colonel’s question. 

DINSHAH—That is all. In what 
direction did you change your opin- 
ion after this Examination Paper? 

HUGHES—What do you mean 
“direction”? North, East, South, 
West? (Smiles in Court.) 

J USTICE—In what “way”? 

DINSHAH—In what manner did 
you change your opinion of Spectro- 
Chrome Metry, after writing this? 
This is your Examination Paper on 
which you got a Diploma; is that 
right? 


HUGHES—lI did not have my 
opinion when I wrote that Exami- 
nation paper. 

DINSHAH—Y ou just wrote it? 

HUGHES—I wrote it to pass the 
Examination, just the same as what 
you said. 

DINSHAH—Just stop a moment. 

JUSTICE—That is, you wrote it 
in accordance with what you had 
learned from the Professor here? 

HUGHES—Absolutely. Nothing 


else. 

DINSHAH—You wrote this with 
the conscientious opinion, from 
what I taught you? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Then you found 
that my teachings were honorable 
and justified according to what I 
taught you? 

HUGHES—For a while. 

HAGERTY—He did at that time. 

DINSHAH—At that time, yes, 
at that time. 

HUGHES—For a while, yes. 

DINSHAH—How soon after this 
you received a Diploma? Your 
Honor, may I insert this Question 
and Answer Paper as an Exhibit? 

J USTICH—Yes. 

(The QUESTION AND AN- 
SWER PAPER was received in Evi- 
dence and marked Defendant’s Ex- 
hibit 5.) 

DINSHAH—When did you re- 
ceive the Diploma, please? 

HUGHES—Mr. Hagerty, I be- 
lieve you have that envelope with 
the checks and the date, the Ex- 
press Receipt in 

(Leo Hagerty produces the stat- 
ed paper.) 

DINSHAH—tThe Diploma is dat- 
ed April 21, so we do not have to 
discuss that, Mr. Hughes. 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, it was an un- 
derstanding with the Institute, that 
this work, Spectro-Chrome, which I 
used for Suffering Humanity, is not 
given to the open public and is giv- 
en only to those who take the 
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Course and understand the use of 
this Machine, so that they can serve 
with proper integrity, according to 
what is known as the “Integrity 
By-Laws” of the Institute and not 
sold to the public at large. You 
knew that? 


HUGHES—Well, supposed that, 
but, I don’t know it. 

DINSHAH—Please ; no use sup- 

sing’ 

HUGHES—You say, ‘The use of 
the Machine,” Colonel. You never 
explained the Machine to me! 


DINSHAH—Pardon me; that is 
not the question, 

JUSTICE—I think that answered 
it. Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—What I want to 
know is, this Equipment that is 
there, a patented Machine, I did not 
throw it out on your hands or any- 
body’s, to use promiscuously on the 
public, unless a person came into 
Class Room, saw those hundreds of 
instruments, took the regular, sci- 
entific training in the spectroscopic 
work of the Science and after Grad- 
uation, got a Diploma, joined the 
Association, stayed in it and then 
hired the Machine for use under 
certain, very restricted policies. 
You knew that; that it was not 
sold to anybody for money? 

HUGHES—You got two different 
questions there, Colonel. 


DINSHAH—AIll right. Separate 
the two yourself and answer them 
both separately. 

HUGHES—tThe last night of the 
Class, I supposed, I did not know it 
was the last night 

DINSHAH—Please, do not sup- 
pose anything. You are hereto say 
yes or no. You knew that these 
Machines were not sold promiscu- 
ously to the general public to make 
money? Yes or no. 

HUIGHES—tThere was $150.00 — 

DINSHAH—Please —— 

HAGERTY—yYou can answer 
that yes or no. He says one or the 


other, 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—You did not know 
it? 

HUGHES—I am answering it. 

DINSHAH—I am asking you a 
question, Mr. Hughes. 

HUGHES—Ask it again, please. 

DINSHAH—Listen, please. Just 
think, Listen: You know when 
you came in my Class and took the 
work, time after time it was told 
to you and the other students, that 
this patented Equipment was not 
sold to the public for money, but 
it was a Machine that was given 
with very severe restrictions, only 
to my Graduates, who passed their 
Examination and knew the use of 
it. Say yes or no, please. 

HUGHES—No. 

JUSTICE—Was that stated? 

DINSHAH—You did not know 
it? 

HUGHES—You did not say that 
at all. 

DINSHAH—I did not? 

HUGHES—No, sir. You said you 
sold these Machines. 

DINSHAH—I want you to iden- 
tify this Contract For Hire, if this 
is your Signature before a Notary 
Public? 

HUGHES—Yes, that is my Sig- 
nature, 

DINSHAH—You swore to it be- 
fore a Notary Public in Buffalo, in 
the Lafayette Hotel? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH- In my absence? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I was not present 
when you signed this document ? 

HUGHES—No. 


JUSTICE—You could not be, if 
it was in your absence. Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—Well, sir, you see 
perhaps there might be misunder- 
standing. This is the only under- 
standing in writing between you 
and the Spectro-Chrome Institute 
of which I am the President, for the 
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Hire of that Equipment? No other 
document was passed between you 
and the Institute? 

HAGERTY—tThat is the Con- 
tract. 

DINSHAH—That is the Contract 
for the Hire of this patented Ma- 
chine, under certain policies printed 
thereon? Is this the only one? 

HUGHES—I couldn’t say. I have 
a whole file of the stuff there. 

DINSHAH—Bring out another 
Contract, please, if you hhave it. 
Open your files in the presence of 
the Court and see what you have 
there. Come on, sir. 

HUGHES—I thaven’t got it. 

DINSHAH—You haven’t any? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—This is the only 
Contract then and I offer it as an 
Exhibit. 

JUSTICE—AII right, mark it. 


(The CONTRACT stated was re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked De- 
fendant’s Exhibit 6.) 

DINSHAH—Now, with the per- 
mission of the Honorable Court, I 
shall read this Contract For Hire. 

JUSTICE—Hasn’t it been read 
in Evidence? 

DINSHAH—Sir, this is just giv- 
en in Evidence. 

JUSTICE—Hasn’t it been read 
already? 

DINSHAH—No, Your Honor, 
this is the first time it is produced. 
The other one, Your Honor, I read 
was the Application For Enroll- 
ment. 

JUSTICE—Oh, yes. Go ahead. 

(Dinshah read Exhibit 6 to the 
Jury as shown on Pages 40 and 41.) 

DINSHAH — (After completing 
reading) You were given a copy of 
this, exactly a Duplicate, with the 
Seals and everything, Mr. Hughes 
and you have it? 

HUGHES—I admit it. 

DINSHAH—You have it? 

HUGHES—I couldn’t say that. 


DINSHAH—Does the Honorable 
Prosecutor have the copy? 

HAGERTY—No. 

DINSHAH—You do not have the 
Duplicate? 

HAGERTY — Well, he admits 
getting it, so there is no dispute 
about that. 

J USTICE—It is in Evidence, part 
of the Record. Go ahead on some- 
thing else. 

DINSHAH—Now, Your Honor, I 
have a Motion to make. 

JUSTICE—Well, it is not quite 
time; is it? 

DINSHAH—I think I have a 
right to make a Motion, if you will 
kindly excuse the Jury, please. 

JUSTICE—Well, all right. I sup- 
pose you have got a right to make 
one, but, it is usual to make it at 
the close of the People’s case. They 
have not presented all their Evi- 
dence yes, I take it. 

HAGERTY—tThis must be a Spe- 
cial Motion. 

DINSHAH—This is a Special 
Motion that I have to make, Your 
Honor. I do not mean to waste your 
time, but I want the Jury to be ex- 
cused, please. 

JUSTICE—AII right, make it. Go 
ahead. 

DINSHAH—Make the Motion ? 

J USTICE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Before the Jury? 

J USTICE—What is that? 

DINSHAH—I wish the Jury to 
be excused, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—AIl right. We will 
take a recess now and I will listen 
to your Motion and the Jury can go 
upstairs. 

(The Jury was excused and left 
the Court Room.) 

JUSTICE—AII right. Go ahead.

The Plaintiff identi- 
fied the Machine and when he sign- 
ed the Contract, he admits he re- 
ceived a copy of it. His recourse 
was not in a Criminal Court, but, in 
a Court of Law for a Civil Action, 
if he had anything against the 
work. 

JUSTICE—I take it that he is 
not seeking recourse for himself 
here, because he could not gain it 
and this is a prosecution on behalf 
of the People and in all matters of 
this sort, if there is anything that 
is supposed to be criminal, why, the 
People have got a right to prosecute 
it in the Criminal] Court and he has 
got a right to bring an action in the 
Civil Court for his remedy, if he 
seeks one. He does not get any- 
thing out of this. 

DINSHAH—Very well, Your 
Honor. Then, Your Honor denies 
the Motion on that ground? 

JUSTICE—Yes. The question is 
here, as I understand it, Colonel, 
whether or not you made any mis- 
representations to him, any false 


misrepresentations, to induce him 
to enter into this Contract. That is 
what we are fighting out here. That 
is what we have got to confine our- 
selves to in the last analysis. 


DINSHAH—Your Houor, I refer 
you to the Law of Express Con- 
tracts, that any misrepresentation 
on anything, even if it be alleged, 
falls out of consideration, when an 
Express Contract is made for an 
Equipment. 

JUSTICE—That may be the 
Rule that applies to the situation 
as between you and Hughes where 
we have another lawsuit. I am not 
disputing that, but, a different Rule 
prevails in the Trial of a criminal 
case. The People are alleging here, 
that you got him to enter into this 
Contract, through misleading and 
false representations. Now, we 
have got to try that issue out. 

DINSHAH—Then, if Your Honor 
denies the Motion, may I have an 
Exception on it, please?

The stern attitude of the Honor- 
able Court appeared to soften to- 
ward me as an Accused, as one 
after another the evasive replies 
and somersaults of Housman 
Hughes were registered.

DINSHAH—But, your Honor, in 
order to prove those things, I shall 
have to lead him on to Spectro- 
Chrome work as taught in the Class 
Room, to show to the Honorable 
Court and the Jury that all these 
things were taught in the Class 
Room to him and he knew what he 
was taking for Hire and knew the 
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use of it. I shall be permitted to 
do that? 

JUSTICE—Yes, I think you will. 
That is pertinent. 

DINSHAH—That is a pertinent 
and relevant fact and as far as 
bringing in any irrelevant things, I 
apologize. I am not going to bring 
in anything irrelevant to the issues. 

JUSTICE—I am just making 
that as a suggestion. 

DINSHAH—I thank you, sir, for 
the kindness. 

JUSTICE—AIll right. Go ahead. 


DINSHAH — (Questioning the 
Witness) You paid me, Mr. Hughes, 
$25.00 only for the $150.00 Course, 
in cash by that check? 

HUGHES—Well 

DINSHAH—You only paid me 
$25.00 on a $150.00 Course? 

HUGHES—And then gave you 
Five Notes. 


DINSHAH—Please, do not waste 
the time. You only paid me on a 
$150.00 Course 

HUGHES—Yes, I admit it. 

DINSHAH—That is all. Please, 
save the time of the Court. | 

JUSTICE—Did you give him a 
check for $25.00 and did you give 
him five Notes for $25.00? 

HUGHES—Yes, Your Honor. 

DINSHAH—Are these the Notes 
that you gave (shewing them) ? 

HUGHES—Yes 

DINSHAH—I cffer these. 

(The 5 NOTES stated were re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked De- 
fendant’s Exhikt 7.) 

DINSHAH—You never paid a 
Dollar on those $125.00 due to the 
Institute? 

HUGHES—Not on the Course; 
not on the Notes; no. 

DINSHAH—Y ou never paid any- 
thing? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—And the Institute 
never sued you or pressed you for 
it? 
HUGHES—yYes, they pressed 


me. 

DINSHAH—In what way? 

HUGHES—Oh, innumerable let- 
ters; turned it over to a collector. 

DINSHAH—tThey never pressed 
a Lawsuit against you for it? 

HUGHES—Oh, no. 

DINSHAH—Did you pay any- 
thing since then on those $125.00? 

HUGHES—Nio. 

DINSHAH—You never honored 
your Notes? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—Now, after the In- 
stitute took from you $125.00 for 
the teaching, in Notes which were 
never honored, you went into the 
Class and took the Class with sev- 
eral other people? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—How many were in 
the Class? 

HUGHES—I couldn’t say. 

HAGERTY—About? 

HUGHES—Fifteen. 

DINSHAH—Every night, as you 
entered the Class Room, you had to 
sign a Roll Book? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And every other 
person present in the Class, had to 
sign a Roll Book, to show that they 
were actually receiving these teach- 
ings? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Every night? 

HUGHES—Every night that I 
was there. 

DINSHAH—You were there al- 
ways, you said, so please do not 
qualify. Turn over, please, this (in- 
dicating). You began the first night 
with Number 1; that is your Sig- 
nature (indicating) ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, kindly turn all 
the pages and see the sessions that 
these were the people present. 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Just 
there (indicating). 
Signature ———

HUGHES—I can’t find it—yeg, 
yes, yes, yes, yes (turning pages). 

DINSHAH—So from the begin- 
ning, all the people signed, accord- 
ing to this and you signed with 
them ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I offer the Register 
in Evidence, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—There is no dispute 
about this attendance; is there? 

HAGERTY—No. 

DINSHAH—tThere are certain 
points in it about other people 
whom he mentioned, that he does 
not know whether they were pres- 
ent. 

J USTICE—Well, let it goin. I 
think it is rather cumulative, be- 
cause he does not dispute he was 
there. 

DINSHAH—He said there were 
“children” there. I want to show 
there were no children. 

JUSTICE—One person; she was 
13 or 14 years of age. 

DINSHAH—He said “children,” 
Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—He limited it to one; 
that would be “child,” I take it. 

(The REGISTER stated was re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked De- 
fendant’s Exhibit 8.) 

DINSHAH—tThere was in the 
Class a Medical Doctor, by name 
Welcome A. Hanor, of Dunkirk, 
New York, taking the Course—one, 
Dr. Welcome Hanor, M.D.? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—There was a lady by 
the name of Isabelle Radcliffe, I 
shall say, in the same Class with 
you? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And you alluded to 
her daughter as the “child,” Bessie 
Radcliffe? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
that child was only taken for get- 
ting the education, as a scientific 
knowledge and was not to practise 


Spectro-Chrome? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—You don’t? Now, if 
I tell you that, will you qualify it 
then? 

J USTICE—That is not for him to 
qualify, 

DINSHAH—There was a lady 
there by name Mrs. Helen Taylor? 

HUGHES—Yes, 

DINSHAH—There was a Chiro- 
practic Doctor also there, by name 
George Wood?

DINSHAH—Now, during the 
Class work, after you started, did 
you hear me alluding to Light as 
the source of Power of the World 
and Color Wave being an Oscilla- 
tory Frequency, which has certain 
definite Chemical Potencies?

DINSHAH—Is this one of the 
Charts of the Class work? 

HUGHES—I dor’t know. 

DINSHAH—I offer it for Ex- 
hibit. 

J USTICE—Well, you may have 
it marked for identification. 

F DINSHAH—Yes, for identifica- 
100, 

(The CHART stated was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 9 for Identifi- 
cation.) 

DINSHAH—Do you identify this 
Chart as being in the Class Room, 
to show the Color Waves and these 
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Black Lines were actually nothing 
but Lines showing the presence of 
certain definite Chemicals in the 
Sunlight — Chemical Elements? 
Please, Mr. Hughes, do you recog- 
nize this Chart being in the Class 
Room? 

HUGHES—It is a year ago, Col- 
onel, I can not. 

DINSHAH—Please, do not quali- 
fy about the year; we know it was 
all a year ago. 

JUSTICE—He says he can not. 

DINSHAH—To save time, you 
could not identify this? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—Mark it for Identi- 
fication. 

(The stated CHART was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 10 for Identi- 
fication.) 

DINSHAH—You were taught al- 
so that the present day Astronom- 
ers put the Spectroscope on the top 
of a Telescope and by means of that 
instrument, training toward a heav- 
enly object, they can tell exactly 
what Chemical Element is radiat- 
ing Energy at a distance; I showed 
you this Chart for that in the Class 
Room and identified it? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—Mark it for Identi- 
fication also. 

(The CHART stated was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 11 for Identi- 
fication.) 

DINSHAH—You heard me teach 
about the Chemistry of the Ele- 
ments in the Sun? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you study Che- 
mistry before that? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—wWas that the first 
time you got a training in Chemis- 

ry? 

HUGHES—Oh, I knew a little 
about it; very little. 

INSHAH—What is your educa- 
tion? 

HUGHES—I can not explain it. 


HAGERTY — That is, what 
grades in school. 

HUGHES—Oh, I finished the last 
grade in school; no High School 
education. 

DINSHAH—You did not have 
any High School education? 

HUGHES—I have finished the 
complete Mechanical and Electrical 
Engineering Course in a Correspon- 
dence School. 

DINSHAH—Mechanical and El- 
ectrical Engineering. In what kind 
of Correspondence School was it? 

HUGHES—tThel. C.S. 


DINSHAH — The International 
Correspondence School, of Scran- 
ton, Pennsylvania? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Do you recognize 
that the World is composed of all 
these Elements and I taught them 
in the Class Room also, that all the 
Elements that are in the World 
here, are all those Elements? 

HUGHES—You told us, yes. 

DINSHAH—You saw this Chart 
in the Class Room? Do you iden- 
tify it? 

HUGHES—I could not identify 
the Chart. 

DINSHAH — For Identification, 
please. 

(The stated CHART was marked 
as Defendant’s Exhibit 12 for Iden- 
tification.) 

DINSHAH—Did I show to you, 
by means of an apparatus like this, 
called a Prism, that the Sunlight 
was composed of 7 Colors (showing 
Prism to the Witness) ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Hold _ it 
hand, please. 

HUGHES—-Y ou said so. 

DINSHAH—Just answer what I 
ask, please, Mr. Hughes. Do not 
qualify. Your learned Counsel will 
make you qualify. 

JUSTICE—Do not make any 
speeches in regard to the answer. 

DINSHAH—yYour Honor, he is 


in your 
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trying to waste the time of the 
Court; I want to save it, Your Hon- 
or, otherwise we shall go into too 
many irrelevant facts. 


J USTICE—Well, you are not sav- 
ing it. 

DINSHAH—Put it to your eyes 
and exemplify now before the Sun- 
light, please, whether the Sunlight 
has 7 Colors. 

HAGERTY—tThere is no Sun- 


light. 

DINSHAH—This is Sunlight, not 
Moonlight, sir. Is this Sunlight, Mr. 
Hughes? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—It is. Well, kindly 
put this to your nose without 

JUSTICE—That is a matter of 
common knowledge, that the Spec- 
trum —— 

DINSHAH — Your Honor, he 
says he has no education, I taught 
nothing in that Class but simply 
proved that a fake Equipment; that 
is what he said. 

JUSTICE—That is not what he 
said. That the representations you 
made in regard to this Machine 
when set up, that that would cure 
all diseases and things like that, 
are false and misleading. That is 
what he is claiming. 

DINSHAH—And that there are 
no Lines and Scripts in the Slides, 
Your Honor. It is in the Indict- 
ment. Now, I have to show him 
those Slides and I shall show him 
that there are those Lines. Will 
Your Honor not permit me that? 


JUSTICE—You can do that from 
somebody else, but I do not suppose 
he is qualified to show that. 

DINSHAH—wWell, I did that in 
the Class Room, from which he 
hired this. 

HAGERTY—As I understand 
the Colonel to say that Mr. Hous- 
man Hughes is qualified because 
the Colonel himself told him that? 

DINSHAH—Taught him. 

HAGERTY—That qualifies Mr. 


Hughes as an expert? That is the 
position ? 

JUSTICE—It takes longer than 
that to become an expert, I guess. 

HAGERTY—I thought so. In 
60 hours, I did not know you could 
become an expert. 

DINSHAH—Pardon me, Your 
Honor. With all due deference to 
the learned Counselor, my conten- 
tion is that in those 60 hours I 
spoke myself about the use of that 
Equipment for certain ailments. 
Am I not privileged to show by 
him, to refresh his memory—he 
forgets everything—to refresh his 
memory, Your Honor? That is my 
privilege to show him the very 
Chemical Effects which are in those 
Shdes. 

J USTICE—He does not dispute, 
nobody disputes, that the Spectrum 
will show the 7 constituent Ele- 
ments there, the so-called Colors 
of the Spectrum—Violet, Indigo, 
Blue, Green, Orange, Red and Yel- 
low. 

HAGERTY—No dispute about 
that. 

DINSHAH—Just a minute. The 
whole thing is in dispute, Your 
Honor. 

HAGERTY—No. There are two 
representations here that are in 
dispute. 

DINSHAH—tThere are only two 
issues? Your Honor, may I speak? 

JUSTICE—As I say, we had bet- 
ter confine ourselves to the con- 
struction of this Machine and 
whether the Lenses in there were 
as you represented or whether they 
were just ordinary glass and 
whether they had these inscriptions 
on them or whatever you ¢all them;

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Syphilis and Gonorrhoea and Dia- 
betes and all those things. 

DINSHAH—I am leading up to 
it. He says he does not remember 
anything. I have to refresh his me- 
mory by the Experiments through 
which I showed him that. I take 
him as an expert in Spectrum, that 
is all of the picture, to show he for- 
got it; after 12 months, I have to 
refresh his memory; so I have to 
show him what led up to the Ex- 
periment. Will Your Honor deny 
me that privilege? 

JUSTICE—No, go ahead. 

DINSHAH — Please put this 
(Prism) to your eyes and see what 
you see through it. 

HUGHES—I see the Colors of 
the Rainbow. 

DINSHAH—wWould it be out of 
etiquette for me to offer the same 
Evidence to the Honorable Jury, to 
follow on the same train of 
thought? 

J USTICE—No, no. 

DINSHAH—Well, then, I shall 
offer to the Honorable Jury these 
Prisms. In five minutes, I shall have 
the whole issue solved. 

(Prisms were passed around.) 

JUSTICE—I have had one; I 
have seen it. 

DINSHAH—tThere are many Ex- 
periments within this Prism. Now, 
may I request Your Honor to have 
some light on here, so that the 
Prism may be used for the Experi- 
ments? 

JUSTICE—Yes. 

(The Court Room lights were 
turned on.) 

J USTICE—Go ahead. 

DINSHAH — This Spectroscope 
(indicating) was used for demon- 
stration work in the Class Room, 
Mr. Hughes? 

HUGHES—I don’t know. I ad- 
mit there was something like it, 


yes. 
DINSHAH—Is this a Spectro- 
scope? 


HUGHES—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—You studied FElec- 
tricity ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Science ? 

HUGHES—No, not Science. 

DINSHAH—Well, I tell you this 
is a Spectroscope for the Analysis 
of Light. 

HUGHES—Yes. 


DINSHAH—Kindly look and re- 
port what you see. Do you see any 
Black Lines coming in the Sunlight, 
which are not in these lights in the 
Court Room? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You do? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You see some Black 
Lines in the Sunlight? 

HUGHES—Fine. 

DINSHAH—Kindly look there, 
at that light there (indicating El- 
ectric Light); that does not show 
anything like Lines; that light is 
different from the Sunlight. 

HUGHES—Yes, I see Lines in 
them. 

DINSHAH—That the Sunlight 
has certain Black Lines and Scripts 
which this light has not? 

JUSTICE—I do not think that 
that is part of this Lawsuit, Col- 
onel. To be perfectly frank with 
you, aS I said before, the question 
is—those things you taught may 
be true. 

DINSHAH—tThey are in those 
Slides. I shall put the Slides in 
Exhibit, with the Scripts here, 
showing the Sun through this. I 
want to prove it. 

HAGERTY—The Lenses in this 
are not the Lenses in this Machine. 
You may put all kinds of Lenses 
that are now —— 

DINSHAH—I shall bring the 
Lenses and put them in Evidence 
and show you the Scripts. How can 
the Honorable Jury, who do not 
know Spectroscopy, know what is 
in this? 
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HAGERTY—You are teaching 
us Spectroscopy ? 


DINSHAH—How can I defend 
myself? The Honorable Court says 
I can not show anything. I want to 
show there are Scripts and Lines 
in those Slides. 

JUSTICE—I think we had better 
get down to the Slides. As this 
Lawsuit has progressed, we have 
got down to certain things in a pre- 
liminary way, in which you repre- 
sent by use of Slides and different 
things that are in this Machine, 
that different diseases could be 
cured with reasonable certainty. If 
that treatment would cure a major- 
ity of those diseases, in the major- 
ity of cases where that treatment 
was applied, I would be inclined to 
charge the Jury, that they could 
not hold you responsible for ob- 
taining money under false pre- 


tenses. If those Slides do not cure . 


anything, as he claims you repre- 
sented it would cure Diabetes and 
those different diseases that he 
mentioned, then, that is a question 
of fact for the Jury. Now, let us 
get down to what is in that Machine 
and whether it would—what that 
shows. 

DINSHAH—With all deference 
to the Honorable Court, your con- 
clusions are very sensible, sir, but, 
the thing is, there are two issues in 
this Indictment. One is that the 
Slides have no Lines and Scripts. 
Unless I show what the Lines and 
Seripts mean —— 

JUSTICE—Get down to them 
and see whether they have got 
Lines and Scripts. I think, may be 
perhaps what you mean by Lines 
and Seripts he did not mean. | 
don’t know. 

DINSHAH—But I ‘have to show 
to the Jurors what Lines and 
Scripts are in Color itself. You see, 
without that 

JUSTICE—Something that is in- 
herent in the thing itself or is it 


something that is put on? 

DINSHAH—No. All Color Waves 
have those Lines and Scripts, Your 
Honor. 

J USTICE—He says you repre- 
sented that you had to go into re- 
tirement for 60 days to put that on. 

DINSHAH—tThat will be brought 
into Evidence, if I had to retire for 
60 days or someone else had to re- 
tire for 60 days or what. The is- 
sues are only two, Your Honor. 
Their claim is that there are no 
Lines and Scripts in this; so the 
Plaintiff claims. 

J USTICE—Yes. 


DINSHAH—I want to prove that 
there are Lines and Scripts. 

JUSTICE—Yes, prove it. 

DINSHAH—Unless I show that 
the Sunlight has certain Lines, 
which are barred from these when 
the Bulb shines, I can not prove 
that issue. 

J USTICE—Can’t you prove what 
you want to prove by the Lenses 
themselves ? 

DINSHAH—But this Light is 
not working! They give me a dead 
Machine; without a Bulb, Your 
Honor, I can not light it. 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
I think I understand. If you look 
through this Spectroscope there, as 
I understand it and as 1 am advised 
by authority on it and if you use 
this Spectroscope in connection 
with these Lenses here, you will see 
certain Lines, because you can see 
Lines on any glass when you use a 
Spectroscope to look through it. 
What I want the Colonel to do is 
forget about the Spectroscope and 
see whether there are Lines on 
these Lenses, without the use of 
the Spectroscope, because the Spec- 
troscope will put Lines on any 
glass! 

J USTICE—Have you got a Bulb 
here that you can put in the Ma- 
chine? 

HAGERTY —Yes. 
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JUSTICE—Is there a place to 
connect it up? 

HAGERTY—Yes, there is a plug 
there. 

JUSTICE—Connect it now. 

(The MACHINE Exhibit 5 was 
connected.) 

DINSHAH—Now, Your Honor, I 
am certainly permitted to read cer- 
tain relevant paragraphs from the 
Patent granted by the Government, 
in regard to those Color Slides. 

JUSTICE—No. The Machine 
may be a perfect Machine; we are 
not concerned with that. We are 
concerned with what you represent- 
ed the Machine would do in the way 
of curing people. 

DINSHAH—That is only one, but 
the second issue is what these 
Lines and Scripts are. That is here 
—what it means. It is described in 
the Government Specifications. 


HAGERTY—lIf the Court please, 
that Patent here as it starts off, it 
is nothing more than a signed state- 
ment by the Defendant here, which 
is given by the Patent Office to all, 
To Whom It May Concern, but he 
gave that—-Dinshah P. Ghadiali! In 
that statement he sets forth all the 
things that he claims for this Ma- 
chine and after he signed it sent it 
to the Patent Office and the Patent 
Office granted him a Patent on the 
Machine. 

DINSHAH — Without investiga- 
tion? 

HAGERTY—wWhich the Patentee 
—-which covered the claims that he 
makes for the machine. It is just 
self-serving declaration. 

JUSTICE—Yes, that is my no- 
tion. 

DINSHAH—Please, go on the 
stand, Mr. Hughes. I shall ask you 
some more questions then, on that 
subject. Do you recognize my 
teaching in the Class that Colors 
given out by those Slides have cer- 
tain Oscillatory Frequencies, hav- 
ing certain movements or Oscilla- 


tions of so many trillions per Sec- 
ond? 

HUGHES—Yes, you said that. 

DINSHAH—Then you admit 
that Color itself is not merely chop- 
ped on the clear glass, but it is 
White Light transferred into an 
Oscillatory Frequency of a certain 
character? 

HUGHES—You said that. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, I con- 
tend that when I taught him that, 
he understood what he was taking. 
Then I also taught 

JUSTICE—That is a matter of 
argument. 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—wWe shall bring it in 
Evidence, Your Honor, but, let me 
bring out the point first, kindly. 

JUSTICE—All right. Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—Did I not teach in 
the Class, that these Colors are pro- 
duced according to certain Oscilla- 
tory Frequencies of a graded char- 
acter ? 

HUGHES—You said that, yes. 

DINSHAH—And also that these 
so-called Color Frequencies repre- 
sent certain Chemical Energies 
from the Light; not in the Slides, 
but in the White Light itself which 
has those Chemical Properties ? 

HUGHES—You said that. 

DINSHAH—-Did I teach you that 
White Light falls on seeds and one 
seed produces a Red Tomato and 
another produces a Green Cucum- 
ber? 

HUGHES—TI could not say that 
I recollect that. 

DINSHAH—TI shall refresh your 
memory. Did I not say in the 
Class, “Can anybody explain how a 
Brown cow eats Green grass and 
produces White milk? That the 
power of the Sunlight is Chemical 
Energy, thrown as a bombardment 
through the Oscillatory Frequency 
of Light through the Ether?” I 
taught that? 

HUGHES—Possibly. 
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DINSHAH—Please say yes or 
no. 


HUGHES—I remember you said 
a Brown cow produces White milk. 

DINSHAH—tThat means, when I 
gave this Equipment to you, you 
understood that I was giving you 
certain Color Slides to produce 
certain Chemical Effects? Is that 
a right conclusion or not? 

HUGHES—It is, yes. 

DINSHAH—Therefore 

J USTICE—I take it, Colonel, the 
question is whether those Slides 
would produce that effect. 


DINSHAH—That will be in Evi- 
dence, but, what was he getting 
from me at the time he signed the 
Contract? 

JUSTICE—No, that is not it. 
The question is whether the stuff 
that you gave him would do what 
he claims you said it would do. That 
is the Lawsuit here. Let us not 
get away from that. 

DINSHAH—I am speaking to 
the point that Color Wave Frequen- 
cies are Chemical Energies. 

J USTICH—Well, I don’t know 
enough about it to dispute it. 

DINSHAH—tThat is what I am 
trying to bring out to the Honor- 
able Court and the Honorable Jury. 
(Questioning the Witness.) Do you 
admit that if you use and examine 
these Slides through a Spectro- 
scope, each Color Wave shuts off a 
certain portion of White Light? 

HUGHES—No, sir, I have never 
done it. 

DINSH AH—Well, we shall make 
the Experiment. May I, directly, 
Your Honor? 

J USTICE—If he knows enough 
about it to make it. 

DINSHAH—Oh, no, no, no! He 
will see it and the Honorable Jury 
may justify for themselves and the 
Honorable Prosecutor may justify 
—he may see it or not, but the 
World can see it. I am justified to 
make the Experiment. 


HAGERTY—Are you going to 
tonate us? 

DINSHAH—No, sir, Tonation is 
not in the Court. I thank you, but, 
if the Court will permit, I shall 
show you the Tonation also. That 
is not in the issue. We shall stick 
to the issue. Please come here, Mr. 
Hughes. 

HAGERTY—Now, if the Court 
please, I wish it to appear that you 
are using a Spectroscope. 

DINSHAH—I am showing you 
the Lines and Scripts are there. 

HAGERTY—On the Spectro- 
scope. 


DINSHAH—tThat certain Color 
Waves block off certain Chemical 
Portions of White Light. 

JUSTICE—As I say, I do not 
think that is the deciding thing in 
this Lawsuit. The deciding thing 
in this Lawsuit is, will the machine 
“ what you represented it would 

0? 

DINSHAH — Well, will Your 
Honor then permit me to make a 
Motion that from the Indictment, 
the Lines and Scripts be struck off? 

JUSTICE—Well, we will wait and 
see. That is only part of the pro- 
position, if they do not appear; but, 
still the main question is whether 
this Machine, after you get it all 
fixed up and patented and these 
things in it and these Lenses and 
so forth, will cure these different 
diseases that you said it would cure. 

DINSHAH—Shall I stick only to 
that issue and let the Lines go? 

J USTICHE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I shall bow to your 
decision, Your Honor. I shall stick 
to that. 

HAGERTY—Of course, Your 
Honor, I am going to produce Mr. 
Reinhart from the Gratwick Lab- 
oratory. He is going to testify to 
those Lines. 

JUSTICE—Then I think we had 
better confine our Cross Examina- 
tion to the main 
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DINSHAH—I shall postpone the 
Cross Examination, until the expert 
is produced. 

JUSTICE—That is the better 
way. 

DINSHAH—We shall postpone 
his Cross Examination, until the 
expert has testified. 


JUSTICE—If you want to recall 
him afterwards, you may. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. You 
may call him. 

With this the People called the 
next Witness against the Defend- 
ant and Cyril Simpson was sworn 
on the stand. 


CHAPTER 7 
UNIVERSITY-TRAINED GOVERNMENT LABORER 


From the manner in which the 
case was moving, I had come to the 
firm conclusion, that to stick to 
that Lines and Scripts matter 
would prejudice my Defense. The 
Court did not take much stock in 
it and had hooked all on the ques- 
tion of “Diseases and Cures.” It 
was, therefore, deemed sensible to 
let the brain of Housman Hughes 
rest a few hours or days until al- 
leged experts might come under my 
Cross Examination and show their 
mettle to withstand it. The Direct 
Examination of Cyril Simpson com- 
menced. 

JUSTICE—Cyril—what is the 
middle letter, any? 

SIMPSON—No, none. 

HAGERTY—Where do you live? 

SIMPSON — 127  Verplanck 
Street. 

HAGERTY—What is your busi- 
ness? 

SIMPSON—Well, I am a laborer 
for the United States Government. 

HAGERTY—Did you attend the 
Free Course of Lectures that the 
Defendant in this case gave at the 
Lafayette Hotel? 

SIMPSON—I did, with the ex- 
ception of the first. 


HAGERTY—And in those Lec- 
tures did you see Mr. Hughes, who 
was also here as a Witness? 

SIMPSON—1I did. 

HAGERTY—How did you hap- 
pen to go to those Lectures? 


SIMPSON—Well, one day about 
March 138, 1930, I received a few 
circulars in my mail box and they 
were upon a subject that I was very 
much interested in and naturally I 
went. 

HAGERTY—wWhat subject was 
that? 

SIMPSON—Well, Physics ; Phys- 
ics and Chemistry. 

HAGERTY—Did the dodger say 
as to where these Lectures were 
going to be held and who was to 
give them? 

SIMPSON—In the Lafayette Ho- 
tel, by Colonel Dinshah. 

HAGERTY—How many of those 
Lectures did you attend? 

SIMPSON—I believe four. 

HAGERTY—Was Mr. Hughes at 
those various Lectures? 

SIMPSON—He was. 

HAGERTY—tThen, were there 
times that you and Mr. Hughes had 
some talks with the Defendant? 

SIMPSON—After the meeting 
was all over, the Colonel invited us 
—those that wanted to go—to his 
rooms for further demonstration 
and I went. 

HAGERTY—How many went up 
there to his rooms? 

SIMPSON—Oh, a few, perhaps 
five sometimes, may be eight or 
nine other times. 

HAGERTY—What did the Col- 
onel talk about in those Lectures? 
That is, pertaining to this case par- 
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ticularly ? 

SIMPSON—Well, he started off 
and showed that each ailment had 
a predominating Color. From that 
he led to the conclusion, that by 
means of his Colors, he could sub- 
stitute in place of the ailments and 
thus cure human ailments. That 
was the gist of it. If you want me 
to explain further detail, I can. 

HAGERTY—Did he speak about 
Spectro-Chrome Metry? 

SIMPSON—He did. 

HAGERTY—And did he talk 
about this Machine that he had? 


SIMPSON—Well, not exactly, 
but, afterwards he showed it to me. 

HAGERTY—He showed you the 
machine? 

SIMPSON— Yes. 

HAGERTY—What if anything 
did he say to you with reference to 
what the Machine would do? 

SIMPSON—Well, he laid great 
emphasis and stress on the fact par- 
ticularly, that it would cure such 
diseases as Diabetes, Gout and Lost 
Manhood and various other thing's; 
anything in fact, he stressed par- 
ticularly, except broken Bones, 
which would have to be placed to- 
gether by a Surgeon. 

HAGERTY—In other words, he 
stated that this would cure any dis- 
ease? 

SIMPSON—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—Or ailment? 

SIMPSON—Positively. 

HAGERTY — Except 
Bones? 

SIMPSON—Bones. 

HAGERTY—And did he demon- 
strate the Machine to you or tell 
you about it? 

SIMPSON—TI believe, later, par- 
tially. 

HAGERTY—What, if anything, 
did he do about that? 

SIMPSON—As far as I can recol- 
lect, then afterwards he told us 
about it, but, of course, I wanted 
to examine it in greater detail, but, 


broken 


he would not let me. 

HAGERTY—Did you attempt to 
or did you take any notes during 
those Free Lectures? 


SIMPSON—Well, he said that 
during the Lectures we would have 
an opportunity to ask him all ques- 
tions, but, it did not work out that 
way; we did not. What I mean to 
say is that he did all the talking 
and we had to sit and listen. 

HAGERTY—Did he allow you to 
take notes or did he say anything 
about notes? 

SIMPSON—He did not in the 
Free Public Lectures; he did not 
say anything, so far as I recollect, 
about taking notes. 

HAGERTY—Did he tell you the 
parts of this Machine, particularly 
with reference to Colored Lights in 


it? 

SIMPSON—He did. He said that 
the Lenses in that were very, very 
special, were mathematically grad- 
uated for the job and he had the 
whole secret of it. In other words, 
plain glasses would not do, would 
not be of any use at all, in curing 
disease. 

HAGERTY—That plain glass 
would not? 

SIMPSON—No. 

HAGERTY—Are you speaking 
with reference to the Colored Glass 
that was in the machine? 

SIMPSON—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And he said that 
those Glasses were very precise and 
specially prepared? 

SIMPSON—Mathematically gra- 
duated within certain Wave 
Lengths. 

HAGERTY—Did he say any- 
thing about with reference to cer- 
tain Lines or Scripts in the Glass? 

SIMPSON—Yes, he said there 
were certain Lines scribed on the 
back, I believe 1,500, but I won’t be 
sure. 

HAGERTY—Did the Colonel en- 
tertain you during those Free Lec- 
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tures too? 

SIMPSON—In a way, if you want 
to call it that. It was not—some of 
the things could not be told here, 
more or less risque, if you want to 
take it that way. 

HAGERTY—wWhat do you mean, 
stories he told or what? 

SIMPSON—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Did he play the Or- 
gan? 

SIMPSON—I can’t tell as to that. 

HAGERTY—You were not there 
at any time then? 

SIMPSON—No, I was not. 

HAGERTY—wWell, you did not 
take the regular Course that cost 
you $150.00, did you? 

SIMPSON—No, I did not. I ex- 
amined all the claims he made for 
it and used what little knowledge 
I had of Chemistry and Physics and 
found the two did not coincide and 
I preferred to take the principles I 
learned in the University, so I did 
not go any further with it. 


HAGERTY—You did not take 
home or buy or lease the Machine 
or anything of that sort? 

SIMPSON—No, I did not. 

HAGERTY—yYou may ask. 

This was the signal for me and I 
rose to cross examine the Univer- 
sity-trained student who had to be- 
come a laborer for the United 
States Government. I had a mind 
to keep him on the line till later. 

DINSHAH—May I be permitted 
to postpone the Examination of this 
Witness, until the expert Witness 
is furnished? 

JUSTICE—No, I think this Wit- 
ness ought not to be kept around 
here. You can examine him on 
what he has testified to. 

DINSHAH—AIll right. There was 
no Organ in the Free Lectures? 

MPSON—No. 

DINSHAH—You did not see any 
Organ, when you came upstairs 
with those few people to investi- 
gate? 


SIMPSON—Not that I recollect. 
DINSHAH—It was not there? 
JUSTICE—Well, he does not 
claim it was. 
DINSHAH—TI shall refresh his 
memory, Your Honor. 
HAGERTY—I believe the Testi- 
mony of Mr. Hughes is that the 
Organ did not come in until later. 
DINSHAH—Oh, I thank you for 
that! You see, I want to bring out 
the Oscillatory Frequency from the 
Organ; then again, that will be pre- 
vented, so I just want to cut out the 
time for you. 
HAGERTY—Has the Organ got 
Oscillatory Frequency ? 
DINSHAH—Yes, sir! You will 
see what the Organ does when your 
expert comes on the stand. Pardon 
me for cross talk like that. 
JUSTICE—AII right. 
DINSHAH—When I mentioned 
about Diabetes and Gout, is that 
the only thing I said about it? You 
said about Diabetes and Gout and 
Lost Manhood. Did I say about 
Lost Manhood in those words? 
SIMPSON—I believe you specifi- 
cally mentioned those words; in 
fact, Iam sure of it. 
DINSHAH—And did I say “you 
ought to keep it” or anything? 
SIMPSON—You were very, very 


vague. 

DINSHAH—Repeat the vague 
words. 

SIMPSON—Repeat them? 

DINSHAH—Yes. 

SIMPSON—That is just between 
us now, what you did say. 

DINSHAH—Well, you just re- 
peat, please, to the Honorable 
Court, what I said about this “Man- 
hood” proposition. 

SIMPSON—Just merely as I 
stated before, that your Machine 
would do that. How or why, I don’t 
know. That is the statement you 
made. 

DINSHAH — Give the exact 
words as regards what I spoke 
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about this delicate affair. 

SIMPSON—How ean I be ex- 
pected to remember your exact 
words ? 


DINSHAH—Your memory is at 
fault? You do not remember those 
words exactly, then? 

SIMPSON—Not exactly. 

DINSHAH—Give us it in sub- 
stance, then. 

SIMPSON—Just as I said before, 
your Machine is claimed to cure 
Lost Manhood. 


DINSHAH—How did that come 
up? Did somebody ask me those 
things and I answered them? 


SIMPSON—I can not recollect at 
this time. 

DINSHAH—On Sunday, were 
you present in the afternoon? 


SIMPSON—I believe so. 

DINSHAH—Yes. You were pres- 
ent on that Sunday and that was 
the Sunday for “Open Questions” 
to the public and I was to answer 
their questions ; was I not’? 

SIMPSON—Supposedly, yes. 

DINSHAH—Why do you quali- 
fy? Please, do not answer with 
“supposedly” and “I believe.” Why 
not use “yes” or “no’? Was that 
a special day, set apart for anyone 
in the audience to heckle me and 
question me? 

SIMPSON—That was what you 
said; yes. 

DINSHAH—And was not that 
open to the public, to discuss and 
ask questions? 

SIMPSON—According to what 
you said; yes. 

DINSHAH—Please, was not that 
day reserved for that and I told the 
public that it was so reserved? 

SIMPSON—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And that question 
was shot at me from the audience 
specifically, by certain people who 
wanted to know what effect this in- 
strument and Color Waves of this 
character would have upon the Hu- 
man Body. You remember that, sir? 


SIMPSON—That may be. 

DINSHAH — Not “may be.” 
What do you remember? Did I say 
that or not? Was that question 
brought up in the audience or not? 

SIMPSON—It might have. I 
could not say specifically. 

DINSHAH—You do not remem- 
ber it? 

SIMPSON—Not that point. 

DINSHAH—wWell, then, I move 
that that Testimony be struck off 
as irrelevant. 

JUSTICE—No. Motion denied. 
He is giving his best recollection 
of the things that he remembers. 

DINSHAH—You mean to say 
that I started the subject, then? 

SIMPSON—Precisely. 

JUSTICE—I do not see that it 
makes very much difference. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor, 
they try 'to make out I am teaching 
immoral things in the audience. 

JUSTICEK—No, it is not immoral 
that I know of. As far as that is 
concerned, it is a question of mis- 
representation as to the effective- 
ness of the Machine; that is all. 


DINSHAH—But the gentleman 


has never had anything to do with 


the Machine. 
JUSTICE—The statement origi- 
nally came in answer to a question. 
DINSHAH—You are not educat- 
ed or qualified in Spectroscopy or 
Chemistry or Physics even? 
SIMPSON—Perhaps not. 


DINSHAH—What is your educa- 
tion, sir? 

SIMPSON—wWell, High School, 
graduate. Two years in the Uni- 
versity of Buffalo; some chemical 
experience. 

DINSHAH—You are graduate of 
High School? 

SIMPSON—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—In what? 

SIMPSON—Academie course. 

DINSHAH—An ordinary High 
School course? 

SIMPSON—Oh, no. 
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DINSHAH—Then what? 

SIMPSON—I told you I had some 
additional education. 

DINSHAH—Have you any De- 
gree 

SiMPSON_No, sir. 

DINSHAH—You are just a High 
School graduate? 

SIMPSON—Yes, sir. 

JUSTICE—And some University 
of Buffalo. 


SIMPSON — Some University 
work in Chemistry. 

J USTICE__What did you take at 
the University of Buffalo? 

SIMPSON—Chemistry and Phy- 
SiCS. 

DINSHAH—Did you learn in 
Physics that Color Waves are Oscil- 
latory Frequencies of a_ specific 
Wave Length ? 


SIMPSON—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And that Color 
Waves of such specific Wave 
Lengths, represent certain Chemi- 
cals in the Sun? 

SIMPSON—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And that those Col- 
or Waves with those specific Fre- 
quencies, representing the Ele- 
ments in the Sun, are also present 
in the Chemicals on the Earth? 

SIMPSON—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And those Chemi- 
eals on the Earth, are present ac- 
cording to Physiology, in the Hu- 
man Body? 

SIMPSON—Some of them; yes. 

DINSHAH — How many are 
there? 14? 16? 

SIMPSON—wWill you state your 
question again? 

DINSHAH—How many Chemi- 
cals are there in the Human Body, 
according to your study? 

SIMPSON—How many Chemi- 
eals? I have not studied Medicine; 
I couldn’t say. 

DINSHAH—No, no. That is not 
Medicine. That is pure Physiology. 

SIMPSON—Physical question; I 
have not had Physiology. 


DINSHAH—Do you know the 
Body is built of Chemicals? 

SIMPSON—Positively. 

DINSHAH—And that those 
Chemicals are taken into the Body 
from the food cooked by Sunlight? 

SIMPSON—Cooked by Sunlight? 

DINSHAH—tThose properties in 
the Earth, by Sunlight; Sunlight 
produces vegetable life? 

SIMPSON—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You admit that 
Light has Energy? 

SIMPSON—wWell, yes. 

DINSHAH—And you admit that 
Color Waves are Light of different 
Frequencies ? 

SIMPSON—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And I say, there- 
fore, Color Waves produced by cer- 
tain Slides, which have certain Fre- 
quencies of that character, will 
have a Chemical Effect upon the 
Body. 

SIMPSON—No, I dispute that. 

DINSHAH—You mean to say 
that Color Waves are Energies and 
yet they have no effect on the Hu- 
man Body? 

SIMPSON—That has yet to be 
proven. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
the General Electric Company sells 
Sunlight Lamps and Color Lamps 

right here in Buffalo? 

SIMPSON—I know that. 

DINSHAH—You do? Are they 
fakes, according to your opinion of 
them? 

HAGERTY—I object to that. 

J USTICE—Objection sustained. 

DINSHAH—tThere are such Col- 
or Lamps sold in the World and you 
know of them? 

SIMPSON—Like yours, do you 
mean ? 

DINSHAH—Whether they are 
like or unlike, there are certain 
Color Lamps sold in the open mar- 
ket in this city? 

SIMPSON—I would not call them 
Color Lamps.

DINSHAH—Well, Lamps having 
Color Slides in them, to produce cer- 
tain Colors to throw on the Human 
Body? 

SIMPSON—No. 

DINSHAH—You just know that 
the General Electric Company has 
them in Buffalo? 

SIMPSON—Yes, but not Lamps 
you said —— 

DINSHAH — What kind of 
Lamps do they have? 

SIMPSON—Ultra-Violet Lamps. 
There are no Colored Lights in 
Ultra-Violet Lamps, are there? 

DINSHAH—Do not question me; 
you are the Witness. 

JUSTICE—I think we are taking 
too much time. 

DINSHAH—I beg your pardon, 
sir, please. Do you know that on 
the market there are sold other 
Electric Equipment, having Color 
Slides in them or Bulbs with Col- 
ors? 

SIMPSON—I don’t know that. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
Doctors use those nowadays? 

SIMPSON—I don’t know that. 

DINSHAH—You did not know 
that and yet you say that you are 
a graduate of the University of 
Buffalo? 

SIMPSON—I didn’t say that. 

HAGERTY—He said he was two 
years in the University of Buffalo, 
specializing more or less in Chemis- 
try and Physics. 

DINSHAH—Did you see in that 
time, in the University of Buffalo, 
any Color Slides? 

SIMPSON—Similar to that? No. 

DINSHAH—Similar or dissimi- 
lar; any Color Lights? 


SIMPSON—TI can not say I did. 

DINSHAH—Did you or did you 
not? 

SIMPSON—No. 

DINSHAH—When did you say 
vou were last in the Physical Lab- 
oratory of this big University ? 

SIMPSON — Oh, approximately 
two or three years ago. 

DINSHAH—They had no Color- 
ed Lights of any kind? 


SIMPSON—WNot as far as I know. 


DINSHAH—Y ou mentioned here 
in your Direct Examination that I 
allowed taking of no notes. You 
never took my Course? 

HAGERTY—I object to that. 

J USTICE—He did not say that 
you prohibited that in this Free 
Course. He says, he was not stop- 
ped from taking notes in the Free 
Course; nothing was said about 
that. 
no NSHAHNothing was said? 

0? 

SIMPSON—WNothing was said. 

DINSHAH—Well, then, I take it 
back, Your Honor. I am through 
with the Witness. 

JUSTICE—AIl right. Next Wit- 
ness. 

At this, University-trained Fed- 
eral Government Laborer left the 
stand. He surely must have had re- 
lief in doing so. I have no informa- 
tion as to whether he was with 
Works Progress Administration. 
From his training in the University 
of Buffalo, proof of which he show- 
ed in his replies on the Stand, it did 
look as if that was where he be- 
longed—the super-efficient organi- 
zation called the W. P. A.

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HAGERTY—wWhere do you live? 

BERTHA—936 West Ferry.

McNamara? 

BERTHA—Nurse. 

HAGERTY—Did you get inter- 
ested in this Course of Lectures, 
given by the Defendant at the La- 
fayette Hotel? 


BERTHA—Yes, I did. 

HAGERTY—Did you attend the 
Free Course? 

BERTHA — Well, I attended 
about the last three. 


HAGERTY—tThe last three Lec- 
tures of the Free Course? 
BERTHA—Three. 


HAGERTY—Did you see Mr. 
Hughes there? 

BERTHA—Yes, I did. 

HAGERTY—And Mr. Simpson? 

BERTHA—wWell, I don’t recall 
Mr. Simpson. 


HAGERTY—And then, did you 
go into the regular Course? 

BERTHA—Yes, I have taken the 
regular Course. 

HAGERTY—For which you paid 
$150.00? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And did you even- 
tually get one of these Machines? 

BERTHA—Yes, I did. 
- HAGERTY—wWith the Dise and 
Colored Lights in it? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

HAGERTY—During the Free 
Course, Free Lectures that were 
had there, did the Defendant give 
the Lectures? 

BERTHA—Pardon ? 

HAGERTY—Did the Defendant 
give those Lectures? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

HAGERTY—And did he discuss 
Spectro-Chrome Metry? 

BERTHA—Yegs, he did. 

HAGERTY—And did he discuss 
his machine? 

BERTHA—Yes, he did. 

HAGERTY—wWhat if anything 
did he say with reference to the ef- 


fect the use of this Machine would 
have? 

BERTHA—Well, he said it would 
cure all diseases, including Vene- 
real, Cancer and Arthritis; all such 
things. 

HAGERTY—Cancer too? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

HAGERTY—Did he state it 
would cure anything else? 

BERTHA—Everything but bro- 
ken Bones and restore the Sight. 

HAGERTY—wWould restore the 
Sight? 

BERTHA—Sight. 

HAGERTY—Did he say it would 
restore anything else? 

BERTHA—Well, the Hearing. 
We were not to give any guarantee 
to that effect, not any written guar- 
anty. 

HAGERTY—He said it would re- 
store the hearing, but you were not 
to give guarantees that you would 
restore the hearing? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Did he say any- 
thing about manhood? 

BERTHA—wWell, I don’t exactly 
recail; he spoke of so many differ- 
ent things. 

HAGERTY—So many different 
things that he said it would do? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And then when you 
got into the Course, regular Course 
of Lectures, did the Defendant say 
substantially the same things with 
reference to the effects that the 
Machine would have? 

BERTHA—About what do you 
mean? 

HAGERTY — About what it 
would cure and what it would heal? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes, oh, yes! 

HAGERTY—Did he continue to 
say that during these Lectures, 
that it would cure any disease? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

HAGERTY—And name the vari- 
ous diseases ? 

BERTHA—Yes. 
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HAGERTY—Cancer ? 
BERTHA—Oh, yes. 
HAGERTY—All that? 
BERTHA—Yes. 


HAGERTY—Did he discuss the 
Colored Lights that were in the 
Machine? 

BERTHA—Yes, he did. 

HAGERTY—wWhat if anything 
did he say about the Colored Glass- 
es that were in the Machine? 


BERTHA—wWell, he said that he 
had a Patent on them and the thing 
seemed so complicated; he said 
there was a Patent on it and I re- 
member him saying he imported 
the Glasses from Germany, but, he 
had a Patent on it; that the Lines 
were invisible to the naked eye. 

HAGERTY—And was the Col- 
onel also entertaining during those 
Lectures? 

BERTHA—Well, he played the 
Organ and sang for us. 


HAGERTY—How long at each 
Lecture? 

BERTHA—Well, generally in the 
beginning,while we were waiting 
for all of the Students. 

HAGERTY—What time would 
the Lectures begin? 

BERTHA—I think it started at 
7, supposed to be out at 11; four 
hours a night. 

HAGERTY—Four hours a night 
and about how much of the time 
was taken up with entertaining? 

BERTHA—Well, about a half an 
hour. 

HAGERTY—And then, did you 
get a Diploma, too? 

BERTHA—Well, I got the Di- 
ploma after I paid a additional 
$12.00. 

HAGERTY—tThat is, you paid 
$150.00 for the Course? 

BERTHA—I asked if the Di- 
ploma went with the Course and he 
said it did; but, then he would not 
issue the Diploma until we paid the 
$12.00, in order to become a Mem- 
ber, so that we could practise. Then, 


we received the Diploma. 
HAGERTY—That is, at the be- 
ginning of the Course, when you 
were discussing things, when you 
said it was $150.00, he said the Di- 
ploma went with that? 
BERTHA—Yes, sir. 


HAGERTY—Then when the 
Course was over, you had to give 
another $12.00 to get it? 

BERTHA—Yes, sir, so that we 
could become a Member, 


HAGERTY—He said that was to 
become a Member of the Spectro- 
scope? 

BERTHA—So that we could 
practise. 


HAGERTY—Did you get a Bulb 
for your Machine? 

BERTHA—yYes, it comes with 
the Machine. 

HAGERTY—Did the Colonel say 
anything about how much those 
Bulbs cost ? 

BERTHA—Well, they are $8.00. 
We would have to keep one in re- 
serve, so that we could continue our 
work. Eight Dollars we would have 
to send to his Institute for a Bulb, 
to keep one on reserve. 

HAGERTY—Have to use one in 
the Machine, then you had one in 
reserve ? 

BERTHA—One comes with the 
Machine for that money, you see. 

HAGERTY—These Bulbs you 
had to buy through his Institute? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

HAGERTY—What did you be- 
come after you went through this 
Course of Lectures? 

BERTHA—Spectro-Chrome Nor- 
malator. 

HAGERTY — What was the 
Agreement, if any, between you and 
the Spectro-Chrome Institute or 
the Colonel, with reference to how 
much you were to charge? What 
was to become of it? 

BERTHA — Well, generally 
charge $3.00, but we charge ag 
much as we like and send Two Dol- 
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lars out of the initial Three Dollars 
to the Colonel. 

HAGERTY—And he said the 
majority charged Three Dollars, 
but, you could charge as much as 
you liked? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

HAGERTY — Then $2.00 of 
whatever you charged 

BERTHA—Out of the first 
Three would go to the Colonel. 

HAGERTY—tThen, was there a 
Rental Charge on the Machine also, 
besides the other? 


BERTHA—Well, it is 25 Cents 
a day, unless you keep it for—it is 
less than 8 months, it would be 50 
Cents a day. 

HAGERTY—Did you try to use 
the Machine? 

BERTHA—Yes, I have used it. 


HAGERTY—What? 

BERTHA—I have used it. 

HAGERTY—Did you continue to 
use it? 

BERTHA—No. I just had used 
it on three different people. 

HAGERTY—Did you use it with 
anybody outside of those three dif- 
ferent persons’? 

BERTHA—No, just those three. 

HAGERTY—Have you still got 
the machine? 

BERTHA—No, no. I returned 
the Machine quite a while ago. 

HAGERTY—To the Institute? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

HAGERTY—You may ask. 

At this point, Bertha McNamara 
was turned over to me for the Cross 
Examination and I went right af- 
ter unraveling the threads. 


CHAPTER 9 
ALL OH, YES ! 


DINSHAH — Miss McNamara, 
when you entered the Class of Spec- 
tro-Chrome Institute, you signed an 
Application For Enrollment, just 
as other Students signed? I want 
to find out if you signed this Appli- 
cation For Enrollment? 

BERTHA—Yes, that is my Sig- 
nature. 

DINSHAH—You did? 

HAGERTY—tThat is the same as 
the other? 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 

J USTICE—AI] right. No need 
of reading it. 

DINSHAH—May I put it in Evi- 
dence, then? 

(The APPLICATION stated was 
received in Evidence and marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 13.) 

DINSHAH—How did you pay me 
the $150.00, for the Tuition you 
said you paid? 

BERTHA—I paid you every cent 
of the money; $150.00 for the 
Course. 


DINSHAH—How much did you 
pay on Enrollment? 

BERTHA—Why, the very first 
thing, | forget, now, just what it 
was, but, I finished the payment 
before I finished the Course. 

DINSHAH—No, no! How much 
did you pay on enrolling? 

JUSTICE—We are not concerned 
with that. She paid that. Is there 
any dispute she did not pay it? 

DINSHAH—No. She paid the 
balance. You see, I want to bring 
out that the balance was paid when 
she hired the Machine, after going 
through the Course. 

BERTH A—I could not remember 
just exactly. 

DINSHAH—TI shall refresh your 
memory. You paid $8.00 to start 
your work and the balance was to 
be paid on the 31st of March? 

BERTH A—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You finished your 
payment ; there is your balance paid 
on the 28th of March; right? 
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BERTHA—Yes, 

DINSHAH—After paying that, 
did you approach the Institute for 
anything, when you paid that bal- 
ance? You signed a Contract For 
Hire, to hire an Equipment like 
that? 


BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—And that is your 
Contract (showing) ? 

BERTHA—It looks like it. 

DINSHAH—No, no, please. Is 
this your Signature (showing) ? 

BERTHA—Yes, 

DINSHAH—You swore to it be- 
fore a Notary, that this is your 
Signature? 

BERTHA—Yes, 

DINSHAH—I offer it as an Ex- 
hibit, 

(The CONTRACT stated was re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked De- 
fendant’s Exhibit 14.) 

DINSHAWH—When you were en- 
rolled and every time thereafter on 
numerous occasions, you were in- 
formed that this instrument is giv- 
en only for Hire to those who un- 
derstand the use of it and it is not 
sold promiscuously for money to 
anybody ? 

BERTHA—Yes, you did not sell 
them; you merely rented them, 

DINSHAH—You do not under- 
stand my question. My question is: 
I made it expressly understood by 
my Students, among whom you 
were, please, that this Machine is 
not sold for money, but, only for 
serving the public on certain rigid 
conditions? 

BERTHA—Why, we expected to 
make a living by it, 

DINSHAH—Of course, every- 
body makes a living; I make a liv- 
ing; we have to make a living; 
everybody; but, an honest living 
and dishonest living are two differ- 
ent things. 

JUSTICE—What he means is: 
that it was only to be put in the 
hands of people who had been train- 
ed to use it. 


BERTHA—Oh, y 

DIN SHAH That} is I did not go 
and sell that to every Tom, Dick 
and Harry—-everybody on the 
street ? 

BERTHA-—Yes, those who took 
the Course. 

DINSHAH—Those who took the 
Course and graduated ? 

BERTHA—Yes, 

DINSHAH—And you knew that 
you were taken on those conditions 
by the Enrollment? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, when you 
joined the Course, you got an Ex- 
amination Paper. This Question 
Sheet was given to you; kindly turn 
over and see if this is the paper 
you signed on each page and an- 
swered as an Examination Paper? 

BERTHA—Yes, oh, yes. 

DINSHAH — This. Examination 
Paper has some definite things in 
it. I am not going to read the 
whole Examination Paper about the 
scientific matters, but, there are 
three paragraphs there which I 
shall read, after it is put in Exhibit, 
Exhibit, please, 

(The EXAMINATION PAPER 
stated was received in Evidence and 
marked Defendant’s Exhibit 15.) 

DINSHAH—Am I to eall you 
Miss McNamara or Mrs. ? 

BERTHA—Miss McNamara, 

DINSHAH—Now, here you say, 
“Drugs act on the Human Body 
with ‘violence, in a way that it re 
quires other Poisons to remove 
those already administered and 
eventually they are habit-forming,” 
Now, you say, “Yes, I saw Mrs. 
Mar tin tonated last week, for a 
Cold in her head.” 

BERTHA—That is all right. 

DINSHAH—yYou saw it? 

BERTHA—Yes, 

DINSHAH—wWas she benefited ? 

BERTHA — Well, she really 
didn’t say. 

DINSHAH—Was she benefited ? 

HAGERTY—Well, I object to 
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that. 

JUSTICE—If you know. 

DINSHAH—This is her personal 
Paper, in which she says, “I saw 
her tonated by Dr. Hanor.” Dr. 
Hanor is here. 

JUSTICE—I know. 

DINSHAH—Did you see her 
benefited ? 

BERTHA—1I did not see her ben- 
efited, but I saw her tonated. 


DINSHAH—You saw her to- 
nated? 

BERTHA—I did not see the re- 
sults. She said, “it took” —— 

DINSHAH—Pardon me. Do not 
qualify. You saw her tonated. 


BERTHA—I saw her tonated. 
DINSHAH—You do not know 
the result? 
BERTHA—No. 
DINSHAH—You say here: “I 
heard Mrs. Radcliffe mentioned sev- 
eral times. Dr. Hanor has also giv- 
en favorable reports of his Suffer- 
ers and the party from Cleveland 
who came here, reported having 
helped some person with Paralysis; 
also another person for the inabil- 
ity to move the bowels; he said he 
had to put the ray on the rectum 
for results. The Taylors from 
Cleveland have given excellent re- 
ports.” Was that the lady, Mrs. 
Helen Taylor in the Class? 
BERTHA— Yes. 
DINSHAH—She was? 
BERTHA—She was right there. 
DINSHAH—She gave some ex- 
cellent reports also from one of the 
Normalators there. Now in Ques- 
tion Number 11: “What are your 
views about Spectro-Chrome Met- 
ry?” You mention here: “My 
views about Spectro-Chrome Metry 
are that the only thing missing is 
that it is pathetic to think that 
Colonel Dinshah is not in a position 
to broadcast it to the World, in 
order that the thousands of suffer- 
ing people would understand it 
more thoroughly and be helped 


with this method.” What made you 
sympathize so much with Colonel 
Dinshah about his inability to 
broadcast? What made you write 
that? 

BERTHA—I took your word for 
all the good results you had from 
it, that you gave as your Testi- 
mony. 

DINSHAH—Did you not under- 
stand from the Course, that the 
Course was valuable in itself as a 
great Science for Suffering Human- 
ity? 

BERTHA—Only from what you 
said it was. 

DINSHAH—Not as just I said: 
As just you learned is the question. 

BERTHA—Well, I didn’t figure I 
knew anything about it, after I got 
finished with the Course; I called 
you up a couple of times and asked 
you. 

DINSHAH—For what did you 
take the Course? 

HAGERTY—She should be al- 
lowed to answer the questions, Col- 
onel. 

DINSHAH—She did not answer 
the question. 

HAGERTY—Yes, she said some- 
thing about talking to you; she 
called you up. 

DINSHAH—What is it, please? 

BERTHA—I called you up a cou- 
ple of times; I had people in the 
Office 

DINSHAH—You called me up in 
the Class? I am talking about the 
Examination Paper. What she 
wrote, Honorable Sir, what she 
wrote in the Paper. What made 
you write this pathetic 

HAGERTY—I submit she has 
answered the question. She said 
she took the Colonel’s word for all 
the good effects that is supposed to 
have, 

JUSTICE—Yes, I think that an- 
swers it. 

HAGERTY—She took that thing 
right up there, so that she called 
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the Colonel up a couple of times, 
where she was interrupted. I sub- 
mit she should be allowed to finish. 


DINSHAH—She may answer the 
question. 

BERTHA—I wanted to ask what 
Color to apply for certain people. 

DINSHAH—You had no Equip- 
ment at the time? 

BERTHA—I had Equipment 
when I called you; I was waiting to 
tonate people. 

DINSHAH—tThat time of this 
Examination Paper which you sent 
by mail, I was in New Jersey. 
Please keep to that, Miss McNa- 
mara. Do not be confused. You 
write here: ‘My candid opinion on 
this Course is that I am thankful 
to the Lord for the gift of some- 
thing. I feel that in due time I 
shall put it over the top.” Did you 
try to put this over the top, when 
you got the Equipment? 

BERTHA—Well, I went around 
telling my friends what a wonder- 
ful thing I got. 

DINSHAH—How many people 
did you try in all to tonate? 

BERTHA—I tonated three. 

DINSHAH—And did you turn in 
that money that you say, $2.00, to 
the Order which you joined —— 

BERTHA—I 

DINSHAH—Did you turn in the 
money’? Yesorno. 

BERTHA—I 

DINSHAH—Did you turn in the 
money? Yes or no. 


J USTICE—Let her finish the an- 
swer. 

BERTHA—Well, I did not turn 
it in, when I had decided to give it 
up; I was going to have you take it 
out of the Equipment. 

DINSHAH — Just a moment, 
please. That is qualification. You 
said that I was to get $2.00 for 
each person you tonated. Right? 

BERTHA—Yes, but we were al- 
lowed thirty days’ time to turn it 
in and thirty days had not expired. 


DINSHAH—Did you turn that 
money in since then? 

BERTHA—You took it out of the 
Equipment money. 

DINSHAH—How long was it be- 
fore the money was returned to you 
for the Equipment? 

BERTHA—Well, you made me 
wait about three months, after you 
gave me the piece of paper. 

DINSH AH—We shall come to it. 
We shall come to it very presently. 
It took 8 months. During those 8 
months, did you stick by your 
Agreement and return the money 
or did you not return it? 


BERTHA—Well, I had dropped 
the thing entirely—discouraged, 
dropped. 

DINSHAH—We do not talk 
about a thing 


BERTHA—No, I did not. 
DINSHAH—You did not return 
+9 


BERTHA—No, I did not. 


DINSHAH—And you did not re- 
turn it until three months, when I 
repaid you the whole refund? 

BERTHA—Yeu took it out. 

DINSHAH — “Spectro-Chrome 
Metry is superior to others because 
it does not require any drugs, sur- 
gery or manipulation. I would en- 
joy taking the Course over provid- 
ing there was room.” Did you re- 
peat this Course after taking it? 

BERTHA—I took part of it—the 
second Course. 

DINSHAH—How many? In all, 
how many hours did you attend? 

BERTHA—Well, I must have 
been there about four or five nights 
out of the 15 of the second Course. 


DINSHAH—What made you say 
that you would enjoy taking the 
Course? You were interested in the 
Course? 

BERTHA—I wanted to learn 


something. 
DINSHAH—Enjoyment is not 
learning anything. Enjoyment 


means something pleasing.

HAGERTY—Are you telling us 
or asking questions? 

DINSHAH—Well, I am asking 
her a question. I am enlightening 
her about the meaning of the Eng- 
lish language. 

BERTHA—Well, I was interest- 
ed in it. 

DINSHAH—Did I charge you 
anything for the repetition? 

BERTHA—No, you did not, for 
the second Course. 

DINSHAH—So you got that 
Free? 

BERTHA—The second Course, 
yes. 

DINSHAH—Here you say: “My 
knowledge of Spectro-Chrome Met- 
ry will be used to the best of my 
ability. Will practice it when I re- 
ceive the Equipment on a few of 
my friends who are anxious to see 
the same.” And soon. And there 
you say you will join the Scientific 
Order of Spectro-Chrome Metrists. 
Madam, may I ask you one ques- 
tion, which you will answer by yes 
or no? Was it a condition in your 
Contract For Enrollment that un- 
less you joined this Scientific Order 
Of Spectro-Chrome Metrists, you 
will not be permitted to use this 
Equipment? Yes or no. 

. BERTHA—Yes, we had to join 
it. 

DINSHAH—And that money, 
$12.00, was not for giving you the 
Diploma, but went to another Orga- 
nization which took care of the 
Students as a post-graduate work? 

BERTHA—You did not issue the 
Diploma until you got the $12.00, 


ougn. 

DINSHAH—Was not that in the 
Agreement when you joined, that 
you should join the Organization ? 

JUSTICE—Was anything said 
about it costing $12.00 to join the 
Institute? 

DINSHAH—Not the Institute, 
Your Honor; that is a separate 
Company. 
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JUSTICE—Well, that is what 
you claim the $12.00 went to. 

DINSHAH—No, I beg your par- 
don there. The Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute is a New Jersey manufac- 
turer. 

JUSTICE—That is where the 
$12.00 went to? 

DINSHAH—No; it went to an 
institution which is another Cor- 
poration. 

J USTICE—I see; a Corporation 
for every fee, I take it. 

DINSHAH—I want to under- 
stand to what Your Honor alludes. 

J USTICE—Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—It is just like a Ma- 
sonic or another Membership Cor- 
poration in any State, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—Well, I do not agree 
with you as to the Masonic; I hap- 
pen to know something about that. 
Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—wWhat is the Scien- 
tific Order Of Spectro-Chrome Met- 
rists to your knowledge? You know 
it is a separate Company which 
takes care of the Students? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—It is a Union of Al- 
umni of the Institute, is that right? 

BERTHA—I believe so. 

DINSHAH—Those who graduat- 
ed were the only ones allowed to 
join that? 

BERTHA—Oh, y 

DIN SHAH —And ‘that $2.00 that 
you sent or should have sent, were 
supposed to go to that Organization 
for the purpose of maintaining the 
work. That money was to be paid 
only when you received a new per- 
son in the Organization; it was not 
for every Tonation ? 

BERTHA—No, for the first one. 

DINSHAH—Only the first one? 

BERTHA—Yes., 

DINSHAH—Not every time you 
gave a Tonation to anybody? 

BERTHA—Oh, no. 

DIN SHAH—Now, what happen- 
ed after you hired the Equipment 
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and got it that made you give it up? 
BERTHA—Well, I found it very 
difficult to explain it to the public. 


DINSHAH—You found it diffi- 
cult to explain? Explain what? 

BERTHA—Well, they would not 
seem to have very much faith in 
it; just could not get the patients 
really with it. 

DINSHAH—So it was not the 
fault of the Equipment that you 
gave it up, but, because you could 
not support yourself in the mean- 
time? 

BERTHA—Well, I don’t know 
what results it had on them. 

DINSHAH—I have some letters 
here. I do not want to clutter the 
record, but, I just want to refresh 
your recollection or I shall put these 
letters in. You gave it up, not be- 
cause the Machine was faulty, but, 
because until you built your pro- 
fessional clientele, you had no 
money on which to live; is that 
right? 

BERTHA—Oh, I had money. 

DINSHAH—How much did you 
have in the pocket at that time or 
in the Bank? 

BERTHA—I have not any idea. 

DINSHAH—Was it a hundred 
dollars? 

BERTHA—I always have enough 
money to live on. 

DINSHAH—Dzid you not tell me 
right in there and tell several times 
in the Class Room before those 
Students, that you had “no money 
to live on” and you were “thinking 
of returning the Machine to get a 
refund ?” 


BERTHA—Well, I don’t remem- 
ber saying that, but I wanted to re- 
turn the Equipment. 

DINSHAH—For what? 

BERTHA—To get the money 
back. 

DINSHAH—What was the pur- 
pose in asking for refund? 

BERTHA — Well, because I 
thought I was entitled to have it if 


I did not keep it. 

DINSHAH—For using it a year, 
that was the tariff; the Hire was 
for One year and you were suppos- 
ed to pay rental on it. 


JUSTICE—Well, provides that 
he only keep it three months. 

BERTHA-—Y ou would pay twice 
as much a month. 

DINSHAH—Fifty Cents a day ? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Please, tell us, did 
you pay any Hire to me for the 
rental of the Equipment? 

BERTHA—Well, I returned it in 
such a short time, that you really 
deducted 50 Cents a day; when you 
returned the refund, you deducted 
50 Cents. 


DINSHAH—That was only a 
voluntary taking back of the Equip- 
ment? You did not compel me by 
the force of the Agreement; I took 
it back voluntarily and gave you the 
cash ? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You went to the 
Better Business Bureau, without 
telling me anything about it and 
they telephoned me and I told them 
that the Agreement was for one 
year, but I should willingly and vol- 
untarily accommodate you to that 
extent, if you returned the Equip- 
ment; is that right? 

BERTHA—Well, when I did ask 
you about it, you said you would 
come up to the place and pick it up 
and the last minute, late at night, 
you refused to go out and pick it 
up. 

DINSHAH—At what time did 
you return the Equipment there, in 
the afternoon? 

BERTHA—tThe afternoon, I be- 
lieve it was. 

DINSHAH—How could it be 
night and afternoon, then? 

BERTHA—One night you prom- 
ised to come out to the Office and 
pick it up. You refused at the last 
minute. 
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DINSHAH—At what time did 
you ask me to pick that up in your 
home? 

BERTHA—You promised me 
down at the Lafayette Hotel that 
evening, that you would come out 
to the Office, pick it up on your way 
back. 

DINSHAH—To the Office? Not 
to your residence? 

BERTHA—Well, I was living in 
the same place where I had the 
Office. 

DINSHAH—How many rooms 
did you have in there? 

BERTHA—Two. 

DINSHAH—And did you expect 
me, as a gentleman, to enter your 
room, your bedroom, at 1 o'clock 
A. M. and pick up an Equipment? 

BERTHA—I had my sister; we 
were together. 

DINSHAH—Did you tell me 
your sister was there? 

BERTHA—Why, no. 

DINSHAH—lI did not know that 
your sister was there then, of 
course. As a gentleman, I could 
not enter your bedroom at 1 o’clock 
in the morning and pick a Machine 
hired to you? 

BERTH A—You promised to. 

DINSHAH—You returned it in 
the afternoon and is this the pa- 
per 


USTICE—Aren’t we getting on- 
to things, Colonel, that are not par- 
ticularly material here? The ques- 
tion is as to misrepresentations. 

DINSHAH—But she has not 
brought out any misrepresentation, 
Your Honor. 

J USTICE—Well, that is for the 
Jury to determine. She has told 
what you represented in Class could 
ibe done with the Machine and that 
is the main thing. We are not very 
much interested in her. 

DINSHAH—TI shall ask you two 
more questions then, Madam: That 
when I agreed to accommodate you, 
you understood when you paid me 


the $200.00, that it was not given 
to me for my use or benefit, but 
was to build an Equipment brand 
new for you and deliver it to you? 

BERTHA—Yes, I do. 

DINSHAH—That money, there- 
fore, was not given for my use and 
was not taken away from you for 
my use or my benefit; it was to 
build an Equipment for you and 
give it to you to use? 

BERTHA—Well, I don’t know 
what I gave the money for; I don’t 
know how you used it, but that is 
what I gave it to you for, to receive 
it. 

DINSHAH—For building a new 
Machine for you. Will you look at 
that Machine? When you received 
it, did you not understand that | 
was giving you a value of over 
$200.00 and the money was only a 
Deposit? 

BERTHA—I didn’t have any 
idea what the theory was. 

DINSHAH—You can not under- 
stand how much that Machine 
would cost for you, if I told you, 
you would not believe that Machine 
cost me over $200.00 to build? 

BERTHA—No, I have not any 
idea. 

DINSHAH—But, at any rate, 
you understood that when you fin- 
ished your Contract Of Hire, that 
I should refund you your money 
when you returned me the Ma- 
chine? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—And in all the year’s 
use, outside of the mere 25 Cents 
a day that you would give me for 
that Equipment for Hire, that I 
should charge you for Depreciation, 
Wear and Tear, according to the 
Contract, only a mere sum of $6.00 
to replace the Bulb? 

BERTHA—tThe Bulb and the 25 
Cents a day that we have to —— 

DINSHAH—No, no. 25 Cents a 
day is hire for the use of the Ma- 
chine? 
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BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—But for the Depre- 
ciation, Wear and Tear that would 
be caused on the Machine in a 
year’s use, the deduction, out of the 
$200.00, was only $6.00 for replace- 
ment of the Bulb, which is marked 
upon the Contract? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes, for the Bulb. 

DINSHAH—If I tell you that 
that Bulb can not be bought of the 
General Electric Company for—did 
you ever inquire at the General E]- 
ectric for the price? 

BERTHA—No, I never bothered. 

DINSHAH—I tell you it is worth 
more than $7.50 at the General El- 
ectric Company —— 

JUSTICE—Let us get that from 
the General Electric and then we 
won’t have to be bothered with it. 
Get some disinterested Witness. 

DINSHAH—Very well, Your 
Honor. These are the moneys— 
here is the check from the Institute 
for $160.50 paid to you —— 

JUSTICE—She admits she got it 
back; why go into all that? 

DINSHAH—But, it has certain 
details behind it, to show what was 
deducted. 

JUSTICE—Well, we are not in- 
terested in that. She settled up af- 
terwards. 

DINSHAH—Your $12.00 that 
you paid for the Association Fee 
was refunded to you here? 

BERTHA—The $12.00? 

DINSHAH— Yes. 


BERTHA--Oh, no; I never re- 
ceived the $12.00. 

DINSHAH—Kindly turn it over 
and see if it is your Signature be- 
hind. Is that your Signature (in- 
dicating) ? 

BERTHA—Yes, that is my Sig- 
nature. 

DINSHAH—Is that the check 
for $12.00? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You cashed this 
check for $12.00? 


BERTHA— Yes, I believe you are 
right there. Pardon me. 

DINSHAH—You were refunded 
this $12.00 in there? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I offer the check in 
Evidence. 

(The CHECK stated was receiv- 
ed in Evidence and marked Defend- 
ant’s Exhibit 16.) 

DINSHAH—Now, you say here 
that I claimed in the Class Room, 
that this would “cure” Cancer. Do 
you know, Madam, that I never use 
the word “cure” for anything, in 
the Class or outside? 

BERTHA—No, you never allow- 
ed us to use any medical terms 
either. 

DINSHAH—I see. Thank you. 
What word did 1 use only and since 
that time? 

BERTHA—“Tonate.” 

DINSHAH—“Tonate” or ‘“nor- 
malate” ? 

BERTHA—“Tonate” or “norma- 
late.” 

DINSHAH—Have I not said 
there is only One Power in the 
World, that can “cure” anything 
and that is God, that we Human 
Beings have no power of “curing’’? 

BERTHA—You said so much, I 
can not recall everything. 

DINSHAH—That Organ that 
you say I played for half an hour; 
now, I shall refresh your memory, 
Madam, that I used to put on the 
Screen a definite Prayer in honor 
of the Almighty or taught some- 
thing like that, to get the mind of 
my Student audience away from 
material things and guide them to 
knowledge; that every time I pro- 
jected the song on the Screen and 
only 5 minutes I played it on the 
Organ, for what you call an “enter- 
tainment”’? 

BERTHA—Well, I appreciated it 
at the time. 

DINSHAH—Pardon me. Was it 
not only five minutes and the song 
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was on the Screen? 

BERTHA—Well —— 

DINSHAH—Was the song on the 
Sereen, the song that I sang, the 
hymn? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—wWhen I played the 
Organ, did I put the tune on the 
Screen so you might see? 

BERTHA—Well, you played be- 
fore you started singing too. 

DINSHAH—What was played 
before I started singing ? 

BERTHA—Played the Organ. 

DINSHAH—Did I play the Or- 
gan to show the Oscillatory Fre- 
quency of Sound and Light? 

BERTHA—I haven’t any idea 
why you played it. 

DINSHAH—Did I say in the 
Class that Sound has Oscillatory 
Frequency of certain Wave 
Lengths ? 

BERTHA—Well, you tried to 
teach us a whole lot. 

DINSHAH—Pardon me; yes or 
no? 

BERTHA—I don’t know. 

JUSTICE—She has answered it. 

DINSHAH—But, Your Honor, 
“tried” is not yes or no. 

JUSTICE—She does not know 
whether you succeeded or not, I 
take it. 

DINSHAH—It seems to be all 
memory lapses! Now, I want to 
refresh her memory, Your Honor. 
With your permission, I shall ask 
her another question. Did I use 
that Organ and play Do, Re, Mi, 
Fa, Sol, La, Si, to show they have 
seven Tones in Music and seven 
Colors in Sunlight? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH — I demonstrated 
that? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And thus did I not 
correlate Sound and the Wave 
Lengths of Light in that manner 
by Oscillatory Frequency? 

BERTHA—Yes, I believe that is 


what it was. 

DINSHAH—And will you iden- 
tify this Chart (showing People’s 
Exhibit 9) ? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—Surely, it has the 12 
Colors of my system? 

BERTHA—Y es. 

DINSHAH—And see that I re- 
peat over brackets here, that is, 
Do, Re, Mi, Fa, Sol, La, Si, all the 
Sound Waves measured here, Do, 
Re, Mi, Fa, Sol and all that? You 
had a copy of this Chart? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes, very much. 

DINSHAH—You have a copy of 
that Exhibit Number 9 and I play- 
ed that Organ to demonstrate that 
Sound has certain Oscillatory Fre- 
quencies, given here as Vibrations 
per Second, so many and so many; 
is it not? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And I also produced 
in the Class Tuning Forks and put 
them on your head, to show that 
when a certain Sound is created, it 
produces a certain number of Vi- 
brations in the air per Second. 
Surely, you saw that Experiment 
when I put it on your head? You 
can not have forgotten that, Miss 
McNamara? 

BERTHA—wWhat was that? 

DINSHAH—You know what a 
Tuning Fork is? You remember 
my using two Tuning Forks? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And I sounded them 
and put them on your head ? 

BERTH A—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—You remember that. 
Thank you. Kindly look over here 
again and see that this Chart has 
those Sound Waves, Frequencies, 
marked here, Vibrations per Second 
512 and this Tuning Fork 256 and 
so on. We spoke about Sound 
Waves, did we not? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And I explained 
that Light and Color are also Oscil- 
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latory Frequencies just like Music, 
is not that so? 


BERTHA—Yes. 


DINSHAH—And therefore I was 
not selling, in this Equipment, I 
explained in the Class, only Color 
Slides, but actually certain things 
that produced certain Oscillatory 
Frequencies when thrown upon the 
Body. Did I not explain that? 

BERTHA—Well, the whole thing 
was so complicated. 


DINSHAH—Pardon me. You 
were coming on very wonderfully, 
Madam. You just kindly stick to 
yes or no; we shall do better then. 
When I showed that Musical Wave 
Scale and I showed these Slides and 
Colors and hundreds of Experi- 
ments that I demonstrated, you re- 
member my saying that these Color 
Waves are not merely colored pieces 
of glass, but that Colors have En- 
ergy produced from Light, produc- 
ed certain Oscillatory Frequencies 
of certain Vibrations and Oscilla- 
tions and they have a certain defi- 
nite effect just like Music? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH — Fine. Therefore, 
this Chart explained part of that 
teaching; has it not, this Diagram 
of Colors and all that you see 
there? 

BERTHA—Yes, if you could 
study it out. 

DINSHAH—tThat is interesting, 
‘of you could study it out’! You 
were given this for study, were you 
not? 

BERTHA—Yes, but you would 
not allow us to ask any questions 
and we —— 

DINSHAH—Now, Madam, did I 
forbid you from questioning every 
night? Was not there a rule every 
night, what was taught in the Class 
should be questioned ? 

BERTHA—You were always too 
busy after Class to answer ques- 
tions from me. 

DINSHAH—Did I answer any 


question ? 
BERTHA—You answered Dr. 
Keener. 


DINSHAH—Why were you de- 
prived? 

BERTHA—Well, I don’t know. 
You always seemed to be too busy 
and ready to start Class. 

DINSHAH—Did you ask me any 
questions any time that I refused 
to answer? 

BERTHA—You just rushed 
right away; would be too busy to 
answer. 


DINSHAH—How many days was 
it the Course lasted ? 

BERTHA—Well, 60 hours; must 
have been 15 days. 

DINSHAH—In 15 days, you 
never asked me a question that I 
answered ? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes, I asked you 
some questions. 

DINSHAH—What questions did 
you ask me? 

BERTHA — Oh, for instance, 
about how much would we charge. 


DINSHAH—What did I answer 
about how much you could charge? 

BERTHA—You told us to get all 
we could. | 

DINSHAH—wWell, that is mate- 
rial to living, is it not? Everybody 
gets all they can. That is sales- 
manship. 

BERTHA—You can’t get any 
more than one or two dollars a To- 
nation for it. 

DINSHAH—tThat is your inabil- 
ity; that is not the fault of the Ma- 
chine or System, if you can not sell 
yourself to the patient ; it is not the 
Institute’s fault; is that right? You 
said here that I said that I could 
“cure” Cancer and Arthritis. That 
burnt girl, burnt from the chin to 
the pubis and from the nape of the 
neck to the buttock—did you see 
the pictures there shown on the 
Screen ? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes, we saw 
plenty of those pictures, 
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DINSHAH—Oh, no. No plenty! 
Just did you see the burnt girl’s 
case shown there by pictures, where 
a girl was burnt from the chin to 
the pubis and the nape of the neck 
to the buttock? 

BERTHA—Yes, I saw that pic- 
ture. 

DINSHAH—Did I mention, that 
that was a wonderful constructive 
surgical work, done without Skin 
Grafting or Surgery? 

BERTHA—You said Spectro- 
Chrome did it. 

DINSHAH—AIl right. 
said that way? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did I not teach that 
we have a certain Wave of Tur- 
quoise, which applies to the Skin 
of a burnt person ? 

BERTHA—Yes, of course; have 
12 Colors; I can’t keep track of each 
Color. They were on those Cards 
that Dr. Keener had—those playing 
cards. 

DINSHAH—Do not please talk 
about Doctor somebody. He is not 
the man in issue. You received this 
Exhibit 10, a copy of this Therapeu- 
tical Chart? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—There is a Skin 
Builder Wave here known as Tur- 
quoise? 

BERTHA—Yes, I see it. 

DINSHAH—There is a provision 
on this Slide-Carrier for making 
that Wave, is there or is there not? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—Did I not explain 
that this Wave was used by the 
Senior Surgeon of the Woman’s 
Hospital, of Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania, in the case of this burnt girl 
and the Skin was built completely, 
without any Skin Grafting, Drugs 
or Surgery ? 

ERTHA—Yesg, I say you said it. 

DINSHAH—And did I say that 
the name of that learned Surgeon 
was Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin? 


It was 


BERTHA—Well, you spoke of 
her quite often. 

DINSHAH—I spoke about her 
pretty often. Did I also speak about 
another Surgeon having done won- 
derful work on Cancer, Arthritis 
and such other things, in Brooklyn, 
New York, the Surgeon’s name be- 
ing Dr. Martha Jane Peebles, a for- 
mer Surgeon for the United States 
Government? Did you hear Dr. 
Peebles’ name also mentioned in the 
Class or not? 

BERTHA—TI don’t remember. 

DINSHAH—But, these Charts 
were given to you? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—What was the pur- 
pose of these Charts, except to 
study them when you needed the 
use of the Color, is it not? They 
were not given simply to hang? 

BERTHA—Well, I guess that is 


what you gave them to me for. 

DINSHAH—Do not guess any; 
I shall guess though! 

JUSTICE—Aren’t we getting off 
the track here a little? 

DINSHAH—Well, she told the 
Jurors ——— 

JUSTICE—I know, but the ques- 
tion is whether the thing that you 
represented would do what you rep- 
resented. 

DINSHAH—That is what I am 
trying to bring out. 

JUSTICE—She did not know. 
She is not qualified to tell. She did 
not follow it up long enough. 

DINSHAH—I am going to pyro- 
duce those Surgeons here, Your 
Honor. 

JUSTICE—They can tell. 

DINSHAH—tThey ean tell. 

J USTICE—These things were al- 
luded to. 

DINSHAH—I want to verify 
that even the names of the Sur- 
geons were given, but to verify the 
plea that I kept back nothing as an 
untruth, I talked to people. Your 
Honor, that is what I mean. Now, 


——. 


did I not tell you as I went along 
from Wave to Wave and gave in- 
stances of having absolutely rebuilt 
Lungs where there were cavities of 
that size (indicating a half dollar 
size) and restored Consumptives 
and put them into life when reject- 
ed by Hospitals? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—I spoke about it? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I spoke about the 
Remedy and Normalation of Con- 
sumption—Tubercular cases? 


BERTHA—Oh, yes, all of them. 

DINSHAH—I spoke about Can- 
cer also? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I spoke about Goitre 
also? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I spoke about Dia- 
betes also? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—I spoke about the 
remedial work wonderfully done 
about Venereal Disorders of social 
life—Gonorrhoea? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—In fact, you must 
have heard my teaching that I 
spoke about the Remedy of every 
Disorder and how the Student who 
graduates, with the use of this Ma- 
chine, can produce similar results; 
I taught that step by step, did I? 

BERTHA—Well, as I said before, 
you tried to teach it, but, I did not 
learn by it. 


DINSHAH — Please, please, 
please. Did I teach the things about 
every Disorder that I named, step 
by step, from Wave to Wave and 
try to teach the Student how to do 
the work? 

BERTHA—Well, you went over 
all that part of it so rapidly, we 
really could not catch it. 

DINSHAH—Leave the “rapidly.” 

BERTHA—Not allowed to take 
notes; I could not catch it. 

DINSHAH—Did you understand 
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that the purpose of not taking notes 
was, that if you started that work, 
you could not see 600 Slides on the 
Sereen? Did you understand it, 
that if you started simply writing, 
you could not learn, your mind 
would be on notes which you could 
not decipher afterwards? Did I 
uot show every step experimentally 
and scientifically by hundreds of ex- 
periments? 

BERTHA—Well, I never gained 
by that. 

DINSHAH—That is not the 
question. You see, colleges turn 
out all kinds of people. Do not ar- 
gue about those things. What you 
gained is not at issue. The ques- 
tion is: Did I, in the Course, en- 
deavor conscientiously to impart 
my work step by step, on the atten- 
tion given sick people with this Ma- 
chine? Yesorno. Yes or no? 

BERTHA—Why, you went on 
with so much of that, that I could 
not recall just what you did say. 

DINSHAH—Please answer the 
Honorable Jury and the Court. Did 
I teach my work by experiments, 
hundreds of them, step by step, tak- 
ing every Disorder and the Colors 
used and all that and you were giv- 
en the Charts and the book for it? 

BERTHA—We were given the 
Chart at the last night. 

DINSHAH—Please do not argue. 
Did I teach these things, step by 
step in the Class or not? Say yes 
or no; please. 

BERTHA—Well, I don’t remem- 
ber. You went over it all so rap- 
idly. 

DINSHAH—Will Your Honor 
kindly ask this Witness 

J USTICE—She says she cannot 
remember. 

DINSHAH—She says she does 
not remember whether I taught 
that? I-see. 

HAGERTY—Yes, that is what 
she said. 

DINSHAH—tThen I shall ask for 
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that Chart again. She said the —— 
HAGERTY—She said she got 
that the last night. 
DINSHAH—We have to go 
through this now seriatim. When 
I showed this Red Wave proposi- 


tion —— 
BERTH A—tThe last night. 


DINSHAH—Please listen, if you 
will, kindly. Let me finish one ques- 
tion and one answer. I show that 
the Red Wave is used for so many 
Disorders, did I say that? I showed 
you this Slide on the Screen? 

BERTHA—I don’t remember ? 


DINSHAH — Her Examination 
Paper, please. (Reading from the 
Examination Paper) “The proper- 
ties of Red are Sensory Stimulant, 
Liver Energizer, Vesicant, Rubefa- 
cient, Caustic and Hemoglobin 
Builder.” You wrote that? 


BERTHA—I copied it from that. 

DINSHAH—You copied it from 
the book and sent it to me, but, you 
did not know what you were writ- 
ing then? 

BERTHA—Oh, no. 

DINSHAH—You did not? 

BERTHA—I merely tried to pass 
the Examination. 

DINSHAH—You just tried to 
pass the Examination. Now, please, 
are you a registered Nurse in the 
State of New York? 

BERTHA—No, I am not regis- 
tered in New York? 

DINSHAH—Have you been nurs- 
ing in Hospitals ? 

BERTHA—I have done all kinds 
of nursing. 

DINSHAH—Did your nursing in 
a Hospital? 

BERTHA—Yes, I have. 

DINSHAH—You have? Do you 
understand the meanings of these 
things that are there: “Sensory 
Stimulant” and all that which you 
wrote there? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—ZJust now you said 
that you simply wrote it down from 


this without understanding ? 

BERTHA—I was getting the 
correct Colors to apply. 

DINSHAH—You did not know 
what you were writing then? You 
were just copying and getting a Di- 
ploma ? 

BERTHA—Naturally; we were 
all working for our Diploma. 


DINSHAH—Please answer my 
question. Did you copy it for the 
purpose of making me believe that 
you knew it? 

BERTHA—Why, that is what 
you gave those Charts for. 

DINSHAH—Just for copying 
down without understanding ? 

BERTHA—To pass the Exami- 
nation. 

DINSHAH—I did not explain 
this in the Class at all? 

BERTHA—I don’t remember. 

DINSHAH—Novw, please, you are 
on oath, Madam. 

BERTHA—Yes, I know that. 


DINSHAH—I request you not to 
be in a rush to do anything wrong. 
Be careful. You are on oath. Did 
I not, for 3 or 4 nights in succes- 
sion, take this one Chart of various 
Colors and exemplify with that 
Slide-Carrier, to do what is neces- 
sary for each and every Disorder 
and I spoke carefully about Dia- 
betes and Constipation and Cancer 
and Consumption, Lost Manhood 
and various Disorders of women 
and various other things about Can- 
cer and Arthritis and such other 
things to which Human Bodies are 
subject? Did I not spend so many 
days, in going over the Chart care- 
fully and showing it for 3 days? 
Yes or no. 


BERTHA—Well, I don’t recall 


at. 

DINSHAH—The Course lasted 
only 4 hours; you said 7 to 11. 

BERTHA—Yes. 

DINSHAH—It was not five and 
one-half hours? 

BERTHA—No. 
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DINSHAH—It never stopped at 
half-past 12 or 12 or anything like 
that; you went around 11 o’clock? 

BERTHA—Between 11 and 12. 

DINSHAH—About that. The 
Witness is excused, Your Honor. 

With these words, I turned over 
the hopelessly determined nega- 
tiver to the Prosecuting Attorney, 


who commenced her Re-Direct Ex- 
amination with a show of humor— 
a type of humor which did not add 
either to the dignity of the State 
of New York or to his own credit 
as a Lawyer. The Justice and the 


Jury had begun to comprehend 
somewhat the true situation.

HAGERTY—Then, when voy 
had this Examination that you are 
talking about here and he asked 
questions, at some time the Colonel 
gave you a Chart, so that you could 
answer the questions by looking at 
the Chart and putting the answers 
down; is that it? 

BERTHA—We received those 
Charts about—oh, it must have 
been the last night of the Course: 
then we took—then went home to 
try our Examinations; went home 
and had to send the papers. 

HAGERTY—You took the Ex- 
amination Papers home with you 
and the Charts? 

BERTHA—Oh, yes, they were 
done at home. 

HAGERTY—tThen, you answer- 
ed the questions from looking at 
the Charts and then sent the Ex- 
amination Papers back? 

BERTHA—Yes. 

HAGERTY—How long did you 
try to get your money back for the 
Machine, before you went to the 
Better Business Bureau? 

BERTHA—wWell, I thought I bet- 
ter consult the Better Business 
Bureau, to find out just what I 
should do about it. They told me 
I better return the Equipment. 

HAGERTY—Well, had you tried 
to get your money back before 
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that? 

BERTHA—Yes, yes, I had talked 
with the Colonel that afternoon,

HAGERTY—He wanted you to 
keep on?

HAGERTY—tThree months af- 
ter? 

BERTH A—Yes. 

With this, Bertha McNamara 
was catapulted into my side of the 
fence, for Re-Cross Examination. 


DINSHAH—Your Honor, one 
question from this Examination. 
You agreed to take the money 8 
months after, because it was in 
your Agreement, that the Machine 
can only be rented at least 12 
months, otherwise I should have 
charged you for 12 months’ Hire, 
according to the Contract. Right? 

BERTHA—Well, I don’t know as 
I ever read that Contract. 


DINSHAH—You did not read the 
Contract? You swore to it before 
a Notary Public without reading? 

BERTHA—Yes, I did that part 
of this; signed it. Well, in fact, I 
took your word for it. 

DINSHAH—You took my word 
for signing the Contract before a 
Notary Public?

J USTICE—We are not interested 
in the custom; are we? We are in- 
terested in what she did. 

DINSHAH—You did not read 


the Contract then? 
BERTHA—No, I did not.

BERTHA—wWell, I heard every- 
body discussing it in the Class. 
DINSHAH—You never read it in 
the Contract at all? 
BERTHA—No. 
DINSHAH—This is the first time 
in your life, that you are reading it 
now, in the Court Room? 
BERTHA—Well, I heard it at the 
Course, everybody discussed it, just 
what it would be. 


DINSHAH—Then you knew 
what you were signing? 
JUSTICE—Oh, yes. We have 


been all over that. 
HAGERTY—-It is immaterial. 
JUSTICE—She is bound by it, 
whether she did or not. 
DINSHAH—Your Honor, the 
person signing before a Notary 
Public, then saying that she 
JUSTICE—She said she knew 
about those terms. 
DINSHAH—You got a Duplicate 
of that right away ; did you not? 
BERTHA—Of which? 
DINSHAH—Of the Contract Of 
Hire that you signed. 
BERTHA—Well, there are two 


now. 

DINSHAH-—It was signed in 
Duplicate and one copy was in your 
possession ? 

BERTH A—Oh, I had one. 

DINSHAH—You never read it 
after getting it? 

BERTHA—No. 

DINSHAH—That is all. 

At this point, the Court declared 
recess till the next day, Wednesday, 
April 29, 1931, 10 A. M. I returned 
to the Lafayette Hotel, accompa- 
nied by my Secretary and a number 
of Graduate Spectro-Chrome Nor- 
malators.

CHAPTER 1 
HONORABLE JUSTICE MARKS ISSUES 


As the Court opened, Justice 
Thomas H. Noonan placed the stack 
of cards before the Parties to the 
case. He made a full analysis of 
the involved issues, so no doubt 
may remain as to what was essen- 
tial to have me sentenced to 10 
years in Imprisonment and $10,- 
000.00 Fine or both. The Court was 
jammed beyond capacity and I no- 
ticed strange events happening. 

JUSTICE—I was just going to 
make a suggestion here, that per- 
haps might expedite the Trial. I 
was going to suggest that we con- 
fine ourselves strictly to the issues 
here. The Law provides, that to 
constitute Grand Larceny, under 
this Section here, that “a person 
who, with intent to deprive or de- 
fraud the true owner of his prop- 
erty, or the use or benefit thereof, 
or to appropriate the same to the 
use of the taker, or any other per- 
son, or takes from the possession 
of the true owner or any other per- 
son, or obtains” —here is the crucial 
one—‘‘or obtains such possession 
by color or aid of fraudulent or 
false representation or pretense, or 
by any false token or writing,” that 
is what constitutes this crime. Now, 
of course, the cases hold that you 
have got to make out, that crime 
of obtaining property by false pre- 
tenses, it is necessary to prove the 
false pretenses, the reliance there- 


on, and that under the inducement 
thereof the property was parted 
with, and also that the false pre- 
tense was made with intent to cheat 
and defraud. Now, if we can con- 
fine ourselves right to the issues of 
this case, we can get through in a 
reasonable time. 

HAGERTY—Yes and the issues, 
as I understand them, according to 
the Indictment, the People claim 
that the false pretenses, misrepre- 
sentations, were first that this Ap- 
paratus here would cure any and 
all diseases, ailments and secondly, 
that these Glasses in the Slides con- 
tained certain Lines and Scripts. 


JUSTICE—Well, yes, generally, 


the whole Machine was designed to 


be a curative proposition of wide 
proportions and if the Script had 
anything to do with that, why, all 
right; if it did not, it would not be 
so much, but, the representation 
that it would cure all diseases ex- 
cept broken Bones —— 
HAGERTY—The proposition is, 
of course, as the People claim, that 
this Defendant represented that 
these Glasses in the Machine— 
these Colored Glasses—were espe- 
cially prepared. 
JUSTICE—Yes; they had par- 
ticular properties. 
HAGERTY—Yes. 
DINSHAH—May it please Your 


Honor, may I be allowed to speak, 


nd 


just a sentence, please. 

J USTICH—Yes. 

DINSHAH—If Your Honor plac- 
es so much stress upon the “cura- 
tive property” of the instrument in 
general as it is, could it not be done, 
with Your Honor’s permission, by 
letting me present those witnesses 
who did those things with this Ma- 
chine? 

JUSTICE—Well, not until the 
People get through with their case. 

DINSHAH—I just request the 
Honorable Prosecuting Attorney — 

HAGERTY—tThat is part of the 
Defense. 

JUSTICE—That is part of the 
Defense. They have got to make 
out their case. You had better let 
them see if they can make out a 
case first and if they can, all right 
and if they can not, why, then, you 
do not have to put on any Wit- 
nesses. 

DINSHAH — As regards the 
Lines and Scripts, if they exist—it 
is proven there are Lines and 
Scripts—then, it is my privilege to 
prove that they are there, 

JUSTICE—Oh, yes, when the 
time comes, 

DINSHAH—Thank you, Your 
Honor, 

Meanwhile, the newspapers of 
the prior evening started a hornet’s 
nest.

DINSHAH P. GHADIALI, M.D., M.C., 
D.C,, Ph.D., LL.D., P.I., ete. who in- 
vented the machine to cure everything 
from a surly wife to the mumps, stood 
before the bar of justice this morning. 


Before him was the judge. At the 
left was the jury, behind was a gasping 
audience, and beside him sat a beautiful

In the courtroom was Houseman 
Hughes of 294 Parkdale avenue, who ad- 
mits that he is a natural born doctor

Local Man Declares Device Failure

Col. Dinshah P. Ghadiali of Malaga, 
N. J., who describes himself as M.D., 
M.E., D.C., LL.D., metaphysician and 
psychologist, ex-commander of the New 
York Police Reserve Air Service and 
president of the Spector-Chrome institute 
and the originator of spectro-chrometry, 
was accused Tuesday in Supreme court 
of selling a magic lantern which would 
“cure everything but broken bones.“ 


The doctor is on trial on a second- 
degree grand larceny charge. His accus- 
er is Housman Hughes, 294 Parkdale 
avenue, a washing machine repairman, 
who testified he paid Dr. Ghadiali $175 
for the magic lantern in March, 1930. 
Mr. Hughes said he attended a series of 
lectures by the doctor, paid $25 and 
bought a machine. 


He set himself up in business, he said, 
as a “normalator“ whose function was to 
“tonate”’ persons. 


Spectrum Lines Hel:] Missing 


The main feature of the lantern, he 
said, was two glass discs which could 
be twirled so as to project various colors 
upon the human body. But the Slides, 
according to Hughes, were to have spec- 
trum lines upon them and these they did 
not have, he said. 


“He told me,” said Hughes, “that when 
drawing these lines he often shut him- 
self up in his room for six weeks at a 
time. Not even his wife could see him. 
The first night of the lecture he talked 
from 7 to 12:30. He said his machine 
would cure everything but broken bones 
and that it could be used when one had 
trouble with one‘s wife. He explained 
that certain colors make a wife more 
cheerful. I think he said the color was 
orange. 


Hughes said Dr. Ghadiali told him 
there were seven colors in the spectrum 
and that everybody else was wrong. 


Lantern Termed Failure 


‘In other words he improved on the 
spectrum,” commented Justice Thomas 
H. Noonan. 

When Hughes set himself up as a nor- 
malator, he was unsuccessful. The doc- 
tor, he said, had told him the magic 
slides were worthless unless they pos- 
sessed the spectrum lines. He could not 
find the lines, he said. 


Dr. Ghadiali, whose circular states that 
his field is “the cosmos” and his faith 
“truth in the absolute,” is conducting his 
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own defense. 

At request of Assistant District Attor- 
ney Leo J. Hagerty, Hughes produced the 
magic lantern in court. 

Dr. Ghadiali had several bulky suit- 
cases with him. He said they contained 
a similar projection device which he in- 
tends to demonstrate. He told reporters 
he is prepared to prove his theories are 
correct and will call several surgeons 
and experts when the defense turn 
comes.” 

Such publicity whetted the curi- 
osity of the general newspaper 
reading public. It reached the Law- 
yers practising in the District and 
other Subordinate Courts from the 
Supreme Court and learning that 
the Defendant was fighting himself 
without a Lawyer, still further 


raised their desire to hear such a 
case personally. Several of them 
went to the sitting Judges and re- 
quested a short adjournment so 
they may go to the Supreme Court. 
By 10:30 A. M., the Supreme Court 
Room was so crowded with mem- 
bers of the Bar, that orders were 
issued to close the doors and admit 
none without special permission. A 
number of my Graduates was seat- 
ed among the spectators and they 
quietly observed the reactions as 
the case progressed. 

Thus opened the second day, with 
Melvin C. Reinhart on the stand as 
an Expert Witness for the People. 
The real show began.

HAGERTY—How long have you 
been located there as Physicist? 

REINHART—As Assistant Phy- 
sicist and as Physicist, since 1922. 

HAGERTY—wWill you explain to 
us, Mr. Reinhart, what a Physicist 
is? 

REINHART—A Physicist, the 
term “Physicist” comes, of course, 
from the Science of Physics. The 
Seience of Physics is the study of 
Natural Phenomena, but, is: more 
restricted to such things as Me- 


located 


chanics, Electricity, Light Radia- 
tions of all type, Radium, X-Ray; 
Electricity I might have mentioned 
previously ; study of such Natural 
Phenomena. The line is not very 
well drawn between Chemists and 
Physicists, so that Physics actually 
goes over part of the realm of 
Chemistry or Chemistry goes over 
part of the realm of Physics. 
JUSTICE—tThe latest difference 
is that Physics is the broad subject 
and Chemistry is a field within it? 
REINHART—wWell, a Chemist 
would not like that. 
JUSTICE—Well, I know, but 
isn’t that the modern tendency ? 
REINHART—If you care to 
draw a strict line, the Physicist 
bakes up where the Chemist leaves 
off. 
JUSTICE—It is a broader field? 
REINHART—Yes. 
HAGERTY—And are you a Gra- 
duate of some University ? 
REINHART—Yes, I am gradu- 
ated from the University of Buffalo, 
with Bachelor’s Degree and Master 
of Arts Degree. 
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HAGERTY—And as an Assist- 
ant and Physicist at the Gratwick 
Laboratory, what have been your 
duties there? 

REINHART—My duties are pri- 
marily with the Radium and X-Ray, 
the physical end of the Radium and 
X-Ray and those are the essential 
duties; incidental duties are carry- 
ing on Research. 

HAGERTY—Extend 
field of Color Spectrum? 


REINHART—From the Radium 
up to the other extreme of the El- 
ectro-Magnetic Spectrum, the High 
Frequency Radiation, the High Fre- 
quency Vibrations. 

HAGERTY—Did there come a 
time, Mr. Reinhart, when Mr. 
Hughes, the Complaining Witness 
in this case, came to you with cer- 
tain parts of a machine? 

REINHART—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And Apparatus? 

REINHART—yYes, he came to 
me with certain parts. 

HAGERTY—Here is what is re- 
ferred to as a Slide-Carrier, with 
some Colored Lights in them, which 
I took out of your handbag yester- 
day. Did Mr. Hughes bring that to 
you (showing) ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And at his request 
did you make certain tests and ex- 
aminations of the Glass contained 
in that Slide? 

REINHART—I made a Spectro- 
graphic Test, not only of the Glass 
in the case here, but of the entire 
Optical System and of the Light 
Source of the Apparatus, both the 
Ultra-Violet Spectrographic Test 
and a Visible Spectrographic Test. 

HAGERTY—Will you tell us just 
what those Tests consist of; what 
did you do? 

REINHART—Shall I start with 
the Light Source? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

REINHART—Well, the Spectro- 
graph is an instrument for resolv- 


into the 


ing any beam of Light, any beam 
of Radiation, into its component 
parts. I have examined the Light 
Source primarily, because, that is 
the origin of all the things in both 
the Visible and in the Ultra-Violet 
Spectrograph. The Ultra-Violet, 
the object being to determine what 
portion of the beam was Ultra-Vio- 
let and what portion was Visible. 
It might be said that from the 
Light Source, we could say before- 
hand, that it is going to be a Con- 
tinuous Spectrum, extending from 
the Red, as far as I could determine 
or as I measured, down to the Near- 
Ultra-Violet, that is, down to the 
ordinary transmission of glass, 
which is about, in physical terms, 
3,200 Angstrom Units. My Spectro- 
graphic Tests bore this out, that 
the Light Source is Just an ordinary 
Incandescent Bulb, the same as we 
use to light our house and gives 
rise to this Spectrum, a Continuous 
Spectrum, not of a Line Spectrum, 
in any sense of meaning. 
HAGERTY-—You examined the 
Bulb, Mr. Hughes brought? 
REINHART—Yes. 


HAGERTY—tThe Bulb is also in 
here. When you said that the 
Source of Light was the same as 
any Incandescent Light that you 
use for illuminating a house 


REINHART—Yes, an ordinary 
Mazda Bulb that is used in the 
house; yes, of a similar type, except 
that that is a thousand Watt, 1,000 
Watt, as compared to a hundred 
Watt as used in the household, such 
as I said. Any glowing body, gives 
rise to a Continuous Spectrum and 
my plates show that this is a Con- 
tinuous Spectrum and there are no 
Lines there and regardless of how 
you draw that beam, however, you 
will not contribute anything to it. 
That is, you will not change that 
beam in any sense as you will add 
Lines to it; all you can do is to 
take from it. The remainder of the

Optical System, such as Lenses, 
further confirm the fact that they 
are mere glass; they are not 
Quartz and have no Spectro-Trans- 
mission properties other than that 
of ordinary glass. In regard to the 
Color Filters, they are ordinary 
Colored Glass, in the sense that I 
mean they are ordinary Colored 
Glass that we buy in town and I 
have examined the Spectro Trans- 
mission of each one of these, that 
is return Spectro Transmission by 
absorption, absorbing the Spec- 
trum, but all these Filters have the 
characteristic of Absorbing Spec- 
trum; by that I mean if we take 
the Visible Spectrum, the presence 
of Colors and leave out the Ultra- 
Violet, if we take the Visible Spec- 
trum, this Spectrum being the 
Rainbow, all of these Color Filters 
will abstract from that Rainbow on 
the beam of Light such Colors as 
to leave the Color of the Filter pre- 
dominant, but does not give Mono- 
chromatic Radiation and does not 
give true Color. That is, my Test 
to determine has shown that each 
of these Filters, while it may be 
predominant in the Color itself, as 
a Red Filter may be predominant 
in the Red Color of the Spectrum, 
will transmit such Wave Lengths 
in the Red, it also transmits Wave 
Lengths in the other realms of the 
Spectrum ; that it is not a true Mon- 
ochromatic Radiator, that it does 
not separate such Wave Lengths so 
as to give only Red Radiation. 
JUSTICE—Reduce it down to 
one Ray of the Colored Ray. 
REINHART—Not entirely. That 
is, it may. It will be predominant. 
For instance, the Green may be 
predominant. Suppose there is a 
Brown here or a Blue may be pre- 
dominant in Blue, but there also 
may be a transmission of the other, 
slight amount of Yellow or slight 
amount of Green and I have also 
compared these Glasses with stand- 


ard Colored Glasses, such as you 
can purchase from a standard man- 
ufacturer. That is, it is no differ- 
ent than any you can purchase 
from a standard manufacturer of 
Colored Glass. 


JUSTICEH—In other words, those 
Glasses here have no peculiar prop- 
erties out of the ordinary? 


REINHART—So far as Spectro 
Transmission or Spectro Absorp- 
tion, they can be duplicated exact- 
ly by standard manufacturer of 
glass. In regard to Spectral Lines, 
as I was asked to pay attention 
Oo —— 


HAGERTY—wWwWill you explain to 
us what Spectral Lines are? 


REINHART—Spectral Lines de- 
pend or arise from certain Light 
Sources. There are many kinds of 
Spectrum. There is a Band Spec- 
trum, there is a Continuous Spec- 
trum the same as we have in this 
case and there is a Line Spectrum. 
A. Line Spectrum originates usually 
in a Spark or in an Arc, that is a 
Spark between Electrodes, either a 
High Voltage or a Low Voltage Arc 
will give rise to—to photograph the 
same method as with this Light 
Source, when we take a photograph 
of an Iron Arc, an Arc between Iron 
Electrodes, that is, an Electric Are 
between Iron Electrodes, you will 
get an Arc characteristic of Iron. 
If you take Copper Electrodes and 
photograph them, you will get 
Lights characteristic of Copper and 
so on through the entire Chemical 
System and the Chemical Elements, 
some 92, if you could get them into 
a suitable form, you would get 
Spectral Lines characteristic of 
each of these Elements and they 
are no way to be confused one with 
another. They are characteristic 
of that particular Element and of 
that particular Element only. As 
I said, Copper as a Chemical Ele- 
ment gives its characteristic Lines, 
both in the Visible and Ultra-Violet 
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and in the X-Ray field. Iron has 
separate Spectral Lines. These are 
not regular. They are very irregu- 


lar, particularly in the Visible. 
There is apparently no system or 
order to them. Is that satisfac- 
tory? (I!!!) | 

HAGERTY—I think so. 

REINHART—But as I said, | 
was asked to look for Lines, Spec- 
tral Lines, on these Colored Glass 
plates. The question immediately 
presented itself, “what good would 
Lines do on these plates if they 
were there and in addition to what 
Spectral Lines should be there?”’ 
As I said, there are some 92 Hle- 
ments, all of which are known, 
which have their characteristic 
Lines in all these Spectral Lines, 
you see, of the Spectrum. Of what 
particular Chemical Element? Be- 
cause, as I said, each Element is 
different ‘and in addition, I said, 
“What good would they be if they 
were there?” Because, there are 
no Lines in the Spectrum there. 

HAGERTY—Wait a minute. 
There are no Lines in the Spec- 
trum ? 

REINHART—In the Spectrum 
from the Light Source and if there 
were Lines there, they would mere- 
ly act as an obstacle for the passage 
of Light, just a mechanical obstruc- 
tion and if there are very many so 
as to form a glass which is compar- 
able to an Obstacle Glass, they 
would merely diffuse the Light and 
cut down the intensity, but would 
not change the beam at all. So, in 
view of that, I said, “What good 
would Spectral Lines do there, in 
addition to being the Spectrum of 
what Element?” What I thought 
possibly was in the mind of the Or- 
iginator of this Apparatus, was not 
Spectral Lines, but rather Grating 
Spectrum or Grating Ruling—a 
Diffraction Ruling, that is, a piece 
of, usually metal, sometimes glass, 
on which are ruled carefully by ma- 


chine some Lines, usually anywhere 
from 1,000 up to 15,000 Lines to 
the Inch—parallel Lines drawn and 


with such an apparatus, you can ob- 
tain a separation of this beam of 
Light in the same way that I did in 
my Spectrograph; that is, instead 
of using a Prism to split up this 
White Beam of Light, you can use 
that Diffraction Grating and split 
up that, Light in the same way, but, 
if there were such Lines on these 
Glasses, it would become immedi- 
ately apparent and they are not 
there and in addition, the Angle of 
Incidence of the Light is such, that 
even if tnere were a Diffraction 
Grating there, the Angle of Inci- 
dence is such, that in this Color Fil- 
ter, it would not serve to split up 
the beam of Light, assuming that 
was the intention to split up this 
beam and to give certain character- 
istic Lines and such things. 


JUSTICE—The Angle of Inci- 
dence, you mean that is the Angle 
at which the Light strikes? 

REINHART—Strikes the  sur- 
face of it. 

JUSTICE—The Angle of Reflec- 
tion. 

REINHART—Yes. Even, again, 
if there were Spectral Lines there, 
after you have split up a beam of 
White Light by means of a Color 
Filter into Red Light into Green 
Light, splitting up of that beam 
does not resolve the Red Light into 
any other property; that is, Red 
Light is Red Light and always. will 
be Red Light. You can not further 
split it up. You can possibly, if 
you had two Lines close together, 
you could separate them, but they 
would still be two Lines in the Red 
end of the Spectrum and for that 
reason, if we had a Diffraction 
Grating or Spectral Lines there, the 
Light, after having passed through 
the Red Filter, regardless of what 
means you had for separating that 
beam into its component parts, Red 
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ig on the Red Wave Length and you 
can not split it up further. 

HAGERTY—To sum up, Doctor, 
just so that you can get it clear. 
Your examination, investigation of 
this Glass or first of the Bulb which 
is in this Machine, showed you, as 
you have already testified, that it 
is merely an Incandescent Bulb, 
similar to any Incandescent Bulb 
which is used for illuminating a 
home, except that it is of greater — 

REINHART—Intensity. 

HAGERTY—Then your exami- 
nation of all the Glass in the Ma- 
chine, including the Colored Glass 
and the other Glasses which were 
shown to you, convinced you that 
this Glass is nothing more than or- 
dinary glass which can be dupli- 
cated by any standard manufac- 
turer ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

HAGERTY—In other words, 
that it is not specially prepared 
glass of any kind? 

REINHART—So far as Spectro 
Transmission. 

HAGERTY—And your investiga- 
tion and examination also convinced 
you that the Glass has no peculiar 
Spectral Transmission powers; 1s 
that what you said? 

REINHART—No special; well, 
glass would transmit its own Wave 
Lengths, but it has no particular 
value other than ordinary Colored 
Glass. 

HAGERTY—And the Colored 
Glass, have you made any attempt 
to figure or can you give us an opin- 
ion as to what the approximate cost 
of replacing the Colored Glass, for 
instance, in there? 

REINHART—You can purchase 
a piece of Colored Glass—I think it 
is 814 inches square—any of these, 
that will give the same Spectro 
Transmission, for about 50 or 60 


ents. 
JUSTICE—You say there are no 
Lines made by machinery on these 


anywhere? 

REINHART—No; as far as I can 
detect, there are no Lines. As I 
tried to make out, even if they were 
there, I can not see their value, but, 
there are no Lines there that I 
could detect. 

HAGERTY—And you said some- 
thing about some Quartz in connec- 
tion with the X-Ray? 

REINHART—Ultra-Violet ? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

REINHART—Well, the Quartz is 
used as the Optical System for any 
Ultra-Violet; that is, for the source 
of Ultra-Violet Light, you must 
have Quartz or special other ma- 
terial that will transmit. Ordinary 
glass, such as Colored Glass, does 
not transmit down into the Ultra 
or into the biological or into the 
therapeutical; the biological Ultra- 
Violet, did not follow that particu- 
larly, but, the Radiation between 
2.500 and 3,200, has a particular 
value; 2,957, the Wave Length, is 
used, I think, very largely in bio- 
logical work. 

HAGERTY—What is the source 
of Light in these Ultra-Violet 
Lights that have these peculiar 
properties ? 

REINHART—You mean that 
makes those properties ? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

REINHART—One is the Carbon 
Arc; it ig an open Arc between Car- 
bon Electrodes, which may or may 
not be impregnated with specified 
materials; there is also what we 
term the Quartz Mercury Are, that 
is an Electric Arc established be- 
tween Mercury Electrodes in a 
Quartz container. 

HAGERTY—yYou may ask. 

JUSTICE—That is, this kind of 
a Bulb would not produce Ultra- 
Violet Ray? 

REINHART—Not an Ultra-Vio- 
let Light. 

HAGERTY—It has no medicinal 
value; has it? 
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REINHART—I don’t think the 
commonly accepted Biologist has 
followed that. 

With this Austrian Goulash of 
scientific erudition, the Physicist of 
the New York State Institute for 
the Study of Malignant Diseases, 


generally known as the Gratwick 
Laboratory, was delivered onto my 
hands for Cross Examination, to 
turn his hair into a Gray Color, 
without the use of any Ultra-Violet 
Rays or even an “ordinary Incan- 
descent Bulb.” 


CHAPTER 3 
SCIENTISTS HAVE NO INCHES ! 


From his manner of explanation, 
I had by now fully fathomed the 
calibre of the learned Witness and 
without any hesitation I pitched 
right into him. 

DINSHAH—Mr. Reinhart, did 
you ever study the effect of the 
Spectrum, the Lines as you stated 
or the effect of Colors on the Hu- 
man Body, when projected on the 
Human Body? 

REINHART—Mine is a —— 

DINSHAH—Did you study that? 

REINHART —It is not a biologi- 
cal problem. 

DINSHAH—You are not, there- 
sore, acquainted with any effect of 
Color upon the Human Body? 

REINHART—tThat is outside of 
my province entirely. 

DINSHAH—You do not know 
anything about the therapeutic 
value of Color upon the Human 
Body when projected ? 

REINHART—So far as positive 
knowledge, no. 

DINSHAH—You are just an ex- 
pert on the Physics of Light and 
Color? 

REINHART—Thank you. 

DINSHAH—And you are also an 
expert on Radium, Gamma Rays 
and X-Rays? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You are also an ex- 
pert on the Principles of Light and 
Color, Radium, X-Rays? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Gamma Rays? 

REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—And Radio-Activity 
and Radio-Emanation? 
REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—But you never stud- 
ied yet the relation of the Human 
Chemistry to Light and Color? 

REINHART—Well, I have stud- 
ied it; yes. 

DINSHAH—How much is your 
study and from what did you study 
it? 

REINHART—My study is not 
particularly to be applied to Thera- 
peutics. 

DINSHAH—That you said. 

REINHART —It is merely cer- 
tain problems connected with the 
Transmission of Visible Light, Ul- 
tra-Violet Light, by the Skin. 

DINSHAH—Have you an under- 
standing at all, if any, without any 
reflections upon your ability as a 
Physicist, to which I agree, have 
you any understanding that Light 
or Color can actually produce cer- 
tain Chemical Effects upon the Hu- 
man Body, when thrown upon it— 
positive knowledge only? 

REINHART—It is well known 
that Light will induce certain 
Chemical Reactions. 

DINSHAH—Light will induce 
certain Chemical Reactions? 

REINHART —Yes. 

DINSHAH — When projected 
upon the Human Body? 

Reinhart—Not necessarily on 
the Human Body. 

DINSHAH—I am asking you 
about the Human Body. Do you 
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know anything about the value of 
Light when projected upon the Hu- 
man Body ? 

REINHART—Do you? 

DINSHAH—Now, Your Honor, 
is this the way to answer? 

JUSTICE—Answer the question. 

DINSHAH—He asks me ques- 
tions! I am the Defendant at the 
Bar. 

JUSTICE—Well, I take it he has 
got a right to ask you a question, 
to get clearly what he intends to 
cover. 

DINSHAH—Yes, I do. That is 
why I am here. I know more than 
you do, sir and I shall prove that 
within 10 minutes. 

JUSTICE—Well, do not —— 

DINSHAH—Now, excuse me, 
Your Honor. I did not mean any 
reflection or contempt. I take it 
back; I shall prove what is the fact. 
Now, do you know anything about 
the influence of Light and Color 
upon the Human Body? 

REINHART—No; I can answer 


no. 

DINSHAH—No. Did you ever 
care to investigate or care %o find 
out by reading text books on the 
subject ? 

REINHART—No; that has been 
outside my province. I have not 
seen fit to investigate the action of 
Light on the Human Body at all! 

DINSHAH—Did you ever read 
this text book, the only one of its 
kind in the World, written by Dr. 
Edwin D. Babbitt of Cleveland, 
Ohio, in 1878 (showing book) ? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—On The Principles 
Of Light And Color? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—May I offer this 
book? 

J USTICE—Well, when you come 
to your side of the case. 

DINSHAH—May I mark this for 
Identification ? 

J USTICE—Yes, surely. 


DINSHAH—“The Principles Of 
Light And Color,’ by Edwin D. 
Babbitt, for Identification. 

(The stated BOOK was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 17 for Identi- 
fication.) 

DINSHAH—Did you ever read 
or come across “Healing Triangle 
Of Light” written by the Defend- 
ant at the Bar? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—For Identification. 

(The stated BOOK was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 18 for Identi- 
fication.) 

DINSHAH—Did you ever read 
“The Principles Of Spectrum An- 
alysis And Color,” from the Ency- 
clopaedia Britannica’? 

REINHART—I have had refer- 
ence to it, but, I do not pretend to 
have read it. 

DINSHAH—I shall show you the 
exact portions on Colors in the En- 
cyclopaedia Britannica. You read 
it? (Volume 6.) 

REINHART—I have no doubt 
read it at one time or another. 

DINSHAH—And you know what 
it contains? 

REINHART—I imagine so; what 
ordinary Physics text books will 
contain. 

DINSHAH—I shall examine you 
from the same text books. For 
Identification, please. 

(The stated BOOK was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 19 for Identifi- 
cation.) 

DINSHAH — Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica on Spectroscopy ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You read this, I 
suppose? (Volume 25.) 

REINHART—I imagine. 

DINSHAH—Are you conversant 
with what is in the text? 

REINHART—I imagine so, from 
that or from text books. 

DINSHAH — Well, from this 
book, Encyclopaedia Britannica? 

REINHART—Well, I have not 
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read that particular chapter. 
DINSHAH—Well, kindly look it 
over and see if you referred to this 
subject here? 
REINHART—I do not believe I 
care to take the time. 
DINSHAH—No, no. 
plenty of time. 
JUSTICE—Mr. Ghadiali, aren’t 
we going aside of the field? This 
man simply tells—do you dispute 
what he says about these Lenses’? 


DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. I 
shall show you within just 5 min- 
utes where the defects in his own 
deductions are, Your Honor. Please, 
permit me. I shall not waste one 
minute of this Honorable Court’s 
time. I know the value of time, 
Your Honor. 


(The stated BOOK was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 20 for Identi- 
fication.) 

DINSHAH—Do you understand 
about the measuring of the Band 
Spectra produced by Color Slides 
and used by the standard book ? 

REINHART—I do not pretend to 
be familiar with that book. 

DINSHAH—Is this book the one 
that you studied on Light and Col- 
or measurements of Band Spectra? 
I shall show you the principles. 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You studied it? 

REINHART—It is a well-known 


There is 


physica] —— 
DINSHAH—No, no. I beg your 
pardon. Everything may be well 


known, but the Honorable Court 
and Jury have to know what you 
know. Do you know this thing? 
REINHART—Why, I studied 
Lights of that type; yes. 
DINSHAH—Did you study from 
this book the measurement of the 
sensations of Light and Color? 
REINHART—No. That is again 
a biological problem, when you 
speak of sensation. 
DINSHAH—That is a “biologi- 
cal” again! Identify this book too. 


(The stated BOOK was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 21 for Identi- 
fication.) 


DINSHAH—Do you mean to say 
from your knowledge, that outside 
of the Ultra-Violet Rays and the 
X-Rays, what you said in your last 
paragraph as Biological Rays, that 
the other Rays of the Spectrum 
have no effect chemically ? 

REINHART—Well, I did not 
mean that at all. 

NSHAH—What did you mean, 
sir? 

REINHART—I mean, it is com- 
monly referred to that the biologi- 
cal and the origin of the Ultra-Vio- 
let Spectrum is confined below 
3,200 

DINSHAH—tTell us specifically 
where 3,200 Angstrom Wave 
Length is situated; near what Col- 
or of the Spectrum of Newton? 
REINHART—It is below the Vio- 
et. 

DINSHAH—Below the Violet. 
Then, please tell the Honorable 
Jury, whether you contend and it 
is your own opinion as an expert, 
that between the Red and the Violet 
scale of the Sunlight Spectrum, 
there is no Chemical Power? 

REINHART—I did not say that. 

DINSHAH—What do you say ? 

REINHART—I said that previ- 
ously to you, that the Light will in- 
duce certain Chemical Reactions. 

DINSHAH—No, no. Then what 
you said is on the record. My ques- 
tion is in one sentence; yes or no. 
You say, sir, that the ordinary ac- 
cepted fact is that the Biological or 
Chemical Power resides below the 
3,200 Angstrom Unit Wave Length, 
below the Violet, that is, in the Ul- 
tra-Violet scale, where the X-Rays, 
the Radium Rays, Gamma Rays 
come. Do you contend that the 
Spectrum of Light as shown in the 
Prismatic Spectrum of Newton, has 
certain Chemical or Biological 
Power?

REINHART—I said they all 
have a Chemical Power. 

DINSHAH—It has Chemical 
Power, therefore, if in a Machine 
like this, certain Color Slides as you 
will see there, certain Colors which 
have certain Wave Lengths, as you 
see from the Red to the Violet 
scale, that it will have, therefore, 
according to that same contention, 
certain Chemical Properties? 

REINHART—lIt may have. 

DINSHAH—It may have. Now, 
here in the United States Patent on 
this instrument is a paragraph to 
which I shall draw your attention. 
This is the one paragraph 60, in the 
United States Patent Number 
1,544,973, paragraph 60: “The 
maker of this machine, the invent- 
or, puts before the Government of 
the United States his specification 
about colors. While I have named 
colors in the following paragraph, I 
am in reality dealing with oscilla- 
tion frequencies, measuring in Ang- 
strom units.” 

REINHART—That is all wrong. 

DINSHAH—So the Patent Office 
gave a wrong Patent? 

REINHART—You didn’t —— 

HAGERTY—Just a minute. If 
the Court please, I object to that. 
That is the Defendant’s own state- 
ment, in his claim to the Govern- 
ment. 

DINSHAH—But this was exam- 
ined by the Patent Office, before 
granting the Patent. 

JUSTICE—Well, that might be. 

DINSHAH—We shall get their 
opinion. 

REINHART—The scientific in- 
terpretation of Oscillation Frequen- 
cies is not in Angstrom Units. It 
is in Frequencies, Vibrations per 
Second. 

DINSHAH—What is the mean- 
ing of Angstrom Unit? 

REINHART — An Angstrom 
Unit is a certain part of a Milli- 
meter. 


DINSHAH—Define it, please. 
What is the size of an Angstrom ? 

REINHART —It is to the minus 
6.Meters. 

DINSHAH—Am I right in say- 
ing that it is one-ten-millionth of a 
Millimeter ? 

REINHART—Right. 

DINSHAH—An Angstrom Unit

REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—yYou studied the 
work of the great Scientist Sir J. J. 
Thompson? 
REINHART—Yes.

REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—tThen, you concede 
that these Angstrom Units are 
Wave Lengths in certain measur- 
able inches? 

REINHART— Yes. 


DINSHAH—Do you concede that 
the Red Wave is approximately 
1/37,000ths of an Inch in size? 

REINHART—Well, I am not ac- 
quainted with the Inches. 

DINSHAH—You are not familiar 
with the Wave Lengths in Inches? 
Give it in Millimeter. We shall re- 
duce it to Inches. 

REINHART—The accepted limit 
of the Red is 7,000 on the upper 
limit. 

DINSHAH—That is Angstrom 
Units? 

REINHART — 10,000 Angstrom 
Units. 

DINSHAH—Are you not ac- 
quainted with American Inches? 

REINHART—No scientific per- 
son is familiar with American 
Inches! 

_DINSHAH—Will you take a 
piece of paper and reduce it to 
Inches, so these gentlemen can 
understand? Then, give us that in 
an Inch. 

REINHART—One Inch is equal 
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EY 


to 214 Centimeters. 

DINSHAH—Kindly compare the 
Wave Length of the Red in Ang- 
strom Units to the size of the frac- 
tion of an Inch and show what you 
mean. 

REINHART—Why? Why, if I 
might ask? 

DINSHAH—You have no right 
to ask that. 

REINHART—AII right. 

DINSHAH—We want the scale 
in Inches of America. I am talking 
United States. 

At this time, Melvin Reinhart be- 
gan to calculate. When he finished 
his figuration, he lifted his face to 
the Defendant and recommenced 
the hesitative process. 

REINHART — Unless I have 
missed a cipher or two 

DINSHAH—You better not miss 
anything, because those ciphers 
may mean much. 

REINHART—Oh, absolutely. 

DINSHAH—It is very delicate 
work. 

REINHART—Mathematical cal- 
culation; it is very easy to miss a 
cipher. As I get it, .00175 Inches. 
That may be wrong and it may be 
right. 

DINSHAH—Please reduce the 
Decimal to Fraction of an Inch. 
Some thousandths of an Inch; 
there is how much? 

JUSTICE — Seventy-five ten- 
thousandths, isn’t it? 

REINHART—Well, possibly if I 
went over my method of calcula- 
tion, then if I have made a mistake 
it would be evident. Two and one- 
half Centimeters equal 1 Inch. Two 
and one-half Centimeters, that is 
equal to 25 Millimeters. 25 Muilli- 
meters, to convert it to Microns, 
you would have to multiply by 
1,000 and to convert it to Milli- 
microns, you have to multiply it by 
another thousand and to convert it 
to Angstrom Units, you would mul- 
tiply by another ten. 


DINSHAH—Why not multiply 
by One Million and be through with 


it? 

REINHART — I= am = going 
through the steps, which are the 
logical steps for me to form. So, 
we are saying that in 1 Inch, there 
are 250 Million Angstrom Units. Is 
that correct ? 

DINSHAH—No, that is not what 
I am after finding. I want the size 
of the Red Wave, according to Rob- 
ert Millikan and J. J. Thompson, in 
Inches. 


REINHART—7,000 would be, 
7,000 Angstrom Units, that would 
be—say 1 Inch for 7,000 Angstrom 
Units, you would have 3,709—that 
is not—you want it in thousandths 
of an Inch though. 

DINSHAH—Yes. 

REINHART—Why can’t you 
leave the other figure go? 

DINSHAH—You can give it in 
rough figures in the thousandths. 
We shall leave the hundreds and 
tens to the wind. 

xEINHART—AIl right. I am not 
familiar with using Inches in this 
spectrographic field. It is 7/250,000 
of an Inch. 

DINSHAH—You mean 7/25,- 
000ths? 

REINHART—No, 7/250,000ths 
of an Inch. 

DINSHAH—How would = you 
write that? Just let me see, please. 
Just write it on paper. Just write 
it here, your deduction, please. 

J USTICE—7 over 250,000. 


DINSHAH—Kindly divide that 
and give me the Fraction. You have 
it there. 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Yes, please. Thank 
you. Weshall be through with you 
in a few minutes. 

JUSTICE—You have got it re- 
duced to its lowest terms? 

DINSHAH—There is a little low- 
er than that, for ordinary principles 
like that. 
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JUSTICE—You can not divide 
250,000 by 7 and get an even num- 
ber. 

DINSHAH—The Fraction of 
Inches; how many Wave Lengths 
like that go in 1 Inch? 

JUSTICE—He has got it; 
7/250,000ths. 


REINHART —I_ will = divide 
250,000 into 7. 

DINSHAH—Divide 250,000 by 
7; you will go somewhere. 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Reverse it. 

REINHART — Four 
twenty-eight. 

DINSHAH—28,000ths of an 
Inch, then? 

REINHART — ‘Twenty-eight- 
ten-thousandths of an Inch, unless 
my mathematics is wrong. 

DINSHAH—It is entirely wrong, 
sir; I tell you, sir. 

JUSTICE—It would be thirty- 
something, wouldn’t it, be three 
times seven? 

DINSHAH—The size of a Red 
Wave is never more than 
1/32,000ths of an Inch. 

REINHART—Well, I won’t dis- 
pute that, because, I said I am fa- 
miliar with the terms in the Ang- 
strom Units; the scientific terms. 

DINSHAH—Then, you are not 
familiar with the American langu- 
age of Inches? 

REINHART—\tThe universal lan- 
guage of the Scientists is the Met- 
ric System. 

DINSHAH—Can you use ordi- 
nary terms? 

REINHART—I am talking about 
it as a Scientist. 

DINSHAH—I am a Scientist too 
and a well-known one. 

J USTICE—Please do not adver- 
tise it. 

DINSHAH—Do you concede that 
the size of the Wave Length of Red 
is never more than 1/32,000th part 
of an Inch? 

REINHART—I withhold until I

can confirm my calculations. 

DINSHAH—Confirm them here 
in this Court Room. 

J USTICE—We won’t waste time, 
because it is not material. 

DINSHAH—It is very material 
in the suit. I shall prove that he is 
wrong. Then, do you agree that 
Red is 7,000 Angstrom Units, ap- 
proximately ? 


REINHART—One limit of it, 


yes. 

DINSHAH—That Orange would 
be approximately 6,500 or there- 
abouts ? 


REINH ART—<Approximately. 
DINSHAH—Yellow is around 
about 6,000 Angstrom Units? 
REINHART~—Approximately. 
DINSHAH—Green 5,500? Blue 
5,000 Angstrom Units? 
REINHART—Approximately. 
DINSHAH—Violet 4,000? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—tThen, the limit of 
the Spectrum between the Red and 
the Violet side, ranges from 7,000 
Angstrom Units in measurement to 
approximately 4,000 in the Violet? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Now, you said, sir, 
that Red is always Red? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—And do you contend 
that Yellow is always Yellow? 
REINHART—You will have to 
define for me what you mean by 
Yellow and by Red. The Spectral 
Transmission of Yellow, is always 
Yellow, but, Yellow Color is not al- 
ways Yellow. 
DINSHAH—What is it? 
REINHART—Yellow Color may 
be a combination, that is, Yellow 
Paint may be Yellow —— 
DINSHAH—Not Paint—Light. 
REINHART—Under Transmis- 
sion or Reflection ? 
DINSHAH—tLight transmitted 
through a Glass. 
REINHART — If examined 
through a Spectrograph, it is Yel-

REINHART—Just certain Wave

DINSHAH—A Wave Length is 
measurement; Color is seen; it is 
Physics. 

REINHART—AII right, then. 

DINSHAH—You were talking of 
the engineering terms of Physics. 

REINHART — Combination of 
two Colors. 

DINSHAH—What are the two 
Colors in Yellow? 

REINHART—There may be sev- 
eral different combinations will 
give you Yellow. 

DINSHAH—tThere are only two 
Colors which will make a Yellow. 

REINHART—The term “Color” 
is not —— 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
Yellow is made by Red and Green? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You do? 

REIN HART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, when I speak 
of that Yellow, it is a Wave Length 
between the Red and Green? 


REINHART—Not necessarily. 

DINSHAH—What is the Wave 
Length of Yellow? 

REINHART—LIt is —— 

DINSHAH—What is the Wave 
Length of Yellow? 

REINHART—Off-hand, I don’t 
say—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—What is the Wave 
Length of Yellow, the Angstrom 
Unit? 

REINHART—I don’t know with- 
out referring to a Wave Length 
scale, what it is. 

DINSHAH—You were talking 
about it just now, with reference to 
Scientists —— 


HAGERTY—If the Court, please, 
this is again referring to his Claim 
in the Patent; his own Claim i in the 
Patent. 

DINSHAH—You bring an ex- 
pert— 

HAGERTY—I know, but, you 
might just as well stand in Court —- 

DINSHAH—We should not ar- 


gue. 

JUSTICE—I think that man can 
not remember all this in detail. 
know I can not. 


HAGERTY—if the Court please, 
I wish to make it clear at this time, 
s I tried to yesterday, how the 
Government handles Patents and 
here 
DINSHAH—This Witness is not 
supposed to know how Patents are 
handled. I object to it. 
HAGERTY—You mean you do 
not want the Jury to know that the 
Government 
JUSTICE—I take it, they were 
patented machinery. 
HAGERTY—Why, certainly. Not 
the Curative Values of the Machine. 
DINSHAH—That is NOT Cura- 
tive Value; that is measurement of 
the Waves in the Slide-Carrier. 
HAGERTY—Your measurement 
of the Waves. 
DINSHAH—And the Patent Of- 
fice accepts it. 
HAGERTY—Wait a 
Your measurement, isn’t it?

REINHART—May I refer to 
notes? I will give you the answer. 

HAGERTY—Yes. I want it to 
appear that Claim there is entirely 
the Defendant’s, made as a sworn 
Statement, upon which the Govern- 
ment issued a Patent. 

DINSHAH—No, sir.

DINSHAH—What is Green? 

REINHART—Green is between 
4,900 Angstrom Units and 5,740 
Angstrom Units. 

DINSHAH—tThen, Yellow is be- 
tween the Red and the Green? 

REINHART—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—Can you take a Red 
Wave and project it on the Screen 
and a Green Wave and project it 
on the Screen and by Superimposi- 
tion make a Yellow? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You can? That 
means, that the Color is not Color, 
but a Frequency that reaches the 
eye? 

REINHART—You are merely 
saying another thing in so many 
other words. 

DINSHAH—Do not argue. 

HAGERTY—tThat is an answer. 

DINSHAH—That is not an an- 
swer. He is discussing things. 

J USTICE—He says it is. 

DINSHAH—That is all. Do not 
qualify. Just say yes or no; your 
own Honorable Counselor 

REINHART—If you are making 
that statement, please let me say 
what I wanted to say before: That 
Color is two things; either a Color 
—you are speaking of reflection in 
the eye. If you look at a piece of— 
certain Color 


DINSHAH—Please stop there. 
We shall proceed. Just stop there, 


please. 
HAGERTY—N0o, go ahead. 
DINSHAH—We shall take up —- 
HAGERTY—Just a moment. I 
object, if the Court please. I sub- 
mit, the Witness should have a 
chance to give an explanation. 
J USTICE—Yes or finish his an- 
swer, 


RETINHART—What I mean to 
say is that a substance may be one 
Color because it reflects a certain 
Wave Length in that Color or it 
may be that Color because, it ab- 
sorbs certain other Wave Lengths 
and transmits a combination of 
Wave Lengths which gives a Yel- 
low Color. 

DINSHAH—How many Colors 
are there in the Spectrum of the 
Sunlight, as known to Newton? 

REINHART—Well, there again 
Color! There are usually—well, I 
can name many Colors or many 
shades. 


DINSHAH—tThe Major Colors of 
the Spectrum, the Colors of New- 
ton—it has how many Colors? 

REINHART — We _ ordinarily 
have the 6 Colors, but I can name 
7, but, if you want to think of satu- 
ration, I can name 7 others. 

J USTICE—Just theViolet, Green 


DINSHAH—I shall bring out 
these 12 Colors of which I am talk- 
ing, Your Honor, if you will give 
meachance. Of what is the New- 
ton Prismatic Spectrum composed? 

REINHART—Just the 6 Colors. 

DINSHAH—What are the six? 

REINHART—Violet, Blue, Yel- 
low, Orange, Blue, Yellow, Orange 
and Violet. 

DINSHAH—What is an Indigo 
in Color? 

REINHART—Indigo is a modifi- 
cation of Red! Why not speak in 
terms of Wave Lengths, then you 
are not confusing? What is Red 
to one person is not necessarily Red 
to another person. 

DINSHAH—Is there Indigo in 
the Sunlight? 

REINHART—Yes, there is Red 
in there! 

DINSHAH—How many Colors 
are there in the Rainbow of the 
Spectrum ? 

REINHART—Well, there is six 
—well, if you want to put in seven, 
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why you can put in seven! 

DINSHAH—I do not want to put 
in anything. What do you know? 

REINHART—A Rainbow is con- 
sidered from 7,000 Angstrom Units 
to 4,000 Angstrom Units. 

DINSHAH—I am not talking of 
Angstrom Units; I am talking of 
Colors. 

REINHART—If you want to 
speak of Colors, you can rattle off 
any of the various degrees of satu- 
ration that you want to. 

DINSHAH—You are talking of 
entirely different things. 

REINHART—Talking latest ac- 
cepted 

DINSHAH—Stick to the ques- 
tion. We shall talk later about the 
latest. How many Colors are there 
in the Solar Spectrum, in Prismatic 
Range, from Red to Violet? 

REINHART—If you are satisfied 
to include Indigo, I will include that 
Indigo. 

DINSHAH—Seven Colors in the 
Spectrum ? 

REINHART—Yes; that is an ar- 
bitrary system. 

DINSHAH—tThese 7 Colors are 
proved to be the resultant Colors— 
the 7 Prismatic Colors; do you ad- 
mit that? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—wWhat are the Pris- 
matic Colors? 

REINHART—Let us name an- 
other thing 

DINSHAH—What are the 7, do 
you know? 


REINHART—Three Colors, as 
far as Color Sensation is concerned ; 
there are 3 Primary Colors. 

DINSHAH—What are they? 

REINHART—Red, Green and 


ue, 
DINSHAH—What theory is that 
one? 

REINHART—Off-hand, I don’t 
know! 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
that was the theory of Sir Clarke

Maxwell, the great Scientist? 

REINHART—I would not be sur- 
prised. 

DINSHAH—Do you know the re- 
cent and the most powerful theory, 
which has stood the test of time is 
Thomas Young’s theory of Red, 
Green and Violet? 

REINHART—That is all right. 

DINSHAH—Do you admit that 
theory to be right? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Will you please ex- 
amine that Slide-Carrier and see it 
Red, Green and Violet are there as 
3 Primary Colors? 

REINHART—yYou have 

DINSHAH—Just a minute. Are 
there Red, Green and Violet on 
there? 

REINHART—Yes, 

DINSHAH—tThey are there? 

REINHART—Yes, 

DINSHAII—These are the 3 Pri- 
mary Colors of which the Sunlight 
Spectrum is composed; Red, Green 
and Violet are there in that Slide- 
Carrier ? 

REINHART—The 3 Colors are 
there. 

DINSHAH—tThe 3 Colors within 
the Red, Green and Violet range 
are there? 

REINHART — The Red, of 
course, is not true Red. 


DINSHAH—Now, please. (To 
Justice.) Will you call this gentle- 
man to order, please, Your Honor? 

JUSTICE—No. I think he has a 
right to explain. 

DINSHAH—But, he can explain 
in the Re-Direct Examination. He 
is jumbling the whole issue with me 
and wasting the time of the Honor- 
able Court. 

JUSTICE—I think I will let him 
go ahead and answer the way he 
thinks he ought to answer, 

REINHART—That is the result 
of my analysis in actual Wave 
Length Transmission. 

DINSHAH—I do not want any- 


eed 


thing except Color. Is there Red, 

Green and Violet there? 
REINHART—In the Red, Trans- 

mission of Red goes down through 


DINSHAH—I move to strike out 
all this explanation, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—No, no. I want him 
to get the exact information here. 


REINHART—The Red Filter, 
marked “F,” Filter marked “F,”’ is 
this Red Filter. The Transmission 
from that goes through—of course, 
it is predominating Red—goes 
through an Orange into the Yellow 
and eventually into the Green, 
down again to 4,900 Angstrom 
Units. I see no reason why you 
object to the term “Angstrom 
Units,” because then we can elimi- 
nate Color. 

DINSHAH—Go ahead; we shall 
listen. 

REINHART—The Blue goes 
from the—near the end of the Blue 
or rather into the Violet, through 
the Blue 

DINSHAH—I am not talking 
about the Blue; the Violet there. 

REINHART—Into the Green. 

DINSHAH—You have no Blue 
there; the Violet. 

REINHART—Well, I might have 
called it Blue; it is your Y, Filter 
Y. May be that is Violet. I call 
it Blue. Again, may be I am Color 
Blind and I don’t know Blue from 
Violet! 

DINSHAH — Are = you 
Blind? Are you? : 

REINHART —I don’t think so. I 
said that is a psychological prob- 
lem which can be discussed at 
length, that two people do not see 
the same intensity or same hues, 
same saturation of Color, but, this 
Filter Y, extends from the Violet 
through the Blue and eventually 
into the Green. The Filter which 
I call Green, which is labeled “R,” 
goes from the Blue through the en- 
tire range of Green, into the Yellow 


Color 
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and into the Orange. The Amber 
Filter labeled “R’’—as I call it Am- 
ber—goes from 7,000 

DINSHAH—I did not come upto 
“Amber.” We are only talking of 
Red, Green and Violet, sir. We 
shall stop at that point there. You 
must not go beyond the question. 
Are these Slides within the ranges 
of those Colors—Red, Green and 
Violet ? 

REINHART —Yes, they are Col- 
or Predominant. 

DINSHAH—They are. We have 
the ranges of those Colors. Now, 
the next question: Did you ever 
study the effect of Light and Color 
on Plants, Vegetation and so on? 

REINHART—No. I read about 
it, but, I did not study it. 

DINSHAH-—Here is a book writ- 
ten by Dr. McFarland—the latest 
book (showing). 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAHI-—You read this book ? 

REINHART--I have read books. 

DINSHAH—(Reading) “It is 
found by experiment that the dif- 
ferent rays of the color spectrum 
have varying effects upon living or- 
ganisms; some, like the red and 
yellow rays, being useful, others, 
like the blue and the violet rays, be- 
ing prejudicial in action.” Do you 
agree with that? 

REINHART—I would not say, 
because I don’t know. It is accepted 
in the experimental part of it, be- 
cause it is in the text books. 

(The BOOK stated was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 22 for Identi- 
fication.) 

DINSHAH—This is a book writ- 
ten, it is the latest edition, by Jo- 
seph McFarland, M.D., Professor of 
Pathology in the University of 
Pennsylvania and College of Physi- 
cians, of Philadelphia, Pennsyl- 
vania. Now, you were talking 
about Radium and the Gamma Rays 
and the X-Rays and so on. This 
Machine has nothing to do with 
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that? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—It has also nothing 
to do with the Infra-Red or the 
range below the Red Oscillations? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—Below the  Infra- 
Red stage, that is below the Oscil- 
lation Frequency of Red? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Do you accept the 
view that Light and Color are actu- 
ally Oscillatory Frequencies of cer- 
tain, definite, measured number? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—You do admit that 
Light and Color are actually Oscil- 
latory Frequencies of Energy ? 
REINHART—No, I would not 
say that of Light and Color; Color 
is response of the eye, the actual — 
DINSHAtI—That Color has no 
Frequency of Oscillation at all? 
REINHART—Yes, you can say, 
because we are accustomed to say 
that certain Oscillatory Frequency 
has certain Color, because our eye 
responds to it. Physically, it has a 
certain Oscillatory Frequency, as 
well as physically it has a certain 
Wave Length. Color Sensation is 
a Biological Sensation. 
DINSHAH—About which you 
know nothing? You do not know 
Biology? 
REINHART—I do not pose to be 
a Biologist. 
DINSHAH—You do not know 
Biology at all? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—Here is a point: Do 
you understand Music played on an 
Organ—Music of Sound Waves? 


REINHART—Well, I have not 
studied that. 

DINSHAH — You _ understand 
thus much: Do you know that 
Sound Waves range from a certain 
Frequency of Oscillation to a cer- 
tain Frequency only, when they 
disappear ? 

REINHART—Will you repeat 


that, please? 

DINSHAII—-Yes, please. Do you 
kuow that Waves of Sound pro- 
duced by a musical Organ start at 
a certain Frequency of Oscillation 
and disappear at a certain Fre- 
quency and cease to be Sound? 


REINHART—I do not like the 
term ' ‘change of Frequency” there, 
if mee is what you are meaning to 
imp 

BINSHAH—Use your own lan- 
guage, sir. 


REINHART—You will hear the 
same Note, because of the same 
Frequency. 

DINSHAH—What is it? Oscil- 
latory Frequency ? 

RIEINHART—Far from it. You 
do not change that Frequency. It 
becomes less intense. 


DINSHAH—Is that so? Then, 
you coltend that if I strike the Mid- 
die C on a piano or on an Organ, 
that I may change the C, but, the 
Oscillatory Frequency in the next 
Octave is not changed? 

REINHART—You may stimu- 
late the Frequency for the next Oc- 
tave to revibrate this. 

DINSHAH—Not to revibrate. 
You have harmonics there and in 
the centre? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Do you know any- 
thing about Music and Acoustics 
and Sound? 

REINHART—No. 


DINSHAH—Well, then, we shall 
stop there. Now, I ask a question: 
Did you study the work of the great 
Professor Michael Faraday, the 
Chemist of England, the master 
mind ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You say you studied 
Chemistry ? 

REINHART—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You understand the 
work of Professor Faraday? 

REINHART—Yes, I am familiar 
with his work; I am familiar with 
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the work. 

DINSHAH—Please tell me, did 
you ever stop to think when study- 
ing Professor Faraday’s works, 
that he correlated all Energies, 
Sound, Heat, Light, Electricity and 
Magnetism into one complete Scale 
of Energy? Are you familiar with 
the work? 

REINHART—It is not so accept- 
ed now. 

DINSHAH—What do you ac- 
cept? 

REINHART—tThe Sound Spec- 
trum is entirely separate and in- 
dependent; Sound Spectrum or 
Sound Vibrations or Sound Waves 
are entirely separate and in no way 
connected with the Electromagnetic 
Spectrum. Their Transmission is 
different and the physical proper- 
ties are all different; the Audio 
Waves are also of a different type. 

DINSHAH—Then, if I tell you 
that Sounds begin with 16 Oscilla- 
tions per Second in the air and stop 
at 32,768 times in a Second, will 
you agree to it or differ from it? 

REINHART—If I may ask a 
question: why do you say “Stop 
there” ? 

DINSHAH—That is no Sound 
can be heard by the Human Ear. 

REINHART—It does not neces- 
sarily stop there. 

DINSHAH—Sound means effect 
on the ear? 

REINHART—tThat is the same 
with respect to our eyes. 

DINSHAH—We shall come to 
that. Reasonable, audible Sound, I 


mean. 
REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH--Audible Sound, the 
range in Music begins at 16 Oscilla- 
tory Frequencies per Second and 
stops at 32,768? 

REINHART—AII right, yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you study in 
your connection with Heat Rays, 
Energy in Nature? 

REINHART—lIndirectly, yes. 


DINSHAH—You are familiar 
with the Octaves of Oscillatory Fre- 
quencies; must be? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH — You know that 
Light appears on the 49th Octave 
of Oscillatory Frequency ? 

REINHART—You are getting 
away from me now. 

DINSHAH—No, no. 
know about it? 

REINHART—Say that again. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
Light appears on the 49th Octave 
of Oscillatory Frequency? 

REINHART—Why not compare 
it to our Wave Lengths again? 

DINSHAH—TI have reasons. I 
ask what your qualifications to dis- 
cuss that are. 

REINHART—AII right. I would 
have to recalculate from Wave 
Lengths back into Oscillatory Fre- 
quencies. 

DINSHAH—wWell, that is the 
whole thing may have been Oscilla- 
tion Frequencies and you were talk- 
ing about something that is not 
there? 

REINHART—Well, all right. 

DINSHAH—wWhat is the mean- 
ing of an Oscillatory Frequency? 

REINHART — An = Oscillation 
Frequency is merely the Vibrations 
per Second. 

DINSHAH—Vibration per Sec- 
ond? Do you know, sir, that there 
is a difference between Vibration 
and Oscillation? Do you know it? 

REINHART—Yes, yes, there can 


e. 

DINSHAH—What is the differ- 
ence? 

REINHART—Well, you can get 
regular Oscillation or it could be ir- 
regular; that is, you can have a 
Vibration which is regular, which 
would be an Oscillation. Off-hand, 
I will admit I can not draw any 
hard and fast distinction between 
Oscillation and Vibration ! 

DINSHAH—If I give you infor- 


Do you 
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mation and knowledge on the sub- 
ject, do you agree to my view that 
Vibration is Tremor or Shake in the 
particles composing a Physical 
Body and Oscillation becomes work- 
ing and active when it is transport- 
ed through Space? 

REINHART—If you want to 
change the words, that would be a 
definition. 

DINSHAH—It is a proper under- 
standing then that Oscillation 
means Transportation of Energy 
through Space? 

REINHART—Yes, but Vibration 
of this pencil in this way (illustrat- 
ing by to-and-fro motion) is also 
Oscillation. 

DINSHAH — Vibration means, 
when we strike this you hear that 
thing itself vibrate, but, the air 
gets the Oscillation? 

REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—Oscillation is Vibra- 
tion transmitted through Space? 

REINHART—Pardon me, if I 
might add, the ordinarily accepted 
more or less usage uses the term 
interchangeably. 

DINSHAH—TI am talking of ex- 
traordinary things; this is an ex- 
traordinary subject. 

HAGERTY—Like a Tonator! 


I did not mind the interferences 
or wise cracks of the Prosecutor. 
He must have realized by this time, 
that the Defendant knew his busi- 
ness and it would need more than 
the knowledge of Melvin Reinhart 
to conquer the inventor of the Spec- 
tro-Chrome. I ignored him. 


DINSHAH-—I shall show to you 
this Bulb, which you say is a Bulb 
that can be used in a house. 

REINHART—I examined it. 

DINSHAH—Is this the Bulb 
(showing) ? 

REINHART —Yes. 

DINSHAH-~Is this the Bulb you 
examined? 

REINHART—If it was the one 


that was in my bag. 

HAGERTY—It is. 

DINSHAH-—~Is this the one? 

HAGERTY—It is the one that 
was in your bag. 

DINSHAH—I want this gentle 
man to qualify. 

HAGERTY—Well, I know, but, 
he left the bag with me; he does 
not know. 

DINSHAH—Does he admit that 
is or is it substituted? Is this the 
Bulb about which you are talking? 


REINHART—TI have no means of 
identification; no, I took a 1,000 
Watt Bulb. 

DINSHAH—~Is this a 1,000 Watt 
Bulb? 

REINHART—I supposed it was 
a thousand Watt Bulb. 

DINSHAH—Mr. Reinhart, you 
are in a Court. Suppositions are of 
no use. Please examine it. Will 
you’? Oblige me. 

REINHART—It is labeled a 
1,000 Watt Bulb. That is on what 
I based my —— 

DINSHAH—What does it say be- 
sides that, under that label? 

REINHART—Turn base down 
horizontally. 

DINSHAH—lIs that all? 

REINHART—120 Volts. Flood- 
light. 

DINSHAH — FLOODLIGHT. 
Then, it is not an ordinary house 
Bulb, but, it is a Bulb for flooding, 
for Spectrum Transmission? 

REINHART—That is, an ordi- 
nary house Bulb gives the same 
Light. 

DINSHAH—Please? 

REINHART—tThe Filament is 
stronger, a little different, to be 


sure. 
DINSHAH—Wait a minute. That 
makes a great difference. Upon 
what does an Electric Bulb depend 
for producing Light? 
REINHART—tThe Resistance of 
the Filament. 
DINSHAH—Filament. Then, if 
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the Resistance of the Filament is 
arranged according to certain meth- 
ods, it can produce certain Ang- 
strom Units in Color range? Any 
old Filament will not do for Color 
range? 

REINHART—On what arrange- 
ment? What do you mean, if I may 
ask? 

DINSHAH—tThis Bulb Patent is 
owned by the General Electric. You 
know that they control the Pat- 
ents? 

REINHART —Yes. 

DINSHAH—The Bulb is “any 
ordinary house Bulb”? 

REINHART—So far as Spectral 
Emission, I mean. That is the point. 

DINSHAH—Are you prepared to 
say the Spectral Emission of that 
Bulb is exactly the same as that 
Bulb (indicating) in the Court 
Room? 

REINHART—That, of course, 
has a frosted container. 

DINSHAH—Leave the frosting 


aside. 
REINHART—It would be simi- 


lar. 

DINSHAH—What is the purpose 
of marking “FLOODLIGHT”’ on it, 
then? 

REINHART—Because it is made 
for certain purposes. 

DINSHAH—What is the pur- 

se? 

REINHART—For giving an in- 
tense beam of Light. 

DINSHAH—Is there no differ- 
ence between an intense beam of 
Light and an ordinary beam of 
Light? 

REINHART—Only one of Inten- 


sity. 

DINSHAH—And you know that 
Intensity changes the Oscillation 
Frequency in Color Wave Lengths? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—You do not? 

REINHART —It does not. 

HAGERTY—You say it does 
not? 


REINHART—It does not. 

DINSHAH—AIl right, sir. You 
again come to that Slide--Carrier 
business. You understand Absorp- 
tion Spectra; you are perfectly fa- 
miliar with that? 

REINHART — Measured very 
many Absorption Spectra. 

DINSHAH—When you take a 
White Light and examine it 
through a Spectroscope, what do 
you see before your eyes, then? 

REINHART—Will you please re- 
peat that? 

DINSHAH—When you examine 
White Light of the Sun through a 
Spectroscope, what do you see? 

REINHART—You see the Vis- 
ible Spectrum and if you have a 
real, good Spectroscope, you see 
certain Absorption Lines. 

DINSHAH—Is this a real, good 
Spectroscope (gives him) with your 
experience? 

REINHART —I can not say. 

DINSHAH—Kindly test it out to 
your own definite idea and report. 

(Reinhart put the wrong end to 
his eye and appeared puzzled.) 

DINSHAH—You are looking at 
the wrong end, sir! 

(A titter passed through the 
spectators among whom was a num- 
ber of newspaper reporters.) 

REINHART—No, I can not get it 
in focus. 


DINSHAH—You are looking at 
the wrong end, sir. I shall set it 
for you. This is the way to look 
through a Direct Vision Spectro- 
scope (showing). Please pardon me. 
I shall show you. 

REINHART — I have _ looked 
through good many Spectroscopes. 
Can you open the Slit a little wider? 

DINSHAH—You may do any- 
thing you please with it. 

REINHART—I mean, I don’t 
xno how to work the mechanism 
of it. 

(The Defendant made the re- 
quested adjustments.) 
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REINHART—Now it is better. 
No, I would not say it is a particu- 
larly good Spectroscope. 

DINSHAH—How do you define a 
good from a bad Spectroscope? 

REINHART—Well, it depends, 
of course, on what you want to ex- 
amine. 

DINSHAH—Can you see some 
Fraunhofer Lines with this Spec- 
troscope, in the Sunlight? Kindly 
do that. Do you see any particular 
Black Lines in the Sunlight? 


REINHART—I see some streaks 
across on them; I see one that you 
can see. Yes, there are some Dark 
Lines. 

DINSHAH—These Black Lines 
are the Black Lines that are the 
Fraunhofer Lines, representing cer- 
tain Chemical Elements in the Sun- 
light? 

REINHART—Yes, with some 
modifications. 

DINSHAH—What are the modi- 
fications? " 

REINHART—I say, the accepted 
opinion is, that they are present and 
the Lines that you see here are the 
Absorption Lines due to the cool 
gases around the atmosphere of the 

un. 

DINSHAH—tThe_ question is 
simple. You said you are acquainted 
with 92 Elements in the World? 

REINHART—Yes, I am acquain- 
ted with them. 

DINSHAH—I offer this Chart to 
you, which is identified in the 
Court. Are these the Elements of 
the World? 

REINHART—Elements? Exact- 
ly, yes. 

DINSHAH—I offer this Chart, 
sir, of the Chemical Elements, for 
Exhibit. It was identified before. 

J USTICE—tThat is, the Scientific 
World recognizes the Elements ? 

REINHART—Yes; not all of 
them are known. I think, may be 
there are some 88 or 89, may be 
90 of them are known; some have 


not been isolated yet for detection. 

(The CHART referred as Defen- 
dant’s Exhibit 12 for Identification 
was received in Evidence and mark- 
ed Defendant’s Exhibit 12.) 


DINSHAH—Then, according to 
your own intelligence and knowl- 
edge, sir, you admit that these 
Chemical Elements are found in the 
Sunlight? 

REINHART—Yes; you get the 
Spectrum of them, yes. 


DINSHAH—You examined the 
Sunlight. This Light off one of 
these “house Bulbs’—you kindly 
examine this Light, any Light that 
you please, with that same Spectro- 
scope and see that there are no 
Fraunhofer Lines in this Light. 

REINHART—No, you can tell 
that. 

DINSHAH—Please look at it, ex- 
amine it and then report yes or no. 

REINHART—(Looking) I can 
detect no Lines in the Spectrum. 

DINSHAH—No. You admit that 
there are no Lines in these house 
Bulbs? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—Now, one question 
will bring us to the issue: Has it 
been discovered 85 years ago, by 
those great German Scientists 
Gustav Kirchhoff and Robert Wil- 
helm von Bunsen, that various dif- 
ferent Chemical Elements in this 
Chart produce different Fraunhofer 
Lines? 

REINHART—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThat is an accepted 
fact? 

REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—Now, I offer to you 
a Chart here, made in Germany 
(showing). Do you accept this 
Chart as a correct Chart of differ- 
ent Fraunhofer Lines, represented 
by the different Chemical Ele- 
ments? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You admit that? 

REINHART—As far as my 
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knowledge of the Spectrum Chart 


goes. 
DINSHAH—We are talking only 
of your knowledge. 
REINHART—That is what I 
mean. I ean not carry a Chart 
around with me in my mind; noth- 
ing I can compare with. 
JUSTICE—There is such a Chart 
as that acknowledged ? 
REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—tThat is an acknowl- 
edged Chart in Science? 
REINHART —tThat is it; exactly. 
(The CHART referred as Defen- 
dant’s Exhibit 10 for Identification, 
was received in Evidence and mark- 
ed Defendant’s Exhibit 10.) 
DINSHAH — (Showing another 
Chart). This Chart has Indium, 
Carbon, Boron, Manganese, Lead, 
Copper, Cobalt, Nickel and Iron; 
you spoke about Iron. The top 
Spectrum is that of the Sun as you 
saw through the Spectroscope. It 
is the Prismatic Spectrum (show- 
ing the Jurors) of Sunlight as the 
gentleman saw, but, when I have 
to deal with different Chemica] Ele- 
ments, the Lines change in posi- 
tions, as the noble Jury will please 
note. The different Chemical Ele- 
ments—the idea is that—different 
Chemical elements produce differ- 
ent Lines in different positions of 
the Colors of Light. (To Witness.) 
Is that right? 
REINHART— Yes. 
DINSHAH—I have here another 
Chart from the same master minds, 
of other different Elements also. 
Do you admit that this Chart is an 
accepted Chart? 
REINHART— Yes, it looks to be; 
yes. 


DINSHAH—That this Chart rep- 
resents on the top the Sunlight 
Spectrum, as you saw with Fraun- 
hofer Lines; this represents Kal- 
ium, Rubidium, Caesium, Thallium, 
Natrium, Lithium, Calcium, Stron- 
tium, Barium ? 


REINHART — Yes. 

(The CHART referred as Defen- 
dant’s Exhibit 9 for Identification, 
was received in Evidence and mark- 
ed Defendant’s Exhibit 9.) 

DINSHAH—tThe contention is 
that these Lines that are marked 
here, produce certain Lines in cer- 
tain ways, representing only those 
Elements by those Colors. Am I 
right then in saying, sir, that these 
Color Lines all depend upon the 
particular Element and no other El- 
ement will give exactly the same 
Lines as the other? 

REINHART —I made that state- 
ment in the beginning. 

DINSHAH—HI just repeat it. 

REINHART —Spectral Lines are 
characteristic of each Chemica] Ele- 
ment. 


DINSHAH—Therefore, Chemical 
Elements have Spectral Lines too. 
Here is a Spektraltafeln, meaning a 
Spectral Table. You are familiar 
with German, are you not? 


REINHART—To a certain ex- 
tent. 

DINSHAH—Here is the Spek- 
traltafeln, showing Spektra der 
Hauptgase, meaning Spectra of 
Chief Gases, in German. Pardon 
me, please. Will you please iden- 
tify and say whether in your ex- 
perience you ever saw a Hydrogen 
Spectrum, with the Red predomi- 
nant or predominating Line like 
that in this Spectrum of Wasser- 
stoff or Hydrogen? 

REINHART—I have never ex- 
amined a Hydrogen Spectrum. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever exam- 
ine the Potassium Spectrum? 

REINHART—Briefly, yes; of 
course, in the regular school work, 
I have examined it. 


DINSHAH—Did you ever exam- 
ine in your business life, a Potas- 
sium Spectrum ? 

REINHART—Professionally, no. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever exam- 
ine a Sodium Spectrum? 
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REINHART—In the course of 
regular instruction, yes. 
DINSHAH—No, not instruction, 
not in your school days; in your 
business life? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—ZJ ust give me in your 
business life. Lithium Spectrum? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—Did you ever see a 
Rubidium Spectrum ? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—Spectrum of Stron- 
tium ? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—The Spectrum of 
Thallium? 


REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—Antimony ? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—The Spectrum of 
Nitrogen gas? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—The Spectrum of 
Mercury vapor? 

REINHART— Yes. 

DINSHAH—Is this the Spec- 
trum of Mercury vapor (indicat- 


ng)? 

REINHART—I would have to 
identify it with the Chart. Off- 
hand, I can not. 

DINSHAH—WwWill you please look 
at the Chart? 

REINHART—wWell, that would 
be of no value to me. 


DINSHAH—It will be of value to 
me, though! Do you see those 6 
Lines (indicating) in the Mercury 
Spectrum right on the top? 

REINHART—It ‘thas those six 
plus. 

DINSHAH—Are these 6 Lines 
in the Mercury Spectrum ? 

REINHART—I couldn’t say, un- 
less I could refer to suitable tables 
or until I could refer to my own 
plates. 

DINSHAH—So you have not the 
eye to identify any Scripts like 
that ? 

REINHART—Oh, no. 


DINSHAH—No? 
REINHART—No; I do not care 


0. 
DINSHAH—What is the differ- 
ence between Fraunhofer Lines and 
the Scripts as you stated in your 
Evidence? What do you mean by 
Scripts in the Spectroscope? 

REINHART—The term ‘Scripts’ 
is a new term to me. I did not in- 
troduce the term “Script.” 

DINSHAH—Your Counselor in- 
troduced the term “Lines and 
Scripts”; it is in the Indictment. 

REINHART—I do not use the 
term anyway. 

DINSHAH—(To Justice). With 
your permission, I shall ask the 
Counselor if he believes that Lines 
and Scripts are the same thing. 

HAGERTY — What difference 
does it make what I mean? 

DINSHAH—It is in the Indict- 
ment, “Lines and Scripts,” in the 
other charge. 

HAGERTY—We charge—I don’t 
know what they are. 

DINSHAH—Is there anybody 
using the word “Scripts” for the 
word “Lines” in the Fraunhofer 
scale? 

REINHART—Off-hand, I would 


Say no. “4 

DINSHAH — Somebody might 
use that word? 

REINHART —I see no reason 
why they should use the term 
“Scripts” for “Lines.”’ 

DINSHAH—Do you admit that 
is a Spectroscopial Chart of vari- 
ous Lines? 

REINHART—It appears to be. 

DINSHAH—It represents vari- 
ous Chemical Elements? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Most of which we 
named. You never examined these 
under the Spectroscope? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—And yet you say— 
how many years’ experience in 
Spectroscopy have you? 


t 
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REINHART—I worked with the 
Spectroscope for about 10 years. 

DINSHAH—And in ten years 
you never met with Hydrogen and 
Oxygen Lines, Lithium and Potas- 
sium Lines, Strontium and Nitro- 
gen Lines? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—You know the Red 
Line of Cadmium is the principal, 
the Standard in Spectroscopy ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever exam- 
ine that? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—What is the Stan- 
dard Spectroscopic Line? 

REINHART—You can accept 
that as Standard. 

DINSHAH—You never examined 
that Standard Line also? 

REINHART—No, I did not use 
that Standard. 

DINSHAH—Good night! What 
did you use as Standard, then? 


REINHART—I used a Copper, 


Are. 
DINSHAH—Is Copper Are Cad- 
mium Standard Line? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—How did you exam- 
ine the thing without a Standard? 
REINHART—Well, if the Copper 
is standardized in terms of Cad- 
mium, I standardized in terms of 


pper. 

DINSHAH—How will you stan- 
dardize Cadmium in the terms of 
Copper or Copper in the terms of 
Cadmium, without putting the 
Wave Lengths this way or that 


way? 

REINHART—Well, I said I am 
accepting the Bureau of Standards’ 
Copper Lines for my Standard. 

DINSHAH—Well, is this your 
Cadmium Standard, then, accepted 
Standard of Cadmium? 

REINHART—It might be. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever see 
your Standard in the Bureau of 
Standards, in Washington? 


REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—You never examined 
that Standard? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever care to 
examine it? 

REINHART—Never did. 

DINSHAH—Yet you went into 
the post of Spectroscopist ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You did. If I tell 
you that this Red Line is produced 
at this point of the Spectrum and 
is the Standard Line of Spectro- 
scopy, will you admit that is the 
Standard? 

REINHART—Yes, you can. 

DINSHAH—tThen, if the Red 
that is there in that Slide, matches 
with this Line, will this and that 
(indicating) be called kindred 
Wave Length at that position ? 

REINHART—Yes, in that posi- 
tion. 

DINSHAH—That is all? 

REINHART—tThat is, you will 
get that Wave Length. 

DINSHAH—If we put a Red 
with the Cadmium Red Line there, 
then that Red would be identical 
with your Standard? 

REINHARTW—Oh, yes. It has 
the same Wave Length. Why 
shouldn’t it? 

DINSHAH—Same Wave Length 
and if I take another Glass which 
has Yellow in it and put that on the 
Sodium level called the Yellow 
scale—kindly examine the Sodium 
Line. 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You admit this “D” 
Line of Bunsen, is the Sodium Spec- 
trum Line? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You admit that? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen if I complete 
that Slide on this position of the 
Angstrom Unit of the Spectral 
Wave, am I using the Sodium Line? 

REINHART—Yes, covering the

same Spectrum. 

DINSHAH — Same Wave 
Length? 

REINHART Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, we shall take 
another German word here, which 
I shall explain to you. It is called 
“Stickstoff,” means Nitrogen gas. 
Do you admit the word? 

REINHART —I do. 

DINSHAH—Here is a very com- 
plex Spectrum of Nitrogen gas. 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You will please see 
that Nitrogen is predominant in 
the Green Section here; will you 
not? 

REINHART—tThere are Green 
Lines there. 

DINSHAH—Well, there is a pre- 
dominance of Green there? 

REINHART — Yes, yes. 

DINSHAH—If I apply —— 

REINHART—Why, I say ‘“‘pre- 
dominance” ; I can not say there are 
more than a tenth. 

DINSHAH—More in number and 
position. Are there Green Lines 
there in Nitrogen? 

REINHART—Yes, more Green 
Lines. 

DINSHAH—That is what I mean 
by “predominant”; “predominant” 
means chief, big? 

REINHART—Well, no, not ex- 
actly; means intense, the one 
brighter than the other. 

JUSTICE—You might take pre- 
dominant in numbers. It depends 
on what you apply it to. 

DINSHAH—I shall clarify the 
situation. Predominant im size, 
numbers, quantity? 

REINHART— Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, if I apply a 
Green Slide in that position where 
these Green Lines predominate, 
would that be identical in Spectral 
Wave Length? 

REINHART —Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, I shall show 
you a Potassium Spectrum, which 


you necessarily say 

JUSTICE—I take it, that rule 
follows all through, does it not? 

REINHART— Yes. 

DINSHAH—But I have to show 
those are applied according to this 
one, sir. 

HAGERTY—He does not know. 

DINSHAH—My questions will 
tell, Your Honor. I have to pre- 
pare the ground. 

JUSTICE—I don’t know whether 
they know any more about it than 
somebody else. 

DINSHAH—Because, that is 
demonstrated in the Class. I don’t 
want to put up all the varieties 
here, only to save the Honorable 
Court’s time. 

J USTICE—Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—Here is an expert. 
Now, Lithium: If I apply a Slide 
having this Pink Line and ‘having

JUSTICE—Yes, that is repeti- 
tion, Mr. Ghadiali. He says that 


* rule follows all through. 


DINSHAH—Do you admit that 
this Chart follows all the way 
through and that if I just apply 
the proper Wave Length, have any 
Spectrum ? 

REINHART~If£ you take the 
Color Wave, you can apply that and 
have the Color. 

(The stated CHART was marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 23.) 

DINSHAH—tThere are several 
very relevant and pertinent ques- 
tions. Now, sir, the Defendant at 
the Bar contends in this case, that 
there is no such thing as a Mono- 
chrome Single Color, entirely with 
single Spectroscopic Lines. 

REINHART—Say that again, 
please. 

DINSHAH—The Defendant at 
Bar contends there is no single 
Color Line, but that there is always 
a predominance or nonpredomi- 
nance of some Line in the Spectrum 
of some Element or other. 
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REINHART—I don’t know as I 
follow you, but as to getting one 
Element, you may have One Line 
predominate. 

DINSHAH—But not a Single 
Line? 

REINHART—tThose Lines you 
showed me, might be called Single 
Lines. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever see 
any Colored Glass in your own ex- 
amination of Colored Slides—we 
call them Slides? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever meet 
with any Slide that has no Poros- 
ity? Glass has Porosity ? 

REINHART —It is porous. 

DINSHAH —Glass is porous. 
Then, if Glass is porous, you are 
bound to admit that a certain 
amount of other Light will seep 
through those pores ? 


REINHART—WwWell, I do not 
think I would care to expect that 
Glass is porous in the ordinary 
sense of the word. 

DINSHAH—Glass is not porous, 
then? Glass ‘has no Pores? Glass 
has no Pores? 

REINHART—Well, it depends 
on what you mean by a “Pore.” 

DINSHAH—What is a Pore in 
your estimation? 

REINHART — You take the 
Pores of the Skin you have; with 
the Pores of the Skin 

DINSHAH—-I am not talking 
about the Skin. 

REINHART—I am merely defin- 
ing the term. 

DINSHAH—Has this tumbler 
made of Glass, Pores in it or not? 

REINHART —If you can may be 
get down to the very, very fine 

DINSHAH—Physics? 

REINHART—Physically it is ac- 
cepted as being a very fine sub- 
stance without Pores; there may 
be very fine Pores. 

DINSHAH — There are. Are 
there any Pores? 


REINHART—Chemically, we do 
not think of Glass as being of por- 
ous material. 

DINSHAH—You are a Physicist 
and you say that Glass has no 
Pores? 

REINHART—Well, I will say 
chemically, as a Chemist, it has no 
Pores. 

DINSHAH—No, no. Physically. 
You are a Physicist; you are no 
Chemist. 

REINHART—Well, I have no 
means of determining whether 
there are Pores there. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever learn 
back in school, that Glass has 
Pores? 

REINHARTW—No. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever learn 
it in the University? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—In no part of your 
training did you learn, that Glass is 
porous? 

REINHART—Not ordinarily. 

DINSHAH—If I tell you that 
Gold is porous, will you admit it? 
Even Gold is porous; will you ad- 
mit that? 

REINHART—Of course, if you 
get down to the ultimate, all things 
are porous. 

DINSHAH—Well, then, is Glass 
within all things or is it a separate 
entity ? 

REINHART—Well, now, perhaps 
you thhad better define the term 
“Pore.” What do you mean by the 
size of the Pore? 

DINSHAH—Yes, I shall tell you. 
Size has nothing to do with Pore, 
but, Pore means Space between the 
particles composing matter. 

REINHART—Oh, well, yes. 

DINSHAH—That is what I 
mean. 

REINHART—When you speak 
of Pores as Interatomic Space, that 
is a different thing. 

DINSHAH—Pore means Space. 
Then you admit that Glass is por- 
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ous? 
REINHART—Well, if you want 
to get down to the ultimate, yes. 
DINSHAH—Will Light pass 
through those Pores? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Therefore, no mat- 
ter what Glass you get, the best 
Optical Glass or any Glass, it has 
Pores in it through which Light 
penetrates? 
REINHART—Yes, Light does 
pass through the Pores. 
DINSHAH — Those men _ who 
know what Light is—You say that 
Glass is porous? 
REINHART—In that sense. 
DINSHAH—In that sense? 
REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—Know that there are 
Intra~Atomic Spaces? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Intra 

REINHART—Molecular Spaces, 
you mean. Really, Glass is not an 
Atom; it is a Molecule. Inter-At- 
omic, 

DINSHAH—What do you de- 
fine? Inter-Molecular or Inter-At- 
omic? What do you call it? 

REINHART—I say there are 
both Inter-Atomic and Intra~Atom- 
ic Spaces, if you care to carry it out. 

DINSHAH—Is Glass made of 
Atoms or Molecules? 

REINHART—Ultimately Atoms, 
primarily Molecules. 


DINSHAH — Then, chemically 
speaking, there is Spacing around 
those, Intra~Molecular Spacing or 
Inter-Molecular? 


REINHART—AI! matter is made 
up of matter that form Molecules. 
DINSHAH—Atoms, when in 
combination, make Molecules? 
REINHART —Yes. 
DINSHAH—Then, there is Intra- 
Molecular Space within this Glass? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Therefore, a Space 


through which Light can travel? 
REINHART—Not exactly. 
DINSHAH—Through what does 
Light travel? What is the Medium 
Of Propagation of Light Waves? 
REINHART—Hpypothetie Ether. 
DINSHAH—Do you know the 
theory of Sir William Crookes, that 
Ether is a solid body? 
REINHWART—I do not think it 
has ever been proved. There are 
experiments being carried on today, 
for separation of Ether. 


DINSHAH—Did you ever study 
Spectro-Chrome Metry? 


REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—If I tell you that I 
have an apparatus to show that 
Ether is solid particles in bombard- 
ment, would you believe it? 

REINHART—No. 


DINSHAH—Would the Honor- 
able Court permit me to show it? 
J USTICE—Not at this time. 


DINSHAH—It will not be long. 


JUSTICE—You can show that in 
your defense, whatever you think 
is advisable. 

DINSHAH—Did you hear of the 
Crookes’ Radiometer? 

REINHART—Yes, 

DINSHAH—Did you see it? 

REINHART—Yes, 


At this point, the Court rose for 
a short recess and Professor Melvin 
C. Reinhart, M.A., must have 
breathed a sigh of genuine relief. 
The newspaper reporters rushed 
out to send their reports for the 
evening issues and I felt certain 
something interesting was bound 
to appear. 

The outlook of the case was grad- 
ually changing and the spectators 
seemed to enjoy the scientific spar- 
ring. I felt secure in my mind as 
to the ultimatum. The dubious 
horizon was slowly, but steadily, 
clearing. 
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CHAPTER 4 
ANOTHER EXPERT ON THE STAND 


The recess was over. I was ready 
for more questions to ask the scien- 
tist who was not familiar with Am- 
erican Inches, when to my aston- 
ishment the Prosecutor changed his 
course. 

HAGERTY—I have a Witness 
here, Dr. Eaton. 

JUSTICE—Well, we can let this 
man step aside and swear Dr. Eat- 
on. If you want to Cross-Examine 
this Witness further, you may. 

DINSHAH—I agree with that, 
Your Honor. 

So, Earl L. Eaton was sworn for 
the People and his Direct Exami- 
nation began: 

HAGERTY—Where do you live, 
Dr. Eaton? 

EATON—723 Crescent Avenue. 
That is my residence. 

HAGERTY—yYou are a duly li- 
censed Physician under the Laws 
of the State of New York? 

EKATON—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY — How 
you been practising? 

BKATON—NSince 1919. 

HAGERTY—You are a Graduate 
of what? 


long have 


EATON—University of Buffalo. 

HAGERTY—In your practice, 
have you practised with the use of 
Light Rays? 

KATON—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY — Doctor, assuming 
that an Apparatus such as we have 
here, contains what has been testi- 
fied to be a thousand Watt Incan- 
descent Bulb as the source of Light 
and that the Glass in that Machine 
through which the Light passes, 
consists of certain Colored Slides 
which have been testified are ordi- 
nary Glass with a Dye in them and 
that the rest of the Lenses in the 
Machine through which the Light 
passes are ordinary Glass, what is 
your opinion as to whether or not 
such an Apparatus has any healing 
or curative value? 

EATON—My experience, I do 
not think it would have practically 
any value as far as a Therapeutic 
Agent. 

HAGERTY—You may ask. 

With this cursory Examination, 
the Witness was turned over to me 
for dissection and I went right 
through him without delay. 


CHAPTER 5 
SKIN BURNS IN TWO YEARS! 


DINSHAH—Dr. Eaton, when 
you gave that answer, did you real- 
ly understand that he meant “any 
ordinary Glass or any Color” or 
anything like that? 

EATON—He said Plain Glass; I 
understood him. 

DINSHAH—By Plain Glass, such 
as you wear on your eyes ? 

EATON—Or Window Glass, that 
is what I understand. 

DINSHAH—But the word ‘Glass’ 
having certain Wave Lengths or 


Spectroscopical Lines, you did not 
mean that. 

HAGERTY—wWell, if the Court 
please, the Testimony of our expert 
is—that I am basing my question 
on—is that this Glass is plain or- 
dinary Glass with Dye in it and no 
Spectral Lines. 

J USTICE—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And I am basing 
my question on that. 

DINSHAH—I am basing my 
question upon the fact as it stands 
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and not upon —— 

HAGERTY—tThere is no fact as 
it stands. The fact as it stands now 
is, that it is ordinary Glass. 

DINSHAH — That gentleman’s 
knowledge, that gentleman’s prac- 
tice, is what I am after. 

HAGERTY—tThere is no proof 
in this case; the proof is absolutely 
to the opposite. 

DINSHAH—Are we supposed to 
prejudice the Jury, whether there 
is proof or no proof? Will you 
please allow me to ask the question, 
Your Honor? 


JUSTICE—I think we will con- 
fine ourselves, Mr. Ghadiali, to the 
Evidence offered by the People, by 
the last Witness here, as to the 
quality of this Glass used and you 
have got a right on your Defense, 
to put somebody on the stand that 
can qualify and show differently. 

DINSHAH—yYes, Your Honor, 
but, here is a first class gentleman, 
who is an expert in Light Rays, ac- 
cording to his own admission. 

J USTICE—He has got to testify 
on the facts as they are here. 

DINSHAH—Exactly. Now, did 
you use any Therapeutical Lamps 
for your therapeutical work ? 

EATON—The Lamps that I am 
using, are X-Ray and Ultra-Violet 
Light and Radium. 

DINSHAH—Radium is not in the 
class of Light and Color? 

EATON—No. That is a Thera- 
peutical Agent. I did not say it was 
a Light. 

DINSHAH—You never used 
Light, Colored Lights or Colors, 
which are supposed to have certain 
Chemical Potencies; you never 
used that? 

EATON—I have just got the 
ones I told you. 

DINSHAH — Only Quartz 
Lamps? 

EATON—Quartz Light. 

DINSHAH—You know _ that 
Quartz Lamps, when applied to the 


Body, without the proper Focus be- 
ing inside, will burn the Skin and 
the Vital Organs even, if carelessly 
used? You know that? 

EATON—Not the Vital Areas. 

DINSHAH—It will burn the 
Skin? 

EATON—Not the Vital Organs. 
If used for a longer period, this 
Quartz Light will. 

DINSHAH—If you apply it in 
the Eye, what will occur? 

EATON—That will cause an In- 
flammation of the Eye, that is, on 
the surface. 

DINSHAH—But it will not burn 
the Eye? 

EATON—It would burn if you 
left your Eye open and put it on 
the Eye; it would burn the Cornea. 

DINSHAH—I am just asking if 
a Quartz Light be taken, a Thera- 
peutic Lamp, meaning a Healing 
Lamp, it be put on the Eye, will it 
burn it? 

EATON—It will cause Inflamma- 
tion of the Eye. 

DINSHAH—That is, an Inflam- 
mation of the Skin that covers the 
Eye, the Derma in the Eye? 

KATON—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — Therefore, it is 
dangerous to use those things, is it 
not, those Ultra-Violet Lamps, if 
used carelessly ? 

EATON—You could burn Skin 
with them, if you used them care- 
lessly. 


DINSHAH—You could burn the 
Eye with it, you said. 

HATON—Yes, you could burn 
the Eye with it. 

DINSHAH—Supposing, a similar 
Lamp be used on other Organs, 
they might produce Disorder? 

EATON—What Organs? 

DINSHAH—Supposing it be used 
on the Genitals? 

HATON—That is external; that 
is on the Skin. The Skin covers the 
Genitals and it would burn the Skin. 

DINSHAH—If you left it for a 
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a 


longer time? 

EATON—Yes, if you left it on a 
couple of years, then, you might 
cause a Second or Third Degree 
Burn, going into the deeper Tis- 
sues! 

DINSHAH—If I show you, it 
would do it in an hour, it would 
prove something? 

ATON—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It does not take two 
years! You are not acquainted with 
the Science of Spectroscopy ? 


EATON—No, sir, Iam not; Jam 
not a Physicist. 

DINSHAH—You never studied 
the Principles of Light and Color, 
in conjunction with Healing’? 

EATON—No, sir, I] am not a 
Physicist. 

DINHSAH—That is all, Your 
Honor. 

Leo Hagerty did not want any 
Redirect Examination of Dr. Earl 
L. Eaton! Some Skin must have 
burnt without Quartz Light! 


CHAPTER 6 
EXPERT’S KNOWLEDGE EXPOSED ! 


As if he were not pounded 
enough, that University Professor 
of Angstrom Units and No Inches, 
was again placed on the stand for 
further Cross Examination. Having 
made Dr. Eaton eat all his Ultra- 
Violet Rays, I was quite ready to 
further my Defense from the mouth 
of the People’s own Witness and the 
opportunity for getting the upper 
hand was ripe. I resumed the Cross 
Examination from the point where 
I left and started the same line 
with Melvin C. Reinhart. 

DINSHAH—Mr. Reinhart, will 
you please tell us, whether you 
heard of a great English Scientist, 
by name Sir William Crookes? 

REINHART—Crookes, yes. 

DINSHAH—Was it not William 
Crookes, who discovered and argued 
about Ether? 

REINHART— Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you read any of 
his books or studied his work? 

REINHART—I know of them in 
a general way, I have not studied 
them ; 

DINSHAH Well, how much do 
you know of his work about the 
propagation of beams of Light in 
Ether? Did you study that espe- 
cially ? 

REINHART_Of his work? No. 


DINSHAH—Did you ever see 
this instrument made by Sir Wil- 
liam Crookes (showing Radiomet- 


er) * 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—You know this 
works by Light Rays or Heat Rays? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—You studied Chem- 
istry and Physics especially ? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Will you tell me 
this: if Mechanical Motion can be 
produced without Energy ? 
REINHART—No. 
DINSHAH—tThen, if Mechanical 
Motion can not be produced with- 
out Energy, you are bound to ad- 
mit, with your intelligence, sir, that 
there must be some Energy acting 
within this, to make that Motion? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Will more Light 
thrown on that instrument make it 
move faster? 
REINHART— Yes. 
DINSHAH—If I put it through 
those Color Slides, will it move fast- 
er or slower according to the Color? 
REINHART—According to the 
intensity. 
DINSHAH—It will? 
REINHART— Yes. 
DINSHAH—Did you test it? 
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REINHART—No. I imagine it 
would. I will qualify my answer by 
saying that. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever work 
with this instrument? 

REINHART—Yes, generally in 
the Laboratory. 

DINSHAH—In what way did 
you experiment with it? 

REINHART — Just 
Light; that is all. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
this instrument is the finest instru- 
ment for measuring Radio-Inten- 
sity? 

REINHART—Radio? 

DINSHAH—Yes, Radiation. I 
do not mean Radio Broadcasting. I 
mean Radiation, that is Radio-In- 
tensity in Chemistry. 

REINHART—Possibly. 

DINSHAH—Colored Light has 
Wave Length and Frequency; has 
it not? 

REINHART—It has Color, by 
Wave Length; Frequency extends 
far above, beyond Light. 

DINSHAH—Does that 
when on an Ultra-Violet? 

REINHART-—I have never tried 
it. 

DINSHAH—Will you please try 
it? 


it? 

REINHART—It would move on 
Ultra-Violet, I would say off-hand. 

DINSHAH—Will you put that 
with the Slide? 

REINHART—tThere is no Ultra- 
Violet ‘here. 

DINSHAH—TIf there is no Ultra- 
Violet, it wil] not move? Let us 
see if it wil] move. Colors make 
Motion—Energy? 

REINHART—It causes Motion 
in that respect; yes. 

DINSHAH—Let us take the in- 
strument right here (indicating). 
Now, there is the Beam of White 
Light coming and you see that the 
Beam has Mechanical] Energy-Pro- 
ducing Power? 

REINHART—No.

DINSHAH—Whiat moved it? 

REINHART—I would not term 
it Mechanical Energy; it is merely 
because of the Light being absorbed 
and reflected from those two differ- 
ent surfaces. 


DINSHAH — Then Absorption 
and Reflection 

REINHART—It depends on the 
Light. 

DINSHAH—You say Light is 
not an Energy of Motion? 


REINHART—I never said it. 

DINSHAH—What moves this? 

REINHART—That is due to the 
action of the Light. 

DINSHAH—And if you put on 
different Colors, it will move with 
different speeds? 

<EINHART—Oh, absolutely. 

DINSHAH—It will? 

LEINHART—It would, depend- 
ing on the Intensity that it is re- 
duced, I imagine. 

DINSHAH—Then, different Col- 
ors have different Energy-Produc- 
ing Motion? 

REINHART—Have different In- 
tensities. 

DINSHAH—Of different Inten- 
sity? Different Colors produce dif- 
ferent Mechanica] Motions of dif- 
ferent Intensity ? 

REINHART—May be. 

DINSHAH — Well, experiment; 
not “may be’’! 

REINHART—That is, I have no 
means of telling off-hand what the 
Intensity of the Blue is. 

DINSHAH—Whatever it is, it 
also did it? 

REINHART—That is all right. 

DINSHAH—TI put here; that is 
Violet Light there (indicating) ? 

REINHART—TI eal] it Blue. 

DINSHAH—That is al] right. 
You may cal] it anything, but, that 
is what I call ‘“Violet.”’ 

REINHART —I call it a certain 
Wave Length. 

DINSHAH—You saw how the 
White was moving it; now, you see 


a a rn 


that it does not move so fast (de- 
monstrating experimentally). 

REINHART—No; that is what I 
would expect. 

DINSHAH—You would expect 
it? 

REINHART— Yes. 

DINSHAH—Then the Violet re- 
duces the Motion; that is reduced 
(illustrating) ? 

REINHART—Reduces the Inten- 
sity of the total Beam, I would say. 

DINSHAH—tThen, that means 
that Colors have different Energy? 


REINHART—No; it is not the 


Color. 
DINSHAH — Please introduce 
this as an Exhibit. 


(The Exhibit was accepted later. 
The Trial progressed.) 

REINHART—It is merely the 
Intensity, 

DINSHAH—It is not one of Me- 
chanical Energy ? 

REINHART—Not “Mechanical.” 

DINSHAH—What Energy is it? 

REINHART—It is a Vibratory 
Emergy 

DINSHAH—And is not all En- 
ergy Mechanical in character? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—No? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHA H—Did you hear —— 

REINHART—It can be trans- 
formed into Mechanical Work, but, 
Energy is not in itself, 

DINSHAH—What comes from 
the Sun to the Earth, then? 

REINHART—Why, a form of 
Vibration, 

DINSHAH—And that form of 
“Vibration,” as you call it, coming 
from the Sun, contains the property 
of all those Chemical Elements? 

REINHART—Oh, no. 

DINSHAH—You said that —— 

REINHART — Each Chemical 
Element has its own Spectrum, but, 
the Spectrum does not contribute 
the Chemical Property at all. 

DINSHAH—What comes from 
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the Sunlight, that gives you a Red 
Tomato from a Seed and a Green 
Cucumber from another Seed ? 

REINHART — Just a certain 
form of Energy, in a certain Wave 
Length. 

DINSHAH—tThen, what is in the 
Seed itself that picks up that Wave 
Length? 

REINHART—A certain Absorp- 
tion Value in the Seed, which can 
pick up that Wave Length. 

DINSHAH—If the types of Seed 
were divided into Wave Lengths, 
would they not pick up certain En- 
ergies and leave out the other Spec- 
trum? 

REINHART—It would be the 
same, 

DINSHAH—That is equal to Ab- 
sorption of Spectrum ? 

REINHART—That is absorbing 
Light, not absorbing Spectrum. 

DINSHAH—AIl right. You nev- 
er saw, you Say, the Spectrum of 
Lithium. 1 shall put a Lithium 
Spectrum right before your eyes 
and you will try it and see if this 
produces a Lithium Spectrum, with 
the Spectroscope. 

REINHART—Of course, it will. 
I can tell you that. You do not have 
to even demonstrate it. You may, 
if you say that is Lithium. Of 
course, I have no means of deter- 
mining whether it is Lithium. If 
you say, it 18. If that Light that 
you are going to ‘lluminate that 
with —— 

DINSHAH—I shall light it. That 
is your source of illumination { ? 

REINHART —Yes, you will get 
the Lithium Lines in them. 

DINSHAH—When I tell you that 
1,000 Watt Flood Light has a com- 
plete Spectrum without Fraunhofer 
Lines, am I right? 

REINHART—As far as I am 
able to detect; I can detect no 
Fraunhofer Lines { in there. 

DINSHAH—You can experiment 
with it. 
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REINHART—Yes; I have placed 
that Light there. 

DINSHAH—Which Light? This 
Bulb? 

REINHART—Oh, yes; absolute- 


ly. 

DINSHAH—That Bulb inside 
produces no Fraunhofer Lines like 
the Sun? 


REINHART—I was unable to de- 
tect them. 

DINSHAH—Did you put these 
Slides before the Light and find cer- 
bain parts of the Spectrum are cut 
off ? 

REINHART—I did; yes. 

DINSHAH—Then you admit 
that Color Slides can cut off a cer- 
tain portion of the Spectrum and 
leave the other? 

REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH—That is just what I 
wanted. Then you know, what is 
the composition of the total com- 
plete Spectrum that comes—or 
Rays that come from the Sun. 
Name the Rays that come from the 
Sun. Now, Infra-Red Rays? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Those are the Heat 
Rays? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Visible Spectrum of 
the Red? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Orange? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Yellow ? 


REINHART—Yes, Spectrum. 

DINSHAH—Green, Blue, Indigo 
and Violet? 

REINHART~—Yes. 

DINSHAH—That is the Visible 
Spectrum ? 

REINHART~— Yes. 

DINSHAH—Then, there is an 
Invisible Spectrum, also coming 
from the Sun? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Which is similar to 
what you get in Ultra-Violet 
Lamps? 


REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Is there anything 
else coming from the Sun besides 
that—in Light ? 

REINHART—No. 


DINSHAH—Then, the Spectrum 
is divided into three major portions 
—the Infra-Red or the Spectrum 
of the Sun below the Red Visible, 
the Visible Red to Violet Spectrum 
and the Ultra-Violet or the one 
from the Violet downward ? 

REINHART—Yes, that is the 
Sun Spectrum. 

DINSHAH—That is the com- 
plete Spectrum of Sunlight—three 
Divisions ? 

REINHARTW—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, if I tell you 
that we do not use the Infra-Red, 
will you believe that? 

REINHART—Yes, there is no 
Infra-Red there; there is no Heat 
there. 

DINSHAH—And there is no 
Ultra-Violet there? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—So I use only the 
Visible Spectrum ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, sir, if I tell 
you that the Visible Spectrum of 
Color is the one that has actual 
Chemical Properties from the Sun, 
am I saying anything wrong or 
right? The Chemical Power of 
Sunlight ranges from Red to the 
Violet Color? 

REINHART—Yes., 

DINSHAH—In Light? 

REINHART—If I understand 
you correctly, yes; Sunlight has 
Chemical Power. 


DINSHAH —And the Visible 
Spectrum of Red to the Violet has 
the Chemical Power? 

REINHART~—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, why does a 
mixture of Hydrogen and Chlorine 
explode in the presence of Blue 
Light, but not in that of the Red? 

REINHART—This is a simple, 
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elementary Laboratory Experi- 
ment—Hydrogen and Chlorine in 
the presence of Sunlight explode. 
DINSHAH—Surely. Here I am 
showing you a Diagram of Chemi- 
cal Elements, which are put accord- 
ing to their Predominance in the 
Spectral Range. You have the 
Spektraltafeln ? 
REINHART —Yes. 
DINSHAH—Here you will see. 
This is the book in Exhibit; you re- 
member “Healing Triangle Of 
Light” (showing) ? 
REINHARTWYes. 
DINSHAH—Here it says that 
the Red side of the Spectrum is in 
Predominance in certain Elements. 
You see it says, “Single Polarity 
Predominance,” that is, the Spec- 
trum at this point has these pre- 
dominant positions of Lines? 
REINHART That is all right. 
DINSHAH — You admit that 
Cadmium and Hydrogen have these 
Red Lines? 
REINHART Yes. 


DINSHAH—And you also admit 
Copper and Calcium and Helium 
Gas have the Orange? 

REINHART—They would have. 

DINSHAH—And that Sodium 
has Yellow Lines? 

REINHART Yes. 

DINSHAH—And so has Carbon ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I am just taking 
the Major Lines. 

REINHART Yes. 


DINSHAH—And so has Iron; 
you will see Green Lines in the 
Spectrum ? 

REINHART Yes. 

DINSHAH—And Nitrogen and 
Chlorine have Green Lines? 

REINHART Yes. 

DINSHAH—You are an expert 
in Radium; did you ever see the 
Spectrum of Radium? 

REINHART—No, I have never 
seen the Spectrum of Radium. 

DINSHAH—You never saw the 
Spectrum of Radium? 


REINHARTW—No. 

DINSHAH—How do you pose 
then as expert in Radium, when you 
never saw the Spectrum Radium 
emanates? The Spectrum of Ra- 
dium as Radium, has no signifi- 
cance? 

REINHART—N0o! 

DINSHAH—Well, is Radium a 
Chemical Element? 

REINHART—Radium is a Che- 
mical Element. 

DINSHAH—What kind of a 
Spectrum does Radium throw out? 

REINHART — Well, I don’t 
know; I have never seen the Spec- 
trum of Radium. 

DINSHAH—Well, sir, I shall 
show you the Spectrum of Radium 
(showing). Then, according to 
your own self, please look at this 
Spectrum of Radium; admit, is 
there a Predominant Green Line 
there—a batch of Lines? 

REINHARTWtThere are a lot of 
Lines. 

DINSHAH—Is there a Predomi- 
nant Green there in Radium? 

REINHART—I would not say 
“Predominant” ; a number of Lines, 


yes. 
DINSHAH — A 
Green ? 
REINHART Not in Intensity. 
DINSHAH—You admit that, 
then? 
REINHART —In number of 
Lines, but not in Intensity, I said. 
DINSHAH—Radium has this 
Predominance or number of Lines 
on the Green Section. Now, sir, 
then according to this “Healing Tri- 
angle,” I am showing you that Ra- 
dium is also included and is rightly 
included there in the Green Spec- 
trum there (illustrating) ? 
REINHART— Yes. 
DINSHAH—If you see a Spec- 
trum of Mercury there, it will have 
a Greenish Blue Color? 
REINHART — Yes. 
DINSHAH—And Oxygen has a 
Blue Tinge within the Blue Range? 


number of 
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REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Y ou know that Ura- 
nium and Palladium are of a Yel- 
lowish Color? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Bismuth and Lead 
—they have an Indigo Color? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And the Violet Co- 
balt appears with Violet Lines? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And Bromine is de- 
rived from the Greek “Bromos”’ 
meaning “Stench” and has Purple 
Color? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And Lithium and 
Potassium have Magenta Color 
Lines ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And the Lines of 


the Spectra of Argon and Manga- 
nese are also rich in Scarlet Color 
Lines ? 

REINHART—Yes; I am taking 
that from the basis of my rather — 

DINSHAH—Your own knowl- 
edge? 

REINHART — Limited knowl- 
edge. 

DINSHAH—Yes. Am showing 
you this Diagram, Exhibit 10. Now, 
will you kindly see if this Exhibit 
is a copy of what you just now 
said? Kindly check on them with 
this Exhibit—this Element Ex- 
hibit. 

REINHART— You niean com- 
pare this with this (indicating) ? 

DINSHAH—The Elements that 
are in those Colors; just read those 
Elements, please and compare with, 
say, Range in Colors. 

REINHART—It won’t do any 
hurt (compares). They agree. 

DINSHAH—wWill you show me 
where they disagree? 

REINHART—I am merely say- 
inge—if you want me to take the 
time, I will compare each one. 

DINSHAH—Now, will you kind- 
ly see if the Cadmium and Hydro- 


gen are Red? Is that right there? 

REINHART—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I shall read on Or- 
ange: “Aluminum, Antimony, Ar- 
senic, Boron, Calcium, Copper, He- 
lium, Selenium, Silicon, Zenon’? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH — Yellow: “Carbon, 
Magnesium, Molybdenum, Osmium, 
Palladium, Glucinum, Iridium, Plat- 
inum, Rhodium, Ruthenium, Sodi- 
um, Tin, Tungsten”? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH — Lemon: “Cerium, 
Germanium, Gold, Iodine, Iron, 
Lanthanum, Neodymium, Phos- 
phorus, Praseodymium, Samarium, 
Seandium, Silver, Sulphur, Thor- 
ium, Titanium, Uranium, Vanad- 
ium, Yttrium, Zirconium” ? 

REINHART—Yes. 


DINSHAH — Green: ‘Barium, 
Chlorine, Nitrogen, Radium, Tel- 
lurium, Thallium; Kashmirium, 
which is one we left out, which is 
an Element discovered by me, 
which we shall not discuss.” 

Turquoise: ‘Chromium, Colum- 
bium, Fluorine, Mercury, Nickel, 
Tantalum, Zinc.” 


Blue: ‘“Caesium, Indium, Oxy- 
gen,” 

Indigo: “Bismuth, Ionium, Lead, 
Polonium.”’ 

Violet: ‘Actinium, Cobalt, Gal- 
lium, Niton,” 

Purple: “Bromine, Europium, 


Gadolinium, Terbium.” 

Magenta: “Lithium, Potassium, 
Rubidium, Strontium.” 

Searlet: “Argon, Dysprosium, 
Erbium, Holmium, Lutecium, Man- 
ganese, Thulium, Ytterbium.” 

There is one other Element in 
Magenta, which also I discovered 
and which is Irenium, left out of 
the question. Do you _ identify 
those? 

REINHART—I can look at the 
Colors. It appears to be the same 
thing. 

DINSHAH—tThe only thing is, 
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this is put in a circle (indicating), 
this is put in a double triangle (in- 
dicating) ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You identify those, 
that those are the Major Lines com- 
ing on these various Colors that 
are represented? 


REINHART—As far as my lim- 
ited knowledge goes, yes. 
DINSHAH—As far as the Spec- 
trum Analysis goes? 
REINHART —Yes, plus. 
DINSHAH—Plus what I know. 
Yes, that is right. 
REINHART—No. Plus some of 
the Lines that they have. 
DINSHAH—But, these are the 
Predominant Lines? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Now, sir, there is 
one very important thing here con- 
cerned and that is, that all these 
Chemical Elements lie within the 
Visible Spectral Range, according 
to this then? 
REINHART—In the Visible and 
outside of ‘the Visible too. 
DINSHAH — But the Visible 
Spectrum of Light has Chemical 
Potencies indicated by these Lines, 
then? 
. REINHART — Indicated by the 
Lines and without the Lines. 
DINSHAH — We shall leave 
“without the Lines,” because, we 
do not use the Spectrum “without 
the Lines” ? 
REINHART—We always use the 
Spectrum without the Lines. 
DINSHAH—You know the Spec- 
trum without the Lines is a Burn- 
ing Spectrum ? 
REINHART—Oh, no. 
DINSHAH—tInfra-Red is the 
Spectrum of Heat; is it not? 
REINHART—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Does Heat burn the 
Body or cool it? 
REINHART—Well, Heat re- 
sponds to in ratio with the rise of 
Temperature, but, the Infra-Red 


are not necessarily the Heat Rays. 
Any of the Rays that are generated 
visibly in Red, High Frequency UI- 
tra-Violet, X-Rays, all generate 
Heat. 

DINSHAH—Infra-Red — when 
you go below the Spectrum of the 
Visible Red Range, you are going 
into the Heat Rays? 

REINHART—No, you are going 
into a Range. 

DINSHAH—Into a Range of 

Heat Rays. What happens to the 
Absorption of Energy with the rise 
of Temperature? 
REINHART—lIt also responds to 
the rise of Temperature with the 
other Radiation. It is a little more 
intense. 

DINSHAH—Our Body radiates 
Heat, does it not? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—It does not burn an- 
other person ? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—What produces that 
Chemical Energy in the Body? 

REINHART—Combustion. 

DINSHAH — Combustion of 
what? 

REINHART — Various Com- 
pounds combining with Oxygen. 

DINSHAH—Now, if I tell you 
that the Heat of the Body is pro- 
duced by the Combination of the 
Oxygen of the Air, with the Hydro- 
gen and Carbon in the Human 
Body, will you admit that? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—It is. Therefore, as 
you admit it, that Red has the Hy- 
drogen Line in it, is it impossible 
for anyone to conceive a knowledge 
of applying that same Color Wave, 
to increase the Hydrogen tendency 
in the Human Body ? 

REINHART—No, I can not see 
any connection. 

DINSHAH—You can not see it, 
because you never studied Biology. 
We shall bring it out from an ex- 
pert. We shall drop that subject. 
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You know that Heat burns? 
REINHART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Therefore, I can not 

use Heat with safety in the hand 

of an unpractised person? 


REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—Beyond the Violet 
Seale, there is a Scale known as the 
Ultra-Violet? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Which has a burn- 
ing effect, also? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Destructive effect ? 

REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, can you 
understand why God put these In- 
fra-Red and Ultra-Violet Rays in 
the Spectrum, for Heat and burn- 
ing of the things in the field? 

REINHART — Why, He, of 
course 

DINSHAH—Well, just your own 
viewpoint? 

REINHART—I am ealling on 
God in this thing. The Sun is a 
source of Energy and it happens — 

DINSHAH—We are talking of 
Energy. 

REINHART—lIt happens to have 
Infra-Red and Ultra-Violet, which 
to give in the hand of an ordinary 
layman—a machine that gives out 
Ultra-Violet Rays like X-Rays or 
Radium Emanation—TI should not 
do it. 

DINSHAH—If you did, it would 
burn? 

REINHART—May be. 

DINSHAH—Radium burns or 
does not burn? 

REINHART—Depends on the 
application. 

DINSHAH—You know very well 
that Radium is a very powerful, de- 
structive, Therapeutical Agent? 


REINHART—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And if placed in the 
hands of any person not knowing 
its use, it would ruin the Body— 
burn it? 

REINHART—It could. 


JUSTICE—We are not interest- 
ed in that, are we, Doctor? 

DINSHAH—No, sir, I-am com- 
ing to the point. Therefore, be- 
tween the Red and the Violet side 
of the Spectrum, is a safe range of 
activities which would not destroy 
the Tissues ? 

REINHART—It is biologically 
inert. 

DINSHAH—Are you prepared 
to take an Oath that it is chemical- 
ly inert? 

REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—It is not chemically 
inert. Therefore, when Color from 
that is projected on a Human Body, 
you are using an Energy that can 
make Chemical Reactions in the 
Body ? 

REINHART—Oh, slightly. 


DINSHAH—Surely. Discharged. 

At this conclusion, Leo Hagerty 
started his Redirect Examination, 
as if enough spinning and carding 
of the cotton of Color Rays was not 
already done. 

HAGERTY—See if I understand 
an awtul lot about this! When you 
turn the various Lights on here, 
when you turn the White Light on 
or the direct Light from the Bulb, it 
goes fast? 

REINHARTW—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And when the Col- 
onel turned on this, what he called 
the Violet Light, it went much 
slower, I noticed? 

REINHART—Yes. 

HAGERTY—What does that? 
Does the Light do that or is it in the 
Intensity of the Heat coming from 
the Bulb? 

REINHART—To me, it is the 
Intensity of the Light only. 

HAGERTY—tThe Glass that you 
found here is a Colored Glass, as 
you say? 

REINHART—Yes. 

HAGERTY—It has a Dye in it? 

REINHART—Well, it is colored. 
I don’t know the particular use of 
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Dye, if you want the actual Dye 
that is doing the coloring. 

HAGERTY—Do I _ understand 
you testified that the difference in 
the Colors here, whatever it comes 
from, will decrease the Intensity 
of the Heat coming from that 
Bulb? 

REINHART—Well, it will ab- 
sorb certain amount of it. 

HAGERTY—tThat is the Slides— 
Color Slides —— 

REINHART—tThere is very little 
Heat to start with 

HAGERTY—The White Light 
coming through the open aper- 
ture 

DINSHAH—Pardon me, Your 
Honor; I want that answer, please. 
What did you say about the Heat? 
It has “very little Heat to start 
with ?” 

REINHART—Well, the Heat of a 
Bulb depends—when you say “a 
little,” may be I should qualify that 
and put that in more quantitative 
terms. We are all familiar with 
the Heat of 100 Watt Bulb. Of 
course, the Heat of a 1,000 Watt 
Bulb will have somewhat more In- 
tensity. That was something tan- 
gible as compared with the Heat 
from a hot Radiator. I think we 
can appreciate, that the Heat from 
a Bulb is considerably less than that 
from a Radiator or a hot Electric 
Wire or a ‘hot Iron. 

JUSTICE—I take it, the Fre- 
quency of these Vibrations or Os- 
cillations, whatever you call it, of 
the Light, depends upon—the Low- 
er Frequency that vibrates very 
slowly or turns very slowly and the 
higher it goes the faster it goes? 

REINHART —It is Intensity 
rather than Frequency. 

HAGERTY—It is Intensity, that 
is what I am getting at. 

REINHART—Yes. 

JUSTICE—Starting with the 
Violet, it increases until you get up 
to White Light? 


REINHART—Well, no, I do not 
mean that. I take it that two col- 
ored—application of two different 
Colors, can reduce the Light to the 
same Intensity, not depending on 
the Color. Of course, I have made 
no tests in that way. I am merely 
saying that as my opinion. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I want 
one question only in regard to this 
to clarify the situation, please, with 
your permission. 

JUSTICE—AII right, go ahead. 

Thus encouraged, I began my Re- 
cross Examination of the learned 
gentleman. 

DINSHAH—There is a confu- 
sion here, Mr. Reinhart, about the 
Intensity of Light coming from the 
Color Slides and the Intensity of 
the Vibration or Oscillation Fre- 
quency in Angstrom Units. 


REINHART—You are confusing 
terms again. 

DINSHAH—Let us use your own 
terms, please. I want the Honor- 
able Court to understand. 

REINHART—You speak of Os- 
cillation Frequencies in Angstrom 
Units. 

DINSHAH—I shall speak about 
Angstrom Units, so that you and I 
can work to the same point. 

REINHART—AII right. 

DINSHAH—Please tell the Hon- 
orable Jury just one answer: Sup- 
posing you have a Red Light in a 
house Bulb or in any way a small 
Red Light of weak Intensity, will 
that change the Angstrom Unit 
Wave Length as compared to a 
very powerful Red Light? 

REINHART—No. 


DINSHAH—AIll Red Lights, 
small or large —— 
REINHART—Not ALL Red 


Lights, but, the same Red Light, 
more Intensity has a greater range. 
You can have two separate Red 
Lights, will have different Wave 
Lengths. 

DINSHAH—I am speaking of 
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Qualitative, not Quantitative An- 
alysis. Supposing, here is a Red 
Light of ten candle-power. 
REINHARTW~Yes. 
DINSHAH—It will have so many 
Angstrom Units pertaining to the 
Red Color? 
REIN HART—Yes. 
DINSHAH—As Wave Lengths? 
REINHART —Yes. 
DINSHAH—Now, if this Light 
were ten million candle-power, will 
that be any different in the Wave 
Length of Red as a Color? 


REINHART—No. 

DINSHAH—The Wave Length is 
always the same, whatever the In- 
tensity ? 

REINHART—tThat is it. 

DINSHAH—Fine. That is all. 


(The RADIOMETER was receiv- 
ed in Evidence and marked Defen- 
dant’s Exhibit 24.) 


As the Exhibit was received and 
marked, suddenly the Prosecutor 
stood up. 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
the People rest. 

That apparently ended the story 
the People of the Empire State had 
to say against the hapless Defen- 
dant. They thought Dinshah was 
well roped; Dinshah, however, 
thought differently. He meant to 


navigate the Trial in such a man- 
ner as to get the Truth from the 
People’s own witnesses; he awaited 
that opportunity, following the 
same line. 

DINSHAH—May I start, Your 
Honor? 

JUSTICE—Unless you want to 
make a Motion. 

DINSHAH—May I request the 
Jury to be dismissed when I make 
the Motion? 

JUSTICE—Yes; you may renew 
the Motion. 

DINSHAH—I shall make a Mo- 
tion for the Dismissal of this In- 
dictment, that the Prosecution 
failed to prove its case. 

JUSTICEK—I will deny your Mo- 
tion. You may have the Exception. 

DINSHAH—The Defense goes 
on ? 


JUSTICE—Yes. You can go 


ahead. We will go ahead at 2 
o'clock. 

DINSHAH—Am I allowed an Ex- 
ception ? 


JUSTICE—Surely. You may 

have an Exception to all my Rul- 
ings. 
So all went to lunch, but, as I 
take no lunch, stayed there looking 
around and—thinking, listening 
quietly to remarks of others, while 
not divulging my views. 


CHAPTER 7 
QUESTIONS ABOUT HOUSMAN HUGHES 


At 2 P. M., the ginning factory 
again started. The Defendant had 
some ideas floating in ‘his mind and 
did not intend to launch into his 
Defense before ascertaining the sol- 
idity of his ground. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, before 
I start with the work of this after- 
noon, I wish to ask Your Honor 
something relevant to something of 
which you spoke yesterday. The 
Cross Examination of the Prosecut- 
ing Complaining Witness was inter- 


rupted, when you gave the learned 
Counselor here the opportunity of 
putting on the Expert. 

J USTICE—Do you want to cross 
examine him? 

DINSHAH—I am not particular- 
ly anxious to waste the time of the 
Honorable Court, but, if you will 
reserve for me that privilege until 
the end, I want to put on the Thera- 
peutical Witnesses before Your 
Honor, to get the main issue on the 
stand. 
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JUSTICE—I think that is the 
main thing. I do not think there is 
anything to be gained by cross ex- 
amining Hughes any further. 

DINSHAH — There are many 
relevant points, but, I want to es- 
tablish them to save your time. 

JUSTICE—I take it, the main 
issue and main question of Defense 
here is, whether this Apparatus 
that you sold had any curative pro- 
perties, that justified you in mak- 
ing some representations as to its 
value. 

DINSHAH—It was not sold, 
Your Honor; it was merely hired. 

JUSTICE—That does not make 
any difference. Getting the main 
thing for the construction and leas- 
ing of the Machine. I do not think 
it makes any difference whether it 
was sold or hired. 


DINSHAH—tThen, do I under- 
stand that in case of that being 
necessary, Your Honor will grant 
me the privilege of cross examin- 
ing Mr. Hughes? 

JUSTICE—If it becomes neces- 
sary—if there is anything that is 
in dispute. His Evidence seems to 
be more or less undisputed up to 
date. 

DINSHAH—Not by me, Your 
Honor; his whole Evidence is dis- 
puted by me. 

JUSTICE—Then, it becomes a 
question of fact when you dispute 
it. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—If it is necessary—if 
you want him, I will let you cross 
examine him. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. Then I 
shall start the Defense. 


CHAPTER 8 
MEDICAL DOCTOR DEFENDS SPECTRO-CHROME 


Welcome Anson Hanor, M.D., was 
called on the Witness Stand to tes- 
tify for the Defense. 

DINSHAH—wWhere do you live? 

HANOR—Dunkirk, New York; 
Doctor; my residence is Silver 
Creek, New York and I also have 
an Office in Dunkirk, New York and 
an Office in Buffalo, New York. 

DINSHAH—How long have you 
known the Defendant-at-the-Bar ? 

HANOR—I met Colonel Dinshah 
at the Pennsylvania Hotel, New 
York City, at a Meeting of Medical 
Doctors—Medical Convention. The 
Colonel was in uniform and was 
Pilot of the Aeroplane Defense of 
New York City. 

DINSHAH—That was in what 
year, please? 

HANOR—1918. 

DINSHAH—Were we connected 
in any Medical Association at that 
time? 

HANOR—We were. 


DINSHAH—As what? 

HANOR—You were Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Allied Medical Associa- 
tions and I was also a Vice-Presi- 


ent. 

JUSTICE—What was that Asso- 
ciation ? 

HANOR—The Allied Medical As- 
sociations of America. 

DINSHAH—Of what was that 
composed? Doctors from all over 
the country? 

HANOR — Licensed Physicians 
and Surgeons of America. 

DINSHAH—Dr. Hanor, when 
Spectro-Chrome was first put on 
the market or before the public, in 
1920, did you investigate the Sci- 
ence? 

HANOR—I did; several times 
and several places. 

DINSHAH—wWhere did you take 
your Course on Spectro-Chrome 
Metry ? 

HANOR—I took my Course in 
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Spectro-Chrome Metry at Bradford, 
Pennsylvania. 


DINSHAH—Who were present 
in that Class in which you took it 
first? 

HANOR—A Class of, I think, 19 
or 20 Physicians and 2 or 3 Nurses. 

DINSHAH—AI] Licensed Physi- 
cians? 

HANOR—They were. 

DINSHAH — What year was 
that? 

HANOR—Why, I believe that 
was about 1921; it may have been 
1922. 

DINSHAH—Kindly look at that 
Equipment behind you. After your 
Graduation, did you get an Equip- 
ment like that? 

HANOR—TI did. 

DINSHAH—Did you use it? 

HANOR—I did. 

DINSHAH—In what work did 
you use that Equipment? 

HANOR—I used it in connection 
with my practice and general cases 
as they presented, that I thought 
might be indicated; I used it in 
Burns, I used it in Arthritis, Dia- 
betes, Cancer, Empyema, Pulmo- 
nary Tuberculosis, Enlarged Ton- 
sils. 

DINSHAH—Did you use it in 
any cases of Dementia Praecox or 
Insanity? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Any Heart Disord- 
ers? 

HANOR—I have. 

DINSHAH—Any Intestinal Dis- 
orders? 

HANOR—Constipation. 

DINSHAH—Did you use it for 
any cases of High or Low Blood 
Pressure? 

HANOR—I have. 

DINSHAH—What were your re- 
sults from your own medical stand- 
point with the use of that Equip- 
ment? 

HANOR—tThey were excellent. 

DINSHAH—Did you get any 


cases rejected according to the old 
doctrine of Medicine? 
HANOR—If I accepted cases 
that have been rejected? I have. 
DINSHAH—As incurable, so 
called? 


HANOR—Well, I have had cases 
that were getting worse. I don’t 
know that the Physicians refused 
to treat them. 

JUSTICE—Whether they declar- 
ed them hopeless, you don’t know 
that? 

HANOR—Well, I think I do, if I 
can have a little time to think; I 
have treated so many cases. 

DINSHAH—I shall put another 
question, Doctor. 

HANOR—I am treating one at 
present, that has been pronounced 
hopeless. 

DINSHAH—What case is that? 

HANOR—That I have not dis- 
missed, but, the patient is improv- 
ing. 

DINSHAH—wWhat case is it? 

HANOR—Case of Cancer. 

DINSHAH—Where? 

HANOR—Syracuse, New York, 
diagnosed by the X-Ray as having 
Cancer and pronounced hopeless. 
They have called me in to give her 
what relief I might be able to, ex- 
pecting nothing more and with that 
understanding. The patient has be- 
come active and is getting around 
the streets and so far as I can —— 

DINSHAH—Is improving? 

HANOR—The ultimate outcome 
no one knows as yet. 

JUSTICE—Where were you gra- 
duated in Medicine? 

HANOR—Syracuse, New York. 

JUSTICE—When ? 

HANOR—1908. 

JUSTICE—You are in actual 
practice still? 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH — That Instrument 
that you have, then according to 
your opinion, has it any therapeu- 
tic or healing value or is it a use- 
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less piece of mechanism? 

HANOR—Absolutely valuable. I 
should hate to practise without it. 

DINSHAH—Do you remember 
the case of a lady in Angola, New 
York, the mother-in-law of a gen- 
tleman there, by name Mr. William 
S. Harrison? 

HANOR—I do. 

DINSHAH—I mean the gentle- 
man connected with the realty cor- 
poration—Harrison Corporation? 

HANOR—I do. Mrs. Bangert is 
the mother-in-law of Mr. Harrison. 

DINSHAH—You took that case 
in hand? 

HANOR—I did. Mrs. Bangert 
had been in ill health for all of 20 
years. 

DINSHAH—Suffering from —— 

HANOR—As I understand it, 
constantly under the care of Physi- 
cians; active, however and about 
and doing her housework, but, in 
great distress and annoyance from 
Stomach and Intestinal Troubles 
and I had a Lamp in her home, I 
presume, about 2 years. 

DINSHAH—What Lamp? 

HANOR—Well, not this one, but 
a different model. 

DINSHAH—That is, it was a dif- 
ferent model of Spectro-Chrome or 
another kind? 

HANOR—lIt was. 

DINSHAH—It was a Spectro- 
Chrome Equipment? 

HANOR—It was. 

DINSHAH—Without a Motor? 

HANOR—It was. 

_ DINSHAH—With Color Slides in 


it? 
HANOR—Color Slides in it. 
DINSHAH — Were the Color 
Slides of that Equipment also simi- 
lar in Color to this? 
HANOR—tThey were; yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Turn and examine 
it. 
HANOR—TI know. 
DINSHAH—Make a comparison 
and see, according to Spectro- 


Chrome. 

HANOR—Well, I have handled it 
so much, I can testify without man- 
ipulating it. 

DINSHAH—In your Instrument, 
the Instrument that was given to 
you, exactly the same as this, did 
you use similar Slide-Carrier with 
these Slides? 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH—And it gave uni- 
form successful results? 

HANOR—I have had failures and 
I have had wonderful success. 

DINSHAH—Would those fail- 
ures be attributed only to the 
Equipment or to the bygone condi- 
tion of the case itself? 

HANOR—Bygone condition of 
the case. 


DINSHAH—Was that directly 
attributable ——— 

HANOR—The case of Cancer in 
which I have failed, was a case 
which should have been treated by 
X-Ray, the Radium or the Knife. 

DINSHAH—You ‘took the Class 
work how many times? 

HANOR—I sat in your Classes 
for about four times. 

DINSHAH—You repeated that 
Course in Cleveland, Ohio? 

HANOR—I did. 

DINSHAH—You first took it in 
Bradford and you repeated it in 
Cleveland, Ohio? 

HANOR—I did. 

DINSHAH—Also, you took it 
here, in Buffalo, New York, last 


year 7 

HANOR—I did; I have had three 
Courses. 

J USTICE—AI] under the Profes- 
sor here? 

HANOR—AII under Colonel Din- 


shah. 
DINSHAH—Is there any other 
Instructor of this system, any- 
where? 
HANOR—I know of none. 
DINSHAH—I gave you the 
whole tuition? 
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HANOR—You do. 

DINSHAH—Did you study in the 
Class Spectroscopy, with Charts 
and everything demonstrated ? 

HANOR—TI have. 

DINSHAH-—TI show to you here 
a Photogram and ask you if this 
represents a layout of a Class in 
Spectro-Chrome? Do you recog- 
nize any of the Instruments there, 
the Organ and so on? 

HANOR—I do. 

DINSHAH — Spectroscope and 
the like? 

HANOR—I do. 

DINSHAH—And is this a layout 
of a Class for teaching the instruc- 
tion in Spectro-Chrome? 

HANOR—lIt is; that is the ab- 
solute layout. 

DINSHAH—I put that in Exhib- 
it. 

(The referred PHOTOGRAM was 
received in Evidence and marked 
Defendant’s Exhibit 25.) 

DINSHAH—The Class is not 
simply for selling an Equipment, 
put, is given as a scientific under- 
standing of the Equipment ? 

HANOR—Absolutely; that is as 
I understand it. 

DINSHAH—Did you find in your 
work that Charts are issued in the 
Class to the Student? 

HANOR—I did. 

DINSHAH—Do you recognize 
this Chart of the Predominant 
Spectroscopical System there (in- 
dicating’) ? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And this Therapeu- 
tical System (indicating) ? 

HANOR—I do 

DINSHAH—Of the Attributes to 
which each Color is to be put? 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH—And the Areas of 
the Human Body where the vital 
Organs are? 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH—And this Chart (in- 
dicating) showing what course the 


Color Waves take in the Human 
Body? 
HANOR—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—And you recognize 
this (indicating) Occult Operation 
Of The Great Sympathetic Nervous 
System also? 

HANOR—That is one of the 
teachings in the Class. 

DINSHAH—Is there anything 
that you found in this teaching 
that was not appealing to your sci- 
entific mind? 

HANOR—It did all appeal to me 
very much. 

DINSHAH—You recognize this 
Itisometer Chart also (indicating) ? 

HANOR—TI do. 

DINSHAH—Have you an Itiso- 
meter to which this Chart is ap- 
plicable? 

HANOR—L have. 

DINSHAH—You have been us- 
ing that Machine also in conjunc- 
tion with this? 

HANOR—I have. 

DINSHAH—I shall not go into 
that detail, although it is of some 
interest here, because, it is not a 
part of the issue. 

J USTICE—You use this Machine 
just as it is set up here? 

ANOR—Absolutely, yes and 
many others; he has several other 
models; I have many Machines. 

DINSHAH—AI] made by Spec- 
tro-Chrome Institute and my in- 
ventions? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

JUSTICE—And all with good re- 
sults, as you claim? 

HANOR—I say, I have had fail- 
ures; I have had remarkable re- 
sults; I have had failures. 

DINSHAH — Failures — those 
would happen with anything? 

HANOR—Yes. 

DINSHAH — You know this 
Chart (indicating) ? 

HANOR—Yes, I do. 

DINSHAH—Do I explain about 
Vibrations ? 
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HANOR—1I would like to modify 
my statement about failures. It 
was a mistaken judgment on my 
part, in the anxiety to help people 
and in accepting cases that should 
not have been accepted, as tests in 
any way at all whatever. 

DINSHAH—But, at any rate, it 
was not the fault of the Equipment 
anyhow ? 

HANOR—Absolutely not. Pati- 
ents that had to die. 

DINSHAH—One more question, 
Doctor; the last question I shall 
put to you: Did you hear me play 
the Organ? 

HANOR—I have. 

DINSHAH—Did I explain Oscil- 


latory Frequency of Sound Waves, 
with the Organ or was it used as a 
mere toy for entertaining the pub- 
ic? 

HANOR — Well, I understood 
that there was a scientific purpose 
in the use of it. 

DINSHAH—How long did I play 
on the Organ each evening? 

HANOR—Why, I should say four 
or five minutes. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever see me 
play it half an hour or one hour, to 
waste the time of the audience? 

HANOR—No, I never felt that it 
was wasted. 

DINSHAH — Please, take the 
Witness. 


CHAPTER 9 
PROSECUTOR GETS PAIN IN THE NECK 


It did not seem that the Prose- 
cutor Leo Hagerty relished the tell- 
ing Testimony of Dr. Welcome A. 
Hanor. So he started at the tail 
end to find if the worthy Medical 
Doctor was standing on a ‘‘wooden 
leg.” 


HAGERTY—You say you under- 
stood that there was some scientific 
purpose connected with the playing 
of the Organ? 

HANOR—I did. I understood it 
was to demonstrate the synchrony 
of Sound. There were different Vi- 
brations in different Notes. That 
was my understanding of it. 


HAGERTY—And that was in 
connection with this Machine used 
—the Apparatus? 

HANOR—It had no connection 
with the Machine, excepting that it 
was as a foundation, to lay the—to 
get the knowledge before the Stu- 
dent. That was my interpretation 
of it; to elicit certain principles in- 
volved in the Course later on. 

HAGERTY—You are a Graduate 
Physician, are you not? 

HANOR—Why, certainly. 


HAGERTY—You thhave had to go 
back to the Course how many times, 
before you finally knew what it was 
all about ? 

HANOR—I have not had to go. I 
practised it after my first Course. 

HAGERTY—yYou are a rather 
firm disciple of Colonel Dinshah ? 

HANOR—No, sir. Absolutely I 
am in for whatever method will 
help my patient. 

HAGERTY—But you have been 
following his advice—following his 
teachings, for at least about ten 
years ? 

HANOR—Well, I have been glad 
to doit. I have tried it 

HAGERTY—I am not talking 
about how glad you were to do it 
or not glad to do it, but, you have 
followed it? 

-HANOR—TI have, absolutely, yes, 
SIL. 

HAGERTY—How many Courses 
of Lectures have you attended? 

HANOR—I have sat in at three 
Courses. 

HAGERTY—And do you use 
any Drugs now? 
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HANOR—I do. 

HAGERTY—yYou use Drugs in 
addition to the Machine. 

HANOR—I do. I do not put all 
cases on Spectro-Chrome. I use 
Surgery; I use whatever is indicat- 
ed; I use Electricity. 

HAGERTY—You use Surgery? 
You use this Apparatus? You use 
Drugs? 

HANOR—HI use Surgery; I use 
any method I believe is indicated 
for my patient. 


HAGERTY—As I understand 
you, this Apparatus here, you have 
treated Insanity with it? 

HANOR-—I have; yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Cancer ? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Constipation? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Tuberculosis? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Empyema? 

JUSTICE—What is “Pyema” ? 

HANOR—Empyema. 

JUSTICE—Y es. 

HANOR—Empyema is a condi- 
tion, in which Pus is forming 
around the Lungs, in the Pleural 
Cavity—a very serious condition. 

HAGERTY—And this Appara- 
tus will cure all those Diseases and 
Ailments? 

HANOR—I do not say that it 
cured a case of Empyema. 

HAGERTY—wWell, will it cure 
any and all Diseases? 

HANOR—I can not say that. I 
am saying what I have done with it 
in certain cases. 

HAGERTY—What was the Col- 
onel’s teaching in that respect, at 
the Classes of Lectures that you 
attended ? 

HANOR—The knowledge that I 
got from his Course was, that he 
tried to impart to me the knowl- 
edge of Colors or these Wave 
Lengths, which would normalize a 
patient or tend to bring about nor- 
mality and was not directed so 


much at any particular Disease. 

HAGERTY—Did he teach at 
those Lectures that it would cure 
any and all Diseases? 
we ee I don’t think he 

id. 
HAGERTY—Well, what did he 
say about cures? 

HANOR—I don’t know that he 
told me it would cure anything. 

HAGERTY—You don’t know 
whether he told you it would cure 
anything? 

HANOR—No. 

HAGERTY—wWell, what do you 
use it for? 

HANOR—If I have a High Fever, 
that he taught a certain Color that 
would reduce a High Fever; a Low 
Blood Pressure, a certain Tonation 
that would increase that Blood 
Pressure. 


HAGERTY—tThere is no such 
thing in the Dictionary as “to- 
nate”? 

HANOR—I don’t know. 

HAGERTY—Haven’t you ever 
looked to see? 

HANOR—Well, I can’t say that 
I have. 

HAGERTY—wWhat? 

HANOR—I never have looked in 
the Dictionary to find that word. 

HAGERTY—wWhere did you first 
hear such a word as “‘tonate”’ ? 

HANOR—Tonate, well, I think it 
is very possible I heard it in the 
Colonel’s Class Room. 

HAGERTY—From the Colonel? 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—What does “tonate”’ 
mean, according to the Colonel ? 

HANOR—Tonate means to—in 
the—would be to normalize. 


HAGERTY—What does ‘“nor- 
malize’” mean? Do you know any 
such word in the Dictionary as 
“Normalator” ? 

HANOR—I started to tell you. 
You interrupted me. If you want 
to normalize a Blood Pressure, a 
certain Color Wave thrown on that 
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person, will normalize that Blood 
Pressure; that may correct certain 
things that we are given to calling 
“Diseases.” 

HAGERTY—Well now, you said 
tonate means normalize. What does 
“normalize” mean? 

HANOR—Well, if Blood Pressure 
is low 

HAGERTY—I am not talking 
about Blood Pressure. 

HANOR—I have got to illustrate 
with something—to bring to nor- 
mail. 

DINSHAH—I request he be al- 
lowed to answer what he means. 


JUSTICE—He has answered it 
now. He says “to bring back to 
normal.” 

HANOR—If the Blood Pressure 
is low, that is “abnormal”; if we 
can “normalize” it, we will bring it 
up to normal; if bringing it up to 
normal improves some Disease, it 
has worked favorably on it, has it 
not? 

HAGERTY—If your Blood Pres- 
sure is low, what do you use to 
make it normal? 

HANOR-—I use the Color Scarlet. 

HAGERTY—And if it is high, 
what Color do you use to make it 
normal? 

HANOR—Purple. 

HAGERTY—And if your Heart 
is weak, what Color do you use to 
make it normal? 

HANOR—Two or three different 
Colors, which have worked on 
them. 

HAGERTY—What Colors are 
they? 

HANOR—Magenta is one, Scar- 
let is another and Green is another 
and there would be certain indica- 
tions such as you might use. 

HAGERTY—If you have got 
Dementia Praecox, that is a form 
of Insanity, what Colors do you use 
to make yourself normal ? 

HANOR—Well, you use—I will 
say what I did use. I used Green 
to the Head of this patient and I 


used Lemon all over his Body. All 
of these patients have lived on a 
diet which makesthem overacid 
and Lemon is an Antacid or an Al- 
kali. 

HAGERTY—Lemon Color? 

HANOR—Yes, sir and that will 
so affect the system that it will re- 
duce that Acidity. 

HAGERTY—If you are consti- 
pated, what Color do you use for it? 

HANOR— Y ellow. 

HAGERTY—How long does it 
take to relieve the Constipation? 
How long do you have to keep the 
Lamp on you, with the Yellow 
Color? 

HANOR—It varies. If a man 
uses it one time to correct a patient, 
you might use it a week and it 
might require some other Color 
perhaps. 

HAGERTY—And if you have 
got Cancer, what do you do to make 
yourself normal? When you have 
got Cancer, what Color do you use? 


HANOR—Well, there is no one 
particular Color. You bring the 
person’s Blood Pressure to nor- 
mal; you bring the Respiration to 
normal and bring their Pulse to nor- 
mal and your patient begins to im- 

rove. 

HAGERTY—Well, now, what is 
Cancer? 

HANOR—Well, I think that is a 
subject that there is not agreement 
on, perhaps. The Scientific World 
has not been able to agree on Can- 
cer. 

DINSHAH—If we are going into 
those things, we shall be running 
into Spectro-Chrome and I shall be 
compelled to bring irrelevant things 
into this case. 

JUSTICE—I think Mr. Hagerty 
is within his rights on Cross-Ex- 
amination, as testing out the Doc- 
tor’s experience and so forth. 

DINSHAH—As to what is called 
Cancer? Then, I shall have to bring 
in Evidence that further elucidates 
that matter, Your Honor. 
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JUSTICE—Well, I don’t know 
about that. We will see. 

HANOR—I know of no Color 
that will cure Cancer. We correct 
all things that we can see about 
that person which is wrong and the 
patient begins usually to improve. 

HAGERTY—wWell, if a person 
comes to you and assuming that the 
person has a Cancer in the inside 
somewhere, that you can not see 
and in case the patient does not 
know he has got a Cancer there, 
how do you determine whether he 
has got Cancer and what Color to 
put on there to make him normal? 


HANOR—I would not need this 
system of Diagnosis, to tell me he 
had Cancer. 

HAGERTY—Do you diagnose 
your patients? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Of course, you can. 
You are a Physician? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—And as a Physician 
you have studied Anatomy ? 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—And you under- 
stand about the Human Body, do 
you not? 

HANOR—I am supposed to. 

HAGERTY—Did you understand 
anything that the Colonel and Mr. 
Reinhart were talking about this 
morning? 

HANOR—I thought I compre- 
hended most of it. 

DINSHAH—I object to that 
question. The Witness is not sup- 
posed to know what the other Wit- 
ness sald about it. 

JUSTICE—Well, he was here, I 
take it. 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—But are we suppos- 
ed to comment on other Witnesses’ 
Testimony? 

JUSTICE—No, he did not. He 


asked him if he understood the Ex- | 


amination and Cross-Examination. 
DINSHAH—Why not put the 


particular question, Your Honor, to 
bring the thing to an issue? 

JUSTICE—Well, he may. I don’t 
know. Go ahead. 


DINSHAH—There were so many 
questions shot back and forth, there 
would be no end to this. 

JUSTICE—He said he under- 
stood it generally. Go ahead. 

HAGERTY—Did you understand 
that discourse between Mr. Rein- 
hart and the Colonel this morning, 
about Chemistry and about Physics 
and so forth? 


HANOR—Well, I think that I 
am, in common with most every- 
body ‘here, that a great deal of it 
was over most of the people’s heads. 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

HANOR—And I do not pretend 
to understand all, that took place 
in that conversation, but, if you 
will give me a specific question, I 
will tell you whether I understood 
that particular question or not. 


HAGERTY—I can not do that. I 
heard it all myself. I was a listen- 
er. Now, when did you start using 
this Machine, did you say? 

HANOR—Well, I can not tell you 
absolutely. I presume about 1921; 
it might have been 1922. 

HAGERTY—What? 

HANOR—It might have been 
1922. I am not positive. 


HAGERTY—Of course, this par- 
ticular Machine here—the Patent 
was not applied for until September 
10, 1923—was not patented until 
1925? 

HANOR—I have other models 
than this. 

HAGERTY—Other models? 

HANOR—Yes; there are other 
models. This is not the only type 
which was made. 

HAGERTY—And all this Appa- 
ratus, whatever you use, whether 
it was this one or the one before, 
came from the Colonel? 

HANOR—Yes or through his 
system. 
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HAGERTY—tThrough his sys- 


em? 

HANOR—Yes. 

HAGERTY—You say there is no- 
body else that you know of in the 
Country, who is teaching this as 
the Colonel teaches it? 

HANOR—I know of no one 
teaching what is in Spectro- 
Chrome. 

HAGERTY—What did you know 
about it, before you started with 
the Colonel? 

HANOR—I knew nothing about 
it. 

HAGERTY—So that practically 
everything that you know about it, 
you have got from your Lectures 
or teachings by the Colonel? 

HANOR—No. That has been a 
period of eight years and since this 
has been developing, I have learned 
other things outside about Light. 

HAGERTY—About Light? 

HANOR—Light is becoming gen- 
erally discussed by the profession 
a great deal and I have gone into 
the different Energies outside of 
Spectro-Chrome Energies, so I— 
my first knowledge, I believe, it is 
my remembrance now, came 
through my contact with Colonel 
Dinshah; but, since then, I have 
made other studies. 


HAGERTY—Do you know— 
does the Light from this Machine 
penetrate? 


HANOR—I am under the impres- 
sion, it does not. 

HAGERTY—You are under that 
impression. Where do you get that 
impression that it does not pene- 
trate? 

HANOR—Well, I can see the 
Chromo or Lamp, which has a very 
high rate of Vibration and Actinic 
Ray on the Ultra Side, is claimed 
only to penetrate something like 
1/64th of an Inch and I know that 
has to be different Frequencies and 
more intense Frequencies, than the 
Vibration within the range of Spec- 
tro-Chrome; so, with their Inten- 


sity, if they do not penetrate with 
less Intensity, I would not expect 
those Colors to penetrate. 

HAGERTY—wWell, then, as I get 
it, the Light from this Lamp does 
not penetrate? 

HANOR—That is my impression 
that it does not. 

HAGERTY—How does it cure 
Heart Disease, if it does not pene- 
trate? 

HANOR—Well, the Heart is de- 
ficient in a certain Mineral; usually 
that Mineral is Potassium and a cer- 
tain Wave in Spectro-Chrome, 
which is the Magenta Wave, will 
give off Potassium and observing 
the Technique for making or caus- 
ing Spectro-Chrome to be taken up 
by the system, the Heart takes up 
this Wave. 


HAGERTY—How does the Heart 
take up the Wave? 

HANOR—I am unable to say how 
it takes it up. I have observed that 
it does improve where the Wave is 
indicated; but, my idea of the way 
it is taken up—the Heart or the 
Body gives off an Emanation, which 
penetrates or goes into the atmos- 
phere a certain distance and these 
Color Waves are so minutely divid- 
ed, that this cloud or Wave out 
from the person, can absorb this 
Light Wave. 

HAGERTY—Oh! There is some- 
thing emanates from the Body, that 
comes in contact with the Color 
Wave and then, whatever emanates 
from the Body, comes in contact 
with that Color Wave and then, 
draws it back into the Body? 

HANOR—Not necessarily draws 
it. There is an attraction or a re- 
pulsion that takes place and in that 
way it takes it up. 

HAGERTY—And that is the way 
it gets into the Heart? 

HANOR—A Magnet will pick up 
a Pin. 

HAGERTY—Yes? 

HANOR—There is nothing to be 
seen between the Magnet and the 
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Pin. There is a power, however, of 
some sort; there is an attraction 
between the two. 


HAGERTY—But, as far as you 
are concerned, this is all talk, as 
you say, you don’t know? 

HANOR—I am concerned with 
clinical results. The theory of it, 
Iam not so acute about. 

HAGERTY—Did you ever treat 
anybody for Ulcers of the Stomach ? 

HANOR—Well, there brings in 
the question of Diagnosis. The Ul- 
cers of the Stomach, the best Diag- 
nosis today recognizes that Ulcer is 
either a Tuberculosis Process or a 
Cancerous Process; so, whatever it 
is, an Uleer is nothing ‘but a break 
in the Mucous Membrane, that is 
you might break your Skin with a 
knife, then you could say you had 
an Ulcer. 

HAGERTY—wWhatever it is, I 
don’t know whether it is Tubercu- 
losis Process or what. Did you ever 
treat anybody for it? 

HANOR—Yes, I have treated 
cases of what would certainly be 
classified as Uleers of the Stomach. 

HAGERTY—Did it cure them? 

HANOR—It did. 

HAGERTY—Cured? 

HANOR—Yes. 

HAGERTY—What Color did you 
use for Ulcers of the Stomach? 

HANOR—There was no particu- 
lar Color for Ulcers of the Stomach. 
We try our best to bring about a 
normal condition of Blood Pressure, 
of Respiration and the Eliminative 
Organs, the Kidneys and the Bow- 
els and that Color might be in one 
patient one Color and in another 
patient another. There is no par- 
ticular Color for Ulcer of the Stom- 
ach. 

HAGERTY—Now, as you said 
before, you are a Graduate Physi- 
cian? 

HANOR—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Now, about this 
Machine—here in the hands of a 


lawnmower repairer, who would 
take sixty hours of Lectures 

DINSHAH—I object. That is a 
matter of opinion. That is, to bring 
a lawnmower here and ask him first. 
That is a matter of opinion. I ob- 
ject. 
HAGERTY—I will withdraw the 
question and may be ask it in a dif- 
ferent way. As a Graduate Physi- 
cian and as a Doctor who has prac- 
tised, what is your opinion as to 
what this Machine could accom- 
plish in the hands of a man who 
was qualified as a lawnmower re- 
pairer and who takes sixty hours of 
Lectures ? 

DINSHAH—I object. That is 
again a matter of opinion. That is 
for the Honorable Jury to decide. 

J USTICE—No. I think the Doc- 
tor can give his opinion. 

DINSHAH—His opinion as a 
Physician, but, he is not a lawn- 
mower. 

JUSTICE—He attended three 
Classes and I will let him give his 
opinion, whether that is -proper to 
put that Instrument in the hands 
after sixty hours’ instruction, con- 
sisting of fifteen periods of four 
hours each, of a person who had no 
previous instruction in Medicine 
whatever. 

DINSHAH—Does Your Honor 
reject my —— 

JUSTICE—I overrule your Ob- 
jection. You may have an Excep- 
tion. 


DINSHAH—May I take an Ex- 
ception to that ? 

J USTICE—Surely. 

HANOR—Why, in my opinion, 
the person of ordinary intelligence, 
sitting in the Class Room the re- 
quired time and following the in- 
structions received there, can ac- 
complish a great deal with this 
method. 

J USTICE—How would he know 
whether to give the Ray for Ty- 
phoid Fever or Pneumonia? 
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HANOR—tThere is no Ray for 
Typhoid Fever. 

JUSTICE — Well, anywhere 
where you have different Rays for 
different treatments, how do you 
know which Ray to use, if he did 
not have any knowledge of Medi- 
cine? 

HANOR—You can count the 
Pulse and know that it is too fast. 
A person with an ordinary range of 
intelligence, I think, can judge that. 

HAGERTY—Well, supposing for 
instance, you are not a Graduate 
Physician; supposing you are one 
of these persons like the Complain- 
ing Witness in this case, Mr. 
Hughes or any person who may go 
up there, who has no knowledge of 
Anatomy, who has no previous 
knowledge of Medicine and suppos- 
ing I were to walk in to that person 


and say: “I have got a Pain some- 
where down here (indicating), now, 
what can you do for me?” Just how 
would that person who has gone 
through this Course of Lectures, 
be able to tell me about where the 
Pain is, what caused the Pain and 
what Light to put on to normalate 
me? 

HANOR—Well, in the first place, 
there is a Color that works on Pain. 

HAGERTY—On any kind of 
Pain? Whether it is a Pain in the 
Intestines or Pain in the Heart or a 
Pain in the Lung or a Pain in the 
Finger, Pain in the Toe, Pain in the 
Neck, does that same Color work 
on the Pain? 

HANOR—Pretty apt to work on 
the Pain. 

(PAGERTY—Pretty apt. That is 

all. 


CHAPTER 10 
MEDICAL DIAGNOSIS 52 PER CENT WRONG ! 


After getting the unknown 
“Pain” in various regions, Leo 
Hagerty washed his hands of Dr. 
Welcome A. Hanor and sat down. 
He could not make the Witness 
speak anything that would break 
the back of the Defendant. Thus, 
when the Witness was catapulted 
onto the Defendant, more Pain in 
the Neck started for somebody. 

DINSHAH—Just a minute, 
please. We shall clarify this situa- 
tion, Dr. Hanor, about this lawn- 
mower repairer proposition. Is it 
taught in Spectro-Chrome, that a 
eertain Color has a certain effect 
only on a certain Disease so-called 
or do we reject absolutely the idea 
of Specific Disorders and separate 
names altogether in our work ? 

HANOR—The idea of Specific 
Disorders and Diagnoses in this 
system is rejected. 

DINSHAH—Kindly look at this 
Chart again (indicating). You look 


there under the title “Red Wave.” 
What do you read there? People’s 
Exhibit 10, please read. 

HANOR — “Sensory Stimulant, 
Liver Energizer, Irritant, Vesicant, 
Pustulant, Rubefacient, Caustic, 
Hemoglobin Builder.” 

DINSHAH—In this Course of 
Spectro-Chrome of sixty hours in 
teaching, is it taught to the Stu- 
dent, no matter whether he is a 
professional man or a lay man, that 
certain things happening in the 
Body are produced by the Disorder 
of certain Chemicals and it will give 
out certain Symptoms and those are 
the: ones to be set right or not? 

HANOR—That is the teaching as 
I get it. 

DINSHAH—We do not name 
them according to the medical, or- 
thodox system? 

HANOR—No. 

DINSHAH—And we do not use 
anything common to Medicine or 
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any other system of which you 
know ? 

HANOR—No, I don’t know of 
anything common with any other 
system in this method. 


DINSHAH — Turn it around, 
please and look at those two Hu- 
man Beings there, behind in the 
Chart. Pardon me. I should spe- 
cify these two in Spectro-Chrome. 
That Area Chart is the only one 
that is allowed to be used by the 
layman? 

HANOR—It is. 

DINSHAH—No other, medical 
method or any method common to 
any system of healing is taught in 
the Class? 

HANOR—I know of no other 
method. 

DINSHAH—And it is taught as 
an original Science with entirely 
new radical conceptions ? 

HANOR—lIt is. 

DINSHAH—Did you find in the 
work anything discordant to the 
orthodox teaching? 

HANOR—I did not. 

DINSHAH—We can explain sci- 
entifically, according to that Thera- 
peutical Chart behind on your right 
hand side. It was taught that in 
all Fevers, no matter what they are 
—and I taught that there are 176 
different kinds of Fevers and they 
are all, in every one of them, no 
matter what the origin was—there 
is the predominance of the Chemi- 
eals Hydrogen and Carbon in the 
Human Body, which have to be 
burnt by Oxygen. Was that taught 
in the Class? 

HANOR—It was. 

DINSHAH—It was. How many 
Chemicals did I say existed in the 
Body, approximately ? 

HANOR—Ninety-two, I think. 

DINSHAH—In the Human 
Body? Ninety-two? You are mix- 
ing with the whole Elementary Sys- 
tem of the World. I mean the Hu- 
man Body, as in Physiology? 


HANOR—Well, Physiology 14 to 
16; some are sixteen, some are four- 
teen. 

DINSHAH—I shall name some. 
You please kindly look to the Ele- 
ment Chart here—this Chart (in- 
dicating) ; I am repeating what is 
in your medical text books an ac- 
knowledged fact, that 97 per cent. 
of the Human Body is composed 
only of four Chemicals: Hydrogen, 
Carbon, Nitrogen, Oxygen. Is that 
true? 

HANOR—That is true. 


DINSHAH—Is that an accepted 
medical fact? 


HANOR—It is. 
DINSHAH—AI] over? Univer- 
sally ? 


HANOR—I believe it is. 

DINSHAH—That 97 per cent. of 
the Human Body has only 4 Chemi- 
cals: Oxygen, Carbon, Hydrogen 
and Nitrogen; is that right? That 
is taught in the Class? 

HANOR—That is right; yes. 

DINSHAH—That is an accepted 
medical fact ? 

HANOR—It is. 

DINSHAH—And therefore, I 
said that all these so-called 176 
Fevers, which are caused by a pre- 
ponderance or excess of the Chemi- 
cals Hydrogen and Carbon in the 
Human Body, can be shot out of the 
Human Frame, by putting the Oxy- 
gen Wave on the Human System? 

HANOR—That is the teaching. 

DINSHAH—What is the name of 
the Oxygen Wave? 

HANOR—Blue. 

DINSHAH—Do you use _ that 
Blue for removing all Fevers? 

HANOR—I do. 

DINSHAH—Has it responded 
that way ? 

HANOR—It has. 

DINSHAH—The next thing— 
talking about those Cancers and 
other things that you studied and 
to which the honorable gentleman 
just referred, when you get a case 
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of Cancer, do we pother about find- 
ing whether it is Cancer or any- 
thing like that in Spectro-Chrome? 

HANOR—This system does not. 

DINSHAH—tThat is, we do not 
treat or tonate—treatment is Tona- 
tion in other words—is that right? 

HANOR—tThat is the term that 
is used. 

DINSHAH—Then we do not to- 
nate or endeavor to pother our head 
with the name of the Disorder, but, 
the actual thing that is happening 
chemically in the Body? 

HANOR—To correct it. 

DINSHAH—<And do I teach ab- 
solutely in those 60 hours what is 
happening in the Body? 

HANOR—That is your teaching. 

DINSHAH—Do you know if a 
lawnmower, by his own advertising 
or some other man, after paying at- 
tention to the teaching, whether he 
can follow the Charts and get the 
results there spoken? 

HANOR—Any man or woman of 
ordinary intelligence should be able 
to comprehend it. 

DINSHAH—And therefore, us- 
ing that differentiation, Diagnosis 
as known in Medicine, is not used 


in our work? 

HANOR—It is not. 

DINSHAH—Will you please tell 
me one last question and then you 
are relieved: What is your experi- 
ence of the efficiency of the ortho- 
dox so-called system of Differential 
Diagnosis of Diseases in Hospitals 
or elsewhere, in your own knowl- 
edge, as acknowledged by the Med- 
ical Fraternity ? How much is effec- 
tive and how much is failure— 
wrong Diagnosis? 

HANOR—52 per cent. correct- 
ness is considered to be the usual 
Diagnosis. 

DINSHAH—That means, that 
applies as you have performed Sur- 
gery, have you not? 

HANOR— Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, if you diag- 
nose a case as a certain case, you 
are right only 52 per cent.? 

HANOR—Yes. 

DINSHAH—<And 48 times in a 
hundred, you are working upon the 
wrong basis; is that the propor- 
tion? 

HANOR—tThat is the statistics 
in general of all Diagnoses. 

DINSHAH—I am satisfied ! 


CHAPTER 11 
PROSECUTOR GETS MORE PAIN 


The Defendant was surely satis- 
fied at the admission, but, that roil- 
ed the Prosecutor still more. He 
boomeranged promptly. 

HAGERTY—Not very surpris- 
ing then, so many people die, is it, 
Doctor? Forty-eight out of every 
hundred cases then of people who 
are sick, the Doctors are wrong in 
what they say is the matter with 
them. 

HANOR—Cabot, one of the 
greatest authorities in America, in 
Boston ——— 

HAGERTY—I agree with you. 

HANOR—You are asking me, so 


I tell you what I know about it. 


HAGERTY—I agree with you. 
But, I say, that is the fact, 48 out 
of every 100 people who are sick 
and have their cases diagnosed by 
the Doctor, the Doctors don’t know 
anything more about it than they 
do, as far as they are concerned? 


HANOR—Those are statistics, 
given out at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital by Cabot, claiming 
that their Diagnosis there is only 
48 per cent. and outside the insinu- 
ation is, it might not be as good as 

[ a . 


HAGERTY — The  Spectro- 
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Chrome System comes along and 
eliminates that chance of making a 
mistake by Diagnosis and makes it 
100 per cent. perfect by not diag- 
nosing any case; is that it? 

HANOR—I have not said it was 
a hundred per cent. perfect. 


HAGERTY—Well, you do not 
diagnose any case’? 

HANOR—There is no Diagnosis. 

HAGERTY—Absolutely ; so that 
you are a jump ahead of the Medi- 
cal Doctors; if they are 48 per cent. 
right out of every hundred, then, 
Spectro-Chrome is a hundred per 
cent. right, because it won’t diag- 
nose. Isn’t that right. 

HANOR—It does not diagnose. 

HAGERTY—Now, then, as I un- 
erstand it, if you have got High 
Fever, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fev- 
er or any one of the other Fevers 
that you have got, why, use the 
Blue Light; that is the treatment 
for Fever, isn’t it? 

HANOR—You use other things 
with it. 

HAGERTY—wWell, wait a min- 
ute. You use Blue for Fever, if the 
patient is hot and burning up, you 
use Blue for that? 

HANOR—Blue for that part of 
the case. 

HAGERTY—Yes. As the Col- 
onel says, you are instructed, Spec- 
tro-Chrome does not diagnose, 
Spectro-Chrome recognizes that 
Fever, that is all. It does not call 
it Typhoid Fever, it does not call it 
Scarlet Fever, it does not call it any 
other kind of Fever; Spectro- 
Chrome says it is Fever, that is 
right, is it not? 

HAGERTY—And you use the 
Blue Light? 

HANOR—In part of your treat- 
ment Blue, so long as they have 
Fever. 

HAGERTY—But it is right, as 
the Colonel said, there is not any 
differentiating between Fevers— 
Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever or 


any kind of Fever; it is Fever, that 
is all it is and Spectro-Chrome will 
work ? 

HANOR—Blue will work in Spec- 
tro-Chrome, by the teachings on 
that Fever, whether it is Typhoid. 

HAGERTY—You use the Blue 
Light? 

HANOR—I use the Blue Light 
as part of it, not the only treat- 
ment. 

HAGERTY—What is the rest of 
the treatment? 


HANOR—Well, if a person has 
Fever, we would expect their Heart 
would be fast, so there would be an 
indication for another Color, per- 
haps, another treatment some day, 
perhaps. 

HAGERTY—So that it does not 
make any difference to you as a 
Practitioner of Spectro-Chrome, 
whether a person has what is com- 
monly known as Cancer or Tuber- 
culosis or Ulcers of the Stomach or 
a Venereal Disease—you do not di- 
agnose it. All you know is, that 
the person is not normal and you 
put some Lights on to fix it up. Is 
that it? 

HANOR—We do not recognize 
any Diagnosis. 

HAGERTY—That is what I am 
getting at. 

HANOR—That is what I say. 

HAGERTY—The fact that I may 
be suffering from Cancer in the 
Stomach and that Johnnie Jones 
may have a Venereal Disease and 
that John Smith may have Tuber- 
culosis, means nothing to Spectro- 
Chrome, because, you do not diag- 
nose it; you simply put Lights on 
it, that is it, is it not? 

HANOR—To normalate them, 
you normalize the Pulse and the 
Respiration and you would disre- 
gard the Diagnosis. 

HAGERTY—Disregard the Di- 
agnosis? 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—And you would dis- 
regard whether it is Incipient Tu- 
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berculosis or whether it is in the 
advanced stages of Tuberculosis or 
in the middle stages of Tuberculo- 
sis? That means nothing to Spec- 
tro-Chrome? 

HANOR—Yes. 

HAGERTY—You would simply 
use Lights to normalate them ? 

HANOR—Yes, it does, because, 
in those different conditions, the 
Symptoms would be different and 
one Color would probably be indi- 
cated at one stage, where it would 
not at another. 

HAGERTY—Didn’t I understand 
you to say a little while ago, when 
the Colonel was asking you about 
the different stages, whether a case 
was Malignant or whether it was 
in the beginning and didn’t you say 
that that made no difference? 

HANOR—I didn’t say that case 
would require the same Color all 
the way through. I didn’t mean to 
say that. 

HAGERTY—Didn’t you say that 
it did not make any difference, as 
far as Spectro-Chrome was con- 
cerned? You do not diagnose, 
whether it was a Malignant case or 
whether it was an Incipient case or 
what kind of ‘a case it was? 

HANOR—So far as Spectro- 
Chrome is concerned, it is not neces- 
sary to diagnose; absolutely not. 

HAGERTY—All you do is to put 
Lights on to normalize them? 

HANOR—Absolutely; bring to 
the normal in all ways that are ab- 
normal, 

HAGERTY—Supposing I walked 
in to you, Doctor and I had a Tooth- 
ache, I didn’t tell you I had a Tooth- 
ache, but, I simply said to you, 
“Doctor, I feel terribly bad,’ I did 
not say I had a Toothache or that 
I was suffering from a Toothache, 
you would not even diagnose that, 
would you? 

HANOR—Not without your co- 
operation. I don’t think I would at- 
tempt to help you, if you could not 
help me to the extent of telling me 


where you felt bad. I don’t believe 
you would get any service. 

HAGERTY—Well, you would as 
a Practitioner, if I gave you some 
idea, as a Graduate Physician, if I 
gave you some idea where the Pain 
was, you would, as a Practitioner of 
years’ experience, be expected to 
know naturally about where that 
Pain was, would you not? 

HANOR—Why, no. As a Prac- 
titioner I would expect you to tell 
me where your Pain was and help 
me. But, you know, no Practition- 
er is infallible. He can not look 
through you. He is not a mind 
reader. 

HAGERTY — Spectro-Chrome is 
infallible, though, because, you do 
not diagnose? 

HANOR—No, sir, absolutely not. 
You want your person, who is sick, 
to tell you all he knows about him- 
self. 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

HANOR—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—If I walk into a man 
who, prior to taking 60 hours of 
lecturing, knew nothing whatever 
about Anatomy or about the make- 
up of the Human Body or the Che- 
micals that were in the Human 
Body, but, who ‘had 60 hours of 
Lecture by the Colonel and I walk- 
ed in and I said, “I have a Pain 
down here somewhere” (indicat- 
ing), what would that person, the 
Normalator, do about it? 


HANOR—Well, he would ask you 
to tell more to him about yourself, 
all that you knew about yourself. 

HAGERTY—Supposing I could 
not tell any more, except that I had 
a Pain down here, on the left side 
some place, I did not know what it 
was, except that I had a Pain there? 

HANOR—Well, then, I suppose 
that he would be justified in reliev- 
ing you and you probably would go 
out of his place feeling better. That 
has happened ‘so many times, that 
we have a right to suppose that he 
would do the right thing, because, 
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it has happened so many times. 

HAGERTY—Just what Light 
would be put on under the circum- 
stances ? 

HANOR—Well, if he was in Pain 
and did not have Bowel Movement, 
you might use a Color that would 
stimulate the Bowel Movement. If 
it was due to Gas, you might use 
another Color. You would ask him, 
perhaps, a few questions about it, 
something more than just a person 
having Pain. 

HAGERTY—And as I under- 
stand you, it is probable he would 
start to using the Color that would 
stimulate a Bowel Movement? 

HANOR—Yes, right. 

HAGERTY—As I understand it, 
you do not know how that Color 
gets into the Body? 

HANOR—Yes, I think I know. 

HAGERTY—Just how was that 
again? I did not get it. 

DINSHAH—It is already ex- 
plained about something emanating 
from the Body. It is all in the Rec- 
ord. 


HAGERTY — Something ema- 
nates from the Body? 

DINSHAH—tThe Radiation of 
the Body. That is all in the Rec- 
ord. He said that. 

HANOR—Am I to repeat it? 


HAGERTY — You have not 
heard anybody else teaching that, 
except the Colonel? 

HANOR—I have not heard any- 
one else teaching Spectro-Chrome. 
Yes, it is taught that there are 
Emanations from the Body. That 
is generally known. 


HAGERTY—I noticed that when 
the Colonel was talking to you, 
practically all the way through he 
would say to you, “Didn’t I say 
this in the Class?” and “Didn’t I 
teach this in the Class?” that you 
kept saying continuously, answer- 
ing back, “Yes, that is the teach- 
ing.” “Yes, that is the teaching”? 

HANOR—I certainly did, just 
the same as [have you. I have an- 
swered you back, just as I under- 
stood. 

HAGERTY—tThat is all. 


CHAPTER 12 
MEDICAL DOCTOR ACCEPTS SPECTRO-CHROME 


Thus Prosecutor Leo Hagerty fin- 
ished tongue twisting of Welcome 
(Absolutely) Hanor and it devolved 
upon Dinshah to put the finishing 
touches to the lawnmower repairer 
and Differential Diagnosis. 

DINSHAH—One or two more 
questions. When you said that in 
Spectro-Chrome Metry you use 
Color, is it not this Chart of which 
you spoke (indicating), physiologi- 
cal effects that can be produced 
upon the Human Body? 

HANOR—It is. 

DINSHAH—That is what I 
mean, Spectro-Chrome Therapeutic 
System. This is the Chart (indi- 
cating) ? 

HANOR—Yes, 


DINSHAH—That is the Class 
Chart, is it? 

HANOR— It is. 

DINSHAH—You kindly hold 
that in your hand. I shall ask you 
a few questions: Spectro-Chrome 
teaching, as you stated, was given 
to you and was it stated that the 
Body got so-called Disorders or Dis- 
eases by Disturbances of the Chem- 
ical Equilibrium, in the Physical 
Frame? 

HANOR—It was. 


DINSHAH—As a medical man, 
are you prepared to accept that or 
not? 

HANOR—I am. 

DINSHAH—You are. Now, if 
therefore, you are given to under- 
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stand in a Course of 60 hours, as 
you were, even if you were a lawn- 
mower repairer, you were to find 
out what Chemicals were disturbed, 
would that Chart guide you to the 
work or not—that Therapeutical 
Chart on the left hand? 
HANOR—It would. 
DINSHAH—Now, there you 
have the Chart. Please follow on. 
Red Wave has certain characteris- 
tics. What characteristics are 
marked under the Orange Wave? 


HANOR—It is Respiratory Stim- 
ulant, Thyroid Energizer, Antispas- 
modic, Emetic, Carminative, Stom- 
achic, Aromatic, Lung Builder. 

DINSHAH—In the Class work 
are all these effects and the causes 
in which these effects are to be pro- 
duced, demonstrated step by step 
or not? 

HANOR—tThey are, absolutely. 

DINSHAH—And in the same 
way, there are other Waves. I do 
not want to give you the Course of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry and waste 
time; look up the Physiological Ef- 
fects produced by the Visible Spec- 
trum, Oscillatory Frequencies 
known as Colors; is there anything 


left out that the medical man can 
produce more or does it contain all 
the Physiological Reactions that 
are produced on the Body by Chem- 
icals ? 

HANOR—It does contain them 


all. 

DINSHAH—Now turn it over; 1s 
that the teaching also given with 
various Spectroscopical Charts—lI 
shall show you a small one—and 
hundreds of experiments with ele- 
mentary things—with Elements of 
the World, as to what Chemical pre- 
dominates more and what Symp- 
toms occur which produce certain 
Disorders? 

HANOR—That is taught in the 
Class Room. 

DINSHAH—tThat is all. Then, 
if a man who has not gone to sleep, 
but digests it and applies that Sys- 
tem, what results can he produce 
with Spectro-Chrome Metry, with- 
out any medical knowledge? 


HANOR—Good. 

DINSHAH—tThat is all. 

HAGERTY—tThat is all. 

And that WAS all! Welcome 
(Absolutely) Hanor fully cleared 
the way of the lawnmower repairer. 


CHAPTER 13 


HOSPITAL SENIOR SURGEON CHAMPIONS 
SPECTRO-CHROME 


The second Witness for the De- 
fendant must have been an unex- 
pected surprise to the Honorable 
Prosecuting Attorney, as well as 
the Honorable Court. It was a turn 
of such weight and power, that even 
the hearers in the Court Room 
could not but express their feelings 
on their faces. A modest, unas- 
suming woman took the stand.

DINSHAH—Where do you live? 

BALDWIN—Philadelphia, Penn- 
sylvania. 

DINSHAH—Madam, what year 
did you graduate in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania? 

BALDWIN—Medical College? 

DINSHAH—In what year? 

BALDWIN—1890. 

DINSHAH—You have been 40 
years as an active Physician? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And your special 
line is Surgery ? 
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BALDWIN—Well, I am rated by 
the American College Of Surgeons 
as a Surgeon, as a Fellow by the 
American Academy Of Ophthalmo- 
logy And Oto-Laryngology; I have 
never confined myself, however, ex- 
actly to Surgery. 

JUSTICE—Forty-one years of 
general medical practice, is that 
right? 

BALDWIN—Yes and Surgery. 

DINSHAH—Y ou were the Senior 
Surgeon of the Woman’s Hospital 
of Philadelphia? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—How many years, 
did you remain in charge of the 
Surgical Ward of the Woman’s Hos- 
pital of Philadelphia? 

BALDWIN—I was the Senior 
Surgeon for 23 years. I had a Clin- 
ic for almost the whole—for over 30 
years, almost from the time I grad- 
uated, I was in clinical work. 

DINSHAH—During the time 
that you were In charge of the sur- 
gical work, you performed numer- 
ous Operations in Surgery—Major 
Surgery ? 

BALDWIN—Pretty nearly ev- 
erything from the Crown of the 
Head, to the Soles of the Feet. 

DINSHAH—You are also a Fel- 
low of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation ? 

BALDWIN— Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And a Life Member 
of the Maryland Academy of Sci- 
ences ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What other medical 
and scientific qualifications have 
you, madam? 

BALDWIN—I don’t know just 
what you mean. 

DINSHAH—What other affilia- 
tions in Medicine and Surgery have 
you? 

BALDWIN—Well, I belong to 
the County and State Medical So- 
cieties of Pennsylvania; I am also 
registered in Pennsylvania, New 


York and Rhode Island, to practise 
Medicine and Surgery. I had my 
Interne service at the Polytechnic 
Hospital, which is a Post-Graduate 
Hospital. I also had clinical work 
in Boston, in the city Hospital there 
and | belong to the American Aca- 
demy of Ophthalmology And Oto- 
Laryngology. I was the first woman 
to be admitted to that organization. 
I am a Member of the American 
College Of Surgeons and of the 
American Medical Association and 
various smaller societies, which per- 
haps you do not need to mention. 

DINSHAH—tThank you. Now, 
in your surgical work, in the Wo- 
man’s Hospital of Philadelphia—do 
I understand that the Woman's 
Hospital of Philadelphia is the old- 
est in the Country? 

BALDWIN—It is the oldest, wo- 
men’s Hospital. 

DINSHAH—IEt is the oldest, wo- 
men’s Hospital. What year was it 
established ? 

BALDWIN—I can not tell you. 

DINSHAH—1850? 

BALDWIN—About that time. 

DINSHAH—And you were in 
charge of the surgical work of that 
Hospital for 23 years? 

BALDWIN—Of the general Sur- 


gery. 

DINSHAH—Of the general Sur- 
gery ? 

BALDWIN—Of the general sur- 
gical work; that did not include the 
Gynecological Surgery as far as 
the ——. 

DINSHAH—General Major Sur- 
gery, really? 

BALDWIN—General Major Sur- 
gery. 

DINSHAH—Madam, how did 
you happen to meet me, the Defen- 
dant at the Bar? 

BALDWIN — Some acquaintan- 
ces of mine I met one evening and 
they said, “Doctor Baldwin, I think 
that there are some Lectures going 
on in town that you might be inter- 
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ested in. There is a man here, who 
lectured at a certain place last week 
and he is coming back again this 
week and his subject in general, I 
think, is one that would interest 
you.” So, I went to hear you, your 
work then. Your subject was al- 
most entirely on Occult Subjects, I 
think and the Ethical Society per- 
haps brought you there. In the 
course of those Lectures, I ques- 
tioned very much whether—lI liked 
Colonel Dinshah well enough, but, 
there were some things I did not 
like; there are other things —— 
JUSTICE—When did you get in 
touch with him’? What we are in- 
terested in ‘here, I take it, is when 
did you get in touch with the use of 
this Machine of ‘his? 
DINSHAH—When did you get in 
touch with me about the Spectro- 
Chrome System? 
BALDWIN—Why, that is just 
what I am getting at. Now, you 
were delivering this Course of Lec- 
tures, you had one of the Spectro- 
Chrome Machines of a different 
type than this in the room and you 
at the last Lecture said something 
regarding the use of it as a thera- 
peutic measure and another Doctor 
and myself in the audience went up 
to you and asked you, why you 
would not—if you would give a 
Course on the Therapeutics of Color 
in Philadelphia. Your reply was, 
“Yes, if you can get up a Class, I 
shall be glad to do so.” I said, “I 
will be one of it.”” The other Doctor 
said, he would be another one and 
from that you had your first Class 
in Philadelphia of some eighty, I 
think somewhere along there, peo- 


ple. 
DINSHAH—And there were nu- 
merous Doctors in it? 


BALDWIN—There was quite a 
number of Doctors in it. 

DINSHAH—Dental Surgeons? 

J USTICE—What year was that? 

BALDWIN—That was in 1820. 

DINSHAH—1921? 


BALDWIN—1921, yes. Not 1820. 
I got my centuries mixed! 
DINSHAH—1921, before you 
discovered the Origination of Spec- 
tro-Chrome? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—tThere were Dental 
Surgeons in it? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Medieal Doctors ? 
BALDWIN-—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Surgeons’? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—And lay people? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—After you took the 
work, you took to the practice of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry, in your own 
private practice, as well as your 
Hospital work ? 
BALDWIN-~Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—That was not a Ma- 
chine like that? Kindly look at it 
(indicating). It was not invented 
at that time, in 1921? 
BALDWIN—That Machine did 
not exist at ‘that time. 
DINSHAH—When I told one of 
the Classes in which you were pres- 
ent, that is one of the Meetings, 
that I had now perfected a Motor- 
driven Machine that would give 
much better facility for work, who 
placed the first order for this 
quipment with me, without seeing 


1t 
BALD'WIN—I have the first Ma- 
chine of that kind that was made. 
DINSHAH—You have the first 
Machine exactly of that type? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Was it delivered to 
you in 1922? 
BALDWIN—I couldn’t say as to 
that. About that time. 
DINSHAH—About that. If I 
said you had that Machine in your 
hands since about eight years, 7 or 
8 years, would that be right? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Did you use that 
Equipment with Slide-Carrier just 
like this (indicating) ? Kindly ex- 
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amine the Glasses and see if those 
are Similar to what you have? 

BALDWIN—I should say it was. 

DINSHAH—Sealed like that 
also? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — All Slide-Carriers 
are Sealed that way? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—How many — such 
Equipments did you get from the 
Institute since then? 

BALDWIN—Well, I am running 
eleven every day! And I have sev- 
eral others that I put in homes, 
where people can not come to me. 

DINSHAH—About how many in 
all, Spectro-Chrome Equipments? 

LDWIN—Different kinds of 
Equipment, not of that kind. 

DINSHAH—Have you three like 
that? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir; I have five 
of them. 

DINSHAH—You have 5 like 
that ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — Purchased, taken 
from the Institute at various times, 
for your work there? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—<And you have other 
Spectro-Chromes, with different ar- 
rangement of the work? 

BALDWIN—Yes, Colors being 
the same. 

DINSHAH—tThe Color Slides be- 
ing the same? 

JUSTICE—You use eleven every 
day? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Using eleven Instru- 
ments every day? 

BALDWIN—Using 11 Instru- 
ments every day; not all of that 


ype. 

DINSHAH—But you have five 
like that in use? 

BALDWIN—I have 5 like that in 
use. 

DINSHAH—Did you use that in 
the Hospital where you were? 

BALDWIN—Not this type. 


DINSHAH—No, the other type 
that you had? 

BALDWIN—I did, yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—With the same kind 
of Slides? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Same Color Slides? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Do you remember a 
case of Burns of a girl, Grace Shir- 
low by name? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Produce the Pic- 
tures of the condition of the girl 
and what you did. 

(Baldwin produces the Pictures.) 

DINSHAH—I present to you, 
please, Doctor—these will have to 
be separated—this picture. Do you 
identify the girl that is shown 
there, as the condition of the girl 
after she was burnt by fire (show- 
ing Photogram to Witness) ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—How much was she 
burnt in the front, in that picture 
as you made? 

BALDWIN—About four-fifths of 
the Torso was burnt; that is, the 
Trunk. This represents the middle 
of the Body here (indicating). She 
was burnt beyond the middle of the 
Body; it went up to the Clavicle and 
under the Arm. 

J USTICE—That is the Shoulder 
Blade, as we call it? 

BALDWIN—No, the Clavicle. 
The Shoulder Blade is on the Back. 

DINSHAH—Collar Bone? 

BALDWIN—Collar Bone and it 
went from the Elbow up clear into 
the Axillary, down to the Groin, 
about four inches on the Left Leg, 
back up onto the Back and around 
onto this side (indicating) ; to make 
it brief, as near as I can, there was 
about that much (indicating) of the 
Trunk of the Body, the Torso, as we 
call it and up to here (indicating) 
that was not burned; all through 
here and on the left side of the 
Back, it was not only the Skin that 
was destroyed, but, the Facia of 
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the Muscle —— 

DINSHAH—What do you mean 
by Facia? 

BALDWIN—tThe covering of the 
Muscle,.so that the little Muscle Fi- 
bers were exposed. 

DINSHAH — Just a minute, 
please. This is the front of that 
girl (showing Photogram to Wit- 
ness) ? 

BALDWIN—That is the front. 

DINSHAH—tThis is the back 
(showing another photogram to 
Witness) ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Identify those Pho- 
tograms, please. 

(The referred PHOTOGRAMS 
were marked Defendant’s Exhibits 
26 and 27 for Identification. ) 

BALDWIN—May I make one 
Statement, in regard to that pic- 
ture? 

DINSHAH—Yes, please, while I 
am exhibiting. 

BALDWIN—That picture was 
not taken until two weeks after the 
Burn. 

DINSHAH—So really the Burn 
was more severe than that? 

BALDWIN—The Burn was more 
severe than that. I had cleared up 
quite a little in the two weeks. 

JUSTICE—Do you want to offer 
them in Evidence, Doctor? 

DINSHAH—Yes, I did have them 
in Evidence. 

JUSTICE—Go right along with 
your questions. They can examine 
it. 

DINSHAH — This case was 
brought to you and it came under 
your surgical care? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—By looking at that 
case, from your surgical experience 
and your knowledge of Surgery, did 
you believe that any method known 
to Medicine and Surgery, could have 
kept that child alive? 

BALDWIN—It is generally con- 
ceded, that with that much of the 
Body burned, even though the sur- 


face only may be involved, can not 
be saved. 

DINSHAH—That is, it was an 
absolutely hopeless, fatal case? 

BALDWIN—In was an absolute- 
ly hopeless fatal case. In fact, I got 
that about 24 hours after the Burn 
and the Surgeon or the Doctor who 
had been called in, went out very 
legitimately, just simply wrapped 
it up in gauze and cotton to protect 
it, as he was quite justified in say- 
ing, “There is no use in trying to 
do anything with this!’ In fact, 
the dressing was so tightly pressed 
into the raw surface, that it was 
two weeks before I succeeded in 
getting it all off, as I would not 
force it off. I had to wait until the 
healing process took place under- 
neath and it loosened up, because, 
if you pulled off the dressings, you 
would pull off new Tissues, as well 
as old. 

J USTICE—You did use this Ma- 
chine or a similar Machine, in con- 
nection with the treatment of that 
case? 

BALDWIN—I used it entirely. I 
said to myself, “There is nothing in 
regular Medicine or Surgery, that 
can make that child live. If I can 
make it live, it has got to be by 
something else.” Spectro-Chrome 
Metry was the thing I was working 
with at the time and I said to my 
Assistant, ‘“We will see what Spec- 
tro-Chrome will do.” That child had 
absolutely nothing but Color and 
Diet and dressing of sterilized wax- 
ed paper all through. We put a 
sheet of paper and a sheet of 
cloth and put in a Sterilizer; 
it took out the Paraffin, what- 
ever it was made of, out and left 
just a sterilized, absorbent paper, 
very thin. You could see the Tis- 
sues underneath to a certain ex- 
tent. Wehad some Sterilized Cocoa 
Nut Oil, which we ran this paper 
through. It was so light in weight, 
but, letting it go a little beyond the 
Burn, it did not break off, it would 
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stick to the Burn. If in a new dress- 
ing, there was any place that stuck, 
that had not loosened up, we go 
around it and let it stay on. That 
child’s Elimination was Kept per- 
fect. She had two and three good 
Bowel Eliminations, in the course of 
24 hours. She was put on a special 
diet and she was given all the Lem- 
onade, sweetened with Brown Su- 
gar, that she could have. That was 
her principal drink. She had all of 
that she wanted. Do you wish me 
to go on with the treatment? 

DINSHAH—What did you use 
exclusively for building the Skin? 

BALDWIN—Well, we had to get 
rid of —— 

DINSHAH—I mean, what Sys- 
tem did you use? Did you use any 
Medicine or Surgery, for building 
the Skin? 

BALDWIN—1I used no Surgery 
at all. 

JUSTICE—That is, you just used 
this treatment you have described, 
Doctor ? 

BALDWIN—I used this treat- 
ment. 

JUSTICE—Just oil paper to cov- 
er, to keep the air from it and ap- 
plication of Color Rays? 

BALDWIN—tThat is all, yes. Just 
for a minute; we did put a garment 
over. We could not put a bandage 
on that, you know, because it would 
give her Pain, so we simply laid 
down one or two thicknesses of 
gauze on the bed and put her on it 
and another over and the Nurse 
sewed it up like sort of a little Ki- 
mono, that simply protected her a 
little bit from the air. No bandages 
were used, because, they would 
have added Pain rather than other- 
wise. 

DINSHAH—yYou know this, you 
were taught this Spectro-Chrome 
Therapeutical System Chart (indi- 
cating) ? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you use this to 
select your Waves? 


BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Will you kindly tell 
the Honorable Court and the Jury, 
what Wave you picked out to build 
the Skin? 

BALDWIN—wWe used the Tur- 
quoise principally to build the Skin. 

DINSHAH—That is what you 
were taught? 

BALDWIN—Yes, that is what I 
was taught. 

DINSHAH—How is a Turquoise 
produced by that Instrument—of 
what Colors combined ? 

BALDWIN—Green and _ Blue 
added to Green. 

DINSHAH—And that makes 
this Turquoise Color? 

BALDWIN—That makes the 
Turquoise. 

DINSHAH—And it is that that 
built the Skin, on this girl, exclu- 
sively ? 

BALDWIN—No; may have built 
the Skin exclusively. We had to 
use other Colors to stimulate the 
separation of the Sloughs off Body 
and get rid of that—that dead Tis- 
sue, before you can build new. New 
Epithelium, new Skin, will not cov- 
er over dead Tissue and we had to 
stimulate that separation by using 
Stimulating Colors. 

JUSTICE—Turquoise was pro- 
duced, you say, Green on Blue? 

BALDWIN—Green and Blue and 
her general System had to be kept 
up. We had to pay attention to her 
Heart condition, to keep that up. I 
used other things than just simply 
the Turquoise, but, the Turquoise 
was the thing that probably built 
the Skin in the end. There has 
never been known a case, as far as 
Medicine and Surgery goes, that 
covered as much surface of the 
Body that was burned, that has 
ever gotten well. A good many 
Surgeons saw the case and the gen- 
eral opinion was that—wWell, I know 
one Surgeon, been in the War, he 
had been all over every where, says, 
“Well, we don’t try to treat one of 
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those; we give them just a big dose 
of Morphine and push them off to 
one side.”’ 

DINSHAH—You used Spectro- 
Chrome on this girl exclusively, 
without any medical or surgical 
treatment of any kind? 

BALDWIN—No; I was criticized 
for not Skin Grafting, but, what 
could I get Skin Graft there? No 
place to Skin Graft. 


DINSHAH—Y ou used only the 
Spectro-Chrome System? 

BALDWIN—I used only the 
Spectro-Chrome System. 

DINSHAH—As taught by Din- 
shah? 

BALDWIN—As taught by Din- 
shah. The first day, she was in 
the Hospital, I was out of town and 
she was nervous and the Interne did 
not know what to do, had to resort 
to some Bromide. 

DINSHAH—Y ou did not give it? 

BALDWIN—But she had it, 
whether I gave it or not. The first 
day, she was left in the Interne’s 
eare and the first day that she was 
in, I was out of town and the In- 
terne gave her either three or five 
Grains of Bromide of Sodium. With 
that exception, that child had not 
one single thing, except her diet and 
Spectro-Chrome with the oiled pa- 


per. 

DINSHAH—Who taught that 
Diet System to you? 

BALDWIN—Y ou did. 

DINSHAH—How long did it take 
to complete the building of the 
Body of this girl, Doctor, so that 
she could wear a garment again? 

BALDWIN — About = seven 
months. 

DINSHAH—Seven months? 

BALDWIN—It would not have 
taken that long, had the child— 
had we been able to give the child 
the care that a private patient with 
a private Nurse would have had. 
We were very scarce of Nurses, as 
all Hospitals were at that time. She 
had to take whatever she could get, 


of whatever Nurse had to be on 
duty. 

DINSHAH — Just a minute, 
please, Doctor. We shall curtail 
the Examination. You see, I want 
to save the time. Now, do you re- 
member an incident, during this re- 
building of this Skin process, where 
the Health Authorities did some- 
thing to this girl and something 
happened ? 

BALDWIN—Yes. There was a 
case of Diphtheria in the Ward and 
without saying anything to me 
about it, they knew I did not ap- 
prove of Injections by Internes, so 
they went around and gave every 
child in the place, a dose of Anti- 
Toxin. 

DNISHAH—Did Grace Shirlow 
get it too? 

BALDWIN—Grace Shirlow did. 

DINSHAH—Without your know- 
ledge or consent ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And what ‘happened 
to her? 

BALDWIN—She had run up a 
High Temperature and was very, 
very much worse in every way. 

DINSHAH—What was the Tem- 
perature in Degrees? 

BALDWIN—-105 and 106. 

DINSHAH—What brought it 
down to normal? 

BALDWIN—Spectro-Chrome. 

DINSHAH—Did you use _ the 
Blue Color to reduce this Tempera- 
ture? 

BALDWIN—I probably ran it 
down lower than the Blue Color. 

DINSHAH—Used Indigo Color 
also? 

BALLDWIN—Indigo; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You used Blue also? 

BALDWIN—I used Turquoise, 
Blue, Indigo and Violet. 

DINSHAH—According to the re- 
quirement? 

BALDWIN—According to the 
requirement. 

DINSHAH—As taught by my 
system in the Class?

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And that brought it 
down to normal? 

BALDWIN— Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—Will you please 
identify these two pictures, of the 
Front and Back of the girl, as she 
was when restored by Spectro- 
Chrome? (Showing pictures to 
Witness.) 

BALDWIN— Yes. 


DINSHAH—I offer them as Ex- 
hibits. 

(The PHOTOGRAMS referred 
were received in Evidence and 
marked Defendant’s Exhibits 28 
and 29.) 


BALDWIN—There is no Cheloid 
there, Judge, at all or any Adhe- 
sions to the Tissues below. 

DINSHAH—Was the Skin just 
like an ordinary Skin, moveable? 

BALDWIN—It was perfectly 
moveable. 

DINSHAH—It was not merely a 
Sear Tissue, but, a real Skin? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. Now, 
since that period, when you started 
to experiment about and get the 
evidence in Spectro-Chrome, I am 
naming certain things here and you 
may simply answer by “yes” or 
“no,” whether you used it for these 
Disorders, because, we do not have 
to waste time by going into details 
of medical work. Did you have 
cases of Cataract of the Eyes, re- 
stored to normal by Spectro- 
Chrome? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Glaucoma or Hard- 
ening of the Eyeballs? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Acute Infections af- 
fecting the Eyes? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Hemorrhages in the 
Eyes, that is Bleeding? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—About the Hars— 
any Mastoid Trouble, behind the 


Ears? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Otitis Media, mean- 
ing Inflammation in the Middle 
Ear? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Any Tonsils and Ad- 
enoids ? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Did you have any 
experience in the Hospitals or in 
cases in treating Bronchial or Lung 
Troubles ? 
BALDWIN—Yes, I had some ad- 
vanced cases of Tuberculosis. 
DINSHAH—Bronchitis, I mean, 
Bronchitis, Inflammation of the 
Bronchial Passages? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Did you get any 
cases of Pleurisy ? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Any advanced cases 
of Tuberculosis, where cavities 
were formed and proved to be ex- 
istent by X-Rays, in the Lungs? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Did you use the 
Spectro-Chrome for Functional Dis- 
orders of the Heart ? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Did you use the 
Spectro-Chrome for any Organic 
Disorders of the Heart? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Now, did you have 
occasion to use Spectro-Chrome for 
Gastric Ulcers? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—That is, Ulcers in 
the Stomach ? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH — Cancerous condi- 
tions? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Piles or Hemorr- 
hoids in the Rectal Region? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—Abscesses and Car- 
buncles on the Back, that big or 
that big (illustrating with fist) 
about say, two to three inches in 
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diameter ? 

BALDWIN—I had Carbuncles 
that reached from here to here (in- 
dicating) and from the Occiput 
down to the Cervical. 

DINSHAH—Would that be about 
that big or about that big (illustrat- 
ing with fist) ? 

BALDWIN—Hardly spread your 
hand. Large Carbuncles on the 
Neck, that very large one here on 
the Neck (indicating); they have 
them other places. 

DINSHAH—You used Spectro- 
Chrome for that also? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—Suppression of Ur- 
ine in this burned girl; was that re- 
lieved by Spectro-Chrome? 

BALDWIN— Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—-Did you use this for 
the correction of Opium, Morphine 
and other Drug Habits? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you use Spec- 
tro-Chrome for any cases of Paral- 
ysis or Palsy? 

BALDWIN-—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you get under 
your surgical treatment there with 
Spectro-Chrome, any cases of As- 
thma? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Hay Fever? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Common Colds? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Laryngitis? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—AII sorts. of Infec- 
tions ? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Mouth Disorders? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Rheumatism, Lum- 
bago and such other Infective Dis- 
orders with Rheumatic Fevers? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you have any 
girl’s case of Gonorrhoea? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—What was the age 
of the girl? 


BALDWIN—Eight years old. 

DINSHAH—Eight years old 
with Gonorrhoea? What did you 
do for her? 

BALDWIN—Spectro-Chrome. 

DINSHAH—Did you have a wo- 
man’s case there, at the time Grace 
Shirlow was there, who had Syphi- 
is? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—When I came to the 
Hospital, to see Grace Shirlow, do 
you remember showing me the case 
of a woman, who was burned by 
Radium and X-Rays, so that her 
Palate was ulcerated and so on? 

BALDWIN—That one with the 
roof of the mouth gone? 

DINSHAH—Yes. Was not one 
burnt by Radium and X-Ray? 

BALDWIN—The one with the 
Clavicle and whole front of the 
Body and down the Arm here, that 
was an X-Ray Burn. 

DINSHAH—Did you use Spec- 
tro-Chrome for that dangerous case 
also? 

BALDWIN—Yegs, sir. 

DINSHAH—What was the re- 
sult? 

BALDWIN —It finally healed. 

DINSHAH—So, in fact, without 
going into medical details and so 
on, you have used Spectro-Chrome 
in very many of these cases and in 
fact dangerous cases? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—What has been your 
experience in the use of the Sys- 
tem? 

BALDWIN—Absolutely satisfac- 
tory. They will always need an un- 
dertaker. We do not claim that, 
you know. 

DINSHAH—Beg your pardon? 

BALDWIN—We will always need 
the undertaker. We do not claim 
that we will not, but, anything that 
is in human possibility to be put in 
a normal shape, it can be done with 
Spectro-Chrome better than it can 
with anything else and with many, 
many cases, it is the only thing that 
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would put the patient in a condition 
to function. 
DINSHAH—You had experience 
in Venereal Disorders? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—What was your ex- 
perience with Spectro-Chrome, in 
tonating those cases ? 
BALDWIN—They came out all 


right. 

DINSHAH—tThen, in fact, you 
will correct me, if I am wrong, that 
you are still using Spectro-Chrome, 
stronger than ever? 

BALDWIN—I use practically 
nothing else. 


DINSHAH — But Spectro- 
Chrome? 

BALDWIN — But  Spectro- 
Chrome. 


DINSHAH—Now, I shall show to 
you this Chart again 
JUSTICE—That is Exhibit 10. 

DINSHAH—yYour Honor, Peo- 
ple’s Exhibit 10; yes, sir. 

J USTICE—So as to identify the 
Chart. 

DINSHAH—Yes, sir, People’s 
Exhibit 10. 

DINSHAH — This  Spectro- 
Chrome Therapeutic System, in 
your experience and knowledge as 
a Physician, looking to the Physio- 
logical Effects produced by these 
Color Waves, did you find that these 
effects are actually produced or did 
you find that the Chart is humbug’? 

BALDWIN—In all general ways, 
the Chart is not a humbug—abso- 
lutely. 

DINSHAH—What is your expe- 
rience from the results ? 

BALDWIN—My experience from 
the results is, that the Chart is cor- 
rect. 

DINSHAH—You were in the 
Class in Philadelphia. Did your in- 
terest increase so much, that you 
wanted to repeat it, for your own 
knowledge? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—How many Classes 
and Courses did you take and pay 


me for in full? 

BALDWIN—Five. 

DINSHAH—You paid me for all 
of them ? 

_ BALDWIN—I paid you for five 
in full. I took one Course after- 
wards by your invitation. 

DINSHAH—And what was the 
purpose in repeating the Courses? 

BALDWIN—That I might get 
more general knowledge. 

DINSHAH—Was it necessary 
that you should repeat them? 

BALDWIN—I probably learned 
a good deal, but, I may say, all my 
good work, was done before I re- 
peated, but, I do not think you can 
ever stop learning. If the Doctors 
stop learning, when they came out 
of Medical College, they would know 
mighty little; they would be of 
mighty little good to the commu- 
nity, less than they are as it is. 

DINSHAH—Do you know as a 
Physician in your County and State 
work with other Medical Societies, 
whether your friend Doctors are 
also using now various systems of 
Color and Light, for healing pur- 
poses ? 

BALDWIN—There is practically 
no Hospital that I know of, that is 
not using Light, plain Light or 
some Colored Lights, in some way 
and there are great many many of 
our Physicians, who are using Color 
and Light in their private work. 
Very few were doing it when Spec- 
tro-Chrome was put in evidence. 

DINSHAH—Do you remember in 
Philadelphia, the Jefferson Univer- 
sity introducing it recently ? 

BALDWIN—Well, I know that 
they do use Light and Color there. 

DINSHAH—In Jefferson ? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—That is a great Uni- 
versity, is it not, don’t you know? 

BALDWIN—Well, it is one of 
the best Medical Colleges in the 
World. 

DINSHAH—Now, Doctor, a lit- 
tle more clarification: in the Class 
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work, you heard me playing an Or- 
gan? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—What is the purpose 
of that Organ, in demonstrating 
what? 

BALDWIN—The similarity be- 
tween or the connection between 
Sound Waves and Color Waves, 
Light Waves. 

DINSHAH—What is taught by 
—what is the connection taught, I 
mean as regards the Oscillatory 
Frequencies of Sound and so on? 
Is there any apparatus in the Class 
or is it by word of mouth only ? 

BALDWIN—There is an Organ 
on which you demonstrate Oscilla- 
tory Frequencies. 

DINSHAH—On the Organ? 

BALDWIN—On the Organ. 

DINSHAH—The Organ is not for 
mere entertainment, then; it has a 
purpose of Oscillatory Frequencies ? 

BALDWIN—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH—How long do I play 
the Organ, just in the beginning to 
request the Divine Architect of the 
Universe to help the work? In the 
beginning of the Class work, how 
long do I invoke the Deity’s help, 
by the Organ and a song or a 
hymn? How long does it take? 

BALDWIN—Three to five min- 
utes; I should say, never more than 
five, perhaps not more than three 
minutes many times. — 

DINSHAH—Is the work, accord- 
ing to your viewpoint in a Medical 
College, conducted along scientific 
grounds or merely as just a fake 
system to get money ? 

BALDWIN — Absolutely most 
scientific thing there is in the Heal- 
ing Art today. 

DINSHAH—You studied other 
Courses in Medicine, Surgery and 
other things? 

BALDWIN—lI have been through 
the regular mill. 

DINSHAH—Is there any Course 
that you really can compare in the 
Science of Spectroscopy, with this 


Course? 

BALDWIN—Not at all. 

DINSHAH—In our work, that 
is 7 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Do I show the rela- 
tion of Chemicals of the Human 
Body to the Color Waves? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I offer this People’s 
Exhibit 10 again for you to identi- 
fy here; the Chemical Chart, as is 
put there, is step by step experi- 
mentally demonstrated with Chemi- 
cal Tubes and Spectroscopy; this 
Chart? 

BALDWIN—It is. 

DINSHAH—And is it found to 
be just exactly as I teach it or is it 
merely a fluke, to your mind ? 

BALDWIN—It is an absolute 


guide. 

DINSHAH—1I shall show you a 
few of these Charts, whether you 
learned from me. Is this Chart al- 
ways in my Class Room (indicat- 
ing and showing to Witness) ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir, practically 
always. 

DINSHAH—You remember it? 
Learning from it? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

JUSTICE—There does not seem 
to be any dispute about those 
Charts, Doctor. 

DINSHAH—We shall drop that, 
Your Honor. I shall save your 
time, sir. Were you ever to the 
Spectro-Chrome Institute, at Mal- 
aga, New Jersey, the Central Office 
of this work? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Is this the place 
(showing photogram to Witness) ? 

BALDWIN—lI should say it was, 


yes. 
DINSHAH—How many Acres 
are there? How big is that place? 
BALDWIN—You have got 283, 
about that. 
DINSHAH — 238 Acres. How 
many buildings are there? 
BALDWIN—Four or five. 
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DINSHAH—There is an Audi- 
torium and Research Laboratory 
there? 

BALDWIN—Yes, they are to- 
gether in one building. 

DINSHAH—Resident Quarters ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — Administration 
Building ? 

BALDWIN—The Administration 
Building and the Auditorium is all 
in one building. 

DINSHAH—Printing Plant ? 

BALDWIN—Printing Plant. 


DINSHAH—So that it is not a 
fly-by-night Institution, according 
to your mind? 

BALDWIN—No. 

DINSHAH—But a real Labora- 
tory for serving humanity? 

BALDWIN—It is a real Labora- 
tory, sir, serving humanity. 

DINSHAH—I shall offer this in 
Evidence. 

(The PHOTOGRAM referred 
was received in Evidence and mark- 
ed Defendant’s Exhibit 30.) 

DINSHAH—You dealt with this 
Spectro-Chrome Institute for the 


last 10 years now, nearly? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—In their relations 
with the public, as you judged from 
your own experience, how did you 
find them? 

BALDWIN—I have always found 
them perfectly honest and square, 
with the intent to do the straight 
thing. 

DINSHAH—Do they fulfill their 
Contracts? ) 

BALDWIN—Certainly. 

DINSHAH—Do they fulfill what- 
ever they tell in the Class Room, as 
their word of honor? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever have 
any reason to complain against the 
Institute? 

BALDWIN—I have never issued 
a complaint. 

DINSHAH—Was there any rea- 
son to issue one? 

BALDWIN—If there had been, I 
certainly should have put it in. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. Please 
take the Witness. 


CHAPTER 14 
SEALING DOOM OF MEDICINE AND SURGERY 


surgeon Kate W. Baldwin gave 
such a wonderfully good and true 
account of Spectro-Chrome Metry, 
that Prosecutor Leo Hagerty must 
have formed a slightly different 
opinion of the Defendant than he 
had before. He must have wiggled 
in his chair often at the sledge- 
hammer replies of the esteemed 
Doctor, but, he jumped to his feet 
nevertheless, to do something to 
break down her Testimony. 

HAGERTY—Doctor, isn’t the 
use of waxed paper or paraffin rec- 
ognized as the standard treatment 
of Burns? 

BALDWIN—Yes, but, naturally 
there is no paraffin or wax left in 


the paper after it has been steri- 
lized. 

HAGERTY—But the use of wax- 
ed paper or paraffin is recognized 
as a standard treatment of Burns? 


BALDWIN—Paraffin is, yes, par- 
affin is sprayed over the parts very 
many times, but, there was no par- 
affin or wax left in the paper; it 
was all taken out by the cloth; there 
was one layer of cloth and also of 
paper and put in a Sterilizer; there 
was not a bit of wax left in it. 

HAGERTY—You mean, when 
this girl’s picture was taken here, 
she was treated, instead of follow- 
ing the usual procedure or follow- 
ing the standard treatment of 
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Burns, by using’ wax paper or par- 
affin that the paper was treated so 
that the paraffin or wax was taken 
out of the paper? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Did you then use 
an absolutely radical change from 
what was recognized the standard 
treatment ? 

BALDWIN—lI had been in the 
habit of using thin silk for a long 
time, but, silk was most too expen- 
sive for an extensive thing like 
that. 

HAGERTY—What I am getting 
at is, in this particular case that 
you have spoken of, as far as you 
knew, upto that time, one of these 
standard—at least one of the stan- 
dard treatments of Burns was the 
use of waxed paper, then in the 
treatment of this case, that stan- 
dard treatment was departed from 
entirely by taking the wax out of 
the paper? 

BALDWIN—By taking the wax 
out of the paper; the standard 
treatment there with the wax was 
more to spray it on in some way 
than it was to just use a waxed 
paper to put on. 

HAGERTY—Was the nature of 
this girl’s Burn, Doctor, was it pri- 
mary or—what was the —— 

BALDWIN—You mean whether 
it was first, second or third degree 
Burn? 

HAGERTY—Yes, 

BALDWIN—It was a Burn from 
fire. Her clothes caught afire and 
it was all the grades in different 
parts, from the first degree to the 
third degree Burn. 

HAGERTY—If too much damage 
has not been done by a Burn and 
this standard treatment of waxed 
paper or paraffin, spraying of the 
paraffin is used, it would effect a 
complete cure, would it not? 

BALDWIN—Just state that 


gain. 
HAGERTY—If, in a case of 
Burn, where the damage was not 


a 


too extensive, what I mean by that, 


not too 

BALDWIN—AIl are the third 
degree Burns, yes. I understand 
what you mean. | 

HAGERTY—I do not mean in 
Area, if not damaged too much, this 
standard treatment of waxed paper 
or paraffin would effect a complete 
cure, would it not? 

BALDWIN—In some cases it 
would, yes, but, there are other 
cases that are so damaged that is 
when we know the paraffin was not 
taken up by every Surgeon by any 
means. 

HAGERTY—And this covering 
of this girl’s Body with this paper, 
which you have described was con- 
tinued, was it, during the course of 
her convalescence? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—And she was put on 
a diet, in other words, to build her 
System up and so forth. 

BALDWIN—To build her System 
up. In a general way, yes, we look- 
ed after the Elimination and the 
building up diet. 

HAGERTY—How long after she 
came inside the Hospital, was the 
Spectro-Chrome used or this Spec- 
tro-Chrome started ? 

BALDWIN—About two hours. 

HAGERTY—Two hours after 
she came in the Hospital? 

BALDWIN—She still was having 
the effect of the Burn itself, that is, 
the stinging burning, so forth, so 
we put her immediately on Spectro- 
Chrome to overcome that. 

HAGERTY—tThe cause of death 
from a Burn like that—what is the 
direct cause of death? 

BALDWIN—Well, it is usually a 
lack of Elimination through the 
Skin, the functioning of the Skin 
and the Kidneys are very apt to go 


off. 
HAGERTY—lIt is some kind of a 
poisoning developed ? 
BALDWIN—It is some kind of a 
poisoning developed; there is no 
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way of eliminating the Poison; we 
eliminate a great deal of the Poison 
through the Skin and the Kidneys 
and the Bowels and the Lungs. 
JUSTICE—Comes out through 
this process of Perspiration? 
IN—Yes. 
HAGERTY—What kind of pois- 
oning do you call that? Is that Ur- 


emic 7 

BALDWIN—Well, there is no 
special name for it, as I know of; it 
is a toxic condition; depends 1 good 
deal upon what was in the—you 
get a toxic condition from the Tis- 
sues that are being thrown off; 
whatever condition the patient may 
be in, would determine to a great 
extent what Toxin it would throw 
off. 

HAGERTY—So that a person’s 
recovery from a Burn, depends a 
whole lot upon the Elimination? 

BALDWIN—A whole lot upon 
the Elimination, yes. 

HAGERTY—And if the Poison 
which has developed can be elimi- 
nated in various ways, through the 
Bowels and so forth, their chances 
of recovery are so much better? 

BALDWIN—Certainly. 

HAGERTY—How old was this 
child, this girl? 

BALDWIN—Hight years old. 

HAGERTY—So that the proba- 
bilities are that her physical con- 
dition and her process of Elimina- 
tion were in very good condition, 
were they not? 

BALDWIN—Very good, yes. She 
was not a child that had been prop- 
erly fed or brought up at all; she 
was the middle one of seven chil- 
dren, with but enough money to 
take care of two. 

HAGERTY—Are you a Member 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—And do you know 
whether this Jefferson Hospital is 
a Chartered University ? 

BALDWIN—Oh, yes. It is one 


of the oldest Medical Schools in the 
Country. 

JUSTICE—Is that connected 
with the University Of Pennsyl- 
vania ? 

BALDWIN—No, sir, it is a sep- 
arate institution entirely. 

HAGERTY—Have you abandon- 
ed the practice of Medicine? 

BALDWIN—No, I have not 
abandoned it. I use it if I have to, 
but, I shall not use it as long as I 
can get Spectro-Chrome; if I was 
cut out somewhere where I could 
not get Spectro-Chrome, I would 
have to go back to the next best 
thing. 

HAGERTY — You apparently 
have been convinced, through the 
teachings of the Colonel and other 
things, that Spectro-Chrome sur- 
passes Medicine? 

BALDWIN—I have. 

HAGERTY—So that in your 
mind, you practically have abandon- 
ed the practice of Medicine? 

BALDWIN—Only if in a matter 
of emergency that I would use the 
old methods of treatment. 

HAGERTY—How long have you 
been in that frame of mind? 


BALDWIN—Well, I commenced 
to use Spectro-Chrome the latter 
part of 1920 or first of 1921 and it 
did not take me very long to decide, 
that it was better than anything 
else I had. 

HAGERTY—And then, if I un- 
derstand your Testimony correctly, 
you are of the opinion too, that 
Spectro-Chrome will cure anything 
and everything? 

BALDWIN—No, there was not 
anything on the face of the Earth 
that will cure anything and every- 
thing. We have all of us got to 
die some time. 

HAGERTY—Well, of course, I do 
not mean that. There is always a 
time when we are going to die; I 
am going to die; you are going to 
die, I suppose. What I mean, Doc- 
tor, is that it will cure any of the 
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so-called Diseases ? 
BALDWIN—Any of the so-called 
Diseases, anything that is reason- 
ably curable, it will cure and it will 
cure many things which Drugs and 
General Surgery and surgical work 
will not and surgical work will do 
better—cases of Surgery will do 
better, if you use Spectro-Chrome 
in connection with it, than if you 
use only the old surgical method. 
HAGERTY—lIt will cure Demen- 
tia Praecox, will it? 
BALDWIN—Other people have 
had those cases and cured them. I 
have not had a case of that brought 


in. 

HAGERTY—Would you cure the 
Dementia Praecox then, before you 
found out that —— 

BALDWIN—I never had a case 
of it in my whole practice. 

HAGERTY—You never had a 
case of that in your whole practice? 

BALDWIN—No. 

HAGERTY—Did you study it? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

HAGERTY—It is a mental Dis- 
ease, is it not? 

BALDWIN—Yes, we had a gen- 
eral Course in Mental Diseases. 

HAGERTY—Was there a cure 
for it, before Spectro-Chrome could 
cure it, do you know? 

BALDWIN—Well, there was 
never any definite cure for it; some 
would use one method and some 
would use another; good many 
caseS were cured and Some cases 
were not cured. 

JUSTICE—It is generally rec- 
ognized as incurable, is it? 

BL, OWIN— Permanently incur- 
able. 

HAGERTY—tThat is, as far as 
the medical profession has been 
concerned, it was recognized as in- 
curable, either by Surgery or by 
Medicine, Drugs? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

HAGERTY—But you know of 
cases that have been cured by Spec- 
tro-Chrome? 


BALDWIN—Not personally. 

HAGERTY—I mean, you have 
not treated them personally, but 

ou have ——— 

BALDWIN—I have heard people 
say that they have —— 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, hear- 
say Evidence can not be admitted. 

JUSTICE—Well, it is helping 


ou. 
J DINSHAH—Yes, even then, I am 
fair to the other party too. We 
shall stick to the Law; your own 
personal experience. 
JUSTICE—I think the Colonel is 


right. 

HAGERTY—It will cure any Ve- 
nereal Disease? 

BALDWIN—It, in my hands, has 
cured Gonorrhoea and Syphilis. 

HAGERTY—ASyphilis? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—As far as the med- 
ical profession is concerned, Syphi- 
lis, when it reaches a certain stage, 
was generally recognized as ineur- 
able, was it not? 

BALDWIN—No, not now. We 
can usually find something in the 
regular medical work, Surgery, that 
will eventually heal the destructive 
process. 

HAGERTY—It will stop it? 

BALDWIN—It will stop it, yes. 

HAGERTY—It will stop the Dis- 
ease, but, it won’t cure it? 

BALDWIN—Well, you can get it 
so that the general tests for the 
Disease are negative. 

HAGERTY — Will 
Chrome cure Tuberculosis. 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—And will it cure 
Cancer ? 

BALDWIN—In many cases of 
Cancer, it will, if there has not been 
too much destruction of Tissue, 
Spectro-Chrome will cure it, will 
build up the Tissue. If it has to 
come to Operation and there is a 
great deal of destruction of Tissue, 
it will simply make them comfort- 
able, for the rest of their lives, but, 


Spectro- 
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it will make them comfortable so 
that they can enjoy the rest of their 
life to a certain extent, without dop- 
ing them with Opiates. 

HAGERTY—tThere are great 
many World recognized Physicians, 
who are attempting to find a cure 
for Cancer, are there not? 

BALDWIN—Yes, it is one of the 
hard things that the Medical World 
is trying to do and they have not 
gotten very far with it. 

GERTY — But 
Chrome will cure it? 

BALDWIN — I say _ Spectro- 
Chrome, with—not an advanced 
case—will cure it, on the surface 
like the Epithelium; I have had a 
number of those that were cured. 

HAGERTY—And the Medical 
World has always been looking for 
a cure for Tuberculosis too, has it 
not? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

HAGERTY — But, Spectro- 
Chrome will cure Tuberculosis? 

BALDWIN—Do you wish a case 
cited as 

HAGERTY—No, I do not care 
about going into specific cases. I 
am just asking your opinion about 
Spectro-Chrome. That is what I 
am getting at. 

BALDWIN—It has done it, in 
cases where there were big Festers 
and small Festers, where it had 
been pronounced advanced cases 
and was ready for the Sanatarium, 
to go into the advanced wards and 
I have had patients that had been 
in bed most of the time for 3 or 4 
years and had been in the Sanatar- 
ium part of that time, who came 
under Spectro-Chrome and there is 
one case now who is back in the 
Sanatarilum now nursing, because, 
she says she feels that people who 
have had Tuberculosis and gotten 
over it, are the ones who should 
take care of the tubercular people. 

HAGERTY—Do you believe in 
the use of Surgery, any more Doc- 

or? 


Spectro- 


BALDWIN—In some cases, yes; 
Surgery, Constructive Surgery, is 
necessary in certain cases. 

HAGERTY—Do you believe in 
any general theory that Spectro- 
Chrome can take the place of Sur- 
gery and leave organs with a person 
that would—perhaps, Cancer be 
taken out by Surgeon? 

BALDWIN—Oh, yes! I have had 
Strangulated Hernia that had been 
taken care of by Spectro-Chrome 
and no further Operation. I have 
had ordinary Hernias. The Muscles 
tone up so, that they needed no Op- 
eration and no Trusses and many of 
those things; but, I actually had 
people brought to me that were bill- 
ed for the Operating Table in a few 
hours and have been taken out of 
the Hospital and brought to my Of- 
fice with Appendicitis; they have 
been wheeled in and have not had 
their Appendix out. I have had va- 
rious Appendix cases, that have 
been diagnosed Appendicitis and 
advised to have Operation, that 
have never had any Operation. 

HAGERTY—Will it cure Appen- 
dicitis and Hernia too? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Besides the other 
Diseases that you have spoken 
about ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY — When a patient 
comes to you, you diagnose the 
case, do you not? 

BALDWIN—Well, you know, if 
you have been using and doing a 
thing, you can not help using the 
knowledge that you have gained 
over years of experience. I am not 
limited, of course, as the layman is, 
in connection with Spectro-Chrome. 

HAGERTY—wWell, that is what 
I am getting at. 

BALDWIN—I could use only—if 
it was possible for me to eliminate 
all my previous knowledge—lI could 
do practically as good work as I do 
now, with Spectro-Chrome. 

HAGERTY—Well, then, do you 
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recognize Colonel Dinshah’s teach- 
ings that Diagnosis is entirely un- 
necessary ? 

BALDWIN — Well, Diagnosis 
from the medical standpoint, yes. 

HAGERTY—In other words, 
that you join with him in his teach- 
ings, that, for instance, it does not 
make any difference whether a per- 
son is suffering from Typhoid Fever 
or Scarlet Fever or any other Fever, 
that it is alla Fever and are treated 
by certain Light? 

BALDWIN—Any toxic, any sep- 
tic condition, is practically the same 
thing. 

HAGERTY—Well, you do not, I 
suppose, believe in that part of the 
teaching of Colonel Dinshah, do 

ou? 

BALDWIN—Well, I think that 
we treated—most people treat Fev- 
ers and things to a great extent in 
the same way. 

HAGERTY—That is, they treat 
Scarlet Fever, the same as Typhoid 
Fever? 

BALDWIN—To a great extent, 
by keeping up the Elimination and 
feeding them properly and all that 
sort of thing, as any layman knows. 

HAGERTY—Do you agree then, 
that it does not make any differ- 
ence, really whether the person’s 
Disease like, say Tuberculosis, 
whether it is in the incipient stage 
or in the advanced stage? 

BALDWIN—Well, of course, you 
can get results quicker in incipient 
stage, than you can in the advanced 
stage. 

HAGERTY—But as far as the 
treatment is concerned, it is the 
same then? 

BALDWIN—As far as the treat- 
ment is concerned, not exactly just 
the same, because, an advanced 
case, the Cavities fill with Pus, 
there are Cavities as big as that 
(indicating) in the Apex, 2/38 filled 
with Pus or lots of small Cavities 
through the Lung, that absolutely 
had been healed entirely. 


HAGERTY — With  Spectro- 
Chrome? 

BALDWIN—<According to X- 
Rays. 

HAGERTY—You are not con- 
nected with any Hospital now, Doc- 
tor! 

BALDWIN—I am not, at the 
present time, no. 

HAGERTY—How long since? 

BALDWIN—Three years. 

HAGERTY—You say you have 
got 10 of these Machines working. 
Where are they working? 

BALDWIN—Where are they 
working? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

BALDWIN—Well, my Office is 
1117 Spruce Street and I have the 
different Treatment Rooms fixed up 
there. 

HAGERTY—tThat is, you have 
your Office with different rooms and 
a Machine in each room? 

BALDWIN—Yes or 2 or 8 Ma- 
chines; that is, they are similar 
Machines. In good many of the 
Treatment Rooms—I have 2 Ma- 
chines, for two different places of 
the Body at the same time, to save 
their time and my time too. 

HAGERTY—But persons who 
can not come to your Office, you in- 
stall Machines in their home? 

BALDWIN—Occasionally. I do 
not do much outside work; I have 
not time for outside work, in fact, 
turn down most of the outside work. 
It seems necessary to come to my 
Office once or twice a week and if I 
feel they need oftener treatments, 
I let them take a Machine, to use at 
their home between times. 

HAGERTY—You say it is your 
opinion and your frank and sincere 
opinion, after you have told us 
about all the experience you have 
had in Medicine, 41 years of general 
practice and Surgery in Hospitals 
and so forth, that if you did not 
have that practice and knowledge, 
that you could obtain the same re- 
sults with this Machine? 
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BALDWIN—If I used all the in- 
struments and the Diagnostic In- 
strument that the Colonel has giv- 
en, I think I could get practically 
the same results. 


HAGERTY—I do not quite un- 
derstand when you say “Diagnostic 
Instrument.” I thought there was 
no Diagnosis. 

BALDWIN—Well, the Medical 
Profession would call them Diag- 
nostic Instruments. They are given 
Instruments which will tell you 
whether your one place of the Body 
is too cold and the other too hot; 
one place of the Body is feeble and 
the other is overstimulated, wheth- 
er you have a Fever or whether you 
do not havea Fever. In reality, you 
know your different Organs are 
made up of different Chemical Ele- 
ments; your Liver has not the same 
Chemical Elements as your Spleen. 

HAGERTY—tThen part of it 
there, anyhow, of this Apparatus 
here, you have certain Instruments 
with which you make some kind of 
a Diagnosis ? 

BALDWIN—Well, if you call it 
Diagnosis, if you wish; the lay peo- 
ple are taught not to use the term 
“Diagnosis.” 

JUSTICE—That is, because a 
Rose by any other name 

BALDWIN—By any other name, 
will be just the same, Judge, ex- 
actly. 

HAGERTY—In other words, the 
Colonel, in teaching lay people, 
wants to see that they protect 
themselves ? 

BALDWIN—So that they do not 
get in wrong with the Law. 

HAGERTY—Prevents the Prac- 
tice of Medicine without a License? 

DINSHAH—I object to that 
question. Nobody is brought here 
for any Violation of the Law, Your 
Honor. 

J USTICE—I take it that she does 
not know what the Colonel thinks. 

DINSHAH—tThat is the idea. 

J USTICE—So I sustain that Ob- 


jection. 

HAGERTY—That is, you say the 
Colonel teaches his lay patients—lI 
suppose the lay patients are any 
patients who might come, wish to 
get interested, is that it? 

BALDWIN—Yes. I think, the 
Colonel, if he saw that somebody 
was entirely unfitted for the work, 
he would counsel them to not take 
the Course. I do not think he would 
ever accept a person in his Class 
that he felt was unfitted to take 
the work, simply for the Hundred 
Dollars or whatever his charge. 

HAGERTY—In other words, 
your opinion of the Colonel is, that 
if somebody came up and undertook : 
this Course and paid him One Hun- 
dred Fifty Dollars for it and if he 
found out that he was an entirely 
unqualified, why, he would not take 
the money ? 

BALDWIN—He would _ say: 
“Take your $150.00 back; you are, 
not fitted for this work.” 

HAGERTY—For instance, if al 
man has no more qualifications for; 
a Course than say, repairing Wash-, 
ing Machines, Lawn Mowers and so 
forth, you believe that if the Con 
onel knew that, he would give him 
his money back and tell him not to 
take the Course? 

BALDWIN—There is many a 
person with good, common sense, 
where good, common sense goes 
further than lots of technical know- 
ledge and he may be a man that is’ 
doing Washing Machine repairing: 
and Lawn Mowers, that would have 
more common sense to bring into 
his use, than some college—Medical. 
College Graduates have. 

HAGERTY—I did not mean that 
in criticizing anybody’s education. | 

BALDWIN—Well, his education: 
is the general education, his gen-’ 
eral, common sense and ability to 
take things in, whether he has had 
a technical education or not, seems) 
to me, counts quite a good ways. | 

HAGERTY—You mean, Doctor,’ 
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that supposing a person has no 
knowledge whatever of Anatomy or 
has no knowledge at all of Chemi- 
cals or of the Sun’s Rays, any tech- 
nical knowledge of that, has never 
done anything during their life 
about these, leaving out their edu- 
cation, they may be a person of 
common sense and that by handling’ 
some kind of a Machine, do you be- 
lieve that then, that person could 
come and take a Lecture—a Course 
of Lectures—sixty hours—and at 
the end of sixty hours of Lecture, 
talking as the Colonel does and as 
you heard him, talking fast about 
Chemistry and Chemical Elements 
and all these names, that if he then 
put in the sixty hours of that time, 
that that person could then take 
that Apparatus and get results 
from it? 

BALDWIN—I think they could, 
if they used all the Apparatus that 
he has given for finding out what 
the trouble is. 


HAGERTY—And that the re- 
sults would be the same, those re- 
sults could be obtained for persons 
suffering from Dementia Praecox 
or a Venereal Disease or Cancer or 
Tuberculosis or Ulcers of the Stom- 
ach or any of those things? 

BALDWIN—If they use the 
means that is given them and stick 
strictly to what they are told to do 
by Colonel Dinshah, I think they 
would come out with a larger per 
centage of benefits than the aver- 
age Medical Doctor does. 

HAGERTY—Oh, then, if I un- 
derstand you, then, you think that 
a person under those circumstances, 
would be better equipped to do this, 
than the average Medical Doctor ? 

BALDWIN—I think he would be 
better equipped after the one 
Course than the ordinary Doctor is, 
when he or she comes out of Medi- 
cal College. You know mighty lit- 
tle, you know, of the Human Body, 
when you come out; you have got 
a lot of technical work, a lot of tech- 


nical terms, you can give all the 
Bones of the Body and the Muscles 
and all their attachments, but, you 
have not any knowledge of a Hu- 
man Being, so to speak and your 
Sympathetic Nervous System and 
your Occult System, your real self 
aside from your Physical Body, is 
of more importance, than your ac- 
tual Bones and Muscles are. 

HAGERTY—Well, you mean 
that the Medical Student who has, 
as I understand it, spent several 
years of studying the Body and 
Anatomy and so forth, that when 
he comes out and also has to serve 
an Interneship in the Hospital, does 
he not, before he is admitted to 
practise? 

BALDWIN—In most of the 
States, they are obliged to. 


HAGERTY—So that, how many 
years, for instance, in Pennsylvania 
does a young man have to study 
and then serve an Interneship and 
so forth, before he is admitted to 
practice? 

BALDWIN—Well, it is pretty 
well towards six years before he 
will get into practice. 

HAGERTY—Well, I thought six 
or seven years here? 

BALDWIN—About that time. 

HAGERTY—But you _ believe 
that the average person who would 
go and attend one of Colonel Din- 
Sshah’s Course of Lectures of 60 
hours and graduate and get one of 
these Diplomas, would be better fit- 
ted, better equipped to get results, 
than the Medical Student who has 
gone through these Courses and In- 
terneship? 

BALDWIN—A Medical Student 
nowadays, when he comes out of 
college, depends almost 95 per cent. 
for his ability to do anything, be- 
cause, of the Laboratories with 
which he is associated; everything 
is sent to the Laboratory; Medical 
Students are not taught to make 
outside Diagnosis anymore; they 
really have to depend upon a Lab- 
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oratory Report, for practically 
everything that they do. 

HAGERTY—Well, that is in an 
effort to get the medical profession 
to make —— 


BALDWIN — To complicate 
thing 

HAGERTY—Make the Diag): ;0S18 
more certain? 

BALDWIN—wWell, I suppore it 
does. It complicates matters very 
much. 


HAGERTY—But in this Spectro- 
Chrome Diagnosis, it is not neces- 
sary, is 1t? 

BALDWIN—Not what—we do 
not call it Diagnosis. You are go- 
ing to find out whether the person 
is below par or above par, whether 
he is on the Fever Side or the Cold 
Side and that is all that Medicine 
does. 

HAGERTY—Did Colonel Din- 
shah, in the course of his teachings, 
at the various times you have been 
there, did he tell you that the Ma- 
chine itself diagnoses the case? 

BALDWIN—No, sir. That Ma- 
chine does not diagnose anything. 

HAGERTY—wWell, from what I 
understand, Doctor, from you 

BALDWIN—Does not tell you 
anything, as to what to do either; 
the Machine does not. 


HAGERTY—I understand, from 
the way you testified here, you have 
very definitely turned your back on 
Medicine? 

BALDWIN—I have. I would 
close my Office tonight never to see 
another sick person, unless it was 
an emergency, if I had to go back to 
old style Medicine and give up Spec- 
tro-Chrome. Now, that i is just hon- 
est—that just represents my belief 
in Spectro-Chrome. 

HAGERTY—Well, that is what I 
mean. So that you have been com- 
pletely sold on Spectro-Chrome? 


BALDWIN—I am _ completely 
sold on Spectro-Chrome and I gave 
no case in which I had not person-. 
ally had experience. 


HAGERTY—That is all. 


The curtain of Cross Examina- 
tion descended at this juncture. The 
Witness came out of the grill, un- 
touched by all the quirks and twists. 
that the Prosecutor could design— 
the day of Medicine passed for ever. 
A great Senior Surgeon—a woman 
whose medical and surgical practice 
in clinical and Hospital services ex- 
tended over two score years, had 
spoken in all honesty, from varied 
personal experience—sealed the 
doom of Poison, Puspunching and 
Poniard Therapy. 


CHAPTER 15 
SPECTRO-CHROME SAFE WITHOUT DIAGNOSIS 


After Prosecutor Leo Hagerty 
finished, it was the Defendant’s 
turn to untangle the knots and he 
promptly started. 


DINSHAH—Please, just a little 
clarification of the points involved, 
Dr. Baldwin, so as not to leave any- 
thing. You spoke about the Sym- 
pathetic Nervous System and so on. 
I shall show you a Chart issued by 
the Institute, People’s Exhibit 
Number 11. Do you recognize this 
so-called complicated Chart, with 


foreign words, so forth and so on? 
BALDWIN—I do, yes. 
DINSHAH—Is this a part of the 
Course? | 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—What kind of part 
does it take in this work? 
BALDWIN—Well, it goes into’ 
the part where the Sympathetic 
Nervous System is involved. 
DINSHAH—Is the Sympathetic 
Nervous System one of the great’ 
things that regulates the functions: 
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of the Human Body? 

BALDWIN — The Sympathetic 
Nervous System regulates all of the 
Automatic Functions of the Body. 

DINSHAH—That is what is 
known as the Autonomous Nervous 
System ? 

BALDWIN—Yes, your Heart 
keeps on beating, you keep on 
breathing, your nutrition goes on, 
all of things go on through the ac- 
tion of the Sympathetic Nervous 
System. 

DINSHAH—Is this work shown 
by me, directly stated in the Class, 
by my own self to the Students, ex- 
emplifying that term just as dem- 
onstrated ? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—It is. 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever find 
any fault in practical work, in your 
own clinical work, when you applied 
this work? 

BALDWIN—I have not. 

DINSHAH—You use it every 
day in your work? 

BALDWIN—I use it every day; 
that is, certain parts of it; I do not 
go into all of this Sanskrit. 

DINSHAH—But, the American 
phraseology is beneath to explain 
+9 


BALDWIN — The American 
phraseology I go into. 

DINSHAH—This is a genuine 
Science there? 

BALDWIN—A genuine Science. 

DINSHAH—And you apply it in 
your daily work? 

BALDWIN—TI do. 

DINSHAH—Now, there is some 
confusion about this Constructive 
Surgery and Destructive Surgery. 
I want to qualify that. Does Spec- 
tro-Chrome Institute, through my 
mouth, ever teach that Surgery as 
applied to the Human Body to build 
up a broken Bone or anything, is 
useless ? 

BALDWIN—No. You always 
have said that outside of Construc- 


tive Surgery —— 

DINSHAH—When the Institute 
says, “No Surgery,” it simply 
means “No Destructive Surgery’? 

BALDWIN — No Destructive 
Surgery. 

DINSHAH—That is, the Human 
Body is like a Machine; if a part 
of the Machine inside can be saved, 
save it by Spectro-Chrome if you 
can, but, do not let it be cut off? 

BALDWIN—Unless you can not 
save it. 

DINSHAH—That means, then, 
to clear the situation in ordinary 
language, if a woman is sick from 
any Disorder, according to our Sys- 
tem, in 60 hours anyone ought to be 
able to tonate and give service, if 
we find that part out of equilibrium, 
that we have the means of repair- 
ing that damage and save that part 
from being taken out? 

BALDWIN—In the large propor- 
tion of cases, yes. 

DINSHAH—And did you do that 
with Spectro-Chrome? 

BALDWIN-—I have. 

DINSHAH—In Constructive Sur- 
gery then, Spectro-Chrome leads 
over any other system? 

BALDWIN — In Constructive 
Surgery, yes and in all other Sur- 
gery, it will do better, you will get 
better results if you use Spectro- 
Chrome in connection with your 
other Surgery, than you will if you 
trust to your Surgery. 

DINSHAH—Supposing you had 
a broken Bone—somebody comes 
with the Femur broken or any part 
—any Bone broken and after the 
Surgeon has performed the me- 
chanical work of putting the Bones 
together, what is the idea of Spec- 
tro-Chrome? 

BALDWIN—In tonating and set- 
ting into equilibrium those Disor- 
ders there. In the first place, you 
can get a general Systemic condi- 
tion; in another, you can get better 
Nutrition and Elimination and all 
of that will be good and that will 
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help to build the Bone, help to nou- 
rish the whole Body; you have got 
to pay attention to the whole Body. 
Then, in many times, in broken 
Bones, Nature has not sufficient 
power to throw out Callus and there 
Callus is similar to mending Tissue 
that is thrown out between the ends 
of the broken Bones and in thick 
Bones, it runs up in, we get a Bone 
Callus or get an intermediate Cal- 
lus, a Callus that holds it; many 
times there is not vitality enough 
to any of that Callus thrown out. If 
we use Spectro-Chrome on that, we 
will produce the necessary Stimula- 
tion and the Callus will be thrown 
out. In other conditions, there is 
an excess of Callus, which occasions 
a mean deformity. 
DINSHAH—Now, Doctor, in this 
case where it is compulsory, you 
have to take on the Operating 
Table, for instance, a Foot that is 
reduced to a pulp by an automobile 
truck going on it, which can not be 
set right, when you must perform 
a compulsory Surgical Operation to 
remove it, you have found Spectro- 
Chrome even in those cases, useful 
during the process, when you gave 
gas for an Anaesthesia? 
BALDWIN — Well, Spectro- 
Chrome before Anaesthesia, you 
mean ? 
DINSHAH—Yes. 
BALDWIN—It makes the An- 
aesthetic very much more quietly 
taken, if you can give the proper 
Spectro-Chrome, before you send 
the patient to the Operating Table, 
they will take the Anaesthesia 
much more quietly and they will 
recover from it with much less un- 
pleasantness in the way of Nausea 
and Vomiting and so forth. 
DINSHAH—About this Diagno- 
sis which has been put in by the 
learned Counsellor, I want to ask 
you one question: “Is Medical Di- 
agnosis a hundred per cent. cor- 


rect ? 
BALDWIN—It is not claimed to 


be a hundred per cent. 
DINSHAH—What is the correct 
per centage? 
BALDWIN—tThe per centage is 
about from 50 to 52 per cent. 
DINSHAH—52 correct? 
BALDWIN—Yes. 
DINSHAH—That means that if 
a person simply adheres to Medical 
and Surgical Diagnosis, 48 per cent. 
of the people would be ripped open 
for something they did not have for 
which to be ripped open? 


BALDWIN—I am afraid I will 
have to admit that. I am sorry. 

DINSHAH—And in Spectro- 
Chrome, while it does not deal with 
differential diagnostic names of 
Disorders, is there any chance of a 
person putting the Spectro-Chrome 
wrongly and damaging the System? 

BALDWIN—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, what is 
your opinion of Spectro-Chrome, 
from the standpoint of safety to the 
public? 

BALDWIN—Absolutely. I think 
I might say, absolutely you can do 
no real harm with Spectro-Chrome. 

DINSHAH—There was a medical 
gentleman here, who spoke about 
some Lights, which if put on the 
Eye for an hour would burn it. If 
that Spectro-Chrome thousand 
Watt Bulb that is there, be put with 
that Indigo Color Slide, made by Vi- 
olet and Blue together and the Eye 
be put right into the Focus of that 
for an hour, what effect would hap- 
pen? 

BALDWIN—There would be no 
harm done. 

DINSHAH—Can any harm be 
done to the most delicate Eye by 
Spectro-Chrome? 

BALDWIN—No, I should say 
not, from the number of cases I 
have used it in, directly. 

DINSHAH—Y ou had six of those 
Eye cases? 

BALDWIN—Of those cases— 
case came in when the trouble was 
with the Eye, swollen; absolutely 
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used Indigo. 

DINSHAH—Something has been 
said by you about people diagnos- 
ing and “Diagnostic Machine.” You 
do not see a Diagnostic Machine on 
Exhibit, on the floor there with this 
Instrument? 


BALDWIN—It is not here. 

DINSHAH—You have one of my 
so-called “Finding Machine” or It- 
isometer? : 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Is this the Chart of 
that, Exhibit Number, Complain- 
ant’s Number 8? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—You use this Chart 
daily in your work? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And by means of 
that Machine and this Chart, what 
do you determine without using 
your Head altogether, medically, di- 
agnostically or in any manner, what 
does that Machine do for you with 
the Equipment? 

BALWDIN—It only tells me 
what to do for the patient. 

DINSHAH—That means, that 
that is entirely in the Machine made 
by me, which is not on exhibit here, 
for which this Chart is given and 
taught in the Class to use that 
Equipment? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And if I tell you 
that that Machine is made for 
those, who do not want to use their 
Head even with that Equipment— 


that is my Head in that Machine! 
Is that right? 
BALDWIN—That is quite right. 
DINSHAH—<And the name of 
that Machine is the Itisometer? 
BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—It does not do any 
diagnostic work according to Medi- 
cine or Surgery ? 
BALDWIN—No. 


DINSHAH—tThat has only to do 
with that Equipment and Color 
Slides? 

BALDWIN—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAII—Only that? 

BALDWIN—Only that. 


DINSHAH—Is it an absolute ne- 
cessity that that Machine should be 
used ? 


BALDWIN—To do good work, I 
should say it is, particularly with 
the layman. I think that every 
layman that is doing work with 
Color, should use it. 

DINSHAH—But a man who is 


not able to spend so much money 
and does not want to go and serve 
to that extent, with that Equip- 
ment and the 60 hours’ knowledge 
gained in the Class, is he able to 
serve the public with safety? 
3ALDWIN—Yes, with safety. 

Under those circumstances, I would 
say he had better confine himself to 
his own family, though. 

DINSHAH—AIl right. No ques- 
tions, Your Honor. 

Here Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin’s 
Re-Cross Examination began. 


CHAPTER 16 
ITISOMETER, DELICATE AND ACCURATE 


Prosecutor Leo Hagerty could 
not sit quiet, when he heard the 
sand piles he had erected crumble. 
So he started again to get some ad- 
vantage. 

HAGERTY—wWhat kind of a Ma- 
chine is this “Finding Machine,” 
Doctor Baldwin? 


BALDWIN—This? That Ma- 
chine (indicating) ? 

HAGERTY—Yes, the Finding 
Machine that is? 

BALDWIN—Why, it is a Ma- 
chine that is made by Colonel Din- 
shah, a very delicate, accurate Ma- 
chine, which shows you the amount 
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of deviation from the normal that 
there is. 

HAGERTY—So that then, the 
person really does not have to be 
qualified in your method, if he has 
got that? 

BALDWIN—If he has got that 
Machine and will follow it, in 99 
cases out of 100, he will do good. 

HAGERTY—So that if a person 
has this—what do you call it? It- 
isometer ? 

BALDWIN—Itisometer. 

HAGERTY—And will apply the 
Itisometer, the Itisometer will tell 
him what is 

BALDWIN—What the 
should be. 

HAGERTY—What is wrong with 
the person and what the Colors will 
be to use? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 


HAGERTY—So that it is really 
an automatic process, then? 

BALDWIN—It is an automatic 
process; I must say it is automatic; 
it would be as good a term as any. 

The Prosecutor was getting into 
a deeper hole, each time he tried to 
erack through this Surgeon’s Tes- 
timony; so he sat down and the De- 
fendant entered into Re-Re-Direct 
Examination of the Witness. 

DINSHAH—That Machine is a 
patented Machine, is it not? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Here is the Patent 
(indicating). Your Honor can take 
Judicial Notice of it. 

JUSTICE—Of which Machine is 
this? 

DINSHAH—tThe Itisometer. (To 
Witness) Is this the Dial of the Ma- 
chine that you are using? The Main 
Dial and the Auriculator and other 
parts? I donot want to go into the 
issues. Is this part of it? 

BALDWIN—That is the dia- 
gram. 

DINSHAH—And does this repre- 
sent the inside of it, as you saw it 
in the Class Room many times or in 
the Laboratory ? 


Color 


BALDWIN—I have never seen 
the inside of the Machine. 

DINSHAH—But it is the Dial 
System? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And it is an Elec- 
tric Thermometer in fact, showing 
which Organ is affected? 

7 BALDWIN—That is just about 
it. 

DINSHAH—And in the Class I 
showed that this Instrument is sen- 
sitive to 1/40th of a Degree Fahren- 
heit, for detecting difference in the 
Circulation and so on? Is that 
right ? 

BALDWIN—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I offer that Patent, 
Number 1,724,469, granted by the 
United States Government, August 
18, 1929, in Exhibit. 

(The PATENT referred was re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked De- 
fendant’s Exhibit 31.) 

DINSHAH—You use this in your 
daily practice, to avoid using any 
scientific Diagnosis? 

BALDWIN—It is so much more 
exact than anything else, that it is 
wise to use it. 

DINSHAH—That is all. 

But, that was not all. The Prose- 
cutor believed he could still tackle 
the learned Surgeon and get from 
her some point that would help The 
People of the State of New York. 
So, he started the grinding mill. 

HAGERTY—Did you ever hear 
of Palmer’s Machine in Chiroprac- 
tic? 

BALDWIN—I know of it. I have 
never used it. I have seen it dem- 
onstrated. 

HAGERTY—Is there any differ- 
ence between them? 

BALDWIN—Oh, yes, very great 
difference between them. 

HAGERTY—Between it and Pal- 
mer’s Machine in Chiropractic. 

DINSHAH—She says she has 
not seen it. 

BALDWIN—I beg your pardon. 
I have seen it. I said I have never

used it. 

HAGERTY—It is not in any way 
similar to the Itisometer? 

BALDWIN—I don’t know. There 
may be some similarity somewhere 
about it. I have not gone into the 
technicalities of that Machine, to 
the extent of saying that there was 
no similarity. 

The Prosecutor sat down and 
more Examination commenced from 
the Defendant. 

DINSHAH—Dr. Palmer’s Ma- 
chine and the Palmer System, have 
nothing to do with Color Waves? 

BALDWIN—No. 

DINSIAH—It is only Chiroprac- 
tic? 

_BALDWIN—It is only Chiroprac- 


tic. 

DINSHAH—Our System has 
nothing to do with Chiropractic in 
any manner? 

BALDWIN—Not at all. 

DINSHAH—We use no Manipu- 
lation ? 

BALDWIN—No. 

DINSHAH—No Drugs? 

BALDWIN—No. 

DINSHAH—No Differential Di- 
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agnosis or Surgery in our work? 
BALDWIN—No, sir. 
DINSHAH—No questions. 
The Defendant then requested to 
call for Howard Page. 
JUSTICE—-Is he a Doctor? 
DINSHAH—He is a man who 
was given service by Spectro- 
Chrome Metry. Do you want me to 
get only medical people on it? 
JUSTICEK—I think that is the 
only one that is competent. So 
many other factors enter into it. 
You can see my reason. 
DINSHAH—TI see your reasons. 
We shall save time. 
J USTICE—The Doctors are com- 
petent Witnesses. 
DINSHAH—Will not my lay 
Graduates also be competent Wit- 
nesses, from the standpoint of 
Spectro-Chrome? 
JUSTICE—-I am afraid not, Doc- 


tor. 

DINSHAH—Of the Spectro- 
Chrome? 

JUSTICE—No; I am afraid not. 

The Defendant bowed to the op- 
inion of the Court and Dr. Kate 
W. Baldwin left the stand. Her 
Testimony stayed unshaken. 


CHAPTER 17 
ARMY SURGEON HAD 17 SPECTRO-CHROMES ! 


Dr. Martha Jane Peebles was 
then called to the Witness Stand, 
for the Defendant. 

DINSHAH—Where do you live, 
Doctor? 

PEEBLES — Brooklyn, New 
York. 

DINSHAH—Dr. Peebles, ‘how did 
you, happen to come in touch with 
me? 

JUSTICE—We do not care how 
she happened to, Colonel. 

DINSHAH—tThat is how she en- 
tered into Spectro-Chrome Metry. 

JUSTICE—Well, she finally got 
in touch with the Doctor in the 
study of this System. 


PEEBLES—I will make it as 
brief as possible. I was in 

DINSHAH—Just a moment. We 
have to get the qualifications of this 
lady first. 

JUSTICE—That is what I was 
going to suggest. You just tell 
what Medical College. 

DINSHAH—You are a Doctor of 
Medicine? 

PEEBLES—I graduated from 
the Medical College of New York, 
in 1897. I had my interneship in 
the Hospital in Boston, in 1898, I 
began practice in the city of Brook- 
Jyn, in 1899. I was Medical Inspec- 
tor in the Department of Health, 
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for twenty years. 
DINSHAH—Where? 


PEEBLES — Brooklyn, New 
York. I have been Medical Exam- 
iner for the New York Life for 15 
or 20 years and the Fidelity Mu- 
tual. I was Company Surgeon in 
our own Army, one year at the 
Front Line Trench Hospital. 


DINSHAH—Were you the first 
Company Surgeon to go across? 


PEEBLES—One of the first 
Company Surgeons to go across. I 
came home from the Service in 
April, 1922, discharged out and had 
six weeks leave on the Govern- 
ment’s payroll; began my medical 
practice. I became an invalid; I 
was very ill, I became an invalid 
with Arthritis and Neuritis the 
same year. 

JUSTICE—What year was that? 

PEEBLES—1922. After dis- 
charge in September of that year, it 
was necessary to give up my med- 
ical work. I went to the Surgeon. 
He said, “Get off your feet.” I went 
up into the country for two months 
and came back and endeavored to 
take up my practice. I became so 
invalided, I went into the Hospital. 
I was five and one half months in 
Brooklyn Hospital, Brooklyn, New 
York. I had as good general med- 
ical and surgical service there as 
generally given in a city of like size. 
The Surgeon recommended me to 
go to Arizona; the medical men 
recommended me to go to Egypt. I 
went up country and in the State of 
Pennsylvania. I have a little place 
there and I wrote to a friend who is 
a mutual friend of Dr. Baldwin. She 
heard of my condition and wrote me 
and said, “If you will pack your 
bag up” and she got in connection 
with Kate W. Baldwin 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
I object to that. 

JUSTICE—Under the Rules of 
Evidence, Doctor, we can not take 
that method. Later, you got in 


touch with —— 

PEEBLES—Dr. Baldwin. Col- 
onel—I heard of Colonel Dinshah 
and Spectro-Chrome Metry. I se- 
cured a Machine and began personal 
treatment and went into my Office 
at the end of a month and have con- 
tinued in the exclusive use of Spec- 
tro-Chrome Metry ever since. 

JUSTICE—That cured you of 
Arthritis? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Doctor, you are a 
Fellow of the American Medical As- 
sociation ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And the County and 
State Medical Associations of New 
York? 

PEEBLES—I am. 


DINSHAH—And you have since 
what year used Spectro-Chrome 
Metry? 

PEEBLES—1922. 

DINSHAH—Would you mind 
turning around and looking at this 
Equipment? The Lenses are right 
there and the Slide-Carrier. Look 
at these Slides, please. Have you, 
in your Equipment, Slides similar 
to them? 

PEEBLES—TI have. 

DINSHAH—How many such 
Equipments have you from the 
Spectro-Chrome Institute? 

PEEBLES—I have one of this 
type and 16 of the thousand Watt 


type. 

DINSHAH—And the Slides are 
the same? 

PEEBLES—tThe Slides are the 
same. 

DINSHAH—In all of them? 

PEEBLES—AII of them. 

DINSHAH—How many Instru- 
ments in total have you from the 
Institute? 

PEEBLES—Seventeen. 

DINSHAH—And you use them 
in your daily practice? 

PEEBLES—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH — Seventeen Instru-.

DINSHAH—Gonorrhoea and Sy-

PEEBLES—Syphilis I have not 
treated ; Gonorrhoea, yes. 

DINSHAH — Gonorrhoea you 
did? Big Goitres in the Neck? 

PEEBLES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Neuralgia of the 
Face? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — Uremic Poisoning 
cases ? 

PEEBLES—TI ‘have not treated. 

DINSHAH—Various Ulcers? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—Doctor, do you hap- 
pen to know whether the Commit- 
tee of Nomenclature of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association to which 
you belong, classified Spectro- 
Chrome in its own Dictionary ? 

PEEBLES—It has. 

DINSHAH—What Dictionary is 
this, please (showing Dictionary to 
Witness) ? 

PEEBLES—The American IIlus- 
trated Medical Dictionary, Dorland, 
15th Edition. 

DINSHAH—Who is the writer of 
this Dictionary ? 

PEEBLES—W. A. Newman Dor- 
land, A.M., M.D., F.A.C.S. 

DINSHAH—Navy ? ? 

PEEBLES — Lieutenant Colonel 
in the United States Army, Member 
of the Committee on Nomenclature, 
for the Association—of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association and Editor 
of the American Book, Medical. 

DINSHAH—How do these learn- 
ed gentlemen speak of Spectro- 
Chrome, in the Dictionary as a defi- 
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nition? What is Spectro-Chrome? 
It is in minute type—Spectro- 
Chrome. 

PEEBLES — “Spectro-Chrome 
meaning Color, a term applied to 
the method of treatment, consist- 
ing of the exposure of the part to 
be treated, to lights of various col- 
ors.” 


DINSHAH—To Lights of various 
Colors. Is this a recognized stan- 
dard medical Dictionary of the 
presen. lay? 

PEEBLES—tThe best there is. 


(The MEDICAL DICTIONARY 
referred, was received in Evidence 
ny marked Defendant’s Exhibit 
32. 


DINSHAH—Now, Doctor, time 
is short and I wish to curtail the 
process, if possible, with your help. 
I shall stick to the questions and 
the issues involved. You took this 
Lecture Course on Spectro-Chrome 
Metry? 

PEEBLES—lI did. 

DINSHAH—How much did you 
benefit in the knowledge of Chemis- 
try and Spectroscopy, compared to 
what you gained in your Medical 
College experience? 

PEEBLES—It fixed absolutely 
an outline that I had, so that I have 
now and can follow very definitely 
and I might say, add to the subject 
matter of the morning. 

DINSHAH—Do you use any Itis- 
ometer ? 

PEEBLES—I do. 

DINSHAH—Every day? 

PEEBLES—Every day. 

DINSHAH—You do not use that 
Instrument without it, now? 

PEEBLES—Absolutely not. I 
say, absolutely not. I won’t—I will 
qualify that. I do when it is so 
that I can not always take it to the 
home of the patient. 

DINSHAH—How do you find the 
Instruments working in conjunc- 
tion ? 

PEEBLES—A hundred per cent. 

DINSHAH—Is there anything in 


Medical Diagnosis, that can com- 
pare to Spectro-Chrome System ? 

PEEBLES—Absolutely not. 

DINSHAH—Do I teach any Dif- 
ferential Diagnosis in the Class? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—TIn your mind, then, 
by the Class work as taught with 
this experimental paraphernalia 
and the 60 hours’ tuition, a person 
using my instructions and my 
Equipment, can do service to the 
public with safety ? 

PEEBLES — Following instruce- 
tions, yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever in the 
Medical College learn about the Oc- 
cult Operation of the Great Sympa- 
thetic Nervous System—of the Vi- 
tal Organs as taught in my Class 
Room? 

PEEBLES—No0o, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you find on this 
Chart, People’s Exhibit Number 11 
—did you use these calculations in 
your work? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What did you find 
them ? 

PEEBLES—Most efficient. | 

DINSHAH — Medical Science. 
knows nothing about it? : 

PEEBLES — Nothing. Never. 
heard it or read it in Medical Sci-. 


*DINSHAH—Did you exemplify. 
it in your work? ‘ 
PEEBLES—I have. 
DINSHAH—How do you find it? 2 
PEEBLES—If I check my pati-, 
ent with the Diagnostic Machine — 
DINSHAH — With the Itiso-' 
meter ? ' 
PEEBLES — With the  Itiso- 
meter, I should say, find the patient, 
checks 20 Degrees below normal,: 
supply the Purple Color, also Red’ 
for ten minutes. If the Operation: 
is performed at the time, at an Eve-' 
ning Period in this, with the Sym-, 
pathetic Operation of the Sympa- 
thetic System, I can take the pati-’ 
ent back to the Itisometer and the 
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patient will check up into normal, 
unless he or she has been ill for 
such a long period of time, that it 
takes a longer period of treatments 
to correct the condition; but, under 
average cases, you can demonstrate 
not only to yourself, but, to the pa- 
tient, that they have responded. 

DINSHAH—Is there anything in 
Medicine or anything taught in the 
so-called orthodox colleges of the 
World, wherever you may have 
studied or in your study did you 
find anything akin to this Science? 

PEEBLES—I have not. 

DINSHAH — Then, will you 
please look at this Plate, People’s 
Exhibit Number 10? This Chart 
that you see, having the Spectro- 
Chrome Elements and Colors—how 
is it exemplified with the Experi- 
ments in Class work? 

PEE'BLES—lIt is very definite, 
very positive. 

DINSHAH—Any lay man can 
understand it? 

PEEBLES—Very definite. 

DINSHAH—Does it in any man- 
ner enlarge on Chemistry? 

PEEBLES—Once they get it, it 
is simplicity itself. 

DINSHAH—How about this 
Therapeutical Chart that you see 
there, Attributes Of Attuned Color 
Waves? 

_PEEBLES—That is very defi- 
nite. 

DINSHAH — And all these 
Charts that you see there—if a per- 
son would follow those instructions, 
according to those Charts, could he 
get results with safety? 

PEE'BLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Can any harm ac- 
crue with that Equipment ? 

PEEBLES — Absolutely none, 
even using the Color which is not 
designated, so far as I have been 
able to observe. 

DINSHAH—Did you in the Class 
Room, hear my definite teaching, 
about how Light is absorbed by 
Chemicals? 


PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—TI shall show you an 
Experiment and you can exemplify 
it, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—I want to show how 
precisely a Chemical is affected by 
Light, how Rays of Light are ab- 
sorbable into a Chemical and how 
the Body then radiates that after 
it ig taken. Will you permit me to 
show it? 

JUSTICE—I have no objection. 

DINSHAH—If you will kindly 
request the Bailiff to pull the blinds 
down, so that we can have some 
reasonable darkness 

JUSTICE—AI] right, sir. 

(The shades in the Court Room 
were ordered drawn, shutting out 
the Sunlight.) 

DINSHAH—In the meantime, 
may I proceed with the Examina- 
tion? 

JUSTICK—Yes, you may. 

DINSHAH—Dr. Peebles, in the 
Chemistry of the Human Body, it 
is an accepted—universally accept- 
ed medical fact, that the Body con- 
tains a certain number of Elements, 
about less than twenty i in number? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And that 97 per 
cent. of the Body has only 4 Chem- 
icals? 

PEEBLES—96.7 per cent. 

DINSHAH—96.7 per cent. I 
qualify it. Then, if 96.7 per cent. 
of the Human Body is composed of 
Oxygen 72 per cent., Carbon, Hy- 
drogen and Nitrogen, it is the 
teaching of Spectro-Chrome Metry, 
that only those 4 Elements will al- 
ter 97 per cent. of the equilibrium 
of the Body, if disturbed ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you find it so 
in your practice? 

PEEBLES—I have. 

DINSHAH—You followed the 
same teaching? 

PEEBLES—Absolutely, 

DINSHAH—These Chemical Ele- 
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ments in the Body—how do they 
pick up, according to our teaching, 
the Energy needed for doing work? 
From what source? 

PEEBLES—From the Light ap- 
plied—the Color applied. 

DINSHAH—No, I mean our En- 
ergy, | mean, first, from where does 
it come? 

PEEBLES—Oh, from the Sun- 
light. 

DINSHAH—From the Food that 
we eat? 

PEEBLES—Food that we eat. 

DINSHAH—Do I say that Food 
is bottled Sunshine? 

PEEBLES— Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Do you agree to that 
view ? 

PEEBLES—I do. 

DINSHAH—Because, it con- 
tains Chemical Compounds, which 
we absorb in our Body, by Chemical 
Affinity ? 

PEEBLES—Take up and utilize. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, if the 
Body produces these Chemical En- 
ergies, is it not right to assume 
that the Body has actual Radiative 
Energy coming from it? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And you admit that 
the Body radiates Heat? 

PEEBLES—lIt does. 

DINSHAH—What is the normal 
Temperature of the Human Body? 

PEEBLES—$98.6. 

DINSHAH—And the Itisometer 
has shown to you that it varies, ac- 
cording to various Disorders, in dif- 
ferent directions, in different Or- 
gans? 

PEEBLES—It does. 

DINSHAH—And therefore, the 
exemplification of the fact that 
Spectro-Chrome is the right Sci- 
ence. Is it or not? 

PEEBLES—It is for me. 

DINSHAH—How many Experi- 
ments do I demonstrate on the Ele- 
ments, to show that only certain 
Elements produce certain Color Em- 


anations ? 

PEEBLES—wWell, I remember a 
great many; I don’t know the exact 
number. 


DINSHAH—Do you remember 
my taking four Gas Tubes, one con- 
taining Oxygen, one containing He- 
lium, one containing the Vapor of 
Mercury and the fourth containing 
Neon Gas? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—That without any 
Electricity or anything, just by 
shaking the containers, I have them 
evolve their Color Waves? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, we 
need the Lights out, please, blinds 
to be fully down, because, these Ex- 
periments have not any thousand- 
candlepower Lights. They are very 
delicate and minute Experiments. 

(Other blinds were drawn, shut- 
ting out all Sunlight.) 

DINSHAH—Is that the best we 
can do? 

JUSTICE—I think that is about 
all we can do, Doctor. 

DINSHAH—Well, I think I can 
demonstrate. Here are four Tubes, 
which you may recognize and I 
shall introduce them as Exhibits. 
Did I demonstrate them in the Class 
Room for that purpose? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Will you read what 
they are? This (showing) is He- 
lum Gas? 

PEEBLES—tThis (showing) is 
Oxygen. 

DINSHAH—Oxygen Gas? 

PEEBLES—Yes. This (indicat- 
ting) is Neon; Mercury Vapor; He- 
lium Gas. 

(The TUBE containing Helium 
Gas was received in Evidence and 
marked Defendant’s Exhibit 33. 
Similarly, the Neon TUBE was 
marked Exhibit 34, the Oxygen Gas 
TUBE was marked Exhibit 35, the 
Mercury Vapor TUBE was 386.) 

DINSHAH—Here is the Tube 
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a 


containing Helium Gas. What Wave 
of Color Emanation is produced, 
when you energize this Tube by 
motioning it; on what Wave does it 
appear in our System—Helium 


Gas? 
PEEBLES—It is the Red —— 
DINSHAH — No, the Helium 
Gas? 
PEEBLES—It is Orange. 
DINSHAH—Orange is combined 
of what Colors in our System? 


PEEBLES—Red and Yellow. 


DINSHAH—See the Orange Col- 
or emanating from it—Orange 
Light coming out (demonstrating 
to the Jury). Helium Gas always 
gives the Orange Color of the Ema- 
nation. Here is another Tube con- 
taining another Gas, called Neon 
Gas, similar to what we ‘have in 
Electric Signs. 

PEEBLES — Marked on _ the 
Chart Red. 

DINSHAH—Here is a Tube con- 
taining Oxygen Gas. 

PEEBLES—Blue, marked on the 
Chart. 

DINSHAH—That is—Blue is a 
very faint, dark Color, but, it is 
visible distinctly ; Blue is an exceed- 
ingly dark, faint Color, gentlemen. 
Oxygen is supposed to be Blue Em- 
anation and—unless it is very dark, 
it is very difficult to see. Now, 
Mercury has a Turquoise Wave; 
Turquoise is Blue-Green; that is 
there; Mercury Spectrum, Tur- 
quoise? 

PEEBLES—Yes. 


DINSHAH ~— Blue Emanation 
from Mercury—Blue-Green, Tur- 
quoise Color (demonstrating to 
Jury by shaking the Tube). Now, 
all the Elements in that Chart, one 
by one, are demonstrated this way 
or by High Frequency Electrical 
Oscillations or other Energy im- 
parted ? 

PEEBLES—tThey are. 

DINSHAH—And the work is ex- 
emplified step-by-step? 


PEEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH—As regards the ab- 
sorption of Light into the Human 
Body, how it is done—do I demon- 
strate these Chemical Tubes like 
that (showing) ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I can not expose it 
to the Light. I am sorry. Put it 
with a label on it. 


(The referred TUBE was receiv- 
ed in Evidence and marked Defen- 
dant’s Exhibit 37.) 

DINSHAH—Now, the idea _ is, 
that in Spectro-Chrome Metry, all 
Energy coming from Sunlight or 
from White Light, is analyzed ac- 
cording to the Power of the Chem- 
ical itself; the same White Light 
can be absorbed by different Chem- 
icals and produce Light Emanations 
of different Color, from the Chemis- 
try of the material. Doctor, is it 
taught in my Class, that just as a 
seed in a field gets the same Sun- 
light, by twelve different seeds you 
grow different vegetables, because 
of the different Chemicals within 
the seed or not? 

PEEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH—That is what I want 
to demonstrate; that Power is not 
in the Sunlight, but, in the Chemi- 
cal Elements in the Body itself. 
Here is a Chemical Element that 
Your Honor will see has no shine of 
any Color now, except White ma- 
terial. Gentlemen, you will please 
see, that that is just a White Mine- 
ral. There is no Light there, now. 
I light that Machine, I remove the 
Slide-Carrier altogether from it, so 
there is no getting of any Colors 
and I shall throw this White Light 
upon this first Chemical; then, I 
shall show you another—that the 
moment I expose for just a fraction 
of a Second to this Light from this 
Equipment, you will see that the 
Energy from the Light will be tak- 
en up by this and an Orange-Yellow 
Color will be thrown out after the 
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Se 


Light is extinguished. There is 
nothing where the Light did not 
touch (demonstrating). 

J USTICE—Show it to the Jury. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 
See this side? You see a shine; it 
is very dark on the other side (dem- 
onstrating to the Jury). Now, I 
have a brighter Tube of this, shown 
with a 

J USTICE—Does the other Tube 
demonstrate the same thing? 

DINSHAH—wNo. The other Tube 
will be seen right across the audi- 
ence. Here is the Tube, Your Hon- 
or; I put it in Exhibit there. 

(The referred TUBE was receiv- 
ed in Evidence and marked Defen- 
dant’s Exhibit 38.) 


DINSHAH—The honorable gen- 
tlemen will please see, that it is 
only White Powder. Now, I expose 
it to this Light. Green Light is 
emanated. Where the Light did not 
touch this, nothing. This isa Light 
that is emanating Green Color now. 
(Showing.) So that the Energy— 
what I want to show Your Honor 
and the Jury is, that the same 
White Light shining on different 


Chemicals, shows different effects, 
according to the potency of the 
Chemical itself. It is the Body that 
has the self-regulating mechanism 
and normalates; not the Doctor? 
Do you admit that viewpoint? 
IHAGERTY—Are you telling me? 
DINSHAH—I am telling why 
that is a part of the teaching. 
HAGERTY—It is not in issue. 
DINSHAH—Surely, I can pre- 
sent that now. 


HAGERTY—I have not heard 
her say anything. 
PEEBLES—I am assured of it, 


sir. 
HAGERTY—By Colonel Din- 


shah. 

PEEBLES—No, sir, by my own 
nine years’ work with the Color. 

DINSHAH—What is your expe- 
rience? What did you do 

JUSTICE—Now, we got the 
Demonstration through, we are go- 
ing to take a recess until tomorrow 
morning at ten o’clock. 

So all went where they had to go. 
The earthquake of the Second Day 
of the Trial passed into the annals 
of history.

In its issue of Wednesday, April 
29, 1931, again The Buffalo Times 
came out with a story, full of hu- 
mor :— 


SCIENTIST OUT-SCIENCED 


Just a Slip-of-the-Eye Wins Visual Vic- 
tory for Ghadiali in Battle of 
Polysyllables 


A spectroscope, a scientific apparatus 
with which light rays are studied, enter- 
ed the "magic lantern” trial today. 

Dinshah P. Ghadiali, who signs after 
his name M.D., M.C., L.L.D., D.C., Ph.D., 
and so forth, introduced the spectroscope. 

In case you haven’t followed Mr. Gha- 
diali’s career in Supreme court, he is 
conducting his own defense on a second 
degree larceny charge. 


He invented a machine to cure every- 
thing from surly wives to measles, and 
Houseman Hughes, Buffalo man, who 
bought one, couldn’t make it cure. 


Dr. Melvin D. Reinhard, ray expert 
of the Gratwick laboratories, called as a 
witness by the prosecution, took the 
stand this morning and Ghadiali took 
him over the jumps. 

"Now, you are a scientific expert, Dr. 
Reinhard. Let’s see. What do you know 
about music?” 

Then, before the Buffalo expert could 
reply, Ghadiali hurled in rapid succession 
questions concerning _ electro-physics, 
chemistry, light waves, medics, micro- 
scopy, botany and acoustics. 

Suddenly, with a burst of enthusiasm, 
Ghadiali said: ‘Now, doctor, here is a 
spectroscope. Take a look through it and 
see if it is any good.” 
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Dr. Reinhard picked up the spectro- 
scope uncertainly. Then he placed his 
eye to one end cautiously. 

Quick as lightning Ghadiali spoke up: 

*"Doctor, you’ve got your eye at the 
wrong end.”

The Buffalo Evening News of 
Wednesday, April 29, 1931, carried 
an article about the Trial:— 


EXPERT SAYS ORDINARY GLASS 
SLIDES USED IN CURATIVE LAMP 


Witness Also Denies Spectrum Lines— 
Dunkirk Doctor, However, Upholds 
Apparatus 


Blue Lights with a curative effect for 
all of the 172 brands of fevers have been 
produced by the magic lantern of Col. 
Dinshah P. Ghadiali, Malaga, N. J., and 
palpitating hearts have been quieted by 
its treatments, it was testified late Wed- 
nesday during the second day of the 
colonel’s trial for grand larceny in ac- 
cepting payment for a machine that 
others say did not work. 


The witnesses were Dr. Welcome A. 
Hanor of Dunkirk and Miss Kate W. 
Baldwin of Philadelphia. Both had used 
the device to good effect, they assured 
the court. Dr. Hanor was admitted to 
the practice of medicine in 1909, he said, 
and Miss Baldwin has been in the pro- 
fession since 1890, having at one time 
been senior surgeon in the Woman’s 
hospital in Philadelphia. 


Their testimony followed that of Mel- 
vin C. Reinhard, Gratwick laboratories 


expert, who, under questioning of Leo J. 
Hagerty, assistant district attorney, had 
explained before Justice Thomas H. Noo- 
nan in Supreme court that the colored 
lights were made through ordinary col- 
ored glass. 

However, Mr. Reinhard admitted on 
cross-examination by the peppery Gha- 
diali that he was not testifying concern- 
ing the healing powers of colored lights, 
but only as a physicist. The 1000-watt 
bulb used in the lantern was of the ordi- 
nary incandescent type, the witness said. 
He said he found no spectrum lines upon 
the slides, and such lines would have 
been valueless. 

Col. Ghadiali, who is conducting his 
own defense, insists that he never told 
his pupils the magic lantern would cure 
people. It would merely ’normalate” 
or “‘tonate” them, he said. 

The complaint is made by Houseman 
Hughes, 294 Parkdale avenue, who said 
he paid $175 for a lantern, but found, he 
testified, that he was unable to norma- 
late. He got a chart describing the prop- 
erties of the various colors. 

”Green is a germicide and disinfectant 
and it also stands for humility,” Mr. 
Hughes testified. 

’Is humility a disease?” inquired Mr. 
Hagerty. 

"Tf it is, it is not particularly preva- 
lent,’ remarked Justice Thomas H. Noo- 
nan, 

Cyril Simpson, 127 Verplanck street, 
and Miss Bertha McNamara, 936 West 
Ferry street, also testified concerning 
representations they said Col. Ghadiali 
made to them. 

Thus, the newspapers viewed the 
second day’s work. They too, were 
slowly changing their hostile atti- 
tude.

TRIUMPH OF SPECTRO-CHROME

COMPLETE TRANSCRIPT OF RECORD 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE THIRD DAY 
Thursday, April 30, 1931 


CHAPTER 1 


PHYSICIAN DECLARES SPECTRO-CHROME BETTER 
THAN DRUGS 


Thursday, April 380, 1931, 10 
A. M., came. None could enter the 
Court Room without a note from 
some Lawyer. Many prominent 
members of the local Bar, went to 
the Judges of the Courts where 
they had to make their appearance 
and had asked for continuances in 
their respective cases. It was whis- 
pered that a layman was fighting a 
scientific case in the State Supreme 
Court, without an Attorney and the 
Court Room was converted into an 
Iixperimental Laboratory. Thus, 
the Lawyers took a holiday and the 
Court Room was packed to the last 
seat. I had no eyes for anything 
except my lifework being at stake. 
Numerous of my Graduates were 
among those present, but, none felt 
uneasy about the outcome. Dr. 
Martha Jane Peebles resumed the 
Witness Stand. 


DINSHAH—Dr. Peebles, when 
we stopped last night, I dem- 
onstrated the Emanations coming 
from certain Tubes; those Tubes 
containing Elements were shown in 
the Class Room, as giving certain 
Color Emanations. Were those 
Tubes shown in the Class? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—In this manner then, 
all the various other Elements were 
used in our work—which are in the 
Human Body—and demonstrated as 
active? 


PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What do you under- 
stand by Radio-Activity and Radio- 
Emanation, as taught in our work? 

PEEBLES — Radio-Emanation 
was shown —— 

DINSHAH — Radio-Activation 
first. 

PEEBLES—Radio-Activation is 
the Movement—it is a Body capable 
of giving off its Color properties 
and has certain Oscillatory Move- 
ments. 

DINSHAH—In our work then, do 
we understand that all Elements 
are Radio-Active? That is, they 
can absorb certain Oscillatory Fre- 
quencies or Wave Lengths from the 
Sunlight and give them out or ema- 
nate them again? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—That is, Radio-Ac- 
tivity then, in our work as taught, 
means Absorption of Colors or 
Waves and giving out as Emana- 
tion? 

PEEBLES—Emanation. 

DINSHAH—Is it also taught in 
the Class, that these Oscillatory 
Frequencies, coming out of the Hu- 
man Body, because of the Chemical 
Energy inside, of a very peculiar 
character, characteristic to itself, 
being the cause of our physical ex- 
istence? 

PEEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH—Do you maintain the 
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same view? 
PEEBLES—I do. 
DINSHAH—And is this Emana- 
tion as contended in Spectro- 
Chrome, demonstrated on the 
Screen, after the work is over? 
PEEBLES—lIt is. 
DINSHAH—And what do we 
call that Emanation of the Human 
Body in our work? 
PEEBLES—tThe Physical Aura. 
DINSHAH—How do you spell it? 
PEEBLES—A-U-R-A. 
DINSHAH—Or as I eall it, the 
Auric Vehicle of the Physical Body? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—tThere was a ques- 
tion here raised by an expert in 
Radio-Emanations and so on, about 
how a thing like Light can act upon 
the Human Body. Now, in our 
work experimentally, by certain 
phenomenon known as Polarization 
Of Light and so on—which I do not 
want to introduce into the Court, 
unless the Honorable Court wishes 
me to—I do not want to take up too 
much time—is it demonstrated in 
our work then, that Laght has cer- 
tain peculiar qualities, which can be 
transformed from one Oscillatory 
Frequency or Wave Length into 
another, by means of certain Col- 
ors, which are really Chemical En- 
ergies ? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—You saw those Ex- 
periments of the Polarization 
Slides, demonstrating what we call 
Interference and Reinforcement 
Waves? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—You studied Physics 
to a reasonable extent? 
PEEBLES—I have. 
DINSHAH—Not only in my 
Class, but, in your own College edu- 
cation? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—And do you under- 
stand that Light is a Polarized En- 
ergy, having a Vertical and a Hori- 
zontal Frequency of Motion? 


PEEBLES—I do. 

DINSHAH — Are these two 
Slides, that I exhibit for demon- 
strating to the common sense mind, 
the Analysis of Light in Horizontal 
and Vertical Motions? 

PEEBLES—I believe so. 

DINSHAH—I put in Exhibit. 


(The TWO SLIDES referred 
were received in Evidence and 
marked Defendant’s Exhibits 39 
and 40.) 


DINSHAH—With your permis- 
sion, I shall just keep this aside, un- 
til I demonstrate it. That is Ex- 
hibit Number 39. Now, with the 
Honorable Court’s permission, I 
shall make the Demonstration that 
these are nothing but ordinary win- 
dow glass, to prevent anybody peek- 
ing in—that is, Peeping Thomases. 

JUSTICE — So-called Opaque 
Glass. 

DINSHAH—It is not opaque, 
Your Honor, but, it is called Ribbed 
Glass, in that technical language. 
Will you please hold this Glass and 
see whether it has Horizontal Lines 
in both these Slides? Exactly the 
same. 

PEEBLES—(Examining) I be- 
lieve so; it appears so; it is so. 

DINSHAH—Now, please, put 
them together and see, if both— 
which are  translucent—produce 
Black Bands, by cutting off one 
Plane of Polarization or another? 
Just move them? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It shows that Light 
has Interference Motion? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It shows htat Light 
has Interference Motion. 

JUSTICE—Show it to the Jury. 

DINSHAH — (Exhibiting to 
Jury) The Black Bands indicate, 
that Light does not pass through 
that portion, although it is trans- 
lucent. Only when both are Hori- 
zontal, the White Light passes 
through, but, the moment you move 
them from the Horizontal Plane, 
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the one Plane of Light is cut off 
and the other Plane not being able 
to pass is “filtered out” or cut off 
and produces an Interference of the 
Motion of Light. That means, the 
contention is then, that even Light 
going through a translucent thing, 
depends on its Activity of Motion, 
upon its angle at which it is cut. Is 
that what is taught in the Class 
Room? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—The Honorable Jur- 
ors will please see, as long as the 
Light passes through in the same 
Plane, both being Horizontal or 
both being Vertical, either way, 
the Light passes through undis- 
turbed; but, when the Plane or the 
Angle of the Light is moved from 
that Line, the Light is cut off from 
Projection and you see Black Bands 
cutting off the White Light alto- 
gether. Then, it follows from this, 
Dr. Peebles, that Light in itself, 
produces effects of Motion, different 
according to the Angle at which it 
is cut? 

PEEBLES—It does. 

DINSHAH—The expert talked 
about ‘some Diffraction Gratings in 
his work, that certain Glasses have 
certain Lines, so many thousand to 
the Inch. Do you recognize this 
piece of Glass, ‘as being shown in 
our Class (showing to Witness) ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
this produces Analysis of Light, in 
various Colors? | 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir, I saw it 
this morning. 

DINSHAH—Will you please tell 
the Honorable Jury, whether I tell 
them that this Glass has actually 
25,000 Lines to the Inch cut upon 
it? 

PEEBLES—We were so taught. 

DINSHAH—I put this Rowland’s 
Diffraction Grating in Evidence— 
Professor Rowland of Baltimore, 
Maryland. 


(ROWLAND’S DIFFRACTION 


.GRATING referred was received in 


Evidence and marked Defendant’s 
Exhibit 41.) 

DINSHAH—If Your Honor will 
move it a little, you will see that the 
Color Waves of the Light are dif- 
fracted and broken up and the 
whole Spectrum appears from it. 
This Diffraction Grating has 25,000 
Lines on the Inch engraved on it. 

J USTICE—Show it to the Jury. 

DINSHAH— (Exhibiting to the 
Jury) You will please see, where 
Light falls at a certain Angle, it 
breaks up into its component Color 
Waves. It was this Diffraction 
Grating that I showed to the Class, 
that it ‘had inscribed 25,000 Lines 
to the Inch, for breaking up Light 
Waves, like a Prism and I never 
said that those Slides had those 
Lines engraved on them? 

PEEBLES—No, sir, you did not. 

DINSHAH—How many Classes 
did you attend in Spectro-Chrome. 

PEEBLES—One. 

DINSHAH—But you heard this 
Diffraction matter discussed in my 
other Classes? 

PEEBLES—I have. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever in nine 
years of your connection with 
Spectro-Chrome Metry work, hear 
from the mouth of myself or any 
students or any Graduates who 
spoke about it, that I claimed that 
Lines were cut in those Slides be- 
hind them, outside of this Diffrac- 
tion Grating? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—I shall show you an- 
other Diffraction Grating. Do you 
remember an Equipment looking 
like a German dachshund, in which 
by means of a Carbon Arc Lamp, 
without a Prism, I break up the 
Spectrum on two sides and demon- 
strate it? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And this is a simi- 
lar Diffraction Grating to that 
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which I showed to the Jury, 
through that Machine? Is that the 
Grating put in that Equipment? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is the purpose 
of showing that in the Class? 

PEEBLES—Exhibit the break- 
ing up of the Colors. 

(The DIFFRACTION GRATING 
referred was received in Evidence 
and marked Defendant’s Exhibit 
Number 42.) 

DINSHAH—That Light is com- 
posed of these Colors and by means 
of Line Gratings, when any Inter- 
ference is caused to the Light, the 
Beam is broken into its Spectrum? 

PEEBLES—tThat it is possible to 
divide the Spectrum into its com- 
ponent Colors. 

DINSHAH—HI shall save the time 
of the Court. This is similar to 
that (indicating). But, do I state 
also that this grating has only 
14,200 Lines on the Inch? 

PEKEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Now, Doctor, in this 
Slide-Carrier which contains these 
Slides, what system of Primary 
Colors do we use as being the Fun- 
damental Color Waves produced 
from White Light? 

PEEBLES—Red, Green and Vio- 
let-—Blue, I beg your pardon. 

DINSHAH—No, I mean this 
Color. Blue is behind here. These 
three in the Front—our Primary 
Colors? 

PEEBLES—Green and Violet— 
no, that is Blue. 

DINSHAH—You just move it, 
please. Pardon me. Move it this 
way (indicating), look at it this 
way. You are mixing the two. In 
the Primary System in Front, Din- 
shah Primary System as taught in 
the Class? 

PREEBLES—Red, Green and 
Blue—Red, Green and Indigo. 

DINSHAH—tThere is no Slide of 
Indigo. 

PEEBLES — Not distinguished 


as a Slide; I beg your pardon. 

DINSHAH—Two behind. Just 
turn it—one, single one—the Front 
of the Slide-Carrier, 
PREBLES—Red, Green and Vio- 
et, 

DINSHAH—tThat is the Front of 
the Slide-Carrier ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir, 

DINSHAH—And behind there 
are what three Colors? 

PEEBLES—Blue, Yellow and 
Orange. 

DINSHAH—You have the Col- 
ors, Red, Yellow and Blue marked 


on, 

PEEBLES—Red, Blue and Yel- 
low. 

DINSHAH—Red, Yellow and 
Blue on one side and Red, Green and 
Violet on the other side? 

PEEBLES—And Red, Green and 
Violet on the other. 

DINSHAH—In our work, in or- 
der to produce all the Chemical 
Ranges of the Spectrum, do we gu- 
perimpose these Slides one upon 
another and produce entirely differ- 
ent Colors or not? 

PEEBLES—We do. 

DINSHAH—May I demonstrate 
these Colors, please, coming from 
the Slides ? 

JUSTICE—You had better do 
that when you get on the Stand 
yourself—if you are going on. 

DINSHAH—TIf I go on the Stand 
myself and endeavor to do all these 
things there is too much, sir, com- 
ing in. I want to save the time. 

JUSTICE—I want to finish to- 
day. 

DINSHAH—Yes, sir; so do I, 
with Your Honor’s permission. 

JUSTICE—Well, go ahead. 

DINSHAH—It will Just take a 
minute, Press the button and the 
“Lights” will come and you may 
identify them. With this Red, 
Green and Violet on the one side 
and Red, Yellow and Blue on the 
other side, how many Colors do we 
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produce in all? 
PEEBLES—Twelve. 
DINSHAH—By what method? 
PEEBLES — Superimposing one 
Shde upon the other. 
DINSHAH—Do I show and teach 
in the Class Room that when one 
Color is superimposed upon an- 
other, it changes the Frequency of 
Oscillation and changes the Color 
Wave? 
PEEBLES—lIt does. 
DINSHAH—We shall demon- 
strate that (demonstrating). What 
Color Wave is coming out now? 
PEEBLES—Spectrum. 
DINSHAH—White Light? 
PEEBLES—White Light. 
JUSTICE—Point it towards the 
Jury, so that they can see it. I do 
not care anything about it. The 
Jury has got to determine. 
DINSHAH—White Light is com- 
ing out now (demonstrating). What 
is the Spectrum of this White 
Light? How many Colors are there 
now complete in the White Light? 
PEEBLES—There are Five. 
DINSHAH—No. In the whole 
White Light Spectrum, the New- 
tonian Spectrum ? 
PEEBLES—Red, Yellow, Green, 
Blue, Violet and Indigo. 
DINSHAH—Orange? 
PEEBLES—And Orange. 
DINSHAH—That is the Newton- 
ian Spectrum? 
' PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Now, I produce a 
Red Color here by a single She, as 
you will note (demonstrating). Is 
this demonstrated in the Class 
Room—this production of the Red 
Color? 
PEEBLES—It is. 
DINSHAH—This produces a Red 
Color. Now, if I turn the Dise again 
and put the Green Slide in, it pro- 
duces a Green Color (indicating’) ? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—tThen, when I turn 
it to the Violet, it produces this Vio- 


let Color (indicating) ? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—tThis is the Front 
Dise, is that it? 
PEEBLES—It is. 
DINSHAH—Now, in the Back 
Dise, we have Red and Yellow and 
Blue (indicating). Now, I shall 
demonstrate. Here are the Six Col- 
ors in the Front and Back Dises. 
Now, we shall produce the Combi- 
nations. You will see the changes 
coming out. Here is the White Light 
now. I am addressing the Jury, 
please. Supposing, we take now the 
production of an Intermediate Col- 
or, hike Lemon. We shall put what 
two Colors together to make Lem- 
on? 
PEEBLES—Green and Yellow. 
DINSHAH—You will kindly see, 
gentlemen, that while it is eontend- 
ed by the Expert a Color is a Color, 
by this process of Superimposition, 
I change the Color into a different 
Wave. That is my finding. There 
is the Yellow Color, which has a 
single Spectral Range. On that, I 
put the Green now and you will see 
than an entirely different Color, 
which is neither Green nor Yellow, 
comes out. Is this the Lemon Color? 
PEEBLES—It is. It has a pre- 
ponderance of Green. 
DINSHAH-—It is entirely a dif- 
ferent Color. The Yellow is changed 
to the Green side and the Green is 
degraded in its Frequency towards 
the Yellow side. Is that what we 
call a Compound Wave? 
PEEBLES—It is. 
DINSHAH—And is that process 
known as tuning of the Colors? 
PEEBLES—Yes. 
DINSHAH—And is it thus dem- 
onstrated with the Slide-Carrier 
and Equipment in the Class Room? 
PEEBLES—It is. 
DINSHAH—Did you see it? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Now, supposing we 
wanted to get a Turquoise Color for 
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a certain purpose; what are the two 
Colors for making the Turquoise 
Attuned Color Wave? 
PEEBLES—Blue and Green. 
DINSHAH—Now, we keep the 
Green where it is and put the Blue 
on it. You will find that it is not 
like Blue at all, it is not like Green, 
even. Is this the Turquoise? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—It is an Intermedi- 
ate Color Wave, between the Green 
and the Blue. Now, do you know 
of a Magenta Color in our System? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Which is not in the 
Spectrum? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir, 
DINSHAH—How is that Color 
produced artificially in our work? 
What Combination? 
PEEBLES—Red and Violet. 


DINSHAH—Now, the Spectrum 
ranges from Red to Violet? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I turn the Red and 
the Violet together and make an 
artificial Color. What is the pur- 
pose of that Color in our work? 
What does it do? 

PEEBLES—It acts on the Circu- 
lation and the Sympathetic Nervous 
System. 

DINSHAH—Any Vital Organ or 
Area of the Body affected thereby ? 

PEEBLES—It is very potently 
tonative. 

DINSHAH—In what Disorders 
do you use this Magenta, in your 
own experience? | 

PEEBLES—In all emotional type 
illness, disturbance and irregularity 
of Heart Action. 

DINSHAH—What Action? 

PEEBLES—Heart and in general 
depression. 

DINSHAH—I shall show this 
Color to you and the gentlemen of 
the Jury will please see that there 
is no Violet apparent and no Red; 
it changes into an entirely different 
Color of a peculiar character. I 


shall first put the White Light on 
here, so that you may see the 
changes. Here is the White Light. 
Here is the Red I am putting in and 
here is the Violet I am putting in. 
There is an entirely different Color 
which is not in the Newtonian Spec- 
trum, Is this the Magenta Color? 

PHEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH—It does not look Vio- 
let, it does not look Red; it is an 
entirely different Color altogether. 
So that by combining Red and Blue 
I produce a Scarlet ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And by combining 
Violet and Yellow, I produce a 
Purple? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And all these three 
Waves made by me in my Research 
and taught in the Class Room—did 
you find they work on any Vital 
Organs? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What are the Or- 
gans affected by these Waves, that 
you found in your own experience? 

PEEBLES—wWill you kindly spe- 
city the Wave that you wish me 

O —__—_ 

DINSHAH—What is the use of 
Purple? What quality in medical 
terms, has that Purple Wave of 
Dinshah ? 

PEEBLES—-Very potent indeed 
in High Blocd Pressure; very po- 
tent in certain type of Restlessness, 
Mental Nervousness, very often in 
certain type of Infection where the 
Indigo is in the beginning a little 
perhaps too Astringent and begin 
with the Purple and go down to the 
greater—the shorter Wave Length, 
Indigo. Those are the main issues. 

DINSHAH—Have you had rea- 
son to get cases where the Blood 
Pressure was Low and you wanted 
to raise it? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What Wave do you 
use for raising the Blood Pressure 
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in our work? 

PEEBLES—On the whole, Or- 
ange; Magenta on the Heart and 
Orange Systemic. 


DINSHAH—If you used Scarlet, 
what effect upon the Heart has that 
Searlet Color Wave? 

PEEBLES—Also increases Blood 
Pressure. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, in those 
persons who lost their manhood, by 
not using their Sex properly or lost 
their manhood in certain ways 
which we do not have to specify 
here, what influence would Scarlet 
have on those cases if they came 
into your hands? 


PEEBLES—It very definitely in 
women—and if it will do so in wo- 
men, I assume it will do so with 
men, corrects degeneration or dis- 
turbance of the Generative Organs. 

DINSHAH—Did you use it your- 
self in your practice? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—How did you find it 
working? 

PEEBLES—Better than any- 
thing I know of in the Drug line. 

DINSHAH—Now, in order to 
show that Light is capable of work- 
ing by Interference Motion and that 
these Diffraction Gratings, when 
crossed, can produce a large num- 
ber of different Color Waves from 
the same Gratings, do I show in the 
Class Cross Gratings like that to 
analyze (showing) ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Just move it, please 
and say what you see through it. 

PEEBLES—Various Angles of 
the Spectrum. 

DINSHAH—It shows as this 
Spectrum from one Grating. Do 
you notice that? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I offer that as an 
Exhibit—Cross Gratings. 

(The CROSS GRATINGS refer- 


red were received in Evidence and 
marked Defendant’s Exhibit 43.) 
DINSHAH—And these Gratings 
are similar to those Line Gratings 
for Analysis of White Light into its 
component Colors; is that your op- 
inion ? 
PEEBLES—I should judge so. 
DINSHAH—It is shown in the 
Class for that purpose? 
PEEBLES—lIt is shown in the 
Class and it is very similar to the 
Cross Gratings. 


(The Defendant. demonstrated 
the Exhibit 43 to the Jury.) 

JUSTICE—AI] right. The Jury 
are the ones that have got to de- 
cide that, Doctor. 

DINSHAH—Is it necessary for 
any one to name Disorders, as the 
medical people have classified ? 

PEEBLES—You mean in the — 

DINSHAH—In our work—only 
in our work. 

PEEBLES—It is not. 

DIN SHAH—Do I teach the 
grouping of symptoms of certain 
Disorders and how they produce 
certain Chemical Disturbances in 
the Body? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And it is only upon 
that that our work is based and not 
upon any Medical Diagnosis Sys- 
tem? 

PEEBLES—It is. 


DINSHAH—And if you were not 
a medical woman, you would use 
that system as instructed in the 
Class or will you use some other 
things? 

PEEBLES—If I were not a med- 
ical woman, would I use it? If I 
took the Course, most assuredly, if 
I took the Course. Certainly, if I 
would use it as a medical woman, I 
would use it as a lay person with 
the privileges. 

DINSHAH—You take the Wit- 
ness, 
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CHAPTER 2 
GROWING HAIR ON BALD HEADS 


Again, the Prosecutor started on 
a rambling tour to break the Testi- 
mony of Dr. Martha Jane Peebles. 
It was natural. For him to hear a 
Physician and Surgeon declare 
Spectro-Chrome as “Better than 
anything I know of in the Drug 
Line,” was assuredly too much to 
permit without a challenge. He be- 
gan the Cross Examination in his 
customary style, to confuse the 
Witness. 

HAGERTY—Doctor, you recog- 
nize in Colonel Dinshah the Origi- 
nator of Spectro-Chrome Metry, do 
you not? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—He is the Originat- 
or and the sole teacher of 1t? 

PEEBLES—As far as I know. 

HAGERTY—When you referred 
to this Dictionary here yesterday 
and showed us the definition of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry in there, 
you did not mean by referring to 
that definition in the Dictionary, 
that the medical authorities accept- 
ed Spectro-Chrome Metry, did you? 

PEEBLES—The medical profes- 
sion does not necessarily accept all 
of that Dictionary, sir. 

HAGERTY—tThat is what I am 
getting at, that that Dictionary con- 
tains a lot of definitions. 

PHEBLES—Certainly. 

HAGERTY — Including defini- 
tions of certain frauds that the 
medical profession recognizes; 
doesn’t it? 

DINSHAH—Is the Witness to 
say the medical profession 
HAGERTY—1I am asking her. 

DINSHAH—Answer whether it 
contains recognition of frauds also. 

PEEBLES—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—So that if the Dic- 
tionary says, ‘“Spectro-Chrome Met- 
ry” and it says in it something 
about the treatment of Disease by 


Colored Lights, that is just a defi- 
nition of what the Originator of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry claims it to 
be. 

PEEBLES—Surely. 

HAGERTY—And it does not 
mean that the medical profession 
comes back in the Dictionary and 
says, ‘“Spectro-Chrome Metry is the 
treatment by Colored Lights which 
we vouch for and accept,” does it? 


PEEBLES—I did not get your 
question. 

HAGERTY—I say, it does not 
mean, simply because the definition 
is in the Dictionary, that the med- 
ical profession or the man who 
wrote the Dictionary, says that, 
“this is something that we accept 
and vouch for?” 

PHEEBLES—You mean the entire 
medical profession or certain indi- 
viduals in it? 

HAGERTY—I mean the author- 
ity that wrote the book. 

PEEBLES—tThe authority that 
wrote the book puts it in for the 
benefit of whoever might wish to 
take out that word and analyze it 
or any other procedure. It does not 
necessarily mean, in my opinion, 
that if the word “Radium’’ is placed 
in that book, that every member of 
the medical profession claims that 
he or she believes in and uses Ra- 
dium. That is true of Spectro- 
Chrome, as has been shown in this 
Court. 

HAGERTY—Just the same, for 
instance, as the Dictionary defines 
“Voodooism ?”’ 

PEHEBLES—Surely. 

HAGERTY—It does not mean 
that everybody has got or believes 
in it or accepts it, because Web- 
ster’s Dictionary puts Voodooism in 
the book? 

PEEBLES—Absolutely not. 

HAGERTY—Colonel Dinshah is 
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the Originator of this Spectro- 
Chrome Metry. 

PEEBLES—As I understand it; 
I know nothing to the contrary. 


HAGERTY—As I understand it, 
Doctor, from your Testimony all 
the way through, in your response 
to the Doctor’s questions, what you 
are testifying to here is what you 
understand about it from Colonel 
Dinshah? 

PEEBLES—Oh, no! I have a 
background, sir, of medical knowl- 
edge. 

HAGERTY—tThat is, of medica]? 

PEEBLES — Of pre-medical 
knowledge. 

HAGERTY—But, all the way 
through your Testimony 

PEEBLES—And ten years of 
practical application. 

HAGERTY—Yes. 
ting that. 

PEEBLES—AI] right, sir. 

HAGERTY—I am just going to 
get to it some time. All the way 
through your Testimony, Doctor, 
you have continuously said, ‘That 
is the way you taught it in the 
Class.” “So I understand it.” And 
when Colonel Dinshah said, ‘‘Didn’t 
I teach this in the Class?” You 
said, ‘Yes, you taught this in the 
Class.” So that what I am trying 
to get at is this: So that as far as 
you are concerned, Colonel Dinshah 
is the great Originator and the au- 
thority on Spectro-Chrome Metry? 

PEEBLES—He is. 

HAGERTY — Yes. And _ his 
teachings and his claims you have 
accepted ? 

PEERLES—Certainly. 

HAGERTY — And accepting 
them as he teaches them and as he 
makes his claims, of course, you 
coincide in every manner in what 
he says about Spectro-Chrome Met- 


ry. 
PEEBLES—TI coincide in every 
manner? 
HAGERTY—Yes. 
PEEBLES—Will 


I am admit- 


you amplify 


that? 

HAGERTY—What I mean is 
this: Whatever his claims or what- 
ever his teachings have been with 
reference to Spectro-Chrome Metry, 
you are in accord with him? 

PEEBLES—Yes, I believe I am. 


HAGERTY—WwWell, you have been 
practising it for ten years; have 
you not? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—And you have how 
many Machines working? 

PEEBLES—Seventeen. 


HAGERTY—Now, Doctor, of 
course I have some children and I 
have bought them paints—little 
boxes of colored water paints and I 
have seen them playing with them; 
they take Yellow and mix it with 
Black; that was some kind of a 
strange Color I have never seen be- 
fore? 

PEEBLES—Oh, yes, you can get 
Colors. 

HWAGERTY—You can take Red 
aud mix with Green and put it on 
a paper and that was some strange 
Color I never saw before? 

PEEBLES—Surely. 

HAGERTY—So that it is not so 
wonderful about taking Color Slides 
in a thing like this and putting the 
Green in front of Yellow and pro- 
ducing some particular Color; is it? 

PEEBLES—Oh, yes; there is a 
vast difference. 

HAGERTY—Vast difference? 

PEEBLES—Vast difference; if 
you divide your Spectrum as it is 
from Red to Violet, there is a defi- 
nite degree between each Color. 

HAGERTY—Yes? 

PEEBLES—If you apply two 
Colors together, there is a definite 
degree between those two Colors. A 
definite degree is represented by 
those two Colors. It is not—you 
may—or I believe you do know that 
if I mix a certain Color of two or 
three paints and shall put in a per 
centage of the various Colors in 
those paints. I pay $15 a Color to 
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a certain individual to differentiate 
those and tell me the per centage 


of Colors that I have put in that. 


paint, if I want to put out a new 
Color Tone on the market. Now, 
there is a vast difference. That rep- 
resents what your child does, but, 
your two definite Colors within the 
Spectral Line as represented here 
and your Combination is also rep- 
resented by a definite ratio. 

HAGERTY—Yes. Well, you said, 
for instance, that the Magenta Col- 
or was a Color which, according to 
Colonel Dinshah, is not in the Spec- 
trum? 

PEEBLES—It is not, as such. 

HAGERTY—As such. Well, now, 
the Magenta, like all those Colors, 
are Waves, Wave Lengths; are they 


not? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—What Wave Length 
is it? 

PEEBLES—Magenta? 

' UAGERTY—Yes, where would it 
all? 

PEEBLES—We start with Green 
as Zero; the next Color is Tur- 
quoise; that is 30. I am working 
around it, Your Honor or please, 
Mr. Prosecutor. I do not carry those 
figures in my mind. Green is Zero, 
Turquoise 30, Blue is 60, Violet is— 
Magenta is 340, to the best of my 
knowledge and belief. Am I cor- 
rect, Colonel Dinshah? 

DINSHAH—You are talking to 
the Prosecutor. 

HAGERTY—Does not Magenta 
in the Spectrum fall between four 
and seven thousand? 

PEEBLES—Yes, approximately, 
as we understand. 

HAGERTY—tThen, it is in the 
Spectrum ; is it not? 

PEEBLES—No; it is not in the 
Spectrum as such. 

HAGERTY—As such? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

J USTICE—That is, the Spectrum 
does not reveal that as an indepen- 
dent Color? 


PEEBLES—No, sir. 

JUSTICE—That is what you 
mean by that? 

PEEBLES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—But, the Wave 
Length and as I understand the — 

PEEBLES—tThe Combination of 
the two are there; yes, Mr. Prose- 
cutor. 

HAGERTY—But, the Magenta 
Color, as I understand it—all these 
Colors have a Wave Length; have 
they not? 

PEEBLES—Yes, definitely. 

HAGERTY—And the Magenta 
has a Wave Length? 

PEEBLES—Definitely. 

HAGERTY—And that Wave 
Length is in the Spectrum? 

PEEBLES—If you combine it, 
but not otherwise. 

HAGERTY—Are not all these 
Colors combined in the Spectrum? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

HAGERTY—tThey are not? Now, 
if I understand you, the Color 
White, as it has been shown here 
coming out of this Machine, con- 
tains the Spectrum? 

PEEBLES—lIt contains, yes, the 
five Spectral Colors. 

HAGERTY—wWell, the Colonel 
says seven. 

PEEBLES — Well, the seven 
Spectral Colors. 

HAGERTY—So that it contains 
seven spectral Colors? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—As I understand, 
the treatment of the Body by this 
Machine, is by Colors? 

PEEBLES—Absolutely. 

HAGERTY—And as I under- 
stand, what has been testified here 
in the treatment of the Body—the 
Body will respond to the Color that 
is necessary to compensate for 
whatever deficiency there is there? 

PEEBLES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Well, now, then, 
Doctor, will you explain to me, how 
it is, if the Spectrum contains all 
the Colors, why not just show the 
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White Light and let the Body pick 
out itself the Color that is in the 
Spectrum, that will compensate for 
the deficiency ? 


PEEBLES—tThat is very defi- 
nite. You heard yesterday, that 
the Body was composed of 96.7 per 
cent. H. N. O. C., Hydrogen, Nitro- 
gen, Oxygen, Carbon. That is our 
composition, less 8 per cent., which 
is made up of Sodium, Potassium 
and a few other mineral Salts. Hy- 
drogen is Red, Oxygen is Blue, Ni- 
trogen is Green and Carbon is Yel- 
low. Supposing you are deficient in 
Oxygen, which is Blue 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

PEEBLES—Shall I give you five 
Colors tocompensate that? To cor- 
rect that? 

HAGERTY—Well, there is no 
harm done. 

PEEBLES—Oh, yes; there is. 

HAGERTY—lIs there any harm 
done by putting on the Colors of 
the Sun—the Sunlight itself—on 
the Body? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. You are 
not selective enough when you are 
below par to pick out an essential 


‘olor. 

HAGERTY—WSo that then, there 
may be some harm by applying the 
Spectrum which comes in the White 
Light from the Sun? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. There is 
definitely. Under certain condi- 
tions, you would not put a Fever 
case out in the Sun. 

HAGERTY—No. You believe the 
Doctor in most everything that he 
has taught about this; do you not? 

PEEBLES—I believe what he 
has taught; absolutely. 

HAGERTY—How much of it? 

PEEBLES—lIt is scientific. 

HAGERTY—How much of it is 
Occultism? 

PEEBLES—I have never attend- 
ed an Occult Class. I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, we 
must define this term “Occultism” 
as applied, because, the Honorable 


Jury does not know of Occultism 
and there will be confusion. 

J USTICEH—I don’t know whether 
anybody else does or not either. 

DINSHAH—But, the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney knows Occultism it 
seems; he is saying “Occultism.” 

HAGERTY—I will say “Mysti- 
cism.” 

JUSTICE—Something that is be- 
yond the power of ordinary obser- 
vation, I take it that is what you 
mean? 

HAGERTY—Yes. Now, for in- 
stance, the Colonel was talking to 
you here about a Physical Vehicle? 

PEEBLES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is one of the 
Colonel’s teachings; is it not? 

PEEBLES—tThat is more than 
his teachings; it is other persons’. 

HAGERTY—tThe Physical Ve- 
hicle, as I understand it, is the 
Body? 

PEEBLES—tThe Physical Body. 

HAGERTY—Physical Body ? 

PEEBLES—The Physical Ve- 
hicle is different. 

HAGERTY—wWhat is the differ- 
ence between the Physical Body and 
the Physical Vehicle? 

PEEBLES—The Physical Ve- 
hicle is the result of the component 
parts of the Body. 

HAGERTY—AII right. 

PKEBLES—H. N. 0. C. 

HAGERTY—Well, then, it is the 
Body; is it not? 

PEEBLES—Well, there are oth- 
er matters there. 

HAGERTY—What other mat- 
ters? 

PEEBLES—There are Waste 
Matters, there is Bone, of course. 
If you wish to say that Bone is 3 
composition of Calcium and Potas- 
sium, yes, I agree with you. | 

HAGERTY—tThen, the Doctor 
has taught to you the Aura? 

PEEBLES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tThe Aura is a Halo; 
is it not? ' 

PEEBLES—It is. 
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HAGERTY—And according to 
the Colonel’s teachings, the Halo, 
such as we have seen in pictures of 
the Prophets and Saints and so 
forth, is a reality—a grim reality? 

PEEBLES—It is a reality. 

HAGERTY—It is there? 

PEEBLES—It is there. 

HAGERTY — When, therefore, 
these painters painted pictures of 
Saints and Prophets and others, 
with a Halo around their head, that 
is what the Doctor teaches is the 
Aura? 

PEEBLES—ASurely. 

HAGERTY—And that is a grim 
reality ? 

PEEBLES—It is. 

HAGERTY—And that is all a 
part of Spectro-Chrome Metry; is 
it not? 

PEEBLES—You mean the Ther- 
apeutics of it? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

PEEBLES—Yes. If you use too 
much Alcohol, too much Meat, you 
will emanate a Red Aura. 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

PEEBLES—Did you know that, 


sir? 

HAGERTY—Well, I don’t know 
whether I got one around here or 
not. Mine will probably be Red, 
but, anyway, you have got—each 
one of us have this Aura around us? 

PEEBLES—Surely. 

HAGERTY—And that Aura has 
an absolute, definite part in Spectro- 
Chrome Metry? 

PEEBLES—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Because, that Aura, 
as I understand it, is a—well, it ab- 
sorbs this Light; does it not, which 
comes in contact with the Light? 
ie eS The Body absorbs 


ight. 

HAGERTY—But, it has to come 
through the Aura? 

PEEBLES—It changes the Aura. 

HAGERTY—It changes’ the 
Aura? 


PEEBLES—So that if you eat 
too much Meat, drink too much Al- 


cohol, we can reduce that Red Wave 
to a more Negative Wave, the Blue 
Wave. 

HAGERTY—Now, do you believe 
that the Colonel has greater Powers 
than are ordinarily contained in the 
Physical Vehicle? 


DINSHAH—Y our Honor, pardon 
me, Are they charging me with 
Magic, now? 

HAGERTY—I don’t know, before 
we get through. 

DINSHAH—I have introduced 
nothing in my Direct Examination, 
about the Colonel having extraor- 
dinary “Powers.” I stand before 
the Bar as a Prisoner. 


J USTICK—I think we are inter- 
ested, aren’t we, in the question, 
whether this System that the Doc- 
tor represented, would do in whole 
or in part what they claim he rep- 
resented it to do. I think that is 
the issue. 

HAGERTY—Yes, but, if Your 
Honor, please, I believe, as I under- 
stand this case, Colonel Dinshah is 
Spectro-Chrome Metry, he is the 
personality that has invented—has 
originated this teaching of Spectro- 
Chrome Metry; he is Spectro- 
Chrome Metry himself. I believe, 
in view of that fact, that we have a 
right to go into the origin—what 
is behind Spectro-Chrome Metry, 
whether it is a part, whether includ- 
ed in it is a certain Mysticism, that 
is brought over here by the “Mes- 
senger Of Light” and that is what 
the Doctor says he is. 

J USTICE—I do not think we are 
interested in that. I think the ques- 
tion is, whether this Instrument 
would do, in whole or in part, what 
he claims—what the people who 
bought it claimed it would do. I 
think we had better confine our- 
selves to that. 

HAGERTY—Did you hear any 
discussion of Mysticism in the 
Courses ? 

PEEBLES—Never. 

HAGERTY—You have said that 
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in addition to the other diseases 
which have already been testified to 
here as being curable by this ma- 
chine, that you were cured of Ar- 
thritis ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Did you ever use it 
on Bald Heads? 

PEEBLES—I have. 

HAGERTY—And did it produce 
results? 

PEEBLES—It positively will. 

HAGERTY—I see; so that it will 
grow hair on Bald Heads? 


PEEBLES—If the Bald Head is 
not too old. 

HAGERTY—Well, Doctor, do 
you know of any Disease or any Ail- 
ment or any trouble of any kind 
that it won’t cure? 

PEEBLES—Well, I have prac- 
tised Medicine, Mr. Prosecutor— 
straight medical practice—for 21 
years with Medicine and Applied 
Surgery and there were many Dis- 
eases that we did not cure. I re- 
peat to you in this way: Patho- 
logically—which is Disease—if I 
take this glass and crush it with a 
hammer, powder it, I can not put it 
together. If I break it in fifty 
pieces or a hundred pieces, if I take 
time enough, I can repair it; so 
that, in all probability, with great 
care it will last out. That is the 
standard of Spectro-Chrome, as it 
is the standard in Medicine, the 
standard of cure. 


HAGERTY—Now, I understand 
you to abandon the practice of Med- 
icine? 

PEEBLES—I did not say so. 

HAGERTY—Have you? 

PEEBLES—I did not say so. 

HAGERTY—Have you? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

HAGERTY—Are you still prac- 
tising Medicine? 

PEEBLES—Certainly. 

HAGERTY—Still using Drugs? 

PEEBLES—Whenever it is ne- 
cessary. 

HAGERTY—Did you ever prac- 


tise Surgery ? 
PEEBLES—I have done minor 
Surgery; I do not do major Sur- 


every. 

HAGERTY—Do you use Drugs 
in connection with the use of Spec- 
tro-Chrome? 

PEEBLES—If I can not reach 
the patient with Spectro-Chrome, 
yes; if I can not place a Machine in 
the patient’s home, I use Drugs; 
but, I take this stand: If the pa- 
tient comes to my Office for treat- 
ment, they are to have Spectro- 
Chrome or else go elsewhere. That 
is the stand I take in reference to 
Spectro-Chrome. 


HAGERTY—lIn other words, you 
insist that regardless of whatever 
else is done, that they also take 
Spectro-Chrome? 

PEEBLES—Not “whatever else 
is done,” I insist first that they 
take Spectro-Chrome. 

JUSTICE—That is, you substi- 
tuted this System of Spectro- 
Chrome treatment for your use of 
Medicine? 

PEEBLES—General use of Medi- 
cine, absolutely. 

J USTICE—Wherever that meth- 
od is available? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

JUSTICE—And when you can 
not, for your own—for private 


use ——— 

PEEBLES — I use whatever 
means is at hand, if it is a Mustard 
Plaster. 

HAGERTY—wWhat is this Itiso- 
meter? How does that work? 

PEEBLES—Well, I have never 
seen the inside of it. I only know 
in a general way, the manner in 
which it is built. It has a Rheostat 
onthetop. It hasa Scale that gives 
the Infra Side of the Body and the 
Ultra Side of the Body. In other 
words, if you have a depressed con- 
dition, the Ultra Scale is short. In 
other words, if you are in Shock, 
your life will be a third of what it 
would be if you had Fever. You 
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ean burn for weeks with Fever. 
You can have Typhoid and repeat 
Typhoid twice running and even 
been known three times running— 
three times three—24 hours and 
still survive, other things being 
equal. That is the Infra Side. We 
will say that is twice as long as the 
depressed Ultra Side and attached 
to this Seale is what is called a 
Tanger. This patented Machine or 
parts are patented. We have not 
access to the inside. It is all at- 
tended to... for repair. This Tan- 
ger is composed, as I understand it, 
of two poles attached to a very fine 
wire, the composition of which I 
don’t know; I don’t know whether 
it is a fine Copper or fine Platinum 
wire, but, it is exceedingly fine, ap- 
proximately one-fortieth —— 


HAGERTY—What I am getting 
at is, what I am trying to —— 

PEEBLES—I am trying to de- 
fine it, so you will understand it, 
sir. There is a Heating Chamber, 
by which this pole is heated to the 
Body Temperature. Now, you know, 
at times that your feet are cold, 
that your hand is hot or warm. If 
you place this Tanger upon a certain 
part of the Body—the Tanger Dise 
is no larger than an Inch in dia- 
meter—if you place it upon the 
Temple for instance, it will demon- 
strate it physically. If you place 
it here and you have a Neuritis (in- 
dicating), this Tanger will indicate 
on the Dial, which is also repre- 
sented by Colors, the Area, the Col- 
or which should be used for that 
Area. I have seen the thing placed 
upon the Body of the patient. I 
can demonstrate, for instance, a 
Pus Body; place it where this Nerve 
comes through, which controls the 
Temperature of the Body—the 
Nerves do—place it under the Jaw 
where this Nerve comes through 
and you will find your Needle, if 
there is no Pus there and only In- 
flammation, that your Needle will 
drop anywhere from 30 to 120 


Points, which is the full Scale on 
the depressed side, if there is In- 
flamniatory Process, Pus is there, 
Inflammation, Temperature, your 
Needle will run over to anywhere 
from a Scale for three times, twice 
or three times, I think approximate- 
ly it will run over 120 Degrees on 
the other side. Now, your Color 
for treatment for one, would be 
very different from your Color for 
treatment for the other. That is 
the Diagnostic Machine, which is 
infallible. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I make 
a Motion, that all the Testimony 
that was given by this Witness on 
the Stand about this Itisometer, be 
marked off, because, that Machine 
is not in contention; there is no 
issue about the Itisometer and there 
is no Exhibit of the Itisometer here. 
If it is allowed in, then, I shall have 
to go into it to prove details and 
waste the time of the Honorable 
Court and the Jury. 

JUSTICE—I think I will let it 
stand just as it is; give you the Ex- 
ception. 

HAGERTY—I understand that 
when applied, it will designate the 
Color to be used for the treatment 
of the part; is that it? 

PEEBLES—It will. 

HAGERTY—And that was in- 
vented by the Colonel? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—And that was what 
he meant yesterday, if I understand 
him correctly, when he said to 
somebody, “If you do not want to 
use your head—your own head— 
you use the Itisometer and the Itis- 
ometer tells you? 

PEEBLES—Many times more 
accurate. 

HAGGERTY—So that really 
when you have got the Itisometer 
in your hand, using it, you are us- 
ing the Colonel’s head? 

PEEBLES—Certainly. 

HAGERTY—And anything that 
is done then in connection with the 
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treatment of diseases or ailments 
with this Machine or with the Itis- 
ometer, is really using the Col- 
onel’s 

PEEBLES—No, no. I beg your 
pardon. We have free scope. We 
are free to use whatever we see fit, 
to vary it according to whatever we 
see fit or indicated. 

HAGERTY—Does the Itisometer 
register anything about Heat and 
Cold? 

PEEBLES—Well, those are the 
two degrees of the Body—Heat and 
Cold. 

HAGERTY—Does it register 
anything about those—about Heat 
or Cold? 

PEEBLES—Well, 
really what you mean. 

HAGERTY—Well, is there any- 
thing about showing anything from 
your application on the Body, ex- 
cept Temperature, Degrees? 

PEEBLES—As I understand it, 
no. Just what do you mean? Does 
it show what? 

HAGERTY—Well, is that what 
it goes by entirely—what the Tem- 
perature of the part applied to is? 

PEEBLES—HI believe so. 

HAGERTY—Now, this is the It- 
isometer Chart, is it not? People’s 
Exhibit 8? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—Just will you tell us 
how pertinent this is—this part of 
the Chart here, the Auxiliary Divi- 
sion here, whether a person is un- 
married, female, widower, divorced, 
occupation and so forth? 

PEEBLES—Well, that is a his- 
tory of the case; I always take that 
name, history, in every case; on my 
card index, have the name and ad- 
dress, married, unmarried, female, 
male, widower, divorced, occupa- 
tion. It all has a bearing upon a 
case; Incisions, Excisions, which 
mean Operations; Accidents, which 
are pertinent; opinions of other 
Physicians and general remarks of 
your own.

HAGERTY—AlIl I can see on 
here is apparently the Back and 
Front of the Body and a lot of let- 
ters, A, so forth and numbers. Will 
you just explain them? 

PEEBLES—It would be difficult. 
If I wish to itisize the Tri-Facial 
Nerve at its exit, which we will say 
is here (indicating) where we get 
the Thyroid, consequently, it is 
simpler to tell us in either numbers 
or letters the various Areas of the 
Body, for simplicity ; it is perfect. 

HAGERTY—Well, now, of course 
I do not quite get it yet, but 

PEEBLES—For instance, the 
Thyroid is Area 2. 

HAGERTY—wWhere is that on 
the Chart? 

PHEBLES—This is Area 2, A 
(indicating). 

HAGERTY—2-A is what? 

PEEBLES—Well, supposing I 
Wish to deviate from the direct 
Thyroid Region to either side of it, 
then I put A and B—Area A and B, 
over Area 2. 

HAGERTY—Now, Doctor, yes- 
terday, when the Colonel was hav- 
ing his demonstration in Court, he 
picked out these Tubes and asked 
you if those were the Tubes that he 
used in Classes and you _ said, 
“Yes,” did you not? 

PEEBLES—I said they appeared 
to be. 

HAGERTY—Appeared to be? 

PEEBLES—I believe those were 
my words. 

HAGERTY—You don’t know 
what is in these Tubes, do you? 

PEEBLES—Yes, I studied Che- 
mistry. 

HAGERTY—Well, in this par- 
ticular Tubes 

PREBLES—Merecury is very ap- 
parent. 

HAGERTY—There is Mercury in 
each one? 

PEEBLES—No, no. 

HAGERTY—What is in Exhibit 
36? What is in that Tube? 

PEEBLES—Well, we have to 
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have the room darkened and shake 
it up to manufacture the Color, to 
prove what is in it, sir. 


HAGERTY—Well, don’t you 
know what is in it? 
PEEBLES—No, no. How can 


you tell a Color that is opalescent? 
That was demonstrated yesterday 
conclusively—each one of these 
Tubes has a different Color. If I 
take common Soda and put it on 
the tip of Platinum wire, and burn 
it on a Bunsen burner, it will give 
a definite Color; so these two White 
Salts in my hand—Calcium and 
Soda—we can not differentiate 
them without the test. 

HAGERTY — You don’t know 
what is in those Tubes? 

PEEBLES—No. I know when it 
is demonstrated, yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—In Exhibit 33, can 
you tell what was in that by looking 
at it? 

PEEBLES—No. 

HAGERTY—And in these other 
Exhibits, could you tell what was 
in them by looking at them? 

PEEBLES—No, not without the 


est. 

HAGERTY—And you don’t 
know whether these are the Tubes 
that the Colonel used in Class? 

PEEBLES—I said they appear to 


be. 

HAGERTY—But you don’t know 
whether they are or not? 

PEEBLES—I don’t definitely 
know; they were not marked; I 
mean by that, for Exhibits for this 
Court. 

HAGERTY—wWhen the Colonel 
put on his demonstration here yes- 
terday, did he put on similar dem- 
onstrations in the Course of Lec- 
tures ? 

PEEBLES—He did; he went fur- 
ther, 

HAGERTY—Shook them up? 

PEEBLES—He went further, 
with other demonstrations, 

HAGERTY—One of these, as I 
understand it, is supposed to be 


Neon? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
HAGERTY—WNeon is what? 
PEEBLES—Neon Gas. It is a 
mineral at the end of the Spectrum, 
one of the later ones discovered. 
HAGERTY—Did you ever notice 
these Signs as you go along the 
street in various places, what they 
call the Neon Signs? 
PEEBLES—Yes. 


HAGERTY—tThat is Neon? 
PEEBLES—Neon. 
HAGERTY—What is in them? 
PEEBLES — Composition; Il 
couldn’t say. 
HAGERTY—wWhatever the com- 
position is, that produces the Red? 
PEEBLES—I should thhave to 
take your word for it; I don’t know. 
HAGERTY—I don’t know either, 
but, I have seen a lot of the Signs as 
you go along, over doorways, rest- 
aurants and other places, you have 
these Neon Signs with the Red and 
right down here at the corner, for 
instance, there is a Blue. That 
comes from Mercury, does it not? 
PEEBLES—Yes. 


HAGERTY—So that these Tubes 
are simply demonstrated — just 
something like these Signs that you 
see along the street? 

PEEBLES—It is a very easy 
matter to use your Spectroscope 
and prove it. 

HAGERTY —Prove what ? 

PEEBLES—Prove what is in 
those. 

HAGERTY—Well, what does it 
mean? That is what I am getting 


at. 

PREEBLES—What do you mean, 
“what does it mean,” sir? 

HAGERTY—Well, isn’t it a sim- 
ple thing, what High School Stu- 
dents in classes take and mix up, 
certain Chemicals and make them 
produce certain Colors? 

PEEBLES—You mean certain— 
they do not produce—mix up Chem- 
icals and produce Colors. You have 
to break an Element into its Atomic 
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or Molecular Motion, in order to 
produce its Emanation. As a solid 
body, it does not show. 


HAGERTY—No, but, what I 
mean 1s, most any average Chemist 
can do the same thing? 

PEEBLES—Sure, an average 
Chemist should be able to. 

HAGERTY—He can get Tubes 
and he can put in certain things in 
the Tubes and after putting them 
in, he can shake them up and they 
will produce Colors ? 


PEEBLES—Should be able to do 
SO, yes, Sir, an average Chemist. 

HAGERTY—And all that this 
shows is, that with the combination 
of certain Chemicals or certain— 
whatever there are there that ema- 
nate certain Colors? 

PEEBLES—tThat is true of the 
Body. We have those Chemicals in 


the Body—Potassium, Sodium, Hy- 
drogen, Oxygen, Carbon—and that 
is the reason it emanates, sir; it is 
Color. 

HAGERTY—Well, even in High 
School Chemistry, a matter of 
Light can be thrown on certain 
Chemicals and they will reflect or 
throw off a certain Color? 

PEEBLES—tThat is quite all 
right, but, they have not had that 
training it is advisable to have and 
know wherein your Color acts and 
how it acts and that is the reason, 
as I understand it, that the Colonel 
demonstrates these things. 


HAGERTY—That is all. 

The Cross Examination of Dr. 
Martha Jane Peebles terminated at 
this point—but, that was not ALL; 
I had to straighten many kinks and 
curves, so I stood up to make the 
Re-Direct Examination. 


CHAPTER 3 
THE COURT DEFINED SPECTRO-CHROME 


DINSHAH—Just a moment, Doc- 
tor. We shall have to make some 
corrections. 

HAGERTY—What is the matter, 
Doctor, all wrong? 

DINSHAH—AIl wrong; yes, sir. 

HAGERTY —How about the Doc- 
tor ? 

DINSHAH—0Oh, I beg your par- 
don. You said just now that these 
appeared to be the Tubes. Please 
tell the Honorable Jury, if you have 
any reason in any of my teachings, 
to doubt substitution. 

PKREBLES—Never; I see no rea- 
son. 

J USTICE—I take it, Doctor, you 
can prove the Tubes on the Stand. 

DINSHAH—The question is, 
whether I have to go on the Stand 
and waste the time of the Court. 

J USTICH—You do not have to if 
you do not want to. 

DINSHAH—I want to save the 
time of the Court. I want to cut 


as whole business as much as pos- 
sible. 
J USTICE—Go ahead. 
DINSHAH—You spoke about a 
Medical Dictionary ? 
PEEBLES—Yeg, sir. 
DINSHAH—tThe fact that Spec- 
tro-Chrome is defined in the Medi- 
cal Dictionary—does it not show to 
you that the medical people know 
about the existence of something 
like Spectro-Chrome? 
PEEBLES—I would assume so. 
DINSHAH—Now, is it a fact 
that my life story of the develop- 
ment of this work, until the day 
this was put before the people, is 
distributed broadcast to the Stu- 
dents before they take the work? 
HAGERTY—lI object to that. 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—tThat there is noth- 
ing upto the point of the develop- 
ment of Spectro-Chrome, kept from 
the Student ? 
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PEEBLES—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—It is distributed 
broadly? 

PEEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH—I offer that for Ex- 
hibit—Life Story of the Originator. 

(The BOOKLET referred was re- 
ceived in Evidence and marked De- 
fendant’s Exhibit 44.) 

DINSHAH—You never heard 
anybody question this Life Story 
of the Originator? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

JUSTICE—We are not interested 
in it, Doctor. 

DINSHAH—Well, they introduc- 
ed the subject, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—No; we are interested 
in determining, whether or not your 
treatment here would do what they 
claim you said it would. 

DINSHAH—That has already 
been set before them. Indicated me 
as a Magician now. 

JUSTICE—They have proved 
that you are the Originator of the 
System. That is not a Magician, 
that I know of. 

DINSHAH—tThe Honorable Pro- 
secutor—he wants to call me a Mys- 
tery Doctor. 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
it is a matter of Evidence in the 
case, to prove, as I understood, what 
the Doctor claims he is. That is why 
I thought it is not something that is 
going outside of the Evidence. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, this 
book was only put in Evidence. 
“American Sex Problems” is a book 
written by me. Nothing of it is 
being offered to the Court from the 
mouth of Mr. Hughes. 

J USTICE—I take it, if the book 
is in Evidence, we can use any part 
of it. 

HAGERTY—Yes and that is why 
I refer to it. 

DINSHAH— It can only be used 
by Mr. Hughes, when he comes 
there. 

HAGERTY—No, no, it is part 
of the Evidence in the ease. 


DINSHAH—We did not exhibit 
this whole book as a part of Spec- 
tro-Chrome. It is a separate thing 
sold in the Class. 

HAGERTY—It is the Colonel’s 
teachings. 

DINSHAH—Not the teachings; 
that is a writing. Are you propos- 
ing all the written documents be 
Exhibits, written by me? 

HAGERTY—No. I would like to 
have you produce your book about 
your view on the Laws of Occultism 
and that book on American Sex 
Problems. I don’t know whatever 
books you have written, but, as part 
of this book 


DINSHAH—Just a minute, be- 
fore you proceed. This book was 
taken as a whole Exhibit? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I want to read the 
whole book out to the Court; then, 
let the Court decide. I object to the 
introduction of anything from this 
book as a part of Spectro-Chrome 
work. 

JUSTICE—Well, I don’t know 
that this is part of Spectro-Chrome 
work. I take it, that being in Evi- 
dence, he can use any part of it; 
that you can use any part of it. 

DINSHAH—Pertinent to Spec- 
tro-Chrome. 

JUSTICE—I think that is the 
only thing we are interested in at 
the present writing. 

DINSHAH—tThen, if he reads 
anything not of Spectro-Chrome, I 
shall raise an objection. 

JUSTICE—I do not think we 
want to go into this proposition. 
There is a Doctor who has been on 
the Stand and if he asks a question, 
then, you can ask her from the book 
there. 

DINSHAH—That is the idea, sir. 
Now, you spoke about Paints. Do 
you know that mixing Paints is a 
different system of Colors? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThat is, when you 
mix a particular Paint, the Light 
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falling on the chemical composition 
of the Paint, is reflected to the eye 
and is simply a translation by the 
brain, of the character of the 
Light ? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—But in our work, the 
Light goes through the Slides and 
comes out as a Transmitted Angle 
of Light? 

PEEBLES—Certainly. 

DINSHAH—Is not that taught 
in the Class? 

PEEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH—Is that your own 
viewpoint in Physics? 

PEEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH — Therefore, Paints 
and Transmission of Light are dif- 
ferent? 

JUSTICE—Oh, it would natural- 
ly follow; would it? 

DINSHAH—Well, Your Honor, 
they introduced the subject. 


JUSTICE—One is material body 
and the other is the Light. 

DINSHAH—Radiant Energy. 

J USTICE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I thank you, sir. 
About this Degree proposition of 
Colors in this Itisometer work, do 
you know we rejected the names of 
the Colors and use only mathemat- 
ical problem? 

PEEBLES—tThat is since I took 
the Course, sir. 

DINSHAH—Well, are not the 
Degrees only marked ? 

PHEBLES—Surely. 

DINSHAH—I shall show to you 
something else right here: This is 
the Itisometer Patent. Will you 
just read for what ‘this calls by the 
Patent Office? 

PEEBLES—As a description. 

DINSHAH—No. This is what? 

PEEBLES—An Electric Ther- 
mometer. 

DINSHAH — Electric Thermo- 
meter. It is an Electric Thermo- 
meter and therefore, it is given to 
the Student as such, for the purpose 


of measuring whether a person is on 
the Infra or the Below Seale or the 
Ultra or the Above Scale? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Doctor, what is your 
opinion of Life generated in the Hu- 
man Body? From what is it pro- 
duced on the Physical Level ? 

PEEBLES—By the materials we 
take in. 

DINSHAH—What has combus- 
tion and production of Heat to do 
with the Vital Energy of the Body? 

PEEBLES — It is combustion 
that takes care of the Life of the 
Bod 


y. 
DINSHAH—And this Aura busi- 
ness came in. Did I contend that 
Aura is any mystic or occult thing 
or is it a Radiation from the Body? 
PEEBLES—That it is a Radia- 
tion from the Body. 

DINSHAH—The Body does give 
out certain Radiations which can be 
felt by another Human Being seat- 
ed near by? 

PEEBLES—I believe so. 

DINSHAH—Did you feel it any 
time? 

PEEBLES—I have. 

DINSHAH—When a person sits 
near another person or sits with an- 
other person, is there an exchange 
of Radiative Energy, from one 
Body to another or not? 

PEEBLES — We have always 
been taught that the children 
should not sleep with the grandpar- 
ents. 

DINSHAH—What was the rea- 
son of that? 


PEEBLES—Because of that ab- 
straction of Energy—of taking up 
the Energy—from one to the other. 


DINSHAH—Is it not an admitted 
fact in Physics, by all scientific- 
minded people, that a Positive En- 
ergy will leak into a Negative 
Frame? 

PEEBLES—Yes, it is. 

DINSHAH—And that water will 
find its own level?

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—That nothing above 
can remain above or below; if you 
put two together, one will flow 
down; is not that an admitted fact? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—And that is what we 
call the Human Aura, the Radiation 
of the Body? 
PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—This word “Occult- 
ism” was put in here —— 
JUSTICE—Let us get out of 
that. We are not interested in Oc- 
cultism here. 


DINSHAH—It is all in this 
Cross-Examination. What am I to 
do? I shall obey your order. 

JUSTICE—No. 


DINSHAH—yYou spoke about a 
person drinking and getting a Red 
Aura. That is the Chemical Com- 
bustion of Aleohol? Does it con- 
tain Hydrogen, Carbon and Oxygen 
in the proportion of C2 H6 O? 


PEEBLES—Yes, that is Oxygen 
and Hydrogen. 

DINSHAH—How many parts of 
Hydrogen are there in C2 H6 0? 

PEEBLES—Six. 

DINSHAH—Here is the Spect- 
rum of Hydrogen Gas—Wasserstoff 
—you understand German? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—Wasserstoff, in Ger- 
man, means Water-material, Water- 
producer, Hydrogen. What Color 
Wave is here on the first line of the 
Spectrum ? 

PEEBLES—Red. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, a Red 
Emanation would be produced if a 
person had excessive Hydrogen? 

PEEBLES—I believe so. 

DINSHAH—And that Hydrogen 
Tube is demonstrated in the Class? 

PEEBLES—It is. 

DINSHAH—It has nothing to 
do with Mysticism ? 

PEEBLES—I have never under- 
stood it so. 

J USTICE—As I understand your 


theory, Colonel, it is this: That 
the Light put upon the Body, dif- 
ferent parts of the Body being com- 
posed of different Chemical Ele- 
ments, that Light — different 
Lights, have different effects upon 
those Elements? 


DINSHAH—Because, they rep- 
resent different Elements according 
to the Spectrum. 

JUSTICE—And by using the 
proper Light on the proper Organ, 
you get proper results? 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 
That is Spectro-Chrome absolutely 
and the matching of these Slides, is 
what is known as the Attuning Pro- 
cess. Do we claim anything in the 
Class Room, outside of that? 

PEEBLES—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—Novw, the last ques- 
tion: There has been some talk of 
“specially prepared Glass.” Do you 
know from Physies that ordinary 
glass will not stand Heat and it 
would crack off by Heat? Do you 
know that? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Do I not say that 
this Glass is properly annealed 
against Heat Crack, in my Labora- 
tory, to prevent it from cracking by 
the Heat of the Bulb? 

PEEBLES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did I elaim that 
there was any special preparation 
put on the Slide, marked on it or 
rubbed on it? 

PEEBLES—Npo, sir. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. 


I sat down. The Honorable Pro- 
secutor kept his seat. He must have 
felt the futility of questioning the 
Witness any further, in view of the 
quiet comprehension of “Spectro- 
Chrome,” enunciated by the Honor- 
able Court during the prior cate- 
chism. 

Dr. Martha Jane Peebles left a 
favorable impression on both the 
Justice and the Jury. The specta- 
tors whispered their own opinion.

DINSHAH—yYou took a Course 
in Cleveland, Ohio? 

HASENAU~Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Got a Diploma from 
the Institute? 

HASENAU—I did. 

DINSHAH — Went 
work? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—How many years 
then have you actually used Spec- 
tro-Chrome, for giving Service to 
Mankind suffering from Disorders ? 

HASENAU—Seven and one-half 
years. 

DINSHAH—You have made it 
your life work? 

HASENAU-—It is, sir. 

DINSHAH—You are living on 
the proceeds of that work? 

HASENAU—I certainly am. 

DINSHAH—Have you supported 
others by the proceeds? 

HASENAU—TI have. 

DINSHAH—You never took any 
medical work before? 

HASENAU—Never. 

DINSHAH—You are a lay wo- 


man? 
HASENAU—I am. 
DINSHAH—Tell the Honorable 
Jury what that Equipment has 
done. Have you any Equipment 
just as you see there (indicating) ? 
HASENAUMI have two. 
DINSHAH — Have you other 
Spectro-Chrome Equipments? 
HASENAU—Yes, I have seven 
Equipments in all.

DINSHAH—Please examine this 
Slide-Carrier ; turn it, revolve it and 
see if the Slides are similar to what 
you have? 

HASENAU—I think they are; 
yes, Sir. 

DINSHAH—After using it for 
seven and one-half years, what have 
your results been as a lay woman 
practising Spectro-Chrome? 

HASENAU—I have had very, 
very, fine results in the use of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry, in all the 
time that I have used it. 

DINSHAH—You have also an It- 
isometer? 

HASENAU—I have. 

DINSHAH—How long did you 
practise without an Itisometer and 
only with that Equipment? 

HASENAU—About two years. 

DINSHAH—And then you took 
the Itisometer? 

HASENAU—tThen I took the It- 
isometer; yes. It was approximate- 
ly two years that I practised, be- 
fore I had the Itisometer. 

DINSHAH—tThat is, 
19238 and 1925? 

HASENAU— Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You had no Itiso- 
meter? 

HASENAUNo, sir. 

DINSHAH—But, when it was 
put on the market, you took that 
instrument also? 

HASENAU—Yes, I have Equip- 
ment Number 16. 

DINSHAH — How has _sthat 
Equipment served your purpose, in 
connection with your old Machine? 
Did it do what is claimed for it, for 
the finding of the Color Waves and 
So on or what is your experience? 

HASENAU—It is a perfect 
Equipment, for the work for which 
it was intended. 

DINSHAH—You say you have 
set right people?

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—Did you ever have 
any experience with people, who 
had been to Hospitals and Medical 
Doctors and others and could not 
get relief and you set them right? 


HASENAU—I have, yes. That 
is how I started my work. 


DINSHAH—How many people, 
do you think, aggregately in this 


number of years, have you given 
service for their suffering—about ? 

HASENAU—Oh, I would say 
perhaps 2,000 probably. 

DINSHAH — Please, take the 
Witness. 

With this snap and shortness, the 
Defendant handed over Bessie A. 
Hasenau to the Honorable Prosecu- 
tor’s Cross Examination. He began 
with his now well-known method. 


CHAPTER 5 
PROSECUTOR TAKES AWAY DINSHAH’S TUBES 


HAGERTY—What did you treat 
the people for? 

HASENAU—For different ail- 
ments; I have taken care of Fibroid 
Tumors, have removed them com- 
pletely in pieces with Spectro- 
Chrome alone and the Rational Diet. 

HAGERTY—What else? 

HASEN AU—Carbuncles, Boils. 

JUSTICE—How did you know 
they were Fibroid Tumors, if you 
never had any medical training? 

HASENAU—tThe Diagnosis of 
the Medical Doctor, before they 
came to me, Your Honor. ° 

HAGERTY—Oh, then, did you 
have that Diagnosis by a Medical 
Doctor, before they came to you? 

HASENAU—tThey had had med- 
ical treatment, before they came to 
me. 

JUSTICE—That is, instead of re- 
moving the Tumor—the Fibroid 
Tumor—by Operation, you claim 
you removed it by this treatment? 

HASENAU—TI have done it, Your 
Honor, in pieces. 

HAGERTY—What else have you 
treated for? 

HASENAU—High Blood Pres- 
sure, Low Blood Pressure, Heart 
cases. 

HAGERTY—How could you tell 


that people had High Blood Pres- 
sure? 


HASENAU—yYou will under- 
stand that the Lay Practitioner 
takes care of—really builds their 
work on—cases that the Physicians 
can not take care of, people who 
have been everywhere else; that is, 
cases that have been diagnosed by 
different Physicians. 

JUSTICE—That is, the Diagno- 
sis of the so-called regular Doctor? 

HASENAU—Yes, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—Then, you built up 
on that? 

HASENAU—That is right. 

HAGERTY—As I understand it, 
your practice is of cases which the 
medical profession have apparently 
been helpless in, being unable to do 
anything and who have come to you 
and then, you acting upon their Di- 
agnosis, have treated them and cur- 
ed them? 

HASENAU—I do not use their 
Diagnosis; I only use the term. 

HAGERTY—What do you mean, 
the term ? 

HASENAU—You asked how I 
knew what the trouble was? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

HASENAU-—I said, that was the 
Diagnosis of their own Medical Doc- 
tor, not my Diagnosis, because, I 
use no Diagnosis. 

HAGERTY—That is what I am 
getting at. You say that is the Di- 
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agnosis of their own Medical Doc- 
tor and you do not diagnose. Then, 
what do you use? 

HASENAU—A System which we 
were taught in our Class Room by 
Colonel Dinshah. 


HAGERTY—wWell, then, what do 
you know what you were treating 
the people for? 

HASENAU—To me—to a Spec- 
tro-Chrome—a Lay Practitioner— 
there is no such thing as Cancer, 
Tuberculosis or anything of that 
nature. 

HAGERTY—Why did you say a 
little while ago, when I asked you 
what you treated the people for, 
why did you say “Tumors and High 
Blood Pressure” and so forth? 

HASENAU—I said used by their 
Physician before they came to me. 


HAGERTY—But, you did not de- 
pend upon what their Physician 
said; you just told me a moment 
ago, that when they came to you, 
they came from Physicians who had 
diagnosed their cases, but, you dis- 
regarded that and treated them. 
What did you treat them for? 

HASEN AU—tThey told me where 
their trouble was and tonating was 
done accordingly. 

HAGERTY—So that you did not 
know what you were treating them 


or? 

HASENAU—As far as a medical 
term goes, no; but, I know the con- 
dition, whether it was Infra or UI- 


tra. 

HAGERTY—Well, what was the 
condition when it was Infra and 
what was it when it was Ultra? 

HASENAU—It depends upon the 
case that I had in hand. 

HAGERTY—wWell, pick out some 
cases ; what case, any case, pick out. 

HASENAU—Do you want me to 
explain the Colors that were used 
upon certain cases? 

HAGERTY—wNo; I want you to 
explain what you were treating any 
particular individual for, at the 
time that you were treating them? 


JUSTICE—Put it another way; 
how did you know what kind of 
treatment to give? 

HASENAU—We are taught in 
the Class Room certain things of 
which I take notice; we have the 
history of the case as the Sufferer 
comes in and we are taught that we 
are either normal, abnormal or sub- 
normal; we are either one of three 
things; if we are normal, we have 
no use, no need of Spectro-Chrome. 
If we are abnormal, we are taken 
from one Side of the Spectrum; if 
subnormal, from the other Side. If 
it is a Chronic case, it requires to- 
nating from one Side; if it is an 
Acute case, from the other Side; 
depend whether there is a condition 
open or so forth. 

HAGERTY—How many people 
are normal, do you know? 

HASENAU—Very few people 
are absolutely normal. 

HAGERTY—What is a normal 
person? 

HASENAU—One who is at 
peace with the World, I would say. 

HAGERTY—You mean they do 
not owe any money? - Is that what 
you mean ? 

HASENAU—No, one who is 
happy—well. 

JUSTICE—Some people seem to 
take pleasure in that! 

HAGERTY—In owing money; 
yes, that is the time they are nor- 
mal. Now, how do you determine 
whether a person is normal or not?: 

HASENAU—Well, I have an It- 
isometer. 

HAGERTY — An Itisometer? 
That is the Device which the Col-: 
onel invented? 

HASENAU—For the Finding 
Machine; for finding out what the 
trouble is and what Area is dis-, 
turbed and how many Degrees. 

HAGERTY—Now, supposing I 
came in to you as a patient and told 
you that I had a Pain somewhere 
around here (indicating), what 
would you do with me? 
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HASENAU—I would set you be- 
fore the Itisometer and check up 
with my Tanger, which would show 
me what part of the Body was dis- 
turbed and exactly how much was 
disturbed, to what degree it was 
disturbed, whether on the Infra 
Side or the Ultra Side and you 
would be taken care of accordingly. 

HAGERTY—Put the Itisometer 
on me? Is that it? 


HASENAU—Not the Itisometer ; 
the Tanger. 

HAGERTY—tThe Tanger? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 

HAGERTY — So the Tanger 
would tell you what part of the 
Body is disturbed and how much? 

HASENAU — And just how 
much, according to the Color. 

HAGERTY—Do you know that 
people can be, say, 25 per cent. off 
and still be normal? 


HASENAU—tThey are not nor- 
mal. They may be up and around, 
but, they are not normal. 

HAGERTY—And of course, any- 
body that comes to you—and very 
few people are normal—you can 
treat them with the Lights? 

HASENAU—People do not come 
in and pay their money, unless they 
have some suffering in the body 
somewhere. 

HAGERTY—Well, they can tell 
you that there is something wrong 
with them; can they not? 

HASENAU—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Most any person? 

HASHENAU—Yes. 

HAGERTY—You find there are 
a lot of people, who always think 
that there is something wrong with 
them? 

HASENAU—Yes, there are some 
people, who always think that there 
is something wrong with them, but, 
organically you can find out if there 
is or is not. 

HAGERTY—wWell, how do you 
know anything about the person or- 
ganically? You have never taken 
any —— 


HASENAU—Different Areas of 
the Body. 

HAGERTY—yYou have never 
taken any course or made any study 
of Anatomy; have you? 

HASENAU—HI have needed none 
with the Itisometer; it shows all of 


the defects of the Body. 
HAGERTY — The _ Itisometer 
does? 


HASENAU—It certainly does. 


HAGERTY—tThen, about all you 
have to do is use the Itisometer and 
then proceed to use the Light? 

HASEN AU—You may do that. 

HAGERTY—Have you taken 
care of Appendicitis? 

HASENAU—I have. 

HAGERTY—And have you taken 
care of any Tuberculosis cases? 

HASENAU—I have. 

HAGERTY—Any of Cancer? 

HASENAU—No, I have not. 

HAGERTY—Have you taken 
care of any Eye cases? 

HASENAU—Yes, different Eye 
troubles. 

HAGERTY—And Ear cases? 

HASENAU — Very many of 
them. 

HAGERTY—Very many of the 
Kar. Have you restored the Hear- 
ing to any person? 

HASENAU—Yes, 
three cases I have. 

HAGERTY—And have you re- 
stored sight to any persons? 

HASENAU—I have had no cases 
of Eye trouble—that is, defective 
Sight, 

HAGERTY—You know what 
Eye trouble is? Do you not? 

HASEN AU—Well, there is dif- 
ferent Eye troubles. I have taken 
care of Inflammation. 

HAGERTY—Is Eye 
mostly muscular trouble? 

HASENAU—It does not have to 


be; no. 

HAGERTY—Well, how do you 
know? 

HASENAU—Because, the same 
thing can affect the Eye as affects 


in two or 


trouble 
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different Organs of the Body. 
HAGERTY—Well, what? 
HASENAU — It may come 
through the general Circulation. 
HAGERTY — General Circula- 
tion; and how are you acquainted 
with the general Circulation? 


HASENAU—You do not have to 
know that. The only thing for a 
lay Practitioner, that is, to know, is 
to use their Itisometer; and as I 
said before, I practised for two 
years without it. 


HAGERTY—Did you treat any 
Venereal cases? 

HASENAUI have. 

HAGERTY—And any cases of 
Arthritis? 

HASENAU—A number of them. 

HAGERTY—Did you _ prevent 
any Operations? 

HASENAU—I have prevented 
many Operations. 

HAGERTY—Did you try it on 
the head of bald-headed people? 

HASENAU—No, sir. 

HAGERTY—Have not tried that 
yet. That is all. 

At this point, a short recess was 
taken—perhaps to think of more 
questions about Bald-Headed Eag- 
les or Smooth-Shaven Americans. 


I do not know what happened dur- 
ing the recess, but, something must 
have happened to change Bald 
Heads into Tubes. As the Court 
resumed, the Honorable Prosecutor 
made a singular request. 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
with the Court’s permission, I 
would like to put these Tubes in the 
possession of a Witness. 

JUSTICE—I thought they were 
in Evidence. 

HAGERTY—Well, they are in 
Evidence, but, I want the Court’s 
permission to take them into the 
Office, so that they can be examined. 


J USTICE—Yes, that is all right. 

The Cross Examination of Bessie 
A. Hasenau ended there, but, the 
sudden move about my valuable Gas 
Tubes, made in Germany before the 
World War I, was very disconcert- 
ing. It was quite evident, the Pro- 
secutor was playing some deep 
game—but, as Truth has nothing 
to fear, I did not openly object. 
Later, I told him, not to permit any 
high power Electric Current to be 
passed through them, lest their flu- 
orescent quality be deteriorated or 
even destroyed. He promised to 
refrain from such experiments. I 
trusted him. 


CHAPTER 6 
GRILL OF VARIANT BREATH PHENOMENON 


DINSHAH — You stated about 
the Medical Diagnosis of Doctors? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Do you depend on 
any Diagnosis, of outside medical 
people, for your Spectro-Chrome 
work? 

HASENAU—I do not. 

DINSHAH — Please tell then, 
what do you exclusively use with 
your brain, in regard to the use of 
this Equipment and your Itisometer 
or with or without it? 

HASENAU—You mean with the 


use of the Itisometer? 

DINSHAH—No, with or without 
it; both. 

HASENAU—Without it, I use 
the Rules that we were taught in 
the Class. 

DINSHAH—How long does it 
take, to impart those Rules, to make 
somebody understand the method 
used ? 

HASENAU—I consider, that I 
learnt it very nicely in the hours 
that were given—the 60 hours of 
the first Course. 
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DINSHAH—It would take about 
60 hours to tell somebody. Now, is 
the purpose of the Course to make 
you a teacher of Spectro-Chrome? 

HASEN AU—It is not. 

DINSHAH—Or a user of this 
Machine? : 

HASENAU—Only a user of the 
Machine. 

DINSHAH—No further? 

HASENAU—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThat is all. 

As the Defendant took his seat 
with this short Re-Direct Exami- 
nation, the Prosecutor resumed his 
fencing. 

HAGERTY—What did you do 
before you took up Spectro-Chrome 
Metry? 

HASENAU~I was a housewife, 
before I took up Spectro-Chrome. 

HAGERTY—Here is a Chart— 
People’s Exhibit 9. Will you ex- 
plain to me, please, what this has 
got to do with Healing of diseased 
people and so forth? For instance, 
at the top it says: “Nitrogen Vi- 
brations per Second 682; 4 over 3, 
whatever that is, Subdomination 32, 
Perfect 4th, F.A., Class F., Class 
M. A. Humility. Wave Length 
5,500 A. U. What is that all about? 

HASEN AU—tThat is part of the 
Course as it is given. 

HAGERTY—I know, but, what 
is it all about? How do you use 
the Green Light with reference to 
Humility and Wave Length being 


5,000 A.U.? Do you know what 
that means? What is a Wave 
Length ? 


HASENAU—tThat is the Degree 
that it takes in the Spectrum. It is 
a measure of the Spectrum, as the 
Spectrum is divided according to 
Spectro-Chrome Metry. 

HAGERTY—And the Turquoise 
Color is Dignity. What has that 
got to do with treatment of Dis- 
ease? 

HASENAU—Well, it is the same 
as the Humility for the Green, a 
Symbol; has nothing to do with the 


therapeutical or curative side of 
Spectro-Chrome. 
HAGERTY—wWell, Blue, that is 
Intuition ? 
HASENAU—tThe same. 
HAGERTY —What is a Perfect 
At 


HASENAU—In regard to what? 

HAGERTY—Well, it says under 
“Nitrogen Green, Subdomination 
32, Perfect 4th.” What is that? 

HASENAUThat is a measure 
as it comes in the Scale. 

HAGERTY—Seale of what? 

HASENAU—As the Colors are 
measured in the Spectrum. 

HAGERTY—Perfect 4th. Is that 
what you mean? 

HASENAU—tThat is the way it 
is labeled there. 

HAGERTY—tThat is the way it 
is labeled there by the Colonel; is 
it not? 

HASENAU—tThis is all part of 
his system; we are taught this as 
only one of the Charts that is used. 

HAGERTY—And you are follow- 
ing his teaching’s in regard to it? 

HASENAU—I certainly am. He 
was the teacher of this Course. 

HAGERTY—Yellow is Mental- 
ity; that is a Major Third; what is 
that? 

HASENAU—tThese are all only 
measurements of the Major Thirds 
and the Fourths used according to 
the Acoustic Properties. 

HAGERTY—What are the Acou- 
stic Properties of the Therapeutic 
System? 

HASENAU—The Sounds. 

HAGERTY—Sounds? 

HASENAU—Yes, where they 
come in the Scale. 

HAGERTY — What are the 
Sounds of the Therapeutic System? 

HASENAU—Where they come 
in the Scale. 

HAGERTY—In what Scale? 

HASENAU—We have had it be- 
fore; the use of the Organ to show 
us the Acoustic Properties of 
Sound. 
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HAGERTY—Orange is Jealousy. 
That Wave Length is 6,500 A. U. 
That is a Super Tonic, Number 27, 
Major Second. What is that all 
about? 

HASENAU—That is where it 
comes in the Scale of the Acoustics. 
HAGERTY—Scearlet is Lust? 

HASENAU—tThat has nothing 
to do with the Healing Properties. 

HAGERTY—None of these have, 
have they? Dignity, Intuition, 
Benevolence, Spirituality, Venera- 
tion, Love, Lust, Anger, Jealousy, 
Mentality, Pride, Humility and Dig- 
nity? 

HASENAU-—It is not on the the- 
rapeutical side. 

HAGERTY—It is all part of the 
Colonel’s teachings? 

HASENAU—Yes, all part of the 
Colonel’s teachings; yes, sir. 

HAGERTY—I have a Chart here 
I suppose you saw it all; Chart, 
People’s Exhibit 11. That is the 
“Occult Operation Of The Great 
Sympathetic Nervous System.” 
What does that mean? 

HASENAU—tThat plays an im- 
portant part in taking care of 

HAGERTY—I didn’t ask you 
that. lI asked you what it means. 

HASENAUtThat there is a cer- 
tain time, according to the Sympa- 
thetic Nervous System, at which we 
will get better results, if the case is 
taken at that time. 

HAGERTY—wWell, here is—what 
does this mean here: “Jala, Water, 
White, Crescent, 24,24,6” ? 

HASENAU—Where do you get 
this? 

HAGERTY — “Jala, Water, 
White, Crescent, 24, 24, 6.” What 
does that mean? 

HASENAU—Well, I am not here 
to be a teacher of Spectro-Chrome 
Metry. 

HAGERTY—No, but, you under- 
stand it? 

HASENAU—Certainly, 1 under- 
stand this. All of these parts gives 
the time in which to take the case 


of the Sufferer. 

HAGERTY—Give you the time? 

HASEN AU—The time, yes, the 
correct time in which to take the 
case of a Sufferer. 

HAGERTY—tThat is what I am 
asking. You say this designates 
the time at which to take the case 
of the Sufferer—of the correct 
time. Now, just tell us what that 
means, then; what is the correct 
time? How does that show you 
the correct time: “Jala, Water, 
White, Crescent, 24, 24, 6”? 

HASENAU—Those are only 
terms used. We pick—a correction 
is made in the Water Period. 

HAGERTY—wWhat is that—the 
Water Period? 

HASENAU—I don’t believe I am 
supposed to go ahead and give the 
Whole Sympathetic Nervous Sys- 

em. 

HAGERTY—Well, I am just ask- 
ing you; you are practising Spectro- 
Chrome Metry, as taught by Col- 
one] Dinshah. Now, I suppose these 
Charts are of some use or are they 
just humbug, as the Colonel says? 

HASENAUThat is one of the 
most valuable Charts in the whole 
Course. 

HAGERTY—tThat is one of the 
most valuable Charts in the whole 
Course? 

HASHNAU—It certainly is. 

HAGERTY—If it is one of the 
most valuable Charts in the whole 
Course, of course, you must under- 
stand it. 


HASENAU — Very thoroughly; 
use it; I believe in it. 

HAGERTY—Just explain what 
it means there, with the “Jala, 
Water, White, Crescent, 24, 24, 6”? 
What is that all about? 

HASEN AU—tThe way it is here, 
this is 80, 24, 18, 12 and 6. 

HAGERTY—AIll right. 

HASENAU — This means so 
many minutes added to this, gives 
you the time when the case is tak- 
en; this is figured Backward to 
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here; this is Forward from here to 
here (indicating). 

HAGERTY—AII right. We will 
take up 9; that is the one you are 
pointing to; starts off by the first 
Column; it says: ‘Forward Opera- 
tion Minutes 30’? 

HASENAU—Yes, Forward Ope- 
ration of the Sympathetic Nervous 
System. 

HAGERTY—What does. that 
mean, ‘Forward Operation Minutes 
30”? 

HASENAU—Am I supposed to 
give this, Colonel? 

JUSTICEK—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You are supposed to 
answer the questions. 

JUSTICE—Supposed to answer 
the questions, if you can. 

HAGERTY—If you can; if you 


know anything about it. 
JUSTICE—If you don’t know 
why say so. 
HASENAU-—I do know. 
HAGERTY--All right, then 


please tell us. 

HASENAU—AI] right, I will 
give you the whole Chart. 

HAGERTY—Well, I want this 
one. Never mind. That is the one 
you pointed to. Forward Opera- 
tion; Minutes 30. 

HASENAU—At Sunrise, the 
Left or the Right Nostril is pre- 
dominant in certain tone. We fig- 
ure that time from Sunrise Time. 
At Sunrise, either the Left or the 
Right Nostril is predominant; that 
is on the Forward Operation. 

HAGERTY—At Sunrise? 

HASENAU—At Sunrise. 

HAGERTY—Hither the Right or 
the Left Nostril is predominant? 

HASENAU —Is predominant— 
going out, outward. If the Left one 
is going outward, the Right one is 
coming back and 45 minutes 
after the Left Nostril—the Left 
one is the one that is going outward 
from the Earth Level—45 Minutes 
after that time, they meet in this 
Period here (indicating). You ask- 


ed me to explain—this (indicating) 
is the Water Period, 45 Minutes af- 
ter Sunrise. We take 30 Minutes 
from here (indicating) ; We take 15 
Minutes from here (indicating). 
Now, if the Left one is going For- 
ward, meets the Right one coming 
Backward —— 

HAGERTY—tThe Left Nostril 
going Forward, meets the Right 
one coming Backward 

HASENAU-—In 45 Minutes after 
sunrise. 

HAGERTY—I don’t get how the 
Nostrils meet. 


HASENAU—tThe Breath going 
out from the Body, on the Forward 
Operation —— 

HAGERTY—Oh! It is the Breath 
going out from the Body? 

HASENAU—tThe Right or the 
Left Nostril is going Forward, 
breathing Outward, at Sunrise, in 
a certain time—at a certain time, 
Sunrise Time. 


HAGERTY—Do you mean my 
Left Nostri] —— 
HASENAU—We do not breathe 
with both Nostrils the same. 
HAGERTY—Do you mean, the 
Air is coming out of my Left Nos- 
tril at Sunrise, every morning? 
HASENAU — Not out every 
morning ; no, they change; but, sup- 
posing the Left Nostril was going 
Forward, in 45 Minutes after Sun- 
rise it would meet the Right one 
coming Back. The Left one is go- 
ing Forward for 45 Minutes and 
the Right one is coming Backward 
for 45 Minutes and they meet 45 
Minutes after Sunrise, in the Water 
Period. 
HAGERTY—What is the Wat- 
er Period? 
HASENAU—tThat is when we 
can get our best results. 
HAGERTY-—lIn what? 
HASENAUW—Well, any case. 
HAGERTY—What about the 
Circular Period? Don’t you get 
pretty good results then? 
HASENAU—tThe time, if you 
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would figure from here (indicat- 
ing), here is 6 Minutes, here 12 
Minutes; that is 18 and 18 Minutes 
is 36, plus 9 here, 45. 

HAGERTY—Where is the 9? I 
don’t see the number. 

HASENAU—Y ou have subtract- 
ed the 9 from 21, because, it must 
be 45 Minutes going and 45 Minutes 
coming; don’t you see? 

HAGERTY—I don’t, but it is 
pretty ——— 

HASENAU—tThe left one going 
out takes 30 Minutes in the Square; 
do you see? Then, you must have 
45 Minutes, because, there is an 
hour and a half’s time taken for the 
whole proceeding ; 30, 24, 18, 12 and 
6 are 90 Minutes. 


HAGERTY — What does that 
mean—90 Minutes? What happens 
then ? 

HASENAU—tThat is an Hour 
and a half. Now, the Left Nostril 
going Outward, occupies this Period 
here, this 30 Minutes, occupies 15 
Minutes here, which makes 45 Min- 
utes ; does it not? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

HASENA U—tThe Right one com- 
ing Backward takes 6 and 12 are 
18 and 18 are 36 and 9 from here is 
45. In 45 Minutes after Sunrise, 
the two Nostrils are working at the 
same point, one coming Backward, 
ohe going Forward. That is what 
we call a Water Period. That is 
when we get our best results and 
anyone who uses that Sympathetic 
Nervous System, must get the re- 
sults; it can not be otherwise. I 
have had many and many a case, 
where I have sat on the bed and at 
that Water Period Time, the case 
has changed. Pneumonia cases, 
cases where Life or Death is at 
stake; I have done it many a time. 

HAGERTY—People pay you for 
this; don’t they? 

HASENAU—For my work? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

HASENAUWtThey do. 

HAGERTY—Now, what is Nadi? 


What does that mean? 
HASENAU—Those are terms 
used in this process. 
HAGERTY—In what process? 
This Sympathetic Nervous System? 
HASENAU—Yes, the whole of 
the Sympathetic Nervous System; 
what I have explained to you here. 


HAGERTY—Well, now we take 
up 10, that is the Backward Opera- 
tion; Minutes. What does that 
mean? 

HASENAU—This is what I have 
just explained. 

HAGERTY — You _ explained 
Number 9; that was the Forward 
Operation? 

HASENAU—Yes and the other 
one corresponds the same way on 
the Backward Operation. 

HAGERTY—Well, we will take 
up Number 11. That is the Func- 
tional Finger Width? 

HASEN AU— Yes; I have also ex- 
plained that, perhaps not as fully as 
I might; 4 Finger Widths, 30 Min- 
utes going Outward. That shows 
you here at ——— 

HAGERTY—What do you mean? 
How do you do that 4 Finger 
Widths? 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I have 
not disturbed the learned Counsel- 
or, but, are we going to take a whole 
Course on Spectro-Chrome Metry, 
in this Court Room? 

JUSTICE—Well, I don’t know. I 
think he is within his rights, Col- 
onel, at the present writing. 

DINSHAH—Shall I be in my 
rights to introduce the same sub- 
ject to Dr. Baldwin? It is a philo- 
sophical subject of a very intricate 
and deep nature. 

JUSTICE—I know, but, he is 
showing whether the non-profes- 
sional person can practise this in- 
telligently. 

DINSHAH—He is attempting 
the teaching of the System to him. 
He does not know anything 

HAGERTY—I agree with you. 

DINSHAH—She uses it, but, she 
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can not explain. That is the idea. 

JUSTICE—He may know more 
than you think he does, before he 
gets through examining her. 

DINSHAH — I submit, Your 
Honor, this is going to introduce a 
large area of irrelevant subjects. 

J USTICE—I don’t know whether 
it is or not. That all depends upon 
what 

HASENAU—Supposing you take 
the Left Nostril; it breathes for 30 
Minutes Out, 4 Finger Widths. 

HAGERTY—Now, just show us 


that. 

HASENAU—tThis here, this far 
from the Lungs; from the Earth 
Level (indicating). 

AGERTY—From the Earth 
Level? 

HASENAU—From the Earth 
Level and then it breathes out 6 
Finger Widths for 24 Minutes. 

HAGERTY—6 Finger Widths? 

HASENAU—6. Then, it breathes 
at 8 Finger Widths for 18 Minutes. 

HAGERTY—You have to put the 
both Hands then? 

HASENAUYou do not have to 
put —— 

HAGERTY—To figure it out? 

HASENAU—I am using the il- 
lustration to show you. 

HAGERTY—4 Finger Widths; 
you have to go like that (indicat- 
ing’) ? 

HASENAU-—I use it as an illus- 
tration to show you the measure- 
ment. Then, it breathes for 12 Min- 
utes at 10 Finger Widths and so 
on, until we get to the end. Then, 
for 6 Minutes it breathes at 12 Fin- 
ger Widths going Outward and 
coming Back the same. Coming 
Back, it breathes 12 Finger Widths 
for 6 Minutes, 10 Finger Widths 12 
Minutes, 8 Finger Widths 18 Min- 
utes ; So on. 

_HAGERTY—Then, after Sun- 
rise 

HASENAU—tThat is your time, 
but, we figure from Sunrise Time; 
every 8 Hours, the process is 


changed. 

HAGERTY—You have got cer- 
tain Sanskrit Nomenclature here— 
the Puraka? 

HASENAU—tThat is the Inhala- 
tion, Restraint and Exhalation. 

HAGERTY—Then, the American 
Phraseology is the Inhalation, Re- 
straint and Exhalation. What is 
the Restraint Period? When you 
try to put a Restraint on yourself? 

HASENAU—tThe Restraint Pe- 
riod is—this is the time that the 
Breath is being held between the 
processes. 

HAGERTY — You hold your 
Breath for a while? 

HASENAU—No, it is a natural 
period of Breathing. We inhale and 
exhale and restrain; do we not? In 
breathing? We have to hold —— 

HAGERTY—I don’t know. Il 
breathe the way I was born to 
breathe! 

HASENAUtThere is a_ Re- 
straint Period between every intake 
and outlet; is there not? 

HAGERTY—Yes. What is the 
High, 126? 

HASENAU—That is High; Low 
meaning—High is the rating of the 
Restraint Period. 

HAGERTY—tThat is the number 
of times you breathe, is that what 
that is? 

HASENAU—No, that is the Sec- 
onds—Restraint Period in Seconds. 

HAGERTY—Now, here is an It- 
isometer Chart. Tell us about that, 
will you? How do you use that? 

HASENAU—tThat is used for 
knowing the different Areas as they 
register; you take them and they 
register on the Itisometer. It is 
noted here. The Head is divided 
into five different parts: A, B, C, 
D, the Intareas of 1 and Intarea E 
of 15 here (indicating). They are 
taught something on the Head in 
different places, the illustration of 
each Area; 1 would be here, 2 would 
be here; So on. 

HAGERTY — Supposing, I 
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brought my child to you; she had 
Mumps; what would you do with 
the Itisometer? 

HASENAU—lIt would show. 

HAGERTY—It would not show 
she had the Mumps? 

HASENAU—As I told you be- 
fore, we do not label Diseases. 

HAGERTY—That is what I 
mean. You, being a lay person, 
never having had any medical ex- 
perience or any study of Anatomy 
or study of Diseases of any kind, if 
I brought my child to you and said 
there was something wrong with 
the child, I don’t know what it is, 
you would use the Itisometer, would 
you not? 

HASENAU—She would be taken 
care of accordingly. 

HAGERTY—Where would you 
use the Itisometer on the child? 

HASENAU—If she had the 
Mumps? 

HAGERTY — You would not 
know she had the Mumps, you 
didn’t know; I don’t know; I just 
bring my child to you and I don’t 
know what is the matter with her? 

HASENAU—You don’t know 
what is the matter with her. There 
would be some trouble in the child 
around the Face; it would show. 

HAGERTY—You would put the 
Itisometer on; that would show? 

HASENAU—It would show. 

HAGERTY—There was some 
trouble there? 


HASENAU — It would show 
there was some trouble there and 
what Color should be used. 

HAGERTY—It would show she 
had the Mumps? 

HASENAU—It would not show 
she had the Mumps; no. 

HAGERTY—And supposing she 
had the Measles? 

HASENAU—It would be similar: 
that would show there would be a 
condition of the Face. 

HAGERTY — Where would it 
show there? 

HASENAU—It would give rise 


to Temperature; show she had a 
Fever. 

HAGERTY—Supposing I had 
one of them over last night to a 
Doctor; supposing all the child did 
was ery? 

HASENAU That is all right. 
The Itisometer would tell what the 
trouble was. 

HAGERTY—How would you find 
out what was the matter with her, 
whether it was the Mumps, Measles 
or whether she had Pus on the Kid- 
ney or whether she had a Stomach- 
ache, through the use of the Itiso- 
meter? 

HASENAU—It would not be 
necessary to know whether she had 
Pus on the Kidneys, Mumps or 
Measles; use of the Itisometer 
would show where the trouble was, 
how much the trouble was and what 
Color to use. 

HAGERTY—AI] you would have 
to use would be, use a Color Light. 

HASENAU—AI you would need 
to do would be to use the Color 
Light; yes, sir. This is only for 
taking down the notations of the 
different Areas as we check up with 
them. 

HAGERTY—What is a Phago- 
cyte Builder? 

HASENAU—Indigo. 

HAGERTY—The Color is In- 
digo, but, what is the Phagocyte? 

HASENAU—tThat is White Cor- 
puscles, 

HAGERTY—How do you know 
that? I thought you did not study 
Anatomy. 

HASENAU—tThis is gotten up, 
when it tells you this. It does not 
tell you it is White Corpuscles, but, 
the Blood Vessel, what each part is 
for. Part of this is gotten up for 
the medical people and this is got- 
ten up for every one of the Stu- 
dents to use. 

HAGERTY—By the Colonel? 

HASENAU—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is all, 

He said so, but, it did not prove 


aE = Serene the 


to be so. The Re-Cross Examina- 
tion of Bessie A. Hasenau left so 
many points irrelevant and uneluci- 
dated, that it was necessary for her 
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to stay on the Witness Stand to 
clear the atmosphere of muddled 
facts, produced by legal technicali- 
ties and judicial punctilio. 


CHAPTER 7 
DEFENDANT SHOULD TESTIFY HIMSELF 


DINSHAH—Mrs. Hasenau, this 
Chart has nothing to do with that 
Machine? 

HASENAU—That Chart has 
nothing to do with that Machine— 
with the working process of the 
Equipment. 

DINSHAH — Spectro-Chrome 
Acoustic Therapeutic System is dif- 
ferent from the Spectro-Chrome 
Metry System—this Instrument it- 
self? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — This is another 
System which I told the Students, 
which puts Sound and Color Waves 
at the same time—Acoustic? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Is this System in 
operation, now? 

HASENAU—It is. 

DINSHAH—As far as the Colors 
are concerned ? 

HASENAU—As far as the Col- 
ors are concerned. 

DINSHAH—But, do I have any- 
thing to do with Sound in this 
Equipment ? 

HASENAU—tThat has nothing 
to do with that Equipment or the 
use of it. 

DINSHAH—And so Anger and 
Jealousy and Mentality and Humil- 
ity—as the learned Counselor said 
—they are merely expressions I 
teach in the Class—the different 
Emotions of humanity? 

HASENAU—But have nothing 
to do with the therapeutic side. 

DINSHAH—But, did I teach that 
a person getting excited produces 
certain disturbances of the Vital 
Organs? 

HASENAU— Yes. 


DINSHAH—That is all that 
Chart is. Now, about this Occult 
Operation—Your Honor, I have en- 
deavored to keep out of these irrele- 
vant things, but, when it comes in, 
I shall have to go a little into it, to 
explain what it means. (To Wit- 
ness) Just hold that in your hand, 
please. DoI teach and demonstrate 
by Experiments on the Students 
and myself, that the two Nostrils 
breathe with different pressures at 
different times, after Sunrise’ 

HASENAU—You do. 

DINSHAH — Look into that 
Chart, please. That at Sunrise, ac- 
cording to certain Gravitational 
Laws of the Motion of the Sun, 
Moon and of the Earth, known and 
accepted in Astronomy, the Chem- 
ical Influences producing the vital- 
ity in the Human Frame change? 
Is that a teaching in this? 

HASENAU—tThat is one of the 
teachings of this Course. 

DINSHAH—That is what I call 
the Science of Sympathometry ? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It is separate from 
this work of Healing? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It has nothing to do 
with that Machine? 

HASENAU—It has nothing to 
do with the use of the Machine. 

DINSHAH—It is only taught for 
the purpose of making the Student 
understand the tremendous powers 
that God has put in the Human 
System ? 

HASENAU—That is right. 

DINSHAH-—I shall demonstrate, 
if I do not appear irrelevant, so the 
Honorable Jury may follow experi- 
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mentally. May I take the liberty? 

J USTICE—Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—tThe Honorable Jury 
and the learned Counselor will fol- 
low. Have [I said in the Class, that 
this is not known to anybody ex- 
cept the Students of the Institute, 
according to my System, that this 
is my origination? 

HASENAU—You have. 

DINSHAH—Gentlemen, the Hu- 
man Two Nostrils—I shall just re- 
peat the teaching, then show in — 

HAGERTY—I am going to ob- 
ject. I have let it go on continu- 
ously during the course, for the De- 
fendant to come here and come up 
and in my opinion testify himself 
by saying what he is teaching in his 
Class. If he wants to do that, there 
is a place to doit. There is a place 
to do that in this Court Room, if he 
wants to. 

JUSTICE—I think you can ask 
your expert to explain anything she 
has not explained, without explain- 
ing it yourself. - 

DINSHAH — That 4 _ Finger 
Width business has come in here. I 
want the Honorable Jury to see a 
demonstration to exemplify. 

JUSTICE—Let her do it, rather 
than you do it. 

DINSHAH—How was the teach- 
ing—is that according to certain 
Gravitational Influences and As- 
tronomy 

HAGERTY — If the 
please, I am going to object. 

DINSHAH—Why? 

HAGERTY—Because, you say 
what the teaching is. 

JUSTICE—Ask her what the 
teaching is. 

DINSHAH—What is the teach- 
ing about the Nostrils, that I used 
for the Class? 

HASENAU—That the two Nos- 
trils did not breathe the same, at 
the same Finger Width, at the same 
time. 

DINSHAH—Do you mean by 
Finger Width, a measure this way 


Court 


(indicating) ? 

HASENAU—Yes, a measure this 
way, Colonel. 

DINSHAH—And that according 
to the Motion in the Heavens, of the 
Sun and the Moon and the Earth, 
which have Gravitational Influences 
on the Body, certain peculiar things 
happen, which are not ordinarily 
recognized’? Is that so? 

HASENAUtThat is true. 

DINSHAH—Does that Chart re- 
fer to them? 

HASENAU—Yes, sir. 


HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
the Colonel just testified again. 
DINSHAH—I do not testify. 


HAGERTY—Yes, you are telling 
her all about it and she says “Yes.” 

DINSHAH—Well, we shall let it 
go at that. That is irrelevant to 
this case anyhow. This has noth- 
ing to do with that Machine. 

HASENAU—It has nothing to do 
with the use of the Equipment; not 
at all. 

DINSHAH—And if you do not 
follow it, nobody will be hurt or 
remedied ? 

HASENAU—Not at all. 

DINSHAH—But, if you did fol- 
low it, the Machine could be used 
better? 

HASENAU—You will have per- 
fect results. I have had them many 
and many times. 


DINSHAH—About this _Itiso- 
meter business. These Numbers 


that are referred to here, are Chart 
of the Vital Organs of the Human 
Body ? 

HASENAU—Yes, as divided; 
Subdivision Areas are Intareas. 


DINSHAH—What is my teach- 
ing as regards the treating of 
Horses? 

HASENAU—That it would be 
impossible to ask a Horse where the 
Pain was and yet the Veterinary 
would produce results, nevertheless. 

DINSHAH—Does that follow 
then, that when you attend, my im- 
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pressive teaching is that no person 
should ask anything, but, go ahead 
according to the System taught, 
just as if the person were a Horse? 


HASENAU—Just exactly. 


DINSHAH — Because, Nature 


knows what is to be done inside. 
Now, have you done farming? 
HASENAU—No, sir. 


DINSHAH—You have not. Now, 
these therapeutical results, that are 
produced here and marked, they are 
merely in the Class for showing 
what results are produced in the 
Body by these Colors? 

HASENAU—tThe properties of 


those Waves. 
DINSHAH—Have they anything 
to do with medical teaching ? 
HASENAU—Not at all. 
DINSHAH—tThat is all. 
However, it was not ALL for the 
learned Counselor. He was not 
through with Bessie A. Hasenau. I 
felt sorry for her, but, had no way 
to interfere. It was upto her to 
save the situations as they might 
arise, by using her own knowledge 
of Spectro-Chrome Metry. I had 
faith in her ability. The Prosecu- 
tor began the Re-re-Cross Examina- 
ion. 


CHAPTER 8

HASENAU—But, I have used 
the Equipment and before I became 
acquainted with the use of the 
Chart. 

HAGERTY—By the use of 
this 

JUSTICE—In other words, it is 
an aid? 


HASENAU-~-It is a great aid, 
Your Honor. 

J USTICE—That 
question. 

DINSHAH—Pardon me, Your 
Honor. One word of correction only: 
Is it an aid to the Machine or to 
results produced by the Machine? 

HASENAU—tThe results pro- 
duced by the Color Wave. 

DINSHAH—tThat is the System, 
you mean? 

HASEN AU—Yes, Colonel. 

JUSTICE—She means applica- 
tion of the System; that is the way 
I understand. 

HAGERTY—Yes, surely. As the 
Colonel says, all his teachings are 
very impressive upon you; aren’t 
they? 

HASENAU—tThey are, because, 
he brings out all facts, all pertinent 
facts and explains them with dem- 
onstration. 

HAGERTY—You then, act to- 
ward your patients as if they were 
a Horse; do you? 
| HASENAU—We can get results, 
very good results, by not asking any 
questions, with the Itisometer, 
checking up and finding out where 


answers’ the 
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the trouble is, how much it is and 
we have beautiful results; yes. 


HAGERTY—tThe Colonel’s teach- 
ing is to treat your patient as you 
would a Horse? In other words, 
what I am getting at is this: A 
Horse is mute, can not talk to you, 
can not tell you what is the matter 
with it; is that right? Isn’t that 
what he means by the treatment of 
patients as if they were a Horse, 
mute, they can not tell you what is 
the matter with them? 


HASENAU—It is the same in 
treating an infant. 

HAGERTY—Yes, certainly. 

HASENAU—tThey do not tell 
where their trouble is or where 
their Pain is, yet, we have beautiful 
results in treating small children. 

HAGERTY—AIl right. Leave 
out the Horse. Treat them the same 
as if they were a Baby and can not 
talk to you; can not tell you what 
is the matter with them; that is 
the way, is it not? 


HASENAU—lIt can be done; yes, 
It has been done in treating in- 
fants; we do that way, because, an 
infant does not tell where the Pain 
was. 


HAGERTY—Did you hear the 
Witness on the Stand yesterday, 
one of them, I think it was Dr. Bald- 
win, when I asked her if I came in 
and told her that I had a Pain some- 
where she said, “Why, I expect co- 
operation from my patients; if they 
do not tell me what is the matter 
with them and what has happened 
to them and what has been done, 
how could I treat them?” 


HASENAU-—I ask the same in- 
formation when I have an adult, 
but, if I am taking care of an in- 
fant, it would be impossible. 

HAGERTY — But, the Colonel 
just said, as far as Spectro-Chrome 
Metry is concerned, you can treat 
your patient as if he was a Horse? 

HASENAU—tThat is right; it 


can be done with the use 

HAGERTY—Do you treat your 
patient as if he is a Horse, who is 
mute and can not talk and tell you 
what is the matter with him? Or 
do you treat him as Dr. Baldwin 
said yesterday afternoon to me, “if 
you do not come in and tell me what 
is the matter with you, what has 
happened and where it is and so 
forth, how can I treat you?” 

HASENAU—It can be done. The 
case can be taken care of, but, you 
will have quicker results and better 
work, if you know more of the his- 
tory of the case, 

HAGERTY—But, you do not 
treat your patients as Horses; do 
you? 

HASENAU—In regard to in- 
fants, yes. 

HAGERTY—We were not talk- 
ing about infants. You do not treat 
your patients as Horses; do you? 

HASEN AU—-Will you ask it in 
a different way? I don’t understand. 

HAGERTY—You do not treat 
your patients coming to you 

JUSTICE—I take it from her 
Testimony, that she gets all the 
history that she can and then uses 
her own methods and applies the 
cure; is that right? 

HASENAU—That is right, Your 
Honor. 

J USTICE—AII right. 


HAGERTY—tThat is all. 

That WAS all this time and the 
Court recessed till 2 P. M. During 
the interval, some important legal 
conversations passed among those 
concerned in convicting me and 
were reported to me by some of my, 
Graduates who overheard them. 
Without mentioning names, I may 
safely state the gist, that unless the 
People of the State of New York 
brought in some “big guns,” their 
case was sunk. Let the sequence 
speak for itself. 
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CHAPTER 9

Nobody thus stirring to start some- 
thing new, the Defendant called for 
the production of the People’s Com- 
plaining Witness and Housman 
Hughes was again placed on the 
Stand for completion of his Cross 
Examination. New life was infused 
in the case. 

DINSHAH—I want to finish my 
Cross Examination of the Com- 
plainant. 

JUSTICE—AII right. 

DINSHAH—Mr. Hughes, in your 
Direct Examination you said, that 
you were not satisfied with Doctors 
curing Diseases. Was it that rea- 
son that you took this Course? 

HUGHES—I don’t recollect I 
said that. 

DINSHAH—Will the Court Sten- 
ographer tell us if that was said? 

JUSTICE—Well, that is a good 
deal of a Contract—looking back. I 
don't remember whether he did or 
not. 

HUGHES—1I think you said that. 

DINSHAH—I could not say any- 
thing in your Direct. Examination. 
I have not cross-examined you. 
Now, Mr. Hughes, you do not recol- 


lect saying anything like that? 
HUGHES—No. 
DINSHAH—During my public 
Lectures, did you persistently shoot 
back and forth irrelevant questions 
to the Lecturer? 


HUGHES—Oh, yes, lots of 


em. 
DINSHAH—What were some of 
those questions that you put for- 
ward? 
HAGERTY—-I object to this. 


J USTICE—No, I do not think we 
are interested in that. I will let you 
interrogate him, as long as I per- 
mitted that, I will hold you have a 
perfect right to examine him on 
anything that he brought out here, 
as to his representations that he 
claims or his representations that 
he claims you made. Those are the 
things that we are interested in, 
Colonel. 

DINSHAH—Not the representa- 
tions that he made? 

J USTICE—Well, yes, in the 
course of the conversation; but, I 
do not think, the fact that he asked 
“a lot of irrelevant questions” has 
much to do with this. 

DINSHAH—I am just following, 
pour Honor, the Direct Examina- 
ion. 

JUSTICE—Well, the pertinent 
thing is what representations you 
made to get him to go into this 
Class and anything he said in reply 
to the same, of course, that would 
constitute getting money by mis- 
representation. He is relying pri- 
marily upon the statement, what he 
claims was your statement that you 
claimed that this Course of this 
treatment would cure all Disease 
and things of that sort. 

DINSHAH—And am I denied the 
right of cross-examining him on 
something that he spoke in his Di- 
rect Examination? 
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J USTICE—No, no. 

DINSHAH—I am sticking closely 
to the Direct Examination words, 
Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—AIl right, go ahead. 


See. 

DINSHAH—I shall ask no single 
question that is not in Direct Ex- 
amination. 

J USTICE—AIl right. 


DINSHAH—You said that the 
Better Business Bureau put you 
out. What did you mean by that? 

HUGHES—tThe Better Business 
Bureau has hounded me for a num- 
ber of years, under a misrepresen- 
tation by lying women in the City 
of Buffalo and their own ignorance. 

DINSHAH—Whose ignorance? 

HUiGHES—The Better Business 
Bureau’s; in other words, called the 
Bastard Government. 

DINSHAH—In other words, you 
call the Better Business Bureau the 
Bastard Government? 

HUGHES—No, sir. They call it 
—the Chamber of Commerce. 

DINSHAH—The Chamber of 
Commerce also pursued you? 

HUGHES — The Chamber of 
Commerce called the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau the Bastard Govern- 
ment. 

DINSHAH—In this city? 

HUGHES—Yes, in this city. 

HAGERTY—I object to that. 

JUSTICE—We had better not go 
into that. 

DINSHAH—I shall come to the 
relevancy of what he has injected 
in the Direct Examination. 


J USTICE—Go ahead. I am not 
finding fault with his answer. 


DINSHAH—What do you mean 
by put you out? You said you were 
put out by the Better Business Bu- 
reau. 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—What did they do? 

HUGHES—tThey stopped my one 


year’s ——— 
HAGERTY—If the Court please, 


I object unless it has something to 
do with this issue here. 

JUSTICE—I take it, that goes to 
affect his credibility. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 
What lam aiming at: This gentle- 
man wastes the money here as a 
“servant of the public.” 

JUSTICE—AIl right, go ahead. 

HUGHES—tThey stopped year’s 
advertisement in the Buffalo Eve- 
ning News, without notification by 
telephone, word of mouth or any 
other way, due to the misrepresen- 
tations of the Buffalo Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, as to my carrying on 
and repairing Washing Machines. 

DINSHAH—What was the result 
of that? 

HUGHES—tThe result of that 
was that I was practically out of 
business. I have been unable to do 
practically any business since, from 
a $5,500 to $6,000 a year business. 

DINSHAH—So you mean, you 
were persecuted by the Better Bus- 
iness Bureau? 

HUGHES—Absolutely ; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You stated you were 
a born Medico; what do you mean 
by that? 

“ HUGHES—Naturally; I take to 
it. 

DINSHAH—That is, since the 
day you were born, you knew Medi- 
cine? 

HUGHES—No, nothing of the 
kind—and you know better. 

DINSHAH—What did you imply, 
please, by that? 

HUGHES—Well, I—what did I 
imply by it? That I liked Medicine. 

DINSHAH—You like Medicine? 

HUGHES—Yes. They were go- 
ing to make a Medical Doctor of me 
and circumstances in our family 
prevented it. I studied a year 
Gray’s Anatomy by myself; I got 
no further, 

DINSHAH—But, you do under- 
stand Human Anatomy? 

HUGHES—I studied it when [

was 18 years old. 

DINSHAH—Do you understand 
it? 
HUGHES—No, I don’t. 

DINSHAH—After a year’s study 
in a Medical College, you don’t un- 
derstand Anatomy? 

J USTICE—He read a book—13 
years of age. 

HUGHES—13 years old. 

DINSHAH—You studied in a 
book? 

HUGHES—A book, Gray’s Anat- 
omy. The same as I did “The Sci- 
ence of Things Familiar,” Brewer. 


DINSHAH—When you gave 
$200, those $200 were not given to 
Dinshah P. Ghadiali, but the Spec- 
tro-Chrome Institute? 

HUGHES—Yes, every fee went 
to a different Organization. 

DINSHAH—You did not make 
any Check out or make any pay- 
ment to this Defendant at the Bar? 

HUGHES—Oh, yes, I did; I gave 
the Check to you. 

DINSHAH—You gave the Check 
to me, but, you did not give the pay- 
ment to Dinshah P. Ghadiali, but, to 
a New Jersey Corporation, called 
the Spectro-Chrome Institute ? 

HUGHES—Yes. I borrowed the 
money. 

JUSTICE—That is for the Ma- 
chine, you mean? 

DINSHAH—I am talking of the 
$200 which he gave for that Ma- 
chine. You did not give it to the 
Defendant at the Bar, the $200, 
but, you gave it to a Corporation of 
New Jersey, called Spectro-Chrome 
Institute? 

HUGHES—I made the Check out 
according to your directions. 

DINSH AH—Please answer. 

J USTICE—You can answer that 
yes or no. 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH — Therefore, the 
money was not given to me for my 
own personal use? 

HAGERTY—I object to that. 


JUSTICK—That ‘is a matter of 
Argument; isn’t it? 

DINSHAH—Do you understand 
that the money was given for my 
use? 

HUGHES—Yes, I always did. 

DINSHAH — Am I Spectro- 
Chrome Institute? 


HUGHES—yYes; you told me you 
were the President and your word 


goes. 

DINSHAH—I am the President, 
yes, but, you know that a man con- 
ducting a Corporation, does not own 
the Corporation; do you not? 

HUGHES—yYou told me your 
word went and that is all. 

DINSHAH—A man conducting a 
business Company, is not the owner 
of the Company and he can not use 
the money of the Company; do you 
know that? 

HUGHES—No, I don’t. 

DINSHAH—You did not know 
that ? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—If you were the 
President of a Corporation, you can 
pocket the money of the Company? 

HAGERTY—lI object to this, if 
the Court please. 

JUSTICE—Yes; sustained. That 
is a matter of Argument. We are 
not interested in that. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I want 
to find out what this gentleman 
would do in that case himself, that 
is, his opinion. 

JUSTICE—No; we are not in- 
terested in that at all. We are in- 
terested in the facts of this case; 
who he made to. The fact that he 
made it to Spectro-Chrome Insti- 
tute is a very pertinent thing in 
this Lawsuit. 

DINSHAH — And that money 
was to build a Machine for yourself : 
that was the purpose of that money. 

HUGHES—Machine was already 
built. 

DINSHAH—The Machine was al- 
ready built? The Machine was al- 
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ready built when you gave the 
money ? 
HUGHES—Yes. 
DINSHAH—How do you know 
the Machine was built? 
HUGHES—Y ou told me? 
DINSHAH—I told you? 


HUGHES— Yes. 

DINSHAH—That is the Machine 
that you got (indicating) ? 

HUGHES—tThat is the Machine 
that I got; without directions. 

DINSHAH—Y ou took the Course 
and were given the directions about 
the Spectro-Chrome Metry System? 

HUGHES—Why, you know that 
time and time again I came and ask- 
ed you for information and you pos- 
itively said it is on the Chart. 

DINSHAH—Pardon me; pardon 
me. You took the Course on Spec- 
tro-Chrome, to understand the Sci- 
ence of Spectro-Chrome Metry? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—This is the Instru- 
ment of the Spectro-Chrome Metry 
that you hired? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You hired it; it was 
not sold to you? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH — Then, you paid 
those $200 to Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute of New Jersey, a Corpora- 
tion, for this Machine, on hire? 


HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—The title never pass- 
ed to you? 

JUSTICE—Oh, the Contract 
shows that. 


DINSHAH—The Contract shows 
it—and do you remember that the 
money was to be refunded to you, 
minus $6.00 for depreciation, when 
you returned the Equipment? 

HUGHES—No; in a year. 

DINSHAH—wWe shall come to 
that period business. This money 
that you gave—$200 was only a se- 
curity deposit ? 

HUGHES—Yes, absolutely. 

DINSHAH—Kindly look at that 


Machine, where the Lenses are, 
please. You have given us to un- 
derstand you are an expert me- 
chanic? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Understand Electri- 
city and Electrical Machines. Will 
you please take a look at that Ma- 
chine again? Are you prepared to 
say whether the Machine would 
cost $200 or thereabouts to build it? 

HUGHES—Well if the cost of a 
Sewing Machine—a White Sewing 
Machine—cost $3.90 

DINSHAH—TI did not ask you 
about a Sewing Machine, sir. Kind- 
ly, with your expert mechanical 
eye, look at that Machine standing 
on the floor, with these Lenses, Op- 
tical Goods attached to it and all 
these Condensers as part of the 
whole business and kindly tell me, 
from the expert eye of a machinist, 
as you are, whether it is within the 
bounds of reason, that a Machine 
like this would cost $200 approxi- 
mately to build? 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
I think that that is a totally irrele- 
vant question. It is not whether the 
Machine would cost $200 to build; 
it is whether or not misrepresenta- 
tions were made about the Machine. 

JUSTICE—About what it would 
do. I think that is the Lawsuit, 
Colonel; what can be accomplished 
by the use of this Machine. 

HUGHES—If the Court please, 
now that I am on the Stand, I would 
like to tell the Jurors 

DINSHAH—I object to any argu- 
ment. 

JUSTICE—No. All you have got 
to do is answer the questions. May 
be the District Attorney may give 
you a chance later in that connec- 
tion. 

DINSHAH—tThe Defense says 
that this Machine cost $200 approx- 
imately to build it and it was turned 
over to you; that your money for 
security went to the building of a

Machine and not in the pocket of 
the Institute. Do you admit that 
that Machine would approximately 
cost that to build, from your expert 


eye? 
HUGHES—No, sir, I am not an 
expert on estimating. 
DINSHAH—On what are you an 
expert then? 
HUGHES—Just as you said. 
DINSHAH—What? 
HUGHES—Mechanics. 
DINSHAH—Is that a mechanical 
Machine, with a running Motor and 
Fan and Rheostat and all that? 
HUGHES—No, sir. 
DINSHAH—What is that? 
HUGHES—It is a make-shift for 
a Magic Lantern. 
DINSHAH—Will this Magic Lan- 
tern cost that much to build? 
HUGHES—I am not an expert 
on 


DINSHAH-——Magic Lanterns. 

HUGHES— —estimating. 

DINSHAH—How much does a 
General Electric Motor cost like 
that? 

HUGHES—You don’t have to put 
that on. 

DINSHAH—That is not the 
question, sir, whether I should have 
to put it on or not have. 

HUGHES—I don’t know. You 
will have to ask the General Elec- 
tric Company. 

DINSHAH—Oh, no; you are an 
Electrical Engineer, you said. 

HUGHES—Surely, but, I am not 
an estimator. We get prices from 
different companies; depends on the 
price. 

DINSHAH—How much would it 
cost? 

HUGHES—One company might 
cost you ten dollars; another might 
cost you a dollar and a half; can 
buy you twenty 

DINSHAH—A Motor like that 
for a dollar and a half? 

HUGHES—I can buy you a Mo- 
tor—what Horse-Power is that? 
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DINSHAH—That is a General 
Electric Company Motor; one-third 
of a Horse-Power. 

HUGHES—I can buy you twenty 
thousand one-quarter to one-third 
Horse-Power Motors for a dollar 
and a half. 

DINSHAH — Tap-wound Motor 
like that? 

HUGHES—Right here in Buf- 
falo, New York. 

DINSHAH — Tap-wound Motor 
like that? 

HUGHES—No, I didn’t say that 
in the same class as that. 

DINSHAH—I mean having the 
Horse-Power and other powers in 
that Motor? 


HAGERTY—We are getting into 
something entirely irrelevant. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I am 
intending to prove that the money 
went to the value of the material 
and that he brought it out, Your 
Honor. 

JUSTICE—That does not have 
anything to do with it. The ques- 
tion here is, did you misrepresent 
anything as to the Curative Prop- 
erties of this Machine. That is what 
this Lawsuit is about. 

DINSHAH—Why did they bring 
it in on Direet Examination? 

HAGERTY—I did not go into the 
value of the Machine or how much 
it would cost to build. 

JUSTICE—No, nothing said 
about that; no proof offered on 
that, as I understand it. 

DINSHAH—You said that you 
learned this Course and did not 
know anything about it. 

HUGHES—Nothing. 

DINSHAH—Did you have the 
privilege of consulting me? 

HUGHES—So you said. 

DINSHAH—An Officer of the In- 
stitute ? 

HUGHES—So you said. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever con- 
sult me? 

HUGHES—Oh, yes. 
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DINSHAH—By what? Letter or 
personally ? 

HUGHES—Oh, no; personally, 
when I was in the Class. 


DINSHAH—And I refused to an- 
swer you? 

HUGHES—Why, in such a way 
that I could not understand it and 
you were so abrupt, as I explained 
to you, when I paid you the last 
$12 for the Diploma. 

DINSHAH—Just a minute. 

HUGHES—Which you said you 
did not charge for. 

DINSHAH—You finished your 
Course on Spectro-Chrome Metry 


first ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And then, although 
I snubbed you and treated you ab- 
ruptly and roughly 

HUGHES—No, I didn’t say that, 
Colonel; I didn’t say you “snubbed” 
me; oh, no. 

DINSHAH—What did I do? 

HUGHES—Y ou were very pleas- 
ant and agreeable, I will admit that, 
to the last day when I paid you the 
last $12.00. 

DINSHAH—Do not mix the 
dates, Mr. Hughes. On March 17, 
1930, you started the Course? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And you finished it 
in two weeks’ time? 

HUGHES—On the 29th of March 
—about. 

DINSHAH—And you paid me 
that money on the 30th? 

HUGHES—About. 

DINSHAH—And the Contract is 
signed on the first of April? Now, 
please, after I gave you unpleasant 
treatment in the Class 

HUGHES—You did not 

DINSHAH—You still gave me 
$200? 

HUGHES—I deny you treated 
me unpleasantly in the Class. 

DINSHAH—You said I was very 
pleasant? 

HUGHES—tThe last day, unplea- 


sant the last day; that was not in 
the Class; that was when the Class 
was over with. 

DINSHAH—wWas the money paid 
to the Institute, after I treated you 
unpleasantly or after I treated you 
in an abrupt way? 

HUGHES—Before you treated 
me unpleasantly. 

DINSHAH—You said just now, 
that the Course was finished on 
March 29th? 

HUGHES—Yes. 


DINSHAH—You paid the money 
on March 30th; it could not be be- 
fore? 

HUGHES—Just a minute. 


DINSHAH—Kindly refer to your 


Checks. 
HUGHES—On April 30, 1930, is 
when I went up in the air. 
DINSHAH—Pardon me; repeat 
that, please; on April 30th? 
HUGHES—On April 30th, 1930, 
when you gave me this receipt. 
DINSHAH—I went up in the air? 
HUGHES—Yes, when I went up 
in the air. 
DINSHAH—On April 30th? 
HUGHES—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—But, this $175 and 
this $25 were paid before that? 
HUGHES—Yes, sure. You were 
very agreeable then. 
DINSHAH—I was agreeable un- 
till got the money? 
HUGHES—Yes, exactly. 
DINSHAH—But, not in the Class 
Room then was I] discourteous, was 
HUGHES—Oh, no. 
DINSHAH—You said, in the 
Class I did not treat you 
HUGHES—No, you did not. 


JUSTICE—No, he said you an- 
swered him in words that he could 
not understand. 

DINSHAH—Well, then, I an- 
swered you in words that you could 
not understand ? 

HUGHES—Yes and I told you I 
did not understand it. 
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DINSHAH—Just a minute. 

HUGHES—You said it would all 
come to me. 

DINSHAH—Let me put a ques- 
tion and you kindly answer. We 
are not here for Argument. Al- 
though I did not answer you about 
your questions in the Class, 15 days 
later, you gave to the Institute of 
which I am the President, $200 to 
build a Machine for you? 

HUGHES—Yes; now, just a min- 
ute. You remember perfectly well, 
that these most important ques- 
tions and the most difficult ques- 
tions of the whole thing was the 
last night of the 


DINSHAH—No, no, no, no. Just 
please stick to the question. Your 
Counselor will correct you if you 
make a mistake, later. This is not 
a point for Argument here; we are 
not discussing it. 

J USTICE—Do not argue it, then. 

DINSHAH—I am trying to make 
him understand the situation. He 
is starting arguments. You said 
I did not answer you any questions 
during the Class? 

HUGHES—Oh, I did not say 


that. 

DINSHAH—Did I answer ques- 
tions in a proper way in the Class, 
then? 

_HUGHES—Some of them you 


id. 
DINSHAH—And can you tell one 
question which was not answered to 


you? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH — One; name one 
question. 


HUGHES—Give me the Charts. 
They are on all the Charts. Give 
me the one with the Heavenly Stuff 
—I don’t know what you call it— 
the Occult System—Color Opera- 
tion of the Great Sympathetic Ner- 
vous System. I don’t understand a 
thing about it and I told you at the 
time and you told me that would 
come to me. 

DINSHAH—tThat came on the 


last day? 

HUGHES—tThe last days, yes. 

DINSHAH—Well, that is the 
29th of March. Between the 17th of 
March, when you enrolled in the 
Class and the 29th of March, the 
two weeks, did I give you answers 
to all the questions? 

HUGHES—I could not reply to 
that; that is a year ago, but, many 
questions I asked 

DINSHAH—WwWill you name one 
question, that you asked in the 
Class. 

HUGHES—In the Chart. 

DINSHAH—tThat is the last day. 
All right. Can you name a single 
question in the Class, that I did not 
answer you? 

HUGHES—Yes, lots of them. 


DINSHAH—Name one question. 
HUGHES—Well, 1 said, ‘“Col- 
onel,” I said, “I don’t know what 
Color to use to tonate a person and 
how are we ever going to tonate 
them, if we do not know what to to- 
nate them for?” 
DINSHAH—What did I answer? 
HUGHES—You said, “‘It is all on 
the Chart; study it,” you said, 


“Study it.” 
DINSHAH—lIs that all? 
HUGHES—Yes. 


DINSHAH—You have in your 
hand the Chart Number 10 right 
there? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Were you not ex- 
plained about the Chemistry of the 
Human Body and the Chemical Ele- 
ments of the World in this Chart, 
step by step? 

HUGHES—Yes, but, I didn’t 
know how to build the Machine. 

DINSHAH—Were you supposed 
to learn how to build the Machine 
or were you going to rent my Ma- 
chine? 

HUGHES—Why, the Human Ma- 
chine I don’t know how to build. 

DINSHAH—Does a Human ever 
have the power to build a Human 
Machine? 
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HUGHES—tThere is Chemistry 
in that. 

DINSHAH—Can you build a Hu- 
man Body? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—No. No Doctor can 
build a Human Body. 

HUGHES—Why, yes, they can; 
Spectro-Chrome can build it. You 
told me, it would build everything 
but a broken Bone. 

DINSHAH—I told you it could 
build a Human Body? 

HUGHES—You told me it never 
fails to please. 

DINSHAH—What did I tell you 
that I can build, that I can make a 
Human Being? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSIAH—tThat I can make a 
man? 

HUGHES—You told me you 
could make better than a Human 
Being; you got us to believe there 
was nothing in the World it would 
not cure, but a broken Bone. 

DINSHAH—Did I ever’ say 
“eure” or “normalate’’ ? 

HUGHES—“Cure”; you never 
said “normalate.” Once you told us 
not to say “cure”; if you did, they 
would place us in jail; told us to 
keep our wives from mentioning it 
or we would go to the Penitentiary. 

DINSHAH—What is this (indi- 
cating) and what has it to do with 
this work? 

HUGHES—tThat I can’t under- 
stand; that is an Occult. 

DINSHAH—That is an Occult, 
according to you? 

HUGHES—No; that is some- 
thing I couldn’t understand. 

DINSHAH—Do you contend, the 
Elements of the Body were not ex- 
plained to you? 

HUGHES—tThey were explained 
to me; yes. 

DINSHAH—And that this Chart 
of the Spectro-Chrome Spectro- 
scopy was not explained to you? 

HUGHES—Yes, but here is a 
dead Instrument. 


DINSHAH—Never mind. They 
were? 

HUGHES—tThey were explained. 

DINSHAH — This  Spectro- 
Chrome Therapeutic System, as the 
medical people say, with our Color 
Wave System co-related, was that 
explained to you in the Class? 

HUGHES—You said something 
about it, but, I could not get it 
through my head; it is too thick. 

DINSHAH—Oh, your head is too 
thick? You were thick, is what 
you mean. You were a born Medico 
at 18, you studied Chemistry, you 
said and Anatomy? 

HUGHES—Natural-born, I said. 


DINSHAH—Well, that is what I 
say; you were a natural-born Ge- 
nius—or Medico, pardon me. What 
I explained in the Class did not sink 
in your thick head, as you say? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—Now, if I told you, 
that half the time during that week, 
you were very, very sleepy, am I 
right or wrong? 

HUGHES—You told us, it did 
not matter whether we knew any- 
thing about it or not; just put the 
Machine on and it will come out all 
right. 

DINSHAH—Were you sleeping 
in the Class half the time and had 
to awaken you? The Students were 
giggling about it? 

HUGHES—Never. 

DINSHAH—Just look at that 
lady there standing. Stand up, 
please. (A lady stood up.) You 
recognize that woman? 

HUGHES—Yes. She sat in front 
of me. She couldn’t see whether I 
was asleep or not; she never turned 
around. I spoke to her and she 
would hardly move her head; she 
was very bashful. 

DINSHAH—She never turned 
around once in 4 hours? 

HUGHES—No, she didn’t; not in 
the whole sixty! 

DINSHAH—She just sat there 
like a statue? 
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HUGHES—I spoke to her; she 
seemed to be afraid to move. 

DINSHAH—Did she have a 
daughter of 13 in the Class? 
hq they said she 

id. 

DINSHAH—Bessie, stand up, 
please. (A girl stood up.) Is that 
the girl that you said was a child? 

HUGHES—Yes. The girl was a 
little diffident ; like her mother; she 
sat in front of me also. 


DINSHAH—Whether she is diffi- 
dent or not, just answer yes or no. 
Is that the girl? You identify her? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThat is Bessie Rad- 
cliffe and I told the Class that that 
girl was there by request of the 
mother, only to learn the Science of 
Life and not to practise; you re- 
member that ? 

HUGHES—Until 
years old. 

DINSHAH—Until she was 16 
years old? 


HUGHES—About 16 years of 
age, but, she was to practise under 
her mother’s tuition or under her 
mother’s direction. 

DINSHAH—That is, that she 
took the work for a scientific know- 
ledge, because, the mother liked the 
work. Was that right? 

HUGHES—She was to go in; be 
a regular M.D. at 16 years. 

DINSHAH—Did I say that she 
was to be a regular M.D.? 

HUGHES—wWell, you didn’t say 
“Doctor.” 

DINSHAH—What did I say, 
then? 

HUGHES—Well what you mean, 
a Normalator. 

DINSHAH—And practise on the 
public? 

HUGHES—Absolutely, I  sup- 
pose; she is said to be a Normalator. 

DINSHAH—Mr. Hughes, you 
know that the Spectro-Chrome In- 
stitute does not allow anybody to 
practise on the public?

HUGHES—I would never be old 
enough to read all the stuff of the 
Spectro-Chrome. 

DINSHAH—Did you read ‘the 
stuff” that was given you? 

HUGHES—Some of it. 

DINSHAH—tThen, whose fault is 
it, mine, that you do not read your 
books and other thing's that were — 

HUGHES—tThe reason I did not 
read your Contract, is because, you 
told me you were an honest man. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, you sign- 
ed the Contract before a Notary 
Public, without reading it? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You knew there was 
a clause for refunding the money, 
after a year, you said? 

HUGHES—I didn’t know any- 
thing about that. 

DINSHAH—You said that? 

HUGHES—On your Institute. 

DINSHAH—On the Contract for 
your Equipment? 

HUGHES — The 
Yes, I knew that, yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever de- 
mand refund from the Institute? 

HUGHES—I didn’t see any use, 
when Mrs. McNamara could not get 
her money. 

DINSHAH—Please, do not inject 
other names or issues. Did you de- 
mand refund of your money, saying 
to the Institute, “I was dissatisfied, 
give me my money back”? 

HUGHES—No, I brought an Ac- 
tion. 

DINSHAH — Just a minute, 
please. Did you, Mr. Hughes, de- 
mand from me or any Officer of the 
Institute—demand your $200? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—No. When, exactly 
what date, was this Instrument de- 
livered to you without the Slide- 
Carrier? Give the exact date. 

HUGHES—April 24, 19380. 

DINSHAH—You were delivered 
the Instrument on April 24, 1930? 

HUGHES—Yes. 


Equipment ? 
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DINSHAH—Without the Slide- 
Carrier ? 

HUGHES—Y es, sir. 

DINSHAH—And when I came to 
Buffalo from New Jersey, six days 
later, I delivered the Slide-Carrier 
to you personally ? 

7 HUGHES—After I paid you for 
it. 

DINSHAH—Just a minute. We 
shall come to that. Please, follow 
the line of proper, least resistance; 
tell us yes or no. I gave you the 
Slide-Carrier on the 80th of April, 
1930? 

HUGHES—Yes. 


DINSHAH—That is six days 
later? 
HUGHES—Yes. 
DINSHAH—The $12 that you 
say you paid, were not for the Slide- 
Carrier, but, to join an Organiza- 
tion of our Graduates? 
HUGHES—But, you told me you 
would not give me the Slide-Carrier, 
until I paid you the $12. 
DINSHAH—Was not that a con- 
dition of your Contract? 
HUGHES—I didn’t read it. 
DINSHAH—Now read it and 


say. 

HUGHES—Do we have to take 
up time for that? 

DINSHAH—It says: ‘Whereas 
the Institute, a Business Corpora- 
tion, chartered under the Laws of 
the State of New Jersey, owns cer- 
tain Spectro-Chrome Equipment, 
which are not sold, but, are only 
hired as Personal Concessions, ex- 
clusively to Affiliates of Scientific 
Order of Spectro-Chrome Metrists.”’ 
At the time that you came for the 
Slide-Carrier, were you an Affiliate 
of the Scientific Order Of Spectro- 
Chrome Metrists, according to your 
Contract? 

HUGHES—I guess I was. 

DINSHAH—You were? You had 
not paid the $12. How could you be 
a Member of the Organization? 

HUGHES—Well, I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—You don’t remem- 


ber? You don’t know? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH-—I told you, you were 
never a Member of the Organization 
upto that date; am I right? 

HUGHES—May be. 


DINSHAH—May be? Now, read 
your Application For Enrollment. 
You read this Application carefully, 
before you signed, Mr. Hughes? 

HUGHES—I did not. You told 
me you were an honest man. 


DINSHAH—Because I told you I 
was an honest man, you just signed 
it blindfolded ? 

HUGHES—Yegs, sir. 

DINSHAH—And you put there 
that you were a Member of the Ma- 
sonic Fraternity? 

HUGHES—I did not. 

DINSHAH—Just signed up? 

HUGHES—I told you entirely 
dierent, but, you said, “Better put 
it in.” 

DINSHAH—What did you say? 
What did you say? 

HUGHES—I told you that I was 
once. 

DINSHAH—Once. 

HUGHES—Yes, but, not now. 

DINSHAH—You were once? 

HUGHES—But you says, “We 
will put it in anyhow.” 

DINSHAH—Do you know once a 
Mason, always a Mason? That is 
an honorable fraternity ? 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
I guess I will object. 

JUSTICE—I guess you are not 
familiar with the Rules, as admin- 
istered in this Country. 

DINSHAH — With respect to 
what, Your Honor? 

J USTICE—The Masonic Frater- 
nity.

DINSHAH—Now, on or around 
the 12th of May, only five days af- 
ter this letter was written, on Mon- 
day night, the 12th of May, 19380, 
did you go to the Honorable Police 
Commissioner, Austin Roche, com- 
plaining that you were defrauded? 

HUGHES—Yes, 

DINSHAH—The amount of time 
elapsed between the delivery of the 
Slide-Carrier on the 30th of April 
and your complaining time, was 
only 12 days, from the 30th of April 
to the 12th of May? 

HUGHES—Yes. 
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DINSHAH—Nov, sir, what was 
the use of getting the Machine to 
you? You were anxious to get your 
income started by tonating people? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Did you tonate any 


people? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—Did not tonate any- 

ody? 

HUGHES—No.

HUGHES—No. After I looked 
at the Slide-Carrier, no. 

DINSHAH—Just a minute. We 
shall come to that. Did you tonate 
your wife? 

HUGHES—No. 

DINSHAH—Or yourself ? 

HUGHES—No. My wife would 
not sit in front of it; she was afraid 
of it. 

DINSHAH—Oh, your wife was 
afraid ? 

HUGHES— Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—Why? 

HUGHES—Well, she said it 
didn’t look—it looked like a Gatling 
Gun to her! 


DINSHAH—What do you mean 
by a Gatling Gun? 

HUGHES—A Rapid Fire Gun 
that the Bandits all use. 

DINSHAH—That Machine, to 
your wife looked like a Gatling Ma- 
chine Gun? 

HUGHES—Yes; particularly so 
when that Motor started. 

DINSHAH—So this, then, run- 
ning, sounded to your wife like a 
Gatling Machine Gun? 


HUGHES—Yes. I told her I could 
stop the Motor and open the back 
and let the heat out. She seemed 
—she would not sit in front of it. 


DINSHAH—Now, how did you 
examine the Slide-Carrier, for its 
therapeutic quality or healing qual- 
ity as taught, according to the Che- 
mistry of the Human Body, in the 
Class? How did you test that Slide- 
Carrier? 


CHAPTER 11 
SENSITIVE FINGER NAIL TESTS 


This question brought the case 
to its most important issue. How 
did the Complainant Housman 
Hughes detect, that the Spectro-

With the Slide- 
Carrier that you had—that you are 
talking about, I turned it around so 
that the two blank holes were op- 
posite; you could look right through 
the metal! 

DINSHAH—By “blank holes,” 
what do you mean? 

HUGHES—ZJust as you have (in- 
dicating). 

DINSHAH—Is there metal in 
the blank holes? 

HUGHES—Oh, no! Look through 
the metal; I didn’t say penetrate; 
I said “through”’ it. 

DINSHAH—What did you see 
in there? 

HUGHES—Then, I turned one 
of the blank holes over and the 
Lemon came out; I thought that 
was a good sign! 

DINSHAH—Lemon came out? 

HUGHES—Yes, a Lemon Color. 

DINSHAH—What do you mean 
by Lemon? 

HUGHES—Well, the 
Glass. . 

DINSHAH — 
Glass came out? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You thought “that 
was a good sign’? 

HUGHES—Well, you said that 
you couldn’t see those Spectrum 
Scribed Lines, on the back from the 
front, with the naked eye; so, I put 
my finger right through one of the 
sections there—the metal—with 
my Finger Nail and I can prove 
scientifically, that I can detect one- 
twenty-thousandth part of an Inch 
of a Line! That is, in other words, 
Lines 20,000 to an Inch, I can de- 
tect it with my Finger Nail!

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is the size of 
the Hair of your Head? 

HUGHES—You _ don’t 
Captain. 

DINSHAH—Hold on! You spoke 
just now, that you put your Finger 
on the Glass and scratched it, so 
that you could notice a difference 
of one-twenty-thousandth of an 
Inch? 

HUGHES—You are just as dumb 
in my business as I amin yours. I 
didn’t say that at all. 

DINSHAH—Did not you say, Mr. 
Hughes, just now, that you de- 
tected ——— 

HUGHES—I didn’t say I put a 
Finger on the Glass and drew a 
Line twenty-thousandths part of 
an Inch. 

DINSHAH—If there were a 
Line twenty-thousands, you could 
detect it, you said. 

HUGHES—If it was scratched 
on the Glass by some kind of Ma- 
chine, I could detect it. 

DINSHAH—TIf it were scratched 
on the Glass, you can detect it? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—What is the size of 
a Hair of your Head? 

HUGHES—I will let you answer 
that. 

DINSHAH—Please; I am not un- 
der Cross Examination. 

HUGHES—Well, you said it 
was 

DINSHAH—Please, do not say 
what I said. Are you able to de- 
tect a difference, of one-twenty- 
thousandth of an Inch Line, with 
your Finger Nail? 

HUGHES—What kind of a Line? 
Pencil Line or Scribed ? 

DINSHAH—Scribed, cut Line. 


know, 
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HUGHES—With what? 

DINSHAH—wWith your Finger 
Nail. 

HUGHES—You can not scribe a 
Line twenty-thousandths with a 
Finger Nail that you can detect. 

JUSTICE—That is what he ask- 
ed you, if you could detect it by 
moving your Finger Nail over the 
Line? 

HUGHES—Yes, I can. 

DINSHAH—Y ou can? 

HUGHES—Yes. 


DINSHAH—Now, I tell you here 
is a Diffraction Grating with 25,000 
Lines on the Inch 

HUGHES—But I said twenty; 
you have to get a twenty. 

DINSHAH—WwWell, here is one 
with fourteen thousand two hun- 
dred. Can you detect how many 
Lines there are on this? 

HUGHES—I can’t tell you. I was 
going to count them, like you count- 
ed those Lines of the Spectrum, you 
put one Line on it, I will tell you 
quickly where it is on the Glass; 
mark it with a piece of chalk. 

DINSHAH — Can you _ detect 
14,200 Lines on the Inch? You are 
at liberty, then? 

JUSTICE—Can you detect any 
Lines on this? 

DINSHAH—Can you detect any 
Lines on this here? 

HUGHES—tThey tell us —— 

JUSTICE—Y ou can answer that 
yes or no. 

DINSHAH—Give an answer to 
the question; yes or no. Do not ex- 
plain anything. Can you detect any 
Lines on the Diffraction Grating ? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I said this is a Dif- 
fraction Grating, with 14,200 Lines 
to the Inch. 

HUGHES—Yes, but, you are 
giving me an example that can not 
be done. This is a catch question, 
exactly and you know it. 

DINSHAH—I know nothing, sir. 

HUGHES—wWell, I guess, you 
don’t. 


DINSHAH—I am not on Cross 
Examination. You said that your 
Finger Nails are so sensitive. 

HUGHES—I said if your Lines 
were 20,000 Lines to the Inch, that 
is, a Solid piece—if you understand 
what I mean. In other words— 
just a minute now, Colonel. You 
run your Finger Nail over the edge 
of a Razor Blade. All Scientists 
agree a Razor Blade is not true, is 
not straight. 

DINSHAH—I am not asking you 
that. 

HUGHES—I am trying to tell 
you, though. 

DINSHAH—I do not want any 
different ——— 

HUGHES—No, but, you want to 
tell everybody else. 

DINSHAH—No. This is Cross 
Examination, please, Mr. Hughes. 

HUGHES—wWell, you get a piece 
of Glass with one Line twenty- 
thousandths part of an Inch, I will 
show you. 

DINSHAH—I shall give you this 
Glass with 14,200 Lines on the Inch. 
Can you detect it with your Finger 
Nail? 

HUGHES—That is silly ; no more 
than you can detect a Flaw on the 
Saw-Tooth on the Razor. 

SHAH — The Honorable 
Court wants you to see that Dif- 
fraction Grating. 

HUGHES—TI don’t think I can. 

DINSHAH—Y ou can not? 

HUGHES — Not these Lines 
here; I can detect one Line. 

DINSHAH — Of twenty-thou- 
sandths part of an Inch, you can de- 
tect with your fingers? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. Now, just 


a minute. I think I can detect these 
Lines. If you will wait—tell how 
many that Finger Nail is now at I 
will show you. I have to make a 
little preparation 

At this point, Housman Hughes 
turned and made a low remark to 
the Honorable Court, that he had 
trimmed his nails that morning and 
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that therefore, they were not so 
sharp, were blunted and the like. 
The remark missed the ears of the 
Supreme Court Reporter John J, 
Healy, but the Defendant’s tuned 
ears caught the conversation off the 
record. He moved the Court to ad- 
journ till the Finger Nails of the 
Witness would grow—at least to 
give him time till tomorrow “to 
prepare” them. 

J USTICE—There will be no to- 
morrow. 

DINSHAH—Then, I shall ask 
you that question, to make 

HUGHES—Wait a minute now; 
I can just now 

JUSTICE—We will never get 
through Trial with this Lawsuit. 
Got to finish it up very soon. 


DINSHAH—Your Honor, I am 
very anxious to finish it, please. If 
you pin questions and answers to- 
gether, can not do that either. 

HUGHES—If you get a piece of 
chalk? 

DINSHAH—Just hand it to us. 
We shall give it to you tomorrow. 
Mr, Hughes, hold up in your hand a 
hair of your head—one Hair. 

HUGHES—tThere isn’t any. 

For once, the man spoke some- 
thing akin to the Truth; he was 
practically as hairy as a smooth 
billiard ball, but, as I was deter- 
mined to expose further his lying 
assertions, I made a move—a very 
daring move—which I am yet sur- 
prised the dignified Court permit- 
ted. I forced the issue of the 
1/20,000 part of an Inch, in a fash- 
ion that from its convincing effect 
must have staggered even the bold- 
est Lawyer present. Most of that 
move went off the record and the 
Court Reporter missed it, but, I 
have the proof of it in an Exhibit 
for the Defendant marked 49! 

DINSHAH—You have no hair? 
You have some. Just pick out one 
Hair and give it to me. 

HUGHES—Pick out one Hair 
from your own head. I could tell 


you how it is without measuring it. 

DINSHAH—Please, please, a 
Hair of your own head. (Before the 
Complaining Witness or the Prose- 
cutor realized what was happening, 
the Defendant walked toward 
Hughes and pulled out a Hair from 
the head of the Witness. Most 
probably it was the last he had!) 

DINSHAH—Novw, here is a Hair 
from your own head. 

HUGHES—Yes, sir, I think so; 
I didn’t see it. 

DINSHAH—I expect that of Mr. 
Hughes’s head. What is the size 
to the fraction of an Inch, of this 
Hair of your head? How many 
thousands of an Inch? 

HUGHES—What do you mean? 
In thousandths or fractions 

DINSHAH—Is it one-thousandth 
of an Inch, two-thousandths of an 
Inch, five-thousandths of an Inch? 
You are the Engineer. I am talking 
Engineering, What is the size of 
the thickness, with your Micro- 
meter Gauge, of this Hair in Inch? 

HUGHES—wWell, will you rest 
the Lawsuit on my ability to clas- 
sify ? 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, 

J USTICE—No, no. Answer the 
question, if you know. 

DINSHAH—Tell me what the 
size of the Hair of your head is, in 
Exhibit ? 

HUGHES—tThere is no two hairs 
of your head alike. 

DINSHAH—This Hair (show- 

ing) ? 
HUGHES—I am going to tell 
you approximately what that Hair 
is: Two and one-half—two and 
four-fifths to two and five-eighths 
thousandths of an Inch. 

DINSHAH—Shall we make it 
three-thousandths of an Inch? 

HUGHES—Too big, 

DINSHAH — Too 
mean? 

HUGHES—Well, you said, “you 
have a thick head,” so, I presume 
there was a thick Hair. Thick 


thick, you 
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heads would have thick hair. 
DINSHAH—tThis hair is one- 

thousandth of an Inch? 
HUGHES—No, sir. 


DINSHAH—Two-thousandths of 
an Inch? 

HUGHES—You told me _ two- 
thousandths of an Inch, but, it isn’t. 

DINSHAH—Two-thousandths of 
an Inch? 

HUGHES—Two and four-fifths 
—two and five-eighths. 

DINSHAH—Then you are cap- 
able of measuring an approximate 
estimation between  two-thou- 
sandths of an Inch and threa-thou- 
sandths of an Inch? 

HUGHES—I did it, if I ean de- 
tect one-twenty-thousandth part of 
an Inch? 

DINSHAH—Then, you take out 
another Hair from your head, 
please. 

HAGERTY—Oh, now, 
Now, hold on. 

DINSHAH — Now, how many 
Hairs like this 

HUGHES—In my head? I don’t 
know. 

DINSHAH—No, no; just a mo- 
ment. Please, don’t put the ques- 


please. 


tion. What is the relation between 
one-twenty-thousandth of an Inch 
Line and the size of this Hair? 

HUGHES — You better get 
some mathematician. I don’t know. 
J will tell you tomorrow. I will 
bring an Instrument. 

JUSTICE—Let us examine on 
something that is in this Suit. 

DINSHAH—I am just trying to 
find out. This gentleman says he 
can detect these Lines here. So, 
the first thing you did was to 

HUGHES—I can’t detect that 
Line. 

DINSHAH—I want to have an 
envelope to place this Hair in Ex- 
hibit. Thank you. 

(The Clerk of the Court handed 
the Defendant an envelope and the 
HAIR referred was received in Evi- 
dence and marked as Defendant’s 
Exhibit 49.) 

There was no use pursuing fur- 
ther the theme of the one-twenty- 
thousandths; the Hair from the 
head of Housman Hughes, had car- 
ried the point straight home to 
those who held my head in their 
clutch. Both the Justice and the 
Jury discerned the evasions of 
Housman Hughes. 


CHAPTER 12 
BLOW HOLES, AIR HOLES, BUBBLES, FLAWS 


DINSHAH—Put your hand and 
scratch the Glass, now. Show those 
Blow Holes and Air Holes and Bub- 
bles in the Glass, please. 


HUGHES—I have got a record 
of them. No use of showing them. 
I have got a record right here. You 
can look it up yourself. 

DINSHAH—I am not on the 
Stand. So, you want to tell the 
Jury —— 

HUGHES—You are a pretty 
clever fellow; you know perfectly 
well, the Sun is in the West. 

JUSTICE—Can you show it 


through a light here? 


HUGHES—Your Honor, the Sun 
must be on the side that you look 
at or you can not see them. Yester- 
day morning, it was an ideal period; 
the Sun was overcast a little and 
they won’t show. They would if 
the Sun was out. You take after 
2 o'clock in the afternoon and can 
throw this away and at 10 o’clock 
to 12 o’clock this here, you can’t 
see Flaws here just with this Light 
of in the thousandths! 


DINSHAH—Show some of those 
Bubbles and Flaws to the Honor- 
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able Jury here. 

HUGHES—Oh, well, not in your 
Machine; no. 

DINSHAH—Come along, show 


them. 

HUGHES—Not in your Ma- 
chine; no. They can be seen with 
the naked eye. You don’t need a 
Machine for that. 


DINSHAH—Show it with the 
naked eye then, without the Ma- 
chine, 

HUGHES—tThe Switch is in a 
bad place. 

DINSHAH—What other defects 
in it, then? 

JUSTICE—Let him show the 
Bubbles. 

HUGHES—Oh, I beg your par- 
don. Show those Air Holes and 
Blow Bubbles? 

DINSHAH—Yes. 

HUGHES—I told you, this light 
isn’t right for this Glass. This 
morning, when I was on the Wit- 
ness Stand before, I could have 
shown you. 

DINSHAH—Just come on this 
side, facing the Sunlight. There is 
Sunlight this way. 

HUGHES—You can’t do that. 
You have got to face the Sunlight 
where the Sun is. I wanted to show 
you one particular thing back here 
or as any of the Jurors could come 
to see it. 

JUSTICE—Show it to them. 

DINSHAH—Show it to the Hon- 
orable Jurors. 

HUGHES—It is about 3/64ths. 
This is over a sixteenth of an Inch 
long. Here is 3/32nds long. 

DINSHAH—Show it to the Hon- 
orable Jury. 

HUGHES—Judge, right there 
(indicating), that is a Flaw; that is 
a little Flaw. That is a long Bub- 
ble (indicating). There is one that 
is 5/16th of an Inch long. There 
is one an eighth of an Inch long. 

JUSTICE—You had better hand 
that. Let them take it into the 
Jury Room and they can study it. 


HUGHES—Yes, they can see 


that. 

DINSHAH—AII right, we shall 
take it that way, Your Honor. Now, 
Mr. Hughes, what other Tests of 
the therapeutic or healing value did 
you make of this Slide-Carrier ? 

HUGHES—I didn’t make any. It 
was useless for me to try any. 


DINSHAH—You simply made a 
Physical Test of the kind of Glass, 
but, not the quality of the Color? 

HUGHES—TI put the Machine — 

DINSHAH—Please. 

HUGHES—Because, the Lines 
were supposed to be scribed on the 


ack, 

DINSHAH—Mr. Hughes, why 
don’t you stick to the question and 
answer ? 

HUGH ES—That is all right. 

DINSHAH—yYou did not make 
any further examination of that 
Slide-Carrier, except with your Fin- 
ger Nail and the Blow Bubbles? 

HUGHES—Yes, I did. 

DINSHAH—What was that— 
the other examination? 

HUGHES—Why, you told us 
that there was a Spring in there 
and that if we removed the Seal 
from that, that the thing would fall 
to pieces and you couldn’t get it to- 
gether at the factory. 

DINSHAH — So, you removed 
the Spring, did you? 

HUGHES—No sir, I didn’t. 

DINSHAH—You removed the 


Seal? 
HUGHES—No. 
DINSHAH—Now, I offer the 
Slide-Carrier. There are two big 
holes here for cleaning purposes; 
you notice that? These are kept 
for cleaning the inside. Now, kind- 
ly look inside and show that Spring 
or whatever you call it. 
HUGHES—You see! You found 
out I haven’t removed this. 
DINSHAH—The Seal is intact. 
I ask you to look inside from those 
two holes and show the “Spring”

DINSHAH—So you insist in 
your representation ? 

HUGHES—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And you _ contend 
that I taught in the Class, that 
there was a Spring; if you opened 
it, the whole thing would blow up? 

HUGHES—You did. 

DINSHAH—Was there a sugges- 
tion that you might do certain 
things—you would take certain 
measures? Did you come to me 
and ask me for a refund—that you 
were dissatisfied with the Equip- 
ment? 

HUGHES—I didn’t think it 
would be the slightest use. 

DINSHAH—Now, please. 

HUGHES—You have 
twice to refund the money. 

DINSHAH—I did offer to refund 
the money? 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And what happen- 
ed to you, that you didn’t accept 
the money and give me the Equip- 
ment back ? 

HUGHES—Because, you wanted 
the Equipment. 

DINSHAH—Oh, I wanted the 
Equipment? What else could I do? 
I give you your money, you give me 
the Equipment? 

HUGHES—As I told the party 
who called with the money to see 
me 

DINSHAH—I mean on this day. 
That was six months after. 

HAGERTY—I object to that. 

DINSHAH—Stick to the point,

HUGHES—The reason is, be- 
cause, I didn’t want to see other 
people defrauded, the same as I 
was myself. 

DINSHAH—So, you were doing 
it as a public duty? 

HUGHES—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH—Fine. What hap- 
pened in the Honorable Police Com- 
missioner’s Office, when you went 
there with the Complaint? 

HUGHES—Nothing. 

DINSHAH—What happened ? 

HUGHES—Nothing happened. 

DINSHAH—What did he do 
there? 

HUGHES—Well, they ——— 

DINSHAH—Before whom did 
you place the Complaint? 
HUGHES—With Commissioner 
Roche. 

DINSHAH—And what did the 
Honorable Commissioner do? 

HAGERTY—I object to that as 
immaterial. 

JUSTICE—Yes, sustained. We 
are not going into that. 

DINSHAH—But, I have been ar- 
rested by this man three times. 

J USTICE—Well, I don’t care 
about that. 

DINSHAH —I want to bring 
facts out. I want to show, the man 
did not come into Court with “clean 
hands.” If he has some ulterior 
motive, I shall bring it out. 

JUSTICE—We are not going to 
get into any side issue. I will let 
you cross-examine him on anything 
he testified here; then, I am going 
to cut it short, because, we are run- 
ning into this Lawsuit out longer 
than it ought to be. I have been 
good-natured upto date. 

DINSHAH—You have been very 
fair, sir. Thank you for it.

DINSHAH—Did you read this 
letter when you received it? 

UGHES—Let me see; I will 
have to think a minute. 

DINSHAH—Think. 

HUGHES—Yes. I remember you 
said I had lied 

DINSHAH—No, no. We shall 
read the letter. Don’t say anything ; 
we shall read the letter. 

HUGHES—Yes. 

DINSHAH—This was after the 
Police Commissioner incident? 

HUGHES—I presume so. 

DINSHAH—I was not under

The Defen- 
dant well knew by his psychological 
experience, that the best way to 
hit an opponent is to expose him 
and his views to ghastly satire. His 
theories of Life appeared to work 
well in practice. The name of Isa- 
bel Radcliffe was called and beiny 
duly sworn on the Stand, her Direct 
Examination commenced. 

DINSHAH—You live in Dunkirk, 
New York? 

RADCLIFFE—I do. 

DINSHAH—When did you take 
your first Course in Spectro-Chrome 
Metry? 

RADCLIFFE—January 14, 1926, 
at Malaga, New Jersey. 

DINSHAH—In the Central Office 
of the Institute? 

RADCLIFFE—Yes. 


DINSHAH—And since then, did 
you take any other Course? 

RADCLIFFE—No, I have not. I 
have taken repeat Courses in Spec- 
tro-Chrome Metry. 

DINSHAH—Repeat Courses, you 
mean ? 

RADCLIFFE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Where did you take 
them? 

RADCLIFFE — Cleveland, Ohio 
and Lafayette Hotel, in Buffalo. 

DINSHAH—Do you remember 
the gentleman who is seated there 
—Mr. Hughes? 

RADCLIFFE—I do. 

DINSHAH—The Complainant? 

RADCLIFFE—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Where was he in 
Buffalo? Where did you meet him? 

RADCLIFFE—In the Class, in 
Buffalo. 

DINSHAH—Now, Mrs. Radcliffe, 
you had your daughter with you in 
that Class also? 

RADCLIFFE—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And she was how 
old at that time? 

RADCLIFFE—tThirteen. 

DINSHAH—What was the pur- 
pose for which you brought the girl 
in the Class? 

RADCLIFFE — The § scientific 
training she would receive. 

DINSHAH—Not to have her 
practise as a Normalator? 

RADCLIFFE—No. She was not 
to practise as a Normalator, until 
she was eighteen. 
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DINSHAH—She was of age? 
RADCLIFFE—Yes. 
DINSHAH—And that was so un- 
derstood in the Contract with you? 
RADCLIFFE—Yes, it was. 


J USTICE—We are not interested 
in that. 

RADCLIFFE—We have it in the 
Contract. 

DINSHAH—Did you have Mr. 
Housman Hughes behind you or in 
front of you or on the side? Where 
did he sit usually? 

RADCLIFFE—I think he sat be- 
hind me. 


DINSHAH—And did you happen 
to turn your head at any time or 
did you sit rigid for sixty hours? 

RADCLIFFE—Why, he was—he 
fell asleep and several in the Class 
nudged us and said, ‘Hughes is 
asleep.”” We turned and he was 
asleep several times. 

DINSHAH—Did you notice it 
yourself? Do not mind the other 
people. Did you see him asleep in 
the Class? 

RADCLIFFE—Many times I 
did; after being nudged, I turned 
and saw him asleep. 

DINSHAH—And was at any 
time my attention drawn to it? 

RADCLIFFF—Yes, it was. 

DINSHAH—Now, you have an 
Equipment like that (indicating) ? 

RADCLIFFE—TI have. 

DINSHAH—How long have you 


had it? 
RADCLIFFE—About five years. 
DINSHAH—And you use it in 
what work? 
RADCLIFFE—My beauty work. 


DINSHAH—In your Beauty Par- 
lor work? 

RADCLIFFE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Have you a Slide- 
Carrier similar to this (indicat- 
ing’) ? 

RADCLIFFE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Have you used this 
Equipment in your work? 

RADCLIFFE—I have. 

DINSHAH—What results did 
you get, according to the System 
taught to you? 

RADCLIFFE—Very good. 


DINSHAH—Take the Witness. 

I was prepared for another Cross 
Examination like that given to Bes- 
sie A. Hasenau, but, to my surprise 
and that of the listeners only one 
question finished it. 

HAGERTY—tThat is 
Beauty Parlor? 

RADCLIFFE—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is all. 

So, the women visiting Beauty 
Parlors, were left to the kind and 
effective services of Isabel Rad- 
cliffe. The Prosecuting Attorney 
must have had some reasons in 
saving the time of the Honorable 
Court, in this instance.

NESS—1980. 

DINSHAH—Under whom? 

NESS—You, Colonel Dinshah. 

DINSHAH—You mean the De- 
fendant at the Bar? 

NESS—Yes, sir. 
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DINSHAH—Do you have an 
Equipment just like that (indicat- 
ing) ? 

NESS—TI have. 

DINSHAH—Will you please ex- 
amine the Slide-Carrier and report, 
whether you have also Slides of a 
similar character in that Equip- 
ment? 

NESS—I have. 

DINSHAH—You followed the 
training of the Class work thor- 
oughly? 

NESS—Yes, I tried to. 

DINSHAH—What use do you 
make of your machine? 

NESS—I use it for tonating sick 
people. 

DINSHAH—How long have you 
had the Equipment? 

NESS—About six and one-half 
months. 

DINSHAH—Did you get any re- 
sults from the Equipment? 

NESS—I have. 

DINSHAH—Did it prove accord- 
ing to its claims, whatever the 
claims may be? 

NESS—It certainly did. 

DINSHAH—You had no Itiso- 
meter, when you took that Equip- 
ment? 

NESS—No, not at the beginning, 


no. 
DINSHAH—And then did you 
have an Itisometer? 


NESS—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Why did you get 
that Instrument? 

NESS—Because, I thought it 
was a very accurate Machine; want- 
ed to work with it. 

DINSHAH—If the Honorable 
Counselor will permit me, I shall 
show you what it is, what I want: 
That is, that you took it for more 
accurate, scientific work? 

NESS—More accurate, yes. 

DINSHAH—Do you think that 
it is absolutely necessary for that 
work? 

NESS—No; I took care of my 
family and friends, without an Itis- 
ometer and had results. 

DINSHAH—You follow Spectro- 
Chrome Metry ‘as a profession or 
just for pleasure? 

NESS—As a profession. 


DINSHAH—What are your re- 
sults, with that Instrument in use, 
on sick and suffering people? 

NESS—lI have always had bene- 
fits produced and have had very 
good results in some cases. 

DINSHAH — Please, take the 
Witness. 

To all intents and purposes, Leo 
Hagerty took the Witness, to tear 
apart if possible the last shred of 
Truth in regard to the merits of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry. This was 
the last important Defense Witness. 


CHAPTER 15 
MYSTICISM, OCCULTISM, THEOSOPHY 


The Cross Examination of Jessie 
EE. Ness started and the spectators 
had more candy of wisdom in Legal 
Law. 

HAGERTY -—- What are the 
claims for the Machine? 

NESS—I don’t know what you 
mean. 

HAGERTY—Well, Colonel Din- 
shah said that you have always had 
—’’Didn’t you have always good re- 
sults, for whatever claims were 


made for the Machine?” 
NESS—Yes, those who were sick 
have been benefited and made a lit- 
tle better in some cases. 
HAGERTY — What are the 
claims made for the Machine, by 
Colonel Dinshah? 
JUSTICE—What was the claim 
it would do, in the treatment of 
Disease? That is what he wants 
to know. 
NESS—He claimed, if we used 
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it according to the teaching, that 
it would help to restore the Radio- 
Active and Radio-Emanative Equi- 
librium of the Human Being. 
HAGERTY—What else did he 
claim for it? 
NESS—tThat was all. 
HAGERTY—tThat was all? 
NESS—Yes. 


HAGERTY—What did he say 
about curing anything? 

NESS—He never said you could 
“cure” anything; no. Could restore 
the Radio-Active and Radio-Ema- 
native Equilibrium of the Human 
Being. 

HAGERTY—Radio-Activity ? 

NESS—And the Radio-Emana- 
tive Equilibrium; balance of the 
Body; normality of the Body. 


HWAGERTY—What did you treat 
people for? 

NESS—I have had cases come to 
me of Bronchial Asthma and Ton- 
silitis, Sinus and many other minor 
cases, I can’t remember just now. 

HAGERTY—Sinus? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—-Did you cure the 
Sinus? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And did it cure 
Bronchitis? 

NESS—yYes, it did. I have a 
very wonderful cure in the case of 
Bronchitis. 

HAGERTY—Did it cure—what 
was the other Disease you said? 

NESS—Tonsilitis. 

HAGERTY—Did it cure Tonsi- 
litis ? 

NEIESS—They got better, if that 
is what you call “cure.” 

HAGERTY—Well, if you do 
something to a person that makes 
them better? 

NESS—Well, I would not know 
if they were entirely cured. They 
were—well, the condition was 
changed. 

HAGERTY—wWhat other Disease 
did you treat? 

NESS—I can’t name them just 


now, but, | had very many cases— 
minor Accidents. 

HAGERTY—Didn’t you have 
some of the others? Did you have 
any of Cancer? 

NESS—No. 

HAGERTY—Did you have any 
Tubercular ? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tTubercular cages? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And did it make 
those people better? 

NESS—They are getting well; 
they are getting along; changed. 

HAGERTY — What stage was 
the Tuberculosis in? 

NESS—Well, just in the first 
stages. 

HAGERTY—First stages. Have 
you any other Diseases that it cur- 
e 


NESS—I can’t think just now. 

HAGERTY—If you can remem- 
ber? 

NESS—I can’t recall just at this 
time. 

HAGERTY—Is that all that the 
Colonel said, at the Courses that 
you attended, that it would simply 
restore a person’s Equilibrium? 

NESS—Restore the normality of 
the Human Body. 

HAGERTY—What did he say, 
about what made the Body abnor- 
mal or subnormal ? 

NESS—Lack of certain Chemi- 
cals in the Body, made the Body 
subnormal or abnormal, 


HAGERTY—What did he say 
about Surgery ? 
NESS—He never practised Sur- 


gery. 

HAGERTY — Never practised 
Surgery ? 

NESS—Never taught Surgery. 

HAGERTY—What did you do, 
before you took up Spectro-Chrome 
Metry ? 

NESS—Well, lots of things. Of- 
fice work and been a Nurse for 
about twenty years. 

HAGERTY—Nurse? What kind 
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of a Nurse? 

NESS—Practical Nurse. I have 
had some Hospital experience. 

HAGERTY—Did you understand 
the Anatomy ? 

NESS—I know where the Heart, 
Liver, Spine and various Organs of 
the Body are; that is about all. 

HAGERTY—Did you diagnose 
your cases, with these people that 
came to you? 

NESS—No. 

HAGERTY—How did you know, 
that the person that you treated 
for Tuberculosis had Tuberculosis? 

NESS—tThey told me that. 

HAGERTY—Who told you that? 

NESS—tThe lady herself. 

HAGERTY—Told you that? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Did she tell you 
where she found out? 

NESS—She told me the Doctor 
told her that; Doctor said so. 


HAGERTY—Well, then, you de- 
pended upon the Doctor’s Diagnosis 
of the case? 

NESS—No; I depended on the It- 
isometer. 

HAGERTY—tThe Itisometer ? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—wWhat did the Itiso- 
meter tell you was the matter with 
her? 

NESS—It didn’t tell me—it told 
me the degree of Disorder in the 
Body and the Color Wave to re- 
move that Disorder. 

HAGERTY—What degree of 
Disorder was there in the Body? 

NESS—Can’t remember now. I 
have the records of it at home, but, 
I couldn’t tell you off-hand. 

HAGERTY—Well, can’t you re- 
member at all? 

NESS—No. 

HAGERTY—And how did you 
know where to treat the person? 

NESS—How did I know where 
to treat the person? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

NESS—Because, in our training 
we are taught, how to apply the 


Machine to various Areas of the 
Body. The Body is divided into 
Areas. 

HAGERTY—You say it was Tu- 
berculosis; you gave it to the 
Lungs? 

NESS—Well, if that was the 
Area that required tonating, I 
would tonate there. 

HAGERTY—How did you know 
that it required tonating? 

NESS—tThe Machine told me so. 

HAGERTY—How did the Ma- 
chine tell you so? 

NESS—By the using of the Ma- 
chine; putting the Finder on the 


Body. 
HAGERTY—Finder? 
NESS—Yes. 


HAGERTY — The _ Itisometer 
finds the trouble; is that it? 

NESS—The Itisometer has a 
part called the “Tanger.”’ We place 
that around various Areas of the 
Body and then we find the Color 
Wave to use. 

HAGERTY—Well, does the Tan- 
ger tell you what Color Wave to 
use? 

NESS—No. The Tanger does not 
tell me. The Tanger tells the de- 
gree of Disorder in the various 
parts of the Body. 

HAGERTY—Well, I don’t get it. 
Just how does it tell you the degree 
of Disorder? 

NESS—On the Infra or Ultra 
Side of the Scale, the Machine may 
balance you; Green to the Infra and 
to the Ultra Side of the Seale and 
the Needle moves along and stops 
where the—whatever degree of Dis- 
order is there, the Needle stops. 
We read it accordingly. 

HAGERTY—tThen, when the 
Needle stops, that shows you the 
degree of the Disorder? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And then, what 
shows you what Organs? 

NESS—Not any Organs. I told 
you we had Areas in the Human 
Body and we find a certain Area, 
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where the Disorder was. 
HAGERTY—yYou are not inter- 
ested in Organs, then? 
NESS—No. 


HAGERTY—So that the Itiso- 
meter told you that there was a 
certain Disorder? 

NESS—In a certain Area of the 
Body, yes. 

HAGERTY—What Area of the 
Body was that Disorder in? 

NESS—Area 17, according to our 
teaching. 

HAGERTY—Area 17, according 
to your teaching. Of course, “ac- 
cording to our teaching,” you 
mean according to Colonel Din- 
shah’s teaching. 

SS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And what does that 
Area cover? 

NESS—We are not interested, as 
far as our Spectro-Chrome Metry 
is concerned, in what it covered: 
just Area 17. It is on the Chart. 

HAGERTY—You are not inter- 
ested? In other words, it does not 
interest you whether that Area will 
cover part of the Heart, part of the 
Lungs? 

NESS—No. 

HAGERTY—Or part of the In- 
testines ? 

NESS—No. 

HAGERTY—Or any part, just it 
is the Area that you treat with a 
certain Color? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And that brings 
about the results? 

NESS—Sure. 

HAGERTY—And you had these 
Charts too; did you? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—I suppose you know 
all about them; do you? 

NESS—I don’t know. I may not 
carry all about them in my memory. 

HAGERTY—Well, you don’t 
have to memorize; here is one of 
the Charts? 

NESS—Yes. 

DINSHAH — Exhibit Number, 


please? 

HAGERTY — People’s Exhibit 
Number 11. Now, will you tell me, 
for instance, what—how do you 
read the Chart; up and down or 
sideways? 

(The Exhibit Number given was 
wrong. It should have been 8. The 
Prosecutor was shooting clay pige- 
ons at random; he mixed the Itiso- 
meter Chart with that of the 
Breathing Process.) 


NESS—No. This Chart is dem- 
onstrated in the Class, by the 
means of certain mechanical work. 
There is paraphernalia in the Class, 
that takes care of this Chart. No 
use to try to explain this to you, 
without that paraphernalia. It 
would be foolish and useless. I 
can’t explain it to you that way. 

HAGERTY—Is the parapher- 
nalia here? 

NESS—I don’t know. The Col- 
onel says, he shows us about the 
Breathing System. 

MAGERTY—Have you got the 
paraphernalia now with you? 

ESS—No. 

HAGERTY—Without the para- 
phernalia, you say it would be use- 
less and foolish? 

NESS—T'o explain how we use it. 
I know, but, I don’t know how to 
explain it to you. You don’t un- 
derstand the teaching. It is quite 
a long time to start and tell you 
all about what that Course means 
and what that specific Chart means. 
There is a lot concerning that 
Chart. 

HAGERTY—Now, if you use this 
Chart in your work at your home 
and you haven’t the paraphernalia 
there to guide you or you haven’t 
Colonel Dinshah there to guide you, 
I suppose ——— 

NESS—I have his machinery. 

HAGERTY—You have his ma- 
chinery, but, there is nothing about 
this machinery here, that guides 
you in this Chart; is there? 

NESS—This Machine works in- 
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dependently of that Chart. 

HAGERTY—tThis works inde- 
pendently of that Chart. Well, 
then, the Machine has nothing to 
do with the Chart? 

NESS—This Machine has noth- 
ing-to do with that Chart, but, in 
our work, you use that Chart and 
work by that Chart, as is directed 
in the Class. You have perfect re- 
sults with the use of the Machine. 

HAGERTY — That is what I 
want you to explain, just how you 
get your perfect results with that 
Chart? 


NESS—I can’t explain it to you 
that way. I make up the Chart 
according to this System, as taught 
in the Class. I can’t explain it to 
you any further, without having 
the demonstrations that are neces- 
sary and in the Class to explain it. 
That is the best I can say. 


HAGERTY—How do you do that 
there in your home, without the de- 
monstration you have in the Class? 

NESS—tThat is all I know. 

HAGERTY — Then, it is not 
much help to you; is it? 

NESS—Oh, no, not very much, 
according to that. 

GERTY—Do you understand 
this Chart—this Spectro-Chrome 
Therapeutic System? 

NESS—I know the Colors and 
how to build the Colors—the vari- 
ous Colors and Potencies. 

HAGERTY—Do you know just 
what part these various things 
have to do with it? For instance, 
Magenta, Love; what connection is 
there, between a Magenta Color and 
Love? Do you know? 

NESS—It would be produced in 
the Human Body, according to the 
Chemical Action on the Human 


y. 
HAGERTY—What would be pro- 
duced ? 
NESS—tThe Color of Magenta. 
HAGERTY—Well, I mean Love. 
NESS—Love. 
HAGERTY—Yes. 


NESS—Love is a Sensation. 

HAGERTY—yYes. Well, that is 
what I want to get. What is the 
connection between the Magenta 
Color and that? 

NESS—How can we tell you 
that, unless you were in love and 
we show that Color—we produce 
that? That would be the only true 
explanation. 

HAGERTY—AIl you mean, if I 
was in love, that the Color was in 
me? 

NESS—tThere would be some re- 
sult; yes. 

HAGERTY—What would be that 
result, if I was in love with some- 


body and this Color was thrown on 


me.? 

NESS—You would emanate the 
Magenta Ray. 

HAGERTY—Do you treat many 
love cases? 

NESS—I didn’t have any; I 
haven’t had any yet. 

HAGERTY—Here is “Violet to 
Spirituality.” Do you mean, if a 
person is feeling spiritual at the 
time, that he will emanate the Vio- 
let Ray? 

NESS—Depends on your idea of 
what Spirituality meant. 

HAGERTY—Well, meaning the 
person is spiritual, feeling spiritual 
at the time, that person emanates 
the Violet Rays? 

NESS—That is a deep question 
to determine what Spirituality is. 

HAGERTY—Let us go to Bene- 
volence. Supposing a person is feel- 
ing benevolent at the time, does 
that person emanate Indigo Rays? 

NESS—If they are generous, 
they would be bound to produce a 
reaction in the Body. 

HAGERTY—tThere would be 
some action in the Body, which 
would make a person emanate an 
Indigo Ray? 

NESS—Yes, every thought is 
Chemistry. 

HAGERTY—Do you get many 
people to emanate Yellow Rays? 
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NESS—Yes, sometimes. 

HAGERTY—Well, that is Men- 
tality. Do you get many people 
with Mentality ? 

NESS—Along the line—I am not 
prepared to discuss it. I don’t know 
what grade of mentality that come 
to me. Some are very good, some 
are not so good. 

HAGERTY—I am a little bit 
mixed in my Colors, I think. Here 
it has got “Jealousy, Orange.” I 
always thought that Jealousy was 
Green. 


NESS—Well, I am learning that 
now. 

HAGERTY—Do you mean, if a 
person is jealous, he emanates an 
Orange Ray? 

NESS—I never went into that 
side of it very seriously. 

HAGERTY—Would you mind 
telling me why you affirmed, in- 
stead of swearing? 

NESS—Would that be necessary 
to say that? 

HAGERTY—Well, I am just ask- 
ing you. 

DINSHAH—I object to that— 
that question. It is the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, that 
gives Liberty of Religion. That 
question is objected. 

JUSTICE—Yes. I think she has 
got the right to do either, without 
giving any explanation. 

HAGERTY—AII right. How do 
you believe with him—you heard 
the Colonel’s teaching about the 
Physical Vehicle; have you? 

NESS—Yes, I have heard all his 
teachings. 

HAGERTY—About the Aura? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Do you believe with 
him that, as he teaches you, that 
this—the pictures, for instance, of 
the Saints and Prophets and others 
who have a Halo around their head, 
that that is a grim reality? That 
Halo? 

NESS—I do not think Emana- 
nations are confined to Saints. 


HAGERTY—No. Well, that is 
what I say. We all have Halos 
around our head; haven’t we? 

NESS—We all emanate; whether 
it may be a Halo or not I don’t 
know. 

HAGERTY—But, the Colonel 
has taught and has said, has he not, 
in the course of his Lectures, that 
these Halos are grim realities? 

NESS—He never spoke of Halos 
at any time, when I was in the 
Class. 

HAGERTY—tThen, you have not 
read his books; have you? 

NESS—I might have read some 
of his books. I don’t know which 
book you are referring to. 

HAGERTY — The book—the 
“American Sex Problems”; did you 
read it? 

NESS—Some of it. 

HAGERTY—Did you read that 
portion, where he spoke of the Halo 
being a grim reality ? 

NESS—wNo, I didn’t. I can’t re- 
member about that. 

HAGERTY—And if he said that 
the Halo is a grim reality, do you 
agree with him? 

NESS—What difference does it 
make? I don’t know. 

HAGERTY—tThat is—the Halo 
is—that is where the whole point 
of Spectro-Chrome Metry comes in; 
is it not? 

NESS—Oh, no. 

HAGERTY—No? 

NESS—Oh, no. 

HAGERTY—Well, according to 
the Colonel, isn’t this Halo or this 
Aura, doesn’t that come from the 
Radiations of the Body? 

NESS—Chemical Emanations of 
the Body. If you want to call them 
Halos, that is all right, if they are 
called something. 

HAGERTY—lIf the Colonel says 
this is in this Physical Vehicle of 
ours, which is our present state, 
there are how many other Planes 
besides ? 

NESS—I don’t know about the 
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Planes. 

DINSHAH—I object to this 
Plane matter. This is not in the 
Cross Examination. 

J USTICE—Go ahead. He has got 
a right to test out her knowledge. 

DINSHAH—He is going again 
into this Mysticism and again Oc- 
cultism and Theosophy. There is 
none in the case. 

JUSTICE—I don’t know enough 
about Theosophy to know. 

HAGERTY—If I am going into 
it, it is entirely a mistake, because, 
I know nothing about it. That is 
where the Halo comes from—it em- 
anates from the Body? 


NESS—Well, if you want the 
Chemical Emanations of the Hu- 
man Body—the Halo—vwell, we are 
agreed; that is all I know to say. 

HAGERTY—Isn’t that what the 
Colonel teaches? 

NESS—No, the Colonel does not 
teach that. He speaks of the Ema- 
nations of the Chemical Man, with- 
in the Chemistry. 

HAGERTY—Isn’t that Halo or 
that Aura, the whole solution of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry, as far as 
treatment is concerned ? 

NESS—We all emanate. 

HAGERTY—wWell, that is what 
I mean; we all emanate. 

NESS—I don’t know what you 
mean about being “the whole solu- 
tion,” 

HAGERTY—How do you _ ex- 
plain your treatment of people? 
Just what does it do, when the 
Light comes out of that Machine, 
in different Colors? 

NESS—The Human Body ab- 
sorbs the Chemical Essence or the 
Chemicals from the Color, exactly 
as the Lymphatic is an absorbing 
Vein for Lymph in the Blood and 
everything has its own Color. 

HAGERTY—So that when the 
Light comes through one of these 
Color Slides, the Human Body ab- 
sorbs from that certain Chemicals 
out of that Light? 


NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And into the Body? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is the way the 
cure is made? 

NESS—I don’t know about the 
“cure.” It is how you put Chemis- 
try into people. 

HAGERTY—Don’t you try to 
cure them? 

NESS—I guess they are off bal- 


, ance. 


HAGERTY—tThey are off bal- 
ance? 

NESS—Yes. 

JUSTICE—tThe treatment is to 
normalate, so as to get them back 
to normal? 

NESS— Yes. 

HAGERTY—So that a person 
who is suffering from Dementia 
Praecox—form of Insanity—is very 
much off balance; is he not? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—You treat him with 
the Light Rays here—Colored 
Light Rays—that will bring him 
back to normal; is that so? 

NESS—Yes, I guess it is. 

HAGERTY—Well, if a person is 
suffering from Epilepsy, that per- 
son is “off balance,” as you say ? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Suffering from Im- 
balance; isn’t that it? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—That is a word that 
the Colonel uses too? 

NESS—Imbalance; yes. 

HAGERTY—You treat him with 
a certain Light and that brings him 
back to normal. Did you ever see 
a person suffering from Epilepsy, 
cured by Light treatments—Color? 

ay ESS—No. I haven’t had a case 
of it. 

_ HAGERTY—And the same way, 
if a person were suffering from 
Cancer, you would treat him with 
this Light and the person would 
then come back to normal; is that 
it? 

NESS—Yes. 
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HAGERTY — Do you believe 
there is any difference in Diseases ? 

NESS—AI] Disease is an Imbal- 
ance of the Body. 

HAGERTY—Do you think there 
is any difference between Scarlet 
Fever and Typhoid Fever? 

NESS—wWell, I am not interested 
in these causes. Fever is Fever. 

HAGERTY—tThat means noth- 
ing to you? 

NESS—No. 

HAGERTY—As far as the treat- 
ment is concerned, Cancer and De- 
mentia Praecox mean nothing; isn’t 
that so? 

NESS—Just a difference in the 
name; if you can normalate peo- 


ple 

JUSTICE—You treat them with 
different Rays and that is the only 
difference? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is the only 
difference ? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Although one is a 


form of Insanity and the other is 
Organic Trouble—Tissue Trouble? 
NESS—Yes. 


HAGERTY—You treat them 
with Light Rays? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—tThat is all it means 
to you? 


NESS—Oh, no. It means that it 
restores their Balance. 

HAGERTY—Yes; but, I mean, 
so far as the treatment is concern- 
ed, except that the Color of the Ray 
is different”? 


NESS—Yes. All these Colors 
have their Potencies and their 
Chemistry produced when worked 
that way. 

Without any “That is all,” the 
Cross Examination of Jessie Eliza 
Ness ended. Her answers gave the 
Prosecuting Attorney no loophole 
to assault her Testimony and she 
was turned over to the Defendant, 
to straighten the kinks, as best 
may be done. 


CHAPTER 16 


HOSPITALS REJECTED — 
SPECTRO-CHROME NORMALATED 


The guarded Testimony of Jessie 
E. Ness, did not give any trouble to 
dress and smoothe, in Redirect Ex- 
amination. 

DINSHAH—I just want to cor- 
rect some of your statements, so as 
to bring the idea out. This idea 
about Magenta, Love Ray and all 
that from that Chart: That Chart 
does not belong to that part of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry, but, is an- 
other System of Sound and Color? 

NESS—Yes, that is right. 

DINSHAH—If a person were 
jealous, in love, what would you 
expect and in what Organ would it 
affect the Human Body? 

NESS—Affect them in the Heart, 
in the Area figure. 


DINSHAH—What Area is the 
Heart in Spectro-Chrome Metry? 
NESS—Number 4. 


DINSHAH—tTherefore, if you 
had a history of somebody jealous, 
in love, you were to look for that 
trouble, where will that trouble ap- 
pear? What means of measure- 
ments have you in Spectro-Chrome 
Metry, to find that out about the 
Heart, as you said just now? 

NESS—I find these things out 
by the Itisometer. 

DINSHAH—You find things out 
by the Itisometer. Did you ever 
hear me using the word “cure,” in 
the Class Room? 

NESS—No; I never did. 

DINSHAH—What is your idea 
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about Affinity Waves in the work? 

NESS—Superimposing of one 
Color on the other and the opposite 
Colors on the Infra and Ultra Side. 

DINSHAH—In that case, what 
would Hydrogen and Oxygen be? 

NESS—Hydrogen would be on 
the Infra Side and Oxygen would 
be on the Ultra Side. 


DINSHAH—tTherefore, if a per- 
son be suffering from too much of 
Hydrogen, which you may find out 
by the methods taught in the 
Class, what Wave of what Chemical 
would you use? 

NESS—I would go to the oppo- 
site Side and use the Ultra. 

DINSHAH—And is this the way 
we follow in Spectro-Chrome? 

NESS—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Do you treat “De- 
mentia Praecox” or anything like 
that or do you treat or “tonate,” as 
we use the word, the condition as 
you see it, according to Spectro- 
Chrome Metry ? 

NESS—I do not take care of any- 
thing, except I use the Itisometer. 

DINSHAH—That is, do you to- 
nate anybody, because somebody 
states it by name or by the condi- 
tion ? 

NESS—It is the condition. 

DINSHAH—tTell the Honorable 
Jury about that War Veteran case, 
that came to you from the Hospi- 

als. 
NESS—tThere was a man came 
to me, who had been wounded in 
the Thigh. His Leg was very badly 
mutilated, just Skin and Bone and 
I took care of that young man. He 
came to me in desperation. He had 
not been able to get anything done 
for him; he had been through many 
of the Hospitals and there was 
much done for the Leg. I put him 


under the care of Spectro-Chrome 
Metry, under one of the Rays and 
the Flesh grew on the Leg; the 
Muscles grew on the Leg and I ac- 
tually saw Muscles growing and he 
is able to walk around and the Leg 
is gradually becoming like a normal 


Leg. 

DINSHAH—Where did that man 
appear last? 

NESS—lIn the Class, in one of 
the public Lectures in Detroit. 

DINSHAH—How long did it take 
to restore his condition with Spec- 
tro-Chrome? 


NESS—He has been coming for 
about 2 months. 

DINSHAH—How long was he 
sick and rejected by the Hospitals 
before that? 

NESS—I don’t know the exact 
number of years, but, quite a num- 
ber of years. 

DINSHAH—In what Hospitals 
was he? 

NESS—I can not recall the 
names of the Hospitals. 

DINSHAH—Have you any objec- 
tion? 

NESS—No. 

DINSHAH—You have no objec- 
tion? 

NESS—No. 

DINSHAH—Shall I be permit- 
ted to name any Hospital or shall 
we let it go at that, Your Honor? 

JUSTICE—Let it go at that, if 
she can not remember. 

DINSHAH—Very well, 
Honor. That is all. 

That was all that was brought out 
in the Redirect Examination, but, 
that did not suit the Honorable Leo 
Hagerty and he took Jessie E. Ness 
over for Recrossing. More spin- 
ning of yarn and more weaving of 
web commenced.

TAKING ALL MEDICINES IN ONE DOSE 


HAGERTY—Do yov know what 
Fever is? 
NESS—It is Heat in the Body. 


HAGERTY — Do you know 
whether it is a Cause or an Effect? 
NESS—Well, I don’t interest my- 
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self in the Cause. I interest my- 
self in the condition. 

HAGERTY—You don’t know 
whether Fever is a Cause or an Ef- 
fect ? 

NESS—It is usually an Effect. 

HAGERTY — Now, what is 
Light? 

NESS—wWhat is Light? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

NESS—Well, Light is—I don’t 
know how to define that—what is 
Light. 

HAGERTY—You are using it all 
the time; are you not? 

NESS—Yes, I know I am using 
it and Color Rays emanating from 
the Light—from the White Light. 

HAGERTY—Don’t you know 
what it is? 

NESS—Well, I know it is Chem- 
ical Particles bombarded in Space. 
I know that. 

HAGERTY—Chemical Particles 
bombarding Space? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Is that the Col- 
onel’s definition? 

NESS—lI heard it many times. 


HAGERTY—From the Colonel? 

NESS—-Yes, I have heard it from 
the Colonel too. 

HAGERTY—Is Light a Chemi- 
cal Emanation ? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—It is a Chemical 
Emanation? 

NESS—Yes. 

HAGERTY—Can you introduce 
Chemical Elements by Light Rays? 

NESS—I don’t think I would like 
to take up that statement. I don’t 
know enough about it to say. 

HAGERTY—Well, isn’t that one 
of the theories of Spectro-Chrome 
Metry? 

NESS—Surely, the Chemicals all 


come from the Light, that is true; 
from the Seven Colors of the Spec- 
trum, the Sun; the Colors are all 
there and they certainly have a Po- 
tency, Chemical Potencies; that is 


true. 

HAGERTY—Can you _ explain 
how it is that you need these vari- 
ous Lights, which are in here on 
this Slide, when the Spectrum of 
White Light contains all of them? 

NESS—I don’t think it is neces- 
sary to put all the Colors on at one 
time, when you may only require 
one Color. 

HAGERTY—tThe Sunlight con- 
tains the Spectrum, which contains 
all the Colors; does it not? 

NESS—Yes, but, you would be 
burned out in the Sunlight, if you 
let it. 

HAGERTY—tThis Machine is 
better than Sunlight, then? 

NESS—Yes, it grades the Colors 
and gives you what you need. 

HAGERTY—And your Heart is 
the seat of Love; is it? 

NESS—Oh, I don’t know about 
that; there is lots of places the seat 
of Love. 

HAGERTY—I know, but, you 
said if somebody was jealous, in 
Love, the Colonel asked you what 
would you treat. You said, “the 
Heart” ; didn’t you? 

NESS—Well, that would be the 
Organ, that would be usually affect- 
ed in a case like that—most dis- 
turbed Area and other Areas as a 
result of that, would be affected— 
Interdependent Areas. 

HAGERTY—tThat would be the 
Organ that would be affected ? 

NESS—I guess so. 

HAGERTY—tThat is all. 

But, that was not all yet for the 
Defendant. He promptly stood up 
for a Re-re-Direct Examination. 


CHAPTER 18 
ENLIGHTENING YOUTH 


DINSHAH—A little  clarifica- 
tion: Is it then that you mean, 
that different Emotions of the 


Body, produce different Chemical 
Disturbances in different Organs— 
is that what you mean? 
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NESS—That is what I mean ex- 
actly. 

DINSHAH—That is all. When 
you said that I taught Light is 
Chemical Emanation, there is an 
Exhibit (indicating) ; is that a Text 
Book of Spectro-Chrome Metry— 
“Healing Triangle Of Light’? 

NESS— Yes. 

DINSHAH—You read it? 

NESS—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—I am preaching that 
Theory Of Light; right here (indi- 
cating) is this Theory, as you say, 
shown in the Class Room. That is 
all Dinshah’s Theory Of Light? 

NESS—Yes, that is. 

DINSHAH—Page 153? 

NESS—That is the Theory; that 
is what is taught in the Class. 

DINSHAH—lIs it simple to un- 
derstand it? 

NESS—It is. 

DINSHAH ~— This Book was 
marked for Identification ; I offer it 
in Evidence—this portion that the 
Theory Of Light, is taught; page 
1538. 


(The BOOK 18 for Identification 
referred was received in Evidence 
and marked Defendant’s Exhibit 


8.) 

At this point, the Defendant ges- 
tured the completion of the Testi- 
mony of Jessie KE. Ness and as she 
left the Stand, he asked for the ap- 
pearance of Bessie Radcliffe. 

J USTICE—This is cumulative. 

DINSHAH—No, this is not cu- 
mulative, Your Honor. This is the 
last Witness. 

JUSTICE—AI] right. 

DINSHAH—tThis is entirely or- 
iginal. We shall not offer you any 
Cumulative Evidence, because, it 
would be a waste of time of the 
Honorable Court. 

J USTICE—Well, then, I take it, 
she is testifying as to what took 
place in the Class Room. 

DINSHAH—No, Your Honor. I 
want the Honorable Jury to see, 
that I do not train boobs. 


Bessie Radcliffe, the young Stu- 
dent, daughter of Isabel Radcliffe, 
the Beauty Parlor owner, went on 
the Stand and was duly sworn. 

DINSHAH—Where do you live, 
Miss Radcliffe? 

BESSIE R.—I did not hear. What 
is it, Colonel? 

DINSHAH—Where do you live? 

BESSIE—Dunkirk. 

DINSHAH—With your mother? 

BESSIE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And you help her? 

BESSIE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You were in the 
Class and you graduated? 

BESSIE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You wrote an Ex- 
amination Paper, the same as oth- 
ers? 

BESSIE— Yes. 

DINSHAH—What was your pur- 
pose in taking this Class? 

BESSIE—I wanted to learn the 
scientific side of it. 

DINSHAH—What is your edu- 
cation ? 

BESSIE—I am freshman in High 
School. 

DINSHAH—Take the Witness. 


Many must have expected the 
Prosecutor to start heavy artillery 
and bombard the youngster to em- 
barrassment, but, their expecta- 
tions were doomed to frustration. 

HAGERTY—No questions. 

The critical moment was there. 
The Prosecution was playing a deep 
game to win a loser. I long before 
surmised the move. It was to tan- 
gle my witnesses in such hopeless 
manner, that to straighten the tis- 
sues, I should have to go on the 
Stand in my own defense and have 
my past unjust incarcerations and 
the like dragged in so as to preju- 
dice the Jury. My past troubles, 
although they were through the 
wily machinations of the Medical 
Octopus, would not have shown me 
before the Jury as an innocent vic- 
tim of horrible perjury, as I did 
not then possess a Full and Uncon- 
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ditional Pardon from the Honorable 
President of the United States of 


America—I was then fighting for 
it and which I finally received in 
1937. Thus, as my Witnesses were 
finished, I was forced to revolve the 
pros and cons in my mind with 
lightning velocity and come to a 
definite determination. I resolved 
not to go on the Stand, but, to crack 
the case as I was doing, through 
the Witnesses of the Opposition, 
by caustic Cross Examination. In- 
formation was in my possession, 
that since the taking away of my 
Tubes, the Prosecuting Attorney 
was trying hard to bring in as an 
Expert, a “big shot Scientist’”—in 
fact, the biggest one the University 
could offer. None could tell who 


was to come, but, I knew for a cer- 
tainty that the Prosecutor still held 
an unrevealed trump card. I well 
knew the Truth in Spectro-Chrome, 
the potency of Truth and my faith 
in the Higher Powers Who guard 
the Truth was unshaken.

CHAPTER 19 
PROSECUTION ROLLS IN BIG ARTILLERY 


All eyes were turned to the Peo- 
ple’s Rebuttal Witness, all ears 
were tuned, as the Bailiff shouted 
the magical name Albert P. Sy and 
a well-dressed, dignified gentleman 
took the Witness Stand and the 
Oath. That was the “big gun” and 
he appeared prepared for any on- 
slaught. He looked his part. 

HAGERTY—Where do you live, 
Doctor? 

SY—In Buffalo, 219 Crescent 
Avenue. 

HAGERTY—You are a Profes- 
sor, in the University of Buffalo? 

SY—Professor of Chemistry, in 
the University of Buffalo. 


HAGERTY — What are your 
qualifications, Doctor? 

SY—I have been in Chemistry 
about 36 years. I graduated in 1894. 

J USTICE—Where? 

SY—At the University of Illi- 
nois. Have three Degrees and I 
have practised the teaching of Che- 
mistry and Analytical Chemistry 


and Consulting Chemistry; have 


taught in Medical School. I think, 
I understand the Physics of Chem- 
istry, most of the Sciences; have 
been.in with Medicines and Doctors 
practically all my life; understand, 
I think, the Physical Theories as 
we know them today; the Theories 
of the Atom; can not think of any- 
thing else just now. Have been in 
a scientific atmosphere practically 
all my life. 


HAGERTY—Doctor, we have 
here a Machine, which according to 
the People’s Evidence, contains a 
1,000 Watt Incandescent Bulb, con- 
tains a Glass containing certain 
Color Slides, which according to the 
People’s Evidence, is standard 
Glass, apparently dyed and other 
Lens, which according to the Peo- 
ple’s Testimony, are ordinary Glass, 
which may be manufactured by any 
standard manufacturer. What, if 
any, therapeutical value has such a 
Machine with the Light sources I 
have described ? 


J USTICE—That is, you mean the 
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eR 


Rays from it? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Between the Violet 
and the Red in Spectroscope, I take 
it, that is what the Doctor claims 
here, that he is relying on, isn’t it? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

SY—Well, that is a long story. If 
you get Rays of Light from an Arc 
Lamp or from a Mercury Vapor 
Lamp, you get Rays that have —— 

DINSHAH—I object. The Ex- 
hibit in our case that you have. I 
shall have to bring those Arc 
Lamps here. : 


JUSTICE—What do you _ get 
from this, Doctor? 

DINSHAH—It may be lighted, 
so the gentleman can see what is 
the question. 

SY—Well, may I ask to see the 
Bulb, please? 


DINSHAH—Yes, sir. You may 
make your own examination, sir. 
SY—Can the Bulb be taken out? 

DINSHAH—Surely. 

JUSTICE—Take it out. 

DINSHAH—May I? 

SY—Please. 

HAGERTY—Surely. 

SY—I would like to see the Bulb. 
I would not want to take it out my- 
self; I might injure the Machine. 

DINSHAH — You are right. 
Thank you. (Takes out Bulb from 
the Apparatus and hands it to Wit- 
ness.) 

SY—This is an ordinary Incan- 
descent; it is not an Arc nor I see 
no evidence of any Mercury and I 
know of no Emanations from such 
a Bulb, that could be classed as 
therapeutic —as Disease-Healing, 
except in the sense that they might 
produce Heat and in certain cases, 
I presume, Heat would be valuable. 


JUSTICE—That is, the Color of 
the Rays within what we call the 
Solar Spectrum, made and project- 
ed by a Light of that sort, has no 
Curative Value, except as you indi- 
cate, incidentally, a little from the 


Heat ? 

Sy—Yes. That the Light that 
comes from this, as I noticed it, has 
not any particular Color. It is the 
ordinary Colored Light, which of 
course, if we were to resolve it 
spectroscopically, we would get 
other kinds of Rays, to be sure; 
but, the Light as it comes directly 
from a Bulb like this, is not Green 
or Blue or Red. It is an ordinary 
Light and in as much as it is not 
an Arc Light, it is an ordinary 
Light such as we have from a Bulb 
like this. I know of nothing that 
it would cure, except as the Heat 
might be necessary to the applica- 
tion of Heat. 


HAGERTY—Color Slides, Doc- 
tor, such as you have in this Ma- 
chine here, which according to the 
People’s Evidence, is nothing more 
than ordinary Glass, manufactured 
by any standard manufacturing 
people, with a Dye in it to make 
Color, what effect has such a Col- 
ored Slide upon the transmission 
of Light from such a Bulb as you 
have there, through such a Ma- 
chine as this? 

SY—wWell, it is quite obvious, 
that if you have an ordinary Light 
here and it shines through one of 
these Glasses, you will get the cor- 
responding Color on the other side, 
Purple or Red or whatever the Slide 
happens to be. 

HAGERTY—Do those Glasses 
absorb anything? 

SY—lIt does. The effect of these 
Glasses is, they have a Pigment in 
them and the effect is to let certain 
Light come through on the other 
side and it keeps certain other 
Light back. That is you have a 
Colored Light coming through here 
(indicating). This, however, is not 
a Spectroscope. 

JUSTICE—Does the passing of 
Light through any of those pieces 
of Glass, give it any additional 
“Curative Value”? 

SY—I never have heard of any 
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such thing; no, sir. Not in the 36 
years that I know about Light, I 
have never heard of such a thing. 


HAGERTY—Would the Rays 
coming through such pieces of 
Glass, as you have there from this 
Machine, cure Cancer? 

SY—Oh, no! That would be ab- 
surd to assume, in my opinion. 

DINSHAH—TI object. He does 
not pose as a medical gentleman. 
Therefore, if he asked him whether 
it would cure Cancer or Consump- 
tion, he is not qualified. This gen- 
tleman said he is a Chemist. 

J USTICE—I think I will let him 
answer. He says he has been in 
contact with medical 

DINSHAH—“Contact” is hear- 
say. He has not studied Medicine. 

HAGERTY—tThe Doctor is giv- 
ing an opinion, upon which the De- 
fendant can cross-examine him at 
the proper time, for what the opin- 
ion is worth. 

DINSHAH—AIl right. Thank 
you. 


HAGERTY—Would Light com- 
ing from any one of those—that is, 
Light such as you have here from 
this Bulb, coming through any one 
of those Color Slides, cure Tubercu- 
losis ? 

SY—Certainly not. 

HAGERTY—Would Light com- 
ing through any one of those Color 
Slides, coming from the source 
which we have in this Machine as 
described to you, cure Dementia 
Praecox? 

SY—I am giving my opinions 
and I say certainly not. 

HAGERTY—yYour opinions are 
derived from your experience of 36 
years, in connection with Chemistry 
and Medicine? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

JUSTICE—Teaching in the Med- 
ical College? 

SY—Teaching in the University 
of Buffalo; yes, sir and in contact 
with clinical work and in Hospitals 


and examining all kinds of Appa- 
ratus, physical and clinical diagnos- 
tic material. 

HAGERTY—Is Light a Chemical 
Emanation? 


SY—Nobody knows exactly what 
Light is. It certainly is NOT a 
Chemical Emanation, if you ask me 
in the sense that we understand 
Chemistry today. If one concocts 
a very weird theory of Light or 
Chemicals, I don’t know. Depends 
what you mean by Chemicals. If 
by Chemicals, you mean what the 
civilized and scientific World under- 
stands by Chemicals, no, decidedly 
NO. You can not project Chemicals 
by Light. 

HAGERTY—Can Chemicals be 
introduced or Chemical Elements 
be introduced by Light Rays? 

J USTICE—Introduced into the 
Body, you mean, for curative pur- 
poses? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

SY—No, decidedly not. 

HAGERTY—Yesterday, Doctor, 
the Defendant produced four Tubes 
which are here contained, which I 
brought out for you to look at and 
after darkening the rooms, shaking 
the Tubes up, produced or showed 
that the certain Colors came from 
those Tubes, after they were shak- 
en up. What would produce that 
Color? 


SY—Oh, I would not want to say. 
I won’t want to explain another 
man’s Apparatus. They look—they 
resemble very much Vacuum 
Tubes. There may be a Vacuum in 
there; there may not be. I should 
want to know the nature of these 
Tubes. It looks as though there is 
Mercury in them. It may be a 
Vacuum or partial Vacuum. I 
couldn’t say. I don’t know. I 
wouldn’t want to testify as to that. 
You said in your question, there 
was Light? 

HAGERTY—Yes, coming from 
them. 
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SY—Under what circumstances? 

JUSTICE—Shaken in a dark 
room. 

SY—Oh, I think that is a very 
simple physical phenomenon, but, I 
would not want to testify, because, 
JI do not know they are vacuous. I 
do not know what there is in there. 
There is something Green in this 
one, but, I would not want to say 
what it is. May be the Glass has 
the Green stuff. I don’t know. I 
would not want to testify on that. 

HAGERTY—But, can you, by 
taking’ certain Chemicals in a Tube, 
shake them up and produce cer- 
tain Colors? 

SY. —I imagine you can get cer- 
tain Light effects; I don’t know 
about that. I would not want to 
testify, because, I simply don’t 
know about it. 

HAGERTY—Is there any En- 
ergy thrown out by Light Rays—— 
Colored Light Rays? 

SY—tLight is a form of Energy; 
Light has Energy. Heat is Energy. 
Electricity is Energy and Light is 
a form of Energy. It is not a form 
of Matter, but, it is a form of En- 
ergy. 

LAGERTY—tThere were certain 
pieces of Glass produced in Evi- 
dence this morning, to demonstrate 
about Light vibrating horizontally 
and vertically. Can you explain 
about that, Doctor? 

SY—I did not hear that Evi- 
dence. Light vibrating horizontal- 
ly and vertically ? 

IAGERTY—Yes. 


SY-—Well, Light as it comes to 
us from the source of Light, say 
the Sun, for instance, the theory is 
that it vibrates in every conceiv- 
able Plane, including horizontally 
and vertically, but, also every other 
conceivable Plane. Polarized Light, 
for instance, is Light that vibrates 
in one Plane. That is the theory 
of Light as we understand it today, 
but, if you mean it vibrates just 
horizontally and _ vertically, of 
course, that is not the way we un- 
derstand it at the present time. We 
have evidence that it vibrates in 
every Plane, not just vertically and 
horizontally, but, in every other 
Plane, at every other angle and 
comes to us that way. 


HAGERTY—Do you know any- 
thing about any Diagnostic Device 
such as Itisometer? 


SY—Never heard of it, until I 
saw the name in the newspaper or 
heard it here this morning. 


HAGERTY—You may ask. 


All along, I was waiting for the 


“Big Shot Scientist” to shed some 
unheard Halo of high kick Science, 
but, nothing came from the mouth 
of the gentleman to shake the foun- 
dation of what went before. He 
truly was too much of a Scientist, 
to endeavor to say anything that 
might lay open his Testimony to 
attack in Cross Examination. 
Thus, I had to go cautiously, in 
using him to fortify my camp. 
began his Cross Examination in a 
quiet manner.

UNIVERSITY PROFESSOR UNDER FIRE 


DINSHAH—Doctor, you did not 
study actually the Biological Ef- 
fects of Light and Color, upon the 
Human Body? 

SY—Yes, Biological Chemistry 
or Light Chemistry. I studied ef- 
fects of Heat, Electricity and all 


forms of Energy and the effect of 
Light is mentioned, I presume, in 
such things as Light affecting dif- 
ferent Organisms and the Human 
Body; yes, I think I have. 
DINSHAH—Is Color an Oscilla- 
tory Frequency derived from 
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ge 


Light? 
SY—That is the present theory; 
yes. 


DINSHAH—It is? 
SY—That different Vibrations 
cause the different Colors; yes. 


DINSHAH — Different Vibra- 
tions in Frequency? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Of Oscillation? 

SY—yYes. 

DINSHAH—Cause different Col- 
ors? 

SY—That is the usual theory of 
Light; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—yYou admit that the- 
ory, sir? 

SY—Oh, I believe that is true; 


yes. 

DINSHAH—tThat is your own 
admission; you agree to that? 

SY—yYes, yes, I will agree to 

that. 
DINSHAH—tTherefore, if Light 
has an effect upon the Human 
Body, according to your admission, 
Color Waves derived —— 

SY—TI did not admit that Light 
has an effect. I said “the Heat 
that might be coming from it.” 

DINSHAH—Is Light and Heat 
similar Energy or different En- 
ergy? 

SY—They are quite different. 

DINSHAH—How many Trillion 
Oscillations per Second are there 
in a Wave of White Light? 

SY—I don’t know. I would not 
guess at it and I don’t know. I 
would have to look that up. 

DINSHAH—I shall give you the 
Oscillation and it is upto you, sir, 
to edmit or reject. 

SY—yYes, 

DINSHAH—If I said a Red Color 
Light, emanating from a Color 
Slide, has 318 Trillion Waves in a 
Second, will you agree to that Oscil- 
lation Frequency of Light Wave of 
the Red Color? 

SY—I want to see it in a scien- 
tific publication. I don’t think I 


would take your word for it; no. 

DINSHAH—Have you heard of a 
gentleman by the name of Sir Jo- 
seph J. Thompson? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—He uncovered the 
Electron Theory ? 

SY—yYes. I talked with him a 
great many times. I think I am 
quite familiar with most of the 
things he has said and written. 

DINSHAH—Have you heard of 
Sir Isaac Newton? 

SY—Well, that is, of course, an 
absurd question. Every Scientist 

as. 


DINSHAH—I am absurd, be- 
cause it is absurd? 

SY—Yes, I know his works too; 
yes. 


DINSHAH—Now, if I told you 
that Light—the Red Color—has 
318 Trillion Oscillations per Sec- 
ond, are you prepared to admit or 
reject ? 

SY—TI can not say. 

DINSHAH—In a text book on 
Physics? 

SY—Then, I would believe it; 
yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—If I show you in the 
Encyclopaedia, will that be suffici- 
ent for you? 

SY—tThat is splendid; that is 
fine. 

DINSHAH—Do you know any- 
thing about the Angstrom Units of 
Light? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is the size of 
an Angstrom Unit? 

SY—lIt is —— 

DINSHAH—In Millimeters ? 

SY—There are Micrometers or 
Micri—they call them Micromilli- 
meters, but —— 

DINSHAH—Please, explain in 
ordinary language to the Honorable 
Jury. 

SY—That don’t mean anything 
to an ordinary Jury. I think I 
would be wasting my time, but, a 
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Millimeter—there are 25 Miuilli- 
meters to the Inch and if you divide 
each one of them into a thousandth 
part, you have 25,000 of those Mil- 
limeters and that is a Millimicron. 

DINSHAH—Am I correct in as- 
suming that an Angstrom Unit is 
the size of one-ten-millionth of a 
Millimeter ? 

SY—I think that is about what 
it is. You have evidently the fig- 
ures in your head and I 


DINSHAH—No, sir, 
there. 

SY—It is not in my head. I can 
not tell you that off-hand. 


DINSHAH—I am not misleading 
you. You are a very reputable 
gentleman and it is for you to ac- 
cept or reject them. Here is a book 
on “Biology, General And Medical,” 
written by Joseph McFarland, 
M.D., Professor of Pathology in 
the University of Pennsylvania, 
Fellow of the College of Physicians 
of Philadelphia. Is that authority 
enough for you? 


SY—That sounds good. 

DINSHAH — Will you kindly 
read to the Honorable Court, this 
paragraph, at is found by experi- 
ment ——’’? 

SY—“It is found by experiment 
that the different rays of the solar 
spectrum have varying effects upon 
living organisms; some, like the 
red and yellow, being useful; oth- 
ers, like the blue and violet, being 
prejudicial in action.” 

DINSHAH—That is enough. I 
offer this in Evidence. It was iden- 
tified before. 

(The BOOK identified was mark- 
ed in Evidence, Defendant’s Ex- 
hibit 22.) 

DINSHAH—If Light, as you say, 
sir, has Chemical Effects, different 
parts of the Spectrum of Light 
must have different Chemical Ef- 
fects on Lower Organisms? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—But, not on Higher 


it is all 


Organisms’? 

SY—I know of no evidence, that 
Higher Organisms are noticeably 
affected biologically. I know of no 
evidence. 

DINSHAH—No evidence? 

SY—No evidence. 

DINSHAH—That is, if you take 
away the Sunlight from the World, 
it would mean nothing? 

SY—No, sir, that is not so. It 
would mean a lot. 

DINSHAH—What will it mean? 

SY—Oh, it would mean the ex- 
tinction of Life. 

DINSHAH—Does a Higher Or- 
ganism include the Human Being? 

SY—I thought you were asking 
me about different Colors. 

DINSHAH—I am coming to it. 
I shall ask that later. 

SY—Ask me one single question; 
one at a time. 

DINSHAH—AIl right; I shall 
wait for your answer. Now, the 
first question: Is a Human Being 
a Higher Organism or a Lower Or- 
ganism ? 

SY—I call it a Higher Organism. 

DINSHAH—Has Light, then, 
any effect on a Higher Organism? 

SY¥—Sunlight has a marked—a 
very decided effect—upon the Hu- 
man Organism; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I said Light. 

SY—Well, then, you have to tell 
us what kind of Light you mean, 
sir, 

DINSHAH—Has Sunlight an ef- 
fect? 

SY—yYes, sir. You know that. 

DINSHAH—What are the Divi- 
sions of Sunlight, according to the 
Spectrum Analysis of the present 
day? 

SY—Oh, it has various Colors, 
Vibrations in it. 

DINSHAH — Infra-Red Rays, 
Visible Spectrum and Ultra-Violet 
Rays? 

SY—AIl the way from Infra-Red 
to Ultra-Violet and possibly others. 
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DINSHAH—I shall show to you 
a book that is in Evidence here, 
called the “Healing Triangle Of 
Light,” written by me. Do you ac- 
cept this figure that I have drawn, 
showing the Divisions of the Spec- 
trum of Light? I shall show it to 
you. Here is a Diagram showing 
Invisible and Visible Solar Spec- 
trum. May I show now, the Divi- 
sion of the Spectrum into two parts, 
Invisible and Visible, as you see 
there (indicating) ? 

SY—yYes. That is a very simple 
question, very simple, something 
that shows the visible part and on 
the sensitive visible part the Infra- 
Red? 

DINSHAH—Figure 33 in this 
Exhibit? 

SY—Yes. That is in accordance 
with present day theories. 

DINSHAH—Y ou agree? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Then, we agree in 
this view? 

SY—Absolutely. 

DINSHAH—Infra-Red is the 
portion of the Solar Spectrum, be- 
low the Red Side? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH — And it includes 
Burning Rays of Heat? 

SY—wWell, that all depends again 
on what you mean by “burning.” 

DINSHAH—Is Heat in the side 
of the Sun Spectrum below the 
Red? 

SY—tThere is Heat in all of these 
Rays; there is more in some, than 
there is in the others, to be sure. 

DINSHAH — Where are the 
Waves of Heat mostly situated in 
predominance? 

SY—The Heat Waves, of course, 
are—we come to Heat before we 
come to Light. 

DINSHAH—Surely and _ there- 
fore, as we go from these “‘Vibra- 
tions,” the first being Sound and 
then we have Heat and then we 
have Light? 

SY—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—Pardon me. Then, 
you admit further, that Sound Fre- 
quency can be transformed by rais- 
ing the Frequency to Heat? 

SY—No, it can not be trans- 
formed. 

DINSHAH—In a different me- 
dium? 

SY—No; it is not transformed. 
The difference being an entirely 
different thing; when we have more 
Vibrations, we do not transform 
Heat into Light. We do not trans- 
form Light into anything. We just 
raise the Frequency and we have 
something new. 


DINSHAH—If you raise the 
Frequency of Sound to 318 Tril- 
lions, what becomes of Sound? 

SY—That becomes Light, but, 
we have not transformed the one 
into the other. 

DINSHAH—That its what I 
mean, that Energy can be trans- 
formed from one Oscillatory Fre- 
quency to another. 

SY—No, not at all. 

DINSHAH—Well, you just said 
that, sir. 

SY—No, it can not be transform- 
ed. We make something new by a 
new Vibration. It can not be trans- 
formed. 

DINSHAH—Well, it is con- 
verted? 

SY—No, it isn’t. 

DINSHAH—It. is what? 
verb shall I use? 

SY—Don’t use any in those 
words, because, they are mislead- 
ing. 

DINSHAH—Use your own word. 

SY—I did. 

DINSHAH—What is it? 

SY—Whenever a certain number 
of Vibrations bring Sound, the low- 
est one that you can probably hear, 
16 a Second; you increase them and 
the Tones go up, but, you do not 
convert a C into a D; you make a 
new Note altogether. They may 
change the Vibrations and they be- 
come still higher in Frequency and 


What 
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then, you get something else, but, 
you do not transform one into the 
other. You get something entirely 
new; new Notes. You go from 
Sound; then, you go to Heat. You 
have different Intensities of Heat, 
but, you do not transform the Heat 
into Light. You make something 
new. 

DINSHAH—That is your view? 

SY—That is my view, exactly. 

DINSHAH—Yes, sir; very well. 
We shall take your view. 

SY—I think that is also the sci- 
entific view. 

DINSHAH—Not mine. Have you 
read the works of the great Chem- 
ist Michael Faraday ? 

SY—yYes, sir. Michael Faraday 
is well known. 


DINSHAH—Do you remember 
the Diamagnetic Glass Test Ex- 
periment, he made in 1852, in the 
Polytechnic Institute, in London, 
England? 

SY—No, I do not recall it. 

DINSHAH—I shall tell you what 
that Experiment was, because, I 
was there. 

HAGERTY—What date was 
that? 

DINSHAH—1852. 

HAGERTY—You were not there, 
then? 

DINSHAH—No, not at that time, 
but I was in that place, I mean. 
am only 57 years old, Counselor. I 
was born in 1873. 

HAGERTY—I was just wonder- 


ing. 

JUSTICE—You mean, you have 
been in the place? 

DINSHAH—I was in the place; 
yes. Dr. Sy, Professor Michael 
Faraday wanted to prove the co- 
relation of the Energies of the Uni- 
verse—Sound, Heat, Light, Elec- 
tricity and Magnetism. He there- 
fore took a big Electro-Magnet, put 
before it a Cube of Heavy Glass and 
by means of Polarized Light pass- 
ing through it, proved certain con- 
clusions, that all Energies are 


transformable. Do you remember 
that Experiment? 

SY—No, I don’t. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever read 
of it? 

SY—No. It does not prove any- 
thing. That is 80 years ago and 
that proves nothing in the modern 
World, sir. The Corpuscular Theory 
of Light has been abandoned. 


DINSHAH—What is the present 
theory of Light? 

SY—There are several; there is 
one Electro-Magnetic Theory that 
speaks of Particles and then, there 
is another one that speaks of the 
thing as Energy and I am not ina 
position, certainly, to explain to 
this Jury just what Light is, be- 
cause, we are very much in doubt 
as to what Light is and I think, it 
would be presumptuous on your 
part here, to have the nerve to tell 
the Jury what Light is. 


JUSTICE — Different changes, 
changing theories; changing all the 
time. 

SY—Changing all the time. 

DINSHAH—That means, that 
these theories in the past, were 
humbug and frauds? 

SY—Many of them were not 
frauds, if you will allow me to say 
that. The true Scientist is the man 
when he finds he is wrong about 
something, he shoves it overboard 
and takes the new things—correct 
things. 

DINSHAH—But, most of the so- 
called theories, have no value then? 

SY—They have a value such as— 
as long as they last, rather, as long 
as the experimental evidence con- 
firms them. Just aS soon as we 
find, the experimental evidence is 
not in their favor, overboard they 
go. We have an open mind on it, 


Sir. 

DINSHAH—I am glad you have 
an open mind. Now, sir, that I 
have a new theory of Light evolved, 
which I can demonstrate here, I 
give you a new theory, you may ac- 
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cept or reject. 

SY—TI have an open mind. 

DINSHAH—I thank you. That 
Light is a bombardment of Cor- 
puscular Energy, through the Eth- 
eric Spaces, in the shape of Spiral 
Gyrations, in a double direction— 
right-handed and left-handed—will 
you accept that, according to the 
present Polarization Theory of left- 
handed and right-handed turns? 

SY—I believe anything that you 
can prove, sir. 

DINSHAH — How does this 
Radiometer work? You know that? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—That is Sir William 
Crooke’s Invention? 

SY—Yes; I have one on my desk 
—a, double one. 

DINSHAH—That gentleman I 
knew personally in London, Eng- 
land and you know why this was 
invented by him? You read his 
works? 

SY—I don’t remember why he 
invented it, but, I know we have 
such simple physical experiment. 

DINSHAH—Yes, but, simple 
things are marvelous, sir. 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Just like the Tele- 
phone, Electric Light and so on. If 
I tell you, that if Light had no Cor- 
pluscular Energy in Motion, there 
could be no mechanical kick given 
to the Radiometer; am I right? 

SY—That is your idea; yes, sir. 

DIN SHAH—Do you agree with 
it? 

SY—I don’t agree with anything 
of that sort, because, I don’t know 
enough about it. 

DINSHAH—How does Mechan- 
ical Energy move this thing in a 
Vacuum? 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—You don’t know? 

SY—No, sir. I would not involve 
myself in that at all. 

DINSHAH—Then, you don’t 
know how Mechanical Motion can 
be produced in a Vacuum, by 


Light? 

SY¥—We have theories about it, 
but, I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—I am asking you. 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—Do you know any- 
thing, about Mechanical Motion be- 
ing produced by a whirl of Light? 

SY—That is a very indefinite 
question. It means nothing. 

DINSHAH—I shall put it in due 
form. Do you contend, Light can 
produce Mechanical Motion? 

SY—If you change Light, yes. If 
you change Light—if you take Sun- 
light and Hot Water and with it 
make Steam—certainly. 

DINSHAH—No, no. Light di- 
rectly applied to a Mechanical 
Body ? 

SY—Oh, that is a very vague 
question. I don’t want to answer 
it. I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—You 
that, sir? 

SY—No; I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—I offer you these 
Slides. Here are two Plates, two 
pieces of Ribbed Glass. They trans- 
mit ordinary Light? 

SY—Yes, diffuse. 

DINSHAH—A Diffused Light, 
yes. They are translucent; kindly 
put them together and see Light 
as it comes through. 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Now, kindly move 
it in a circular direction and see— 
what 

SY—Oh, yes, this Light. 

DINSHAH ~— You understand 
that there is an Interference and 
Reinforcement phenomenon in the 
beam of Light? 


SY—Oh, yes; you have more 
Glass in some of these Slides and 
Jess in others and the more Glass 
you have, the more interference 
there is; certainly. 

DINSHAH—But, Light Waves 
do produce their operation by In- 
terference and Reinforcement? 
That is the Polarization Theory ? 


don’t know 
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SY—It is—what? 


Light? 

DINSHAH—The Polarization of 
Light in Vertical and Horizontal 
Plane. 

SY—I think I know what the 


theories are about the Polarization 
of Light; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—wWhat is Polariza- 
tion of Light? 

SY—Polarized Light is the 
Light, that we get that vibrates in 
one particular Plane; that is Polar- 
ized Light and there are various 
ways of getting that and I don’t 
know all, so that there is no use of 
your asking me that question. 

DINSHAH—I shall not ask you 
any question that you don’t know. 
You never studied actual Medicine 
and Surgery ? 

SY—Not in a Medical Course; no, 


sir. 

DINSHAH—Never went to a 
Medical College? 

SY—I have taught in a Medical 
College, but, I never attended a 
Medical College as a Student. 

DINSHAH—Are you conversant 
with Spectroscopy ? 

SY—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—Perfectly well? 

SY—Quite well. I think I am 
almost an expert on it. 

DINSHAH—That is the type of 
gentleman I wanted. Now, here is 
a Chart in Evidence. Do you agree 
to this Chart? Is it a standard 
Chart or one of them? 

SY—It looks like the genuine 
stuff ; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It looks like the 
genuine stuff? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—May I ask, sir, do 
you know the reason why a certain 
Chemical injected into the flame of 
the Bunsen Burner, will produce 
certain Color Lines? 

SY—Oh, we have our theories 


about it; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I am asking your 
theory, your view, sir; leave the 
World away. 

SY—You are asking me if I 
know. You must use the word 
“know” when you ask if I know; 
with the explanation that I give, 
yes, Sir. 

DINSHAH—What is the explan- 
ation of Fraunhofer Lines? 

SY—Which is Fraunhofer Lines? 

DINSHAH—Here (indicating). 

SY—No, those are not Fraun- 
hofer Lines. 

DINSHAH—Are not these the 
Fraunhofer Lines of the Visible 
Spectrum—the Black Lines? 

SY—The Black Lines are the 
Fraunhofer Lines of the Visible 
Spectrum; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—When certain Ele- 
ments are injected into a flame, cer- 
tain of your Fraunhofer Lines of 
the Sun Spectrum, are illuminated 
in certain Tests? Let us only take 
this: look at this Sun Spectrum. 
It has certain Black Lines? 

SY—Fraunhofer Lines. 

DINSHAH—They were discov- 
ered by Joseph Fraunhofer ? 

SY—Yes, sir; he named them. 

DINSHAH—And they are still 
known as Fraunhofer Lines? 

SY—Yes, that is quite ethical. 

DINSHAH — You understand, 
that Bunsen and Kirchhoff by their 
experiments proved, that certain 
Chemicals thrown into a flame, illu- 
minated certain positions of these 
Black Lines? 

SY—No, not certain positions of 
these Black Lines; you have got 
that a bit wrong, sir. 

DINSHAH—wWhat is that? 

SY—They illuminated certain 
portions of the thing we call the 
Solar Spectrum, not certain Lines. 

DINSHAH—Did not they illumi- 
nate the positions of the Black 
Lines? 

SY—When you put Sodium into 
a flame, you get a Yellow Line in 
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a certain part of the Spectrum, but, 
you do not eliminate any Lines; 
those Lines are there. They are an 
obstruction. 


DINSHAH—You know Compara- 
tive Spectroscopy, do you? 

SY—Yes, sir, I think I under- 
stand Spectroscopy very well. 

DINSHAH—I have no doubt 
about it, sir. I have here a Direct 
Vision Spectroscope, made in Ger- 
many. Now, examine the Fraun- 
hofer Lines in this Sunlight—the 
Black Lines. 


SY—wWell, I don’t know whether 
I should try to understand another 
man’s Instruments. 


DINSHAH—You use the Spec- 
troscope, sir? 

SY—I have never seen this. 

DINSHAH—Never seen a Direct 
Vision Spectroscope? 

SY—Not this kind; no, sir. 

DINSHAH—Direct Vision Spec- 
troscopes are all the same? 

SY—WNo, they are not; I beg your 
pardon. 

DINSHAH—Have you any Spec- 
troscope here, in this room? 

SY—No, sir. I see the Spectrum ; 
yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You see the Spec- 
trum? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Am I wrong then in 
saying, that when this is superim- 
posed upon this (indicating) posi- 
tion of the Solar Spectrum, pro- 
duced by burning something in a 
Gas Jet—take Sodium, for instance, 
that that Black Line, which repre- 
sents a certain position in the Solar 
Spectrum, would be illuminated by 


a Double Yellow? 

SY—That is because of what 
happens. The spot where Sodium 
shows a Line in the Spectrum, is a 
Fraunhofer Sodium Line. 

DINSHAH—Right. 

SY—I don’t know that is there a 
honest Solar Spectrum. I don’t 
want to testify as to that. 

DINSHAH—You said it is a good 
one. 

SY—No. I mean, in the Instru- 
ment you might have Painted Black 
Lines on there, I don’t want to tes- 
tify. 

Upto this point, the Cross Ex- 
amination of Doctor Albert P. Sy, 
was going along very smoothly; the 
Defendant knowing of him as a 
reputable Scientist and Professor 
of Chemistry in the University of 
Buffalo, treated him with respect 
and quiet consideration. However, 
when such a learned gentleman low- 
ered his scientific dignity, by charg- 
ing an unfortunate accused with 
trying to delude the New York Su- 
preme Court, with a Spectroscope 
having “Painted Black Lines’ in- 
side, instead of the genuine Solar 
Spectrum of Fraunhofer Lines, the 
Defendant’s face flushed with 
righteous ire, his eyes flashed fire 
and with a quick gesture of impa- 
tience he shot forward a barrage 
of passionate sentences, against 
Albert P. Sy. It was bad enough 
to be charged with Grand Larceny, 
but, to be accused of being an Im- 
postor, so mean and brazen as to at- 
tempt hocus pocus even in a Su- 
preme Court, was the limit of un- 
merited insult. He promptly shot 
back.

DINSHAH—Will you _ kindly 
open this and see if it has any 
Painted Lines? 

SY—No, I won’t bother. 


DINSHAH—You must open it or 
take back what you said. BREAK 
IT OR OPEN IT. You are permit- 
ted to do anything. 
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The emphatic words of the De- 
fendant compelled the Witness to 
inspect the Spectroscope and he 
said: “I can not see anything on 
there; no, sir.” 

DINSHAH—So, it is a genuine 
Spectroscope? 

SY—I don’t know. I think so. 
I haven’t had —— 

DINSHAH—Listen, sir! You 
are an Expert. As an Expert, you 
ought not to take any stand like 
that, that might mean that I am 
faking anything. 

SY—tThat is a genuine Spectro- 
scope then, too. 

DINSHAH—You will get there! 
Now, sir, then you admit that cer- 
tain Chemicals appear to illumi- 
nate certain positions of the Spec- 
tral Lines, definitely ? 

SY—tThat is absolutely, exactly 
right. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, what do 
you understand to be Absorption 
Spectra? 

SY—That means, that when 
Solar Light passed through some 
Element like Sodium, where the 
Sodium Lines appear heavy, the 
Dark Line is called a Fraunhofer 
Line. 

DINSHAH—kKindly look through 
this toward the Sunlight. 

SY—yYes, sir, I have. There is 
no Sunlight to be seen, but, I have 
looked at it. 

DINSHAH—Just kindly hold it. 
Take this Spectroscope now and ex- 
amine if there are any Absorption 
Spectra Lines or Bands, by your 
examination of the combination of 
the twelve Colors—Red, Yellow, 
Green—to your satisfaction and re- 
port. 

SY—I don’t quite understand, 
what you wanted me to do. 


DINSHAH—When you have a 
certain Slide, containing a certain 
Dye, it always absorbs certain por- 
tions of the Spectrum? 

SY—Yes. 


DINSHAH—Isn’t that right? 

SY—That is right. 

DINSHAH—Let me give you a 
specific instance, to clear the whole 
situation in a minute, sir. I have 
here a Slide, which I call a Violet 
Slide. First of all, see, there is 
this Hole. Say to the Jury what 
you see. 

SY—tThere is a Hole. 

DINSHAH—There is a _ Hole. 
Just see it, please. No, no; with 
the Spectroscope and report. 

SY—What I see through the 
Hole? 


DINSHAH—Yes. 

SY—Trying to make a fool of 
me? 

DINSHAH—I beg your pardon. 
I never was more earnest, Doctor. 
I have the highest respect for you, 
sir. : 

SY—What do you want me to 
see? What do you want me to do? 


DINSHAH—Just put this Spec- 
troscope toward this Hole and re- 
port to them what you see. 

SY—lIt shows the Spectrum. 
DINSHAH—See the Red to Vio- 
et ? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Over this Hole, I put 
this Violet Colored Slide. Now tell 
them what you see. 

SY¥—Seems too absurd. 


DINSHAH—You must NOT say 
anything, but, what you actually 
SEE. 

SY—I see nothing. 

DINSHAH—Now, you will see 
something, if you will concentrate. 

SY—Oh, yes! You see faint 
Purple—Violet. You see about 


that Color, faint Color like that. 


DINSHAH—You do not see any 
Red? 

SY—No. 

DINSHAH—No Green? 

SY—No. I would not expect to 
see any. 

DINSHAH—You would not ex- 
pect to see any? 
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SY—No. 

DINSHAH—tThen, I shall save 
the time of the Honorable Court, by 
saying that Color Slides absorb or 
take away certain —— 

SY—Oh, yes; that is eliminated; 
yes sir. I will agree to that right 
off. 

DINSHAH—Novwv, have you stud- 
ied Photography? Photo-Chemis- 
try? Bio-Chemistry? 

SY—Have I studied those? Yes, 
sir. 
DINSHAH—Do you know well 
enough the Chemical Aspect of 
Photography? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You do? 


SY—Yes, sir. We have it in our 
Text Books and we teach it. I have 
often done amateur Photography; 
yes, I have developed some films, 
but, I don’t know much about it. 

DINSHAH—tThat is immaterial. 
Is it not the teaching of Photo- 
graphy, that certain Colors or cer- 
tain portions of the Spectrum, have 
more or less Chemical Properties? 

SY—We used to call them the 
Actinic Rays; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—They have Chemical 
Properties, then? 

SY—They have Chemical Prop- 
erties—you mean they affect Chem- 
ical Substances; yes, sir, Silver, for 
instance. 


DINSHAH—Just a minute. We 
shall come to that. You see, there 
is no Silver now. We shall come to 
that. It is a well-known fact, that 
when you handle photographic sub- 
stances, ordinary Plates can only be 
exposed to Red Light? 

SY—That is what I say; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Why? 

SY — Because, this particular 
form of Red Light that we have, 
does not affect the Plates and they 
are relatively concealed. 

DINSHAH—If you had a Blue 
Light, what would it do to the 
Plate? 


SY—It would spoil it. 

DINSHAH—Why? 

SY—Because, Blue Light affects 
this particular, sensitive Silver 
Bromide. 

DINSHAH ~— You understand 
then the idea, that Chemicals are 
affected by Light? 

SY—Oh, yes, yes. 

DINSHAH—Are you prepared to 
contend, therefore, that Light has 
no Chemical Power? 

SY—Oh, I don’t say that. 

DINSHAH—It has? 

SY—Yes, sure. We see that 
when we take Pictures. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, Colors of 
different kinds have different Che- 
mical Powers? 

SY—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—tThat is an accepted 
fact, they would keep out the Rays 
that affect the Silver Salt? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I lead you one ste 
further. If these Chemicals are in 
the Light, do you contend that this 
Vegetation and this Lower Organ- 
ism and all that that you said, 
grows by Light? 

SY—Grow by Light? They have 
to have lots of other things—Light 
certainly is necessary. 

DINSHAH—Light is necessary 
to growth? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Because of its che- 
mical nature? 

SY—Npo, sir. 

DINSHAH—No? Why is Light 
necessary ? 

SY¥—Because of its effect as an 
Energy. Light is Energy and it 
produces an effect and I don’t think 
that I want to say just how it pro- 
duces it. 

DINSHAH—You just now said, 
“different Colors have different 
Chemical Effects.” 

SY—That is obvious. 
that; yes. 
does it. 


We see 
I don’t know how it 
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DINSHAH—You don’t know, 
but, somebody else might know? 

SY—Oh, yes, indeed. 

DINSHAH—That man is here! 
Have you read Dr. Babbitt’s book 
on “The Principles Of Light And 
Color’—a Text Book—Dr. Edwin 
Babbitt of Cleveland? 

SY—No, I have not read it. 


DINSHAH—I do not want to 
take up the Honorable Court’s 
time. This is not in Exhibit, but, 
for Identification, so I shall only 
draw the mind of this learned gen- 
tleman to certain contents? 

. SY—May I ask who Dr. Babbitt 
is? 

DINSHAH—Dr. Edwin Babbitt 
was an M.D., LI.D., who wrote this 
book in 1878. He was a Registered 
Medical Practitioner. Here is the 
gentleman’s face (showing). 

SY—I would not be interested in 
this book, sir. I think it would be 
useless to read. 


DINSHAH—No, no. I am not 
going to make you read the book. 
This book contains Chromo-Chem- 
istry, Chromo-Therapeutics 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
I am going to object, unless it is 
recognized as an authority. 

DINSHAH — This gentleman 
does not recognize it. You do not 
recognize that as of any value at 
all? 

SY—None whatsoever. I would 
not waste my time on it at all. 

DINSHAH—Why? 

Ss Y—Because, he is not a recog- 
nized Scientist; he is not connected 
with a scientific institution and we 
are rather clannish about that sort 
of thing. 

DINSHAH—You are clannish? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—That is, if a man 
like me comes without any scien- 
tific recognition, called a ‘‘Faker” 
in the World, you will kick him out? 

SY—If he is a faker in the 
World, anybody would kick him out. 


DINSHAH—I want you to say— 
are you “clannish” enough, so if 
he presented you with the biggest 
thing in the World, is he a faker? 

SY—No, sir; I would have an 
open mind; I would accept it in- 
stantly. 

DINSHAH—Yet you do not ac- 
cept my authority? 

SY—Not of that Doctor. 

DINSHAH—Why ? 

HAGERTY—It is 50 years old. 


DINSHAH—Isaac Newton died 
200 years ago, but, he was no boob! 

J USTICE—No, but, some of his 
theories do not work today. Did 
not Einstein dispute his theories? 

I had a mind to tell the Court 
about some of Einstein’s theories, 
but, held the peace quietly, think- 
ing of the adverse effect it might 
possibly produce on the Jury. I 
gculped the taunt and said, “Let us 
go to the business.” 

SY—Yes, please. 


J USTICE—He is still going, so 
go ahead. 

SY—He is going too. 

DINSHAH—Now, you saw this 
Fraunhofer Chart? 

SY—I saw those Spectral Charts ; 
yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You agree that cer- 
tain Chemicals have a preponder- 
ance on certain portions of the 
Spectrum in use, as they effluve cer- 
tain groups of Color Lines? 

SY—No, you have that wrong. 
Certain Lines have certain pre- 
ponderance in certain Chemicals. 

DINSHAH—tThat means, that if 
there were a certain portion of the 
Spectrum in these Slides cut off, 
they would have certain prepon- 
derance—certain Chemical Effects? 

SY¥—On certain Chemicals; yes, 
sir. That is simple Science. 

DINSHAH—tThat is very simple 
Science? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Now, I shall show 
you a Chart that is in Evidence 
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here. This is my work, sir, I can 
tell you candidly and now accepted 
by you. 

SY—We are agreed on that. 


DINSHAH—I thank you. You 
will not agree further? Now, 
please, let us agree on this point: 
Is the Cadmium Line, on the Red 
side in preponderance, the Stan- 
dard for Wave Lengths? 

SY—TI don’t remember. 

DINSHAH—It has probably the 
biggest place? 

SY—If you say it. 

DINSHAH—No, no! I am no 
authority. Do you use as the Stan- 
dard, the Cadmium Red Line for 
comparison in Spectrum Analysis? 

SY—No. 

DINSHAH—You don’t know 
that is the exact Line of the Bu- 
reau of Standards in Washington? 

SY—Yes, I know, but, we don’t— 
I don’t do much of that sort of 
work. When making Spectrosco- 
pic Tests, I have a Sodium Line in 
my Spectroscope. 

DINSHAH—You work with the 
Sodium Line, then? 

SY—Yes, I work with the So- 
dium Line. 

DINSHAH—What is the Color, 
sir, in that particular Sodium Line? 

SY—Mostly Yellow. 

DINSHAH—Do you find in this 
Chart here, Sodium is Yellow—on 
the Yellow Seale? 

SY—Yes, exactly. 

DINSHAH—tThis Scale is cor- 
rect, then? 

SY—If that is what that means, 
the Sodium is right on that side of 
Yellow. 


DINSHAH — Spectro-Chrome 
Single Polarity Predominance 
Chart. 

SY—That means nothing to me. 

DINSHAH—I shall explain to 
you. Spectroscope means Instru- 
ment for analyzing the Rays; Po- 
larity means Motion of Light and 
Color? 


SY—yYou can call it that. 

DINSHAH — _ Predominance 
means Superiority ? 

Y—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And Chart means a 
Map? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThe Sodium Line is 
one on the Yellow Scale? You 
agree; do you? That is right? 

SY—That is obvious. 

DINSHAH—Can you go to this 
point? Is this Cadmium? 

SY—Cadmium is in the Red. 

DINSHAH—What is the Cad- 
mium Symbol? 

SY—Cd. 

DINSHAH—Do you see this Red 
Line? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Is that right there? 

_SY—That is opposite Red; yes, 
sir. 
DINSHAH—tThis Chart is right, 
then? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is this name 
here, below the Cadmium? 

SY—Hydrogen. 

DINSHAH—What is the German 
word for Hydrogen? 

SY—Wasserstoff. 

DINSHAH—Is this Wasserstoff 
here? 

SY—tThis is Wasserstoff ; yes. 


DINSHAH—Now, from here you 
can look and see this Hydrogen 
Line that is there? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—We shall go to some 
other Lines. You see this Oxygen 
(indicating) ? 

SY—Oxygen. 

DINSHAH—Now, what is the 
German word for Oxygen? 

SY—Sauerstoff. 

DINSHAH—Now, what is this? 

SY—That is Sauerstoff. 

DINSHAH—Has Oxygen a Band 
of Blue here? 

SY—tThere is a small Red Line 
and whole Band Bluish here in the 
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Spectral Chart. Well, I don’t see 
Oxygen; no. 
DINSHAH—You see the Band? 
SY—There is a faint Band there. 
DINSHAH—tThere is a_ faint 
Band there of Blue on it? 
SY—Yes. 
DINSHAH—tThat there is cor- 
rect? 
SY—Yes. 


DINSHAH—What is the German 
word for Nitrogen, please? 

SY—Stickstoff. 

DINSHAH—Is this Stickstoff 
(indicating) ? 

SY—It says so; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH-— Is this Stickstoff ? 

SY—Yes, sir. Ja, das ist Stick- 
stoff. 

DINSHAH-—-Is. that the Spec- 
trum of Nitrogen? 


_SY—We have to accept it; yes, 


sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you see it your- 
self? 

SY—Many times. 

DINSHAH—That is the accept- 
ed one? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You see that there 
are many Green positions here? 

SY—Yes, lots of them, there. 

DINSHAH—Here in the same 
way, Nitrogen? 

SY—Nitrogen, I see there. 

DINSHAH—Green ? 

SY—Yes, that is in the Green; 


yes, 

DINSHAH—Why is Chlorine 
Gas called ‘Chlorine’? 

SY—Because of the Greek 
name “Chloros,’”’ meaning Green. 

DINSHAH—You studied Greek? 

SY—Not very much. 

DINSHAH—But, you know the 
terminology ? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—By “Chloros” we 
mean, it goes on the Green Wave? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — Chlorine 
Green Color? 


shows 


SY—Chlorine is Green. 
DINSHAH—tThat is right? 
SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Have you seen the 
Spectrum of Radium ? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is the Chem- 
ical Symbol which is given there? 

SY—Ra. 

DINSHAH—Has it a preponder- 
ant Light Band? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—In fact, if I tell you 
that you can use the Spectro- 
Chrome by this—this Chart is ac- 
cording to the Spectroscope—very 
probably you will admit it? 

SY—That is a different form of 
that—substantially correct. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. That is 
Defendant’s Exhibit Number 10. 
Now, Doctor, I shall relieve you in 
a few minutes from this. I am 
sorry to trouble you. 

SY—It is no trouble at all. 

DINSHAH—Doctor, you said, 
that in 36 years you never heard 
of the curative value of Light and 
Color? 

SY—Not of Color; I never heard 
about it; just as one hears about it 
every now and then. 

DINSHAH—Did you never ex- 
periment with the Arc Lamp? 

SY—Not this Are Lamp. 

DINSHAH—What Light produc- 
es Color? 

SY—Color is not in the Light as 
Color; if it is in the Light—there is 
a big difference between an Arc 
Light and this Bulb here? 

DINSHAH—Is Color an Oscilla- 
tory Frequency ? 

SY—I told you, I was not going 
to implicate myself in that. I don’t 
know. The theories all differ on 
that. 

DINSHAH — What is your 
theory ? 

SY—I have not any theory! I 
hear these things and 

DINSHAH—Then, you are not 
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qualified on it? 

SY—No, sir. 

DINSHAH — No use talking 
about it? 

SY—No; no use bothering me 
with that. 

DINSHAH—You said, Dementia 
Praecox and Tuberculosis can not 
be cured, in your opinion, by that 
Instrument. Upon what ground do 
you base your conclusions, please? 

SY—I have been associated with 
scientific people practically all my 
life. I have been around Medical 
Schools and Hospitals. I have great 
faith in the work of these Scien- 
tists and I read the Journals—the 
accepted Medical Journals—from 
time to time and in fact, regularly 
and nobody I have seen believes 
such a thing. Why should 1? 

DINSHAH—Because, nobody be- 
lieves it, any other Originator who 
introduces his Machine is a crooked 
man? 

SY—Nbo, sir. 

DINSHAH—No, sir? 

SY—NO, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is the differ- 
ence? 

SY—He may be honest and sin- 
cerely hope to have something new; 
but, I don’t believe it. 

DINSHAH—You don’t? 

SY—No. 

DINSHAH—If he demonstrates

SY—If he demonstrates it, I have 
an open mind and I believe it in- 
stantly. 

DINSHAH—tThen, if a Surgeon, 
like Surgeon Kate W. Baldwin, the 
Senior Surgeon of the Woman’s 
Hospital of Philadelphia, would 
come forward here and give a whole 
series of ten years of her experience 
with that Equipment, in the Tona- 
tion, as we call the treatment, as 
you call, of Disease, with that Ma- 
chine, that is, with Colors, what 
would be your opinion, then? 

SY—I would not have any opin- 


ion, until I knew something about 

this Senior Surgeon and Physician. 

5 would want to know first about 
er, 

DINSHAH—If you were shown 
all the Hospital Records and the 
Surgeon comes here and testifies ? 

SY—I should want to know the 
Surgeon who does the testifying 
and the work she had done. I should 
like to see it described in scientific 
literature, otherwise, it would make 
no impression on me whatsoever, I 
am sorry to say. 

DINSHAH—That is, you fully 
defend the scientific literature of 
your own brand? 

SY—Oh, that isn’t so either, no. 
I depend upon my own brand of 
scientific literature. 

DINSHAH—Let us pick some 
now, from the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica. Is that a standard work? 

SY—That is a recognized Ency- 

clopaedia; yes, sir. 
. DINSHAH — Yes. Spectroscopy 
is described. You see, here is a text 
on Spectroscopy, specially written 
for the Encyclopaedia Britannica? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You recognize this 
as a Standard work? 

SY—Oh, yes; indeed. 

DINSHAH—Authority ? 

SY—Oh, yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Novw, here it speaks 
about different Wave Lengths? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH ~— Different Radia- 
tions? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And about different 
kinds of Tubes, of methods to ren- 
der gases luminous and so on? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Do you know about 
rendering Gases luminous? 

SY—Oh, yes; indeed. 

DINSHAH—You do? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—If Gases can be ren- 
dered luminous, they should give 
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the Spectrum or Color? 

SY—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH_1 offer this in Evi- 
dence. It was identified; page 622. 

(Page 622 of the ENCYCLO- 
PAEDIA BRITANNICA, Volume 
25 referred, was received in Evi- 
dence and marked Defendant’s Ex- 
hibit 20.) 


The Defendant made allusions 
here to “Methods of Rendering 
Gases Luminous” and “Theory of 
Radiation” from the said Exhibit. 
Then, he proceeded to untangle 
more ‘puzzles. 


DINSHAH — Now, sir, these 
Tubes, which are Vacuum Tubes by 
the way, being completely exhaust- 
ed and filled with the specific Gas— 
Helium Gas, Neon Gas, Oxygen Gas 
and Vapor of Mercury ; 

SY—I suspected that is what 
they were; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—That was your idea? 

SY—I suspected, but, I didn’t 
know it. You say so; I take your 
word on it. 

DINSHAH—You don’t have to 
take my word; I shall demonstrate. 

SY—Decidedly. I believe so. 

DINSHAH—The reason I explain 
now; it is upto you to admit the idea 
or reject it, because, I want the 
Court to know and the J ury to 
know, these are not fake Tubes. 
The Spectrum of Helium—you may 
see through the Chart there and my 
Chart—is a predominant Orange 
Color? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—That is, a Line; He- 
lium has an Orange Line? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, this Mer- 
cury inside has only one purpose— 
it acts on the particles inside so, it 
may create a little friction or gene- 
rate a little Heat as Energy, so that 
it may shine? 

SY—That sounds reasonable. 

DINSHAH—If you will kindly 
shake this Tube of Helium, it will 


give an Orange Colored Light? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—I£ you take this 
Tube of Neon and shake it, it will 
give a Red Color—shake this Neon? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—If you take this 
Tube of Oxygen and shake it, it 
will give a Blue—that is the Oxy- 
gen? 

SY—Sauerstoff; yes. 

DINSHAH—And this Mercury 
Tube, that has Mercury in it. Kind- 
ly go into the little dark corner and 
see if that is a Turquoise Light? 

SY—I will take it, that is what 
you say. 

DINSHAH—Kindly do it. 

SY—I will state that is what they 
willdo. I think that would be wast- 
ing time, for I am willing to admit 
it. 

DNISHAH—tThen, if it did show 
in Class at night, it is admitted that 
it would be correct? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH — There can not be 
any fake about it? 

SY—No, not at all; no. I say it 
was genuine. 

DINSHAH—Have you studied 
the works of the great Madame 
Marie Curie and Pierre Curie, the 
discoverers of Radium? 

SY—I have not read in detail all 
of their works, but, of course, I am 
acquainted with them. 

DINSHAH—Are you acquainted 
with the fact, Radium gives a direct 
Emanation ? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Has Radium three 
Emanations coming out of it? 

SY—Yes; Alpha, Beta and Gam- 
ma. 

DINSHAH — In Greek, that 
means A, B, G Rays? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And the A Ray that 
is emitted—of Radium—is 99 per 
cent. Helium Gas? 

SY—TI don’t remember the fig- 
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ures, but, if you have recently seen 
it, I will accept your statement? 

DINSHAH—Will you accept my 
statement? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—That (indicating) is 
a translation by a Professor of Bel- 
gium—Gustave LeBon? 

Y—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You admit that 99 
per cent. of Radium Emanation is 
Helium Gas? 

SY—I don’t know about the per 
centage, but, most of it is. I will 
accept your statement. 

DINSHAH — That Helium is 
nothing but Proton? Agree to that 
now? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThat Proton is Posi- 
tive Electricity ? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Therefore, Emitted 
Protons are Electricity ? 

SY¥—yYes, sir, that is admitted 
theory. 

DINSHAH—tThe Beta or the B 
Ray in Greek as it is called in Ra- 
dium, is a Negative type Ray? 

SY—You are right. 

DINSHAH—Called Electron? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Electrons or Elec- 
tronic Rays? 

SY—Yes, that is the newer the- 
ory of matter; yes. 


DINSHAH—You admit it? 

SY—Yes, we accept that for the 
present and when some Scientist 
comes along to prove it is not so, we 
accept something else. 


DINSHAH—If a Scientist like 
me should come along, you would 
admit he is no faker? 

SY—I would not call you a faker 
for one moment. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. 

SY—I would not do that. That 
has not been meant, sir. If you 
prove anything to me, I will guar- 
antee | will be the first to admit it. 

DINSHAH—tThere is an Emis- 


sion coming out also, called the 
Gamma Ray or the G Ray, from 
Radium? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Which has a power 
similar to X-Rays of the Ultra-Vio- 
let Section, on the 61st Octave of 
Frequency ? 

SY—I don’t remember whether 
those figures are right, but, if you 
have recently looked it up or re- 
cently compared it with a Text 
Book, I think I will take that as 
right. 

DINSHAH—I am the Text Book! 

SY¥—Well, that is better than I 


m. 
DINSHAH—Here are two Tubes. 
Have you used the Spinthariscope? 
SY¥—In school we have it and we 
use it at times, I think. 

DINSHAH—Would you say that 
this is a Spinthariscope, invented 
by Sir William Crookes? 

SY—Yes; it looks exactly like 
the one I have. 

DINSHAH—It has a speck of 
Radium in it? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—With a Zine Sul- 
phide Screen behind ? 

SY—TI think it is Radium; yes. 

DINSHAH—Radium has never 
been isolated? Contains always Ra- 
dium Bromide? Do I have to dem- 
onstrate or shall we take the Ex- 
pert’s word or show it to the Jury, 
what happens? 

JUSTICE—Well, I don’t quite 
see, Doctor, what this has to do 
with it? 

DINSHAH—That Electricity is 
Light and Light is produced by the 
bombardment of solid particles, 
Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—Let me see you show 
them what the effect is on the Hu- 
man Body. 

DINSHAH—I am coming to that, 
Your Honor. Just give me time. 

JUSTICE—If it does not bom- 
bard the Human Body in a useful 


a 
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way, they are not pertinent to this 
Lawsuit. 

DINSHAH—If he can say they 
bombard in a destructive way, even 
then, they are pertinent to the Law- 
suit. Any Bombardment is good 
for me! 

JUSTICE—It might not be good 
for the Lawsuit! 


DINSHAH—Oh, Your Honor, if 
a man like me comes here as an au- 
thority and appears at the Bar as 
a prisoner, any Truth is Truth. 
Truth is Truth, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—Let us get at it, if we 
can and get through with it. 


DINSHAH—Are you prepared, 
then, to admit that the Bombard- 
ment coming from this is electrical? 

SY—tThe Spinthariscope is well 
understood. There is Radium Ema- 
nation or Bombardment against the 
Sereen of Zine Sulphide and it be- 
comes luminous. 


DINSHAH—TI failed to put this 
in Evidence. You will test it and 
put it in Exhibit. That is the real 
Radium Bombardment? 

SY—One should go into a dark 
room. 

DINSHAH—Then, kindly go in a 
dark room. 

SY—This looks like a genuine 
Spinthariscope. In a Spinthariscope, 
you have Bombardment. I do not 
dispute this. There is no use dis- 
puting, that there are Bombard- 
ments on a Zine Screen. It looks 
exactly like a Spinthariscope. 

DINSHAH—Then, you admit 
that a Chemical like Radium—Ra- 
dium Bromide—is a Chemical Com- 
pound? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—A Chemical Com- 
pound made through converting 
particles, from which it may be 
made visible to the eye by a proper 
Instrument? 

SY—Radium can; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—No other Chemicals 


an? 
SY—I don’t say that. 


DINSHAH—Many of them that 
we don’t know that they do that. 
Sauerstoff, Stickstoff and Wasser- 
stoff don’t do that, but, Sauerstoff, 
Stickstoff and all those things ef- 
fluve Light? 

SY—No, they become incandes- 
cent; they do let out Light. 


DINSHAH — Is_ Incandescence 
Light or not? 

SY—The theory does not yet in- 
clude such a statement, that when 
Gold becomes incandescent, there 
are particles given off from it, same 
as you get Alpha, Beta and Gamma 
Rays from Radium. That has end- 
less discussion. 

DINSHAH — We shall bring 
everything to an end here. I have 
here Chemical Salts—Calcium Sul- 
phide and Zine Sulphide. 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You have used Salts 
also in your work? 

SY—Many times, sir. 

DINSHAH—When exposed to 
White Light, they pick up certain 
Energy, like Red, Orange; then, in 
the dark, they evolve certain Col- 
ors; there is a Phosphorescence 
which comes off from them? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Kindly examine this 
other; put them there. This Orange 
Color would be Calcium Sulphide, 
the same as you have there. 

SY—yYes, that is Phosphores- 
cence. 

DINSHAH—It 
Tube? 

SY—That looks exactly like what 
we have on the Phosphorescent 
Salts; there are a number. They 
have to be exposed to Sunlight. 
After they are activated by the 
Sunlight, they reproduce that. 

DINSHAH—wWill that Bulb acti- 
vate it? 

SY—I suppose sometimes — I 
don’t know whether that Bulb will. 

DINSHAH—Well, we shall ex- 
periment. Please, give me the Bulb. 
Now, here will be a good dark 


is a genuine 
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chamber (indicating) ? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—TI give you the Zine 
Sulphide Tube. The Phosphores- 
cence of Zinc Sulphide, when sub- 
jected to Sunlight, is Greenish in 
Color? 

SY—Greenish ; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Please, hold this in 
your hand, so you do not get Sun- 
light. Just put it there and I shall 
light the Bulb and then you just 
hold it. 

SY—Pardon me; is this Zinc Sul- 
phide which has been made or 
which is open to the Light or ex- 
posed to anything? 

DINSHAH—tThe exposure will 
pass off. You can see the Phospho- 
rescence now; you are exposing it 
to White Light. 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Kindly hold that 
and hold it in the dark. 

SY—I imagine what is going to 
happen; no use wasting time. 

DINSHAH—No, no. We must 
see what happens. Expose it to the 
Bulb. Now, I shall show the gen- 
tlemen what happened already 
there. 

At this point, the Defendant no- 
ticed something very peculiar in the 
twirl of the fist of the Witness and 
shouted: ‘You did not expose your 
hand, but, thatis enough. No, your 
BACK of the hand was to the 
Bulb.” 


SY—Please, do not intimate that. 
DINSHAH—I do not intimate 


anything. It is wide open. See 
that? 
SY—yYes, sir. 


DINSHAH—It has Phosphores- 
cence all right? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—So it is a genuine 
Tube? 

SY—Looks it; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — Now, a question 
from it: Have you read the works 
of the great French Scientist Henri 
Bacquerel ? 


SY—In translation; yes, sir. 
DINSHAH — Do you _ know 
French ? 


SY—I have to read French in 
Chemistry, every day; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — You know the 
French Language? 


SY—Yes, sir—no, I can not speak 
French. I can read it and translate 
my French quite nicely and some- 
times need a Dictionary. I am ac- 
quainted with the language. 

DINSHAH—You have heard of 
the, great Scientist Henri Bacque- 
rel? 

SY—I have heard of him very 
often. 

DINSHAH—Do you know that 
Bacquerel made an Experiment: he 
took a Photographic Plate —— 

SY—Yes, I know that story. 

DINSHAH—It is not a story; it 
is scientific Experiment. 

SY¥—Well, I know the facts as 
he related them. 

DINSHAH—You see, in Amer- 
ica, “story,” that means a fake. 

J USTICE—Well, you don’t mean 
by the newspaper stories? 

DINSHAH—wWell, Your Honor, 
with all due deference, the news- 
papers are giving me a good show. 
They are fair, just like the Honor- 
able Court. Now, you remember 
that Henri Bacquerel took a Photo- 
graphic Plate and covered it with 
Black Paper? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH-—Then, put a coin on 
it? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Never exposed it to 
Sunlight? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—A few months af- 
ter that, he developed this Plate and 
found the Photo of the “Republique 
Francais” was engraved fully? 

SY—That is a very well-known 
story, sir. 

DINSHAH—How did that coin, 
without Sunlight, affect that Photo- 
graphic Plate? 
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SY—It is a very simple thing. 

DINSHAH—Explain the simple 
thing. 

SY—He had a piece of Ore there, 
which gave off Radium Emanations 
—a, kind of Ore. 

DINSHAH—What Ore? 

SY—I think they said Pitch- 
Blend, the English Ore that has 
Radium in it. 

DINSHAH—What is the Chemi- 
cal Composition of Pitch-Blend? 

SY—lI don’t remember, but it has 
Radium and Uranium. 

DINSHAH—It is Carnotite? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Is it Uranium Tri- 
oxide? 

SY—I don’t remember exactly. 

Here, the Court recessed till to- 
morrow—the fateful Friday, May 
1, 1931. Dr. Albert P. Sy had the 
whole night to himself to refresh 
his memory, consult his scientific 


tomes and the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney as to what points were next to 


be presented. The Prosecutor also, 
must have become aware of the 
fact, that in the Defendant they 
were not meeting in fencing a char- 
latan or upstart, but, a man who 
was fully able and capable of hold- 
ing his own against anyone in the 
arena of Sciences. From the casual 
remarks heard from listeners and 
other spectators, my Graduates 
gathered a gloomy outlook for the 
Prosecution. The show was to last 
one day more and none knew what 
further artillery might be brought 
in Evidence. One fact had gone 
home to all, that some fantasties in 
Sciences were still to appear—the 
Defendant had no intention of let- 
ting go the Expert of the People of 
the State of New York, without 
making of him a genuine friend of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry.

On Thursday morning, April 30, 
19381, Buffalo Courier-Express, of 
Buffalo, New Yor.«, voiced its opin- 
ion and the expectancy of the oppo- 
sition about the Defendant testify- 
ing on his own behalf :— 


WOMAN DOCTORS SUPPORT 
CLAIMS OF SLIDE CURES 


Testify in Court that Col. Dinshah P. 
Ghadiali’s Lantern Has Been Effective 


HE MAY BE WITNESS 


Defendant in Alleged Swindle Case 
Expected to Take Stand Today 


Col. Dinshah P. Ghadiali, inventor of 
a so-called color-ray machine for the 
cure of disease, began his defense yes- 
terday in supreme court before Justice 
Thomas H. Noonan and a jury of the 
accusation he swindled Houseman 
Hughes out of $175 in selling him the 
apparatus. The colonel, who said the 


title is an honorary one, is charged with 
grand larceny. 


Two women doctors, who said they 
abandoned the practice of medicine to 
treat patients with color rays, supported 
the colonel in his claim that the machine 
would do everything its inventor says it 
can. They were Dr. Kate W. Baldwin, 
former head of the Philadelphia Wo- 
men’s Hospital, and Dr. Martha J. Peeb- 
les of Brooklyn, formerly attached to the 
staff of the health commissioner of New 
York City. 


Dr. Baldwin said she was graduated 
in medicine in 1892 and had followed her 
profession as a member of the hospital 
staff for 41 years or until she recently 
became a convert to Col. Ghadiali’s 
method of treating the sick. She testi- 
fied that she owns a number of the 
color-ray machines and that they have 
been a success, 


Enumerates Cases 


Dr. Baldwin enumerated various cases 
she has treated with the apparatus. She 
insisted her claim in the face of a vigor- 
ous cross-examination at the hands of 
Leo J. Hagerty, assistant district attor- 
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ney, and concluded her testimony with 
the statement: ’’There is nothing on the 
face of the earth that will cure every- 
thing. We all must die. But, in my 
opinion, color-rays, as taught by Col. 
Ghadiali, will cure most of the common 
diseases and human ailments and also 
many things that drugs and medicines 
will not do.” 


Dr. Peebles was called to the stand a 
few minutes before court adjourned. Her 
medical experience, she said, included 
private practices, hospital staff work and 
services with the United States army 
medical corps in France during the war. 

Today, Col. Ghadiali, who is acting as 
his own attorney, probably will take the 
witness stand as a witness for himself. 


Doctor Is Prosecution Witness 


The witnesses for the prosecution, 
called at the morning session, included 
Dr. Melvin D. Reinhard, ray expert of 
the Gratwick research laboratories, Cyril 
Simpson, 127 Verplanck street, and Miss 
Bertha McNamara, 936 West Ferry 
street. 

Dr. Reinhard asserted the glass slides, 
from which the rays are supposed to 
originate, were made of common glass 
and the electric light bulb, said to be an 
important part of the apparatus, was 
merely a standard 1,000-watt lamp. 


Buffalo Evening News, of Thurs- 
day, April 30, 1981, carried the fol-

PRACTITIONER TELLS OF 
CURES WITH RAYS 


Cleveland Woman Testifies Ghadiali 
Lantern Used to Remove Tumors 


Adding to the testimony of three phy- 
sicians that Col. Dinshah P. Ghadiali’s 
color ray lantern has curative powers, 
Mrs. Bessie A. Hasenau of Cleveland 
testified in Supreme court Thursday that 
she had used the device with success in 
the removal of boils, carbuncles and 
tumors. She is a lay practitioner, she 
said. 


Col. Ghadiali is accused of second de- 
gree grand larceny in defrauding House- 
man Hughes, 294 Parkdale avenue, of 
$175 paid for one of the lanterns, which 
Hughes said did not cure. . 

Mrs. Hasenau said she located organic 
troubles by means of another device in- 
vented by the defendant, called an itiso- 
meter. The proper colored rays were 
then projected upon that portion of the 
body. The itisometer was not produced 
in court. 


Col. Ghadiali said he has not decided 
whether to testify himself. "I have 
enough witnesses to keep the court busy 
for a month if the judge wishes to hear 
them,” the defendant said. 


Testimony affirming the value of col- 
ored lights in the treatment of disease 
was given Wednesday by Dr. Welcome 
A. Hanor of Dunkirk, Dr. Kate W. 
Baldwin, former head of the Philadel- 
phia Woman’s hospital, and Dr. Martha 
J. Peebles of Brooklyn, formerly a mem- 
ber of the staff of the New York health 
commissioner. All said they had used 
the lantern with success. 


One of the features of Col. Ghadiali’s 
method of treatment is that no diag- 
nosis is made, Dr. Hanor said. He as- 
serted that medical diagnosis are 48 
per cent. wrong. He said he had treated 
heart disease and fever successfully by 
means of colored rays. He voiced be- 
lief that Mr. Hughes, who was a wash- 
ing machine repairman, should have been 
able after 60 hours of instruction to use 
the lantern successfully by following the 
color chart. 


The Buffalo Times, of Thursday, 
April 30, 1981, had its usual fling 
at the Defendant :— 


GOTTA PAIN? NOT SURE WHERE? 
TRY AN “ITISOMETER” 


Witness In Suit Against Inventor Says 
You Merely Point It at Patient 


Dinshah P. Ghadiali, M.D., M.C., LL.D., 
D.C., PH.D., he of the magic lantern and 
friend of man and beast among other 
things stood revealed today as a person 
who has done more for the world than 
Lydia Pinkham. 

But nevertheless Ghadiali is jn court 
defending himself against a charge of 
grand larceny. Ghadiali is the inventor 
of the Normalator, a machine with col- 
ored lights that he says will cure any- 
thing from boils to a hangover. 


Houseman Hughes, of Buffalo, who 
bought a Normalator but who couldn't 
make it cure anything except his desire 
for another, is the complainant. 


This morning Ghadiali resumed his 
parade of witnesses who told the jury 
that the Normalator was a wonderful in- 
vention and that if you turned on the 
right lights, you’d be cured, whether it 
was carbuncles, boils, tumors, a love 
affair, or appendicitis. 

And if you are crazy, the Normalator'll 
cure that too, provided you use the 
lemon-colored lights. 

Martha J. Peebles of Cleveland, a Nor- 
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malator testified this morning that she 
had quite good luck with Ghadiali’s ma- 
chine. 

*But how do you know where the pain 
is when a patient comes in?” Leo Hag- 
erty, assistant district attorney, queried. 

*Oh,” replied the witness. ’*’That’s 
easy. Dr. Ghadiali has invented a Itiso- 
meter, one of those things like a diviner. 
All you do is point the Itisometer at the 
patient and it finds the pain.” 

*But Houseman Hughes couldn’t make 
the thing work,” Hagerty interjected. 

*Bup, bup, bup, bup, bup,” said Gha- 
diali, rising from his seat sternly. "He 
slept in class.” 


Buffalo Evening News sensed 
what was to come and had only a 
short notice in its issue of Friday, 
May 1, 1931 :— 


LANTERN CASE NEARS END 


Jury Expected to Get Curative Ray 
Dispute Today 


With only one more witness to be 
called by Col. Dinshah P. Ghadiali, ac- 
cused of grand larceny, indications were 
that his healing magic lantern case would 
be given to a Supreme court jury Friday. 

Dr. Albert P. Sy, head of the chemis- 
try department of the University of Buf- 
falo, was a prosecution rebuttal witness 
late Thursday. He expressed doubt that 
colored rays can cure disease. 

The colonel’s trial arises from the 
claims of Houseman Hughes, who says 
that one of his machines for which he 
paid the inventor $175, has failed to show 
any curative powers. The charge is 
grand larceny, second degree. 


Buffalo Courier-Express gave 
notice of the approach of the end in 
this manner, on Friday, May 1, 
1931 :— 


LIGHT RAY CURE CASE TO REACH 
JURYMEN TODAY 


One More Witness to Be Called by 
Col. Ghadiali in Larceny Trial 


Trial of Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali, 


whose belief in the alleged curative 
powers of light rays produced by a ma- 
chine of his own invention resulted in 


his arrest on the charge of grand lar- 
ceny, will end today in supreme court 
before Justice Thomas H. Noonan and 
a jury. 

Only one more witness remains to be 
called by Col. Ghadiali, who is acting as 
his own attorney. He will call his last 
witness this morning when he concludes 
his cross-examination of Dr. Albert P. 
Sy, head of the chemistry department of 
the University of Buffalo. Dr. Sy was 
a rebuttal witness yesterday for the 
prosecution and under direct examina- 
tion, conducted by Leo J. Hagerty, assist- 
ant district attorney, declared it was 
absurd that light rays would cure can- 
cer, tuberculosis and other diseases as 
defense witnesses had asserted. 


Under cross-examination Dr. Sy, how- 
ever, said that his statements as to the 
lack of curative powers of the so-called 
rays was his personal opinion, based on 
his knowledge and experience. 


ANGERS DEFENDANT 


Dr. Sy’s answers frequently aroused 
the ire of Col. Ghadiali and caused short, 
heated debates on scientific questions. 

In an argument over a scientific state- 
ment contained in a book published 50 
years ago by a Cleveland doctor, the 
court upheld an objection of the prose- 
cution when Dr. Sy said he would not 
accept the statement as authoritative as 
the author of the book was not widely 
known. 


’This book was written 50 years ago 
and the statements it contained may not 
be correct,” the court ruled. 

Dr. Ghadiali quickly replied, “Sir Isaac 
Newton died 200 years ago and he was 
no boob.” The answer threw the court 
crowd into an uproar of laughter. 

At the morning session of the trial, 
Mrs. Bessie A. Hasenau of Cleveland, a 
defense witness, testified she had used 
Col. Ghadiali’s machine with marked 
success in the treatment of boils, car- 
buncles and tumors. She also testified, 
after admitting she was only a lay prac- 
titioner and not a licensed doctor, that 
she had been able to locate organic com- 
plaints of her clients with the aid of an 
itisometer, an appliance invented by the 
defendant. 

Col. Ghadiali is on trial on complaint 
of Houseman Hughes, who alleges he 
paid $175 for the apparatus and that it 
failed to work.

Friday, May 1, 1931 


CHAPTER 1 
SY WANTS TO STUDY SPECTRO-CHROME 


The Court opened with the usual 
ceremony. There was not a vacant 
seat or aisle for standing space. 
Even the wife of Housman Hughes 
graced the front row. It was for 
her that Housman Hughes hired 
the Spectro-Chrome and while she 
was stated to have been scared of 
the Apparatus, she did not in any 
way appear scared of facing the 
crowd. The Spectro-Chrome was a 
“Gatling Machine Gun” to her, ac- 
cording to her illustrious husband, 
but, she had no idea of the verbal 
cannonade that was to follow from 
the Defendant in his final Argu- 
ment that day. The Cross Exami- 
nation of the Buffalo University 
Professor Albert P. Sy continued: 


DINSHAH—Doctor, so we shall 
resume, sir, at the point we left off 
about Emanations from Radium. 
We were just starting on it? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Radium is accepted 
as an Element and not a Compound ? 

SY—We classify it as an Ele- 
ment; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—But, Elements, al- 
though they are not built of other 
things, emanate Particles of Mat- 
ter? 

SY—Some do; yes. 

DINSHAH—Some do? 


SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Radium does ema- 
nate Particles? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — Including Helium 
Gas? 

SY—Yes, sir. When it decom- 
poses, we get Helium from it. 

DINSHAH—When Radium de- 
composes or disintegrates, you get 
Helium Gas? 

SY—As one of them; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is the differ- 
ence between an Element and a 
Compound ? 

SY—I don’t think that it would 
mean very much, but, I can give my 
own ideas about that. An Element 
is that kind of Matter, we recognize 
as only one kind of stuff; in ordi- 
nary circumstances, it is only one 
kind of material and Compound is 
material composed of two or more 
of these things. That is the old an- 
alysis; they are changed now. 

DINSHAH—What is the change, 
now ? 

SY—tThe change is: we are not 
so sure what Helium is and we are 
not so sure what the difference be- 
tween Matter and Energy is. 

DINSHAH—-I understand that 
the Chemists do not know about 
what they are talking? 
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SY—No, sir; I would not admit 
that for a minute. 
DINSHAH—Then, what is it? 
SY—That would be a very broad 
statement and I would not agree to 
that at all. The Chemist knows 
what he is talking about, but, he 
changes his ideas ‘according to the 
Evidence he gets from time to time. 
DINSHAH—If some more Evi- 
dence of Chemistry would be given 
to you, you would be free-minded ? 
SY—Absolutely. I said that yes- 
terday ; I have an open mind. 
DINSHAH—You would accept 
this Chart has recognized Elements 
of the World? 
SY—That looks very familiar and 
its Atomic Weights look very famil- 


iar. 
DINSHAH—In Evidence. 
JUSTICE—There is no dispute 
about that, I take it, Doctor. 
SY—Yes, that is perfectly accep- 


table. 

DINSHAH—There is something 
in the progress of this Cross Ex- 
amination, Your Honor. I promise 
Your Honor, I shall not waste one 
minute’s time. 

JUSTICE—Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—Just let me _ go 
through the Chemistry; here is a 
marvelous Expert in my hand. I 
shall make him say what is right. 
This is in Evidence. 

(The CHART referred, was in 
Evidence and marked Defendant’s 
Exhibit 12.) 

DINSHAH—Radium there is put 
as an Element? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—-That means, that 
Radium can not be made of other 
things? 

SY—No, it does not. 

DINSHAH—Not a Compound? 

SY—The old definition for an 
Element is, that it is one kind of 


material. 

DINSHAH—What is the new 
definition? 

SY—Under ordinary circum- 


stances, we have it as Radium. The 
newer definition is, that it is very 
complicated, we are not sure on it; 
the newer definition of Elements is 
very indefinite; we don’t know just 
what Elements are. We now teach, 
Elements are made up of Molecules 
and Atoms. An Atom is made up 
of other things, that we call Elec- 
trons and Protons. It is very diffi- 
cult to define an Element nowa- 
days. 

DINSHAH—You said, “Elements 
are made up of Molecules.” That is 
incorrect, sir. I shall correct you. 
Molecules are only met in Com- 
pounds, not Elements. 

SY—Am I testifying or are you 
testifying? 

DINSHAH —I am correcting 
your knowledge, sir. 

SY—AII right. Is that permis- 
sible, Your Honor? 

DINSHAH—Yes, it is permis- 
sible. I am the Cross Examiner. 

HAGERTY—You can not testify 
yourself. 

DINSHAH—I am correcting his 
knowledge and testing it out. This 
gentleman is a Chemical Expert. I 
have to prove 

SY—Ask me questions. 

JUSITCE—He says he does not 
agree with you. 

DINSHAH—FElements are made 
of Atoms? 

SY—Yes, sir and two or three 
Atoms make a Molecule of Oxygen; 
if I might testify. 

HAGERTY—The Witness should 
be allowed to testify. 

DINSHAH—I am not talking 
about Oxygen. I am talking about 
Elements. 

SY—AIl right. 
Element. 

DINSHATHI—What are Atoms? 

SY—Atoms are the smallest 
Particles of Matter, as we under- 
stand it, that can exist alone, that 
exist as the smallest Particles, with- 
out being combined with any other 
Matter. We still teach, however,

that they may be composed of Elec- 
trons and Protons and perhaps 
other things. 

DINSHAH—What are Electrons 
and Protons, except Bombardment 
of some Element? 

SY—We are not sure they are 
Bombardment. 

DINSHAH—What are they? 

SY—Well, we don’t know. Some 
say, they are probably Matter. 

DINSHAH—What do you say? 
Your Expert knowledge? 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—Well, we shall drop 
it, then. 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You don’t 
what Elements give out? 

SY—Elements do not give out 
anything. 

DINSHAH—Radium gives out 
Helium and Radium is an Element? 

SY—That does not prove it, for 
all of that, sir. 

DINSHAH—Is Radium giving 
out Helium? 

SY—It is. 

DINSHAH—And Radium is an 
Klement? 

SY—Yes, sir and so is Helium. 

DINSHAH—How can an Ele- 
ment give out another Element, 
without being a Compound? 

SY—lIt is very simple, if you un- 
derstand the Physical Chemistry. 

DINSHAH—I know very well. I 
understand far better than any man 
in the World. 

J USTICH—Y ou are very modest. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, other- 
wise, I should have gone on the 
stand. Iam very modest. That is 
why I do not go on the Stand. 

HAGERTY—lI object to such a 
statement as that. There may be 
other reasons. 

DINSHAH — You are familiar 
with John Tyndall’s work on Heat 
and Light? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Are Heat and Light, 
Modes of Motion? 


know 


SY—Heat and Light are forms 
of Energy, sir. 

DINSHAH—Are Heat and Light, 
Modes of Motion? 

SY—That depends on what you 
mean by “Motion.” I can not an- 
swer that. 


DINSHAH—Have you read John 
Tyndall’s book, called ‘Heat and 
Light as Modes of Motion’? 

SY—Not lately. Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You did some years 
ago? 

SY—Many years ago. I should 
consider that very much out of 
date. I would not bother to read 
it sir, now. 

DINSHAH—Is Sir John Tyndall 
a recognized authority on Heat and 
Light? 

SY—Not any more. 

DINSHAH—He was. 

SY—He was, but, he is not any 
more. 

DINSHAH—Since when? 

SY—Many years ago. 

DINSHAH—So Tyndall’s work is 
worthless? 

SY—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—So what? 

SY—It was all right in its day. 

DINSHAH—Now, it is worth- 
less ? 

SY—No. Some of it is all right; 
much of it is out of date. 

JUSTICE—It is supplanted by 
new theories, based upon new ex- 
perimentation, in the light of new 
knowledge. 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—TI shall have to give 
you much of new knowledge, now. 

SY—I would like very much to 
get it. 

DINSHAH — Doctor, we_ shall 
stick to your own knowledge, please. 
I have the highest respect for you 
and we shall only stick to your Evi- 
dence, no more 

JUSTICE—Do not make speech- 
es. We have got to finish this Law- 
sult today. 

DINSHAH—Yes, I shall finish, 
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Your Honor. You remember recog- 
nizing that Chemical Chart yester- 
day, with the Spektraltafeln? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It has been said in 
this august Court, that those Slides 
have no Lines or Scripts of a spec- 
troscopical character on them and 
that is a part of this Indictment, 
that those Slides are mere fake 
pieces of Glass. 

SY—You mean the Slides we ex- 
amined yesterday? You mean the 
Colored Pieces of Round Glass? 

DINSHAH—The pieces of Round 
Glass ‘here, called Slides. The In- 
dictment reads that I gave these 
Glasses with this Equipment, prom- 
ising that there were certain Lines 
inscribed in them, but, on examina- 
tion, the Complainant finds that 
there are no Lines inscribed. You 
know well about Diffraction Grat- 
ings? 

SY—Yes; I understand it quite 
well, sir. 

DINSHAH—There are two Dif- 
fraction Gratings here? 

Y—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Y ou know that Dif- 
fraction Gratings have 25,000 or 
14,200 Lines? 

SY—I understand. 

DINSHAH—Here are the ac- 
knowledged, accepted Diffraction 
Gratings, made by Rowland, of Bal- 
timore, Maryland. 

SY—Show me. (Examines Dif- 
fraction Gratings.) I don’t really 
know, how one could tell with the 
naked eye. 

DINSHAH—Test it by the Color 
Diffraction; that is the Test for a 
Grating, sir. 

SY—yYes, I know. There is Dif- 
fraction there; yes. 

DINSHAH—It is a Diffraction 
Grating ? 

SY—That looks all right; yes, 
sir. Let me see the case in which 
they came. 

DINSHAH—This is another Dif- 
fraction Grating. That is the case 


(showing to Witness). 

SY—tThat is a very simple piece 
of Apparatus. We understand it 
well and we recognize those things; 
yes, sir. Diffraction Gratings— 
thousands of Lines scratched care- 
fully on it—thousands to the Inch. 


DINSHAH—TIf in a Class Room, 
a teacher would demonstrate these 
Gratings and then say, that certain 
Colors are generated by the break- 
ing of the Light passing through 
these Gratings 

SY—Refraction. 

DINSHAH—Re fraction or Dif 
fraction? Breaking up of the Light? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, is it not pos- 
sible for a Student who does not 
understand it, to get mixed up, that 
the Lines are on the Colored Glass? 

SY—He might mistake it; the 
possibilities are likely; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThat this would be 
one of the possibilities, that a Stu- 
dent who is not attentive, but, 
sometimes sleeping, he might think 
the Diffraction Grating is fixed in- 
side or something like that? 

SY—Yes and he might think it 
was a Diffraction Grating or it was 
plain Glass; yes. 

DINSHAH—tThere is a liability 
of confusion arising like that? 

—OQh, yes, indeed, that is per- 
fectly possible. If I did not examine 
them carefully, I might think it was 
just a plain piece of Glass. 

DINSHAH—Btut, it is not? 

SY—Evidently not; no, sir. 

DINSHAH—wWe shall have only 
one experimental demonstration, 
which your expert eye will justify 
or reject. 

SY—Perhaps I would not have to 
make it, if you will ask me the 
question. 

DINSHAH—We shall have to 
make the Experiment, to compare 
with this Slide-Carrier, to justify 
the work. Yesterday, sir, you ad- 
mitted that certain Color Lines ap- 
pearing in certain positions of the 
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Spectrum, indicate the presence of 
certain Chemicals? 

SY—Sodium and Calcium. 

DINSHAH — Sodium, Calcium, 
Lithium and so on? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I have here a can 
which I marked “Lithium,” which 
I shall give you the opportunity of 
lighting and testing with the Spec- 
troscope and examining with the 
Chart for the Lithium Lines. Lith- 
ium has two Lines, one on the Red 
Side and one on the Orange Side; is 
that right? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—I shall put this 
Chart here; it is in Evidence. 

JUSTICE—What is the use of 
that, if the Doctor admits it? 

SY—I admit all these things. 

DINSHAH—Y our Honor, I shall 
show him after that this Slide-Car- 
rier, to compare now, that has those 
Lines in there—those Lines and 
Scripts are there. I am divulging a 
trade secret, now —— 

HAGERTY—If the Court please, 
I thought just a moment ago, the 
Doctor was asking him a question. 
Let him examine. 

DINSHAH—No, that is on Dif- 
fraction Grating ; that is a different 
thing. 

J USTICE—So far as this Law- 
suit is concerned, these Lines and 
Scribes, in and of themselves, do 
not amount to much, if anything. 
The question is whether this Ma- 
chine has any Curative Value. 

DINSHAH—I make a Motion to 
the effect that from the Indictment 
the Lines and Scripts be stricken 
out, right here. 

JUSTICE—No. I will let that 
stand. I will cover it in my Charge 
to the Jury. 

DINSHAH—Well, I have an Ex- 
ception to that, Your Honor. 

JUSTICE—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThank you. Then, 
I shall not go into it. 

JUSTICE—I do not see any ne- 


cessity for it. The Doctor admits 
just what you are asking. 

DINSHAH—If Your Honor will 
take it up in your Charge, I am will- 
ing. 

JUSTICE—I will take care of 
that Scribe business, in the Charge. 

DINSHAH—Very well. I bow 
to that decision, Your Honor. I 
shall save your time. Now, sir, 
please take that Slide-Carrier to the 
Sunlight and then, I shall light the 
Bulb. 

SY—What should I do with it? 
We did this yesterday. 

DINSHAH—No. This is an- 
other. Kindly take this to the Sun. 

SY—I am doing things that I 
have already done, I imagine. 

DINSHAH—I know, but, the 
Court and these Honorable Jurors 
do not know. 

SY—I can tell them. 

DINSHAH — Telling is not 
enough. You will have to see in 
the Court the Slides. The first 
thing, kindly adjust the Slit, so as 
to have the Red on the Left Side 
and the Violet on the Right and get 
your Sunlight Fraunhofer Black 
Lines there. 

SY—I saw the Spectrum yester- 
day. Yes, the Red is on the Left 
Hand Side. 

DINSHAH—Just keep it that 
way. Now, look at the Slide-Car- 
rier, Doctor. Here is Red (indicat- 
ing).

is? 
DINSHAH—I am just showing 
you the Color. 
SY—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—tThis is Red? 
SY—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Here is the Violet? 
SY—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—I opened the Red 
and the Violet? 
SY—Yes, sir. 
DINSHAH—Kindly look through 
and see what has happened, now: 
this is Red and Violet, which I call 
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the Magenta Color—the Combina- 
ion. 

SY—I imagine that is Magenta; 
yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Red and Violet—it 
produces a Magenta Color there? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Kindly examine it 
with the Spectroscope and see what 
Line appears on your Left Hand 
Side. Do you notice a Line on the 
extreme Left, corresponding to the 
Lithium and Potassium Line of the 
Spectrum ? 

SY—lI have difficulty to see it in 
the dark. 


DINSHAH—You will see it this 
way, otherwise, I shall light the 
Bulb. 

SY—lIt is very dark. 

DINSHAH—lIt is very dark, but, 
if you —— 

SY—I will have to shade my 
eyes. 

DINSHAH—You might close 
your Left Eye. Do you see a Line 
on the extreme Left? 

SY—It is too dark. 

DINSHAH—I shall light this 
Bulb, then. 

SY—lIt is too dark; I can’t see it. 

DINSHAH—(Lights Bulb) Put 
this Slide-Carrier with the same 
Magenta, in there. May I adjust it 
for you? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH — On the extreme 
Left, do you notice a Line of a 
peculiar Color? 

SY—Yes, Red. 

DINSHAH—Will you examine 
the position on this Comparative 
Scale and report whether it is in the 
Lithium and Potassium position or 
not? 

SY—lIt would be very difficult to 
tell you, whether that is a Lithium 
or Sodium Line? 

DINSHAH—The position ? 

SY—It is approximately in the 
neighborhood. 

DINSHAH—It is approximately 
in the neighborhood? 


SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—That is all. Now, 
kindly see here. Will you please 
see here, that in this under Ma- 
genta, I have already put Potas- 
sium and Lithium? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, that Color 
Slide that you saw, has actual Color 
Wave corresponding to that Color? 

SY—We get an effect of the Spec- 
trum, that shows a Line there; yes. 


DINSHAH—Thank you. Now, 
Doctor, we shall cut out all technical 
and other questions to save time. 
The Human Body radiates Energy? 

SY—We get Heat from the Hu- 
man Body; yes. 

DINSHAH—Heat is Energy? 

SY—Heat is Energy and we 
know where it comes from. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever mark 
Energy coming ffom the Human 
Body? 

SY—I don’t understand. 

DINSHAH—Have you ever un- 
derstood that Energy radiates from 
the Human Body? 

S Y—1In the form of Heat, yes. 

DINSHAH—In the form of 
Heat? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—As a Physicist, you 
know the Instrument known as 
Langley’s Bolometer, for measuring 
the Heat of the Stars at a distance 
of Trillions of Miles? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—On what principle 
does this Bolometer of yours work? 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—Is it an Electric 
Thermometer? 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—It is an Electric 
Thermometer? 

SY—I don’t remember how it is 
made; no, don’t remember the con- 
struction of it. I imagine it is an 
Electrical Device. 

DINSHAH — With a Wheat- 
stone’s Bridge in it? 

SY—Yes, sir. 
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DINSHAH—Do you _ see this 
Wheatstone Bridge in this Bolo- 
meter ? 

SY—The Wheatstone Bridge 
that you measure—that creates Re- 
sistance, yes. 


DINSHAH—This thing acts as 
an Electric Thermometer? 

SY—Yes, 

DINSHAH—Would there be any 
fake in a Bridge like that, built to 
measure differences in the Tem- 
perature of the Body—would that 
be a fake Machine? 


SY—That would be a very simple 
thing. It is patented. It would 
have to be genuine, because, they 
would not patent it. 

DINSHAH—You believe, if a 
Machine is patented as an Electric 
Thermometer—it is used on the 
Human Body for measuring the 
Temperature—it would be genuine? 

SY—I imagine that would be 
quite capable yes, that you can have 
a Machine for measuring those 
Temperatures very nicely. 

DINSHAH—If I tell you with 
that Bolometer or that Instrument 
of Science, that I can measure 
1/40th of a Degree Fahrenheit in 
the Human Body, is that possible? 

SY—Why, seems to be. 

DINSHAH—The Bolometer mea- 
sures the Heat of an object 3 Miles 
away? 

SY—Probably. 

DINSHAH—Now, Doctor, we 
come to another thing. Supposing 
you have—now, I am asking you a 
pure, simple Experiment in Chem- 
istry 

J USTICH—Let the Doctor an- 
swer it. 

HAGERTY—Do not tell what 
they are. Just ask him. 

DINSHAH—Have you much ex- 
perience with Hydrogen and Chlo- 
rine Gases? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever mix 
Hydrogen and Chlorine and explode 


them ? 

SY—No; I haven’t actually tried 
that, because, I am a little afraid of 
that. 


DINSHAH—You are afraid of 
what would happen, if a bottle of 
Hydrogen and a bottle of Chlorine 
were mixed in one bottle and a Blue 
Light shone on that bottle? 

SY—I don’t remember which 
Lights would make it explode, but, 
if we should set it in the window 
there, it would promptly blow up. 

DINSHAH—You know well, that 
if Hydrogen and Chlorine are mixed 
together, Red Light will not ex- 
plode it? 

SY—I am not sure, Red—I think 
it does not. I think you are right. 

DINSHAH — Then, Blue has 
some Explosive Power, to blow up 
Chemicals, which Red has not? 

SY—Well, it has the Power to 
make these things unite and when 
they unite they explode. The Red 
is not as explosive. It has the 
property 

DINSHAH—Blue has the Chem- 
ical Power to make them unite and 
explode? 

SY—That is the idea. Light is 
generally known, to have the ability 
to bring out Chemical Reactions. 

DINSHAH—As Colors are part 
of the Light Spectrum, they also 
must have Chemical Reactions? 

SY—Some have more and some 
have less. 

DINSHAH—But, they must have 
Chemical Reactions? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — All Colors must 
have Chemical Reactions? 

SY—I don’t know whether they 
must, but, I guess they all do have. 

DINSHAH—tThen, may I ask, if 
you have studied the Chemistry of 
the various articles of Food, in con- 
nection with your medical work? 

SY—Why, sir, I taught Bio-Che- 
mistry in a Medical School for 
years. 

DINSHAH — Chemistry teaches 
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also, there is Copper in predomi- 
nance in the Lungs? 

SY—Very little; yes. 

DINSHAH—Kindly consult this 
Chart, please. That Copper, I have 
included in the Orange Range of 
Color; its Color is Orange? 

SY—No; it is not Orange. 

DINSHAH—tThat is, between 
Red and Yellow? 

SY—yYes, it is Reddish. I guess 
it is Orange. 

DINSHAH—Orange is Red and 
Yellow? 

SY—Well, all right; call it a Red- 
dish Color; Reddish Orange. 

DINSHAH—It has been said by 
you, that “Tuberculosis can not be 
cured by Color” and you have men- 
tioned in your Direct Examination, 
that “it is absurd,” according to 
your 86 years of experience in that, 
Doctor. 

SY—Wait a minute. 

DINSHAH—You said “I admit 
we don’t know everything.” 

SY—I won’t admit that I said 
that. I did not say that it could 
not be. I said, that I didn’t believe 
it could be cured. 

DINSHAH — Then, I have to 
prove that it can be done? 

SY—Yes, sir, you have to prove 
that it can be done and I am willing 
to believe it. 

DINSHAH—Oh! You are lib- 
eral. Now, will you please see 
there, that Copper has the Orange 
Spectrum or I might have the com- 
parative Spektraltafeln Chart. 

SY—It has the Orange Spec- 
trum; yes. 

DINSHAH—You admit, Copper 
has Orange Line Spectrum ? 

SY—I think, that can be easily 
shown; yes, sir. I don’t remember 
off-hand, exactly what proportion 
it has, but, it is in the Orange 
neighborhood somewhere. 

DINSHAH—There are plenty of 
Orange Lines in Nature? 

SY—It shows up, yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—Shows up in Cop- 

r? 

SY—Yes, that is right. 

DINSHAH — You admit that 
there is some Copper in the Lungs? 

SY—There is Copper in the Hu- 
man Body. 

DINSHAH—Now, Doctor, in the 
Lungs it has been found. 

SY—I dare say, yes. 

DINSHAH—Here is the man 
who found it, I tell you. You also 
know that the Heart has Strontium, 
Potassium and Lithium activities ? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—It has these Ele- 
ments in it? 

SY—The whole Body has —— 

DINSHAH—No, no; the Heart, 
this Blood Pump? 

SY—Yes, I know, but, we find 
Strontium in the Human Body. I 
don’t know whether it is centered 
in the Heart. 


DINSHAH—You see, I can not 
admit you as expert on the whole 
Body, because, you are not a Bio- 
logist. Has the Heart Potassium, 
Lithium and Strontium? 

SY—It has. 

DINSHAH—Kindly, see this 
Chart, now and you see that Lith- 
ium, Potassium and Strontium on 
the Magenta, in similar Colors 
marked here; is that right? 

SY—That is right. 

DINSHAH—You admit that? 

SY—I admit that. 

DINSHAH—In this Chart of the 
Therapeutic System, it is marked 
that Magenta is a Cardiac Ener- 
gizer? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Because, the maker 
of this Machine contends, that 
those Elements thrown on that 
Heart Area, produce those Heart 
Reactions here; you agree with it? 

SY—The Elements drawn in? 

DINSHAH—No; that Heart Dis- 
orders may be produced, because of 
the want of Potassium, Lithium or 
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Strontium in the Heart? 
SY—The absence? 
DINSHAH—Yes. Is that right? 
SY—yYes. Well, it may be, yes, 
most anything may be true, yes. 
DINSHAH—tThen, are you pre- 
pared, with your knowledge, to con- 


tend that a Color which has those . 


Spectral Lines, showing the pres- 
ence of that kind of Chemical Ac- 
tivity, can not produce certain Bio- 
logical Reactions, in that Potas- 
sium, Lithium and Strontium? 

SY—You are asking quite a mis- 
leading question, if I might use 
that word. You are not introduc- 
ing Copper into the Human Body. 
You say, the Copper is missing, 
therefore the Heart can not func- 
tion properly. Let us say that is 
true; but, to look at a Light that 
has a certain Spectral Line, does 
not introduce Copper into my 
Heart. How can you expect any 
effect ? 

DINSHAH—How does a Tomato 
grow on the farm, from the Light 
of the Sun that is ninety-two and a 
half Million Miles away? Tomatoes 
grow on a farm, what we eat, those 
fruits? 

SY—The fruits, yes, the Food. 

DINSHAH—Very well, sir. So 
Tomatoes grow on a farm? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThey are a Red Col- 
or? 

SY—yYes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThere is a Light put 
by the Grand Architect Of The 
Universe, 9214 Million Miles away, 
which you call the Sun? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And why does it not 
grow the Tomato Green? 

SY—That is one of the myster- 
ies of Nature. 

DINSHAH—You __ don’t 
anything about it? 

SY—No. I would not attempt 
to explain the mysteries of the 
Creator. 


know 


DINSHAH—Explain to the Hon- 
orable Jury, how a Tomato grows 
on a farm, by the Sunlight 9214 
Million Miles away. 


SY—It has to have Moisture; it 
has to have Mineral Matter; it has 
to have Air; yet, I would certainly 
be too modest to interpret how the 
Creator put the mysteries in the 
Air and Vegetable and Animal Mat- 
ters, to make them grow. I must 
decline. 


DINSHAH—tThere is Moisture 
and Air in the Human Body? 
_SY—And Mineral Matter; yes, 
sir. 


DINSHAH—If Light from the 
Sun were thrown on the Human 
Body, are you prepared to deny 
Chemical Reactions in the Human 
Body—of the Light? 

SY—It would absorb Chemical 
Reactions from the Light of the 
Sun, more or less. 


DINSHAH—You have not stud- 
ied anything about those Chemical 
Reactions in the Body? 

SY—No, I would not say that for 
a minute. I have studied that all 
my life. 

DINSHAH—You mean Light? 

SY—No, I have not spent my 
time on Light alone, but, that is 
one of the factors—Light and Heat 
and perhaps Electricity are some of 
the things so involved and I have 
studied it just as many as anybody 
else, from the text books. 


DINSHAH—But not as much as 
this man who claims some different 
things ? 

SY—No, sir, I haven’t—I take 
that back: Not as much as you. 

DINSHAH—I feel honored, that 
you will honor one gentleman from 
another land. 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Can you tell me how 
a Green Cucumber grows from the 
same Sunlight, then? 

SY—yYes. 

DINSHAH—How? 
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SY—Very simple. 

DINSHAH—How? 

SY—The Chemical Reactions in 
the Cucumber, well, it may be, are 
immature; gives different Colors, 
the Chemical Reactions change and 
with it they change; there is a pre- 
dominance of Green Color, same as 
the leaves in the Fall in the Maple 
Tree; one Color predominates; in 
the Summer time, the Chlorophyll 
predominates; in the Fall, a change 
comes up and then the Yellow and 
the Green predominate. I don’t 
know all about it; certainly not. 


DINSHAH—You don’t know? 

SY—No, I don’t. You may, but, 
I certainly do not. 

DINSHAH — “TI certainly do 
not’! Did you ever stop to think 
that all Grass is Green and all Na- 
ture is Green? 

SY—Often ; I have often thought 
of it. 

DINSHAH—If I tell you, that be- 
cause it is the presence of Chloro- 
phyll — Chlorophyll is Chloros, 
Green, in the Greek Language— 
things that have Chlorophyll in 
them are Green? 


SY—In fact, all Grasses have it; 
all Green things. 


DINSHAH—tThis is Green here 
(indicating), Muscle And Tissue 
Builder. Proteins have Nitrogen? 


SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And Nitrogen is a 
Green Wave? 

SY—Nitrogen is a Green Wave? 

DINSHAH—In the Spectrum, the 


Nitrogen predominates in the Green 
Wave? 

SsY—Surely. 

DINSHAH—Then here, this 
man puts here, that the Green 
Wave has the power of Muscle And 
Tissue Building? 

SY—That, I should say, would be 
a guess. That would have to be 
demonstrated, before I should be- 


lieve it. 

DINSHAH—Then, if Medical 
Doctors and Surgeons would come 
forward ‘on this Stand and give 
their Testimony, that they have ac- 
tually used this to produce Muscle- 
Building and Tissue-Building and 
all that, would that be all right, 
then? 


SY—If they would demonstrate 
it to me, I should have to believe it. 


DINSHAH—If they would show 
you Hospital Records and under 
Oath swear to it, that they have 
been doing it for 11 years, then 
what? 


SY—If it were Testimony such 
as I heard yesterday, I would not 
pay any attention to it, because — 

DINSHAH—Whose Testimony? 

SY—One of your own Witnesses, 
who said the seat of Love is in the 
Heart. 

DINSHAH—No, no. I mean, Doc- 
tor, if it were the Senior Surgeon 
of the Woman’s Hospital of Phila- 
delphia? 

SY—Today? 

DINSHAH—She was here on the 
Stand two days ago. 

SY—Is she the Senior now? 

DINSHAH—She was Senior Sur- 
geon years ago. She is retired now. 

SY—If she is like some Doctors, 
I would not believe anything she 
said! 

DINSHAH—You don’t depend 
on Doctors? 


SY—If she were like some Doc- 
tors I know, I would take every- 
thing with Salt! If she were like 
some Doctors I know, I would be- 
gin to pay attention to it. I would 
be open-minded and if they dem- 
onstrated it to me, then, I would 
believe anything they would dem- 
onstrate. Is that fair? 

DINSHAH—I shall have to get 
you in my next Class, to learn that. 

SY—I would have to pay a Tui- 
tion Fee? 
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DINSHAH—Y ou would be a mar- 
velous Student of Spectro-Chrome 
Metry. 

At this interesting juncture, as 


the learned Witness was slowly re- 
lenting, the Court declared Recess 
till 2 P. M. 


CHAPTER 2 
JURY SEES RAINBOW IN SKY 


During the recess, more whispers 
were heard that the bolts and nuts 
holding the Prosecution machinery, 
were becoming more and more 1loos- 
ened. The answers of the Univer- 
sity Professor, did not seem to 
please the District Attorney’s As- 
sistant. The skies of success did 
not look so cheerful for Housman 
Hughes and those behind his 
Washing Machines. Some gears 
had evidently jammed and unless 
some extraordinary, scientific 
proofs be produced by the Prose- 
cution, the aspect of hope for its 
success looked doubtful. The De- 
fendant continued his Cross Exami- 
nation relentlessly, after the Court 
began. 


JUSTICE—As I take it, Colonel, 
you are almost through with this 
Witness? 

DINSHAH—By half-past 2, I 
shall be entirely through. 

SY-—I have a public Lecture at 5 
o’clock. I would like to prepare for 
it, for about an hour. 


DINSHAH—I shall not detain 
you. We spoke about Surgeons and 
Physicians of repute. That, of 
course, brings up, that there are 
some bad ones and good ones in 
every profession. I am showing 
you a photogram which is in Evi- 
dence in Court, given as an Exhibit 
by a reputable Surgeon of a Wo- 
man’s Hospital of Philadelphia, 
where she was the Senior Surgeon. 
The girl was burnt, in front and at 
the back. Have you heard of any 
case of that kind reported? 

SY—I have heard of Serious 
Burns, but 


DINSHAH—To that extent? 

SY—Oh, I have heard of people 
being burned, so that they died 
from the Burn yes, but, I don’t 
know, I can not say, that I have 
ever heard of anybody burned just 
that amount. I presume, some of 
these cases have more and some 
less. 


DINSHAH—But of that extent? 
SY—I can not recite any case; 


no. 

DINSHAH—I shall show you 
these two photograms which are in 
Exhibit, of the same girl repaired 
and complete New Skin built like 
that. 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH-—Have you ever had 
any experience of that in your sur- 
gical or medical knowledge? 

SY—WNo, I have not. 

DINSHAH—In connection with 
your medical or surgical work? 

SY—No. I don’t know much 
about that. 

JUSTICE—I take it, that is out- 
side of your field ; is it not? 

SY—Quite so; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH-—But you have been 
in connection with medical work? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You have never seen 
such a case like that repaired and a 
New Skin built? 

SY—WNo. 

DINSHAH—Then, if on Oath in 
Evidence, a reputable Physician 
and Surgeon comes here and says 
that she did that with Spectro- 
Chrome, what would you call that? 

JUSTICE—I don’t think that is 
competent. 

DINSHAH-—lIs competent? 
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JUSTICE—No, no; it is not for 
him to qualify and pass upon or de- 
termine upon the Testimony of oth- 
er Witnesses. That is for the Jury. 
If the Jury believe that, that is a 
point in your favor and if they 
don’t —— 

DINSHAH—Did you ever know 
personally, of any Skin like that 
built by any medical or surgical 
system? 

SY—No. 

DINSHAH—Is it possible to do 
it by Medicine or Surgery ? 

SY—I should expect, if I were 
burned, I should expect a regular 
Physician to heal me up without 
the use of any Apparatus like that. 
Yes, I should expect a Surgeon to 
heal me up—to graft some New 
Skin on. I suppose there are thou- 
sands of cases on record, where peo- 
ple who have been burned and Skin 
has been —— 


JUSTICE—I don’t think we 
ought to go into this any further, 
because, Dr. Sy does not pretend 
to be a medical man. 

SY—Not in my line. 

DINSHAH—He says, he has 36 
years in clinical work. 

Y—NO, sir. 

JUSTICE—That is a different 
thing—in Chemistry and Physics 
and Biology. 

DINSHAH—We shall stick to 
the Physics and Biology knowledge. 
You understand Biology well? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—You made a remark, 
before retiring for the recess, Doc- 
tor, “it is foolish to say, the seat 
of Love is in the Heart,” is that 
right ? 

SY—In my opinion, that sounds 
rather stupid or foolish. 

DINSHAH—It is very stupid and 
foolish ? 

SY—I would think so; yes, in my 
opinion. 

DINSHAH—Everything is your 
opinion, of course. Now, Doctor, 


please tell me, if Emotions, like An- 
ger, Love and Jealousy, produce 
Biological and Chemical Reactions 
in the Vital Organs of the Body— 
changes in the bodily functions of 
the Vital Organs? 

SY — Certainly, they produce 
changes in the Vital Organs, very 
quickly. 

DINSHAH—If a man, therefore, 
would be jealous of a girl, he 
thought a girl was going to marry 
him and all of a sudden, the girl 
married somebody else and de- 
structive Emotion is produced in 
his Mind, would that affect his 
Heart ? 

SY—I think it would; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, it is not 
determining that the Emotional 
Seat is in the Heart, but, changes of 
a chemical nature may occur, by 
Emotions in the Heart? 

SY—Yes. 


DINSHAH—As you stated, Doc- 
tor, that the Heart can have Potas- 
sium and Lithium and Strontium, is 
it not reasonable to expect, that it 
would affect the Strontium and Po- 
tassium and Lithium content in the 
Heart also chemically ? 

SY—Oh, any chemical change 
would affect that; yes, sir, that is 
possible. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, the Po- 
tassium and Lithium and Strontium 
content would be affected? 

SY—I should imagine so. 

DINSHAH—Very fine! There- 
fore, that is relevant. Now, what 
is it that affects the Healing Pro- 
cesses in the Human Body? 

SY¥—Oh, I don’t know that. Light 
affects it, Heat affects it, Medicines 
affect it, the Mind affects it. 

DINSHAH—The Mind also af- 
fects it? 

SY—Oh, I have no doubt. 

DINSHAH—Is the Mind a tan- 
gible, physical thing ? 

Y—No, sir. 

DINSHAH—What is it? 
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SY—TI don’t know. 
DINSHAH—You don’t know? 
SY—No. 


DINSHAH—What do you believe 
the Mind is? What is your opinion ? 

SY—TI have an opinion, that what 
we call Consciousness or Cerebra- 
tion or Mind, is the result of Chem- 
ical Action. That is my own idea. 

DINSHAH—Mind is the result of 
Chemical Action? 

SY—Yes, 


DINSHAH—But, what is the 
cause? 

SY¥—Oh, I don’t know that. 

DINSHAH—You don’t know? 

SY—No. That is matter beyond 
my Bio-Chemistry and beyond my 
Biology. 

DINSHAH—Is Mind a Chemical? 

SY—No. 

DINSHAH—Is it in the realm of 
a Chemical? 

SY—No. 

DINSHAH—In the realm of 
what is it? 

SY—Mind is the realm of Psy- 
chology. 

DINSHAH —~ Please, translate 
what you mean by “Psychology”? 

SY¥—Study of the Mind. 

DINSHAH—That is man’s know- 
ledge? 

JUSTICE—Well, I think that is 
about what we all know about it; 
isn’t it? 

DINSHAH—The root of the 
word “Psychology,” in the Greek 
means “Psyche,” the “Soul’? 

SY—Yes, 

DINSHAH—And “Logia” mean- 
ing the “Speech” ? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Speech of the Soul, 
is not Speech of a Chemical, unless 
you believe the Soul is Chemical? 

SY—No; the Soul is not Chem- 
ical and the study of the Mind is 
not Chemistry. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever study 
the Mind as the Seat of the Soul 
Processes? 

SY¥—Well, Mind, yes. 


DINSHAH—tThey are invisible, 
therefore, in the realm of Meta- 
physics? 

SY¥—yYes and that is out of my 
realm. 

DINSHAH—A Seed put in the 
ground has one Chemistry within 
its Body; has it not? 

SY—No, not Chemistry; it is a 
regular Chemical; there is Chem- 
istry connected with it. 

DINSHAH—What is the compo- 
sition of any Seed, that a farmer 
puts in the ground to grow? 
SY¥—That is quite complex. 
DINSHAH—Any Chemicals in 


SY—Oh, full of it: it is all Chem- 
icals, 

DINSHAH—If Seeds are made 
of all Chemicals, how is it that the 
Grand Architect of the World, put- 
ting a Light in the Sky, ninety-two 
and one-half Million Miles away, 
could make that Seed react to that 
Light Emanation, so many Miles 
away, through the ground? 

SY—By Light and by Heat and 
by Moisture and by all the other 
things that surround it; but, just 
how He does it, I do not want to 
reveal that here. 

DINSHAH—Neither do I. 

JUSTICE—I wouldn’t if I were 
you or anybody. Nobody knows yet 
why Hydrogen and Oxygen made 
Water. Nobody has yet found out 
about those; have they? 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, I have 
found out. Here, I shall prove it 
right here, from his mouth: if 
you will kindly be patient, I shall 
finish him by 2:30. I promise that. 

SY—8 o’clock will be all right. 

DINSHAH—Oh, well, then, we 
may make it 3 o’clock. I want to 
cut it off, Your Honor, 

JUSTICE—Make it 2:30. 

DINSHAH—Make it 2:30? Yes, 
I want to be through with it. Now, 
sir, if | say, that you know, as you 
say, a Seed is composed of all the 
Chemicals ? 


it 
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SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—And if Light, in con- 
junction with the Minerals and the 
Water and so on, affects it, then 
Light has a definite Chemical Re- 
action on the Seed ? 

SY—The known Chemical Reac- 
tion, because of the Light Activity 
—it has Chemical Action in the 
Seed ; yes. 

DINSHAH—That Light comes 
from the Sun? Is it Light and Heat 
or only Energy which may be con- 
verted into Light and Heat? 

SY—Light and Heat are each a 
form of Energy; so, Energy comes 
from the Sun. 

DINSHAH—Does any Light or 
Heat directly emanate from the 
Sun? Has that necessarily any 
Heat and Light? 

SY—Why, certainly. 

DINSHAH—No, I shall show you 
the Experiment right here. Here 
is the Sun shining in the Heavens 
(indicating). 

SY—No; that doesn’t happen to 
be the Sun! 

DINSHAH—No. Any Light will 
do just the same? 

JUSTICE—What has that got to 
do with this Lawsuit? 

DINSHAH—I want to test your 
theory of Light, Doctor. 

JUSTICE—We are not interest- 
ed in that, are we, except as it ap- 
plies to this Lawsuit? I am get- 
ting to the point, where I am going 
to end this Lawsuit. 

DINSHAH—No, Your Honor, 
this is the most relevant thing in 
Spectro-Chrome Metry, which was 
demonstrated in the Class work. 
Here is a Light, there shining in 
the Heavens (indicating). Is there 
anything seen between the Earth 
and the Beam of Light? 


SY—No; if there is any dust or 
anything in the room, you couldn’t 
see it; no. 

DINSHAH—Therefore, Light is 
invisible itself, until it reaches the 


Eye? 

SY—It is the modern definition— 
I would not quibble over a defini- 
tion—Light is the sensation we get 
on our Optie Nerve, but, it is not 
Sunlight. 

DINSHAH-—If I tell you, that 
there is no Heat or Light coming 
from the Sun, but, the Energy com- 
ing from the Sun is transformed 
into Heat or Light, by the Interfer- 
ence Wave Motion produced by the 
Atmosphere, do you admit that? 

SY—I would say, you were quib- 
bling with definitions. 


DINSHAH—My definitions are 
direct; I have to quibble with your 
definitions in a few minutes. 

SY—That is all right; go ahead. 

DINSHAH—Do you admit that? 

SY—WNo, sir. 

DINSHAH — Then, what is 
Light? 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—You don’t 
“Light”? 

SY—No! 

DINSHAH—We shall drop that, 
then. 

SY—I know what I think it is, 
but, I don’t know what it is. 

DINSHAH — We shall forget 
everything. You said that the Hu- 
man Body gives out Radiation in 
the shape of Heat and so on? 

SY—I said, Heat came from the 
Body ; yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Can you interfere 
with Heat, by a process of Inter- 
ference, as we know in Polarized 
Light? 

SY—Not exactly the same way. 
Yes, you can interfere with the Vi- 
brations. 

DINSHAH—You can interfere 
with the Radiation Vibrations? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH — By throwing a 
Light, whose Interstices or Vibra- 
tory Fields do not correspond ? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tTherefore, if the 


know 
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Body emanates any Emanation, by 
throwing some other Emanatory 
Energy on it, you can interfere with 
the Radiation? 

SY—Undoubtedly; to some ex- 
tent, yes. 


DINSHAH—And you can also, in 
the reverse way, reinforce it? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH — That’s that and 
have you heard that such Emana- 
tion is called the Human Aura? 

SY—I have heard of that; yes, 
but, I have never taken any stock 
in that. That does not seem to be 
scientific. 

DINSHAH—But, you never ex- 
perimented with that’? 

Y—NOo, sir. 

DINSHAH—Y ou ‘believe in the 
theory of the Scientists—as a Sci- 
entist yourself—that Light is pro- 
pagated through the medium of 
the Ether? 


SY—I am not so sure, what I do 
believe about that. We used to be- 
lieve in the Corpuscular Theory of 
Light; then, we taught the Ether, 
because, we believed in the Wave 
Theory of Light and in order to 
have Waves, we had to have some- 
thing—we found there was nothing 
between here and the Light—we 
had to invent something and we in- 
vented the word “Ether” ! 

DINSHAH—That is, you faked 
up something to suit yourself? 

SY—That is what the Scientists 
did a long time ago and abandoned 
it. 

DINSHAH—You faked up some- 
thing to suit yourself and then you 
abandoned it? 

SY—No; we did not fake it. 

DINSHAH—You coneocted a 
theory? 

SY—That is a thing which the 
Scientists do not do. 

DINSHAH—I want to have this 
learned gentleman define those 
things in a relevant manner. 

JUSTICE—Go ahead, now. 

DINSHAH—Five minutes more. 


The Human Circulation of the 
Blood, repairs the damages in the 
Body; is that right? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—In Biology, it is an 
admitted fact? 

SY—tThat is one of the factors 
in the repair of the Body; yes. 

DINSHAH—And the Blood is 
composed of Erythrocytes and Leu- 
kocytes ? 

SY—Those are two of the things 
in Blood. 

DINSHAH—The main things; 
are they not? 

SY—I would not say “the main 
things,” but, two of the important. 

DINSHAH ~— The Erythrocytes 
are the Red Corpuscles? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH — And the Leuko- 
cytes, meaning White Corpuscles? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—“Leukos” in Greek 
means ‘White’ and “kytos’” means 
a “cell? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—Did you ever hear 
the word “Phagocyte,” which was 
introduced here? 

SY—Yes, that is plain; simple. 

DINSHAH—What is the differ- 
ence between a Phagocyte and a 
Leukocyte? 

SY—lI don’t want to lose a small 
reputation by mentioning the defi- 
nition. I don’t know enough about 
that. 

DINSHAH—Here is an Ameri- 
can Dictionary or American Medi- 
eal Dictionary. 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Examine and see, if 
you agree with this definition of 
Phagocyte (indicating) ? 

SY—Yes, I agree with it. This 
is a good Medical Dictionary, but, 
there are many accepted theories 
at the present time. 

DINSHAH—Will you kindly read 
what “Phagocyte”’ means here? 

Sy—“‘Any cell that destroys Mi- 
crocosms,” but, in fact, I would say 
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either type. 

DINSHAH—While we are on the 
subject, you will also see that 
“Spectro chrome” is defined in 
the same Dictionary? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—See there, under 
“Spectro chrome,’ my System of 
Healing. 

SY—“A term applied to a meth- 
od of treatment consisting of ex- 
posure of the part to be treated to 
Light of various Colors.” 

DINSHAH—Whether you agree 
with it or not, it is there? 

SY—This Dictionary agrees 
there is a System like that; yes. It 
does not say anything about what 
it does. 

DINSHAH—No, of course. That 
is immaterial. Phagocytes, there- 
fore, are those Cells which are 
transformed, which eat up M1j- 
crobes? 

SY—That is what we believe 
now, it is. In fact, we can see it. 

DINSHAH—This eating up of 
Microbes work, is Chemical in na- 
ture? 


SY—Chemical and Physical; 
yes, Sir. 

DINSHAH—Biological in na- 
ture? 

SY—Yes, sir. 


DINSHAH—And the stream of 
Blood circulating has the power of 
producing those effects? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—And therefore, if 
any Energy introduced into the 
Human Body, can produce those 
Chemical Reactions, they can make 
Leukocytes into Phagocytes and so 
on; can they not? 

SY—If—-yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tTheories, you said, 
sir—and we all admit that theories 
are changeable—is there any Sci- 
ence in the World, that never will 
change? 

SY—That is a big question. I 
can not answer that. 


DINSHAH—Is Arithmetic a per- 
fect Science? Two and two make 
four or will that be changed ten 
years hence? 

SY—I have my doubts about 
that. They say, a Straight Line is 
not straight and two and two will 
not be four! 

DINSHAH—You may please an- 
swer yes or no. Do you believe that 
three and three will ever make 
seven? 

SY—I can not answer that. 

DINSHAH—You must answer; 
your own knowledge. 

SY—I can not. I won't. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor —— 


JUSTICE—No. He says he can 
t 


not. 

DINSHAH—He says he won’t. 

SY—Well, I can’t. 

DINSHAH—Can you say that it 
will ever make—3 and 3 will make 
7? 

SY—‘Ever” is an awfully long 
time and I refuse to answer, be- 
cause, I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—What does it make 
today, when you stand there? 

4 SY—Today, I say 2 and 2 make 
DINSHAH—And 8 and 8 make? 
SY—Six. 

DINSHAH—Today ? 

SY—As I understand. 

DINSHAH—You believe it will 
be changed any time? 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—wWill it change some 
time in your life, then? 

SY—No, I don’t think so, in my 
life. I don’t know. They have 
changed a Straight Line into a 
Crooked Line. 

DINSHAH—“They have changed 
a Straight Line into a Crooked 
Line?” All crooks do not go on a 
Straight Line; that is why they 
made the present—how is that? 

SY—That introduces another 
factor. 

DINSHAH—Another factor? 
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SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Do you believe, a 
Straight Line therefore, is not a 
Straight Line, but, a Crooked Line? 

SY—No;I said, that is what they 


say. 

DINSHAH—Do you believe it? 

SY—No. I think a Straight Line 
is a Straight Line. 

DINSHAH—Then, do you believe 
3 and 3 will ever change? 

SY—I don’t know. 

DINSHAH—You have studied 
Geometry; have you not? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—How many Degrees 
are there in a Circle? 

SY—360. 

JUSTICE—That is just an arbi- 
trary number. I suppose, if they 
wanted to, they could change that. 

DINSHAH—But, you have not 
read about Attuned Color Waves, 
in the Musical Wave Lengths? 

SY—I don’t know much about 
Music. 

DINSHAH—I am not talking 
about Music. Shall I shut down, 
Your Honor? Just give me—just 
two minutes more; we shall make it 
now in ten minutes. 

JUSTICE—You set your own 
time limit. 

DINSHAH—tThat was in defer- 
ence to the Court, but, the Witness 
wants to get away. 

SY—No; Ido not want to. I just 
say, | would like to get away by 3. 

DINSHAH—Novw, sir, the Spec- 
trum of the Sunlight is from Red 
to Violet—the Chromatic Spec- 
trum ? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—You saw there, that 
we combined the tail end of Red and 
Violet and made another Color— 
the Magenta? 

SY—You call it Magenta. 

DINSHAH—It was another Col- 
or? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—That made a com- 


plete Circle of 360 Degrees: did it 
not? Isn’t it a Circle, now? 

SY—Well, 

DINSHAH—Here is the Rain- 
bow, from the Red to the Violet 
Range? 

SY—No, that is not a Rainbow. 

DINSHAH—I shall make the 
Rainbow right here, by a Prism, 
please. 

SY—I will make it on the Sky. 

JUSTICE—The Jury can _ see 
that, if they get up early in the 
morning. 

oe NSHAH—Well, let it be in the 


y. 

JUSTICE—In a shower in the 
afternoon, they can see it too. 

SY—There is a Rainbow in the 
Sky. 

DINSHAH—It is in the form of 
a Semicirele, 

SY—I know how a Rainbow 
looks. 

DINSHAH—In this, I take the 
Violet and combine it with the Red. 
Doesn’t that make a Circle, in con- 
junction with the Circle of Color? 

SY—You mean a Circle here (in- 
dicating)? No 

DINSHAH—No, no. In these 
Prismatic Colors, we take the tail 
end of the Red and the tail end of 
the Violet; we join up two Colors of 
the Spectrum, Red and Violet? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Which makes a 
Mathematical, Geometrical Circle; 
does it not? 

SY—Yes, a Circle. That is, you 
take one end and hitch it onto the 
other end and call that in between, 
a Circle. 

DINSHAH—What is a Circle? 

J USTICE—Your time is up, Col- 
onel. I am going to get through 
with this case. I don’t think that 
has much to do with this Lawsuit. 

DINSHAH—I have just one 
more question finally. You have 
bought Optical Apparatus and Elec- 
trical Apparatus for a Laboratory ? 
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SY—Yes. I remember what they 
look like, if you wish to ask me. 

DINSHAH—Shall I proceed, 
then, in their absence? 

SY—I remember them; yes. 

DINSHAH—Kindly have a look 
at that Optical Apparatus and the 
Mechanical Apparatus and Electri- 
cal Apparatus (indicating). 

Y—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—tThis Apparatus was 
hired to the Complainant; admit- 
tedly hired to him on a Deposit of 
$200. Is there $200 of Optical 
Goods and Scientific Value there or 
not? 

HAGERTY—Just a moment; I 
object to that. 

DINSHAH—Why not? 

JUSTICE—Well, because, I take 
it, the Doctor is not an Expert on 
the cost of Machines of that sort. 

DINSHAH—He has been pur- 
chasing Equipment. 

J USTICE—Well, if he can tell. 

DINSHAH—That is what I am 
asking; what he can tell. 


JUSTICE — Are you familiar 
with the value of Machines and 
stuff ? 

SY—Oh, yes, sir, we buy Micro- 
scopes and 

DINSHAH—Optical Goods like 
that? 

SY— Yes. 

DINSHAH—Is this Apparatus 
worth about $200? 

SY—I should say it cost more; 
that from the ordinary manufac- 
turer, it cost certainly $200. I don’t 
know what it is worth, but, that is 
what they would charge us for it. 
~DINSHAH—I am through with 
this Witness, now. Now, before we 
proceed with the Arguments 

JUSTICE—Let us see what Mr. 
Hagerty has, first. 


At this hint, the Prosecuting At- 
torney stood up for Redirect Ex- 
amination of the Mathematician 
Straight Line Professor Albert P. 
Sy and though the learned gentle- 
man wanted to go for his 5 o’clock 
Lecture, detained him more. 


CHAPTER 8 
GROWING COPPER ON A WALL OR IN BREAD! 


Leo Hagerty did not care wheth- 
er the time was up or down. He 
had to find some loopholes anyhow, 
so he started the Redirect Exami- 
nation of Albert P. Sy. 


HAGERTY—Dr. Sy, do you have 
any question, from Cross Examina- 
tion by the Defendant, in the course 
of this morning and this afternoon, 
that his contention is, that these 
Colors—the Color Lights—intro- 
duce certain Chemicals into the 
Body? 

SY—yYes, I got that impression 
yesterday and slightly this morn- 
ing, that that was the purpose of 
this Light treatment, to introduce 
these Elements into the Body. That 
is the impression I got; yes, sir. 

GERTY—TIf, as has been said 


here, the Heart, for instance, is 
lacking in Potassium or Copper, in 
your opinion, would it be possible 
for Colored Lights to supply or in- 
troduce into the Body and into the 
Heart, the Copper and Potassium 
that is lacking in the Heart? 

SY—The Copper itself? 

HAGERTY— Yes. 

SY—No. Oh, no, you could not 
introduce Copper itself that way. 
If there was Copper missing and 
you wanted to introduce Copper, 
you would have to inhale it or eat 
it or drink it. You couldn’t intro- 
duce it with a stream of Light. 

HAGERTY—In your opinion, is 
it possible for Copper to be project- 
ed by a stream of Light? 

SY—Oh, no, no; a stream of 
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Light would not project it. You 
might have Copper Dust and carry 
it along with the stream of air or 
something of that sort, but, not 
with Light; no. 

HAGERTY—As you have testi- 
fied, the growth of, for instance, 
some kind of Vegetation—take the 
Cucumber or the Tomato. Does 
growth depend upon various Ele- 
ments? 

SY—Yes. 


HAGERTY—Depends upon the 
necessary Chemicals and upon the 
necessary Light and Heat? 

SY—Yes. 

HAGERTY—And Light, as it 
comes from the Sun or the Light is 
just one of the factors in the 
growth? 

SY—It is a very important fac- 
tor, yes; is one of the factors. 

HAGERTY—But, it is only one 
of the factors? 

SY—Yes, one of the factors. If 
you had any inorganic material or 
if you had none of these substances 
that are necessary, you simply 
would not grow it. 

HAGERTY — Chlorophyll — 
what is that, Doctor? 

SY—Chlorophyll is an Organic 
Chemical, has a Greenish Color; 
that is the Green Color that you see 
in leaves. It is a complex Chemi- 
eal. We don’t know very much 
about its composition, but, that is 
the organic substance in Green 
Matter, in Green Leaves. 


HAGERTY—It is, at least, one 
of the things that makes the leaf 
of the tree Green? 


SY—Green? Yes, ‘Chloros” 
meaning Green and “phyll’ for 
leaves, a leaf. 

HAGERTY—For instance, a Cu- 
cumber, Doctor, grownig Green—is 
that due to any Spectral Line of 
any kind by itself? 

SY—You mean a Spectral Line? 
Spectral Lines are not anything. 
Those are just—a Spectral Line is 


just an empty place. 

HAGERTY—That is what I 
mean—the Spectral Line. 

SY—No Line has anything to do 
with that. 

HAGERTY — These Spectral 
Lines that are talked about here? 

SY—They have nothing to do 
with it. 

HAGERTY—tThey are supposi- 
tious, then ? 

SY—They are just Holes in 
Space. They are just missing parts 
in the Light. If you‘had a Rainbow 
here, showing missing Colors from 
Red to Violet, if you had a Black 
Line in it, it would mean absence of 
Color, like Cold is the absence of 
Heat. 

HAGERTY—In your opinion, it 
would not be possible for Light 
Rays or Colored Light Rays, to 
penetrate to the Heart? 

SY—That is a pretty deep-seated 
Organ and unless you had the most 
powerful Rays, I do not suppose 
they would go very far. Deep- 
seated Organs, as a rule, can not be 
readily radiated; the surface, the 
Skin is, but, you don’t—these Rays 
don’t ordinarily penetrate easily. 
Some do penetrate; yes. 

HAGERTY—White Light con- 
tains all of these Colors; does it 
not? 

SY—Yes, Sunlight. 

HAGERTY—Sunlight? 

SY—Yes. 

HAGERTY—So that, with Sun- 
light, it is not necessary to have 
Color Slides, to get these various 
Lights; is it? 

SY—No. Sunlight has them all. 

ee Ry —Sunlight has them 
all? 

SY—Yes. 

HAGERTY—So that if a person 
is exposed to Light 

SY—Well, I say Sunlight has 
them all, within certain limits. That 
is, the limits of the Spectral Lines; 
then, it has also Vibrations that we 
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can not see, but, it has the neces- 
sary thing's to produce Light. 

HAGERTY—And therefore, ex- 
posure of a part of your Body to 
the Sun, would expose it to the vari- 
ous Colors of the Sunlight? 

SY—Well, of the Spectrum; yes. 
All the Colors in the Spectrum and 
all their combinations. 


HAGERTY—Upon what Evi- 
dence, Doctor, what sort of Evi- 
dence, would you be convinced that 
a certain Light, for instance Color 
of Light or a certain Colored Light 
Ray, would supply Copper to the 
Body? 

SY—That a Light would supply 
Copper to the Body? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

SY—That would have to be some 
very, very convincing Evidence. If 
a person could project any kind of 
a Light against the wall or against 
a piece of Glass and deposit Copper 
on it, I would have to believe it, 
but, outside of that I doubt very 
much, whether I would believe it. 
If a man pointed a Beam of Light 
at a piece of Bread, then I found 
there was more Copper in the 
Bread afterwards than there was 
before, by Chemical Analysis, then 
I would believe it. 

HAGERTY—How are accepted 
Scientists, men who have estab- 
lished themselves in the Scientific 
World as authorities, what gener- 
ally, are the proofs that are brought 
forth, before there is a conviction 
that a certain thing will do so-and- 
so? 

SY—You mean what is the pro- 
cess of establishing some of these 
things? 

HAGERTY—Yes. 

SY—Oh, the Scientific World is 
quite fair and open-minded for all 
of these things. I think, that any 
fair Scientist is willing to believe 
almost anything, if it can be dem- 
onstrated and they start out by 
making Experiments and repeating 
them. Sometimes, a man makes 


Experiments and publishes them to 
the World; then, others start out 
and they can not duplicate them 
and by and by they think that he 
was mistaken and he abandons it 
and sometimes a man, Scientist, 
makes Experiments, he shows cer- 
tain things and somebody says, 
“That can’t be true,” but, will con- 
sider it and he tries it and he finds 
it is true. Somebody else says, 
“That can’t be true and he tries it 
and he finds it is; so, by and by, 
the Evidence is cumulative. It is 
published in Scientific Journals. It 
is published in Text Books. We 
make Experiments, we satisfy our- 
selves with it, then we accept it. 

HAGERTY—What would be the 
position in the World today, of a 
man who could produce and demon- 
strate an Apparatus of some kind, 
which would cure Cancer? 

SY—If a man could produce any 
Instrument that would cure Can- 
cer, he would be renowned the 
World over in a few days. 


HAGERTY—And what would be 
the position in the World, of a man 
who could produce such a Machine, 
that in any manner whatever could 
cure, say, Dementia Praecox? 

SY—Well, that would not attract 
quite as much attention, for people 
do not know so much about this, al- 
though most of them—many of 
them have it—I presume they do, 
but, don’t know much about it. That 
would not create quite such a sen- 
sation, but, if a man could cure De- 
mentia Praecox or could cure 
Bright’s Disease or could actually 
cure Tuberculosis and certainly the 
man who could cure Cancer, would 
become famous overnight; if the 
could demonstrate that to an un- 
biased mind, he would be famous 
the World over. The World would 
be at his feet, undoubtedly. 

HAGERTY—Would you expect, 
that the person who had produced 
such an Instrument, would be able 
to bring it around through the 
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Country for ten years 

DINSHAH—I object to that 
question, Your Honor. That man 
is not a Physician. 

J USTICE—Yes, I think I will 
sustain that. 

DINSHAH—Your Honor, is it a 
question whether a man should be 
hawking a thing around for ten 
years or fifty years? 

JUSTICE—I am sustaining your 
Objection. 

DINSHAH — Objection  sus- 
tained ? 

J USTICE—Y es. 

DINSHAH—I beg your pardon. 
I apologize, Your Honor. I was 


thinking of this Cross Examination. 

JUSTICE—If you misunder- 
stood, all right. 

DINSHAH—I beg your pardon 
again. 

The Prosecutor said not a word. 
He sat down. He had played his 
trump card and signally failed. The 
Redirect Examination bore no 
fruits in favor of The People Of 
The State Of New York; on the 
contrary, it gave to the Defendant 
more handles to pull the harrow 
and tear the pseudo-science enun- 
ciated by Professor Albert P. Sy 
to shreds that the lay Jury could 
count. 


CHAPTER 4 
BIOLOGIST TALKING THROUGH HIS FOOT! 


The Defendant now had the ful- 
crum to play his trumps. He start- 
ed on the Expert in right earnest, 
at the same points. 


DINSHAH—You said that Col- 
ored Lights introduced into the 
Body, will not produce Copper and 
you wanted the Evidence to put a 
piece of Bread, throw a Light and 
make Copper in Bread—put on a 
Wall Biological Functions of Circu- 
lation? 

SY—No, no. 

DINSHAH—No, no? Then what? 
Is a piece of material, dead mat- 
ter or is it live Circulation of Blood, 
by your Biology? 

SY—Well, that is not living mat- 
ter. 

DINSHAH—That is not living 
matter? 

SY—No. 


DINSHAH—tThen, you would not 
expect the maker of that Machine, 
to put a piece of dead matter here 
and throw a Beam and make Cop- 
per there? 

SY—May I tell you what I would 
believe? 

DINSHAH—Yes. 


SY—If you want to put two Rab- 
bits there, that are living Rabbits— 


DINSHAH—Are they Human 
Beings? 

SY—No. A Human Being, if you 
radiated his Left Foot and not his 
Right Foot and then, let me have 
his Left Foot to find out how much 
Copper there is in it and I found 
much more Copper in his Left Foot 
than ‘his Right Foot, I would say— 
I would shake your hand and say 
that there is a new discovery. 

DINSHAH—Fine! Now, sir, does 
the Circulation of the Blood from 
the Left Foot go to the Right Foot 
or does it stay there? 

SY—The Blood circulates all 
over the Body. 


DINSHAH—How long does it 
take for Blood 
SY—I don’t know. 


DINSHAH—And you are a Bi- 
ologist ? 

SY—Yes, sir. 

DINSHAH—TI beg your pardon. 
It takes 90 Seconds. Do you take 
that? 

SY—It probably is right. 

DINSHAH—Am I right? 
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SY—I don’t know. It does not 
matter. 

DINSHAH—Do you contend that 
it does not circulate in about 90 
Seconds? 

SY—That is about the time. Now, 
let me answer that same question— 

DINSHAH—No. The Answer is 

one. 

HAGERTY—Just a moment. I 
believe, the Witness should be al- 
lowed to answer. 

J USTICE—Let ‘him answer. 

DINSHAH—He answered 90 
Seconds or thereabouts. 

SY—No. You are creating a sit- 
uation there that I do not mean. 
You asked me, whether I ‘believe 
that Copper is transmitted and be- 
cause I said 

DINSHAH — We are talking 
about the Circulation of Blood. 
Copper is gone now. 

JUSTICE—We are not interest- 
ed in the Circulation of Blood, in 
this Lawsuit; are we? Are we? 
Very much, I take it? 

DINSHAH—The projection of 
Copper, Your Honor; he said, “put 
a piece of Bread and throw a Beam 
of Light and if it will put Copper 
there” ——— 

HAGERTY—He didn’t say that. 

JUSTICE—He said if you could 


oO it. 

SY—With living things. You 
objected to the non-living things. 
Now, take any living matter. My 
Answer is, that you can not project 
Copper into any Living Matter, by 
Light. 

DINSHAH—Then, your position 
is, that talking about your own 
Body that has Copper in it, you do 
not know whether Light penetrates 
it by the Wave? 

SY—By the Vibrations, but, does 
not project Copper into my Body. 

DINSHAH—Hasn’t it the Reac- 
tion of Copper? 

SY—tThat is a different story. I 
defy anybody to say what the Re- 


action of Copper is. 

DINSHAH—Yowu don’t have to 
defy. Come in my Class. 

SY—You have already invited 
me and I have accepted. 

DINSHAH—You talked about 
Light, talked about Penetration in- 
to Organs and you said that the 
Skin will be affected by the Light? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, if a form of 
Colored Light were passing over 
the Human Nude Body, the Circu- 
lation woud] take the Reaction in- 
wards ? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—It would? 

SY—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—tThen, it is not ne- 
cessary that you should have a Ma- 
chine, that would go deep and burn 
the Body inside? 

SY—No, no. 

DINSHAH — Penetrating the 
Body, therefore, is not a necessity 
for a Biological Reaction? 


SY—Lots of them right on the 
surface that can penetrate and they 
go to all parts of the Body. 

DINSHAH—Now, you said, a 
man can be put in the Sunlight. 
Now, Sunlight has all the Reac- 
tions ? 

SY—Sunlight has all the Vibra- 
tions of the Rays of the Spectrum. 

DINSHAH—If a person were 
sick and suffering, would you ex- 
pect him to go to a Chemical Store 
and buy all the Chemicals and drink 
them, to cure every Disease in his 
Body? 

SY—No! 

DINSHAH—Why not? 

SY—Oh —— 

DINSHAH—Why not? 

SY—Oh, then, why not? Why, 
that would be a crazy thing to do. 

DINSHAH—Then, the other one 
would not be as crazy, to sit in the 
Sunlight and burn the Skin with 
the Ultra-Violet Rays, which are 
now there? 
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SY—Why burn yourself? Just 
expose yourself for a while; why, 
you don’t get burned. 

DINSHAH—Even these Doctors 
are using those Quartz Lights to- 
day? 

SY—Yes. 

DINSHAH—That is right. Fine. 
The last few points and I am 
through. You said, “that if a man 
had a cure for Cancer or Dementia 
Praecox or Tuberculosis or any- 
thing, that that man would be 
known overnight.” May I qualify 
that, with your permission ? 

SY—Yes, “Overnight” is a figure 
of speech. 


DINSHAH—Overnight is a fig- 
ure of speech ? 

SY—Yes. 

DIN SHAH—Provided the scien- 
tific people have given him the op- 
portunity to demonstrate that he 
has done that? 

SY—You mean, to demonstrate 
that he has done that? 

DINSHAH—Yes. You would not 
expect a man, a poor man, having 
no scientific pull or push, a poor 
Scientific Researcher, in a Labora- 
tory in some part of N ew Jersey or 
anywhere else, not recognized by 
the Scientific World, because, he has 
not the kind of reputation to push 
himself forward, that perhaps also 
might be taken into consideration ? 

SY—Oh, yes. 

DINSHAH—That a man’s repu- 
tation and fame would be gained, 
only when the Scientific World 
would give him an opportunity to 
demonstrate his work? 

SY—That is true. They could 
not refuse to, if he could cure Can- 


cer. 

DINSHAH — Well, supposing 
such an opportunity were not giv- 
en to a man, even in spite of re- 
peated requests, would that man be 
blamable then? 

SY—No, then he would not be 
blamable, but, a man who could 
cure Cancer, would get a Hearing 


anywhere, no matter how poor he 


is. 

DINSHAH—You get me one in 
the City of Buffalo, then! I am 
through with this Witness and I 
make a Motion 

JUSTICE—It is not time yet. 

DINSHAH—tThis is a new Mo- 
tion altogether. 

JUSTICE—AII right. Go ahead. 

DINSHAH—There is a book 
there in Evidence, which was said 
by Mr. Hughes to have been bought 
in the Class, which has nothing to 
do with this work. I suggest, that 
the Exhibit be kept with its Title 
Page and the rest of the Exhibit be 
stricken out of the Record. 

JUSTICE—Which? 

DINSHAH ~— “American Sex 
Problems”’—a book supposed to 
have been written by the Defen- 
dant. It is in Exhibit. 


J USTICE—Yes, I will strike that 
out, I think. 

HAGERTY—Book on “American 
Sex Problems’? 

JUSTICE—Yes, sir, that is 
stricken from the Records. 

DINSHAH—Thank you. 

J USTICE—The People rest? 

HAGERTY—People rest. 

At last! The People rested. Doe. 
tor Sy breathed a sigh of relief and 
left for his evening Lecture. Jt 
was a situation for him, that I do 
not envy my worst opponent, in 
which to flounder. For a Scientist 
of his reputation and high caliber, 
to have his University Students lis- 
ten to his Scientific Answers, with 
repeated titters, must have been an 
unsavory experience for the learned 
man. His plight was an exact 
counterpart of that famous Cardi- 
nal Thomas Wolsey of England, 
who in trying to serve two Mas- 
ters, lost his life. There was a ru- 
mor that he was paid $50.00 as 
Expert’s Fee, but, I have my 
doubts. He lost what was worth 
much more—his reputation as a 
Scientist. 
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CHAPTER 5 
JUSTICE INSTRUCTS DEFENDANT 


The People having rested, the De- 
fendant having rested, the Evidence 
being closed, the Witnesses having 
vacated their posts, the legal fac- 
tory was ready for the final spin. 


JUSTICE—How much time do 
you want to sum up, Doctor? 

DINSHAH—Who sums up first, 
Your Honor? 

J USTICE—You do. 
time do you want? 

DINSHAH—How much will you 
give? 

J USTICE—Is 
enough ? 

DINSHAH— (Refers to the time- 
piece.) I-shall be through by quar- 
ter past three. 

JUSTICE—My notion is, that we 
ought to confine ourselves ——— 

DINSHAH—Only to one point. 

J USTICE—Just a minute. Now, 
listen to me. I have listened a good 
while. My notion is, we ought to 
confine ourselves, to the proposition 
of whether or not you told Housman 
Hughes what he claims you told 
him. That, together with the pro- 
position of whether or not the Ma- 
chinery that you have here, will do 
substantially what you claim it will 
do. I think, those are the two 
things that are involved in this 
Lawsuit and then, if we confine our-

selves to them, we won’t get off into 
a conflict, that has no relevancy to 
this situation as we have it. Is that 
clear to you, Colonel? 


DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. I 
shall stick to it. May I ask a ques- 


tion of Your Honor? 


J USTICE—Yes. 

DINSHAH—Whether a Motion 
For Dismissal would be in order at 
this time? 

JUSTICE—Yes, you ought to 
make one, to keep your Record 
clear. 

DINSHAH—I appeal to Your 
Honor to dismiss this Indictment: 
that the People of the State of New 
York have failed to prove their con- 
tention and that the Indictment 
should be completely dismissed and 
the Defendant be discharged. 

JUSTICE—And you ought to in- 
corporate in that, upon all the 
grounds mentioned in —— 

DINSHAH—Section 465 of the 
Code Of Criminal Procedure. 

JUSTICE—I am going to deny 
your Motion and you may have an 
Exception. That makes your Rec- 
ord clear. 

DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 


JUSTICE—AIl right. Go ahead. 


At this, the Defendant commenc- 
ed his Summation. 


CHAPTER 6 
IMPASSIONED ORATION OF DEFENDANT 


I went through many critical, 
dangerous situations in my life, 
since 1891, when I pledged my alle- 
giance, in the Blavatsky Lodge, 
Theosophical Society, at Bombay, 
India, to uphold Universal Brother- 
hood and devote my energies to the 
cause of Service To Mankind. I had 


horrible bouts with the grim angel 
of Death, tasted starvations, suf- 
fered incarceration, faced psychical 
experiences that would liquidate 
the courage of any man, gone 
through enough to fill an Incarna- 
tion with the landmarks of history, 
but, this was one time when my re- 
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liance was not on myself, but, in 
the hands of 12 strangers, called 
the Jury. It was for me to convey 
to the mind of those 12 men, the 
vicious frame-up to which I was 
subjected, to make them realize 
that I was not a Thief, a man who 
by misrepresentations defrauded a 
poor, guileless, gullible Washing 
Machine Repairer, but, that I was 
the actual victim of a stupendous 
conspiracy of the Medical Octopus. 
It was a case which might have 
worse consequences than the Port- 
land, Oregon case; there, I had a 
Sentence of Five Years and 
$5,000.00, from which I finally re- 
ceived my release through the Hon- 
orable President Calvin Coolidge, 
but, ‘here, I was facing under the 
Baume’s Law a potential penalty of 
Ten Years in Imprisonment and 
$10,000 Fine, as an alleged “habi- 
tual criminal.” That was the force- 
ful reason why I dared not testify 
from the Stand, because, the Prose- 
cution would have made me appear 
in the eyes of the Jury in a devilish 
form. The Court was so impatient 
to end the case, that in my own di- 
rect narration, I should not have 
had the time to clear the beclouded 
atmosphere. As usual, the Justice 
might have quietly said, after Leo 
Hagerty would have poisoned the 
Jury, “Colonel, how is all this rele- 
vant to the Lawsuit; don’t think we 
are off the track?’ It would 
have sealed my doom inevitably. 
Had I gone on the Stand in my own 
Defense, I knew Sciences enough to 
withstand all the shocks of all the 
explosive University Professors of 
Buffalo and Cowranch, of Timbuc- 
too and Shangrila. Thus, finding 
my serious handicap, I gulped all 
that was said against me and de- 
termining my steps, resolved to 
trust my fate to that One Power, 
which never in 40 years of an event- 
ful public life, even once had de- 
serted me—the Power Of Truth 
And Sincerity. Bowing to the Hon- 


orable Justice and the Prosecuting 
Attorney and those 12 Good, Amer- 
ican Citizens, with an inward 
prayer to the Masters Of Divine 
Wisdom, I stood and commenced my 
Argument :— 


“May it please Your Honor and 
gentlemen of the Jury, 2,000 years 
have rolled by, since on a Friday an 
incident happened in the World, 
whose echoes are still ringing. A 
man putting himself forward as a 
Healer, on certain grounds that did 
not appeal to some of the people of 
that time, was put on the Cross and 
killed. His name was the Lord 
Jesus, the Blessed Christ! 


“On a similar Friday, stands be- 
fore you an American Citizen ; a de- 
scendant of the ancient Persian Na- 
tion that professed the Zoroastrian 
Religion, has appeared in the Dock, 
but, a man who has spent his life 
in Experimental Research, into this 
thing, an unparalleled work, yet un- 
recognized, but, an unparalleled 
scientific work in the history of the 
Healing Art. 

“In 1896, as that Evidence shows 
there in one of the leaflets, that was 
given in the Class Room, which the 
Complainant received, I entered this 
Country to demonstrate my scien- 
tific work and put before the people 
of this glorious land what I learned 
in a foreign country and what I 
exemplified by Experimental Dem- 
onstration. So much was I im- 
pressed in 1896 about America, that 
I returned; came back and made 
this my own home. Left everything 
and made this my life’s work and 
11 years ago when it was completed, 
presented it in the Service Of Man- 
kind from the City of New York. 

“That same record shows, that 
about that same time, I served the 
City of New York as Commander 
of the New York Police Reserve Air 
Service and gave two years of my 
life’s service over to the City, so 
that the Country may be served in 
a time of need. 
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“But, all that matter thas abso- 


lutely no relation or bearing to the 
Charge on which I stand before you, 
indicted for a crime and brought 
before this august Bar of Justice, 
as a common Thief—charged with 
Grand Larceny from another Citi- 
zen, Housman Hughes. I appeal to 
your own good sense and honor and 
judgment, I appeal to you only as 
an American Citizen, leaving the 
issue of my birth and religion aside. 
I appeal to you as Citizens, as 
brothers among a hundred and ten 
million population of this Country. 
I am a mere Atom of that. I ap- 
peal to you only as a Naturalized 
American Citizen, to look upon the 
Evidence of the man who is my 
Accuser, that I stole from him, by 
fraud, by perjury, by misrepresen- 
tation, $200.00 by a Contract, in 
which, in the Evidence he says, I 
‘hypnotized’ him to enter! He has 
charged me with a heinous crime. 
He knew what scientific caliber I 
had. That letter that he wrote and 
which is in Evidence, admits that 
after he heard me talking in public, 
he admired a man of my scientific 
caliber and manhood; but, does he 
come before this Bar of Justice, be- 
fore the Honorable Jury, with ‘clean 
hands’ the same as I come, as a Sci- 
entific Researcher and a Citizen of 
the United States, who has taken 
that man so disgraced and put out 
of business by the Better Business 
Bureau, which he called the ‘Bas- 
tard Government,’ a man who has 
been treacherous to his own teach- 
er, a man who when he was out of 
a position, came and appealed to me 
to lift him up and following the ex- 
ample of the Lord Jesus, I lifted 
him from a common Wash Machine 
Mechanic and put him into a pro- 
fession, which he by his action to- 
day, you will admit has disgraced. 
He is nothing but a treacherous 
Judas. His own admission proves, 
that after giving his money he was 
dissatisfied. This case should never 


have been before this Honorable, 
August, Bar of Justice. I am no 
criminal. The money that he paid 
was to the Spectro-Chrome Insti- 
tute, a Corporation under the Laws 
of the State of New Jersey. 

“There is an absolute understand- 
ing in the crime of which I am 
charged, a distinct understanding, 
about the intent and purpose of 
Grand Larceny. Grand Larceny 
says—Larceny, meaning Theft, is 
defined: ‘A person who with the 
intent to deprive or defraud the 
true owner of his property or of 
the use and benefit thereof or to 
appropriate the same to the use of 
the taker or of any other person’ 
does this and that. 


“Does the Record show that the 
man paid me $200.00 for my use 
or did I, by false representation, 
take away the $200.00? He paid 
the money as a Security Deposit to 
build that Machine, which that 
learned Expert pronounced worth 
more than $200.00 to build. He was 
given the Machine. He never asked 
for arefund. He never stated that 
he wanted the money back. What 
motive did he have then, to put me 
into this tremendous disgrace and 
put me before the World and brand 
me as nothing but a common, cheap 
Thief ? 

“Gentlemen, I do not want to take 
up your time. I have been very 
fairly and ‘squarely dealt with by 
the Honorable Court and by the 
Honorable Jurors and the learned 
Prosecutor himself has been very 
lenient and courteous in every pos- 
sible manner. Therefore, during the 
limited space of time that I have 
been given, I want to stick to the 
main issue, which is one: Did I 
make misrepresentations to this 
man in hiring that Equipment? 
Leaving other things aside, did I 
give him something to understand 
about the quality, the attributes, 
the things that this Machine can 
do and will do or did I actually give 
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him a Patented Machine, patented 
with the United States Government, 
built for the man and to be used 
by him for a certain definite pur- 
pose? 

“He never used it. He put his 
scratch of finger and found out that 
there was no Line one-twenty-thou- 
sandth of a Inch! 


“Mrs. Radcliffe’s Testimony dis- 
tinctly states, the man was seated 
right behind her and most of the 
time he was sleeping in the Class. 
You will please admit, as a matter 
of common, every day fact, that 
even the greatest teacher, even the 
greatest College, can not turn out 
a pupil better than his own Brain 
would permit. A man can have a 
Brain and it can be cultivated, but, 
if a man has no Brain at all, no 
teacher in the World can give him 
a new set of Brains! How can a 
man be expected to learn a Science 
like this, with such deep import in 
the Service of Mankind, in the alle- 
viation of Sufferings of Humanity, 
when, according to his own co- 
students in the same Class, the man 
was sleeping most of the time? 

“I do not have to say anything 
evil about that man. I am a fol- 
lower of the same principles as the 
Lord has stated in his own views. 
Nevertheless, I am not a Christian. 
I am a Zoroastrian, but, a Zoro- 
astrian is mentioned also in the 
Holy Bible. Why, it is a matter of 
common knowledge to you Chris- 
tians, that in the Second Book of 
Chronicles, it has been distinctly 
mentioned, that King Cyrus of Per- 
sia, When Nebuchadnezzar destroy- 
ed the Temple Of Solomon, decreed 
that the Temple shall be rebuilt. I 
am a follower of the Religion of 
that Nation, which rebuilt the 
Temple Of Solomon, for the Jews 
at a time when they needed the 
Mercy of the World. Religion has 
nothing to do with it. All those 
things are entirely out of issue. 

“T made no misstatement. I made 


no misrepresentation. I told him, 
‘Take this Machine. Use these 
Charts, use this teaching and it will 
produce certain results,’ as learned 
Dr. Kate Baldwin of Philadelphia 
and as Dr. Martha Jane Peebles of 
Brooklyn and as Dr. Welcome Ha- 
nor of Dunkirk and all of the non- 
medical people have done. I told 
him that this thing had been tried 
out for the past ten years, all that 
time—now it is eleven—and under 
those statements he signed and 
swore before a Notary Public, a dis- 
tinct, express Contract For Hire. 


“Gentlemen of the Jury, if every 
man in the World, would charge a 
salesman with having ‘hypnotized’ 
him with hocus-pocus and if every 
man were allowed to go forward 
and claim in a Court of Law, that 
every man who sold him every piece 
of goods, had done it by Hypnotic 
Process, why, there would be no 
Contract or Business done in the 
World. How can there be any mis- 
statement, when everything that 
was claimed for the Remedy of Dis- 
orders in the Human Body, has been 
done and proved here, by such 
learned and noted Surgeons and 
Physicians? That plea is entirely 
out of order; that claim of this man 
is entirely irrelevant. He admits 
what he should have done was to 
have asked for his refund and the 
refund is stated in the Contract, in 
that letter that is introduced there, 
admitted by the Complainant; he 
was Offered it and that was before 
my Arrest. No, he did not take the 
money. 


“You know, gentlemen, that for 
any and every crime that is com- 
mitted by a Human Being, there is 
and always must be some subtle, 
hidden Motive. What Motive could 
a, Researcher like me, the President 
of a Corporation, having a Plant 
like this in the State of New Jer- 
sey, with a Printing Plant that is 
so big that it prints Volumes of this 
kind in Evidence, with a Research 
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Laboratory and an Auditorium for 
training Students right there, 
standing on 28 Acres of ground? 
Does it appeal to your common 
sense and intelligence as American 
Citizens, that a man like me should 
come here and pick up a Washing 
Machine man and make him take a 
Machine like that and then take his 
money and pass out of the picture? 
The whole idea is preposterous and 
absurd. No misstatement was 
made to this man. He knew what 
he was getting. He knew. If he 
had been a stranger, he would have 
some ground on which to stand, for 
the man wrote that beautiful Ex- 
amination Paper; he took a Di- 
ploma. The Examination Paper 
covered this Diploma and then, he 
said that I demanded from him 
$12.00 to give him the Diploma. 
He admitted that that money was 
to join the Association, but, the 
man made me give him the Slide- 
Carrier, by telling me that he would 
go home and send the balance sign- 
ed afterwards and never sent it. A 
man who was so untruthful and 
liar to his own teacher, what would 
be the moral ideas of a man of that 
character, compared to a Scientific 
Teacher? 


‘Tt is printed right on his own 
Diploma, that ‘This Graduate shall 
remain in Affiliation with the Sci- 
entific Order of Spectro-Chrome 
Metrists or kindred Association, to 
be privileged to extend Aid and Re- 
lief by Spectro-Chrome Metry’. The 
Diploma distinctly states, that if 
this man would not be affiliated 
with the Organization, that he 
would not be allowed to touch any 
Human Being. 


“But, what is the use of my 
wasting the time of this Honorable 
Court, saying a self-evident fact, 
when the man, on his own admis- 
sion, says that he threw my letters 
in the waste paper basket, that he 
never read the letters? That all 
my Graduates signed everything 


that I gave them in the Class 
Room? If I had so much Hypnotic 
Power and Magic as he says, I 
should never be standing here, 
charged as a common, cheap Thief! 

“Looking to the Evidence pro- 
duced by the Honorable Prosecu- 
tion, gentlemen, there is not an 
iota against me at all. 


“Bertha McNamara, who went 
on the Stand, got her Refund, but, 
I had to jack up her memory and 
refresh it, when she said that the 
refund was not given. She admit- 
ted that the $12.00 were given and 
here is the Check in Evidence (in- 
dicating) signed on the back by 
her. Why did not Housman 
Hughes demand his $200.00? He 
would have been given it. He does 
not demand it, but, he goes behind 
me. That man had some secret 
Motive to serve, a Motive which, as 
a gentleman, I have kept out. 1 
wish those Checks to be produced, 
please, that he gave to the Insti- 
tute. This man was out of busi- 
ness. He had no money, by his own 
admission, at the time. Those 
Checks were signed by Mrs. E. 
Hughes, his wife. It was out of 
sheer consideration, as a gentle- 
man for a lady, that I did not in- 
ject issues that would have torn 
apart and exposed to you, the vici- 
ous Motive of that Judas behind 
the scene of this treachery. But, 
I have no intent to harm him. All 
I say is, that the Evidence of the 
Prosecution has failed, through 
the mouths of their own Witnesses, 
to give one single idea that can 
erack or even produce a scratch, on 
the entire Science that has been 
demonstrated and proven, before 
all this Bar of Honorable Justice. 


“The Defendant’s Witnesses 
gave a straight story. Surgeon 
Kate W. Baldwin showed to you 
certain cases that she restored, ‘in- 
curable’ so-called. The World, 
gentlemen, has not yet come up to 
a point, where anybody can say 
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that there is no Invention possible. 
Standing before this Bar of Justice 
as a criminal today, I stand the 
same way as Alexander Graham 
Bell. The Telephone was ridiculed 
in 1875. The Ford Car was called 
a ‘Gas Buggy’ and Ford was ridi- 
culed in 1894, as the Radio Broad- 
casting System was ridiculed 25 
years ago, while, when I said in 
1896, in New York, ‘Gentlemen, I 
can show you X-Rays that can go 
through a block of wood,’ the peo- 
ple pointed out that the wood was 
here (indicating head) ! 


“It is the lot of the Pioneer, gen- 
tlemen. A poor man like me, strug- 
gling to get recognition in a strange 
Country, where his Race, his Re- 
ligion, his Appearance may be 
against him. It is a pitiful condi- 
tion, that a scientific man of my 
high calibre, who served his adopt- 
ed Country so faithfully during the 
War, should ‘be brought as a com- 
mon, cheap crook, before the Bar, 
to be tried as a felon. 

“The Honorable Jurors must 
have noticed, that the moment this 
Court opened for my Trial, I 
promptly submitted, without even 
a single challenge to you gentle- 
men. Why? I knew that any 
twelve Honorable Gentlemen of the 
Jury, were competent and accept- 
able and intelligent to test the 
Truth, that would be presented to 
them. I, therefore, did not think 
it necessary to waste the time of 
the Jurors or the Honorable Court, 
in useless quibble. You learned 
gentlemen, have the gravest re- 
sponsibility, which will go to the 
end of Eternity. Spectro-Chrome 
Metry is the correct Science of the 
World for Healing. During 11 
years, noted Practitioners have 
been using it. The Number on that 
Equipment, that is here for ad- 
judication, is 2743. That was last 
year. Today as I stand, there 
might be more than that in use and 
each one of these is giving service 


to Suffering Humanity, where Doc- 
tors have failed and the System has 
proven to be so simple in Evidence, 
that even the commonest layman 
can use it without burning or de- 
stroying the Vital Organs or Tis- 
sues. 


“Tl admit before you, that I com- 
mitted the ‘crime’ of inventing 
something another man did not in- 
vent, but, that is the fate of all 
Inventors in the World. They go 
a hundred years ahead of their 
times and get the punishment in 
their neck therefor. 


“I do not have to say anything 
about the Testimony of the Rebut- 
tal Witness, Dr. Sy. That honor- 
able and learned Chemist, Biologist 
and learned gentleman, one of the 
chief High Lights of this City, dis- 
tinctly told you that Light is com- 
posed of certain Energies; that in 
those Slides there are certain Lines 
that he saw. It is all there. Why 
should I waste the time putting in- 
to Evidence something that you 
yourselves saw? 

“The learned Prosecuting Attor- 
ney tried to prove, that my Tubes 
of Chemicals were fakes as demon- 
strations. That learned Dr. Sy 
proved to you conclusively, that 
there was no fake, that everything 
was just O. K. 

“The responsibility, learned gen- 
tlemen, that you have on your head 
is this: That the World is watch- 
ing the decision that will be given 
by your hand and mouth. The Eye 
of the World is set on me, but, more 
on you, as the arbiters of my des- 
tiny. Upon you, hangs my life and 
life’s work, my reputation and the 
honor of my Institute. If you will 
rule against me, that I am guilty 
of stealing money from that man, 
then, the World will judge, not me, 
but, your own intelligence as Am- 
erican Citizens. I have faith in 
my mind, that you are capable and 
competent, by your own intelli- 
gence to judge the merits of this 
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Case and gentlemen, the only way 
in which you can judge this thing 
is one: Did I give him some mis- 
representation, about the peculiar 
qualities of the use of this Ma- 
chine? Did I fail to prove that 
those qualities were there? Only 
then, am I guilty of Larceny, Mis- 
representation and Fraud; but, if 
there be the least Reasonable 
Doubt, you MUST free me. Reas- 
onable Doubt, must be tested this 
way: You must not go into the 
Seience of this thing. That is not 
at issue. Theissueis: Did I make 
any representation to him that this 
would do this and that and did I 
fail to perform that Contract? 
That is all. No more. If there is 
the least doubt in your mind, under 
the Law of the Reasonable Doubt, 
the benefit of that Reasonable 
Doubt, MUST ‘be mine, as the Law 
dictates. 

“You may not be scientific men. 
My Science is not here in test. The 
only test that you must apply is: 
Did I fulfill my Contract in hiring 
this Equipment to this man? He 
NEVER used it. I fulfilled my Con- 
tract, in delivering into his hands, 
a Machine which cost me more than 
$200.00 to build. I did not get any- 
thing by it, because, he never paid 
me a Cent for the rental or any- 
thing. He was offered his money 
back. 

“Think of the Motive of that 
man: There must be some hidden 
Motive in his mind and gentlemen 
of the Jury, that man does not 
come to you with ‘clean hands.’ He 
was disgraced and put out of busi- 
ness, by the Better Business Bu- 
reau of this City, which, in itself, 
is an Organization well known to 
you. Compare that man’s work 
with my work, which is right be- 
fore you at this Trial Bar. 

“Tf you judge me ‘Guilty’ of this 
Offense, understand, gentlemen, 
you are wiping me out of existence. 
That work which is serving Suffer- 


ing Mankind, in cases which can 
not be touched by medical men or 
any other Healing System, as you 
heard in Evidence, you will be wip- 
ing out the biggest Healing Science 
in the World and branding the man 
as a disgraceful impostor. I leave 
myself in your hands. I have faith, 
in America, the American Consti- 
tution; I have faith, that I shall 
not have meted out to me, what was 
meted out to the Lord Jesus on that 
Friday. You follow His precepts. 

“T have forgiven this man long 
ago. I have no animosity in my 
mind. I do not say anything against 
him or his intent. I only say: 
am NOT a Crook or a Thief; that 
in giving that Machine, I had the 
best intentions that he should use 
it, just as others were using it, for 
the Service Of Mankind. 

“T request, therefore, that you 
consider that issue and give me a 
complete, honorable Acquittal, with 
a record attached to it, that this 
Case should never have come before 
this Bar of Justice at all; that it 
was an Express Contract as I said. 
I place myself in the hands of 
Twelve American Citizens. I come 
to you fairly and squarely and re- 
quest you, to bring in a Verdict 
that may stand as a glorious monu- 
ment to the intelligence of Twelve 
Citizens of the United States.” 

With a low, respectful bow to 
the Honorable Justice, the Jurors 
and the Prosecutor, the Defendant 
took his seat. His eyes were suf- 
fused with tears, the serious pre- 
dicament in which he was placed 
had overcome his Emotions. Those 
of his Graduates and Students who 
heard him, will long remember that 
stirring Oration. The quiet and 
impressive manner in which the 
man had addressed the Jury, af- 
fected many even among the lis- 
teners. Housman Hughes was 
seated near his wife. He winced 
When called “treacherous” and 
“Judas.” For once he saw his 
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teacher in a different light. Per- 
haps, he realized his error. He 
could scarcely believe his ears, that 
the man he so horribly wronged, 


expressed no words of malice at 
the misconduct of his pupil. It was 
a tense situation, when up rose the 
representative of the People and 
all was again attention. 


CHAPTER 7 
DEFENDANT FLAYED ALIVE AND SALTED! 


Leo Hagerty now let loose his 
lashes on back of the Defendant. 
He began: ‘“May it please the 
Court and gentlemen of the Jury: 
finally the Defense has come out. 
It is the Defense of the Faker. He 
pictures himself as being crucified. 
The Red who stands on the corner 
and berates the United States Gov- 
ernment, is being crucified. 

‘‘“A man who was born in India 
and traveled to the United States 
and calls himself an M.D., an M.E., 
a D.C., a Ph.D. and an L.L.D., 
comes into this Court Room and 
tries to place himself on the Cross 
with Christ, without proof, gentle- 
men. If this man is an M.D., where 
is the proof coming from here that 
he is an M.D.?” 


DINSHAH—I object, Your Hon- 
or. The Degrees have been in Evi- 
dence. 

J USTICE—Well, I think he has 
got a right to comment on the fact 
that you did not establish by your 
Testimony in Court or by some 
other means, these Degrees that 
are set forth in this pamphlet 
which is in Evidence. I think he 
ig within his rights. Go ahead. 
You may have an Exception. 

DINSHAH—I may have an Ex- 
ception, Your Honor. 


Hagerty continued: “If this man 
is an M.E.—whatever that is, gen- 
tlemen—where is the proof that he 
is an accredited M.E.? If this man 
is a D.C., whatever that is, gentle- 
men, where is his D.C.? If this 
man is a Ph.D, where is it? Is 
there any proof in this Case, that 


he igs an accredited Ph.D.? If he 
is an L.L.D., where is there any 
proof that he is an accredited 
L.L.D.? And why isn’t there proof, 
gentlemen? Where is it? It is 
certainly available to the Defen- 
dant. It is certainly one of the eas- 
iest things in the World that can be 
proved by him. If he is a man who 
is a Physician and has a Degree 
and an accredited Physician, 
Whether it be in India or whether 
it be in the United States, why 
doesn’t it appear here, gentlemen? 
Or is it because he is a Fake and 
it can not appear here? If this 
man is an M.E., gentlemen, why 
isn’t the proof here that he is an 
M.E.? It certainly can be proved, 
if he is. If he is a D.C., why isn’t 
that proof here? If he is an L.L.D. 
or a Ph.D., why isn’t that proof 
here, gentlemen? 

“What can be more impressive 
upon you or me, sitting in this 
Court Room, than proof that this 
man is what he claims to be? What 
could convince us more, gentlemen, 
that he is a man who is qualified, 
not a man who could get up here 
and gibber about Chemistry or gib- 
ber about this thing or that thing? 
But, what would be better than the 
proof of the Degrees, his own Di- 
plomas, the kind that he was hand- 
ing out to Housman Hughes and 
others? Where are his Diplomas, 
gentlemen? Where does he keep 
them? He certainly must have 
them, if he is what he says he is. 

“Gentlemen, remember from the 
start, that when a man gets up be- 
fore a Jury, it is an old, old trick 
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and starts to picture himself as the 
crucified Jesus, first begin to won- 
der and think, ‘Where is the proof 
that establishes him for what he 
says or claims to be? 


“There are a lot of men, gentle- 
men, who are plain out-and-out 
Fakers, who have a fairly good 
knowledge of different things, such 
as Chemistry and Anatomy and 
that sort of thing, who get them 
all together and in their craftiness 
and their shrewdness, put a Fake 
across on the public and in my op- 
inion, there is not a bigger Fake 
that I have seen than this man and 
this Contraption here, which is 
nothing more to me than, as far as 
I can see, a Stereopticon Lantern, 
of some kind or a Magic Lantern. 


“Now, let us start out on a fair 
foundation. Let us start, instead 
of appealing to you gentlemen as 
American Citizens, appealing to 
your sympathies, that he is here 
before you being tried for his re- 
ligious belief or for the Country 
that he came from; let us eliminate 
that. We do not try them for that 
in the United States and this is his 
adopted Country. Oh, I know gen- 
tlemen, that there are people who 
come to this Country and adopt it 
and who at times express such 
views as ‘the fossilized mind of the 
American.’ Such a man who is 
going to show the Country the 
right, who is going to penetrate the 
fossilized mind of the American 
with the lie that he brings from In- 
dia, the East. Who will say, per- 
haps, that the Sun begins to shine 
first in India and it is stale by the 
time it reaches the United States! 
They will glory in their adopted 
Country and they will say what a 
wonderful Country it is, but, their 
views crop out now and then and 
we find a man coming from India. 
What for? India, with its teeming 
millions of persons, India, which is 
just as much in need of a Magic 
Lantern as the United States, In- 


dia, which is just as much infested 
with Disease as the United States, 
India, where a man with an Inven- 
tion—a real Invention of this kind 


—could do more good, because of 
the millions of poor people over 
there who can not afford such a 
thing, could do more good than he 
could in the United States. Then, 
why gentlemen, come to the United 
States to bring the Light? Why? 
There is a reason why plenty more 
like Colonel Dinshah P. Ghadiali, 
M.D., M.E., Ph.D., L.L.D., D.C., 
have come to the United States. It 
is for the good American Dollars 
and Cents! That is why and when 
they can find a gullible public and 
when they can find gullible follow- 
ers, who are going to sit in wonder 
while he gibbers about the Spec- 
tral Planes and while he gibbers 
about this, that and the other 
thing, are going to come across 
with their nice $150.00 of Plunk, 
to sit and listen to him bewilder 
them with his talk about Chemis- 
try, about which they know noth- 
ing, most of them and after it is all 
over, they know less. 

“He says he has come here for 
Suffering Humanity. He has come 
here to get the Millions and he 
traveled from India to do it, gen- 
tlemen. He leaves behind him his 
millions of fellow countrymen, who 
are over there, suffering from 
every form, nature and description 
of Disease and trouble. He leaves 
those poor, fellow countrymen be- 
hind him, took away from them the 
benefit of his tremendous knowl- 
edge, to bring it to the United 
States, to let the people of the 
United States see the Light. He 
hides it from his fellow country- 
men and brings it over here to us. 
Why? You don’t hear the Jingle 
in India, that you hear in the Unit- 
ed States. You don’t amass the 
money in India, that you do in the 
United States. You can not make 
the money. You can not, for in- 
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stance, in India get Classes of Lec- 
tures, where each person will give 
you $150.00 apiece. You can not 
in India, lease a Machine out for 
$200.00 and get $12.00 and get 
$12.00 from each person a year for 
Dues. You can not in India, I don’t 
suppose, sell Electric Light Bulbs 
that was worth $2.75 for $8.00 and 
make the people buy theirs from 
you. You can not in India, get 25 
Cents a day for the rent of the 
Machine and in addition what else 
you have got. You can not in In- 
dia, I suppose, get $2.00 for a num- 
ber of patients that you treat, out 
of $3.00 they charge those people. 
I don’t suppose that can be done in 
India, but, gentlemen, bring it to 
the United States and it can be 
one. 


“Now, let us start off, gentle- 
men, with the thought in mind, 
where have we any proof in this 
Case, that the Colonel is what he 
claims to be? He has, true, sat in 
this Court Room and _ gibbered 
about Chemistry. He has said a 
lot of things. The only thing that 
is missing so far in this Court 
Room, as far as I can see, is the 
Tent. I have gone and seen the 
Fortune Teller’s Tent, where the 
walls of the Tent have been covered 
with Charts. I don’t know whether 
the person knew anything about 
the Charts. I have gone into other 
places—and as I understand, in In- 
dia there is not a Hotel that you 
can go into, that you won’t find one 
of them there with a Chart-covered 
wall and he has all those Contrap- 
tions, gentlemen. He has all the 
Contraptions of Thurston, the Ma- 
gician. He can show you Prisms, 
where you will see the Rainbow in 
it. A child will wonder that he can 
see that. He lights something and 
throws out the Light and there is 
a Rainbow or you will have a little 
Scope, that you can look through 
and see Black Lines and you won- 
der what it is all about, you and I 


too, because, we don’t know a thing 
about Chemistry. There is not a 
thing, there is not a trick he has 
missed, gentlemen, in the Faker’s 
Repertoire, that is not here. 


“Let us see what the crux of the 
Lawsuit is. It is not a Lawsuit, 
gentlemen, between Housman 
Hughes and this Defendant. This 
is a Lawsuit of the People Of The 
State Of New York against Din- 
shah P. Ghadiali. The crux of the 
Lawsuit is that this Defendant rep- 
resented to Housman Hughes that 
this Machine could cure any and all 
Disease. 


“What does the Colonel say to 
bring in any Defense to the Action? 
He, in my opinion, has confirmed by 
his own Testimony, his own Wit- 
nesses, the claim of Housman 
Hughes, that he made a claim that 
this Machine would cure any and 
all Disease. His own Testimony 
has covered that completely and it 
is not alone Housman Hughes’s 
Testimony, gentlemen, you have 
Miss McNamara’s and Simpson’s 
Testimony, who both corroborate 
Housman Hughes, to the effect that 
the Colonel made this claim. He 
passed by Simpson, because, he had 
nothing on which to attack Simp- 
son whatever. Simpson went in 
there long enough, to get wise to 
what was going on and quit. Miss 
McNamara went through it. She 
got her refund and they tell you 
that he said that and I say, gentle- 
men, that looking at the Defend- 
ant’s Case, you absolutely can know 
that the Colonel did make such 
statements. Why? 


“Well, if we believe the Defense 
in this Case, if we believe the claim 
of the Witnesses who are produced 
here by this Defendant, what will 
this Machine do, gentlemen? It 
will put Hair on Bald Heads! It 
will cure Cancer, it will cure Tuber- 
culosis, Venereal Diseases, it will 
restore Hearing! It will restore 
the Sight! It will be good in a 
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Beauty Parlor! Did Housman 
Hughes, in his highest imagination, 
gentlemen, make any such claims 
as that, that the Colonel represent- 
ed? He did not. Still, the Colonel’s 
own Witnesses come forward and 
tell you that that is what this Ma- 
chine will do. What more corrobo- 
ration do you need of what Hughes 
says and what Miss McNamara 
says and what Simpson says than 
the Colonel’s own Defense as it 
comes from the lips of his own Wit- 
nesses? That this Machine, this 
Magic Lantern, this wonderful 
thing, which he has hidden from 
his fellow countrymen, is the Pana- 
cea, the Cure-all, the Marvel of the 
Age! 

“Now, gentlemen, what has he 
done with this Machine? You, as 
common sense gentlemen, who have 
every day experience and know 
something: about Disease and ill- 
ness and so forth, you know, g‘en- 
tlemen, that if this thing could be 
proved here, that the Scientists of 
the World—the accredited Scien- 
tists of the World—the men who 
are recognized for being honest, for 
doing what they can for Humanity, 
are to this very day trying to find 
something: that will cure a Cancer. 
You know, gentlemen, that these 
renowned Scientists, who do not 
travel from one Country to another 
and say that they are so-and-so, 
without bringing in their proof 
that they are so qualified, you know 
that these gentlemen are spending 
their days, their lives, in Labora- 
tories, looking: for a cure for Tu- 
berculosis. You know that, gentle- 
men, that these renowned Physi- 
cians, these accredited Physicians, 
are doing what they can for Suffer- 
ing’) Humanity. They are paid to 
do it. They have the Rockefeller 
Institute, with its resources of mil- 
lions and millions of Dollars behind 
them, spending’ their very lives and 
being: well paid for it, trying to find 
cures for these Diseases. They 


have these Philanthropists, Mil- 
lionaires, who will take their for- 
tunes and set them aside. Why? 
So that they can spend their lives 
in Laboratories, trying to find 
something that will help Suffering 
Humanity, something that will al- 
leviate Cancer, something that will 
take care of Tuberculosis and they 
have not found it yet, gentlemen. 
They have not found it yet. Al- 
though Colonel Dinshah Ghadiali 
has been tripsing throughout this 
Country for the past 10 years, put- 
ting this Machine across, they have 
not found it yet. It has not come 
to light yet and the Colonel has not 
hidden his ability under a bushel! 
He has not sat in a corner, as he 
says he has, in Malaga, New Jersey 
and covered himself up. He has 
gone through the Country, spread- 
ing’ Circulars about Colonel Din- 
shah Ghadiali, the M.D., the M.E. 
and everything else that you can 
imagine. 

“Has he submitted himself, gen- 
tlemen, to the Test? Has he done 
anything to prove to these people 
who really know what it is all 
about, ‘Now, here is the Find of the 
Ages; that there is the Cure-all; 
that here is the Contraption or the 
Machine or the Apparatus that ab- 
solutely will do the things that he 
says it willdo’? Has he? What is 
he doing’ with those, gentlemen? 
He knows what he is doing. He is 
following the course of the Fake. 
He is out traveling from City to 
City, as the Evidence in this case 
shows, spreading his Circulars, get- 
ting the gullible there, gentlemen, 
the people who will fall for him and 
collecting their $150.00 and collect- 
ing $200.00 and collecting: their 
$12.00 Dues and collecting their 
25 Cents a day for Suffering Hu- 
manity, while the Scientists of the 
World are closed in their Labora- 
tories, trying to find the thing that 
the Colonel has all by himself! 
While these big institutions are 
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taking these well-known Scientists 
and putting them on big salaries 
and telling them to go to it and do 
what you can to find out this, the 
Colonel travels from City to City, 
collecting the $150.00 a head, the 
$200.00 a Machine and the $8.00 a 
Bulb, for Suffering Humanity and 
then, when he is caught, when he 
is brought to Trial, he takes the 
stand that all the Fakers take: ‘I 
stand here in the shoes of Jesus 
Christ, being crucified!’ The Red 
does the same thing on the corner. 
He appeals to the sympathies of 12 
men on a Jury, so that they will 
turn him loose, again to mulct the 
public, to mulct the gullibles, to get 
the fortune that he has gotten 
here. 

“Out of all the Witnesses that 
he has here, gentlemen, you saw 
one male. Yes and there on the 
‘Sex Problems Of America’ ——— 


DINSHAH—TI object, now. 


HAGERTY—tThe title of the 
book is in Evidence. 


DINSHAH—No, the book title is 
NOT in Evidence. The whole book 
was stricken out. 

JUSTICE—Yes, the book is out, 
Let us go to something else. 


Hagerty continued: “That is the 
following he gets, gentlemen. He 
had a Class ‘here at the time that 
Housman Hughes was there and 
Hughes testified that—I think he 
said—there were 15 or 17 in the 
Class. They got their Diplomas. 
They are Normalators. They are 
Tonators. Where are they? They 
are Pupils or were at the time they 
were graduated, of the Colonel. 
They should know, gentlemen, just 
as well as the people who come 
from Philadelphia and Brooklyn 
and Detroit, these Buffalonians 
who live in Buffalo, whether this 
Machine cures Cancer and Bald 
Heads and Dementia Praecox and 
Arthritis and Epilepsy and every 
other Disease. They should be 


good Witnesses for the Colonel! 
Where are they? 

“We ‘have one Witness, Mrs. 
Radcliffe, who assisted in a Beauty 
Parlor, from Buffalo. The other 


Normalators were graduated at the 
time and got a pretty Diploma for 
their $12.00. Where are they? 
They have not been produced, gen- 
tlemen. 

“When you come to the Evidence 
of these various Witnesses, gentle- 
men, the Colonel has a certain 
POWER about him! Apparently, 
into these Lectures, he attracts 
certain members of a certain sex 
more than anything else and he gets 
them and they fall for him, appar- 
ently! Be they Doctors by qualifica- 
tion or not, they turn to the Col- 
onel’s teachings, from their Profes- 
sions, from their walks in life, from 
their path that they have been fol- 
lowing and they turn to Spectro- 
Chrome Metry. 


“What is Spectro-Chrome Metry, 
gentlemen? Well, the Colonel tried 
a little trick, by bringing in the 
Dictionary to prove that Spectro- 
Chrome Metry was contained in 
the Dictionary. The proof in this 
Case shows, gentlemen, that the 
Colonel is Spectro-Chrome Metry. 
He is the Originator and he is the 
teacher. In the years that he has 
been teaching Spectro-Chrome Met- 
ry, this man, who has done nothing 
but to help Suffering Humanity, 
what has he done to spread the use 
of this wonderful Spectro-Chrome 
Metry? Ah! Has he opened Col- 
leges? Has he so qualified other 
individuals that they could teach 
it too? Not the Colonel. Not the 
Colonel, when you can _ collect 
$150.00 apiece from those who 
come and listen to you, the Colonel 
is not going to make other teach- 
ers: the Colonel is going to take 
that $150.00 for himself! 


“Who teaches Spectro-Chrome 
Metry in this Country? Who orig- 
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inated it and who teaches it? The 
Colonel and the Colonel alone. This 
wonderful secret that he possesses 
for Suffering Humanity, is there in 
the Colonel’s breast and Suffering 
Humanity may go on suffering end- 


lessly, there is only going to be one 
teacher of Spectro-Chrome Metry 
in the World and that is going to 
be Colonel Dinshah Ghadiali. Suf- 
fering Humanity over this entire 
World, may continue to suffer ages 
upon ages, gentlemen and when the 
Colonel dies, the secret of Spectro- 
Chrome Metry will go to the grave 
with him! But, as long as the Col- 
onel can claim $150.00 per head 
for teaching it, there are going to 
be no other teachers. It is not like 
the Medical Profession, gentlemen, 
where, if a man discovers some- 
thing that will cure Humanity or 
alleviate the Sufferings of Human- 
ity, itis brought in and spread in a 
Clinic before a gathering of Physi- 
cians, who will learn how to use it 
and who will go back to their Cities, 
to teach the other Physicians, so 
that they may do what they can to 
help Suffering Humanity. No, sir. 
The Colonel has invented the Spec- 
tro-Chrome Metry and the secret 
stays with the Colonel. 

“When he conducts his Classes, 
gentlemen, the secret can not even 
go out, in the form of notes that 
are taken by Students. When you 
sign a Contract to become a Mem- 
ber of one of these Courses, to take 
the Course, you have to say, ‘I 
hereby declare on my word of 
honor, that I am not a Secret 
Agent, Stool-Pigeon, Spy or Emis- 
sary for any individual, firm or 
Organization, Medical or other- 
wise. This wonderful thing, gen- 
tlemen, that will cure Suffering 
Humanity, the secret must be kept 
with the Colonel. He can not let 
any Secret Agents come in and find 
it out. They might go out and help 
Suffering Humanity if they did. 


He can not have any Stool-Pigeons 
around him. They might find out 
what Spectro-Chrome Metry is 
about and go out and help Suffer- 
ing Humanity. He can not have 
any Emissaries from Medical Or- 
ganizations, because, if he did, why, 
the Medical Doctors would find it 
out and what would they do with 
it? Why, they would use it to help 
Suffering Humanity and there is 
no use of helping Suffering Human- 
ity, gentlemen, unless you get 
$150.00 per head and there is no 
use in helping Suffering Humanity, 
unless you can lease Machines at 
$200.00 apiece and there is no sense 
in helping Suffering Humanity, un- 
less you can get $12.00 apiece from 
everybody for Dues in the Insti- 
tute and there is no use in helping 
Suffering Humanity, unless you 
pay $8.00 apiece for Bulbs! You 
are helping Suffering Humanity if 
you do that. You are helping Suf- 
fering Humanity in this way, gen- 
tlemen. You are relieving them of 
their excess money; they have got 
a little less money to worry about; 
their mental condition is better af- 
ter they have been relieved of a 
certain amount of their earthly 
goods! 

“What a fool this World is, gen- 
tlemen, when you think of it! When 
you think of this man, with his 
Cure-all, this man that makes peo- 
ple normal—and it is passing him 
by! The King of Siam, gentle- 
men, comes from his little neigh- 
boring Country of India, to the 
United States, to have his eyes re- 
stored; restore his Eyesight. Why, 
the King of Siam didn’t know Col- 
onel Dinshah! This Machine will 
restore Eyesight, gentlemen, it will 
restore anything, but, the Colonel 
has to wear Glasses, the same as 
you and [! 

“Gentlemen, it is very fine for 
these Fakers, to stand up before 
a Jury of twelve men and spend

most of their time picturing them- 
selves as Jesus Christ again in the 


World, to be crucified, but, when 
you shake off the feathers and get 
down to form and look them over— 


J USTICE—Five minutes more, 
Mr. Hagerty. 


Hagerty continued: “and look 
them over and when you look them 
in the face and say ‘Colonel Din- 
shah, if you are an M.D., show me. 
If you are an M.E., show me. If 
you are an L.L.D., show me and 
when you say, ‘Colonel Dinshah, if 
you have this wonderful thing, that 
will cure anything and everything, 
why do you insist on keeping it to 
yourself? If you are the Pioneer, 
if you are the man who is so inter- 
ested in Suffering Humanity, why 
do you insist on being the sole 
teacher of it? What is there about 
it? What is there to all this, Col- 
onel, that makes you cover up? 
Why don’t you spread it? If you 
have the Suffering Humanity in 
your Heart, in your Bleeding 
Heart, why don’t you open it up? 
Why don’t you go to the Rockefel- 
lers and tell them, in their wonder- 
ful Institute which backs these 
things, ‘Why, here it is and here 
are my demonstrations. I am hon- 
est and sincere about this. With 
my Science, I will demonstrate to 
you’-—as Doctor Sy says—T will 
demonstrate to you that it is some- 
thing and if it is not something, 
you tell me and then I will admit 
that I am wrong.’ Why hasn’t he 
done that, gentlemen? 


“You know that this talk, as I 
have said, in which he talks about 
the Medical Trust and all that, that 
is the usual talk of the Faker and 
of the Red and a man that wants 
to appeal to your sympathies, be- 
cause, if a man, gentlemen, has the 
thing that Colonel Dinshah says he 
has, as Doctor Sy said—as you 
know, Doctor Sy was telling the 
Truth—it would be the Marvel of 


the Ages. He would not have to 
peddle it around from City to City. 
Why, he would be set for life, gen- 
tlemen. It would be worth millions. 


“The Doctors did not throw over 
the Ultra-Violet Ray Machine when 
it came along. The Doctors did not 
throw over the X-Ray Machine 
when it came along. They are us- 
ing those things and they are mak- 
ing money on them. Why turn 
down this, if it is something that is 
worth while, something that is go- 
ing to cure Suffering Humanity? 


“Gentlemen, when you look at it 
in that light, not as a Lawsuit of 
Housman Hughes against this De- 
fendant, because, that is not the 
status of this Case; it is a Criminal 
Case, it is a Case in which we claim 
that a man is a Faker and the man 
has mulcted the public, that he is 
getting their good money by taking 
them across in a Confidence Game, 
just as bad as any other Confidence 
Game that was ever discovered and 
if he is not a Fake, gentlemen, if he 
has got something, let him show it 
to us. Do not let him pull tricks 
on us in the Court Room, with Col- 
ored Lights and Prisms and all that 
sort of thing to befuddle us. Let 
him show us that there is some- 
thing real and if he is willing to 
submit it to the test that any hon- 
est and good Scientist, who has 
really Suffering Humanity in his 
heart will do and if he won’t do it— 
he has not done it yet—there is 
only one answer and that is he is 
the usual Faker, making good 
American Dollars roll his way and 
that is why he is here and that is 
why he should be convicted.” 


That ended the Summation of 
the People. Their representative 
had talked long against the “quali- 
fications” of the Defendant, who 
had scores of photograms in a suit- 
case there, to prove the numerous 
Honors conferred on him. How- 
ever, aS the Indictment referred to 
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“Lines and Scripts as well as 
Cures”, he kept out of the Defense 
everything except what was needed 
to prove the issues. 


Leo Hagerty wanted “Tests’’! 
He well knew that the Medical 
Trust declined to test Spectro- 


Chrome or submit to a public de- 
bate on the Science. It was not 


because Spectro-Chrome was a 
Fake that the opposition started, 
but because, Spectro-Chrome stop- 
ped them from making money, by 
going right into the HOMES where 
their pot of gold was situated. All 
other Systems catered to the Med- 
ical Doctor by bowing to his au- 
thority and becoming auxiliary 
methods; Spectro-Chrome declared 
its right to stay away from them 
on an independent footing, hence 
the terror struck into the heart of 


the Medico and the tragedy en- 
acted on the hapless Defendant. 
Leo Hagerty failed utterly to 


break the Testimony of the De- 
fense. He said not a word that 
would allude to any weakness in 
the Defense. In saying the Defen- 
dant had a POWER to attract, cer- 
tain persons, he spoke a ridiculous 
nonsense. Such tactics affect a 
Jury adversely and this Jury had 
on it common sense business men, 
who understood Contracts and the 
like. The Prosecution, however, 
well succeeded in soaking the De- 
fendant with Coal Tar, making him 
look like an Itinerant Vendor, a 
Gypsy Faker, a Nomadic Impostor, 
who knew no Sciences and lived 
simply on his wits, preying on 
brainless, innocent victims—a ver- 
itable Wehrwolf, a Scientific Blood- 
sucker! 


CHAPTER 8 
SUPREME COURT JUSTICE CHARGES JURY 


Time was passing and the Court 
did not mean to waste a minute 
more. Hence, as Leo Hagerty end- 
ed, Honorable Justice Thomas H. 
Noonan, commenced to give the 


Charge and Final Instructions to 
the Jurors. 


JUSTICE—“Gentlemen of the 
Jury, the Defendant here has been 
indicted for the Crime of Grand 
Larceny in the Second Degree. 

“An Indictment does not prove 
anything. It has no more value as 
proof than any piece of paper. It 
is simply an Accusation. It is a 
method used under the Law to 
bring a person into Court, to be 
tried for a given Offense. 

“In the Trial of a Criminal Case, 
the Law provides that the Jury is 
the sole judge of the Facts and they 
are not concerned with the Punish- 
ment, By that, I take it, that the 


Law means that you are to study 
the Facts, as presented by the Evi- 
dence here, the Testimony of all the 
Witnesses, the things offered in 
Evidence here and things of that 
sort and then determine whether 
the Facts applied to the Law as the 


Court gives it to you, constitute 
Guilt or Innocence, 


“As I said the other day in the 
course of the Trial, the part of the 
Law that is material to this Law- 
suit, consists of a very few words. 
Larceny, generally is defined as fol- 
lows :—‘A person who, with the in- 
tent to deprive or defraud the true 
owner of his property, or of the use 
and benefit thereof, or to appropri- 
ate the same to the use of the tak- 
er, or of any other person, takes 
from the possession of the true 
owner, or of any other person, or 
obtains from such possession, by 
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color or aid of fraudulent or false 


representation or pretense, or of 
any false token or writing, steals 
such property, and is Guilty of 
Larceny.’ These are the words in 
Subdivision 1, of Section 1290 that 
cover this situation. 

“The Crime of Grand Larceny in 
the Second Degree, the technical 
Crime charged here, is defined as 
follows, by Section 1296 of the Pe- 
nal Law: ‘A person is Guilty of 
Grand Larceny in the Second De- 
gree who, under circumstances not 
amounting to Grand Larceny in the 
First Degree, in any manner speci- 
fied in this Article, steals or unlaw- 
fully obtains or appropriates from 
the owner property of the value of 
more than $100, but, not exceeding 
$500, in any manner whatever.’ 

“Those are the two Sections of 
the Statute that give you the Law 
applicable to this Case. 

“In the interpretation of the 
Law, the Courts have held, in the 
application of the Law to the Facts, 
that the People are held to certain 
responsibilities in making out a 
Case. In order to make out a 
Case of obtaining money by false 
pretenses, it is necessary to prove 
the false pretenses, that is, the 
statements that Mr. Hughes and 
Miss McNamara and Mr. Simpson 
claim to have been false state- 
ments. Second, that the person 
complaining relied on those false 
statements and under the induce- 
ment of the false statements parted 
with his property and also, you 
have got to find that the false 
pretenses were made with intent to 
cheat and defraud. All those ele- 
ments must be present under the 
Law, to constitute the Crime. 

“For instance, if you think that 
the false pretenses were made, but, 
that the Complainant did not rely 
on them, then, the Defendant is Not 
Guilty. If you think the false pre- 
tenses were made, but, that the 
Defendant did not intend to cheat 


and defraud the Complaining Wit- 
ness, then, he is Not Guilty. 

“Intent, can not be proved as a 
usual thing, by anything definite. 
You have got to assume Intent, 
from the Facts and circumstances 
of each particular Case, whether 
from all the Facts and circum- 
Stances and actions here, you can 
presume Intent. 


“In the last four days, we have 
been through a very interesting 
Lawsuit. We have heard a lot of 
big words, that I think most of us 
who are not schooled in Chemistry 
and in Physics and in some of the 
other Sciences did not really under- 
stand. That is not going to make 
it any more difficult, as I look at it, 
for you to decide this Lawsuit. As 
I said the other day, in calling your 
attention to the situation and as I 
Say now, the issues in this case are 
comparatively simple. First, did 
this Defendant make these false 
representations ? Second, did 
Hughes rely on them and third, 
were they made with intent to de- 
fraud ? 

“In the Trial of a Criminal Ac- 
tion, the Law throws certain safe- 
guards around the Defendant and 
the Law says that a Defendant in 
a Criminal Action, is presumed to 
be Innocent, until the contrary be 
proved and in case of a Reasonable 
Doubt whether his Guilt is satis- 
factorily shown, he is entitled to an 
Acquittal. This Doubt remains with 
the Defendant all through the 
Trial, until it is overcome by Evi- 
dence—competent, satisfying Evi- 
dence, that convinces you of its 
quality. 

“A Reasonable Doubt is not a 
mere whim, guess or surmise nor 
is it a mere subterfuge, to which 
resort may be had in order to avoid 
doing a disagreeable duty, but, it 
is such a Doubt as reasonable men 
may entertain after a review and 
consideration of the Evidence. It 
must be founded in reason and 
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must survive the test of reasoning 
or the mental process of a reason- 
able examination. Reasonable 
Doubt differs from an imaginary 
insubstantial Doubt. It is such a 
Doubt as honest, conscientious, 
painstaking men may entertain 
upon a state of Facts presented to 
them. 

“Consider the Evidence, with 
those definitions of the Law in 
mind. 

“The Defendant here, has exer- 
cised his privilege of failing to tes- 
tify. The Law says, that the De- 
fendant may testify in a Criminal 
Action, but, if he does not, his fail- 
ure to testify, is not considered 
against him. He has aright to dis- 
pute the Facts of the People in 
some other way, if he chooses to 
dispute them. 


“What do the People claim here? 
From the Testimony of Mr. Hughes 
and Miss McNamara and Mr. Simp- 
son, they seek to establish, that the 
Defendant here represented, that 
this treatment, by the using of 
these Color Slides, through the 
Machine that he provided to his 
people, cured all Diseases, when, in 
Truth and in Fact, these Color 
Slides were not of any Medicinal 
Value. 

“What does the Defendant 
claim? As I understand his Theory, 
he claims, that as the different Or- 
gans of the Body have different 
Minerals in their make-up, you can 
use Light Waves from what we call, 
what we learned, as the Seven Pri- 
mary Colors or the Colors of the 
Rainbow, the Colors that we all 
understand that are shown, when 
you see the Light of the Sun 
through a Spectroscope; that you 
can use those Rays, by using the 
proper Color Rays to correspond 
with the Line that the particular 
Mineral produces and they will 
produce healing results. 

“Tt is a well-known Fact, admit- 
tedly so, admitted to be the Truth, 


that certain Rays of Light, do have 
Medicinal Properties. I don’t un- 
derstand the different ones, but, 
they are the so-called Ultra-Violet 
Rays. You remember, that Violet 
is the first Color at one end of this 
so-called Spectrum, where the 
White Light is divided into Seven 
different Colors. That beyond that, 
outside of that, there is the so- 
called Ultra-Violet Rays, that when 
properly used, have Healing Value 
and there are other Rays, some, 
like the X-Ray, that serve certain 
purposes, that enable pictures of 
Bones to be taken and I suppose, 
there is a claim that that has a 
Curative Value in certain Cases. 


“But, the Doctor claims that 
these Rays of Light in the 7 so- 
called Primary Colors, when prop- 
erly used, also have Healing Effect. 


“To substantiate his story, he 
has brought on these various Wit- 
nesses. Three of them are Doctors, 
admitted to practice in the various 
localities; Dr. Hanor from Dun- 
kirk, in the State of New York; 
Dr. Baldwin from Philadelphia, in 
her field; Dr. Peebles from Brook- 
lyn, New York and then some lay 
Witnesses who have taken this 
Course, most of them from out of 
the State, but, there are some of 
them from the locality or within 
the State of New York. These Wit- 
nesses, particularly the Medical 
Witnesses, claim that they have ob- 
tained these results, that the Doc- 
tor claims can be obtained by the 
use of his Instruments, by the use 
of his Machine and these Lenses, 
this treatment by the use of the 
Rays of Light. 

“From this conflicting Testi- 
mony, it is for you to determine, 
whether or not the Deferdant is 
Guilty of obtaining money under 
false pretenses or whether he is 
Innocent. If the Evidence pro- 
duced here, all of it, not only that 
produced by the People, but, by the 
Defendant himself, if all the Evi- 
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dence produced here satisfies your 
mind beyond a Reasonable Doubt, 
that this Defendant obtained this 
money by making a false statement 
as to the efficiency and potency and 


Medical Value of his Machine and 
that the Complainant relied upon 
those representations in investing 
his money and that the represen- 
tations were made with the inten- 
tion to cheat and defraud the peo- 
ple who took this Course and 
bought this Machine, then, your 
Verdict should be ’Guilty,’ as 
charged in the Indictment. 


"If the Evidence fails to satisfy 
you of the Defendant’s Guilt, then, 
your Verdict should be, ’Not 
Guilty.’ 

”Any Requests?” 


DINSHAH—Yes, Your Honor. 
May I request Your Honor, to 
charge what you said before, about 
the Lines and Scripts being in the 
Slides ? 

JUSTICE—Yes. That has not 
anything to do with the Lawsuit. 
[I will charge that. 

DINSHAH—Will you please in- 
troduce that in the Charge? 

JUSTICE—Yes. These Lines 
and Scribes, as I understand it, are 
rather of an indefinite nature and 
as I look at it, have no real bearing 
upon this Lawsuit. It is not shown, 
that they have any Curative Value. 


“The gist of this Lawsuit is, that 
according to the People’s claim, the 
Doctor misrepresented the Healing 
Capacity or power of this Machine. 
That is, they claim that it can not 
do anywhere near what the Doctor 
is alleged to have claimed it would 
do. Ifthis Machine is a useful Ma- 
chine and can do good, practical re- 
sults, ia the cure of Disease, then, 
I take :t that your Verdict should 
be, ‘Not Guilty.’ That is, in other 
words, if the Doctor in his enthusi- 
asm of what the trade calls ‘Adver- 
tising’, sxaggerated a little, that 


in and of itself, is NOT a Crime. 
But, if there is a substantial failure 
of this Machine to do as repre- 
sented, with the other things that 
I have told you necessary to consti- 
tute a Crime, then, your Verdict 
should be, ’Guilty.’ Otherwise, 
"Not Guilty’. 

JUSTICE (to Defendant)—Any- 
thing else? 

DINSHAH—No, Your Honor. 

HAGERTY—Stipulate that the 
Jury may have the Exhibits that 
it wishes to have. 

JUSTICE—Is that stipulated, 
Colonel? 

DINSHAH—What is the Stipu- 
lation, please? 

JUSTICE—That the Jurors may 
have any Exhibits that they want. 

DINSHAH—They may have any 
Exhibit that they wish to have, 
from the People or from the De- 
fendant. 

JUSTICE—AII right. 
men, take the Case. 


Thereupon a Juror rushed to- 
ward the Defendant and said, ”’Col- 
onel, give me that Contract of 
Hughes.” 


DINSHAH—I am not supposed 
to talk to a Juror, sir. All Evidence 
must be asked from the Court. 


The permission was accorded by 
the Court. Then, the Jury retired 
for deliberation at 4:15 P.M. The 
Charge of the Court was very ably 
given and was totally fair and im- 
partial; two Facts were, however, 
overlooked; that neither Housman 
Hughes nor Simpson had any time 
used the Spectro-Chrome to deter- 
mine its “Curative Value” and 
Bertha McNamara returned it and 
got Refund without any proper 
“Test,” also that the Equipment 
was NOT “bought”, but was hired. 
At any rate, the Charge was the 
best and the clearest any Judge 
could have delivered and the Jury, 
without question, absorbed its full 


Gentle- 
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meaning. The part about “adver- 
tising’’ was assuredly a master- 
piece for the Defense, had he been 


“Guilty,” but, innocent as he was, 
it must have weighed heavily in 
his favor. 


CHAPTER 9 
AND GOD SAID: “LET THERE BE LIGHT”!!! 


The Jury’s retirement, released 
the tension among the spectators 
and as the Justice retired to his 
Chambers, the Court Room became 
like a theatre during the interval. 
The Defendant sat quiet, wrapped 
in silent meditation like a devout 
monk. To think, that he and his 
Science, the result of ages of know- 
ledge and wisdom, were undergo- 
ing the Supreme Test for continu- 
ance or extinction, at the hands of 
12 American Citizens about whom 
he knew nothing, was enough to 
drive him to distraction. Yet, he 
expressed no emotion. He sat 
there as a transfixed individual, 
with faith in his Truth, faith in 
his Grand Masters, Whom he was 
serving devotedly.

judgment. I also thank your staff 
and the staff of the District Attor- 
ney, who have been very fair and 
square in their dealings with me as 
a Defendant. 


JUSTICE—That is what we 
Lawyers try to be. 


DINSHAH—I thank you, Your 
Honor and may the blessings of the 
Almighty be upon you! Thank 
you, gentlemen! 


I picked up my Suitcases and 
after the Assistant District Attor- 
ney Leo Hagerty recorded my 
“pedigree,” surrounded by my loyal 
Graduates and Students, I left that 
Supreme Court Of The State Of 
New York for the Hotel Lafayette. 
The next morning, I left Buffalo, 
New York, to complete the ad- 
journed Sixty-Fourth Class, in Ho- 
tel Tuller, Detroit, Michigan. 


CHAPTER 10 
TRIUMPH OF SPECTRO-CHROME 


The local newspapers came out 
with the usual reports. One such 


may speak for the rest. 
Courier-Express, of Buffalo, New 
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York carried a vivid article on Sat- 
urday morning, May 2, 1931:— 


COLOR RAY ADVOCATE FREED ON 
THEFT COUNT 


Inventor of “magic-lantern” absolved 
of swindling purchaser of device 


CONDUCTS OWN DEFENSE 


Ghadiali Matches His Scientific Knowl- 
edge Against That of Prosecution 
Witnesses 


After deliberating 1% hours a su- 
preme court jury yesterday acquitted 
Col. Dinshah P. Ghadiali of a charge of 
second degree grand larceny. The case 
was tried before Justice Thomas H. 
Noonan. It was alleged that Colonel 
Ghadiali had swindled Houseman 
Hughes, 294 Parkdale avenue, out of 
$175 in the sale of a color-ray machine 
for the cure of disease. 


Hughes bought one of the machines a 
year ago, after taking a 60-hour course 
in its operation, and then caused the in- 
ventor‘’s arrest when he alleged the ap- 
paratus failed to do for him the things 
Col. Ghadiali said it would. 


Conducts Own Defense 


Col. Ghadiali conducted his own de- 
fense and matched wits with Leo J. 
Hagerty, prosecuting attorney, and his 
scientific knowledge against that of sev- 
eral prosecution witnesses. The supreme 
court room was filled for three days of 
the trial. 


Although Col. Ghadiali did not take 
the stand in his own defense, he called 
several witnesses who emphatically as- 
serted the magic-lantern was all that its 
inventor said it was. 


The witness, two of them women 
doctors, one from Philadelphia and the 
other from Brooklyn, told the court and 
jury it had been found by them to de- 
velop marvelous curative powers and 
that they had abandoned the practice of 
medicine to treat their patients by Col. 
Ghadiali‘s method. 


Not only did Col. Ghadiali handle his 
own defense, but he also summed up his 
own case to the jury and for more than 
half-hour, in the best of legal phrase- 
ology, assured the jury that he was pre- 
pared by actual operation, to demon- 
strate his machine. 


He placed himself in the same class 
as the inventor of the telephone, the 
radio and other revolutionary inventions 
and stated that, because he was years 


ahead of other scientists, he was the vic- 
tim of persecution. “I am ready,‘ he 
said, “to be a martyr to science, but in 
years to come it will be found that dis- 
ease can be successfully treated with 
color-rays.‘‘ 


Evening Journal, Vineland, New 
Jersey, carried an article in its col- 
umns, on Tuesday, May 19, 1931 :— 


SUPREME COURT ACQUITS 
DINSHAH 


Malaga Inventor Had Been Charged 
With Swindling Buffalo Resident 


Conducting his own defense, Col. Din- 
shah P, Ghadiali. of Malaga, was acquit- 
ted in supreme court at Buffalo, N. Y., 
a few days ago of a charge of second 
degree grand larceny. 


Ghadiali was charged by Housman 
Hughes, of Buffalo, with having swin- 
dled him out of $175 in the sale of a 
color-ray machine for the cure of dis: 
ease. 


Hughes bought one of the machines 
about a year ago after taking a course 
in its operation. He then had the in- 
ventor arrested when he alleged that the 
apparatus failed to do the things that 
Ghadiali said it would. 

The inventor handled his own case 
during the three days of the trial, which 
took place before a crowded courtroom. 
He called several witnesses who testified 
that the apparatus was all that Ghadiali 
claimed it to be. Two of them were 
women doctors, one from Philadelphia 
and the other from Brooklyn. Both said 
the machine had been found by them to 
have great curative powers and that 
they had abandoned the practice of 
medicine to treat patients by Ghadiali‘s 
method. 


Ghadiali not only conducted his own 
defense, but he summed up his case in 
legal phraseology and told the jury he 
was prepared to demonstrate his ma- 
chine. 

He placed himself in the same class 
as the inventors of many other revolu- 
tionary devices. “I am ready,‘ he de- 
clared, ‘to be a martyr to science, but 
in years to come it will be found that 
disease can be successfully treated with 
color rays.“ 

The jury returned its verdict of ac- 
quittal after deliberating an hour and a 
half. 


The Post, of Vineland, New Jer- 
sey, spoke thus, on Friday, May 
22, 19381:— 
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MALAGA SPECTRO-CHROME 
THERAPIST IS ACQUITTED 


Col. Dinshah P. Ghadiali, spectro- 
chrome therapist, of Malaga, was ac- 
quitted in Supreme Court at Buffalo, 
N. Y. recently of charges of curative 
claims for a color ray machine, when 
two women doctors, who said they 
abandoned the practice of medicine to 
treat patients with color rays, supported 
the colonel in his claim that a machine 
of his own invention would do every- 
thing its inventor says it can. The doc- 
tors were Kate W. Baldwin, former head 
of the Philadelphia Woman's Hospital, 
and Dr. Martha J. Peebles, Brooklyn. 
Col. Dinshah ably conducted his own de- 
ense. 


Similar articles appeared in The 
Sun, of New York, New York and 
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the Glassboro Enterprise, of Glass- 
boro, New Jersey, Friday, May 15, 
1981. 


Some time after the termination 
of the case, information reached 
me that Dr. Albert P. Sy, was given 
a “vacation” by the Buffalo Uni- 
versity, to go to Germany “for fur- 
ther study.” The Student who 
mailed me the news, commented 
that ‘‘this is what happens to peo- 
ple who put their hands in a buzz 
saw’! 

Similar “vacation” was granted 
to Dr. Melvin C. Reinhart. 

May all have the blessings of 
wisdom and forethought!

COLOR-WAVE-PROJECTION APPARATUS. 


Application filed September 


To all whom it may concern: 

Be it known that I, Dinspan P. Grant- 
ALI, a citizen of the United States, residing 
at Philadelphia, in the county of Philadel- 
phia and State of Pennsylvania, have in- 
vented certain new and useful Improve- 
ments i! Color-Wave-Projection Apparatus, 
of which the following is a specification. 

My invention relates to color wave projec- 
tion apparatus intended primarily for use in 
the treatment of diseases by means of color 
waves emanating from selected portions of 
the spectrum and it is my object to pro- 
duce a projector in which six color wave 
slides wlll produce twelve colors, which is 
so constructed that improper assembly of 
the color slide carriers and their improper 
insertion in the projector will be impossi- 
ble, in which locking means are provided to 
maintain the proper register of the color 
slides, both with respect to one another and 
with the lens system, which is provided with 
color traps to prevent undesired color leak- 
age and to protect the color slides not in use, 
which is provided with visua] indicators for 
the color slides and which js provided with 
cooling means to prevent breakage of the 
color slides and Jens elements. 

In the drawing Fig. 1 is a side elevation 
of the projector; Fig. 2 a sectional view 
through the color wave slide structure; Fig. 
3 a front view of the projector; Fig. 4 a 
front view of the color wave slide struc- 
ture with the color traps open; Fig. 5 a sec- 
tional view of the color wave slide carriers 
and shaft; Fig. 6 a view of the color wave 
slide carriers partly broken away to show 
the arrangement of the color slides; Fig. 7 
a detail view of the color slide carrier lock- 
ing means; and Fig. 8 a detail view of the 
color slide mounting on the carrier. 

The projector comprises four principal 
parts. A lamp housing 1, a color slide car- 
rjer 2, a lens system 3 and a cooling system 
4,as shown in ig. 1. 

My invention relates primarily to the 
color slide carrier and to the cooling sys- 
tem whereby breakage .of color slides is 
prevented. 

The color wave slide system comprises 
two color slide carriers, 5 and 6, which are 
slidable or revolvable with respect to one 
another and together or separately with re- 
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spect to the lens and lamp system, metal 
disks being shown in the drawings, although 
reciprocating carriers may be employed 
without departing from my _ invention. 
Each disk is provided with apertures 7, 7, 
four being the number generally employed. 
One disk carries the red, green and violet 
color slides in the order named, while one 
aperture is left blank, and the other disk 
carries the blue, yellow and a duplicate red 
color slide, one aperture also being left 
blank. 

The color wave slides proper, red, green, 
violet, blue, yellow and duplicate red, are 
each secured to the carriers by a stepped 
ring 7’ held by screws 8 passing through 
the carriers, elastic packing washers 9 being 
interposed between the color slides and the 
metal to avoid strains incident to heating 
and cooling which would otherwise tend to 
crack the color slides. (See Fig. 8). 

A stepped shaft 10 is slipped through the 
color slide carrier hubs as is best shown in 
Wig. 5, the violet, green and red carrying 
disk having a large bore in the hub fitting 
the larger step which is nearer the sto 
collar, the other or duplicate red, yellow an 
blue carrying disk has a smaller bore in its 
hub and fits the reduced diameter of the 
shaft. The bearing ends of the shaft which 
enter the bearings 11 and 12 on the projector 
are also of different diameters so that the 
disks can neither be placed on the shaft in 
the wrong order nor can the assembled disks 
be placed in the machine improperly. 

In order that each separate color slide 
may be accurately centered in the lens sys- 
tem, spring pressed bolts 13, 13’ are mount- 
ed in the housing and engage a series of 
notches 14 on the disk edges so that when 
the bolts are in notches the color slides are 
central with the lens system. 

As is best shown in Fig. 2 the color wave 
slides are preferably mounted between the 
condensing lenses. 

To avoid color wave leakage from the color 
wave slide carriers the edges of the disks 5 
and 6 are flanged at 15 and 16 so that the 
color wave slides are enclosed in a light- 
tight drum as is best shown in Fig. 5. To 
reduce color wave leakage further when the 
projector is in use, two flaps 17 and 18 are 
hinged to the projector and close the spaces 
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on top of the color wave slide carriers and 
condensers and have vertical wings 17’ and 
18’ covering the parts of the color wave 
slide carrying disks not between the con- 
densers as i- hest shown in Figs. 1, 2, 3 and 
4, the colu.A. ave traps being in closed posi- 
tion in Fiy. 3 and the forward one open in 
l‘ig. 4. By opening the color wave traps the 
color wave slide disks may be inserted in or 
removed frum the projector. The lower 
part of the color wave slide carrier space and 
condensers is protected by a permanent color 
wave trap or shield 19 which opens into a 
ventilator passage 20 which: leads in turn to 


> a blower fan 21 operated by a motor 22; the 


air is sent into the lamp housing and the 
condenser housing where the color wave 
slides are and finally exhausts out of the 
movable light-proof cowl 23 on the top of 
the lamp housing and the condenser hous- 
ing. In practice, the lamp and the motor 
are on the same circuit so that the motor 
runs while the lamp is burning, thereby 
drawing air over the color wave slides, con- 


3 densers, color and light housing and lamp, 


cooling the parts and avoiding heat break- 
age by blowing the heated air out. A simi- 
lar effect can be produced by the use of a 
suction fan, reversing the process. 

An iris diaphragm 25 in front of the con- 
densers and color wave slides may be used to 
control the volume of the waves. A lens 
system 3 is mounted in ‘front of the con- 
densers and color waves slides so that con- 
verging, diverging and parallel waves may 
be projected from the machine for treating 
various areas of the body. 

When the projector is to be used in the 
treatment of diseases, the current is turned 
on thereby lighting the lamp and starting 
the blower fan. The two blank apertures in 
the slide carriers are centered between the 
condensers and the light is focused to the 
desired beam by means of the lenses on the 
areas of the body being treated, its intensity 
being further controlled by the iris dia- 
phra . 

If a single color wave slide is to be used 
the bolts 13, 13’ are retracted and the slide 
carrying disks turned until the desired color 
wave slide is between the condensers, and 
the blank or focusing aperture on the other 
disk is centered between the condensers. In- 
scriptions are preferably made on the disk 
edges indicating the color slide between the 
condensers when the bolt engages the marked 
notch. 

_ While I have named colors in the follow- 
ing paragraph I am in reality dealing with 
oscillation frequencies measuring in Ang- 
strom units, red being 7000 Angstrom units; 
orange, 6500 Angstrom units; yellow, 6000 
Angstrom units; green 5500 Angstrom units; 
blue, 5000 Angstrom un‘ts; violet, 4000 Ang- 
strom units, and so on with other colors.

It is apparent that the red, green, violet, 
blue and yellow color wave slides may be 
used separately. The following combina- 
tions may be produced by using the color 
wave slides conjointly :— — 

Red and yellow produce orange. 

Yellow and green produce lemon. 

Green and blue produce turquoise. 

Blue and violet produce indigo. 

Violct and ycllow produce purple. 

Violet and red produce magenta. 

Bluc and red produce scarlet. 

It is thus apparent that five different color 
wave slides wfHi enable me to select twelve 
separate portions of the spectrum for use in 
the treatment of diseas¢és but that the red 
must be duplicated and be present on each 
color wave slide carrier disk to produce this 
result. ; 

As it is absolutely essential that the sepa- 
rate color wave slides oscillate in wave 
lengths to their respective proper positions 
in the spectrum and when combined the com- 
binatiens will also produce their proper 
wave lengths it is necessary to do this test- 
ing and mounting in the laboratory and to 
prevent unauthorized and incompetent per- 
sons tampering with or attempting to re- 
place damaged color wave slides. To this 
end, color wave slides are mounted on the 
flanged sides of the carriers so that when 
tley are on the shaft they are practically in- 
side a drum and the screws holding the rin 
to the carriers have their heads inside this 
drum. After assembly a hole drilled through 
the small end of the shaft and the disk lock 
26 receives a wire and seal so that any tam- 
pering with the color wave slides can be at 
once detected. In_event of damage to one or 
more color wave slides it is necessary to lift 
out the color wave slide carriers as a unit 
and return them to the laboratory for the in- 
sertion of new color wave slides tested and 
adjusted, matching or attuning the rest of 
the set in their proper respective wave 
lengths. 

I claim :— 

1. A color wave slide carrier for projec- 
tion apparatus comprising two apertured 
disks, color wave slides secured to said disks 
over certain of said apertures, the disks be- 
ing provided with bearing apertures of dif- 
ferent diameters and a shaft of different 
diameters, each diameter being adapted to 
engage the appropriate bearing aperture in 
a disk. 


9. A color wave slide carrier for projec- 
tion apparatus comprising two apertured 
disks each provided with a flanged edge, 
color wave Hides secured to said disks over 
certain of the apertures and on the flanged 
side of the disks, the disks being provided 
with bearing apertures of different diam- 
eters and a shaft of different diameters, each 
diameter being adapted to engage the appro- 
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priate bearing in a disk, the disk flanges 
meeting, whereby the color wave slides are 
within the thus formed drum, 

-~8, A eolor wave slide carrier for projee- 
tion apparatus eomprising bearitigs of dif- 
ferent diameters, two apertnred disks, eolor 
wave slides seenred to said disks over eer- 
tain of said apertures, the disks being pro- 
vided with bearing apertures of different di- 
ameters, and a shaft of four different di- 
aneters, the end diameters engaging the ap- 
propriate bearings and the middle diameters 
engaging the appropriate disk bearing aper- 
tures, 

4. Color wave projection apparatus com- 
prising a lens system, a color wave slide 
carrier comprising a pair of apertured, 
notched-edge disks, a shaft on which said 
disks revolve with the apertures in line 
with the lens system, color wave slides se- 


eured to the disks over certain of the disk 
apertures and locking bolts adapted to enter 
the disk edge notehes when the apertures 
are in line with the lens system. 

5, Color wave projeetion apparatns eoin- 
prising a lens system, a eolor wave slide ear- 
rier eomprising a pair of apertured notehed- 
edge disks, 2 shaft on wlneh said disks re- 
valve with the apertures in line with the 
lens system, eolor wave slides seenred to the 
disks over eertain of the apertnres and 
locking bolts adapted to enter the disk edge 
notehes when the apertnres are m line with 
the lens system, the name of the color of the 
color wave slide in line with the lens sys- 
tem being inscribed on the disk alongside 
the notch engaging the bolt.

ELECTRIC THERMOMETER. 


Application filed July 20, 


My apparatus is a device for electrically 
measuring the temperature of the various 
parts of the human body to determine which 
of said parts are above or below the normal 
temperature for that portion of the body, 
and to calculate mechanically from the read- 
ings so taken the average of various areas 
and of the entire body. Also to provide 
means whicreby the electric thermometer 1s 
ready at all times to perform its functions 
and to provide a time keeping device which 
will determine standard observations. 

In the drawing Fig. 1 is a front view of 
my complete apparauis; Fig. 2 a diagram 


5 of the circuit of the electric thermometer 


proper; Fig. 3 a plan view of the warming 
chamber, with its element, thermostat, tube 
and body contact device; and J*ig. 4 a sec- 
tional view of the calculating device.  «... 

The instrument, mounted in a suitable 
cabinet, consists of four principal parts, the 
electric thermometer, tlie calculating device, 
the time keeping device and the wariniuy 
chamber for the body contact device. 

The electric thermometer comprises, 9 
Whieatstone bridge and a galvanometer. As 
shown in Fig. 2 the bridge consists ol fur 
legs 1,2, 3 and 4. The legs 1, 2 and + have 
the fixed resistances 5, 6 and 7 therein while 
the leg 4 has a special form of varinble 1e- 
sistance later described herein. Tlic gal- 
vanometer 41, of the well known moving 
coil type, is connected to tlie points 9 and 
10 of the bridge. The lead from point 41 
leads to a battery 12 and rheostat 14, thence 
to tle body contact device or variable bridge 
resistance 14. This body contact device has 
tlle lead from the rheostat passing throngh 


‘it as an open loop 15 to equalize the lead 


lengths and avoid errors due to different 
line resistances and is connected to the leg 
4 at 16. The other: side of the open leg 4 
is connected to the bottom of the loop 15 
by a lead 19 but the connection is made 
through a high resistance 18 made of fine 
platium wire. 

The body contact device 14, as shown in 
section in Fig..3, comprises an outer case 
20 of dielectric material, a lining in the form 
of a relatively thick metal tube 21 and an 
end 22 secured thereto. The lead wires 15 
and 19 pass through the tube 21 but‘ qut of 
electric contact therewith. The lower, or 
open end of the body contact member has 
a domed piece 23 of dielectric material

seated slightly inside the end of the tube 
end and the high resistance 18 is affixed to 
the exposed surface. A cap 24 is provided 
to cover the tube 21 when the body contact 
is not in use to protect the resistance wire 
from mechanical injury as well as to con- 
serve the heat. he body contact is nor- 
mally stored in a warmed chamber 25, closed 
by a door 26 with an outlet 27 formed in the 
cabinet beside the door to permit the pas- 
sage of the lead wires 18 and 19 when the 
instrument is not in use and the door is 
closed to conserve the heat in the chamber. 

The chamber 23 has a heaturg c\cinent ZT, 
controlled by a thermostat vs, to maintain 
the chainbe at a suitable temperature corre- 
ypouding to the average normal tempera- 
ture of ilie linman body. 

The body contact device 14 1s stored in- 
side the chaniber in a heavy metal tube 29 
which holds the heat better than if it is 
simply exposed to the air. 

‘Lhe calculating device comprises a sta- 
tionary dial 30 and a rotatable dial 31. A 
pointer 32, provided with an operating but- 
ton 33 can be revolved over the dial 30, and 
by means of gears 34 and 35 the motion of 
the pointer is transmitted to and revolves 
the dial 31, a portion of which is visible 
through an opening in the cabinet, as shown 
in Fig. 1. 

The pointer shaft 36 1s made in two sec- 
tions with a disk on the meeting end of each 
section and a spriug on the section carrying 
the button 33 Which normally holds the two 
disks in frictional engugement as shown in 
Tig. 4 but which permits the rotation of the 

ointer 32 without turning the gears or 
ower dial by pulling out on the button, 
thereby breaking the transmission line. 
Other coupling means may be substituted 
without departing from the scope of my 
Invention. 

In order that a uniform time of applica- 
tion of the body contact 14 may be conven- 
iently made I provide a special clock 38 in 
which one revolution of the hand indicates 
a standard period of time and the dial may 
be divided into suitable divisions. 

As the instrument is so sensitive it is cali- 
brated to be accurate at room temperatures

sured a thermometer 39-is seeured to the 
Instrument to measure such room tempera- 
ture, 
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A smal! electric light in honsing 40 illumi- 
nates the galvanometer dial. 

The galvanometer dial 41 is graduated 
with a base line and a— and a +0 on either 
side thereof, the remaining graduations be- 
ing + and — 1, 2, 3, 4, etc., reading to the 
right and left of the zeros. 

The galvanoineter dial graduations are re- 
peated on the dial 30 in circular form and 
also on the dial 31, but reversed from left to 
right. 

The method of use of the instrument is as 
follows:—The chautber 25 is warmed with 
the body contact enclosed therein. The gal- 
vanometer is tested to asccriain whether the 
battery 12 is strong enough to move the gal. 
vanometer necdle over the entire scale. ‘lhe 
needle is then brought tu the base tine be- 
tween the 7i- and — zcros. ‘These opcra- 
tions are common to all galvanometers and 
it is not necessary to describe the mrecha- 
nism by which they are performed. If, in 
testing, the galvanometer necule swings off 
the scale on the riglit, or cool, end of the 
scale the instrument is too cold asd firthier 
warning must take place. The fluctuation 
of the needle between tne + and > xcros, 
which represent the norinal variations in tire 
temperatures of the bodies of different indi- 
viduals, determine whetlicr the individnal 
under test has a high ox low initial read- 
ing. 

To determine the base, or starting tempcr- 
ature, the end of the body contact ts frst 
covered with thin paper to protect the resis- 
ance wire and the contact is then firnily, bné 
gently, pressed to different portions of cle 
body and the galvanometer readings nied 
and recorded. 

The contact is then successively applied 
to the various parts or areas of the body and 
like readinyvs and notations made. ‘Tite lo- 
cal area records is read directly from the 
galvanometer dial and proper corrcctive 
Measures are indicated thereby. ‘Ile time 
of applying the body contact 1s deterinined 
by experiment and should be uniform. 

To calculate the resultant tumperatnre 
readings the pointer over the upper dial is 
turned until the base line on the lower dial 
is under the sight lixe. ‘The clutcl: ts then 
released and the pointer on the upper dial 
revolved until it 1s ovcr the base line on the 
upper dial. Tle upper dial pointer is then 
connected to the gearing and lower dial by 
releasing the button so that the upper dial 
pointer and the lower dial will revolve to- 
gether. The head readings previously taken 
and noted down are thbn averaged by succes- 
sively turning the pointer to the right or left 
to the proper graduations corresponding to 


the previously taken and noted readings of 
the galvanometer. The pointer is rcturned 
to the base line after each movement: but 
the pointer must be pulled out to declutch 
tle lower dial mechanism before tlic return 
movement. ‘The average or resultant of the 
readings will then be shown on the lower 
dial and wiil show whether the temperature 
ot the individual ts sub:normal or super. 
normal. 

If the base teniperature, so dctermined, 
is supernorma! the plus zerc is sed as the 
base line in all suvseyrein Calas, and 
if the temperature 1s. subnornial thie inmmus 
zero is used as the base lince.. This auio- 
maticaliy compensates for j.e:soual va- 
garies im the subsequent culemations. The 
readings for the- vurious areas of the body 
arc then caiculated Ly gronps m like manner 
so that the general temperature of large 
areas may be determined. By obsanung me 
resultant of tle total of the avea resmtianis 
the generat resuitant tempera.ure uf the 
body may be calcuiated and asceriained. 
Supernurinal temperatures natyrally mar. 
cate excessive functioning and suonornal 
1cmiperaiures indicate deficient {unctronmy. 
Corrective measures, boii sysieniic and local, 
may then be applied. 

‘Dhe body concact should be kept in olre 
chamber at ali times wlien aot in actual use 
but shuuid it become 10 cooled im use Wie u 
test shows that it swings the gaivanoineter 
necdle off the — scale it niay be quickly 
warmed vy holding it over the lamp honsiy 
for a few seconds or other inccpendent 
source uf heat. Suclr scurce may be nronnc- 
ed directly in the body contact tsell. 

By the use of this instrument the pre- 
cise condition of ail the various pars uf 
the budy may be dctesunned and gorrective 
measures indicated and the general cundt- 
tion, by iarger areas and as a wile mezy 
be calculated. 

I claim :-— 

An instrument for determinmg tempera- 
tures conprising a Wheatsiune bridge, o 
galvanomecer, a variable resistance unit coi- 
prising a diclectric casz, a metalliv tube 
thercin, a diclectric filiims, prece adjacesn 
the open end of said care, a virtabe re- 
sistance un said filling piece, a heasing cham- 
ber adapted to contain the variable restsi- 
ance untt, a heating elenient in said clayn- 
ber and a thernostnt within the clmiber 
controliing the heating clement, whereby a 
constunt temperature is maintained on satd 
variable resistance unit,

Our graduates and others constantly 
express their desire to have a reliable 
biographical sketch of the peculiarly ver- 
satile, checkered life of the Originator of 
Spectro-Chrome Metry. 


The following will go a long way to 
show that Dinshah’s work is not the re- 
sult of sleeping on a “bed of flowers’ 
and that even now he could not afford to 
rest on his oars, his real work for human 
service being only begun with Spectro- 
Chrome Metry. 


1873—Born November 28, of Parsee 
Zoroastrian parents at Bombay, British 
India. The name Dinshah means “King 
of Duty’; Ghadiali means ‘“watch- 
maker.” His father a watchmaker was 
also contractor to the British Postmaster 
General for the Presidency of Bombay, 
for clocks. 


1876—At the age of 2 1-2 years at- 
tended primary school and at 8 years 
was attending high school. Three years 
later, at the age of 11, acted as Assistant 
to Professor of Mathematics and Science 
of Wilson College, Bombay. 


1886—Took Bombay University exam- 
ination. 


1887—At 14 years of age, became Ex- 
perimental Demonstrator in Chemistry 
and Physics at seven institutions of 
learning. At this time, he began the 
study of medicine. 


1891—Became member of the Indian 
Temperance Association and was elected 
Fellow of Theosophical Society and be- 
gan career as public orator on scientific, 
metaphysical, religious, spiritual and oc- 
cult subjects. 


1892—-He erected several electric light 
installations and was appointed Tele- 
graph and Telephone Superintendent for 
Dholpur State, Central India, and acted 
aS Electrical Engineer to His Highness 
Maharana of Dholpur. 


1893—Joined British Merchant Marine 
service, with the Peninsular and Oriental 


Steamship Company and went to London 
England; became a member of the Inter- 
national Order of Good Templars. 


1894—-Was appointed Chief Mechan- 
ical Engineer in the Umballa Flour 
Mills, Punjab, India. Became a member 
of the Independent Order of Rechabites, 
the Royal Army Temperance Associa- 
tion, and-also of the Royal Artillery 
Temperance Association then under the 
Presidentship of Lord Roberts, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Indian Army. 


1895—Became Consulting Electrical 
Engineer and erected a number of elec- 
tric light plants in various cotton spin- 
ning and weaving mills. Was elected an 
Honorary Member of the Poona Volun- 
teer Rifle Corps. 


1896—Made his first visit to the Uni- 
ted States and was introduced to Thomas 
Edison, Nicola Tesla, Michael Pupin and 
other inventors and scientists of inter- 
national note. Delivered first lecture on 
X-Rays and Radio-Activity in New 
York,, which earned for him the title of 
the “Parsee Edison.” Returning to India, 
he developed his practice as Medical 
Practitioner and Medical Electrician in 
Bombay and started a number of reform 
campaigns throughout India. 


1899—Became Stage Manager of the 
Bombay Theatre and erected therein the 
first Electric Motion Picture machinery 
as a pioneer in the film art. 


1900—Inaugurated ‘“Electro-Medical 
Hall” at Ajmer, Central India, for the 
treatment of diseases by Chromopathy 
or color waves, electricity and other 
drugless methods, in conjunction with 
his regular practice as a physician. 


1901—Opened “Electro-Medical Hall” 
at Surat, Western India and becama 
known for successful treatment of bu- 
bonic plague and the so-called incurable 
diseases. 


1903—Became trustee of the Deshi Mi- 
tra printing press. 


1904—Was elected chairman of the 
“Nanpura Parsee Community” to pro- 
tect the rights of the poor, enabling 
them to secure medical assistance with 
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less cost. In doing this, he became in- 
volved in a number of defamation and 
libel suits, all of which he defended 
personally with success, without the aid 
of a lawyer and won much popularity by 
his upright stand against autocratic 
oppression. At this time he was ap- 
pointed District Agent of the New 
Zealand Fire and Marine Insurance 
Company. 


1905—Established his own printing 
plant and weekly newspaper called the 
"Impartial,”’ to further the cause of lib- 
erty of speech and writings. His edi- 
torials were under the title of ”Our 
Golden Whip.” Criticizing unjust acts of 
government and other public officials 
and exposure of political graft, created 
much uproar. 


1908—July 4th, left India and traveled 
through England, France, Belgium, Hol- 
land, Germany, Austria, Switzerland, 
Italy and other countries to promote his 
electrical and scientific inventions. 


1909—Founded and was chairman of 
the Alcohol-Free Wines Company Ltd., 
of London, England, with factory in 
Switzerland to promote the cause of tu- 
tal abstinence. Was appointed ’’Honor- 
ary Deputy Grand Chief Templar of the 
Grand Lodge of England of the Interna- 
tional Order of Good Templars.” Was 
delegate to the Twelfth International 
Congress on Alcoholism and was ap- 
pointed member of the first ’Interna- 
tional Prohibition Confederation” of 
London, England. Studied flight. Passed 
the examination with honors and was 
elected Fellow of the ’Templar Institute 
of England’ and was commissioned 
speaker of the Anti-Socialist Union of 
Great Britain under the presidentship of 
the Duke of Devonshire. 


1911—-Arrived in United States with 
$75 in his pocket, after unforeseen finan- 
cial reverses in England caused through 
his zealousness in promoting the cause of 
prohibition. Decided to make America 
his permanent domicile and became Pro- 
fessor and Chief Instructor in New York 
College of Engineering Science and 
Automobile Instruction. Later acted as 
Secretary of a Division Superintendent 


of the Prudential Insurance Company of 
America. 


1912—-Became Vice-President and 
General Manager of the Automobile 
Fault Finder and Anti-Forgery Electric 
Pen Company. 


1913—Became Assistant Manager of 
the Southern Nut and Fruit Company of 
New York and Georgia. Established ex- 
perimental laboratory with a wireless 
telegraph station at Hillsdale, N. J. At 
this time began to manufacture the Din- 
shah Engine Tester for testing gas en- 
gines of automobiles, submarines and 
aeroplanes, which he gifted to the Uni- 
ted States Government during the war. 


1914—Organized and became Presi- 
dent of Dr. Dinshah P. Ghadiali Inven- 
tions Corporation for manufacturing and 
marketing his inventions, and the Din- 
shah Photokinephone Corporation for 
Talking Motion Pictures. 


1915—Became General Manager and 
Vice-President of the Independent Elec- 
trical Supply Company; later was Vice- 
President and General Manager of the 
North Atlantic Metal Corporation of 
New York. 


1916—Became Export Manager of the 
Union Smelting and Refining Company 
of New Jersey. 


1917—Was naturalized as an Amer- 
ican citizen at Hackensack, N. J., June 
15th. 


1918—Was commissioned a Captain in 
the New York Police Reserve, by Special 
Deputy Commissioner Rodman Wana- 
maker, for war duty. 


1919—Received Major’s Commission 
and was appointed Governor of the New 
York Police Aviation School. With the 
assistance of a large number of Amer- 
ican war veterans, both flyers and non- 
flyers, he organized the aviation branch 
of the New York Police and was com- 
missioned Colonel and Commander of 
the New York Police Reserve Air Ser- 
vice. Made several spectacular flights 
and established a record by bringing the 
first Police Air Mail from New York to 
Philadelphia. He received for his ser- 
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vices two hydroplanes from the United 
States Government to be used for po- 
licing New York Harbor and from 
Police Commissioner Richard Enright 
and Mayor John Hylan, of New York 
City, received the “Liberty Medal.”
